^he  Hilary  of  Portugal,  from  its  beii^  hefiov&ed  bf 
Don  Alonfo  VI.  Kin^  of  Leon  and  Caftile,  on 
Hen?7  of  Burgundy,  mth  the  title  only  of  a 
County^  to  the  proclamation  of  J)on  Alonfo  Enri- 
quez,  in  the  plains  of  Ourique. 

TH  E  biftory  of  Portugal  naturally  Follo^vs  that  of 
Spasfif  of  which,    wjch  Qali^ia^.y^%    makes   the 
whole  Weftern  coaft ;   and  is  co^feqaently  vzty 
happily  featedin  a  mild  and  temperate  climate^ 
well  watered  by  rivulets  an4  fprings,  as  well  as  feveral  na- 
vigable rivers  \  iq  %  word^  rich^  friiitful,  and  plea&nt,  in  it-

In  thofe  before  the  time  of 
Auguftiupi^ai\  C^iiatiia  feems  to  be  bounded  by  the  ocean 
on  the  oorthi'^na-by'ftre'river  Ti^wj  on  the  fouthj    conis* 
dered  in  which  M^t  ic  comprehends  all  Gaiicia,  znd  exchided 
two  of  the  fix  provinces  of  P$rtugai\    But  in  the  ftriSler 
alW  Inofe  reftraincd  fenfe  of  the  word,  as'  we  find  it  ufed 
particularly  by PZ/ffj^,  it  was  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Durias^ 
•now  the-DMir^i  and  on  ibe  (buth  by  the  river  im»,  now  the 
Guadiana  ^,  in  whiqh  fenfe  it  was  not  quite  fo  long  as  Par^ 
tugal ;  but  to  compenfate  this,  it  was  broader,  comprehend- 
ing within  the  tine  of  its  caftcm  fronricr  Norba  Cafnrmj 
Pax  Augujiot   and  Emerita  Augufta^    now  ftiled  Alcantara^ 
Badajos^  and  Merida  **.     We  mull  alfo  obferve,  that  though 
a  great  part  of  Pormgal  was  comprehended  within  the  domi-^ 
nions  of  the  Suevi^  yet  thefe  fovereignties  were  far  from  being 
exactly  the  fame,  nnce  the  Suevi  were  certainly  maflers  of 
the  beft  part  of  Galicia^^  but  do  not  feem  to  have  taken  in 
the  fouthern  part  oi  Portugal ',  that  is,  the  two  provinceg  be* 
yond  the  Tagus^  as  We  may  collect  from  their  having  conftant- 
ly  the  ancient  city  of  Bracera,  Augujla^  or  Braga^  for  their 
capital  *.

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and  in  proccfs  of  time,  that  name  gradually  e5cten<Jed  itfelf 
over  the  country,  being  foftened,  pi*  rather  ijiortened,  into 
Portugal^.  But  when  diis  event  happened,  why  thefc  G/iuls 
came  thither,  and  what  became  of  thfem  afterwards,  Ke  all 
buried  in  oWlvion*  It  is  ^Hedged,  however,  that  upon  an 
eminence  which  overlooks  the  mouth  of  the  river  DourSf 
there  ftood  an  ancient  town  called  Cale^  ftrong  and  well  peopIte4 
but  vfcry  IM  featcd  fOr  trade,  and  this  occafioned  the  con- 
ftrudion  of  a  lower  town,  or  hamlet,  which  was  called  Pdr* 
tus  Cafsy  that  is,  the  haven  of  Cak^  and  in  proceis  of  time 
Portucatia  «.  At  length  becoming  fo  confiderable  as  to  merit 
an  epifcop^l  chair,  thefe  bifhops  fubfcribed  themfelves,  as  the 
records  of  sincient  councils  teftify,  ^ortucaknfes^  and  the  nam^ 
of  the  city  was  transferred  to  the  dloccfe,  which  was  ftilcd 
Portucalid  \  It  is  true,  that  after  this  thefe  bilhops  changed 
their  ftile,  and  wrote  themfelves  Portiunfesy^  that  is,  bifhops 
of  Porto.  But  the  before-mentioned  fads  arc  aSgally  fet 
down  in  ancient  and  authentic  hiflories  i  and  ias  thediocefe  ojT 
Portucatia  comprehended  in  a  great  meafure  that  little  countiy 
in  which  the  fovereignty  originally  began,  the  name  extended 
itfelf,  together  with  their  acquifi,tions,  and  has  remained 
to  the  kingdom,  though,  in  procefs  of  time,  a  new  namq 
has  prevailed  with  refpc^  to  the  diocefe,  and  perhaps  thi$  dif- 
tlnd^on  arofe  from  thence. 

Portugal,  even  in  its  prefent  condition,  and  with  the  addi-  Great  iif* 
tion  oi  Algarve^  is  but  a  fmall  kingdom,  though  certainly  y^^»c^  be*^ 
the  moft  confiderable  of  any  honoured  with  that  title  in  S^in :  tiveen  thi 
but  fmajl  as  it  is,  we  (hall  in  the  courfe  of  this  hiftory  country  m^ 
demonftrate,  that  it  is  incomparably  greater  than  that  in  which  ^'Jf^^  -^ - 
the  fovereignty  began,  and  which,  to  fay  the  truth,  was  oear-  ^^^>  f?** 
ly  the  fame  with  the  province  between  the  Aiinio'  and  the  ''^«"^^ 
bouro^  fmall  in  extent,  but  happy  in  fituation  j  and  fo  plea-  ??^  ^^' 
iknt  and  fertile,  that  it  has  been  fometimes  filled  Medulla  Ifif* 
famca^  or  the  Marrow  of  Spain  K  We  ihall  fliortly  hav^, 
occafion  to  defcribe  it  more  particularly  in  a  manner  that  will 
fully  juftify  this  appellation  ;  neither  ought  it  to  be  cpnfidered 
as  any  diminution  of  the  credit  (5f  this  monarchy,  that  jt  rof^, 
from  fo  fmall  and  fo  weak  an  otigin ;  but  quite  the  CQntt^ryi 
fince  the  fame  thing  happened  to  the  kingdoms  of  Qvieclo^ 
Lton^  Jrrdgony  Navarre^  and  CajUle^  as  we  have  aljicffcdy

(hewn)  and  all  from  the  fame  caufe,  as  the/  were  gradually 
increafed  and  enlarged  at  the  expence  of  tne  Mo&rs^  by  the 
prevalence  of  Chriitian  arms,  and  by  the  courage  and  con- 
duA  of  a  longferies  of  wife  and  warlike  princes,  who,  by  an 
indefatigable  purfuit  of  honour,  aggrandized  themfelves  and 
their  fiun^s,  till  by  degrees,  from  inferior  titles  and  ^mall 
principalities,  they  rofe  into  the  rank  of  great  kings,  and  ex- 
tended their  own  authority  and  the  influence  of  their  fubje£ls 
into  all  the  quarters  of  the  known  world  ^* 
Frombence  '    The  reader  will  difcern  from  hence  into  how  great  an  im-< 
it  af fears    propriety  thofe  writers  fall  who  tell  us,  that  Portugal  W2s  firft 
the  fame     a  coun^,  then  a  dutchy,  and  at  length  a  kingd<itfn  ^    For 
country  has  this  is  not  at  all  true  of  the  fame  country,  that  is,  the  terri- 
mt  ken      tQjy  ^f  which  Hmry  of  Burgundy  gained  the  pofiefEon,  in  right 
3otb  *        of  his  wife  ahd  by  the  gift  other  father,  with  the  title  of  county 
'^i^'^i/       never  became  cither  dutchy  or  kingdom :   neither  do  we  read 
a  ktttgdm.  jj^  ^  author  of  antiquity,  that  Henry  or  his,  fon  don  Alon- 
fo^  were  ftiled  dukes,  and  if  they  were  fiiled  (o  in  Latifiy  we 
muft  confider,  that  the  word  Dux  is  difierently  ufed  as  ex- 
preffing  fometimes  a  dignity,  and  at  others  only  a  commaod* 
The  truth  is,  that  don  Jlonfo  having  extended  his  territories,, 
augmented  his  power^  and  eftabliOied  his  reputation  by  gain- 
ing a  glorious  and  complete  vidory  over  the  Moors j  was  fa- 
luted  king  by  hb  foldiers  in  the  field,  which  title^  was  con- 
firmed to  him  afterwards  with  great  folemnity  by  his  people, 
as  will  appear  in  its  proper  place  °>.     But  even  at  this  time  his 
dominions  were  much  larger  than  thofe  left  him  by  his  father, 
and  his  views  incomparably  more  exteofive,  many  of  which  he 
lived  to  accomplifh,  and  left  the  reft  to  be  atcfaievcd  by  his 
fucceflb'fs,  to  whom  he  tranfmitted  the  regal  title  and  power,, 
and  with  them  that  plan  of  conqueft,  which  was  executed  in 
its*  utmofl  extent ".    To  fome,  perhaps,  thcfe  particulars  may 
appear  very  minute,  and  yet  it  is  for  want  or  defcending  to 
thefe,  that,  generally  fpeaking,  the  hiSories  of  nations  are  fo 
indifiindly  and  confufedly  underftood,  and  errors  being  taken 
up  either  through  the  miftake  of  fa£ls,  or  by  fupplying  from 
conjedture  fucb  neceflary  circumflances  as,  through  a  defire  of 
brevity,  were  omitted,  continue  afterwards  to  infe£l  the  mind 
and  to  produce  a  feries^of  mifapprehenfions,  that  never  can  be 
corrected,  or  purged  out. 

The  Spanifl)  and  Vortuguefe  hiftorlans  agree,  that  don  Alon^

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Great,  bcftowed  his  daughter  Donna  Therefa  in  marriage  upon 
an  illuftriotts  ftranger  uonHenry^  and  gaye  him  with  her 
the  frontier  province,  which  he  had  conquered  from  the 
MMrsy  lying  fouth  of  the  river  MtiUho  or  Miim^  with  the 
title  of  coiinr.  But  notwithftanding  their  unanimity  in  thb 
pardcular,  they  ditfer  extremely  about  all  the  circumflanc^ 
that  relate  to  it.  They  cannot  agree  who  this  Don  Henry 
Mfas^  or  at  what  tim^  be  caxne  into  Spain  ^  (A).    The  ^-

(A)  In  this  note  we  fluH  «n- 
^•avoar  to  give  the  reader  a  to- 
lerable account  who  this  Hiwy 
of  Burgundy  was,  and  at  what 
^me  he  len  France  to  go  Xo  the 
court  of  the  king  of  Leon  and 
Caftile.  As  to  Ms  family,  the 
bifiiops  Don  Roderic  Sanciix  and 
Dob  Jl(mfiiieCartagena{i)f  aifert 
he  was  of  the  houfe  of  Lorrainy 
bst  dotiot  mention  who  were  his 
|>arents.  Duardi  GaI'van,  the 
ancient  chronologift  of  Portugal, 
affirms  he  was  fecond  ion  to  a 
king  of  Hungary ;  which  opi- 
nion the  famous  poet  Camoens^ 
in  his  Lnfiads,  follows.  Dams^- 
^anus  de  Goes,  in  the  life  of  king 
Emanuel,  ixys,  he  was  fon  tp  fFu-^ 
Uam,  baron  of  ^ff/jm^,  and  duke 
diLerrmn,  2xA  Ahida  ofGHfom- 
^agne^  James  de  Vakra,  and 
Jntomo  Beuter,  bring  him  from 
Conftantimple,  "grounding  their 
opinion  upon  the  hiflory  of 
Spain,  writ  by  ting  Alonfi,  ipif- 
'takins;  a  quotation  fropi  ^die 
archbiihop  utnl^deric  (2),  who 
writes,  that  he  was  of  the  Bifan- 
^ine  province,  meaning  Befancon, 
the  capital  of  Burgundy,  which 
they  take  for  Bi/antium,  or  Con- 
fiantimfle^  Wolfangus  Lazius  in- 
clines to  think  he  was  of  Lim- 


'iurg  ( 3 ) .  Duarte  Nunez  de  Leon, 
endeavours  to  prove  that  he 
was  grandfon  xo  Regimdd,  earl 
of  Burgundy,  by  his  fon  Guido^ 
earl  01  VerneuiUe  in  Normamfy, 
Leivis  GoUut,  in  his  hiftory  of 
that  earldom,  (ays,  he  was  bro- 
ther to  Raymondy  both  ^s  to 
earl  maiam.  All  thefe  doubts 
are  cleared  by  die  chronicle  of 
Fleuvy  (4),  which  being  a  frag- 
ment of  French  hiftory,  was  writ 
in  the  time  of  this  count  Henry, 
for  the  author  {peaks  as  an  eye- 
.witnefs  of  the  three  funs  that 
were  feen  at  the  town  of  Scyrs, 
on  the  banks  of  the  river  Ga- 
ronne, in  the  year  1 108.  It  was 
wrote  by  a  famous  BenediSine 
monk,  of  that  convent,  and 
reaches  from  the  year  897,  till 
die  year  mo.  By  this  ancient 
manufcriptit  appears,  that^S^^- 
bert,  the  iirft  duke  of  Burgun^, 
younger  brother  XoVhngHenryl. 
of  France y  had,  by  his  wife  Her- 
mengarda,  one  only  ion,  called 
Hsnry,  who  died  before  his  fa- 
ther, leaving  five  fon3  ^  by  his 
wife  Sibila,  daughter  to  Reginald, 
or  Ridnald,  count  of  Burgundy. 
Thefe  were  Hiqo,  heir  to  his 
grandfather,  who  became  a  monk 
of  C/«ffi,  and  died  in  the  year

He  was  indeed  di- 
vorced, and  .^divorced  by  Pope 
Gregory  the  ieventl},  aiot  ^m 
Donna  Ximnuty  but  from  Donna 
Agnes^  daughter  to  the  duke  of 
Guienne^  to  whom  they  fappofe 
that  Donna  JSmena  was  related ; 
whereas,  iii  truth,  Domia  Ag- 
mes  was  divorced  mider  pretence 
of  her  being  vela^d  to  the  pria- 
cefs  Aguda  or  Shy  daughter  to 
our  WiUiam  the  Conquecor,  who 
died  foon  after  Y>s^.Aknf9  had 
maiTied  her  bv  proxy,  as  appears 
from  the  bull  of  divorce  (2). 
This  was  in  anno  domini  1080, 
and  made  way  for  Don  Altmfi'^ 
•marriage  with  Donna  Conftantiay 
as  this  did  with  the  kind's  cor-' 
Tcfpondence  ^ih  Surguntly  and 
Srafue,  fhe  being  daughter  of 
-duke  Robert^  and  niece  to  king 
Henry  y  and  confeqoently  the  cou- 
£n-gennan  of  king  Pbi^p.    But 
befides  Donna  Tberefuy  the  king 
had  another  daughter  by  Donna 
XimenaNune%y  whole  name  was

(D)  The  delign  of  this  note 
h  to  give  the  reader  fome  idea 
of  die  fovereignty  pofieiTed  by 
the  count  Don  Heniy^  by  a  fuc- 
"dnd  defcription  of  the  three 
provinces  mentioned  in  the  text, 
which  wHl  be  in  other  refpe^s 
very  nfHuI.  The  province  be- 
tween the  rivers,  or  as  the  P^r^ 
ti^fi  call  i%»  £ntn  Minho  'e 
Douro^  though  finaU,  is  very 
frmtfol  and  pleafant.  It  ex- 
tends in  length  about  eighteen 
leagues,  and  in  breadth  about 
twelve:  within  this  fpace,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  current 
cetitury,  there  was  the  archie- 
jpifcopaltce  of  Braga,  the  epif- 


copal  fee  of  P<?r/^,  three  colle- 
giate, one  thottfand  four  hun- 
dred and  fixty  pariih  churches, 
pna  hundred  and  thirty  religious 
honiesy  richly  endowed,  fixfea- 
ports,  and  two  hundred  ftone 
bridges.  It  is  divided  into  four 
(ommarcas  or  counties,  and  the 
regular  militia  is  fixed  at  about 
fixteen  thoufand  men.

edy  and  tokrably  fruitful    It  la 
about  thirty  leagues  in  length, 
and  twenty  in  breadth:    it  is. 
divided  into  four  commarca^ ; 
and  in  this  province  is  fcated 
the  dutchy  of  Braganca^  which ' 
was  the  patrimony  of  the  royal 
family  before  their  acceflion  to 
the  throne.   The  fettled  militia 
amounts  to*  ten  or  twelve  thou- 
sand men.     The  province  of 
JbVsy  as  it  lies  between  the  two 
-^ftt  rivers  Dourc  and  Ta;^9,  is 
very,  happily  fe^ed,  having  the 
ocean  on  tie  Weft,  the  Por/«- 
.gufe  £finmadura  on  the  South, 
the  ^pjmfi  province  of  th%  fame 
name  on   the  South-EaHy   the 
province  of  Tra  los  "Moutes  on 
the  Eaft,  and  tfhc  river  Douro  on 
the  North.    It  extends  in  length 
thirty-few  leagues,  and  thirty 
in  breadth,  smd  is  divided  into 
itxccommancas :  within  this  pro- 
vince lies  Lamego,  where  the  firft 
ademlf^iof  the  Jlateswas  held  ; 
the  epifcopal  city  of  Conimhra 
or  Coimhray  which  is  likewife  an " 
\xra»cv('^'\  Kh^'Vtfcut  which  is 
like^^fe  a  biflioprick,  and  was 
formerly  tihe  capital  of  a  duke- 
dom.    The  country  is  equally 
agreeable  ^nd  fertile^  producing 
corn,  winesy  and  fruits  in  abun- 
.dance,.^aa>d  the  hsUs  aflTording 
exoellent  :pailure  to  cattle  at^ 
iheep  ;  the  tfettled  militia  con- 
fids  of  about^tenthouiand  men  (i). 
The  reader  will  obierve,  that 
<it\y  part  of  this  lail-mentioned 
'  province  was  conquered  from 


the  Mo9rs  at  this  tiioe,  and  ^at 
thofe  conqueft8:i^e»e  very  preca- 
rious.   We  jBuft  alfo  obCsrvc* 
that  tho'  there  muH  have   been 
a  very  wide  .  difference  between 
the  condition  of  thofe  province:* 
then,  and  now,  yet  in  re(pc6t 
to  their  natural  advantages  an- ' 
fing  from  the  wholcfomcnefi  of 
the  air,  the  fertility  of  the  foil, 
the  grieat  excellency  of  the  riveft 
and  rivuletit,    they  muft   iutiwe 
been  moch  the  fame ;  and  this 
wiU    ierve    to   remove    wcoAy 
doubts,  under  which  the  reader 
would  otherwife  labour,  when 
he  finds  nientipn  made  of  fuch 
numerous  armies  in  fo  fmall  a 
country.     It  muft  be  alfb  re- 
membered, that  during  the  trou- 
bles of  Qalicia,    multitudes  cif

The  reafo^ 
that  count  Henry  did  not  a£t  in  perfon  againft  the  M^r$  was, 
his  being  wholly  taken  up  with  the  difputes  in  Gaiicia,  .about 
the  tuition  of  the  young  prince  Alonff  Raymond^  whom  the 
people  of  that  country  bad  proclaimed  their  king,  and  the 
civil  war  that  was  broke  out  betwixt  Donna  Urraca^  queen 
of  Cajiile  and  Leony  and  her  husband  Don  Altrnfr^  king  of 
Navarre :  the  Portuguefe  writers  give  us  very  jndiftin£l  and 
improbable  accounts  of  his  conduct  ^.  Some  of  them  fay^ 
that  his  confort  took  the  title  of  queen  of  Caflile  and  Leon^ 
as  being  the  eldeft  daughter  of  the  deceafed  king,  and  born 
in  lawful  wedlock.  She  might  poHibly  take  the  title  of  queen, 
becaufe,  through  the  courtefy  of  thofe  times,  the  daughters 
'  of  kings  were  commonly  fo  ftiled  after  their  father's  dectafe  ;  A.  D. 
tut  for  her  entering  into  any  competition  with  her  fifler,  It  '*09' 
feems  to  be  mere  fable,  or  rather  calumny,  wirhout  any  foun-

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chapfel,  where  he  had  ereSed  a  fpkndid  tomb  to  hfe  memory, 
with  an  infcription  full  of  mi(takes  as  to  his  oouhtry,  his  fa* 
miJy,  and  his  anions  ®.  The  Portuguefi  writers,  who  made 
him,  fome  fiJtty-feven*  fome  feventy-fevcn  years  of  age,  are 
*  certainly  miftaken^  for  the  reafons  we  have  afligned  in  their 
proper  pkces.  Hewas  a  generous,  wife,  and  gallant  prince  ; 
defeated  the  Mocrs  in  feventeen  engag€ments,  governed  his 
dominions  with  equal  prudence  andjufttce,  and  is  iaidtohave 
recommended  thriee  things  to  his  fucceflbr  in  his  laft  mo- 
ments, or  rather  to  have  couched  thefe  inftru£Hons  in  his  teA 
tament  %  firfty  that  he  (hould  be  zealous  in  promoting  and  pro- 
te£ling  the  Chriftian  faith.  Setondly^  that  he  {hould  treat  hta 
iiibjcdis  as  if  they  were  his  children,  and  be  very  careful 
in  enacting  equal  and  good  laws.  Laftlyy  that  he  fhould  at- 
tend himfelf  to  their  executicxi,  and  be  more  efpecially  vigi* 
lant  to  prevent  the  powerful  and  the  rich  from  opprefling 
their  weak  and  indigent  neighbours,  fince  the  ftrength  of  a 
,  government  confined  in  fecuring  and  preferving  to  its  fubjeds 
the  means  of  fubiifting  their  families  comfortably,  and  in  pre- 
venting any  from  becoming  fo  great  as  to  defpife,  or  fo  poor 
as  to  violate  the  laws  through  mere  neceffity '.  At  the  very  time 
we  are  writing  this,  his  moft  faithful  majefty  of  Portugal  is  fol- 
liciting  at  Romt^e,  canonization  of  this  prince,  of  whom  we 
have  been  fpeaking,  which  (hews  how  grateful  a  fenfe  the 
people  of  Portugal  ftill  retain  of  the  benefits  refulting  from 
>^  ^  bis  adminiflration.

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tions  of  thcfc  two  aWe  miniftcrs,  Don  Pedro  and  Don  jP/r- 
dinandy  prefcrvcd  both  countries  from  feeling,  at  ieaft  in  an 
extreme  degree,  thofe  inconvenicncies  that  ufually  attend  long 
oiinorities  and    the  reign  of  women  \    In  Portugal  more 
c^cially  this  calm  continued  for  nine  years,  during  which 
there  happened  nothing  fo  remarkable  as  to  deferve  a  place  in 
hiftory^  except  that  die  queen,  by  the  advice  of  her  miniftcr, 
took  great  care  of  the  frontier,  and  caufed  the  ftrong  fortrefs 
of  Sottria  to  be  ereSed,  in  order  to  cover  the  city  of  Coimhra 
from  the  incurfions  of  "Hie  Moors  ;  which  precaution  had  (6 
h^RPy  an  efieft,  that  in  all  this  fpacc  of  rime  we  hear  of  no 
attempt  made  by  this  h\x^  and  martial  narion  to  dlfturb  the 
peace  of  the  Porluguefe  ;  though  at  the  fame  time  it  ttiuft  be 
allowed,  that  this  might  be  in  fome  meafure  owing  to  their 
being  divided  into  a  mukimde  of  little  principalities,  none  of 
them  equal  in  point  of  extent  or  power  to  that  of  Portugal: 
fb  that  they  were  not  able  to  make  a  war  on  that  fide  with  any 
probability  of  fuccefs,  but  by  the  help  of  a  confederacy ;  and 
their  chiefs  were  fo  feldom  upon  good  terms  with  each  other, 
that  unlefs  infulted  by  the  power  of  the  Chriftians,  this  was 
not  eafily  formed  '• 

The  tranquillity  which  both  nations  enjoyed  was  difturb-  -^^  ^(Z* 
cd  by  animofitics  between  the  two  fitters.    Queen  Thsrefa  in-  P^^*  '^''^ 
lifted,  that  fome  part  of  Galicia  belonged  to  her  in  virtue  of  ^-^^ 
b«r  father's  grants,  or  of  his  laft  will ;  ^nd  thereupon  feized  ^^^''^^" 
y«y,  an  epifcopal  fee  and  a  place  of  fome  confequence.   Queen  ^^^L/L 
Urraca^  when  her  affairs  were  brought  into  fome  order>  de-  n^TAlour 
tcrmined  to  recover  .what  (he  thought  was  ufurped  from  her^  ^  j^^y^ 
"and"  having  afiembled  a  numerous  army>  went  in  perfon  into  moiMi, 
'-GaRcia :  upon  which  queen  There/a  quitted  Tuyy  and  being 
much  inferior  to  her  filler  in  forces,  pafled  the  river  Atinho^ 
took  fhcher  in  one  of  her  own  fortrefles,  and  caufed  her  ar- 
my to  be  encamped  round  it  *.    The  archhiftop  of  Compo/iella^ 
who  had  vigorouriy  affifted  queen  Urraca^  and  without  whof^ 
•aififtance  flie  couM  do  nothing,    believing  (he    had  now

perfuade  a  young  prince  that  he  has  either  a  claim  or  capaci^  1 128, 
to  gWern,  more  efpecialiy one  whofe  title  was fo  wellfound-' 
ed  lo  both  refpeSs  as  that  of  Don  AUnfr,  Heclofed  there* 
fore  immediately  with  die  propofition  that  wa&  made  him«  af* 
fumed  the  fovereign  authority,  and  was,  generally  fpeaking, 
chearfiilly  obeyed  ^  The  queen  his' mother,  however,  had 
notgdVemed  folong  without  having  a  confiderable  party  in 
her  interefb,  vt4H>  were  ready  to  efpdufe  theiti  with-  their 
fwords.  Some,  indeed  moft  writers  fay,  that  the  queen  ad^ 
dancing  with  her  army  towards  Guimarai%,  the  king,  without 
waiting  till  hisf  governor  joined  him,  engaged  them,  and  was 
routed ;  but  that '  afterwards  the  remains  of  his  army  being 
joined  1^  the  troops  uiidier  the' command  of  Egas  Munitx^  en^ 
gaged  the  army  of  the  queen  a  fecond  time,  and  gained  a 
codfiplete  viflory.  They  farther  -affert,  that  the  queen  being 
made  prHbner  by  her  fon,  fecretly  implored  the  affiftance  and 
prote£Kon  of  her  nephew  Doti  Aimfi^  king  of  Lim  ;  who, 
xnarchtrig  to  her  affiftance,  Don  Jknfo  Enriqutx  gave  him 
battle  in  the  plain  of  Valdivez^  and  after  an  obftinate  engage-, 
ment,  in  which  the  king  htmfelf  received  two  wounds  and 
feven  •  counts  were  made  prifoneis,  totally  defeated  his  army : 
from^  which  the  flat  country  where  this  battle  was-  ibught 
received  the  name  of  MaMUa^  that  is,  the  Bwtcbeiy. 
They  then  proceed  to  tell  usv  that  the  king  of  jL/^»,  ra  re«> 
venge  of  this  aSront,  having  raifed  a  more  potent  army  than 
before,  came  and  befieged  Don  Ahnfi.  in  his  capital  city  of 
Gmmara€z^  Where  he  niuft  certainty  have' been  taken  prifo- 
ner,  if  his  tutx>r  Egas  Muntiz  bad  not  gotie  privately  to  the 
kingof  X^d^  and  in  his  mafter's  name  concluded '  a  treaty, 
by  which  he  promifed  to  do  hioa  homage  %  and  ut)on'  this  the 
king  of  Leon  retired*  Laflly  they  fay,  that  Don  Ahnfa  En- 
quit  e%  difavowtng  this  treaty,  and  refuitng^  to  do  hMnage 
when  fummbned^  Eg<i$  Muratx  prefented  himfelf  before  the 
king  of  Z^0»  with  a  halter  about  his  neck,  to  Aiew  he  was 
ready  to  fuffef  the  penalty  of  hBving  deluded  that  monarch  by 
an  engagement  if  was  not  in  hlspower  to  perform.  Tfcrkiog, 
however,  admiring  his  loyalty  and  fidelity,  difmil&d  him^  not 
only  unhurt,  bat  w?th  mariy^  commendations.  AH  this  is 
very  plea&nt  and  entertaining,  but  we  fee  no  fuffictent  veafoa 
to  affirm  that  there  is  one  fyllable  of  it  true ;  but  on  the  con«

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trary,'  the^ecifion  of  this  quarrel  between  the  mother  zndtbt 
fon  happened  in  quite  a  different  mafrner.  The  nobility 
about  Don  Jhnfo  perfuaded  him  to  give  battle  to  the  queen's 
forces,  which  he  4id,  and  gained  a  fignal  and  complete  vic- 
tory *!.  Queen  There/ay  after  her  defeat,  retired  into  the  caf- 
tle  of  Legonafo^  and  as  for  Don  Ferdinand  Perezy  he  retired 
with  his  brother,  whom  the  fcandal  of  thofe  times  had  report- 
ed to  have  been  the  queen's  firft  favourite,  into  Galicia,  Iii- 
ftead  of' purfuing  them,  Don  ^/^i^  invefted  the  fortreis  in 
which  his  mother  had  (aken  refuge,  and  having  obliged  her 
to  furrcnder,  caufed  her  to  be  kept  in  prifon  during  the  re- 
mainder of  her  life,  with  chains  upon  her  legs';  which 
fome  fay  (he  bore  very  impatiently,  and  uttered  grievous  ex- 
ecrations againft  her  fon,  on  account  of  this  ill  ufage.  We 
are  farther  told,  that  flie  procured  the  Pope  to  interpofe  in 
her  favour,  fo  far  as  to  fend  a  cardinal  lepate  into  Portugal^ 
who  put  the  count  Don  Alonfo  and  his  dommions  under  an  in- 
terdia ;  but  with  fuch  privacy,  that  he  was  in  hopes  it  would 
.not  have  reached  that  prince's  ears  till  he  was  out  of  his 
territories.  In  this  he  was  miftaken ;  Don  Alonfo  had  timely 
intelligence,  followed  him,  and  clapping  a  Cword  to  his  breaft, 
compelled  the  cardinal  to  abfolye^im,  and  to  take  pfF  the 
interdid ;  and  then  bid  him  afTure  the  Pope,  that  he  Chould 
find  him  always  an  obedient  fon  of  the  church,  while  he  a£t- 
ed  towards  him  with  the  afie£Uon  of  a  fpiritual  father.  .  It 
happens  unluckily,  that  for  the  fake  of  accuracy,  the  name 
of  this  Pope  is  mentioned,  and  faid  to  be  Eugenius  III.  in- 
ftead  oi  Innocent  II.  who  then  occupied  the  chair  of  St.  Peter^ 
and  whofe  circumflances  were  fuch,  that  if  he  had  been  ever  fo 
well  inclined,  he  durft  not  have  taken  aftepof  this  nature. 
Upon  the  whole  it  is  moft  probable,  that  Don  Jlonfo  being 
well  acquainted  with  the  queen's  violent  temper,  judged  it 
expedient  to  keep  her  under  a  gentle  reftraint,  to  prevent 
frelh  troubles,  till  the  time  of  her  demife,  which  happened 
in  fomewhat  lefs  than  two  years,  upon  the  firft  oi  November^ 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  one  hundred  and 
thirty,     . 

Don  Alonfoy  count  of  Portugal,  having  now  the  full  and 
free  pofieffion  of  his  dominions,  repulfed  with  great  lofs  a 
MooriJIi  prince,  who,  thinking  to  take  advantage  of  their 
domeftic  troubles,  had  made  an  inroad,  and  taken  the  town 
oiFramofay  which,  though  not  without  difficulty,  Don  Jlon*

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ft  recovered,'  and  hiiving  again  defeated  the  lAfidtis*  wfaorat«r 
ticked  him  in  bis  return  to  his  capital,  he  entered  Gmmaraex 
in  triumph,  and  caufed  the  trophies  of  his  vi^ories  to  be  {daced 
in  the  principal  church.  He  was  very  deiirous  Of  recovering 
the  places  the  aueen  his  mother  bad  foraaerly  pofl^iled  in  Ga* 
lieiof  and,  under  pretence  of  profecuting  his  quarrel  againft 
Don  Ftrdinand  Peri%^  he  made  mofe  than  one  irruption  into 
that  country ;  but  with  no  mat  fuccefi.  At  length  ah  op* 
portiini^  offered  that  feemed  to  flatter  his  hopes.  Don  Gati^ 
4ia^  king  of  Navarre^  being  jealous  of  the  great  power  of 
Don  Jlonfo  king  of  Leon  and  Cajiik%  who  aflumed  the  title 
of  emperor  o(  the  Spainsj  propofed  a  league  to  Don  JUnfo 
£m^ir^,  for  their  mutual  advantage^  This  tempted  him  to  .  m 
invade  Galicia  a  third  time  with  better  fuccefsthan  before,  ^'^^ 
(Iiice  he  defeated  thofe  who  oi^fed  him,  and  toqk  and  for- 
tified  feveral  places ;  but  the  return  pf  the  emperor  with  a  fu<- 
perior  army,  conftrained  him  to  abandon  his  enterprize,  to?

Leyria^  which  he  gave  to  the  monks  of  the  Holy  Crofs  o(Coim* 
bra^  from  wjiom  the  Moors  quickly  tx)ok  it :  but  the  king  not 
pnly  returned  and  recovered  *  it,  but  likewife  added  5n?rr^ir 
Novas  ^  Beja^  Serpa$  Mqura^  and  Evora  **.    In  all  probabif 
jity,  he  would  have  puflied  his  conquefts  ftill  farther,  if  th^ 
/emperor  Don  Alonfo  had  not  entered  his  country  with  a  nume- 
rous army^  and  begun  to  lay  it  wafte  with  fir/;  and  fword, 
Don  Alorijo  Enrique%  marched  againft  him  with  gU  the  forces 
he  could  raife,  and  underftanding  that  the  count  Don  Ramiro^ 
with  a  great  body  of  troops,  moved  at  fame  diftance  from  tb^ 
yemperor,  he,  by  a  forced  march,  furprized  and  jouted  hiiti 
with  great  flaughter.

A.  D.    both  fides  being  reftored.    The  Pope's  legate  being  very  in* 
1137"    ftrumental  inthis,  the  countDon  Aicnfoj  m  ahigh  fit  of  gra- 
titude or  piety,  declared  htmfelf  tribotary  for  tH  his  domihi- 
ons  to  the  hdy  fee,  and  promifed  to  pay  annually  in  that 
quality  four  ounces  of  gold,  as  appears  from  his  own  letter  on 
this  Aifajed  to  Pope  Lmius  the  iecond  "^^ 
Ifmar.  Th£  progrefe  of  the  Chriftians  in  Pmiugal  being  reported 

lieutenant  to  i^iftfi-^//-3%y^,  the  miramamolin,  or  chief  monarch  of  the 
to  the  mi'  Moors  in  Barbary^  he  directed  Ifmar^  whom  fome  authcn  call 
ramam-     JJhmaeU  his  lieutenant  in  Spmn^  to  aiiemble  all  the  forces  of 
A  'p"     ^^  Southern  provinces,  and  with  them  to  oblige  the  Chrif- 
<vadesYox'  ^^^^  ^^  ^^^^  ^^^  Douro.    In  confequence  of  thefe  orders, 
«  Srr  ^^  direaed  thcalcaydcs  iABadsgoz,  Ehas,  Evora,  ^d  Bejet^ 
ot^armv'  ^  alfemble  the  troops  of  their  refpeSiYe  governments  ;    and 
^^*    having  -joined  thefe  with  diefoiices  he  brought  from  Barbarj^ 
the  whole  army  wefe  very  numerous.    He  was  fcarce  in  rea-> 
dinefi  to  march,  bdbre  he  had  intelligence  that  Don  jfbnfo 
Enrifuez  had  palled  the  river  Tayo^  and  was  in  die  neighbour- 
hood of  a  place  called  Cqftrif  Vtrda.    This  appeared  very  fa- 
vourable to  the  Moorijh  general,  as  it  gave  him  an  opportu- 
nity of  drawing  up  his  cavalrv,  in  which  his  ftrfength  princi* 
pally  confifted,  with  all  poffiole  advantage,  in  the  plains  of 
Ourique;    and  therefore  he  took  all  poffible  precautions  to 
prevent  the  Chriftians  from  repaffing  the  river,  and  gaining 
A.  D.    thereby  an  importunity  of  fighting  upon  more  equal  terms. 
113^.     However,  Eton  Alomfo  b»d  fo  early  intelligence  that  he  might 
have  retired,  to  which  he  was  adviied  by  moft  of  his  generals, 
if  he  had  been  fo  difpofed  ;  but  it  feems'he  declared  himfelf  of 
a  contmry  opinion.   He  judged  that  fuch  a  retreat  would  dif- 
credit  his  arms ;  and  that  fuch  a  multitude  of  Ma^rs  breaking 
into  his  dominions  might  render  it  impradicable  for  him  to 
reinforce  his  fatigued  army,  fo  as  to  be  in  a  better  condition 
to  fight  than  he  was  at  this  time,  and  bis  foldiers  (hewing 
great  alacrity,  his  generals  came  over  to  his  opinicm,  and  it 
was  determined  to  wait  atxd  receive  the  Infidels  where  they 
were.    This  refolution  bemg  t&lceYi,  they  chofe  their  ground, 
fo  as  to  gain  all  that  could  be  gained  in  point  of  fituation ; 
and  having  throvrn  up<fDine  intrenchments  to  cover  their  in- 
fantryf  divided  their  horfemto/our  cofps,  and  in  this  pofition 
waited  the  attack  ^

treat,  and  hinder,  if  it  might  be  done,  fo  much  as  4  IJngle  ^''^  oattU 
man  from  making  his  efcape.     By  thus  enlarging  his  fronts'  ^''^  J 
he  loft,  in  a  great  mcafure,  the  weight  which  his  fuperiority-^^™  ^^ 
might  have  giveA  him.    The  Poriugaefe  infantry,  being  at-  "jf^^^^* 
tacked  in  their  intrenchments,  made  fo  gallant  a  defence,' 
Aat  the  eneitiy  c6uH  not  force  them  ;    and  their  flanks  Being 
covered  with  moraflS^s,  the  Mtwrtjh  cavalry,  deftined  to  pre-  ^ 
vent  their  efcape,  were  of  no  ufe.    At  length  the  Moorsy  fa- 
tigued by  repeated  and  ineffeftual  aflaults,  began'  to  fall  intd 
confufion,  which  as  ibbn  as  the  Portugueje  infantry  perceived, 
they  fallied  from  their  intrenchments,  and  attacked  them  in 
Aeir  -turn  with  great  fury.     Don  Almfo  fecond^d  them  with 
his  cavalry,  and  aft^  a  bloody  and  obftinate  difpute,  which 
hftcd  fix  hours,  the  Moors  were  totally  routed  with  prodi- 
gious flaughter,  thfe  nephew  of  Ifmar^  who  had  commanded 
5ie  attack,  and  the  fouf  alcaydes  already  meiitionedj  being  kil- 
led upon  the  fpot  ^.  Amongft  the  almoft  innumerable  prifonerS 
that  were  taken,  were  upwards  of  a  thouferid  Chr0iansy  of 
thofe  ftiled  MovarabianSy  v(4iom,  at  the  requeft  of  Yhotonm^ 
prior  of  the  Holy  Crofs,  E)i6n  Ahnfo  (et  at  liber hr,  with  their 
wives  and  children,  and  procured  them  eftablimments  in  his 
lerritorics.     Thils  glorious  victory,  which  was  indubitably  the 
foundation- of  the  Portuguefe  monarchy,  was  gained  upon  the 
twenty-fifth  of  July^    and  the  anniverfary  thereof  has  ever 
fince  been  celebrated  to  preserve  the  memory  of  To  fignal  a 
favour  vouchfafed  to  the  Chriftian  arms  by  the  bleffirig  of  Di- 
vine Providence  *.

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.  •  tomt  (Well'  them  to  fix  hundred  thoufand  :  whereas  the  ar- 
iny  of  Don  Almfi  is  agreed  on  all  fides  not  to  have  exceeded 
'  thirteen  thoufand.  They  tell  us  likewife,  that  two  days  be- 
fore the  battle,  their  prince,  being  in  no  fmall  perplexity^ 
fat  down  to  comfort  and  compofe  his  mind,  by  fhe  perufal  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures;  and  that  having  read  the  ftory  of  Gideon^ 
he  funk  prefentiy  into  a  deep  fleep,  in  which  he  faw  a  very 
old  man,  in  a  very  remarkable  drefs,  come  into  his  tent  and 
aflure  him  of  vidory.  His  chamberlain  waking  him,  told 
him  there  was  an  old  man  who  was  very  importunate  to  fpeak 
with  him*.  Don  Alonfi  ordered  him  te  be  brought  in,  and  no 
(boner  faw. him,  than  he  knew  him  to  be  the  old  man.  of 
whom  he  had  been  dreaming.  This  pcrfon  acquainted  him 
ihat  he  was  a  fiflierman,  and  had  led  a  life  of  penance  for 
focty  years  on  an  adjacent  rock,  where  it  had  been  revealed 
to  him,  that  if  the  count  marched  his  army  the  next  morn- 
ing, as  foon  as  he  heard  a  certain  bell  ring,  he  fhould  receive 
the  ftfongeft  afTurances  of  viflory.  Accordingly,  at  the  ringing 
of  the  bell  the  count  put  his  army  in  motion,  and  fuddenly 
beheld  in  the  Eaft  quarter  of  the  ifky,  the  figure  of  the  Crofs^ 
and  Chriji  upon  it,  who  promifed  him  a  complete  vi3ory^  and 
commanded  him  to  accept  the  title  of  King  if  it  was  offered 
hin(iby  the  army.  Soon  after,.. his  forces,  being  difpofed  ill 
order  of  battle^  iudd^nly  fliouted  for  joy,  and  cried  put.  Long 
live  Don  Alonfo  Enriquex^  King  pf  Portugal :  they  add,  that 
as  a  ftanding  memorial  of  this  miraculous  events  Don  Alonfi 
changed  the  arnis  urhi^  his  father  had  given  of  a  crofs  azure 
in  a  field  argent,  for  five  efcutcheons,  each  charged  with  five 
beeants,  in  niemory  of  the  woilnds  o{ Chriji;  while  others 
alledge,  that  he  gave  in  a  field  atgent  five  efcutcheons  azure, 
<  in  the  fprm  of  a  crofs,  each  charged  with  five  bezants  argent, 
placed  falterwife,  with  a  point  fable,  in  memory  of  five  wounds 

^  ./'  himfelf  received,  and  of  the  five  Moorijh  kings  flain  upon  the 
fpot,  the  name  of  the  place  alfo  being  changed  into  Cabeffii 
ae  Re'ies^ .  u  e,  the  Heads  of  thfe  Kings,  in  order  to  add  a  new 
teftimohy  to  the  truth  of  this  event.  The  moft  irreft-agable 
evidence  however  of  all  thefe  wonders,  is  a  charter  of  the 
king  Don  Jlonfoy  the  firft*  dated  in  1 142,  in  which  the  ftory 
of  the  Viriohis  related  upon  oath.  The  Spantfly  cxitxcs^  not- 
withftanding,  have  difcovered  many  inconfiftencies  in  this 
piece;  they  find  the  language  intermixed  with  phrafes  not 
then  in  ufe  :  it  bears  the"  date  of  the  year  of  our  Lord  when 
that  aera  had  not  been  heard  of  in  Spain  \  and  John^  biflsop 
bf  Coimbra^  f\gt\$  as  a  witnefs  before  John^  metropolitan  of, 
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Brajay  which  is  againft  the  rules  \  Upon  the  whole,  all 
diefe  wonderful  circumftances  may,  without  any  great  fear 
6f  violating  the  rega,rd  due  to  veracity,  be  coniidered  as  fo 
many  inventions^  by  which,  inftead  of  adding  to  the  honour 
of  their  prince,  and  of  their  country,  they  have  really  ob*; 
fcured  ic  in  a  very  high  degree  :  nor^^iould  we  have  taken  (b 
much  pains  upon  thia  occafion,  if  it  had  not  been  to  have/ur- 
niihcd  the  judicious  reader  with  a  fufficient  apology  for  drop- 
ping fuch  romantic  particulars  upon  many  other  occafions. 

There  is,  however,  under  this  mais  of  fable  and  fuperr  D^vAIon- 
ilition,  a  very  important  matter  of  fad  concealed,  which  is  ^^  ^n- 
iaconteftably  true;   and  that  is,  the  proclaiming  Don  ^/tf»^  <l"^j/^{«^ 
king  in  the  plains  oiOurique^  immediately  after  this  vidory  » •  ^^^^J'  ^[^ 
and  it  is  to  heighten  and  adorn  this  fail,  fo  as  to  cut  off  all  ^J^  ^'"^^ 
pfctenfions  of  hom;ige  to^the  crown  oi  Spaing  that  fo  many  ^fj^^^' 
wonders  have  been  ^ricated  upon  hi^  afluming  it.    It  muftj^  ^ 
Botwithftanding,  be  owned,  th^t  ic  is  much  more  probable 
that  the  regal  title  was  given  him  after  the  battle  than  before, 
though  the  point  is  not  in  itfelf  of  any  great  confequence*  "^ 

We  fliall  fee  hereafter,  that  even  in  theie  rough  times,  when 
things  are  fairly  and  truly  reprefented,  mankind  were  not  fo 
ignorant  and  barbarous  as  to  a  fuffer  a  change  in  governmei^ 
to  he  made  without  any  further  ceremony  than  a  tumultous 
huzza  :  for  though  it  be  true  that  Don  Alonfo  was  ftiled 
Kifigy  from  the  very  day  in  which  this  viSory  was  gained  ; 
yet  the  eiTentials  of  the  regal  dignity,  together  with  the  form 
ahd  conftitution  of  the  monarchy,  were  not  fettled  till  fome 
yeais  after  ;  and  then  in  fu<:h  a  manner  as  will  plainly  fhew^ 
that  Don  AlonfiEnriquezwzs  a  very  wife  and  judicious  prince, 
who  knew  very  well  what  he  was  doing,  and  how  to  conci- 
liate, what  it. is  fo  difficult  to  bring  into  a  ftate  of  true  har- 
mony, the  vigour  of  monarchical  authority,  with  a  juft  claim 
to  liberty  in  the  fubjedl.  >  There  was  therefore  the  le(s  need 
tobeftow  fo  much  falfe  colouring,  and  difagreeable  daubing, 
tofet  off  a  character  fo  bright  in  itfelf,  and  which  will  ap- 
pear fo  to  every  critical  enquirer,  in  fpite  of  thefe  oSicious 
attempts  to  magnify,  which  prove  in  the  end  rather  endea*

the  king    '*T^H  E  defeat  which  the  king  of  Portugal  had  given^die 
i>0«AIon-    ^    Moorsy  opened  .to  him  a  free  paiiage  for  his  return  into 
fo  makes    ^hat  might  be  properly  filled  his  own  termories.    This  battfe 
war  en  the  -g^^s  fought  on  the  frontiers  -df  Algaroe^  and  the  rivulets  are 
^l"jj^^*  iaid  to  hav^  carried  tlienr  waters  d^ply  ftaincd  with  Mood  intcy 
**^^"  the  Guadianay  where  Don  jSenfi  was  not  as  yet  the  peacesbte 
nvttb'va'    p^jj^gj^^  ^  ^\\  ^j,g  coiintries  north  of  the  Tay9.     He  judged  it 
^c^     '    therefore  conveniest  to-  repafs  that  river  as  iomk  as  he  could  do 
it  with  fafety,  dS(pofed  his  army  into  quarters  a^bout  Cumhra^ 
and  dtfperfed  the  captives  he  had  made  through  the  interior 
|rfaces  in  his  dominions  ^.     Don  Raymond^  count  of  Barcdtma^ 
and  regent  and  polfeflbr  in  right  of  his  W'ife  of  the  kingdom  o^ 
ArragoHy  iiaving^propofed  a  league  to  Don  Monfo  againft  the 
emperor,  his  jealoufy  of  that  potent  prince  induced  rfaim  to  ac- 
cept this  offer.    In  purfuance  of  his  engagements,  tho'  he  had 
always  hitherto  been  unfuccefsfui  in  that  coamry,  he  entered 
Galkta  with  a  great  force,  while  Don  Raymond  fell  upon  lite 
emperor's  dominions^  on  the  oHher.     The  fcheme  of  thefe  xmo 
princes  was  v^U  laid,  yet  neither  of  them  fucceeded  ;  as  for 
Don  Mmfo  he  met  with  a  fevere  check  in  his  expedition  into 
GaMoy  where,  in  a  fmart  engagement  he  received  a  dange* 
rous  wound  in  the  loins  from  the  fon  of  count  Ferdinand 
GameZj  governor  of  that  piovince  for  the  Emperor,  and  at 
the  fame  time  fome  of  the  nobility  who  attended  him  were 
^  jy^     taken  prifoners.     This  misfortune,  together  widi  the  news 
1 14.0^     that  the  Moors  had  invaded  his  territories,  induced  him  to  re« 
tire ;  and  tho'  he  did  this  without  lofs  of  time,  yet  he  did  not 
arrive  eariy  enou^  to  prevent  the  in^els  from  taking  the 
fortrefe  of  Leyria^  the  garrifop  of  which  they  put  to  the  fword, 
and  afterwards  demplimed  the  place,  which  aSeded  hini  with 
no  fmall  concern  **.  ,

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Ik  order  to  repair  this  mifcbief,  the  king  took  the  field  Renders 
\Mi  a  good  aroiy,  and  while  Jhis  troops  were  employed  in  himfelf 
fli^  .exciirfiooB,  he  caufed  thje  fortrefc  of  Ltyria  to  be  re-  ^fter  fy 
btitit,  and  rendered  ftmoger  than  it  was  before,  into  which  he-^^^  ^ 
put  a  numeroitt  ganrifon;  but  it  ^oes  not  appear  he  under-  '^^'«/^- 
tpok  any  thing,  farther  this  caiiiEipaign  ^    The  next  year  the  *^'^Py'v 
Mc9rs  invaded  his  dominions  wifh  a  very  great  army,. defeated    ^^"* 
his  generals,  and  carried  a  confiderable  number  of  his  fubjeds       '     * 
into  flavery.   We  have  no  accpunt  >^ere  the  king  was  at  thia       '^^* 
time ;  but  it  is  very  certain  that  he  did  not  renew  the  war    A.  D.. 
againA  the  emperor,  as  being  perhaps  convinced  that  it  ferved     1 144* 
only  to  ^ive  advantage  to  their  common  enemy,  and  to  wafte  his 
awn  forces,  who  fought  unwillingly  againft  their  neighbours^. 
It  feems  aUb,  that  he  was  embarked  in  a  negotiation  at  Rorrn^ 
where  he  w^s  very  defirous  of  getting  his  new  title  confirmed, 
having  already  meditated  another  Aep  of  importance,  as  iboa 
as  the  hu^ls  fliould  be  received.     In  the  mean  time  coming  to 
C^mbta^  and  having  a  good  number  of  his  nobility  and  forces 
^bout  him,  he  Sormed  a  proje£l  for  attacking  Santaren^  which 
19  about  twelve  miles  from  Lisb&n^  a  large  place  well  fonified, 
according  to  the  manner  of  thofe  times,  and  provided  with  a 
miimerous  garrifon.    Upon  cloTe  exaiaaination  he  faw  there 
i^as  little  hopes  of  fucceeding  by  a  re^lar  liege,  as  the  Minors 
would  have  time  enough  before  he  could  take  the  place  to  af- 
femUe  an  army  for  its  relief.     He  determ»ned  therefore  to  at-    A^  D. 
tempt  it  by  furprize,  and  was  lucky  enough  to  fucceed  in  that     1 14  j.

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Due  king  only  during  his  life,  or  that  this  dignity  ihoidd  re- 
main to  his  family  ?  They  declared  their  intemion  to  be, 
that  the  crown  fliould  dcfcend  to  his  heirs  mate.  *'  This  be- 
«  ing  your  intention,  added  Laurence  de  Fiegas,  is  it  your 
**  pleafure  that  he  be  invefted  with  thecnfigns  of  royalty  ?" 
The  people  having  anfwered  in  the  affirmative,  the  archblfliop 
of  Braga  placed  the  crown  upon  his  head,  the  king  having 
his  fword  drawn  in  his  hand.

he  faid,  "  Bleffed  be  God,  who  has  always  aflUted  me,  and  has 
**  enabled  me  to  deliver  you  from  the  hands  of  all  your  cnc- 
•*  mies  with  this  fword,  which  I  Ihall  ever  wear  for  your  dc- 
**  fence.  You  have  made  me  a  king,  and  it  is  but  juft  that 
**  you  fliould  fliare  with  me  in  taking  care  of  the  ftatc.  I 
**  am  your  king,  and  as  fuch  let  us  make  laws  proper  to  fc-. 
**  cure  the  tranquility  of  this  kingdom."  The  people  hav- 
ing afTented,  the  king  confulted  with  the  prelates  and  nobility* 
and  having  framed  eighteen  (hort  ftatutes,  they  were  aflented 
to  by  the  people.  At  length  Laurenee  de  riegas  propofed 
the  great  queftion,  whether  it  was  their  pleafure  the  king 
ihould  go  to  Leon^  do  honiage,  and  pay  tribute  to  that  prince^ 
or  to  any  other  ?  Upon  which  every  man  drawing  his  fword,. 
cried  wifh  a  loud  voice,  We  are  free^  and  our  ting  is  fr4e^ 
and  we  otVe  our  liberty  to  our  courage,  and  if  be  Jhall  at  any 
time  fubmit  to  fuch  an  aSf^  he  deferves  deaths  and  Jhall  not 
reign  either  over  us^  or  amongll  us.  King  Alonfo  rifing  up 
approved  this  declaration,  and  declared^  that  if  any  of  hisde-. 
fcendant*  confented  to  fuch  a  fubmiffion,  he  was  unworthy  to 
fMcceed  him,  and  fliould  be  reputed  intapableof  wearing  the. 
crown.  The  people  in  their  turn  having  approved  the  king's 
declaration,  the  affembly  was  diflblved^  (A)*     -

that  was  in  it  At  length,  very  fortunately  for  Don  AUnfii 
a  fieet  of  adventurers^  French^  Et^HJh^  Germans^  and  FUm-^ 
ings^  that  were  going  to  the  ibly  Landy  anchored  at  ^e 
mouth  of  the  river  Tagus^  whole  affiftance  he  demanded,  as 
not  altogether  foreign  to  their  purpofe  of  making  war  upon 
the  infideb,  and  his  requcft  was  readily  granted.  Here  again 
we  are  opprefled  with  abfuidities  and  impoflibilities  ;  for,  ex- 
dufiveof  aking  of  ZJtfi»w^^,  z  i\x\x  of  Burgundy^  and  othei: 
prtiK:es  whom  we  cannot  find  out,  we  are  aflure^  that  the 
fleet  and  army  was  commanded  by  U^illiam  Longfword  duke 
of  Narnumdy^  who  flourifhed  only  two  hundred  years  before 
this  event  happened.  But  whoever  thefe  adventurers  were, 
or  whoever  commanded  them,  it  was  by  their  |^lp  that  king 
Jlonfo  took  the  place,  and  having  gratified  them  out  of  the

corded.     In  faying  this,  we  by  no  ineans  intend  to  exclude      '    . 
the  Moors  J  who  certainly  defended  their  country  with  great 
fpirit  and  refolution,  as  appears  by  the  length  of  time  it  re* 
quired  to  drive  them  out  of  thofe  conqueils  which  they  origi- 
nally obtained  almoft  within  the  compafs  of  a  finale  year. 
We  muft  alfo  aiTert,  though  the  Portuguese  hiftorians  furniih 
vs  with  but  {lender  proofs  upon  this  head,  that  he  was  no  lefs 
provident  in  peoph'ng  and  improving,  than  enterpris^ihg  in  the 
acquiiition  of  territories  : .  and  on  this  head  it  may  not  be  amifs 
to  obferve,  that  it  was  certainly  one  maxim  of  his  policy  to 
invite  and  allure  ilrangers,  who  either  came  into  his  country 
on  the-account  of  trade,  or,  during  the  long  progrefs  of  the   , 
holy  war,  put  into  his  ports  for  refreihment,  to  remain  and 
fettle  amongft  his  iubjei^s  ;  of  which,  though  we  have  but  a 
itw^  and  thofe  dark  and  perplexed,  hints  in  their  hiftories, 
yet  we  have  a  clear  and  fatisfadory  proof  in  the  language  of 
the  Portuguefe^  which  confifts  of  a  mixture  of  Spanijhy  Latin^ 
and  French^  with  fomc  fprinklings  of  other  languages,  which 
fufficiently  denote  their  being  a  mixt  people.

The  marriage 
of  his  fecond  daughter  did  not  prevent  him  from  having  dif- 
putes  with  his  fon-in-law  Don  Fer£nand^  who,  as  we  have 
Ihewn  in  another  place,  had  the  good  fortune  once  to  make 
him  prifoner,  and  the  generofity  and  good  fcnfe  to  remember 
that  he  was  his  father-in-law,  and  to  ft>rget  that  he  had  been 
his  enemy.     We  have  alfo  (hewn,  that  when  this  misfortune 
befel  him,  he  met  alfo  with  another,  that  of  breaking  his 
leg,  which,  through  his  impatience,  rendered  him  ever  after 
io  lame  that  he  was;Linable  to  mount  on  horfeback ;  which  the 
fuperftitions  in  thofe  days  afcribe  to  the  curfes  of  his  mother : 
but  feme  writers,  who  were  perhaps  better  informed,  give  ui  ' 
another  account  of  the  matter.  They  fay,  that  his  impatience 
to  recover  his  liberty,  induced  him  to  fubmit  to  the  hard  con- 
dition which  Don  Ferdinand  impofed,  of  coming  in  perfon 
to  Leon^  there  to  do  homage  for  his  dominions  as  foon  as  he 
ihould  be  able  to  mount  on  horfeback ;  and  that  for  this  rea^ 
fon  he  ever  afterwards  affeded  to  drive  in  a  calafli,  and  would 
never  get  on  horfeback  more  p.    This  did  not  at  alt  abate  his 
military  ardour ;    for  notwithftanding  this    inconvenience,, 
joined  to  the  weight  of  years  and  infirmitite,  his  courage  tranf- 
ported  him  into  the  field,  wherever  the  fafety  or  the  intereft  of

The  infant  Don  Sancho  having  fatigued  them  firftby  thecele-

Kcign  autl^ority,  fifty-'feven  years,  and  as  a  king  in  the  forty- 
feventh  year  of  his  reign  ^.    Some  Portuguefe  hiftorians  make 
him  ninety-one,  others  ninety-three  years  of  age;  but  ac-

io  that  there  is  no  need  of  intro- 
ducing a  judgment,  or  any  thing 
ilupendous  or  miraculoosy  to 
account  for  his  weaknefs  and 
infirmity  in  his  old  age.*  Ac- 
cording to  the  pi6lure$  that  are 
preferved  of  him,  he  was  of  a 
gigantic  fize,  notlefs  than  feven 
foot  high,  his  vifage  lone,  his 
eyes  large,  black,  and  ^11  of 
fire,  his  mouth  wide,  his  cdm- 
plexion  good,  and  his  hair 
lomewhat  redder  than,  his  fa- 
thers (i).  He  inftituted  two 
orders  of  knighthood  :  the  firft 
was  that  of  the  wing,  becaufe 
in  the  battle  of  Santaren^  againft 
the  Moors,  he  faw  a  winged  arm 
fighting  near  him,  which  he 
took  to  be  that  of  St.  MicbaeL 
He  inftituted  it  at  the  monaftery 
of  Alcobazaj  upon  his  going 
thither  for  a  month,  after  he 
had  obtained  that  viAory  (2). 
The  badge  of  this  order  was  a 
fcarlet  wing  in  a  field  of  gold, 
its  patron  St.  Michael ;  the  pre- 
late of  the  order  was  the  prior 
of  jilcobazaf  who  admini ftred 
the  oath  to  the  knights  compa- 
nions ;  thefe  were  the  king  and 
the  principal  nobility:  and  the 
principal  duty  was  to  guard  and 
cover  the  king's  ftandard  when- 
ever it  was  carried  into  the  field. 
As  the  king  gave  no  lands  for 
thefupport  of  this  foundation, 
though  the  firft  knights  were 
perfbn^  of  the  greateft  diftin^ion 
in  his  dominions,  they  proved 
notwithftandi  ng  the  laft  ( 3 ) .  In 
Portugal,    as  well  as  in  Sfaift, 


bounty,  have  the  misfortune  tD 
be  uniought.  The  other  order 
was  that  of  J^fis;  of  which  we 
(hall  fpeak  more  largely  in  ano- 
ther place,  as  it  ftill  flourifhes 
in  that  kingdom  with  honour.

He  was  \try  generous 
to  the  knights  templars,  and  to 
the  knights  of  St.  John  at  y<frK- 
/alem,  and  was  extremely  rc- 
ipe^led  in  quality  of  an  accom- 
pliftied  knight  thtoughout  all 
Europe^  which  may  be  one  pro- 
bable caufe  of  the  many  abfurd 
and  incredible  ftories  that  we  ai^ 
told  of  his  military  exploiti  (5). 
Thefe  obicure  and  throw  into 
fhade  other  parts  of  his  charac- 
ter, that  we  have  reafon  to  wifli 
had  been  better  explained.  The 
conftitutions  of  Lanugo,  if  they 
be  as  they  are  generally  held 
authentic,  do  not  fpeak  his  times 
(o  barbarous  as  we  find  them 
commonly  reprefented ;  and  in 
this  refpe£l  they  are  particularly 
remarkable,  that  through  the 
whole  record  the  king  propoies, 
the  prelate  and  peers  deliberate, 
and  the  con^mons  approve.  He 
took  care  to  have  thefe  laws,  as 
well  as  his  own  eleftion^  fandti- 
fied  by  bulls  from  Rome,  He 
knew  they  could  do  him  no 
hurt;  and  it  appears  plainly 
that  through  the  courfe  of  Ms 
rdgn  he  lived  not  only  in  a 
good  but  cl(^e  ooireipondeiice 
with  the  holy  fee.

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ftran^e,  that  this  prince^  Mo  before  hit  acceffidn  Was  (b  ex<« 
tremely  reftlefs  and '  unquiet»  that  he  was  almoft  continually 
in  the  iield,  from  the  moment  he  was  feated  on  the  throne^ 
becanie  a  lover  of  peace^  and  began  to  apply  him felf' with 
great  vigour^  to  repair  the  cities  that  had  fufiercd  moft  by 
the  war,  and  to  repeople  the  country  round  them.  He  was 
alfo  very  foltcitous  in  refped  to  thieir  government,  appointing 
magiftratcs  every  wherci  granting  charters,  and  marking  out^ 
With  great  cxadnefs,  the  feveral  diftrifts  that  were  to  depetid 
upon  every,  great  town  in  his  dominions.  His  delight  in^ 
and  fteady  attention  to  things  of  this  nature,  by  which  in  the 
Ipace  of  a  few  years  he  entirely  altered  the  appearance  of  his 
territories,  and  out  of  ruined  .hamlets,  and  a  country  fre- 
quently ravaged  by  barbarous  enemies,  brought  well-built 
towns  and  innumerable  villages  to  the  fpeSator^s  eycj  pro-^ 

'  cured  him  the  glorious  title  of  reftofer  of  cities,  and  the  fa- 

ther of  hife  country.  He  was  likewifc  very  folicitous  in  pro- 
viding proper  alliances  for  his  family;  and  with  this  view  very 
willingly  beftowed  bis  daughter  Donna  There/a  on  the  king 
tA^Leon^  without  confidering  the  misfortunes  that  had  arifen 
ifrom  the  marriage  of  his  own  fiflier  Donna  TJrraca  with  the 
father  of  this  young  prince,  by  which  Donna  There/a  flood  iii 
fo  near  a  relation  to  him,  as  brought  the  like  difficulties  and 
diftreiles  upon  them.

thefe  calumnies  made  no  impreffion  except  upon  the  vulgar, 
The  king  Don  Sancho  was  in  truth  fo  far  from  being  at  all 
inftrumental  in  bringing  evils  upon  hb  people,  that  it  was  en- 
tirely owing  to  the  vigilance  and  prudence  of  his  condud, 
that  they  did  not  fuffer  much  more  by  thefe  calamities,  wbkh 
$eere  of  fuch  a  nature,  as  in  conjunaion  with  the  incurlsons 
of  the  infidels,  muft  have  ruined  the  kingdom,  under  an  ad- 
minifiration  lefs  frugal  or  lefs  attentive  to  the  welfare  of  the 
iubjed.  Don  Sancho  was  in  reality  the  author  of  their  do- 
ineftic  oeconomy  9  he  fettled  the  limits  of  diocefes,  and  obliged 
their  prelates  to  be  content  with  them';  he  brought  all  the 
grants  made  to  monafteries  into  exa6t  order  ;  be  fettled  com- 
manderies  for  all  the  knights  of  different  kinds  that  were  efbir 
blifhed  in  his  dominions;  he  aboliihed  many  bad  cuftoms 
that  had  been  long  in  ufe,  and  others  that  had  been  lately 
^  borrowed  from  the  Moors^  from  ftrangers,  and  from*  thote 
?vho  reforted  to  Portugal  on  many  accounts ;  he  connived,  in 
feme  meafure,  at  the  fanguinary  contentions  aniongft  his  no- 
bility, that,  by  weakening  their  forces,  his  authority  might 
at  length  take  place,  without  any  fhew  of  tyranny,  and  with 
the  general  approbation  of  the  wifer  and  better  part  of  his 
fubjeds  ^. 
f.edttces  His  laft  enterprize  was  the  reduction  of  Ehas^  which  the 

Elvas,  and  mirammolin,  during  the  time  of  his  fuperiority,  had  reco- 
dies  for  vered,  and  with  the  conqueft  of  which  the  king  was  extremely 
ihofe  times  pleafed  ^  He  caufed  the  churches  to  be  purified,  the  fertifi- 
immenfely  cations  to  be  repaired,  and,  by  granting  many  privileges  and 
r^^f  •  immunities,  invited  thither  a  multitude  of  new  inhabitants.

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He  18  reputed  to  have  been  the  beft  oeconomift  that  ever  &t 
upon  the  throne  cf  Poftt^ai ;  Jotj  without  c^preffing  his  fub- 
jcSts  vritk  taxes,  and  being  eAeeined  rather  liberal  dian  ava- 
ncious,  he  left  behind  him  a  treafure  of  upwards  of  feven 
hundred  thou&nd  crowns,  in  ready  money,  befides  fourteen 
hundred  maria  of  (liver,  and  one  hundred  of  gold  plate,  which 
he  difpofed  of  iimie  rime  before  his  death,  by  his  lalVwill 
9ind  ceftaments  fiir  the  due  peiC^rmance  of  which  he  took 
the  inftnt  Don  Aki^'s  (nth.  Authors  are  not  perfefUy 
^igreed  as  to  the  time'  of  his  death ;  thofe  who  are  moft  ac- 
curate in  other  things  6x  it  to  the  month  of  March^  in  the 
year  one  thonfivid  two  hundred  and  twelve,  when  he  had 
reigned  twenty«>fiXf  and  lived  fifty-  feven  years.  He  was  in- 
terred, by  his  own  command,  with  much  lefs  pomp  than  his 
faijier,  on  the  left  fide  of  the  altar  of  the  church  of  the  Holy 
Crrfs,  in  Caimbraj  Don  Alon/o  lying  on  the  right.  His  body 
being  taken  up  fbur  hundred  years  after,  by  order  of  the  king 
Don  Emanuilj  that  it  might  be  placed  in  a  new  tomb,  ere£lea 
to  his  memory,  was  found  uncorrupt «.  A  circirhiflance  fin- 
gular  and  worth  recording,  independent  of  any  fuperflitioud 
prgudices. 

Don  Ahnfo  fucceeded  his  father  at  the  age  of  twenty-feven,  AlonfoIL 
or  thereabouts^  and  is  diilinguiChed  in  the  Poriuguefe  hiStory  Jeateii  om 
by  the  fimame  of  the  Fat.

the  very  dawn.    His  father  had  obferved,  that  he  had  no  great  ^^J^^ 
tendernefs  for  his  brethren  and  fifters,  which  induced  him  to 
put  the  former  as  much  out  of  his  power  as  poffible,  by  mak- 
ing provifion  for  them  in  money  and  jewels  ;  and  to  the  latter 
he  gave  fome  of  the  beft  places  in  the  kingdom,  with  their 
revenues;    To  Donna  Thtrefa^  queen  dowager  of  Leon^  he 
left  Monte-major  and  Efquerra  \  and  to  Donna  Sanchaj  Alari" 
quer.     The  king  laboured  to  perfuade  them,  that  it  was  not

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Wo  pnnctffcB,  who  were  much  favoured  by  the  nobility,  de- 
fended themfelves  vigoroufly  ;  and  ^t  the  fame  time,  applied 
themfelves  to  the  king  oiLeon^  and  to  Pope  Innocent  the  third, 
for  their  interpofition,  which  they  obtained.

The  thunder  of  the»  rope's  excommunication  bad  fomc  ^^ft^ftittei 
effect  in  Portugal^  where,  though  it  might  not  terrify  the  h^^^P^ 
king,  yet  it  filled  the  minds  of  his  fubjects  with  fucb  fears  *^ ^^^P^^  ' 
and  uneafineffes,  that  Don  Jlcnfo  could  not  help  perceiving  *^  ^^f^' 
how  much  it  was  his  intereft  to  recover  thq  gobd  graces  of  'f!^^  y',r 
Pope  Innocent  the  third.     He  firft  fent  bis  agents  to  rcprefent,    "  y^"'^* 
that  his  difputes  with  his  fifters  had  no  connection  with  eccle- 
fiailical  affairs ;    that  the  places  his  father  had  bellowed  upon 
them  belonged  to  the  crown,  and  therefore  he  had  no  rigl^t  » 

to  feparate  therii  from  the  reft  of  bis  dominions  ;  that  it  was 
a  dangerous  precedent,  and  had  a  tendency  to  fubvert  a  fo- 
vcreignty,  raifed  by  the  valour,  and  at  the  expence  of  the 
blood  of  the  Portuguefe,  to  whom  Don  Sancho^  or  at  leaft  his  ,  , 
Father,  flood  indebted  for  the  crown  he  wore,  and  could  not 
therefore  leilen  its  value,  by  impairing  its  territories;  and  that 
laftly,  the  -advantages  gained  by  the  king  of  Leon^  and  the 
party  of  the  infanta's,  were  no  proofs  of  the  juftice  of  their 
caufe,  but  were  plainly  beneficial  to  the  infidels,  by  the  loffes , 
they  brought  upon  both  kingdoms.  All  this  was  without 
cflFect,  the  Pope  was  as  obftinate  as  the  king  oi  Portugal  \ 
and  at  length  Don  Alonfo  found  it  expedient  to  be  reconciled 
to  his  fifters,  in  order  to  have  the  excommunication  recalled, 
which  was  accordingly  done,  and  the  king  abfolved  with  great 
folemnity  K  The  calm  that  was  thus  reftored  had  not  fub- 
iifted  long  before  it  was  difturbed,  by  the  incurfions  of  the 
Moors  J  who  from  Alacafar-do-Sal^  where  they  had  an  im- 
pregnable fortrefs  feated  on  a  rock^  came  with  fuch  large  corps 
of  cavalry  into  the  flat  country,  along  the  banks  of  xl^itTaguSy 
that  the  king  found  it  equally  difficult  to  repel  them,  or  to 
make  himfelf  mafter  of  a  place,  the  neighbourhood  of  whic^ 
occafioned  him  fo  much  difturbance.  However,  a  favourably 
accident,  or  to  fpeak  with  greater  propriety,  the  unexpected 
interpofxtion  of  Providence  enabled  'him  to  accomplifh  his 
wifhes.  The  Germans  and  Flemings  had  equipped  a  nume- 
rous fleet,  which  authors  of  eftablifhed  reputation  aflert,  con-f 
fifted  of  three  hundre4  fail,  with  a  great  army  on  board,  de- 
ftined  for  the  Holy  Land.    In  their  pafTage,  being  difmally

The  earl  of  Holland^  with  moft  of  the  nobility  and  gentry, 
landed,  and  very  frankly  offered  the  king  of  Portugal  their  fer- 
vtces.     On  this  it  was  agreed,  that  they  fhould  proceed  by  fea 
and  block  up  Alcazar -do-Sal^  while  the  Portuguefe  army,  re- 
inforced by  the  knights  of  all  the  military  orders,  marched  and 
invefled  it  by  land.    The  Moors^  knowing  the  importaticet>f 
the  place,  and  forefeeing  the  confequences  that  muft  foUovr 
from  the  lofs  of  it,  refolved  to  make  their  utmoft  efforts  for 
its  prefer vation.  .  Accordingly  the  alcaydes  of  Seville^  J^^^ 
Cordovoy  and  Badajoz,    marched  an  army  of  fifty  thoufand

f  Don  Samho  the  fecoml,  furnamed  Sambo  with  the  Hood, 
fucceeded  bis  father  when  abdut  twenty  years  of  age ;  a  prince 
of  a  gentle  fpir it,  and  much  more  indented  to  nature  than  to 
education.  He  no  fooner  afcended  the  throne,  than  he  foiind 
himfelf  opprefled  by  the  mifchiefs  that  had  funk  his  father 
into  his  grave  in  the  flower  of  his  age ;  that  is,  the  quarrel 
'  with  the  clergy  and  the  princeffes  his  aunts  \  In  regard  tq

execution  for  twenty  days,  in 
all  capil^  cafes,  becaufe  in  thetn, 
juftice  might  be  at  aoy  time  car- 
ried into  a6l,  but  injuilice  could 
never  l)e  redreflcd.

It  was  for 
this  the  archbiChop  of  Braga  ex- 
communicated Gonscalo  Mendez^ 
his  chancellor ;  for  the  king's 
^eienting  which,  the  Pope  ex- 
conmiunicated  him.  Honorius 
took  another  ftep,  which  was  to 
the  full  as  ilrong ;  he  wrote  a 
very  abufive  letter,  in  which  he 
told  him  over  and  over  he  was 
a  tyrant.  He  might  be  indeed 
z  tyrant ;  but  if  it  confided  on- 


ly in  hindering  the  priefts  from 
being  tyrants  over  his  own  iiibr 
je6ls,  he  was  a  tyrant  of  a  very 
flngular  kind ;  but  he  was 
never  efteemed  fo  by  the  bulk 
of  his  people,  inwhofe  favour 
he  made  a  law,  to  hinder  the 
price  of  neceflkries  froip  being 
raifed  for  the  fake  of  privatq 
profit,  and  to  exempt  them  fronri 
taxes,  that  all  who  would  work 
might  eat  (6).This  preferved  their 
afFedlion  to  his  perfon,and  their 
veneration  for  his  memory,  in 
fi)ight  of  papal  cenfures,  which 
ferved  only  to  raife  confuflon  in 
his  dominions,  and  to  hinder 
the  progrefs  of  his  arms  againfl 
the  infidels,  Who  notwithftand* 
ing,  through  their  own  inteiline 
divifions,  were  hindered  froni 
doing  him  much  hurt.

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He  intimated  to  the  archbifhop  of  Braga^  that  menhad.no 
r^ht  to  be  judges  in  their  own  caufes ;  that  if  he  would  leave 
the  difputes  between  the  crown  and  the  church,  to  the  ar-^ 
bitration  of  ecclefiaftics  of  eftablifhed  characters,  he  was 
difpofed  to  give  them  whatever  fatisfaction  they  (hould  judge 
reafonable  j  and  the  prelate  having  condefcended  to  this,  fa- 
tisfaction was  accordingly  given,  and  the  interdict  removed  '• 
This  young  prince  was  not  fo  complaifant  to  the  infanta's  as 
he  had  been  fubmiflive  to  the  priefls ;  he  infifted  upon  the  fur- 
render  of  the  fortreflfes  they  held,  and  threatened  to  reduce 
them  by  force..  His  aunts  upon  this  had  riecourfe  to  the  king 
of  Leon^  who  entered  Portugal  with  an  army,  and  either  took 
or  had  fome  places  furrendered  to  him.  Don  Sancho  fent  him 
word,  that  he  had  no  inclination  to  kindle  a  war  between  the 
two  nations ;  that  he  meant  no  injury  or  injuftice  to  his  aunts^ 
but  that  one  king  in  one  realm  was  fufficient :  upon  thefe 
grounds  the  difpute  was  referred  to  arbitration  ;  and  the  deci- 
fion  was,  that  the  infanta's  (hould  do  homage  to  the  king  ; 
that  the  inhabitants  of  their  towns  fhould  acknowledge  his 
Wthority.,  but  that  they  ihould  enjoy  all  the  rents  and  reve* 
Hues  to  their  o\yn  ufe.  Security  being  given  on  both  fides  for 
]the  due  performance  of  articles,  the  places  taken  were  reftored^ 
and  Don  Sancho  left  in  the  free  poiTeifions  of  his  kingdom '  i 
which  however  wafi  fadly  rent  into  fa£kions  through  the  too 
great  power  of  the  nobility. 

As  foon  as  peace  .was  reftored,  the  king  thought  proper  ^/^'^  ^fi 
tovifit  his  territories^  to  receive  homage  from  his  fubjects, /'^''f  6^,^" 
and  to  regulate  whatever  might  have  fallen  into  confufiori  dur-  *^^i^ortes ; 

In  this  pro-   ,    ^^fi 
grefs  he  did  juftice,  and  left  marks  of  compaifion  and  mercy       .      ' 
wherever  he  came.   After  this,  he  turned  his  arms  againft  the  ^^^  ^flLl, 
Moors^  in  conjunction  with  the  king  of  Leon^  and  obtained  ^y^^^  "^  "^ 
fe,veral   advantages   againft  them,    uniting,   amongft  other 
places,  the  town  of  Serpa  to  his  dominions  ^     Pope  Innocent 
the  fourth  fent  the  cardinal  biihop  of  Sabina  to  hold  a  coun- 
cil in  Portugal,  in  order  to  reform  the  corruption  of  manners, 
which,  through  the  interdict  caft  upon  that  kingdom  by  his 
predeceflbr,  had  been  chiefly  introduc^.

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canons  were  made  therein  (hould  be  firictly  executed.     Th6 
king  fhewed  great  juftice  in  the  quarrel  between  St.  PerSnand^ 
king  of  Caftile  and  Le&n^   and  his  ftfters,  which  he  might 
eailly  have  improved  to  his  own  advantage.     That  monarch, 
was  fo  fenfible  of  this,  that  having  had  an  interview  with  Doa 
Sancho  at  Sabugal,  he  reftored  to  him  the  fortreg  of  Chaves^ 
of  which  his  father  had  been  difpoflefTed  **.  Some  ftirs  ftill  con- 
tinued amongft  the  clergy  in  Portugal^  where  it  is  on  all  hands 
agreed^  that  their  difcipline  was  very  much  relaxed.     The 
king  himfelf  was  very  intenton  carrying  on  the  wars  amongft 
die  Moors  J  and  advanced  once  more  into  the  kingdom  of  ju-- 
garoe ;   where  he  might  probably  have  done  great  things,  if 
he  had  not  been  perplexed  with  perpetual  complaints  againft 
jf^^  D.     him  to  the  court  of  Rojhe.

.difpofitioHs  But  now,  by  a  flrange  turn  of  fortune,  many  of  the  nobility 
to  this  mo-  forgetting  their  duty  to  the  king,  committed  great  exorbitan*^ 
narcFs       cies ;  and  becaufe  he  did  not  punifh  thefe,  when  in  truth  it 
was  out  of  his  power,  the  people  began  to  clamour  againft 
him.    The  infant  Don  Ferdinand,  having  violated  the  im- 
munities of  tbe  church,    the  prelates,    notwithftanding  the 
mifchief  done  by  the  lafl,  had  recourfe  to  another  interdict  i 
and  the  king,  though  he  had  no  ihare  in  the  offence,  was 
obliged  to  make  a  deep  fubmiifion,  while  the  infant  made  a 
tour  to  Rome^  and  underwent  a  fevere  penance  before  he  could 
be  again  received  into  the  church.    It  was  from  thefe  troubles. 
Which  had  their  fource  in  the  too  great  lenity  of  the  king  to- 
wards  a  lazy  and  luxurious  nobility,  that  thofe  terrible  difor* 
ders  arofe,  which  afterwards  threw  the  kingdom  into  confu^ 
fion,  and  drove  him  out  of  his  dominions.     But  to  fet  this 
matter  in  a  clear  light,  and  to  Ihew  how  this  monarch,  who 
is  not  charged  with  any  glaring  vice,  fuch  as  cruelty,  op*, 
predion,  drunkennefs,  or  debauchery,  came  to  be  dethroned^ 
at  the  inflance  of  his  people,  byv  the  Pope,  will  require  fome

Don  Sancho  cfpoufed,   not  long  after  his  acceffion.  Donna  pretended 
Mejuiay  the  daughter  of  Don  Lopes  dtas  de  Haro,  lord  of  Bifr  ^^^''f^A 
£i^  by  Donna  Urraca,   the  natural  daughter  of  Alonfo^  the  ^  ^^' 
ninth  king  oiCqftik^  a  lady  of  exquifite  beauty*  ;  who  held  ^'^f     * 
Don  5a»c^0  in  fuch  clofe  captivity,  and  governed  his  ^bowghts*^'^  '^^T 
and  actions  with  an  influence  fo  arbitrary,  that,  according  /nP^tQ,  ' 
to  the  fiiperftitious  notions  of  thole  times,  (he  was  believed  o^L 
to  have  difturbed  his  fenfes  by  a  draught,  as  if  (iich  effects 
were  not  every  day  wrought  without  any  other  charms  than 
thofe  which  the  fex  derive  from  nature.    Thofe  who  were 
about  the  king,  who  loved  his'perfon,  andfupported  his  au^ 
thority,  were  fiigmatised  to  render  them  odious  in  the  fighc 
ef  the  people  by  the  name  of  favourites,  and  faid  to  hold  their 
employments,  not  through  merit,  or  even  the  king's  choice, 
but  by  the  recommendation  of  the  queen.    The  clergy,  who 
had  not  fo  great  power  at  court  as  they  defired,  concurred  in 
and  conducted  this  clamour^  which,  as  we  obferved  before^ 
had  its  firft  rife  from  the  youthful  errors  of  the  ipfant  Don 
Ferdinand.

might  at.l^ft  place  regal  power  in  his  hands,  if  not  the  regal 
title;    which  ambitious  fcheme  did  the  king  great  mifchief, 
though  it  did  .himfelf  no  good ;    a  fate  common  enough  to 
fiich  difturberr  of  the  public  peace.  ^

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anarchy  abroad  ;  and  the  king  and  his  friends  were  forced  to 
«ert  what  little  ftrength  they  had,  in  order  to  compel  obe- 
dience to  the  king's  commands,  in  points  of  the  greateft  con- 
fequence  to  the  public  fafety.  Pope  Innocent  the  fourth  had 
called  a  general  council  at  Lyons  in  France^  where  he  and  his 
prelates  depofed  the  emperor  Frederic ;  thither  the  Portuguefe 
commiffioners,  who  were  the  archbifhop  of  Braga^  the  bifliops 
of  Porto  and  Coimbra^  and  two  noblemen,  repaired ;  and  hav- 
ing fet  forth  their  bufinefi,  the  Pope  very  roundly^  on  the  24th 
ofjufyj  deprived  Don  Sancho  of  the  adminiftration  **  of  his  do-  a  ^y 
minions,  and  declared  his  brother  Don  Alonfo  regent;  and  he  i2,Ar[ 
being  at  P^;,  the  commiffioners  repaired  thither,  and  upon 
the  6th  of' September  adminiftred  an  oath  to  him,  that  he 
fliould  execute  the  office  of  regent  faithfully.  The  infant 
Don  Jlonfo  went  immediately  to  Bologne^  where  he  fettled  the 
government  of  that  county  in  the  hands  of  bis  confort,  to  ^ 

whom  it  of  right  belonged,  and  then  prepared  for  his  voyage 
to  Portugal,  in  the  mean  time,  as  moft  writers  fsiy y  Ray^ 
tnond  Portocarrero  feized  upon  the  perfon  of  the  queen  Donna 
Mencia  %  and  carried  her  away  prifoner,  fo  that  (he  was  never 
heard  of  more.  This  afFe£led  the  king  in  fuch  a  manner^ 
Aat  he  refolved  to  provide  for  his  own  fafety,  and  accordingly 
withdrew  into  the  territories  of  St.  Ferdinand^  king  of  Caftile, 
wher^  he  was  very  kindly  received  by  the  infant  Don  Alonfo y 
who  wrote  to  the  Pope  in  his  behalf;  and  after  infinuaiing 
how  dangerous  a  precedent  he  had  made,  fuggefted  many  rea- 
fons  to  prove,  that  the  regent  Don  Alonfo  was  in  reality  the 
author  of  thofe  miferies,  which  were  falfely  afcribed  to  the 
king.  How  much  foever  this  afl:  of  friend{hip»  and  the  high 
honours  that  were  paid  him,,  might  confole  Don  Sancho  un- 
der his  misfortunes,  they  did  not  in  the  leaft  relieve  them : 
however,  the  prince  Don  Alonfo  promifed,  and  did  ;all  that ' 
was  in  his  power  to  keep^  bis  word  ^  and  would  have  kept 
itefFeSually,  provided  the  Pontiff  had  not  interpofed. 

As  general  as  the  defedHon  feemed  to  be  in  Portugal^  Attempt 
fome  of  the  moft  confiderable  among  the  nobility  adhered  madehythe 
fteadily  to  their  duty,  and  garrifoned  feveral  places  of  ftrength  ^'^  '^  ^^- 
for  the  king  :    amongft  thefe,  Ovedosy  Celerico^  and  Coimhra^  ^^^,  ^" 
were  the  chief.

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Portuguefe  hiftorians  add  another  event,  the  reader  will  pro- 
hably  excufe  us  for  following  their  example.  Martin  Freitas^ 
who  defended  Coimbray  gave  the  regent  Don  jthnfo  fo  much 
trouble,  that  as  foon  as  he  had  the  news  of  his  brother*sdeath, 
he  fent  him  notice  of  it ;  but  the  governor  would  not  believe 
him,  upon  which  he  offered  him  a  pais  and  an  efcorte  to  go 
to  Tokdoj  which  he  accepted.  When  he  came  thither,  he 
demanded  to  fee  his  matter's  body  ;  when  the  tomb  being 
opened  for  that  purpofe,  he  dcpofited  the  keys  of  Coimbra  by 
his  fide  :  after  they  had  lain  a  little  time,  he  defired  his 
leave  to  deliver  them  to  his  brother,  and  fo  taking  them  up, 
teturned  back  to  his  garrifon^.

lords  who  had  been  in  his  brother's  intereft  to  the  laft  into  his 
favour  and  councils  j  amongft  thefe  was  Martin  Frietasy  go- 
vernor of  Coimbray  whom  he  not  only  continued  in  his  of- 
fice, but  refufed  to  accept  either  homage  or  an  oath  of  fideli-* 
ty,  which  favour  he  would  have  extended  by  patent  to  four  ge^ 
nerations  ;  but  Martm  toU  him  bluntly,  that  though  it  was  a 

f;ood  compliment,  it  v^s  a  bad  precedent;  and  that  he  would 
ay  his  curfe  upon  any  one  of  his  pofterity  who  (hould  dare  to 
command  in  the  king's  town  without  having  firft  rendered  ho«« 
mage,  and  fworn  allegiance.

did^  without  tnuch  difiicultyy  what  his  brother  ought  to  have 
done,  and  would  have  done,  if  he  had  been  able,  that  is,  he 
puniihed  the  licentious  and  the  fadious ;  but  he  took  them 
fingly,  and  in  the  moil  difiant  parts  of  his  dominions)  taking 
care  to  efface  immediately,  by  a  fucceisful  e^cpedicibn  againft 
the  Mocrs,  the  memory  of  any  punifliments  that  became  ne- 
ce^ry  at  home.  He  took  care  likewife  to  remain  upon  good  A.  D. 
ierms  with  Pope  ImocaitthQ  iaortb,  who  had  many  eflential  iZ5t« 
reafons  for  paying  great  attention  to  the  king  of  Portugal^ 
from  who&  dominions  he  drew  a  large  revenue,  and  of  whofe 
maritime  power  he  flood  fome  times  in  great  need :  in  a  word, 
Don  Alcnfo  diftinguifhed  himfelf  as  a  foldier  in  the  field,  and 
as  a  ftatefman  in  the  cabinet,  with  no  fmall  reputation  to  him« 
felf»  and  widi  great  advantage  to  his  crown  and  fubje^ls.

But  Ah* 
hammed  having  put  himfelf  under  the  prote^ion  of  Don  Ahnfo 
the  fFifiy  who  had  lately  fucceeded  St.  Ferdinand  in  the  king- 
doms of  Cqfiile  and  Leorii  demanded  fuccours  of  that  md- 
narch,  who  took  the  field  with  a  powerful  army,  and  mak- 
ing ufe  of  his  fuperiority,  over-run  the  kingdom  of  Algarve^ 
and  eredled  the  town  01  Stives  into  a  bilhoprick  ".    The  king     A.  D.' 
of  Portugal  was  too  wife  a  prince  not  to  difcern  the  danger  he     1253  • 
wa3  in ;  and  therefore  had  recourfe  to  the  interpofition  of  the     ^ 
Pope,  who  readily  interfered,   and  difpofed  Don  Alonfi  the 
Wile  to  liften  to  an  accommodation  ^.     Don  Alonfo  oiPortu* 
^^7/ underftanding  that  this  prince  had  a  great  afie6lion  for  a 
natural  daughter  of  his,  Donnz  Beatrix^  whom  he  bad  in  his 
youth  by  Donna  Maria  de  Guzman,  difcovered  an  inclina^ 
tion  to  marry  her,  to  which  the  king  of  Cqfii/e  very  readily 
confented,  notwithftanding  there  were  many,  and  amongft 
thefe  fome  very  ftrong,  obftacles  to  (iich  a  marriage.    In  the

It 
is  the  moft  fouthern  of  all  the 
provinces  of  Portugal^  being 
pounded  pn  jthat  iide,  as  well  as 
jonthe  weft,  by  the  ocean  ^  on 
the  eaft  HyAndalufiaf  from  which 
it  is  feparated  by  the  Guadiana  \ 
pn  the  north  t)y  a  ridge  of  hills, 
pa^t^Sieras  de  Colder aorty  which 
liivides '  it  from  the  province  of 


Alentejp.  Xt  \s  in  all  refpe^ 
perhaps  the  beft  fortified  conn- 
try  by  nature  in  the  world,  fince 
the  fteep  banks  of  the  Guadiana, 
and  the  mountains  behind  them 
TUtvay  be  confidered  as  impenetra- 
ble intrenchments ;  and  the  fame 
thing  may  be  aiErmed  of  the 
mountains  of  C^i!^r^»  (9).  It 
extends  about  twenty  -  (even 
leagues  in  length,  but  is  fcarce 
any  where  fo  many  miles  broad, 
though  there  are  commonly  rec- 
koned about  thirty-five  leagues 
of  coaft.  But  this  narrow  fpace 
produces  great  abundance,  of 
corn,  that  y/hich  grows  about 
Cape  St.  Fificent  being  efteemed 
the  beft  in  Portugah  Beiides 
this,  there  are  numberlefs  vine- 
yards, and  whole  woods  of  fi^ 
t^ees,which  with  raifins,  aImoi)ds» 
and  a  plentiful  fiihery  Upon  its 
coafts,  have  j ijftly  gained  it  the 
reputatjon  pf  a^vepyrich  coun- 
try. In  andexit  times  it  had  tj^e 
title  of  a  county,  and  'DovLAIon-- 
fo  was  the  firft  who  alTumed  the 
title  of  monarch  of  Portugal  and 
Algarue.

The  marriage  between  Pon  Alonfs  and  Donna  Beatrix,  ^Tns 
9Hras  celebrated  as  foon  as  that  lady  wa?  turned  of  twelve  years  fiagedif- 
of  age,  and  the  rejoicings  on  that  fubjeft  were  hardly  over,  '^Pfro'^^ 
before  Pope  Alexander}^,  who  had  fucceeded  Ifmocent^  on  ^  '^ 
the  application  of  the  countefs  Matilda,  direfled  the  arch-  ^?'y 
biihop  of  Campoftella  to  feparate  the  king  and  queen  tilj  the  ^^  ?£" 
merits  of  the  caufe  could  be  heard,  to  which  the  king  would  ^^j^^ ^^ 
not  give  ear.    The  countefs  herfelf  made  a  tour  to  Cam-  jnt^diM 
foJieUaj  to  quicken  the  motions  of  the  Pope's  legate  ^.  Some 
Portuguefe  hiftorians  fay,  that  ihe  came  to  Cafcaes  in  that 
kingdom  by  fea  ;  but  the  fabulous  circumftances  they  add, 
deftroy  the  credit  of  this  relation.    All  we  know  with  cer- 
tainty is,  that  the  counteis  returned  into  France^  and  applied 
herfelf  to  St.  Lewis 'y  and  that  the  Pope's  legate,  finding  the  king 
obftinate,  put  his  kingdom  under  an  intercjid '.    The  king  re-    A.  D. 
mained,  notwithftanding,  inflexible,  and  having  brought  his     1257. 
nobility  into  fubjedion,  proceeded  in  repairing,  fortifying,  and 
peopling  his  dominions,  with  fo  much  the  piore  fpirit,  as  he 
had  now  a  fon  and  a  daughter  to  inherit  them.    In  the  meaa 
time  Alexander  being  fucceeded  by  Urban  the  fourth,  Don 
Alonfo  refolved  to  try  whether  he  might  not  be  foftened ;  an<| 
while  he  meditated  this  application,  the  countefs  MatiUa 
idied,  and  not  only  forgave  him  on  her  death-bed,  but  left  him 
alfo  a  very  coijfiderable  fum  of  money,  as  a  teftimony  of  her 
fmcerity  '.    Thefe  liicky  incidents  induced  the  king  to  call  a    A.  D^ 
general  aflembly  of  his  clergy,  upon  whom  he  prevailed  to     126Z. 
addrefs  themfelves  unanimoiifly  to  the  Pope  on  the  behalf  of 
himfelf  and  his  faqaily,  vvhich  thev  did ;  and  Pope  Urban,  at 
their  requeft,  granted  a  difpenfatioh,  legitimated  the  children 
of  Donna  Beatrix,  and  removed  the  interdidi,  the  rather  he- 
caufe  it  had  hardly  ever  been  obferved  ^     Ip  order  to  pre- 
vent all  difputes  in  fuccceding  times  with  the  crown  of  Cafiile^ 
the  two  kiilgs  caufed  the  boundaries  between  their  refpe£tive 
dominions  t6  be  fettled  by  commiffioners,  and  recognized  this 
fettlemerit  by  a  fettlement  dated  the  fifth  oijune.    At  the

The  happy  ifTue  of  his  enterprizes,  and  the  fiouriihing  date 
of  his  territories,  pccafioned  by  his  frequent  progreg  from  one 
part  of  them  to  another,  induced  the  king  to  e^ctend  ^he  au? 
thority  of  the  crown,  and  to  oblige  the  clergy,  and  even  the 
prelates,  to  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  thp  ft^te,  and  to  the 
difcharge  of  thofe  expences  which  he  thought  requifite  for  the 
A.  D.     fafety  a^  welfare  of  his  people.    This  quicklyVevivcd  the  old 
1268.     difputes  ;  and  J/^r//«  archbifliop  of  iSr^j^a,  puflied  things  fo 
far  as  to  put  th^  kingdom  again  under  an  interdid :  after  which 
he  made  his  efcape  to  Rjame. 
Ohiains  an  '  It  appeared,  however,  neceffary  to  Don  Alonfi  to  give  the 
exemption    Pope  very  ftrong  afTurances  of  his  refpeiSl  and  obedience ;  and 
from  nU     at  the  fame  time  to  inform  him,  that  the  prelates  who  had 
claimsfrom  quitted  his  kingdom,  did  it  without  any  real  neceility,  and 
Caftile,  hy  ^^^  ^^^  might  return  without  any  apprehenfions.    He  then 
€in  aSi  of  ^g^t  ^vith  his  queen  and  the  infant  Denis^  heir  apparent  of 
^.^2^'      his  dominions,  to  Sivilki  to  pay  a  vifit  to  her  father,  who 
was  fo  well  pleafed  with  his  grandfon,  that  for  his  fake  he  re- 
mitted all   claims  whatfoever  upon  the  crown  of  Portugal^ 
and  declared  its  monarchs  free  from  all  kind   of  homage, 
which  gave  his  fubieas  no  fmall  offence  ^.     After  be  return- 
ed intq  Portugal^  uon  Jlonfo  difpoflefled  the  knights  of  feve- 
ral  orders  of  the  places  they  held,  and  annexed  them  to  th^ 
crown,  under  various  pretences ;  but  in  reality  he  thought 
fortrefles  in  the  hands  of  fubjeds  a  thing  incompatible  with  the 
fafety  of  the  monarchy.     Thefe  and  fome  other  fteps  taken* 
he  began  to  think  it  time  to  perfefl:  his  reconciliation  with  ^ 
the  Pope,  and  after  various  altercations,  called  an  affembly  <^ 
the  ftates  at  Santaren^  to  enquire  into  and  redcefs  the  griev* 
A.  B.     ances  of  the  clergy  ;  but  as  this  did  not  produce  irhmediately 
1277.  V  all  that  was  expefied  from  it,  the  Pope  talked  in  higher 
terms,  and  threatened  to  releafe  his  fubjeSs  from  their  pbe- 
dience  and  their  oaths  of  fidelity,  which  likewife  had  but  lit* 
tie  operation,   though  this  threat  was  rejieated  more  -than 
once  ^.

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The  whole  reign  of  Don  JUn/o  was  a  fccnc  of  policy  well  Riconcikd 
conceived,  and  executed  with  very  great  addrefs.    The  king  en  his 
rewarded  and  puniflied  with  equal  juftice  (I).     He  was  ex-  death-bed 
tremely  adlive  and  vigilant  in  poiiYts  of  real  concern  to  his  ^^  ^^^ 
government ;  and  perceiving  that  it  was  no  longer  prailicable  ^^*^^^> 
to  extend  his  dommions,  very  prudently  bent  his  whole  care  to  ^^^'*  ^^ 
their  improvement.     In  fome  places  he  founded  new  cities,  ^'^^^ 
in  others  he  repaired  old  ones :  he  granted  new  privileges  to 
i  multitude  of  places,  and  was  particularly  folicitous  for  the

His  familiari- 
ty and  intercft  with  the  people, 
piade  him  refpefted  by  the  no- 
ble?, and  obeyed  by  the  clergy, 
feven  againft  the  wills  of  feveral 
Popcs.^    It  appears,    by  their 
epiftles',    that    his    horrid  and 
grievous  oppreiHons  of  the  cler^ 
gy  were  in  reality  nothing  more 
|han  obliging' them  to  do  juilice. 


and  to  live  fuitable  to  their  ch»- 
i-a^ers,  by  punifhiqg  them  at 
well  as  he  did  the  reil  of  hit 
fubjedls,  if  they  were  deficient 
in  either.  He  is  blamed  by  the 
Portuguefe'ioT  his  complaifance 
to  Don  uf/-9»/g  the  wife,  oi  CaJ^ 
tile  ;  but  the  Spaniards  fay,  that 
he  made  him  pay  fo  dear  for  it, 
that  he  had  a  better  title  to  be 
filled  the  wife  than  he ;  it  may 
be,  his  claim  may  be  better  fup- 
ported  from  thefe  maxims  to 
which  he  fteadily  adhered  :  he 
had  many  counfellors  but  no  £3- 
vourites ;  he  puniftied  fev«rely 
and  rewarded  generoufly ;  his 
income  was  the  rujc  of  his  liv- 
ing, and  though  he  loved  plea« 
fure  and  expence,  he  chofe  to 
retrench  rather  than  impo/e  any 
new  taxes  upon^  his  mbjeds ; 
but  he  was  exaft  in  levying  his 
revenue ;  and  when  he  refumed 
the  grants  he  had  made  while 
regent,  he  gave  no  other  reafoa 
than  that  thofe  to  whom  he 
made  the  grants  did  not  defervo 
them  (2).  In  a  word,  he  adcd 
the  politician  whenever  it  was 
neceffary,  and  as  far  as  it  wat 
necefilary;  but  at  other  times  h# 
was  as  frank,  as  gentle,  and  aa 
liberal  as  his  brother,  whom  if 
he  had  ufed  better,  his  repnta-? 
tion  had  been  without  flain.

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telief  of  the  common  people.  He  caufed  many  churches  to 
be  ere£ted,  and  founded  and  endowed  fome  convents.  In  his 
diiFerences  with  the  clergy  he  a£bed  as.  he  thought^fit ;  but  ne- 
ver without  plauftble  reafons,  had  his  agents  conftandy  at  the 
court  of  Rome^  and  amufed  more  than  one  pontiflr  during 
his  whole  reign>  with  a  fruitlels  negotiation.  He  received 
the  cardinals  and  legates  that  came  into  Portugal  with  all 
poffible  refpe£t,  treated  them  with  the  utmoft  magnificence, 
and  left  nothing  nhattempted  to  gain  their  friendfliip ;  but  in 
point  of  action  he  was  more  fparing,  till  at  length,  finding 
iiimfelf  finking  under  the  weight  of  a  mortal  difeafe,  he  took  a 
refolution  of  being  reconciled  to' the  church  :  having  made  a 
full  fubmii&on,  done  fome  Uiings,  and  direfled  the  infant 
Don  Dims  to  perform  the  reft,  he  received  the  abfolution 
from  the  hands  of  Suphev  ^bbpt  of  Akobaza,  and  departed 
this  life  on  the  fixteenth  of  February^  J  279,  in  the  thirty-firft 
year  of  his  reign,  and  the  fixty-ninth.of  his  life  y.  He  left  the 
]cingdom  of  Portugal  complete  to  his  fucceiTors,  which  had 
beep  gradually  augmented  by  himfelf  and  his  predeceilbrs  '  \ 
;uid  therefore  his  reign  naturally  puts  an  end  to  this  fedion.

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be  attended  ^ith  difagreeable  confequences,  contented  himfelf 
with  fending  the  princes  and  prindeiTes  of  the  royal  family  to 
pay  their  refpefls  to  the  monarch  of  CaJliU ;  but  could  not 
be  prevailed  on  by  any  intreaties  to  make  him  a  vifit,  which 
was  fo  ill  taken  by  his  mother,  that  {he  refufed  to  return  into 
Portugal^  believing  that  ihe  (hould  be  Icfs  coniidered  there         « 
than  in  the  dominions^  of  the  king  her  father  ■.    As  for  Der     ** 
nisj  he'confulted  the  principal  nobility  about  his  perfon  on 
the  important  fubjedi  of  his  marriage  :  and  by  their  advice 
was  determined  to  fend  three  of  the  principal  lords  of  his 
court  to  demand  Donna  louibella^  the  daughter  of  Don  Pedr^ 
king  of  Arragon^  who  was  very  jufily  reputed  the  moft  amia* 
ble  princels  in  Spaiuy  as  well  for  her  virtue  and  prudence  as  for 
her  exquifite  beauty  ^  which  negotiation  was  fpeedily  accom- 
plifhed,  to  the  great  joy  and  fatisfa£iion  of  both  kingdoms, 
though  the  marriage  was  not  celebrated  till  two  years  after  ^ 
The  infant  Don  Sanch^  of  CaJHUy  having  about  this  time 
formed  a  refolution  of  afluming  very  unjuftly  the  adminiftra- 
tion  during  the  life-time  of  his  father,  demanded  the  friend* 
fhip  of  the  kings  of  Arragon  and  Portugal  which,  from  mo- 
'  tives  of  policy^  they  granted  him,  though  not  long  after  they 
had  juft  reaions  to  repeni^.    It  was,  however,  in  fome  mea« 
fure  owing  to  this  alliance  that  the  new  queen  Donna  /ztf- 
Ulla^  paiEng  through  Cafiile-^  in  her  way  to  Troncofo^  where 
the  marriage  was  to  be  folemnized,  was  received  by  queen 
Violante  and  part  of  the  royal  family,  by  whom  (he  was  treat- 
ed with  all  poiEble  marks  of  aiFedion  and  refpe^t.    On  her    ^   jy^ 
arrival  on  the  frontiers  of  Portugal,  (he  was  received  by  fome    .  1283* 
of  the  principal  nobility,  who  conduced  her  to  Tronco/oy  where 
the  marriage  was  celebrated  with  all  the  fplendor  fuitable  to 
fuch  a  ceremony,  and  to  thedifpofition  of  the  king,  who  was 
the  moft  magnificent  prince  of  that  age  ^* 

The  joy  and  fatisfaftion  which  difFufed  itfelf  through  the  iVkw  JiJ^' 
kingdom  of  Portugal  upon  this  pccafion,  were  quickly  inter-  futes  tmtb 
rupted  by  the  revival  of  the  old  difputes  with  the  clergy,  which  the  clergjy 
very  foon  ran  as  high  as  ever  :  for  the  king,  being  verv  in-  'which  are 
tent  on  correfling  thofe  diforders  which  the  laft  interdict  had  ^  l^^gth 
brought  into  the  kingdom,  and  in  which  the  ecclefiaftics  had  ^^^^^ 
as  great  a  Ihare  as  the  reft  of  his  fubjefls,  the  prelates  inter-      ^    t.

The 
king  bore  this  with  great  temper  and  patience,  repreftnting 
to  the  clergy,  that  the  punifhment  was  not  only  great,  but 
of  a  nature  perfcftly  different  from  the  offence,  fincc  he  nei- 
ther favoured  herefy  nor  heretics,  and  never  intermeddled  with 
.  ecclefiaftical  affairs^  or  ofiered  any  infult  to  the  church,  or 
its  members.    He  then  defired  they  .would  fpecify  what  their 
demands  were  ;  and  having  regulated  every  thing  as  well  ai 
he  could,  he  defired  their^  agreement  might  be  fent  to  Rsmey 
and  have  the  fanflion  of  the  Pope's  approbation.    This  was 
accordingly  done;  and  Martin  the  fourth,  one  of  the  moft

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he  was  very  well  content  to  liften  to  any  proportions  the  king 
would  make  $  and  upon  his  aflurance,  th&t  he  meant  him  no  v 
injuftice,  and  that  he  was  willing  lo  give  him  a  fettled  reve- 
nue of  forty  thoufand  pounds,  he  refigned  the  towns  of  0«- 
Titn  and  Cintray  which  were  the  principal  places  in  queftion  <• 
The  war  that  followed  between  the  crowns  of  CaftiU  and 
ArragWy  occafioned  another  interview  between  Don  Denii 
and  Don  Sancho^  at  Sabugal^  where  they  parted  good  friends  \ 
By  this  time  the  clergy  were  become  reftlefs  again :  upon 
which  the  king  applied  firft  to  the  Pope»  now  Nicholas  the 
fourth,  who  heard  the  Portuguefe  prelates  in  perfon,  and  the 
king  by  his  prodors ;  and  decided,  that  if  the  king  ftvore  to 
maintain  his  agreement,  the  clergy  Ihould  abide  by  it  :  and 
accordingly  an  afTembly  of  the  ftates  was  called  for  this  pur- 
pofe,  in  which  the  king  fwore  with  all  the  folemnity  the  Pope  ii  «v 
had  prefcribed,  and  the  clergy  were  conftrained  to  be  quiet  i^go. 
for  this  time  *.  But  they  ftili  retained  a  grudge  againft  the 
minifters,  on  account  of  the  advice  given  by  them  in  thefe 
ai&irs. 

_As  there  were  few  princes  fo  learned  in  this  age,  fo  it  may  Wifefn* 
be  truly  aflerted,  there  was  none  more  a  friend  to  learning,  or  '^{fiotu 
learned  men,  than  the  king  of  PortugaU  who  eredled  an  unl-  ^^  h 
jrerfity  at  Lisbofiy  and  ordered  fchools  and  other  feminarics  of  ^'  ^'J'^ 
teaming  to  be  fet  up  in  all  the  great  towns  throughout  hisy^  ^^  . 
domlmons  V    This  gained  him  the  affeftioh  of  the  better  <^Tf^_ 
part  of  the  clergy,  notwithftanding  he  adhered  fteadily  to  his  ^j^  Viw 
own  maxims,  and,  by  the  advice  of  his  brotherOon  Ahnfo^  dmiJom* 
who  was  now  thoroughly  reconciled  to  him,  procured  a  law 
to  be  cnaflted  by  the  ftates,  which  forbid,  under  very  fevere         ' 
penalties,  the  felling  of  any  land  to  ecclefiaftical  communi- 
ties, whether  regulars  or  feculars ;  and  upon  thefe  wife  princi- 
ples, that  the  church  was  but  a  truftee  for  the  poor,  and  that 
therefore,  in  accumulating  wealth,  Oie  laid  up  what  was  not 
her  own  :   that  it  was  an  injury  to  fuffer  this  money  to  be 
vetted  in  landj'^for  the  maintenance  of  indolent  and  lazy  peo- 
ple; and  that  it  tended  ftrongly  to  weaken  and  impoverifli  the 
nation  to  fufFcr  thofe  to  purchafe  any  thing  who  could  part 
with  nothing,  and  who,  in  procefs  of  time,  muft  of  neceffity  ac-

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quire  all  ^    Some  things  be  had  done  in   the  beginning  of 
his  reign,  he  how  thought  it  necefiary  to  cancel  and  refcindt 
fuch  as  grants  without  proper  motives,  and  a  kind  of  afylums^ 
or  cities  of  refuge,  to  which  fuch  as  had  committed  homi- 
cides, or  other  crimes,  might  repair  and  refide  fafely  ;  but 
this  was  after  they  had  anfwered  the  ends  for  which  he  grant- 
ed thefe  privileges,  that  is,  when  from  being  empty  they 
were  become  inhabited,  and  when  thofe,  who  fetting  the  laws 
at  defiance,  had  maintained  themfelves  by  rapine  in  rocks  and 
mouhtains,  had  again  fo  far  entered  into  obedience,  as  to  fix 
their  refidence  in  the  frontier  towns,  from  whence  he  took 
care  they  fliould  not  be  able  tb  depart,  and  where  that  hu-r 
mour,  fo  dangerous  elfewhere,  might  be  ufeful  againft.  the 
infidels. 
f]fe  trut        We  are  aflured  fay  many  of  the  Portugueji  authors,  that 
fiwrcts  of  i  Don  S^ncho  the  Brave  made' inroads  into  the  territories   of 
i&e£ffer-    ]dngDenisy  and  laid  them  wafte  with  fire  and  fword,  without 
f^cesfa       any  provocation ;  and  that  upon  this  the  momxchoi  Portugal^ 
^!^      "  L  ^*"S  ^^^  incirtiediately  able  to  refift  him,  fent  him  a  chain 
J^gimtb  ]enge.     But  it  is  infinitely  more  probable,  that  thefe  hoftili- 
•rCaM*  ^^^^''^"o^  committed  till   after  thedeath  of  that  prince, 
^  \     ^'  who,  if  the  moft  accurate  of  the  Spanijh  hiftorians  may  be  de- 
pended upon,  had  another  interview   with  king  Denisj  in 
which  a  double  marriage  was  concluded  between  their  fa- 
milies, and  fome  other  points  ftipulated  for  the  advantage  of 
the  king  of  Ptf r/a^tf /,  Don  Sancho  being  then  in  a  very  de- 
clining fiate,  his  heir  apparent  a  ch^ld,  and  his  concerns  ia, 
great  confufion.    It  was  to  enforce  thefe  terms,  and  to  reco- 
,    ver  the  fortrefles  on  the  fide  of  Cajiile^  which  his  mother. 
Donna  Beatrixy  had  all  along  held,  th^i Denis  began  to  arm 
immediately  after  Sancho^s  death,  chiefly  by  the  perfuafion  of 
his  brother  Don  Jlonfoj  who  had  for  many  years  been  carry- 
ing on  intrigues  with  the  malecontent  lords,  and  in  conjunc- 
tion with  them,  was  now  very  defirous  of  drawing  fome  ad- 
vantage from  the  weaknefs  infeparable  from  a  minority  under 
the  dire£lion  of  female  councils.    At  leaft  this  is  the  moft 

I  probable  account  of  this  rupture,  which  did  not  continue, 
ong,  though  poffibly  there  might  be  fome  great  ads  of  vi- 
olence committed  on  both  fides  ;  for  the  queen  regent  of  Ca^ 
JiiUt  perceiving  plainlv  of  what  conftquence  the  fricndfhip  of 
thie  king  of  Portugal  tni^t  be,  and  the  infant  Don  ii«ry, 
to  whom  fhe  gave  afhare  of  the  adminiftration,  prefiing  her 
to  i,  fpeedy  accommodation,  it  was  agreed,  that  a  negotiation

All!  and  dexcerity"^ 

The  iflae  of  all  thefe  conferences  was  aii  inteiView  be-  Compro^ 
fween  Don  Denis  aitd  the  queen  <}owager  of  Cq/flk^  in  which  mifedat 
the  former  contrafb  were  renewed,   and  the  [^ace^,  which  lafl  ^  a 
ftc  king  of  Portugal  thought  necefiary  for  his  fafety,  were  double 
Abandoned  to   them*.     The    pacification    that  wks  thus  f ^'^'^^^ 
bought  about  lafted not. long;  for  Ac  troiWcs  in  Cajtik  aug-  ^  the  royal 
mcnting,  and  there  being  no  lefe  than  two  competitors  fctf^^^^^'* 
0^  againft  Don  Ferdinand^  viz.Ddri  AltAifi  de  l&Ctfid:,  who 
had  claimed  againft  his  father,  as  we  have  ibeWn  in  another 
place,  arid  the  inftnt  Don  5^tf«,  brother  to  the  deceafed-  Don  .    • 
itauho^  Don  Dms  was  prevailed  iipon,  from  poHtit^  mo-    . 
fives',  tb  put  hhrrfclf  again  in  -afms,  in  ord^r,  by  the  dlBf- 
finice  of*  the  Yy^^'<XArragon  and  Granada^  to  eftabltfh  la 
Ceria  on  the  throng  of  Cqftile^  and  'flie  infant  Don*  Juan  in 
the  kingdom  6fLim.

tefles.  Donna  C^^/»///7  being,  left  in  C<^//if,  wherfej  as  foon 
as  fte  was  of  a  proper  age,  fiie  wa^  to  tnarfy  the  Mrtg  f'  and 
Donna  Btatrix^  that  nioi\arch's  fift^r,  who  ^ifras  <«?•  e^oofe 
Don  jOmfo^  prince  of  Portugal^  ,retened  with  thenV^itiio  their 
own  domininions  •^.  In  fome  fliort  tiriie  after  thts  ^te;  kfrtg's 
krodicr,  Db'rt  Ahnfo^  prefled  htm  to  legitimate  h^  thMten ; 
not  that  the^  were  baftards,  but  that  the  priitcefi  hft  ^iffe  was 
fencady  aHied  to  him,  that  he  had  juft  rcafon  to  aj>f^rchtend 
.  the  validity  of  their  marriage  might  be  fome  timef;  of  ofther 
qucftioned.  THe  king,  who  was  naturally  tender  and  htr- 
fiiane,  compiled  with  this  requcftf  but  refuting  not  long  af-' 
ter  to  unravel,  at  hisbrother'sr  folicitation,  all  thkt  Had  been 
Concluded  with  the  king  diCaJlile  and  his  brother,.

ney  as  hedefirdji,  fome  of  the  Spanljb  writers  have  treated  his  - 
memory  rudely ;  and  on  the  other  band,  the  Portuguefe  hifto- 
rians,  in  refentment  of  this,  have  ma^ified  exceedingly  the 
obligatbns^  conferred  upon  hini  by  his  f2ther-ii)-law.     It  is, 
however,  on  all. hands  agreed,  that  the  king  Don  Z>^/x  af- 
filed him  in  his  wars  againft  the  Moors^  made  a  new  tour,  at 
his  requefi,  into  Cajiile^  and  after  having  fp^  fome  days 
with  the  king  and  his  mother,  went  with  them  to  Agreda^ 
where  they  met  the  king  of  Arragon^  and  where,  by  the  in- 
terpofition  and  mediation  of  Don  Danih  ^1  points  in  difpute 
between  thofe  two  monarchs  were  amicably  determined,  and 
a  comp^pfation  fettled,  which  was  to  be  given  to  the  fiunily  of 
la  Cerda.

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f4illy  reprefefated  in  the  biftbry  of  ^fain^  and  the  only  end  for 
which  they  are  mentioned  here  is  to  (hew  how  much  the 
monarchy  of  C^/r,  and  indeed  all  £%r^^»^/n,  were  tndebt-^ 
ed  to  the  prudence  and  moderation  of  Don  Denis ^  who,  by 
temporizing  with  all  parties,  brought  to  an  end  thofe  difl[e-> 
renccs  which  had  perplexed  Spain  for  fo  many  3rears,  and  pre- 
vented the  infidels  from  ukingthofe  advantages  diat  otherwife 
they  certainly  would  have  done  of  recovering  a  part,  at  leaft, 
of  what  had  been  taken  from  them.  It  may  be,  and  Indeed 
it  is  highly  probable,  that  in  the  courfe  of  twenty  years  tranP 
anions,  en^rrafied  with  difficulties  and  confrifions  of  all 
kinds,  Don  Denis  might  do  many  things  rather  excufabie 
in  apolitiptan  than  commendable  in  a  prince;  yet  upon  the  '  ^ 
whole,  and  taking  in  the  difficulties  to  which  he  was  expofed 
by  the  continual  perplexities  of  his  brother,  and  the  preffing 
fuggeftions  of  tihe  king  of  Arragpn^  he  had  much  lefs  regard 
to  his  own  interefis,  and  was  infinitely  more  caraful  of  the  af« 
fifiirs  of  his  fon^^si'^w  than  is  ufualamongft  princes.    If  it  be  ; 

true,  which  the  ^&ptmijh  writers  aflbrt,  that  in  moft  of  thefe 
points/  he  was^  ihfluenced  by  his  quecin,  yet  this  will  not  ac- 
quit them  of  any  part  of  the  obligation,  fince  the  great  au- 
diority  that  pm^Gefe  gained  over  him  was  chiefly  owing  to 
die  high  opintoitihe  .entertained  of  her  wifdom  and  prudence^ 
and  not  at  all.fKxna  weak  or  uxorious  difpofition,  which 
mij^ht  have  led  him  to  a  blind  compliance  with  whatever  (he 
dcwred.

fent  ambafladors,  and  who  was  oh  the  point  of  pronouncing 
(entence  when  the  king  ofCaJiile  died  ^  This  entirely  chang* 
ed  the  face  of  affairs  :  Denis  entered  warmly  into  the  interefts

take  advantage  of  them,  as  well  as  of  thofe  in  his  own  Jomi*  fl^  king  i§ 
ons,  thought  it  pradent  to  have  a  good  fleet  at  Tea,  to  ipt^^  hinder  the 
vent  their  drawing  over  reinforcements  froo)  Africa  \  and  to  ^fff^'  rf 
defray  the  expence  of  this  armament,  he  fent  ambafladors  to  hisfon^s 
tile  ro^^  Acn  ztAvigngtij  to  defire  his  permiflSon  to  levy  a^^^"*'* 
tax  upon  the  clargy  ;  to  procure  his  approbation  of  die  new 
order  of  knighthood,  and  his  interpofition  with  his  (on,  to 
prevent  the  kingdom  from  being  plunged  in  a  civil  war.   His. 
ambaffiulors,  bdides  the  inftru^ions  they  carried  on  all  the 
heads,  were  likewife  intruded  with  a  very  confiderable  pre-. 
fait  in  ready  gold,  which,  as  the  Pope^s  finances  were  in  much 
difbrder,  was  very  kindly  accepted,  and  procured  them  a  fpee-  ' 

dy  difmiffion,  with  all  that  they  could  defire  ^.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  prince  Don  AUnfo  had  again  recourfe  to  thequeen 
dowager  of  Caftik^  who  was  his  oracle,  and  as  the  Portu^ 
ftf^  authors '  aflert,  prompted  him  to  that  condudl  he  pur* 
fued.  Ferreras  exprefies  fome  refoitment  at  this,  and  ftiles 
it  ^  a  cruel  attonpt  to  blacken  the  memory  of  that  great  queens 
but  at  the  &me  time  confefies,  that  the  king  of  Portugal  fox"  .  , 

bid  his  fon  to  go  into  CaJHU  :  that  notwithftanding  this,  he 
went  thither  with  the  princeis  his  confort ;  and  that  the  queen 
dowager  went  to  meet  them,  and  bad  a  loag  conference  with 
them ;  fixMi  after  which  the  troubles  in  Portugal  began.  This 
fliews  that  he  was  a  better  hiftorian  than  an  apdiogift ;  and 
though  (>ffended  with  the  liberties  taken  with  the  queen  Donnt 
Marta\  chara^er,  he  woMld  not  attempt  to  deiend  it  ^  the 
e?i:pence  of  truth. 

Thb  prince  Don  AhfUhi  committed  his  firft  hoftilities  in  A  civil 
paper.    He  publiflied  a  ftrong  manifefto  againft  his  father,  in  'foar 
which  he  charged  him  with  applying  to  the  Pope,  to  legiti-  hreaksput^ 
mate  bis  natural  fon  Alonfr  SancbeZy  with  an  intent  to  render  *•  t^hich 
him  his  fucceflbr.    In  anfwer  to  this,  the  king  declared  it  never  '^  ^'"i"  ^' 
entered  into  his  thoughts ;  the  Pope  afferted  in  the  moft  fo*  '^'^^'^f 
lemn  manner,  that  no  fuch  application  had  .ever  been  made  ^^/f*^' 
to  him,  and  appeared  extremely  incenfed  at  the  report  *.   The      ^^  ^' 
prince  then  varied  his  flory,  and  charged  his  natural  brother 
with  an  attempt  to  poifon  him,  apd  affirmed  he  bad  in  hi^ 
hands  thef  mdi  convincing  proofs  K    The  king  found  means 
to  come  at  thefe  proofs,  and  publiflied  to  the  world  when 
and  where  they  were  foigcd  by  the  prince's  orders.

about  hitn  to  aiTaffinate  Don  Alm/o  Sanchez  :    he  failed  in 
this  too,  and  then  broke  out  into  op^n  rebellion,  prevailing 
.    upon  the  governor  of  Leyria  to  furrender  to  him  that  impor-. 
tant  place.    The  king  prefently  marched  that  way  with  a 
body  of  troops :  upon  which  the  inhabitants  took  up  arms, 
and  compelled  the  garrifon  to  open  the  gates,  afiuring  the 
king  that  they  had  no  fhare  in  the  governor's  treafons.     Don 
'  Denis  aded  with  more  feverity  than  hie  had  ever  Ihewn  upon 
any  other  occafion ;  he  put  the  governor  and  part  of  his  gar- 
rifon to  death,  and  left  the  town  to  the  cuftody  of  the  peo- 
ple **.     While  he  was  thus  employed,  the  prince  took  San- 
tar  en^  which,   however,  the  king  quickly  recovered.     The 
princo  then  amufed  him  with  a  treaty,  and  attempted  to  fur- 
prize  Zrii^^;;,  which  by  a  quick  march  his  father  disappointed  ; 
he  afterwards  came  up  with  him  near  Cintra^  defeated  his 
forces,  and  might  have  made  him  prifoner,  but  the  king  forbid 
his  troops  either  to  take  or  hurt  him  ^. 
$«««  Ifa-      This  was  fo  far  from  having  any  effeft  on  > the  prince, 
bellabrings  that  when  he  was  in  a  condition  to  take  the  field  again, 
about  an     he  kept  no  kind  oi    meafures,    but  burnt  and    deftroyed, 
abcoTnfno"     without  mercy    the   country    wherever  he  came.      What 
datim^  and  puts  his  behaviour  out  of  difpute,    and  fufEcient  to    (lamp 
is^as  fuc'    a  brand  of  infamy  upon  his  memory,   is  the  cafe  of  (?/• 
^0^{^      rard^  bifhop  of  Evora^   who  having  acquainted  him,  that 
jmndume.  j^  j^^  continued  to  aft  in  this  manner,  and  did  not  return  to 
his  obedience,  the  Pope  had  given  him  full  powers  to  proceed 
againft  him  by  fpiritual  cenfures ;  but  that  he  was  ftill  defirous 
of  refpe£iing  in  him  the  blood  of  his  prince ;    for  which  ad- 
monition the  prelate  was  barbaroufly  put  to  death  ^.     yamesy 
king  of  Arrogany  fent  his  brother  Don  Sancho  to  conipromife  ' 
thefe  matters,  but  he  had  no^etter  fuccefs  than  the  reft  of 
the  mediators  :    on  the  contrary,  the  prince's  army  having 
become  very  numerous,  he  was  perfuaded  to  lay  fiege  to  G«/- 
maraez :    there  his  brother,  the  infant  Don  Pedroy  came  to 
him»  but  authors  are  not  very  clear  whether  it  was  to  give 
him  good  advice,  or  to  join  with  him  in  his  evil  praftices. , 
However,  the  place  being  ftrone  made  a  vigorous  defence  j 
and  the  king  having  now  loft  5l  patience,  matched  with  a 
very  complete  army  towards  Coimbray  now  in  the  prince's 
hands.    This,  as  he  expe^ed,  brought  the  prince  to  its  re- 
lief, and  confequcutly  to  hazard  a  battle;  but  the  good  queen

IfaMla  interpibMy  and  after  paifing  feveral  times  between 
both  armies,  procured  at  length  a  ceflation  of  arms.  The 
king  went  then  tb  Leyria^  to  which  place  the  prince  foMowed 
faim  of  his  own  accord,  threw  himfelf  at  his  feet,  and  defired 
his  forgivenefs,  of  which  his  father  gave  hi|n  the  ftrongeft 
aflurances  ^  He  removed  from  thence  to  Lisbon^  where  he 
fell  dangeroufiy  ill,  made  his  teftament,  by  which  he  founded 
ah  uuivertfity  at  Coimbra^  and  gave  very  large  futos  to  the  poor. 
The  prayers  of  his  fubje^  faved  his  life ;  but  he  was  no 
feoner  recovered  than  he  had  the  diflatisfadion  of  perceiving 
that  his  fon  was  relapfed.  He  difcovered  his  bad  intentions 
by  prefenting  a  memorial,  in  which  he  demanded  many  things 
b^ond  what  his  father  had  promifed  him.  The  king  re- 
ceived this  memorial  without  heat,  and  laid  it  before  his 
council^  whb  unanimouily  advifed  the  king  to  rejed  it.  The 
prince,  who  was  prompted  to  this  by  fome  about  him,  im« 
mediately  drew  his  forces  together,  and  attempted  to  feize 
Lisbon^  upon  wbich  the  king  alfo  aflfembled  forces ;  but  be* 
fonG  he  piarched  agatnft  his  fon,  he  fent  a  gentleman*  of  his 
bed-chamber,  whofe  name  was  Azeveddy  to  tell  him  that  he 
a&ed  as  much  againft  his  intereft  as  his  duty ;  that  he  was  . 
teaching  thofq  rebellion  whom  he  was  (hortly  to  govern  ; 
that  he  was  ruining  a  kingdom  which  would  be  his  own ;  and 
that  as  his  health  was  daily  declining,  if  .the  prmce  confulted 
his  9redit,  he  would  at  leaft  fufFer  him  to  die  in  peace.  Alonfi 
was  little  moved  with  this ;  and  only  anfwered,  that  his  father 
ufed  him  bar&ly,  and  meant  to  ufe  him  worfe.  Azevedo  re* 
plied,  that  the  king  had  no  fuch  intentions,  and  that  he  was 
abufed  by  fuch  as  told  him  thefe  ftories.  The  prince  bid  hini 
be  gone,  if  he  h^d  a  mind  to  keep  his  head.  *^  I  do  not  va« 
^  lue  my.  head,  fir,  returned  Azevedo^  in  the  king's  fervice; 
"  the  only  pain  I  fliall  feel  in  lofing  it,  is  perceiving  that  he 
"  has  begot  a  fon  capable  of  fuch  an  aft."  After  all,  the 
queen  reconciled  them  a  fccond  time,  and  the  {>rince  went 
again  to  kifs  his  father's  hand,  who  received  him  *with  much 
attention,  affured  him  of  his  forgivencls,  and  fuggefted  to  him 
a  great  deal  of  good  advice  ^  The  prince  behaved, on  his 
fide  with  all  exterior  niarks  of  fubmiflion,  and  forrow  for 
what  had  pafTed, 

This  reconciliation  did  not  laft  fo  long  as  the  former  \  for  A  thlrdt 
as  the  prince  did  not  care  to  live  with  his  father,  he  was  con«  comfrQ-^

^deJr^^  kindncfi  (hewn  by  Don  Dems  to  his  natural  i<HiJhnf9  Sm* 
ih^Zj  to  whom  he  had  given  the  firft  employment  in  the  king^* 
dom,  and  who  a<Sed  as  his  prime  minifter^  They  perfuaded 
the  prince  to  demand  of  his  father  the  divefting  him  of  his' 
eniploympnt»  and  removing  him  from  his  perfon.  This  mor- 
tified Don  Dms  to  the  laft  degree,  more  efpccially  when  he 
iaw  that  fome  of  his  moft  faithful  fervants  advifed  him  to 
yield.  J/onfo  Sanche^  cut  the  matter  (hort ;  and  to  juftify  the 
king's  conduct,  by  (hewing  that  he  refpeded  flothing  in  him 
|>ut  merit,  refigned  his  oflBce  freely,  and  retired  into  CqfiiUK 
The  prince  Don  Jlon/o  upon  this  eame  to  the  courts  and 
brought  ^ith  him  bis  little  fon  Don  PiJro^  with  whom  the 
king  was  exceedingly  pleafed.  In  a  very  little  time  the  prince 
made  a  ftrange  alteration  in  his  condu<9,  and  gradually  expel«- 
led  from  his  prefence  thofe  who  had  been  the  authors  of  his 
revolts.  The  king  going  from  Leyria  to  Santaren^  ipent  feme 
time  there,  a$  being  very  much  pleafed  with  the  country.  He 
went  from  thence  to  Lisbon^  where  finding  himfclf  again  in-^ 
difpofed,  he  fent  immediately  to  the  prince,  and  after  giving 
him  a  great  deal  of  good  advice,  and  pointed  out  to  him  the 
means  of  avoiding  the  bad  confequences  that  might  naturally

fore.  His  firft  care  was  to  vifit 
\m  dominions)  province  by  pro- 
vince) and  wherever  he  came 
he  took  notice  of  what  he 
diQught  right,  and  what  wrong 
(z).  He  was  par^cularly  care- 
ful of  agriculture,  ai>d  favoured 
it  h  much  through  his  whole 
reign,  that  the  country  people 
called  him  the  husbandman. 
He  had  a  moft  magnificent 
crown,  and  a  large  fcepter, 
made  of  thte^ld  wsdhed  out  of 
the  fands  ot  the  Tajfo.  When 
it  was  .fag^il«d  to  him,  that 
the  labour  in  picking  this^  gold 
was  more  than  it  was  worth,  he 
added  calmly,  but  it  is  a  £ne' 
exerdfe  for  thofe  who  have  no- 
thing to  do  (3].  In  the  twenty- 
fccond  year  ot  his  age,  he  cor- 
rected sdltbat  he  had  done  amif^ 
at  die  opening  of  his  reign,  and 
from  that  time  would  do  nothing 
without  good  advice,  which, 
when  ibme  wondered  at,  he 
faid  pleaikntly*  that  it  was  a 
dangerous  thing  for  kings  to 
t^e  advice,  before  they  know 
how  to  diftinguiih  it,  and  im- 
prudent to  aft  without  it  after- 
wards. He  underftood  all 
things,  and  he  rewarded  all 
men,  provided  they  had  merit  5 
and  tms  was  fuch  a  fpur  to  in- 


duftry,  that  it  raifed  his  revenue 
exceedingly,  without  impofing 
taxes  (4).  He  did  not  hoard 
money,  but  chofe  to  empty  hit 
coifers  in  works  of  utility  and 
magnificence,  fome  of  which  are 
yet  remaining,  and  appear  to 
hj^ve  been  very  coftly.  He  ex- 
cufed  this  to  thofe  that  wonder* 
ed  at  it,  by  faying,  if  I  do  not 
give  it  them  they  cannot  give  it 
me ;  meaning,  that  if  wealth 
did  net  drcuTate,  his  revenues 
muft  link.  He  was  particularly 
careful  in  keeping  up  a  naval 
force ;  fo  that  he  was  mailer  ac 
fea,  daring  his  whole  reign. 
He  was  very  ftri<a  in  the  admi* 
niftration  of  juftice;  and  one 
great  caufe  ot  his  difputes  with 
his  clergy,  was  his  not  fufFering 
priefts  to  violate  the  laws  with 
impunity.  He  built  a  magni- 
ficent tomb  for  himfelf  in  the 
monaftcry  of  Odt'oeUas^  where 
he  was  interred  (5).  He  pof- 
feffed  the  hearts  of  his  people 
fo  entirely,  that  there  was  not  a 
family  in  his  dominions  but  la* 
mented  his  death  as  a  misfor- 
tune to  themfelves.  AU  the 
Portugue/e  authors  concur  in 
their  commendations  of  Don 
Denh,  and  ftile  him  the  father 
of  husbandmen,  and  the  protec- 
tor of  commerce  (6).

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order;  he  completed  many  goo4  defigns^  that  his  predecef- 
ibrs  had  left  uniiniflied  ;  he  fortified  and  raifed  magazines  in 
i;no{l  of  his  frontier  towns,  arfenals  in  his  ports,  and  in  other 
things  was  at  a  vaft  expeiice,  and  never  without  money ;  yet 
he  did  not  either  tax,  o^opprcfs  his  fubjcds.     His  wealth  was 
the  wonder  of  his  own  times  ;  for  obferving  how  thoroughly 
he  performed  whatever  he  undertook,  the  common  people 
were  wont  to  fay,  that  Don  Denis  could  do  what  he  would. 
This  is  an  argument  that  there  muft  have  been  a  vaft  trade 
then  in  Portugal ;  and  another  proof  of  this  is,  that  through 
his  whole  reign  the  king  kept  a  great  naval  force  at  fea,  by 
which  he  awed  the  Moors^  and  proteSed  his  own  coafts 
and  thofe  oi  Jndalujia.    There  is  yet  another  evidence  of 
what  has  been  before  advanced :  the  king  is  highly  commend- 
ed by  the  Portuguefe  hiftorians  for  not  affefting  any  thing  that 
was  foreign  in  his  drcfe,  at  his  table,  or  in  his  furniture^  This 
implies,  that  he  was  fingular  in  this  relpeft,  and  his  motive 
certainly  was  it  promote  the  commodities  and  manufaSures  of 
bis  own  country,  fo  as  to  raife  their  value  in  the  fentiments 
of  his  own  people  and  of  ftrangen^,  which  was  one  of  the  moft 
eiFedual  methods  he  could  devife  for  bringing  wealth  into  his  ' 
country,  which  will  always  attend  commerce,  if  luxury  does 
not  carry  it  away  again.     We  fpeak  of  thefe  matters  doubt- 
fully, and  from  conjeSure,  becaufe  the  Portuguefe  hiftorians 
are  not  very  explicit  upon  this  head  ;  and  yet  from  a  com- 
parifon  of  circumftances,  there  can  be  nothing  clearer  than 
that  a  great  commerce  was  carried  on  there  at  this  time, 
which,  in  all  probability,  was  the  effeSs  of  the  frequent  vi- 
iits  made  to  the  coafts  of  Portugal  by  thofe  fleets  of  adven- 
turers that  from  all  parts  of  Europe  failed  to  the  Holy  Land^ 
and,  the  intercourfe  thsit  refulted  from  thence  with  the  iflands 
of  the  Archipelago^  and  the  ports  of  Greece^  Syriay  and  Egypt^ 
from  whence,  in  procefs  of  time,  they  derived  thofe  lights  that 
put  them  upon  attempting  difcoveries,  of  which  in  this  age 
they  had  not  even  the  moft  glimmering  profpeft.     But  they 
had  already  the  efFefls  of  trade  and  fhippin|,  by  which  they  ' 
were  rendered  rich  and  powerful,  in  companion  with,  and  in 
the  general  eftimation  of  their  neighbours.

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Don  DentSy  and  who,  by  a  long  acquaintance  with  afFaifS,  *^^  ^i/- 
bad  acquired  a  very  high  authority,  and  a  general  influence  <^^f^g^  ^f 
over  the  whole  nation.     Don  AUnfa  did  not  coniiiier  either  ^'^  ^^* 
their  chara<3ers  or  his  own  in  a  proper  point  of  view  ;  but 
feemed  to  look  on  the  poileflion  of  the  crown  as  a  fufiicient 
tide  to  aft  as  he  thought  fit,  to  purfue  his  pleafures  without 
difturbance,  and  to  live  in   all  refpeSs  above  and   without 
controul.     But   the  council  thought  otherwife ;   and  though 
they  might  eafily  have  converted  this  temper  of  the  new  king 
to  their  own  advantage,  by  engroffing  all  power  into   their 
own  hands,  and   barely  adminiftering  the  government  in  his 
name,,  yet  they  a£ied  another  and  a  better  part,  and  that  toa 
with  all  the  fuccefs  they  could  defire  (B).,  ,Tbe  king,  who

At  length,  the  king  returned  to 
Uibon^    and  coming    into  his 
council,    with    all     the    brisk 
impetuoiity  of  a  fportfman,  he 
gave  them,  with  great  franknefs 
and  fpirit,  the  hiftory  of  a  whole 
month's  hunting,    fiftiing,   and 
ihooting.    When  he  had  done 
fpcaking,  a  perfon  of  great  qua- 
lity rofe  up,  and  faid,  courts  and 


camps  were  defigned  for  kings, 
and  not  woods  and  deferts.  The 
affairs  of  'private  men  fuffer 
when  recreation  is  preferred  to 
bufinefs ;  but  as  they  are  public 
perfon s,  a  whole  nation  is  cou- 
figned  to  ruin,  whenever  the 
whim  of  pleafure  turns  the  head 
of  a  king.  We  fit  here  for 
other  purpofes  than  to  hear  ex-  ^ 
ploits  admirable  to  the  eyes, 
and  only  intelligible  to  the  ears 
of  grooms  and  falconers.  If 
your  majefty  will  attend  to  the 
wants,  and  remove  the  grievan- 
ces of  your  people,  you  will 
find   them   obedient    fubjedls ; 

if  not the  king  ftarting  with 

pafiion  at  this  (aid,  if  not,  what  ? 
If  not,  continued  the  no- 
bleman, in  the  fame  tone  of 
voice,  theymuft  look  for  ano- 
ther and  abetter  king.  Aknfo 
at  this  loft  all  patience,  and  af- 
ter having  expreifed  his  refent- 
ment,  in  very  loud  and  ftrong 
terms,  threw  out  of  the  room  in 
the  higheft  tranfport  of  rage. 
In^  a  little  time  he  returned 
quiet  and  compofed.  I  per- 
ceive, faid  he,  the  truth  of  what 
you  fay ;  he  cannot  long  have 
fubjefts  who  will  not  be  a  king. 
Remember,  that  from  this  day

He  paid  all  poffible  refped  to 

his  father's  memory,  and  promoted  thofe  who  had  oppoied 

him  with  the  greateft  vehemence  ;  not  believing  tl^ey  were 

enemies  to  him,  but  confidering  them  as  the  true  friends  of  die 

crown.   He  ihewed  much  duty  to  bis  mother  the  queen  dow- 

(         ager,  great  affedion  for  his  confort  queen  Beatrix^  and  began 

to  form  defigns  for  the  firm  eftabli(hmeht  of  his/family,  and 

the  fecurity  of  his  dominions  (C). 

Beclaiifs         But  with  all  his  good  qualities,  and  in  fpite  of  all  bis 

his  brother  good  condud,  the  king  could  not  overcome  in  his  mind  the

you  have  nothing  more  to  do  had  four  fons  and  two  dau^*

a  traitor  '•    This  was  fomuch  the  more  extraordinary,  as  he 
is    commended  for  paffing  at  this  time  an  excellent  law, 
by  which  he  prohibited  private  perfons  from  revenging  their 
own  injuries,  and  obliged  them  to  have  recourfe  to  the  law, 
as  to  an  impartial  jud^e*    Alonfo  Sanchez  wrote  the  king  a  / 

very  refpedftil  letter,  in  which  he  afiured  him  of  his  innocence, 
of  his  willingneis  to  ferve  him^  with  the  fame  fidelity  he  had 
done  his  father,  intreatinghim  not  to  carry  into  execution  the 
fevere  fentence  he  had  paiTed  againff  him.    But  the  king  pen- 
fifting  in  his  revenge,  Jlonfo  Sanchez^  at  the  head  of  a  confi* 
derable  body  of  troops,  entered  Portugal  and  did  a  great  deal 
.  of  mifchief.    The  king  ient  againft  him  the  mafter  of  Jvis^ 
with  a  fuperior  corps  of  troops>  whom  Alonfo  Sanchez  engaged 
and  routed.    The  king,  full  of  refentment,  took*  the  field 
in  perfon ;  and  the  governor  of  Codeceyra^  near  AWuquerque^ 
having  put  that  fteong  place,  which  belonged  to  A^fi  San-- 
dye%^  ihto  the  king's  hands,  he  burnt  it  to  the  ground,  and 
then  returned  into  his  own  territories  ^.,    His  mother  Donna 
IfabeUa^    onderftanding   that    Ahnfe  Sanchez    had   written 
s^n  to  the  king,  interpofed  with  her  fon,  and  told  him  plain- 
ly;   that  all  he  had   imputed  to  Alonfo  SaAchez  was  falfe, 
diat  he  was  a  very  brave  and  a  very  great  man ;  and  that  as  b% 
bad  divefted  himielf  of  other  prejudices,  fo  he  would  find  it 
ft>r  his  intereft  to  get  the  better  of  thb,  and  recal  his  bro- 
ther.    The  king  took  her  advice  in  good  part,  and  fcnt  Alon^    j^  U^ 
fr  Sanchez  veoxAy  that  if  he  wou^d  rctum,  he  was  content  to     1326*

Conjlantia^  whom  he  fhould  have  married,  to  be  put  into  pri- 
fon»  and  made  fo  much  hafte  to  conclude  it,  as  not'  to  flay 

'  for  a  difpenfation,  which  was  held  ncceflary  in  thofc  days  ^, 
Soon  after  this,  prince  Pettr^  heir  apparent  of  the  crown  of 
Portugal^  cfpoufed  Donna  Blanch^  daughter  to  the  infant 
Don  Pedro  of  Cajiile  ;  but  fhe  proved  to  have  fome  diftem^' 
per  that  rendered  her  incapable  of  marriage.  This  produced  a 
negotiation  for  efpoufing  the  lady  Conflantia^  who  fhould  have 
been  the  king  of  Caftili^  confort,  to  prince  Peter  of  Portugal, 
To  this  Don  Alonfo  gave  his  confent  in  words,  but  took  every 
method  poffible  to  prevent  it.  This  monarch  alfo  being 
fallen  into  an  amour  with  Donna  Leonora  de  Guzman^  treated 
the  queen  Donna  Maria^  though  the  daughter  of  the  king  of 
Portugal^  with  great  .indignity,  notwithftanding  the  interpo- 
fition  of  the  two  queens  of  Portugal^  who  were  his  near  rela-* 

, '  tions,  and  for  whom  he  profefled  great  deference  and  refped. 
At  length,  after  reciprocal  injuries,  things  ended  in  an  open 
war  by  land  and  fea  ;  and  the  fubjecSls  of  both  crowns  were 
for  twelve  years  expbfed  to  all  the  miferies  of  repeated  incur- 
fions  with  fire  and  fword,  for  the  fake  of  thefe  domeftic  jan 
between  their  princes.  But  as  we  have  already  entered  into 
^  the  detail  of  this  matter  in  the  hiftory  of  Spain^  it  would  be 
both  needlefs  and  tedious  to  enter  into  it  here  5  and  therefore 
we  (hall  only  obferve,  that  Don  yf/ffw/^  the  eleventh  of  Cajiile^ 
finding  hnnfelf  in  danger  of  being  attacked*  by  the  whole  force 
of  the  Moors ^  was  (Obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  the  kings  of 
Arragon  and  Portugal  for  afliftance,  even  before  the  war  was 
concluded  with  the  latter ;  and  finding  that  monarch  well  dif- 
pofed,  very  wifely  entered  into  a  treaty,  which  was  concluded 
in  the  month  of  July  at  Santaren^  by  which  Donna  Confton" 
tia  was  permitted   to  gO  into  Portugal  to  confunimatq  her 

'  marriage  with  the  infant  Don  Pedro :  and  the  king  of  Por- 
tugal promifed  to  affift  his  brother  of  Cajiile  with  all  his  forces 
which  he  religioufly  and  gallantly  perfornied  ;  and  was  prefent 
A.  D.  ^"  ^^^  glorious  battle  of  lartfa^  or  Celdano^  fought  on  the  30|h 
jI.Q*  oiOSfober:  in  which  the  Moors  were  totally  defeated ;  and 
for  his  afliftance  in  which  his  fon-in-law  made  him  all  pof- 
fible  acknowledgments  P.

This  (iicceis  reftored  the  quiet  of  his  dominions, 
which  in  all  other  refpe£ts.  were  in  a  very  flouriihing  condi* 
tion;  the  laws  being  ftriftly  executed,  the  king  very  adivein  - 
bis  adminiftration,  and  not  addifked  either  to  luxury  or  cove- 
toufnei.  Yet  in  the  midft  of  this  calm,  and  when  it  way  , 
leaft  expected,  a-  new  ftorm  arofe,  which  (hook  the  govern- 
ment to  its  very  foundations,  and  the  difmal  efFeds  of  which 
were  felt  fome  ages  after,  as  ftate^convulfions  pften  are.

Our  prince,   faid  th^ 
politicians,  out  of  complaifance  for  his  miftre&,  encourages- 
the  CqftiHam  who  defert  their  mafter's  fervke  to  retire  hither,, 
and  there  is  the  higheft  probability  that  his  kindnefs  to  thef&

It  was  faid,  and  vvlth  grj^at 
truth,  that  he  was  an  undutiful  fon,  an  unnatural  brother*,  and 
a  cruel  father.  BQt  thefe  harfli  epithets,  expreffed,  z^  was  fit, 
all  that  was  hateful  in  his  cohdu^.  in  other  refpcds  h'e  was 
a  great  man,'  and  a  great  kingv  He  was  very  brave,  and 
\tt)'  fortunate  iri  w&r.  All  Spam  ftood  indebted  to  him  for 
thegenerbfity  with  which  he  affifted  yf/o?i/i  the'eleVelith,  kin^ 
of  Cajlik^  burying  his  private  refehtmentS  in  the  noble  deTire

quencc  of  which,  die  king  having  firft  pubiiftied  the  Pope'* 
bull,  CQntairving  tl)e  difpenfation,  ordered  the  body  x)f  the  de«* 
ceafed  lady  to  be  removed  from  Coimhra  to  the  royaJ  mona^ 
ftery  Qi  Alcoba^<i^  with  a  pomp  unknown  in  Portugal^  and 
there  to  be  interred  under  a  white  marble  noonument^  with  all 
the  funeral  honours  due  to  a  queen.     This,  with  the  legi* 
ttmation  of  her  children,  and  the  care  he  took  of  all  who 
had  been  jin  her  fervice,  confolcd  him  in  fome  degree,  and  ^ 
rendered  him  more  converf^ble  than  hitherio  he  had  been;. 
The  king  had  font  his  ambafiadors  into  Arragon^  in  order  to 
reconcile  the  king  Don  Fedro  to  the^  monarch  of  Gaftile  -,  biit     A.  D. 
the  firft  mentiofwd  prince  declined  his  mediation,  and  fertt      ti6\, 
ambafiadors  to  hrs  court,  to  reprefent  the  unkindnefd  of  hi6 
late  treaty  w4th  CUfiiU ;  s^d  offered  to  treat  of  a  marriage  be^i 
tween  the  infanta  Donmjoanna  and  prince  Ferdinand  oi  P  or  ^ 
tugal  I  tvhich,  the   cirgumftances  of  affairs  being  much   al- 
tered, was  not  wholly  rejected  ".     He  faw  the  inflabilky  of 
affairs  iil  CaftiUy  aiid  was  determined  not  to  twift  them  witfi 
bis  own. 

In  the  courfe  of  his  reign,  tliej^reat  obje<2  that  Dpn  Pedra  DoiiPedto 
had  in  vjew  was  |he  4ibfolute  reformation  of  every  thing  that  re/olves  i9 
was  amifs  throughout  bis  whole  dominions :  a  refolution  fm-  ^^^^  ^ 
gular  in  itfelf,  and  profecuted  with  as  much  fleadinefs  as  if.it  ^^^^H^ 
had  been  left  difficult.    He  began  with  himfelf  j  and  that  he  '''^'T'^'l 
might  the  more  thoroughly  underftand  his  duty^  he  went  fr^-  ^^^  roughs 
quenely^  to  the  moriaflery  of  Jlcohfa.  where  he  coHtemplat^d  f^^^^^^j^^ 
the  tomb  in  v^hrch  he  was  to'  lie,  anti  the  account  he  was  ^r\t      ^ 
day  to  give.     He  was  vety  eafy  of  accefs,  and  examined  eve- 
ry thing  to  the  bottom.    In  general  his  court  was  very  frugal 
and  modeft  ;-  but  upon  particular  occafions  very  fplendid  and 
magnificent.     In  thofe  cafes  the  common  people  and  the  popr 
had  their  fljare  ;  for,  he  hqld,.  that  thofe  who  worked  an,d 
fared  hardeft,  had  the  moft  ne$d  of  refrefhments.     He  ma^e 
fhort  tours,  into  the  provinces,  that  he  might  hear  with  his 
own. ears,  and  fee  with  his  own  eyes.     On  fuch  occafions  he 
carried  a  fceptre  and   a  Whip,  to  lignify  that  he  meant  to  re- 
ward and  to  chaftife.  -  He  ^U^as  alike  vehement  in  both  :  be 
beftowed  freely,   and  frequently  ;  but  Ms  enquiries  were  vej-y 
firid^,  and  his  punifliments  fevfere.     He  fufpended  fdr  a  cer- 
tain time  all  ta:xes  ;  and  when  k  was  reprefented  that  his  tiea- 
fure  would  be.fooii  exhaufted,  he  faid^  that  a  king  who  gave,

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wifely,  dnd  only  to  thofe  who-deferved  it,  might  be  liberal  %t 

no  great  expence.    He  had  no  refpe^l  of  peribns;  but  ad« 

miniftered  juftice  as  he  expeded  to  fee  it  adminiftered,  when 

the  fecrets^  of  all  hearts  are  lai<)l  open.  The  memoirs  neareft  fats 

*    own  times  fpeak  of  him  with  admiration,  and  are  very  £u*  froi^ 

loading  him  with  thofe  indecent  epithets,  that  would  have  beea 

attached  to  the  name  of  any  other  prince,  who  had  done,  as 

many  fevere  a(3s  as  he.     But  it  (eems  that  he  fo  far  at<* 

tained  his  end,  fo  qualified  the  ftri£faiefs  of  his  juftice  by  bis 

ailability  and  kindnefs  to  all  the  world,  and  brought  the  bulk 

of  his  fubje^  to  have  fuch^  a  relifb  for  that  regularity  whidi 

he  fo  much  afFefied,  that,  by  degrees,  the  peqple  were  as 

much  altered  as  the  prince ;  and  almoft  .qniverfally  admired 

thofe  qualities  in  their  king,   that  in   any  other  coufitry 

^  would  harve  procured  him  the  appellatioi^  of  a  tyrant  (£)«

nion,  killed  a  mafon  whom  he 
employed,  for  not  execqting 
ibmething  agreeable  to  his  mind. 
The  king  diflembled  his  know- 
ledge of  the  crime,  ^nd  left  it 
to  the  cognizance  of  the  proper 
courts,  where  the  ilTue  of  the 
bufinefs  was,  that  the  prieft  was 
fufpended  from  faying  mafs  for 
a  year.  At  this  flight  punifli- 
ment  the  family  of  the  deceafed 
were  highly  offended.  The  king 
caufed  it  to  be  hinted  to  the  ma- 
Ton's  fon,  that  he  ihould  kill  the 
prieft ;  which  he  did,  and  fall- 
ing into  the  hands  of  juflice, 
was  condemned  to  fuffer  death ; 
but  as  no  capital  fentence  could 
be  executed  without  the  king's 
confent,  this  was  laid  before 
\ax^  aQ(iongft  the.  r^,  upon 
which  he  asked,  what  was  the 

Sung  man's  trade  ?    It  was  an- 
ered>  ^at  he  follow^  his 


father's  i  then  faid  the  king,  \ 
fliall  commute  this  punifliment, 
by  reftraining  him  from  med- 
dling with  ftone  or  mortar  for 
a  twelvemonth.  But  after,  thi;? 
he  puniflied  capital  crimes  ia 
the  clergy  with  death  i  and  when 
they  deUied  that  his  maje^ 
would  be  pleafed  to  refer  their 
caufes  to  a  fuperior  tribunal  he 
anfwered  v^x^  calmly,  that  is 
what  I  mean  to  do ;  for  I  fend 
them  to  the  higheft  of  all  tribq- 
nals,  to  that  of  their  maker  and 
mine.  A  woman  of ^  intrigue, 
whoie  name  was  Eleanor y  having 
corrupted  a  young  girl  for  his 
admiral  Lanforata  Pe/ania^  the 
king  condemned  the  old  wd,man. 
to  the  flames,  ^a^d  the  admiral 
to  lofe  his  head.  It  is  indeed 
true,  that  at  the  icquefl  of  the 
republic  of  Genoa^  he  pardoned 
him ;  but  it  was  (bme  years  be-, 
fore  he  was  fuffei-ed  to  appe^ir 
again  at  court.  Compldnt  b$- 
ing  made  to  the  king,  that  an 
officer  of  juftice  having  deliver- 
ed a  fummons  to  a  perfon  of  di- 
ftindtion,  he  in  a  rage  gave  him 
a'  box  in  the  ear,  and  pulled 
him  by  the  b<:ard;  the  king, 
turning 
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WhiItE  Don  Pidrc  of  Portttgal  was  acquiring,  DoivP/-  Hij  con^ 
A^  otCaftil$vi?s  \ofmg  the  charaflerof  a  good  prince,  and  ^*^  f^- 
beqone  at  laft  fo  generally  bated,  that  upon  his  brother  the  ''^^^sDon 
count  of  Traftemara^s  affuming  the  title  of  king,  he  was  aban-  J^  ^ 
doKied  bjr  the  bcft  part  of  his  fubjcas  ^.    A  little  before  this  ^^^^.' 
ctittl  reverfc  of  fortune  happened,   he  had  fent  his  eldeft  j^^l" 
daughfOT,  the  infanta  Donna  Beairix,  with  an  immenfe  fum 
in  ready  money  iQto  Portugal^  where,  purfuant  to  the  treaty 
between  the  two  crowiis,  ihe  was  to  marry  the  prince  Don 
Ftrdinand^  and  not  long  after  took  th^  fame  rout,  with  a 
fmall  body,  of  troops  which  remained  faithful,  to  him,  not 
doubtine  of  a  good  reception,  and  of  a  powerful  fuppprt ; 
but  the  king  of  Portugal  was  no  iboner  informed  of  his  arri- 
val on  the  frontiers,  than  he  fent  to  defire  he  would  remain 
where  he  was ;  and  when  he  had  deliberated  with  his  princi* 
pal  nobility,  acquainted  him  that  he  was  forry  for  his  misfor- 
tune i  but  that  his  fon,   the  prince  Don  FeriUnand^  having 
taken  an  abfolute  refolution  not  to  marry  the  infanta  Donna    ^ 
Beatrix  J  and  as  his  fubjeds  were  by  noineans  inclined  to  en- 
ter into  a  war  with  ib?  people  of  CaftiUy  he  had  fent  back  the 
princefsL  with  all  her  treafure,  and  defired  he  would  feek  fome 
other  retreat*     Don  Pedro  attempted  to  retire  into  the  caftle  , 
of  Albuquerque  ;  but  finding  the  gates  (hut  againft  him,  he  had 
recourfe  once  moj'e  to  the  king  df  Portugal^  for  a  fafe-con- 
du£t  through  his  territories  into  Galicia^  which  had  not  yet 
declared  againft  him.    This  was  grs^^ted,  and  Don  Ferdinand 
and  Don  Aharo  de  Cajirq  were  kvx,  to  efcort  him,  who,  by 
the  orders  of  the  infant  Don  Ferdinand^  procured  the  means 
of  efcaping  to  Donna  Leonora^  the  king's  niece>  and  daugh- 
ter of  the  count  A^TraJiemara^  by  whom  Don  Pedro  was  dc-

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throned  ff •  This  condu«9:  in  the  P^riMguefe  kii^  was  extremely 
fatisfadory  to  his  fubjeds,  and  opened  a  new  paflage  for  tte 
reconciliation  with  Jrragon^  to  which  the  infant  Don  Ferdu 
nand  was  very  much  itKlined ;  but  before  things  could  be  re* 
duced  into  any  order,  the  king  Don  Pedro  fell  into  aiifede»  . 
which  brought  him  eo  his  end  on  the  8th  of  January^,  in  the 
year  of  our  lord  1367,  at  EJiremos^  when  he  had  reigned  tcn^ 
and  lived  forty *feven  years  \  His  device  was  a  ftar,  with 
thefc  words  Monjiret  Iter^  This  ffaews  the  way.  As  if.  thro' 
the  courfe  of  his  reign,  his  thoughts  had  been  fixed  rather  on 
,  a  celeAial  than  temporal  fiate  (F).  His  fubjeSs  expr^fied 
much  concern  for  their  lofs<  as  forefeeing  that  the  regularity 
which  be  introduced  would  .not  laft  much  longer  than  its  au^ 
thor ;  and  therefore  they  applied  to  him  what  die  Rsmems 
iaid  ofTitus^  that  either  Don  Pedro  ibould  never  have  been 
born,  or  never  died  '.

(F)  "Don  Pedro  in  his  perfon 
was  rather  above  the  common 
fize;  his  forehead  high,  and 
well  ipread;  his  eyes  large, 
black,  and  very  quick;  his 
hair  long,  and  his  beard  al^, 
about  which  he  was  remarkably 
nice.  He  loved  learning,  and 
was  himfelf  a  man  of  letters. 
He  was  pleafed  with  mufic  and 
dancing  ;  wrote  himfelif  very 
elegantly  in  vet-fe,  as  -appears 
from  fome  compofitions  of  his, 
which  are  Hill  extant.  His 
voice  was  very  foft  and  agree- 
ajble,  notwithflanding  he  had  a 
fmall  hefitation  in  his  fpeecl^. 
He  was  {o  far  from  being  natu- 
rally peevifji,  pailionate,  or  full- 
en,,  that  he  was  rather  of  a  gay 
and  fprightly  difpofition';  al- 
lowed the  nobility,  and  fuch  as 
were  about  his  perfon,  \o  live 


with  him  On  terms  of  the  great- 
eft  liberty,  and  (hared  with  theni 
in  all  their  diverilons.  Hii 
common  faying  was,  if  you  dd 
not  offend  the  laws  you  cannot 
oiFend  me,  which  he  obleryei 
with  the  greateft  pun£luality, 
and  looked  with  an  eye  of  fcora 
on  fuch  as  fhewed  either  109 
much  timidity,  or  feemed  to  be 
too  eager  in  endqayouring  to 
pleafehim.  His  people  in  generi^ 
had  a  very  high  opinion  of  hin^> 
becaufe  he  devoted  his  whole 
time  to  the  ftudy  and  the  prac- 
tice of  his  duty,  and  would  very 
commonly  fay,  that  a  king  who 
pafied  a  whole  day  without,  do- 
ing fomething  diat  was  remark- 
ably and  inconteftibly  for  the 
good  of  his  people  did  not  de- 
&rve  to  be  thought  a  king, 

Don 
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Don  Ferdintmd,  the  only  foa  of  the  dcceafei  king,  by  his  Do^Ver- 
firft  princeis  Dopna  Confiantia  Emauuely  afcended  the  throne  <iinand 
with  the  univerfal  acclamations  of  the  people.     He  had  ^Jucaedshis 
very  fine  perfan)  wag  in  the  flower  of  his  age»  being  about •^'f^-^^'^' 
ts|renty-ieveii,  courteous  in  his  nianners,  very  bountiful,  and  of  ^i'P^P'^*^ 
a  very  eafy  chearful  temper  *.   This  prejudiced  almoft  all  men  ^^hara}^ 
]xk  Us  favour ;  and  yet  fonie  of  tbe  old  icing's  minin-ers  began 
to  doubt  the  ftability  of  that  great  reformation,  which  with 
e(|ual  uigcMF  and,  perieverance  he  had  wi-onght,  arui  under  a 
y^^>)g:  Fh)C&  who  feemied  to  be  ia  all  rtfpefis  the  very  re-^ 
v€f  fe  of  thai;  fath^ic.     Inftead  qI  %  found  and  folid  judgment, 
^y  pei;(:ei^d:  xh^xHoxk  Fer^imni  had  a  warm,  lively,  and 
EQving  i(nagii;atio9)  which  he  laboured  to  gratify,  without 
C^i^efiiligt  oqnfei^Qnc^ ;  that  fo  far  from  ftri<^ne&  of  mo* 
rs^s,  or  Qven  a  proper  reipect  for  th^  decorum  of  his  court, 
the  Idng  wa^  inclined  to  pleafure,,  and  troubled  himfelf  but  >» 

little  ei|her  ad^out  the  conduct  of  others^  of  what  they  thought 
Oil  faid  of  his,  owq.  The  frugality  of  the  lafl  reign-was  the 
j^eft  of  t^'  piretbnt ;.  infomuch  that  Doa  Ferdinand  conCidcrei 
it  as  a  hard  ta0c  t<)  diiljpate.  the  vaft  treafures  which,  the  threes 
gfPiCedlc^  kings  had  la^d  up»  Ip  few  words,  he  was  a  prince* 
HOI  wit-hout  virtui^s,  and  thoi^  much  fuperior  to  his  vices  ; 
t^  he  had  a-  kind  of  levity  in  bis  diipofKioo,  beyond  the 
P9ij^r  of  education  to  correct,  of  experience  to  root  out;, 
apd -never  fhewed  any  cpnftanqy  but  ii>  a  fmgle  inftaDCCt  atid- 
there  it  did. him  hurt.  Yet  notwithfl^jiding  this,  his  majefiic 
prefence,  hJ3  being  always  in  good  humour,  his  boundlefs  U- 
benility>  and  a  kind  of  fweetnefs  in  his  nature;  which  difco^ 
vered  ftfelf  in  all  his  actions,  preferv^d  him  the  aiTections  of  the^ 
ix>pulace,  when  he  had  loft  the  efteem  of  the  wifer  part  of 
his  fuhjects.  The  reader  will  perceive^  that  we  were  under  a. 
necefikyof  drawing  bis  character  previous  to  the  hiftory  of 
his  reign,  which  will  be  found  little  more  than  an  iiluftration 
^'ity  and  the  events  of  which  would  other  wife  appear  abfurd 
^  incredible  i  (o  much  the  humour  of  this  prince  wrought- 
uf^a  bis  affairs*  and  gave  a  turn  to  almoft  every  thing  that, 
hfi  undertoolc^  either  in  his  private  •  cbaiacter  ^  or  public  admi* 
niihation  :  in, other  princes^^  tho'  this  might. be  no  lefs^  true, 
yet  fcarce  in  any  prince  was^it  ever  fa  perceptible,  for  in  aP 
fipning  the  motives  of.  tk^r:Conduct»  even-  able  hii4orians  okea 
differ.  But  in  regard  to  Don  Ferdinand  of  Portugal^  all  who 
have  written  concerning  him*  are  unanimous  -,    and  though

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feme  are  milder  than  others  in  their  cxpreffions,  ytt  in  rcfpect 
to  the  general  reprefencadon  of  his  conduct  -  they  all  agree, 
which  we  hope  will  prove  a  fuflicient  apology  for  this  varia- 
tion from  our  ofual  method,  and  for  the  placing  the  pic- 
ture of  this  monarch  at  the  beginning  rather  than  the  end  of 
his  reign.  ' 

He  inclines      The  fame  humour  that  led  him'  in  his  father's  life-time  to 
H  Jet  him-  refuie  the  infant  Donna  Beatrix^  and  to  prevent  his  giving 
/eif  up  for  any  affiftance,  or  fo  much  as  countenance,  to  her  father  Don 
iie  heir  bf  Pgdro,  prompted  him  as  foon  as  he  had  afceiided  the  throne, 
^^^^yon  to  compliment  the  count  of  Trajiemara^  now  filled  king  //4R«7 
D    V^'^  of  C^/fc,  and  to  ofFer  him  his  aflfflancc  and  alttance.     Bat 
hTc     1°  ^^^^  ^^^  affairs  of  that  prince  took  another  turn,  and  he^va 
'"^  •   obliged  to  abandon  that  kingdom,  which  he  had  fo  lately  ac- 
quired, Don  Ferdinand  never  attempted  to  lend  the  leaft  fup- 
port  to  his  falling  fortune  ^    He  preferved,  in  all  appearance, 
the  fame  fpirit  of  neutrality ;  and  after  the  prince  of  WakC% 
retreat,  king  Henry  again  entered  Cajiiley  and  after  a  fhort 
but  (harp  ftruggle,  once  more  feated  himfelf  on  that  throne, 
from  whence,  ufmg  his  own  arm  as  the  inftniment,  he  had 
by  death  removed  his  brother  '.    In  his  conduct  hitherto,  Don 
Ferdinand  feemed  to  a£i  the  politician ;,  but  no  fooner  was 
Don  Pedro  dead,  than^he  declared  himfelf  mofl  zealoufly  in 
his  favour,  giving  the  opprobious  names  of  tyrant,  traitor, 
and  murthcrer,  to  Henry^  and  afluming  to  himfelf  the  tkle  of 
king  of  Caftili^  as  great  grandfon  to  Don  Sancho  the  Brave. 
He  coined  money  with  the  arms  of  C^/Tp  znA  Portugal:  he 
fufFered  no  difiinfUon  to  be  made  at  his  court  between  the 
two  nations  :  he  received  feveral  towns  on  the  frontiers  into 
his  prote£^ion  ;  and  beftowed  fo  bountifully  lands  and  eftates 
upon  all  the  Ca/iilian  nobility  who  came  to  take  refuge  in  Por- 
tugalj  that  his  palace  was  quickly  full  of  them^  and  his  fub- 
je£is  faw  with  amazement  their  prince  furrounded  by  thofe  as 
his  favourites  who  but  a  little  before  were  efteemed  his  ene^ 
'  mies.     In  order  to  fupport  his  pretenfions,  he  found  that  tak- 
ing a^feWv^malconterits  into  his  pay  woulS  not  go  very  far  r  he 
the^fore  projected  a  league  with  the  king  of  Arragon^  un- 
dertook to  "marry  the  infanta  Leonora^  his  daughter,  who 
had  been  promifed  to  the  prince  of  Cajiile^  and  to  furnifh 
large  fubfidies^or  the  affiftance  that  prince  was  to  give  him.

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He  entered  into  a  negotiation  likewile  with  the  king  of  C7r4- 
na4<i  $  in  which  he  alfo  fucceeded,  an4  had  no  reafon  to  com- 
plain of  the  infidelity  of  the  Moon  and  yet  he  gained  not 
either  credit  or  conqueft  by  this  war^. 

He  began  his  military  operations  by  making  an  irruption  Enters  inf 
into  Galicia  with  a  fmall  army,  where,  after  over-running  u  *war 
the  open  country^  he  made  himfelf  mafter  of  Corunna,  and  'z^'>>^  Jtiftg 
fame  other  places,  into  which  having  put  competent  garrifons,  Henry, 
be,  found  himfelf  ii^no  condition  to  keep  the  field  ;  fo  that  ^"^/^^ 
upon  the  approach  of  the  Cafiilian  army,  he  retired  into  his  ^fi^^^f^: 
own  territories  *.    ^king  Henry^  who  was  an  older  man,  and  ^"^      ^ 
abetter  officer,  did  not  amufe  himfelf  with  recovering  the^^'' 
places  he  had  taken ;  but  fell  with  all  his  forces  into  Portu^ 
gal^took  the  city  of  Braga,   burnt  it,    and,  wafting  every 
thing  with  fire  aiKl  (word,  pafled  through  to  his  own  frontiers* 
King  Ferdinandy  having  at  length  collected  an  army,  march* 
ed  agsMnft  him,  and  fent  a  herald  before  to  challenge  him : 
but  Henry<f  too  wife  a  king,  and  too  brave  a  man  to  take  any 
notice  of  fuch  meflages,  as  fighting  was  not  his  bufinefs,  re* 
tired  into  hisown  territoriesi,  to  de&nd  them  againft  the  king 
of  Granada  j    who,  in  execution  of  his  treaty,  had  made 
a  powerful  diverfion  in  favour  of  h«  ally.    King  Ferdiftan J  , 
ought  to  have  a<Sted  in  concert  with  him,  and  he  actually  had 
a  fleet  upon  the  coaft  of  Andalujia ;  but  his  motions  were  fo 
^unfteady,  and  he  was  fo  little  equal  to  the  task  he  had  under^ 
taken,  that  bis  fubjeds,  who,  in  feveral  excurfions  had  per-^ 
formed  very  gallant  things,  perceived  and  cenfured  it  public « 
ly  y.    He  had  fent  feveral  noblemen  and  prelates  of  the  firft    ' 
quality* into  Arragon^  in  order  to  accomplifh  the  negotiation 
which  had  been  begun,    and  with  them,  as  the  Portuguefi 
writers  fay,  eighteen  hundred  weight  of  gold,  to  be  coined 
into  money«  to  defray  the  expences  of  the  war,    He  likewife 
equipped  a  fquadron  of  fix  beautiful  gallies  to  attend  that  on 
board  which  his  queen  was  to  embark,  and  which  is  faid  to 
have  been  covered  with  gold  to  the  water  edge»  and  to  have 
had  fsiils  of  filk,  which  he  fent  to  Barcelona  \  Notvvithftanding 
all  tHis,  and  that  he  had  married  Donna  Leonora  of  Arragon^ 
publickly  by  proxy,  he,   at  the  perfuafion  of  Pope  Gregorf 

the  .eleventh,  ancCunder  the  mediation  of  his  nuncio,  con-

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•eluded!  a  trfaty  whh  Heptry  of  Cajiile  \  by  %hteh  he  «i«ter- 
took  to  dcfert  his  old  allies*  to  t:^\^  him  tgainft  aH  po^^«c*i 
whatever,  and,  in  confideratron  of  foveral  godd  towns  and  '^ 
large  fum  of  money,  to  efpoufc  Etenna  Leomtk  his  daughtep. 
This  was  fufficient  to  difguft  the  king  of  ArragoHi^xi^  th«  ihc- 
thod  he  took  to  exprefs  it  was  by  ^laying  'his  hfends  on  <ht 
Porttf^neft!  money  *. 

This  ftroke,  which  he  mii^ht  eafily  have  forefteh^  but  4fl 
-  nor,  jJntl  which  might  have  been  as  eafily  prev«ntfed)  if  lii 
had   fbrefeen  it,  fincc  he  had  ftipdlated  a  forturte  ^rf  <kit 
humkied  thoufand  florins  with  the  infanta  Dortna  L^f^/rd/^  of 
Aircigon^  which  he  might  have  difcounted  to  ker  father,  upbft 
his  fubfidy,  in  Cafe  he  had  performfed  the  treaty  bct^eeh  ^hfem^ 
brought  him   immediately  under  foch  difficulties' as  Ihohe  of 
his  predecefibrs  had  ever  felt ;    for  the  treafei^^  not  diily  oC 
the  crown,  but  of  the  kingdom  o^  Pof'tugnl^  being  Wafted,  kk 
had  recourfe  to  that  miferablcfhift  of  falfe  politiciam^  raifihi 
the  value  of  the  little  coin  that  was  left ;  fronri  whence  a  long 
train  of  mifchtcfs  aix)fe :  of  which  becoming  at  length  feit^ 
fibJe,  he  reduced  his  coin  again  to  its  old  value  ;  but  foimi- 
f  roptirly,  that  his*  fubje£^s  fuffered  full  as  much  froitt  the  re^ 
medy  as  they  had  don5  froih  the  difeafe.     Btft  as  great  ait 
evil  as  this  was,  he  found  a  way  to  diminifli  the  fchfe  of  it,  l^ 
bringing  onemuch  heavier  upon  his  oWn  fhoulders  airi  their^i 
In  the  apartments!  of  his  fiftef,  the  infanta  Dpnha  5wf/r7>, 
he  faw  a  very  lovely  woman^  whofe  charms  did  not  at  all  fufffet 
by  any  endeavours  to  conceal  thetn.  This  lady  was  Donna  L^* 
9nora  Tellez^  daughter  to  Martin  Alonfr  Tellez^   brother  to 
Don  Juan  Ahnfo,  count  de  Barcehs^  and  the  wife  of  Juaft 
Lorenzo  da  Ciinha^  a  nobleman  of  one  of  the  mod  diftinguifti- 
ed  familtps  of  Portugal.     The  king  at  firft  fight  became  fb 
cxceflively  enamoured  of  her,  that  for  the  fake  df  this  third 
Leonora  he  forgot  both  his  wives  of  the  fame  name,  the  in- 
fantas of  Arragon  and  Caftik.    The  firft  perfon  to  whom  he 
conlmunicated  his  thoughts  Was  her  maiden  fitter  Donna  Ma^   • 
fia  Tellez^  z  young  lady  not  inferior  to  her  in  beaiity,  and  in 
all  other  refpeds  much  more  than  her  equal.     Donna  Maria 
'anfwered  him  very  prudently,  that  his  majefty  would  do  well 
to  ftifle  a  pafiion  equally  incortfiftent  with  her  fitter's  honour 
and  his  own  ;  that  he  ought  to  refleft  flie  was  already  mar- 
ried ;  and  that  it  would  be  equaHy-djIngerouf  and  difgraceful 
for  him  to  take  a  woman  out  of*  the  bed  of  het  husband,  to 
receive  her*  ifito  his:  that  he  was  hhnfelf  contrafied  to  a

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princefr  equal  to  him  in  Inrtb,  and  in  every  other  refptSt 
worthy  of  his  crowi}  ^  aiK}  that  this  alliance  being  the  princi- 
pal article  of  the  late  peace,  he  hadjuft  reafon  to  apprehend 
plunging  his  people  into  a  new  war,  by  the  breach  of  it  in 
io  fcandalous  a  manner.  A  man  deaf  t9  rea&n  and  confci-- 
cnce  is .  incapable  of  lifteping  to  any  advice  :  this  was  the 
^afe  of  Don  F^rJinamiy  who  told  Donna  Maria^  that  her  • 
fitter's  niarriage  being  within  the  degrees  of  confanguinity^ 
and  without  a  difp^n&tion,  was  null  and  void ;  that  he.  could 
very  eafily  difengage  himfelf  from  his  promife  to  the  infanta 
of  Cqflile ;  and  that  he  ihould  not  find  ic  very  difficult  to 
bring  the  populace,  at  )eaii,  to  eipoufe  the  caufe  of  their 
prince;  Donna  Mari^  gave  the  like  good  advice,  but  with 
00  better  eiie^^  to  her  Ufter.  Donna  Leonora  vras  proud  of 
her  conqueft,  and  in  raptures  at  tbe  thoughts  of  being  a 
queen.  A  proceft  was  fet  on  foot  to  difiblve  her  marriage  with 
Don  yuan  da  Cnnha :  that  nobleman,  forefeeing  what  would 
happen,  made  but  a  flight  defence ;  fo  that  the  caufe  was 
ibon  at  an  end  ^.  The  king,  in  the  mean  time,  acquainted 
bis  neighbour  of  CaJiiU^  that  ho  was  defu'ous  of  obferving  the 
peace  in  all  other  points,  but  that  having  placed  his  afFec* 
tions  elfewhere,  he  chofe  to  decline  the  marriage  with  his 
daughter.  Henry  anfwered  like  a  great  king,  that  the  infanta 
wasxo  be  fought,  and  not  in^pofed  ;  and  that  the  peace  being 
kept*  the  kmg  of  Portugal  might  marry  where  he  pleafed^ 
Don  Ferdinand  was  much  elated  with  his  fucceis,  flattered 
bimielf  he  had.  managjed  things  like  a  great  politician  ;  and 
having  privately  married  Donna  Leonora  TelleZy  carried  her  A.  D. 
withhim  toLii^tfif.  There  the  people,  headed  by  F<pr^'«i7«i  *3y*- 
Vdafque%y  a  t^ylor,  raifed  an  ififurredlion  in  the  night)  in* 
vefted  the  palace,  and  threatened  the  mod  outragcpus  mif<* 
chief,  till  the  king  came  out  into  a  balcony,  afiured  them  he 
was  not  married  to  Donna  Lewora^  and  promifed  for  their  {z* 
tis£a((^ion,  to  make  a  folemn  declaration  of  the  fame  kind  fhd 
next  day  in  the  church  of  St.  Dontinick.  Inftead  of  doing 
this,  he  conveyed  himfelf  and  his  bride  privately  to  Santareny 
caufed  th^  taylor  and  fome  of  his  chiefs  to  be  feized  and  put 
to  death ;  which  flopped  the  clamour  indeed,  but  heightened 
andectended  the  refentment  of  his  fubjeits'*. 

It  was  from  this  interval  of  compelled  ftlence,  that  the  king  Ccntrin^es 
perfijaded  hicr^felf  the  ivati<^a  was  fattsfied  ;   and  full  of  this  /^  in-jng

maintain  this  w^ir,  which  he  had  entered  into  (b  precipitately^ 

without  receiving,  or  even  pretending,  any  provocation  on  the

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He  reduced  yifeo^  and  tts  territory,  and  from  thence  advanced 
toCohnhra^  where,  being  joined  by  his  forces  homAndalu-^ 
fia^  he  might  eafrfy  have  taken  the  place.  Indeed  the  Por- 
tuguefe  writers  fey -he  did  take  it;  whereas  the  Spanijh  hiftori- 
ans,  who  ought  to  be  as  well  inforiped,  affert,  that  the  queen 
Donna  Ltonora  being  brought  to  bed  there  of  the  infanta  Don- 
HB,  Beatrix,  the  king  fent  her  a  very  polite  meffage,  that  he 
meant  her  no  difturbancc ;  and  turning  from  thence,  marched 
direftly  for  Lisbon;  who'e,  either  through  treachery,  or 
by  fiirptize,  he  entered  the  lower  city,  and  took  up  his  quar- 
ters ifi  the  convent  of  St.  Francis  ^  The  king  Don  P'erdinand 
was  at  Santaren^  from  the  walls  of  which  he  might  difcern 
Ae  Cajlitian  araiy  njarching  to  Lisbon  :  notwithftanding 
which,  he  made  no  proper  difpofitions  for  its  relief,  though 
whafcrvcr  commendable  qualities  he  might  want,  courage  was 
not  of  the  number.  Don  Aionfi,  fon  to  the  king  o^CaJille^ 
took  Cafcaes,  ott  the  Tagus ;  and  the  CaJiiUan  fleet  became 
mafter  of  sfll  tat  Portuguefe  fleet' and  gallies  except  four  ^. 
The-Ga/lilian  finding  it,  however,  impofTible  to  reduce  the 
whole  city,  and  that  His  s^niy  be^an  to  diminifli,  burnt  the 
bcft  part  pf  •  the  town,  and  r^ireo*.  In  Galicia  the  Portu- 
gtiefew^rc  driven  out  of  all  the  places  they  had  taken' j  and 
the  kirfg'  htmfdf  became 'quite,  fick  of  a  war  where  he 
haH nothing  %o  hope,  and  all  things  to  fear;  -was  extremely 
well  j^teafed*  with  the  arrival  of  the  Pope's  nuncio,  and  very 
leadiiy  accepted  .His  j;nediation,  though  he  knew  very  well  the 
king  of  Cajlile  would  not  grant  him  peace  upon  very  mo- 
derate terms.  Indeed  when  the  nuncio  came  to  Henry ^  he  - 
did  little  Icfe  than  didSlate  them  ;  and  though  Don  Ferdinand 
at  firft  cxprefled  fome  reluftancy,  yet  in  the  end  he  confented 
to  and  ratified  them.  The  principal  points  were,  that  the 
king  (hould  once  more  defert  his  allies,  and  ftipulate  to  join 
arquadroi)  to  the  Spanijh  fleet  when  employed  for  the  French 
againft  thcEngtiJh  :  he  farther  promifed,  that  this  lall  nation 
flioald  receive  no  ftpres  from  forti*gal ;  and  that  he  would 
oblige  the  CaJ^ilfan  exiles  to  quit  his  dominions.  When  thefe 
•  points  were  fettled,  the  kings  had  an  interview  upon  the  wa- 
ter, at  which  the  nuncio  was  prefent.  Don  Sancho,  brother 
to  the  Cajiilian  monarch,  efpoufed  the  infanta  Donna  Bea-  "^A.  D. 
irix^  fifter to  the  king  of  Portugal;  and  more  efie6lually  to  1373. 
ftrengthcn  the  friendfhip  between  their  families,  king />r^/-

derfulin-   brother  Don  Sancho,  who  was  unfortunately  killed  in  a  ta- 
fiicKce  anJtnuhy  leaving  the  in&nta Donna  Beatrix  big  with  child,  re- 
adiire/s  of  folved  to  bind  the  king  of  Portugal^  if  pioffible,  to  hi*  imerrf 
the  queen    by  a  freOi  alliance,  and  with  thb  view  propofed,  that  his  nata. 
DonnaLt'f2\  fon,  Don  Frederick^  Ibould  efpoufe  the  infanta  Donto 
onora.        Beatrix^  then  in  her  cradle.    This  maniage  feemed  in  tnany 
refpeQs  very  unequal,  and  vet  the  ftates  of  the  kingdom,  af- 
fembled  at  Leyria^  approved  it :  in  all  probalHlity  determined 
to  it  becaufe  Don  Frederick  coiild  not  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
Cajiile.    It  may  be  doubted  whether  the  king  meant  any  ^Ing 
by  it  more  than  to  keep  things  quiet  on  chat  fide,  haviif 
now  framed  a  proje6l  of  a  war  with  Arrttgm^  to  be  revengid 
of  that  kin^  for  the  tfioney  he  had  feized  ;  but,  like  all  his 
other  projeas,  this  proved  only  e«|^five  and  abortive  ".  His 
paflion  for  his  queen.  Donna  Lnnora^   feemed  to  incr^ 
daiiv,  and  the  general  hate  of  the  people  againft  her  rofe 
'  in  tne  fame  proportion.  *  She  managed  the  one  ndth  great 
addrefs  j  (be  fuftained  'the  other  with  equal  intrepidity.  'By 
her  intereil  with  the  king,  fhe  procured  ali  the  great  employ- 
ments for  her  creatures,  and  when  once  0ie  found  herfclf  fe- 
cure,  Ihe  thought  it  time  to  be  beloved.    It  is  inconceivable 
how  foon  and  how  efFe£lually  Ihe  changed  the  minds  of  the 
whole  nation  :  (he  brought  the  king,  who  was  naturally  ind(f- 
lent,  to  be  attentive ;  me  granted  audience  to  all  that  asked 
it  ;  fhe  procured  favours  in  confequence  of  every  audience; 
fo  that  in  a  little  time  (he  was  as  much  miftrefs  of  the  court 
and  of  the  people  as  of  the  king.

This,  with  other  coticeiti  i^f^ 
of  the  fame  kind,  inflamed  her  refentmcnt  to  fuch  adegrcci  ^^^^**^* 
that  having  fent  for  the  infant  Don  ^iww,  after  beftowing  on 
him  the  moft  flattering  carefles,  ihetold  him  he  had  ruined 
all  herdefigns  in  bis  favour,  fince  ihe  had  intended  tohav^

^able  of  matrimony  ;  that  he  had  not  only  loft  this  prihcefsi 
who  wpuld  have  brought  the  crown  with  her  a^  a  portion, 
but  had  loft  her  alfo  for  a  woman  who  difhonoured  his  bed; 
The  infant}  credulous,  hafty,  and  ambitious,  flew  to  Cotm^ 
.  bra^  where  his  wif^  was,  and  without  enquiry  or  expoftiila* 
tion,  difpatched)  or  caufed   her  to  be  difpatched  with  two 
flrokes  of  a  dagger  p.    As  foon  as  he  had  committed  this  mur- 
der, he  retired  to  the  frontiers  of  CaftiU.    The  queen,  tho' 
flic  safFe£ted  to.  appear  inconiblable  for  the  lofs  of  her  fifter, 
yet  obtained;  his  pardon  from  the  king  ;  and  very  foon  after 
ire  returned  to  court,  where  being  in  a  fliort  fpace  of  time 
iindeceiv(Bd  with  regard  :J^  the  queen's  intentipn,  as  well  at 
her  information,  ana  percci? ing  that  the  grand-mafter  of  Avis^ 
and  the  brother  of  his  deceafed  wife,  only  waited  for  a  fit 
opportunity  to  kill  him,  he  withdrew  again  into  C7/?/Zf,  and 
took  (heltw:  there  with  his  fifter  Donna  Beatrix^  the  widow 
of  Don  iamho  \.  This  horrid  aftion  revived  the  public  hatred     A.  tJ; 
againft  theqtfeep:;    and  notwithftanding  (he  pradifed  her     1378. 
Old  arts  of  difilmulation,   flie  was  now  unable  to  deceive 
any  but  the  king,  and  him  flie  held  as  faft  in  her  toils  as 
ever,  though  /he  mifled  him  daily  into  new  errors. 

Upon  the  death  of  Don  Henry  of  Cajiile^  and  the  acceffion  Begm 
of  his  fon  Don  ^uan^  there  followed  anew  negotiation  with  the  *^tbtm 
court  of  Portugal  \   for  that  prince  having  an  heir  born  to  him,  ^^f^^' 
immediately  conceived  a  defign  of  marrying  him  to  Donna  **^^  ^ 
Beatrixy  notwithftanding  the  contraS  between  her  and  his  ^^^^'  ^ 
foaftard  brother  '•     This  proportion  was  eagerly  embraced  ^^-^a^ 
by  Don  Ferdinand ;  more  efpedally  on  account  of  a  Angular  Q^jy^, 
Circumftance  which  attended  it :  Don  Juan  confenting^  that 
if  either  of  the  parties  died  without  ifTue,  the  furvivor  (bould 
inherit  both  kingdoms ;  and  defired,   that  with  this  claufe  the 
contrail  might  be  ratified  in  the  moft  folemn  manitef  by  thfe 
ftates  of  Ca/iile  znd  Portugal  i  which  was  accordingly  done  ^

Don  Jtfon  tiernandez.  de  And^ro^  one  of 
thofe  Caftihan  noblemen  to  whom  the  king  Bad  been  fo  la- 
viOi  of  his  favours,  apdwho  upon  the  conclufion  of  the  laft 
peace  with  Hmry  king  of  Caftlle^  had  been  obliged  to  xctire 
to  England^  caihe  6ver  fecretly  from  thence  to  acquaint  thi 
king,  that  the  duke  of  Lancafter  was  taking  eflcdual  meani 
to  vindicate  his  right  to  the  crown  of  Caftiky  and  was  therc^ 
fore  defirous  of  his  alliance.  -.  The  queen  Donna  Leonora  fuj> 
ported  this  propofition,  partly  out  of  diftafte  to  the  treaty  lately 
made,  in  which  Ihe  had  little  or  no  iharc  ;  but  more  out  cf 
&fie(S):ion  to  its  author  Andeyro ;  for  this  woman,  as  a  P^r/«- 
guefe  biftorian  well  obferves,  having  facrificed  her  honour  anji 
her  husband  to  a  king,  now  facrificed  th^t  king  to  Iier  new 

A.  D«    gallant  *.     This  ftrange  meafure  was  no  fo'oner  taken,,  thai 

138c*  preparations  were  made  for  putting  it  in  execution.  For  this 
purpofe  a  fleet  was  provided,  the  garrifons  on  th&  frontiers  \^ 
infofced,  and  levies  made  throughout  the  kingdoin.

Conflantia.     On  the  other  hand,  Don  FerSnand  of  Portugal,  ^^f^^' 
who  was  charmed  »t  this  feafonable  mark  of  attention  fliewed  p     '^ 
to  him,  by  a  foreign  power,  grew  extremely  fond^  o.f  them  ;     "S  *    • 
and  with  that  warmth,  which  was  natural  to  him,  propofed 
and  conduded  ^  marriage  between  Edward  Plantagenet^  the 
ion  of  Edmund^  earl  of  Cambridge j  then  a  child  and  the  in- 
fanta.    While  the  diverfiphs  attending  this  folemnity  occu-  * 
pied  the  court,  the  count  of  Ourem  breathed  his  laft,  and  thp 
queen  procured  his  title  to  be  beftowed^  uppn  her  favourites 
Andeyiro^  which  Qccafioned  great  murmurs  ampngft  the  nobi- 
lity ^.     An  accident  h?ppened  fqon   after  that  raifed  them 
higher  5    the  flueen  feeing  Jndeyro^  ^hrough  fome  cxercife  or 
other,  in  a  grfeat  fwjsat,  tore  her  veil  and  g^ve  it  hi;n  to  wipe 
his  face  with  it,  Don  Juariy  grand-mafter  of  /fvis^  and  the 
king's  brother,  together  with  Gon^ah  Vafquez  de  A7xv.edoy  took 
th^  Ubert/'to  expoftulate  with  her  upon  the  impropriety  of  the 
thing,  at  y^hich  Iflie  diflembled  her  refentment.     But  after  a 
little  refle(9:ion,  concluding  it  fafeft  to  take  them  out  of  the 
way,  (he  furreptitioufly  procured,  or  as  others  fay,  forged  an 
order  from  the  king,  direfled  to  Vafco  Martinez  deMehy  com- 
manding him  to  feize  and  confine  them,  which  he  did  in  the 
caftle  of  >£'z;^r/7,  of  which  he  was  governor.    Some  time  after    ' 
alijceorder  came  to  put  them  to  death  ;    but  the  governor;

^^'"'         land  that  the  Englijh  army  (hould  be  fent  home  in  Spamjh  botr 
toms*  When  this  treaty  came  to  be  ratified.  Dm  Jmn  demur- 
.    red  to  thcfe  two  points,  fuppofing  that  the  Portugueje  were  now 
to  embarrafled  w^th  their  allies,  as  to  oe  obliged  to  accept'what- 
ever  terms  he  prefcribed;  but  Don  Ferdinand  cut  the  flatter 
'  ^ort,  by  fending  him  a  challenge,  ^hich,  when  the  king  of  Ca^ 
£ile  had  read,  he  contented  himfelf  witli  faying,  {  did  not  think 
he  had  been  fo  brave,  and  immediately  fubfcribed  the  treaty! 
By  this,  as  by  all  the  reft,  the  inTanta  Donna  Beatrix  bad  a  new 
buiband  given  her,  who  was  the  infant  Don  Ferdinand  of  Cq/iiliy 
the  king's  fecond  fon,  fubftituted  inftead  of  his  elder  brother, 
tp  prevent  the  union  oP  the  two  kingdoms.    The  Portuguefi 
in  general  were  better  pleafed  with  this  than  with  any  of  the 
former  alliances ;  and  the  EngUJh  being  returned  botne,  bodi 
nations  began  to  breath  a  little,  anf  to  tal^e  with  gr^  fatis* 
faction  the  fweets  of  peace.     The  court,  however,  was  ilill 
difturbed  with  intrigues  j    the  queen  maintained  her  afceii- 
dancy ;  the  grand-mafter  ftudicd  to  form  a  party  amongft  the 
liobility ;   and  tl^  king,  though  he  grew  daily  more  infirm, 
fighed  for  fome  new  negotiation    that  might  employ  his 
thoughts,  and  it  was  not  long  before  his  wiines  virere  grati- 
iicd  *i  but  it  was,  however,  for  the  laft  time. 
Ofin  his       X^^  death  of  queen  Lesnura  plunged  the  court  of  Ca- 
^Mti^dau^  ^&intb  the  deepeft  forrow.     The  king  was  afflicted  beypnd

keirefi  tp    jthc  queen,  and'  by  that  concern  which  he  expreiled  for  it. 
t&eisfgg  e/pon, Ferdinand  gx\^c  but  a  little  time  to  grief  i    he  regretted 
CaMe.       the  que^,  but  remembered  that  the  king  of  CaJiiJe  was  be* 
com^'  ar  widower;   he  had  already  contra6ied  his  daughter, 
the  infanta^  tio  both  his  fons,  he  refolved  now  to  offer  her  to 
the  father'.     The  queen  was  very  well  pleafed  with  this  mo-^ 
tton  i  &e  perceived  he  could  jiot  live  long,  and  (he.  fawtbat

and  even  govern  Portugal  after  his  deceafe.  Her  favouritr 
Andeyroy  now  ftiled  count  cXOureniy  was  fixed  upon  to  be  the 
ambaiTador ;  and  his  equipage  was  lb  fplendid,  and  his  ex* 
pence  at  the  court  of  CaJliU  fo  lai^e,  that  the  Caftiliam  made 
fome  fmart  reflections,  not  much  to  the  honour  of  the  court 
from  whence  became.  He  fucceeded^  however,  in  his  ne- 
gotiation, and  the  king  Don /^wtfif,  ftruck  with  fo  advan-*

infanta  died  without  children,  t>onJuan  was  to  enjoy  the 
kingdoni  of  Portugal  5  but  indeed  (bme  of  the  Portugueji  wri- 
tei^s'fay,  that  to  balance  this,  if  the  king  and  queen  of  Cafiilt 
ified  without  heii^,  Don  Ferdhumd  was  to  fucceed,  of  which* 
however,  there  was  no  great  ri(que^  ftnce  he  was  in  a  man^ 
ner  d3ang,  and  fcarce  lived  to  fee  the  marriage,  which  was 
the  laft  efifort  of  his  extracrdi!iary  politics  *.

PoriugaU  for  Eflremosj  where;  fhe  was  received  by  the  arch-  f^l^l^'  '• 
bifivop  of  Campojiella^  chancellor  of  Cafiile^  and  who  in  qua-  ^^^ j^^^ 
lity  of  ambaflador  had  negotiated  this  marriage,     fie  was  at-  i^^^^^* 
tended  by  the  prelate^,   lord%  and  deputies  of  towns,  who 
fwore  to  the  pun£lual  performance  of  the  treaty  in  all  its 
branches ;    after  which  the  queen  proceeded  with  the  infanta 
to  Tehts^  where  the  king  met  his  bride,  and  folemnly  efpoufed 
her :    then  taking  leave  of  queen  Lemora^  he  conduced  her 
thit  very  evening  to, Badajoz^  where  the  next  day  he^itRietV'ed 
the  nuptial  benediction  in  the  cathedral  church  ;  at  which  ce- 
remony alfo,  the  Portuguefe  plenipotentiaries*  were-*prefent  **. 
This  was  in  the  beginning  of  May ;   and  fome  writert  afTert, 
that  while  the  queen  was  thus  employed,  and  had  ihe  plea* 
fure  of  being  idolized  by  two  great  natbns,  the  king  Don

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Ferdinand  projedied  a  very  unpleafant  reci^ptton  for  her  fa* 
vourite  at  his  return^  fignifying  his  commands  to  Don  Juan^ 
*.    grand-mafter  of  Avh^  his  brochet,   to  put  Don  Ferdinand^ 
count  of  Qurein^  to  death  the  firft  fair  opportunity  he.  had, 
without  injury  to  the  public  peace.     Others  fay,  he  di<9ated 
this  order  to  his  fccretary ;  who  having  read  it,  toolc  the  li- 
berty of  obferving  to  his  majedy,  that  the  mafter  of  Avis  haj 
already  too  great  power  over  the  people ;  and  that  it  imported 
him  very  much  to  confider  whether  it  would  be  for  the  intc- 
'  reft  of  himfelf  and  family  to  augment  bis  popularity,  by  in- 
trufting  htm  with  fuch  an  order :  upon  which  the  king,  who 
affected  the  politician  to  the  laft,  ordered  the  letter  to  be 
burnt.  ^But  the  former  account,  for  redfons  which  will  occui 
to  the  reader  in  the  courfe  of  this  hiftory,  feems  to  apju-oach 
neareft  the  truth. .  It  appears,  however,  that  this  fecret  was 
fo  well  kept,  owing  very  probably  to  the  general  hatred  born 
to  the  favourite,  ti^t  not  a  tittle  of  it  tranfptred  upon  theif 
return  to  the  frontiers  either  to  the  queen  or  to  himfelf  *^.

The  count  turned,  and  would  have  fled  iftto  the  queen 't 
apartment;  but  P/r^^  prevented  him  by  a  thmlt  with  hit 
fword,  which  laid  him  dead  at  his  feet.  The  queen  was  foon 
acquainted  with  the  faft,  which  fhe  bewailed  bitterly,  faying 
(he  had  loft  her  beft  friend  ;  that  he  was  a  martyr,  and  not 
a  criminal  ;  arid  that  (he  would  undergo  the  ordeal  in  flip- 
port  of  hrs  innocence.  She  next  fent  to  the  grand-mafter  to  • 
know  if  fhe  was  to  die  too  ;  but  he  anfwered,  the  queen  had 
^nothing  to  fear  K  ^  * 

At  the  inftant  of  the  count*s  death,  the  grand-mafler  or-»  The  pfwu 
dered  the  palace-gates  to  be  fliut,  having  fii(f  fent  out  the  lacefuppert 
chancellor,  and  one  of]  his  own  pages  :  the  boy  cried  outy  ^^^  grand- 
that  his  matter  was  faft  In  the  palace^  and  his  life  in  danger,  fi^fttr^and 
which  the  grave  old  chancellor  confirmed :    upon  this  the  ^"^  ^^* 
whole  city  was  immediately  in  arms ;  and  Don  Martin^  bi-  ^'^^  f* 
(hop  of  Lisbon^  retired  for  (afety,  with  a  friend  or  two,  into*  ^"*^/** 
the  tower  of  his  cathedral.    The  people  feeing  them  there, 
called  to  them  taring  the  bell ;  and  upon  their  refufing,  brokei 
open  the  doors,  ran  up,  and  threw  them   into  the  ftreets. 
This  prelate  was  a  man  of  an  exemplary  life,  and  his  only 
crime  was  being  a  native  of  Cajiile.     The  grand-mafter  hav- 
ing by  this  artifice  difcovered  liow  thoroughly  the  people  were 
in  his  nitereft,  caufed  the  gates  of  the  palace  to  be  opened, 
fufFered  them  to  rcfcue  him  from  the  danger  he  was  never 
in,  and  went  with  the  count  de  Barcelos  to  a  friend's  houfe  to 
dine  ^yith  Don  Ruy  de  Pereyra  and  the  chancellor,  leaving  the 
queen  at  full  liberty  to  bewail  the  ambitious  and  unfortunate 
Andcyro  K 

WfttN  the  grand-mafter  was  more  at  leifurc,  he   went  Match pr§» 
to  make  his  cxcufes  to  the  queen  ;  in  which  he  partly  jufttficd/<2/^^ ^^- 
whathe  had  done,  and  partly  caft  the  weight  of  it  upon  ne-  t'^^^  bfm 
ceffity.     The  queen  heatti  him  with  grc;at   indifference,   and  ^«^f«^^« 
anfwered  him  but  coldly :  however,  (he  made  one  requefl,  Leonora, 
which  was,  that  (he  might  have  leave  to  retire  from  Lisbon  7^*^^-^^    l

after  her  departure^  afFe<^ed  even  to  his  friends  a  very  deep 
melancholy,  fugge&ed,  that  for  the  fake  of  the  people,    and 
tamake  fome  effort  to  preii^rve  the  llberues  of  his  country, 
he  had  quitted  an  cafy  and  a  happy  fituation  for  a  life  (b  mi^ 
ferable  that  he  could  not  one  hour  count  upon  the  next,  an4 
therelore  weary  of  perpetual  fatigue,  and  diftra<Sed  v^ith  (q 
bopelefs  a  profpef^,  he  thought  beft  to  retire  to  England.  Th^ 
old  chancellor,  whp  was  perhaps  the  only  man  that  under* 
fiood  the  grand-mafter's  language,  told  him,  that  in  a  fitut 
ation  like,  his  flight  was  always  fcandalous,  and  feldoip  Kafe  \ 
that  be  faw  the  people  ready  to  do,  or  to  fuffer  any  thing  £oir 
him  ;  and  that  theiefore  he  ought  to  embark  their  liberty  and 
his  fafety  on.  the  fame  bottom.     In  the  end,  the  grand^mafter 
fufFered  himfelf  by  a  gentle  violence  to  be  drawn  to  this  con^ 
clurK>n  >".     A  propofitipn  vras  then  made  to  the  qqeen  Donna 
Juiomra^  that  for  the  fake  of  peace,  to  recover  her  own  powerj 
and  to  extinguifh  the  memory  of  all  that  was  paft,  fhc  ihoi^di 
marry  the  grand- matter,  and  with  him  hold  the  regencytil) 
her  daughter  fiiouid  have  a  child  of  age  to  ^ITume  the  govern^ 
•  ment ;   but  the  queen  reje^ed  thefe  terms  widj  contempt, 
and  repealed  her  applications  to  Dpn  Juanj^f  CaJHle^  for  at 
fiftance  and  protection".     The  commons  threatened  thofq 
who  held  out  the  cafile  of  Lishw  into  afurrender,  from  the 
af^ebenfion  of  feeing^their  wives  and  children  murdered  be- 
fore their  faces  ;  and  ihen  proclain>ed  the  grand-mafter  protec- 
tor of  the  PAr/z/^x^yi  nation,  and  regent  of  the  kingdom,  pro-% 
mifing  never  to  forfake  him,  a«fd  conjuring  him  to  negledl 
nothing. that  mi|ht  contribute  to  their  mutual  defence  ^. 
f)on}xizn       Upon  the  queen's  repeated  intreaties,  and  on  berpromif^

^dnni 'J^eairix^  treated  her  Vith  great  frfeedom  and  ifidiffe- 
jence;  T^e  Parfuguefe  lords  were  not  better  fatisficd  :•  thcjr 
W€rb  indeed  wdl '  entertained  ;.*bTit  the  king  was  not  fo  fa- 
taS'^f'  with  them'  as  Don  Ferdinand  had  been  ;  neither 
did  thfey  nrieet  wHb  the  goldcfn  fhowers  they  expeded  :  on  the 
Ti'hole;  '^here'W^s  miidh  diffatisfeftion  amongft  them,  and  the 
king  difdafnin'g  to  take  any  eogrtfe^hde  of  fuch  little  quarrels, 
SppliecJ  hifnfelf  *'t6  the^  affemblrng  of  an*  army  that  might  bd 
humerous  enough  *  tb  inveft  and  befiege  Z/V^<?w,  in  conjundiott 
With  tTiofe'  of '  the  n'^Hon  who  wereftill  in  his  interefts;  and 
fcTelieved  that  if  \fr5's  very  pradrcable,  in  fpke  of  the  ave^fion 
bfthe  populace,  to  fijc  him  upon  the  throne'.  He  Was  the 
rnore  confident  of  iEhis'hifnfdf,'  as  moft  of  the  ftrong  places, 
ind  fhe  major  part  of  'the  kingdom 'had  declared  for  him ;  but 
he  had"  not  fufficlfehtl'y  confidered  that  they  might  alter  their^ 
opinions,  !and  that  he  hard  ncft  an  army  numerous  enough  t© 
Teciire  them  by  ICaJfiH^n  garrifons;  and  if  this  had  been  iit 
Ks  power,  it  was  doubtful  whether  they  would  have  given  him 
admittance.^  •  ■ 

On  the-other  hand  the  regent,  from  the  time  he  afiUmed  The  grand" 
ftat  title  and  office,  aSfed  with  all  thfe  prudence  'and  fagacity  mafter  de- 
Imaginable.     He  v^a's  himfelf  one  of  the  ableft  politicians  ^^^r^^^'- 
wer  embarked   in  afc'ene  of  this  rtatiire  ;  y^t  he  was  con*.  ^^^^  '^ 
tent  to  be  advifed  ihevery  thing,  and  had  penetration  enough  P^^^^^^^f 
b  make  choice  of  a  eouncll  who  were  really  capable  to  advife  ^^^^^^ ' 
l^iiti.     The  office  of  chancellor  he  beftowed  upon  Rlgasy  a  j^  .  / 
liian  df  greafct 'pafts j    and  whofe  pathetic  eloquence  had  a

tion    of  Aivaro  Paez^    who  had  held  that  office  long,    and 
now-wanted  ftrengih  to  go  through  ic«    At  prefent,  ^7d  he 
to  the  regent,  the  bufinefs  i$  not  power  but  iafety.    Howeveri 
he  was  the  firft  man  (worn  of  the  regent's  council,  and  bow 
well  he  deferved  it^  a^ipears  from  the  maxim  he  recommended 
to  him  when  he  feemed  difRdent  of  the  high  profeiSons  that 
"were  made  ta  him.     T'o  fix  thefe  people  in  your  ifitere&i 
/aid  Abuora^  you  muft  give  them  what  is  iione  of  your  owDj 
and  reward  them  with  whit  is  not  in  your  power;  meanings 
that  he  fhould  promife  them  confifcations,  and  tbegovem* 
fnents  of  places,  theivin  the  hands  of  the  queen  '•     He  like* 
wife  adviied  the  regent  toiend  an  ambaflador  to  England^  td 
demand  the  afliftance  of  th«  duke  of  Lancafter,    And  na  doubt 
it  was  by  his  inftru&ions  that  this  mintll^r  niade  ilo  icft^e 
of  turning  prophet,  in  giving  the  title  of  king  oi  Pdrtugdlio 
his  mafter  long  before  he  afilimed  it.    The  regeht  himfelf 
made  no  fcruple  of  pra£lifing  every  art  for  his  own  advantage ; 
and  perceiving  that  numbers  were  inclined  to  the  in&tit  X)oq 
yuan^  he  caufed  him  to  be  depiAed  in  his  ftandards,  lyii^ 
on  a  bed  of  draw,  with  irons  on  his  legs,  as  if  he  bad  been 
fo  treated  in  CaftHe ;    by  which  he  animated  the  populace 
againft  their  enemies,  and  made  the  phrafe  of  the  king  Don 
Juan  familiar '.     The  war  could  not  be  carried  on  without 
treafure :    the  plunder  of  the  queen's  friends,  and  the  plate 
of'  the  churches,  was  a  ready  and  convenient  fupply,  yet  be 
received  it  with  reluctance ;    and  declaring  his  fincere  inten- 
tion to  cfplace  it,  he  kept  thofe  who  were  ftripped  from  en- 
g^gi^g  tgjbiiift  him,  and  l)rought  the  prie(b  to  a<S  vigoroufly 
on  his  fide.     In  the  whole  courfe  of  his  condu£l,  he  nevef 
loft  fight  of  old  P^z's  firft  admonition,  haughty  to  your  foes 
and  humble  to  your  friends.     When  he  fpoke  of  the  liberty 
of  Portugal,  it  was  in  the  language  of  the  old  Romans ;  but  in 
bis  applications  to*  the  people,  he  was  fo  modefl*,  and  fo  re* 
figned,  that  all  things  were  forced  upon  him,  and  he  feemed 
to  be  no  more  than  an  engine  diredled  at  their  pleafure.    The 
nobility  faw  through  this,  and  thought  tq  expofe  it,  by  calling 
his  adherents  the  difciples  of  the  Meffiah  ;  but  as  there  is  no 
reafoning,  fo  there  is  no  jefting  with  the  multitude,  for  they

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took  this  literally,  and  retorting  it  upon  his  opponents^  called 
them  infirfela  ^amd  Jews. " 

After  ilA  die  pains  taken  by  the  regent^and  in  fpight  of  all  j^  attempt 
his  addrefs,  be  might  very  probably  have  been  cruflied  by  the  tnadeontbi 
power  of  the  king  Don  Juan^  and  of  th^  party  who  remained  kin^s  Ufe^ 
firm  to  the  intereft  of  queen  BeatriHy  if  their  affairs   had  iy  cotmi- 
ifcen  conduced  with  equal  fpirit,  or  if  the  like  unanimity  had  'vance  of 
prevailed  amongft  them.    The  queen  dowager,  heated  by  her  ^k^  iuceir^ 
refentraeut,  and  forgetting  againft  whom  fte  aQcd,  endea-  d^ager 
voured  t©  diffiife  amongft  her  creatures  an  opinion  that  ihe  ^'^^^  ^'^ 
was  injured,  and  that  to  fecurc  their  own  liberties,  and  ob^  onora, 
tain  jwice  for  feer,  the  fliorteft  way  was  to  reconcile  them* 
felvts  to  the  regent  9  upon  this  many  who  doubted  pn  which 
fide  to  act 'took  her  ad  vFce*    The  king,  her  fon-in-law,  ej^- 
pcdlulat^d  this  matter  warmly,  more  efpecially  as  he  had  been 
refafed  entrance  into  Coimbra  by  Don  GonfoU  TellfZi  her  bro* 
th».   The  queen  gave  fo  plauiible  an  account  of  this  matter, 
that  &e  king  knew  not  what  to  think,  more  efpecially  when  (be 
propdfed  going  herfelf  with  him  to  Coimbrfi^  in  order  to  oblige 
her  brother  to  put  that  important  place  into  his  hands.    I^e 
carried  her  thither  accordingly,  and  in  a  conference  with  Don 
Gonfaio  (he  reafoned,  threatelned,  commanded,  intr^ated,  and 
cajoled  him  in  fuch  a  manner,   that  Doq  Juan  could  not 
doubt  of  her  intention,   thpugh*all  proved  ineffe<Shial,  and 
her  brother  could  be  only  brought  to  promife,  that  when  a 
king  of  Portugal  (hould  demand  them,  he  would  deliver  the 
keys^.    Queen  Leonora  laid  hold  of  this  expreflion  to  factil-  . 
tate  a  moft  horrid  defign,  which  ihe  had  formed  aoinft  the 
king's  life^     Don  Pedroy  count  of  Traftemara^  md  Don  Aim-- 
fiy  his  Wother,  near  relations  to  the  king,  were  in  the  camp, 
and  the  latter  had  an  intrigue  with  one  of  the  queen's  ladies 
of  honour,    who  propofed  to  him  that  cpunt  Pedro  Ihould 
kill  the  king,  marry  the  queen  regent  her  miftrefs,  declare 
him&lf  king  of  Portugal;   and  as  he  might  be  aiTured  that 
Coimbra  would  be  rendered  to  him  by  her  brother,  he  might 
reft  fatisiied  that  other  cities  and  towns  would  take  the  (anie 
ftep.     Don  Pedro  was  weak  and  wicked  enough  to  enter  into 
this  wild  fcheme  :    in  the  management  of  which  he  was 
obliged  to  trufta^^^w,  who, either  through  fear  of  puniflir 
ment,  or-  hopes  of  reward,  difcovered  it  to  the  king ;    upon 
whiph,  immediate  orders  being  given  to  dpuble  the  guards,  a

The  king  charged 
Donna  LtfCMfa  with  it  before  the  queen  her  daughter  ;  but 
without  being  difconccrted,  flic  denied  the  whole,  and  when 
the  Jew  was  producdd,  flic  treated  him  as  »n  informer  arid  im- 
poftor.     Thi«,  however,  made  no  impreffion  on  T)onyumli 
'   who«  by  «h€  advice  of  his  council,  fern  faer  prifoner  into  CaftiU^. 
jA^nbe-      As  the  king^s  iblc  dependance  was  now  in  his  arms,  he  fent 
fieged  fy      orders  to  S€vilU  to  equip  a  fleet,  which  was  intended  to  block 
tht^m      :|jp  the  river  of  Lishmt  and  at  the  fame  time  direSed,  that 
^ja!^i!  ^     principal  nobitity  in  his  dominions  fliould  march  to  his 
and  by  the  jiffiftancc,  with  ail  Ac  forces  they  could  raife  y.    In  the  mean 
^^^'        time  hearing  every  day*of  places  revolting  to  the  regent,  he 
Tin'fh      ^^^^^^  *o  punifii  what  he  treated  as  a  fpirit  of  rebelHon,  and 
armv  '^"^  *****  detachments  to  burn  and  plunder ;  who  did  theW  bu- 

faJed.  "fincfe  without  the  leaft  mixture  of  pity  or  regret.  There- 
gent,  who  npwfaw  all  at  ftake,  dircScd  the  fmall  fleet  that 
ht  had  at  Lisim  to  repair  to  PurtOy  that  they  might  hat  be 
Uocked  up  i  anid  direiSbed  his  letters  to  all  the  maritime  places 
ffl  the  kifigdom^  requiring  them  to  fend  what  naval  force 
they  could  thither*.  To  rcftrain  the  Cajiilian troops,  he  gave 
4hc  <:ommafKl  of  the  heft  part  of  his  to  Nugm  Jtlvarex  PereyrQj 
one  of  the  braveft  arid  beft  officers  he  had ;  and  notwith- 
iftanding  his  elder  brother,  ihe  prior  of  Crato^  who  was  h 
the  fcrvicc  ssX  the  Iciiig  oiCaftiki  laboured  sdl  that  wasm 
his  power  to  draw  him  to  that  intereft,  he  rejc^ed  all  ofiers ; 
-ahd'^wilih  great  intrepidity,  though  wtthfbrces  far  inferior  to 
thceneftay,  attacked  the  Cafiilians^  ^nd  gained  a  glorious  vic- 
-tory  *.  ^»Sn!iS%  anfweted  the  intended  end  of  reftraining  incar- 
fions;  but  die  kftigDon  ^k^i^'s  reinforcements  arriving  dailyj 
he  was  quickly  in  a<:ondition  to  undertake  what  was  the  main 
•olje^l  of  his  delires,  the  ficge  of  Lishon^  and  as  foon  a5  he 
liad'the  news  Aat  his  fleet  was  arrived  before  it,  he  ijxarched 
with  ft  n«mcPoas  and  well  difciplincd  army,  with  which  he  in  -  ' 
lifted  the  place,  nW  at  all  <loubtful  of  the  event,  as  the  enemy 
4i«id  rto  fucGoupS'to  expefit,  and  as  his  troops  were  abundantly  fup- 
pHed  with  provifions  from  the  fruitful  countries  that  lay  be- 
hind them.  TheprefenCc  of  the  regent  was  the  great  ftrength 
-©f  dhc  place  5  for  the  number  of  troops  he  had  was  very  fmall,

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and  he  had  no  army  in  the  field  in  a  condition  to  raife  it. 
He  defended  ^imfelf,  however,  with  great  fpirit  and  refolu-  • 
tion ;    and  having  good   intelligence,   executed  fome  bold 
failles  with  fuccefs.    His  fleet  at  PortOy  being  gradually  au|« 
mented,  put  to  fea,  and  fwept  all  the  Ihips  upon  the  coafts 
of  Caftiky  by  which  they  .made  a  prodigious  booty  ;    and,  af- 
ter carrying  their  prizes  to  Porto^  they  entered  the  river  of 
LhUriy  and  blocked  up  the  Caftilian  fleet,  that  had  hitherto 
aSed  againft  the  town  ^.     But  it  may  be,  the  king  oiCaftilit 
fuperior  force,  which  gained  him  in  the  courfe  of  the  flege 
many  advantages,  would  in  the  end  have  carried  the  place. 
But  the  irredftible  arm  of  Providence  interpofed  ;  an  epidemic 
diftemper^  little  differing  from  a  plague,  broke  out  in  his  ar- 
my, and  made  fuch  devaflation  that  he  at  length  thought  it 
expedient  to  try  what  a  negotiation  might  produce  ^.    The 
regent  readily  liftened  to  this,  as  it  raifed  the  fpirits  of  his  own 
people^  and  as  he  knew  the  difeafe  would  continue  to  a£t 
while  bofiilities  were  fufpended.     The  king  propofed,  that 
if  he  would  proclaim  himfelf  and  queen  Beatrix^  he  would 
leave  the  regency  of  the  kingdom  to  him,  in  conjunSion  with 
a  Caftilian  nobleman.     The  regent  having  protra<9:ed  the 
treaty  for  fome  time,  anfwered,  that:  this  was  againft  his  prin- 
ciple, fince  he  only  fought  to  preferve  the  government  of 
Portugal  tp  the  Portugurfe  ^.     While  the  negotiation  lafled, 
he  wrote  to  the  conflable  at  Evora  to  afiemble  all  the  troops 
he  polGbly  could,  and  to  advance  towards  Lisborty  to  counte- 
nance a  fally  he  intended  to  make  with  his  whole  force ;  but 
Don  Juan  of  CaftiU  hindered  his  orders  from  taking  efle^l, 
by  raifuig  the  fiege  fuddenly,  and  retiring  with  the  wretched 
remams  of  his  army,  as  faft  as  they  were  able  to  march,  to- 
wards his  own  dominions  ^.    llie  Portuguffe  hiftorians  fay« 
that,  turning  his  eyes  upon  the  city  at  his  departure,  he  wiihed 
he  might  fee  it  in  ruins,  and  the  ground  ploughed  up  upon 
which  it  ftood  :  a  ftroke  of  refentment  as  idle  as  that  of  queen 
Leonora  when  {he  went  to  AUnqueZy  who,  turning  to  it,  faid, 
Bafe  and  ungrateful  Lisbon^  hovv  much  would  it  rejoice  my 
eyes  to  behold  thy  palaces  in  flames.     The  bitternels  of  thefe 
curfes  fell  infinitely  ihort  of  the  joy  of  its  inhabitants  at  this 
happy  deliverance,  which  they  attributed  entirely  to  the  vigt-

Don 
Juan  therefore  a£ted'as  wifely  as  worthily  in  attributing  their 
common  deliverance  to  the  ipecial   interpofition  of  Provi- 
dence ;  which,  upon  refleftion,  filled   the  people  with  ftill 
higher  fentiments  of  him  than  thofe  they  had  at  firft  expreff- 
cd  : .  infomuch,   that  they  ofFered  themfelves,  and  all  that 
they  had  to  his  will ;  which  was  fo  much  the  more  extraor- 
dinary, as  few  nations  have  valued  liberty  more,  or  under- 
ftood  it  better  than  the  Poriuguefe     The  friends  of  the  re- 
gent advifed  him  to  lay  hold  of  this  trarifport  of  popular  af- 
i'e<Stion,  and  to  profecute  his  good  fortune  ;  which  counfel 
be  accepted  from  a  nobler  motive,  that  of  providing  for  the 
health  and  happinefs  of  the  people,    •ije  drew  fome  thoufands 
of  the  younger  fort  into  the  field,   that  the  citizens  might 
be  more  at  their  eafe;  and  as  faft  as  he  could  amafs  them  he 
fent  great  quantities  of  provifions  to  Z.iJ^<?«.  *His  expeditiotf 
was  attended  with  all  the  fuccefs  he  could  defire :  many  for- 
tified places  opened  their  gates,  feveral  perfons  of  great  di(- 
tintftion  came  over  to  his  party  ;  forne  out  of  refpe£l  to  his 
pcrfon  and  his  merit ;  fome  through  their  zeal  for  liberty  \ 
,  but  the  greater  part  out  of  hatred  and  malice  to  the  Cajiiliaf^i 

who,  as  they  were  never  beloved  by  the  Portuguefe^  had  now, 
by  their  own  ill  condu6l,  heightened  prejudice  into  averfion, 
^r>d  fwelled  natural  diflike  into  irreconcilable  deteftation^

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The  king  Don  Juan  of  Caftiie^  notwithflanding  this  fc-  He  gi'uit 
vere  check,  ftill  kept  up  his  pretisniions,  appointed  fuch  «as  encourage-* 
would  accept  commiifions  from  Jiim  governors  of  the  towns  ^'^'^  ^^  *^ 
they  held,  and  began^  to  raife  in  his  own  dominions  fuch  an  ^^^^* 
army  as  if  he  had  employed  at  firft  would  infallibly  have  con-  T^"^"^' 
quered  Portugal  ^     Yet  in  the  midft  of  thefe  preparations  he  ]^/^  ^^' 
had  recourfe  to  a  finiftcr  method ;  which  not  only  failed  him,  ^*I^„a  .j^i 
but  was  in  other  refpe<as  alfo  highly  detrimental  to  his  inte-  y£^^ 
refts.    He  wrote  to  the  count  de  Traftemaroy  whom  queen 
Leonora  had  embarked  in  a  deiign  againfi  his  own  life,  that 
he  might  recover  his  favour,  and  prevent  the  confifcation  of 
his  vaft  eftate,  if  he  cpuld  by  any'  nfieans  compals  th^  death 
of  the  regent.    The  count  who,  notwithftanding  his  alliance 
to  the  royal  family,  was  very  fit'for  fuch  an^nterprize,  very 
readily  embraced  the  propofal,  and  drew  in  Don  Pedro  di  * 
Cajlroy  to  whom  the  regent  had  given  his  life  when  detected 
in  a  former  confpiracy,  to  join  with  him.     ^ohn  Duque,  go« 
vcrnor  of  Torres  Vedras^  yuan  Ahnfo  de  Baeza^  and  Garcia 
Gonzales  de  Valdex^  were  alfo  embarked  in.  this  black  deiign  \ 
Into  which  they  alfo  drew  Figueredo^  who  had  been  governor 
of  the  caftle  of  Gaya^  and  leaving  vt  in  the  hands  of  his  wife, 
flie  had  fo  tormented  the  country  round  about,  that  the  no- 
bility in  the  neighbourhood  rofe,  and  took  it  from  iier ;  and  . 
ihi$,  though  he  knew  nothing  of  the  mattor,  he  was  to  re- 
venge upon  the  regent.    It  was  alfo  communicated  to  the 
jCount   Don  Gonzales  de  Tellez^  brother  to  queen  Leonora  5 
but  thefe  two  laft,  after  a  little  reflection,  repented,  and  gave 
the  regent  notice  of  his  danger  at  the  very  inftant  it  was  ta 
have  been  executed.   The  count  and  Don  A^/r^ if  Cj^^  made 
their  efcape,  fo  did  Alonfo  de  Baez ;  but  Garcia  Gon^aUs  de  Val^ 
dez  was  taken,  and  by  the  regent's  order  burnt  alive  K    John 
Duque  was  fo  provoked  at  this  that  he  cut  off  the  hands  and 
the  nofes  of  fix  Portuguefe  gentlemen  who  were  his  prifoners, 
and  fent  them  to  the  regent ;  who  immediately  comtnanded 
fix  Cajfilian  gentlemen  to  be  treated  in  the  fame  manner ;  but 
before  the  officer  to  whom  he  fppkc  quitted  the  room,  he 
feid,  "  I  have  given  enough  to  refcntment  in  ifluing  (uch  an 
*^  order  ;  but  it  would  be  infamous  to  carry  it  into  execution, 
"  See  that  the  Cajtiliam  fgffer  no  hurt."     This,  moft  authors 
agree,  was  the  greateft  action   of  his  life  ^     The  Caftilians

Whe- 
ther this  was  owing  to  art  or  accident,  it  had  a  great  efFed : 
The  archbifliop    of  Braga  prefided   in   this  aitembly  ;    in 
which  were  prefent  the  bifliops  of  Lisbon^  Lamego^  Parto^ 
Coimbra^  and  Guarda^  with  many  of  the  nobility,  and  moft 
of  the  deputies  of  cities.    The  chancellor  Rjgras  made  a  long 
and  laboured  fpeech,  in  which  be  endeavoured  to  (hew,   that 
the  throne  was  real)/ vacant ;  and  therefore  as  it  was  their  duty 
to  fill  it,  he  recommended  the  regent  to  their  choice,  as  the 
perfon  who  for  many  rcafons  beft  deferved  it ".    This,  the* 
acceptable  to  many,  was  not  fo  to  all :  Don  Vafco  de  Cunba^ 
a  man  of  great  quality,  and  greater  probity,  rofe  up,  andde* 
dared,  that  he  was  far  from  being  perfuaded  by  what  he   had 
heard :  that  hitherto  none  had  pretended  to  doubt  the  reality 
of  Don  Pedro's  marriage  with  Donna  Agnes  de  Cajiro  ;    and 
that  if  this  marriage  was  valid,  Don  Juan^  though  an  exile, 
,  though  a  prifoner,  was  king  of  Portugal  Hp  clofed  his  fpeech, 
however,  with  faying,  that  if  the  ftates  were  of  another  opi- 
nion, and  fhould  think  thenifelves  at  liberty  to  chufe  a  king,' 
he  ihould  look  upon  himfelf  as  bound  to  obey.    The  confla* 
ble  Don  t^ugno  Alvarez  de  Pereira^   when  he  faw  that  this| 
fpeech,  which  was  fupported  alfo  by  Don  Vafco*%  two  brothers 
made  a  great  impreilipn  upon  the  aflembly,  was  for  putting  an 
end  to  the  oppofition,  by  making  away  with  him  on  the  fpot. 
But  the  regent  interpofing,  prevented  any  violence :  the  con- 
ftable  had"  then  recourfe  to  words.     He  told  the  ftates,  that 
Portugal  would  be  undone  without  a  king  :  that  let  the  right 
of  Don  Juan  be  what  it  would,  the  nation  had  no  hand  eithel 
in  his  exile,  or  in  his  captivity,  and  therefore  ought  not  to 
fufFer  by  it:  that  fome  people  thought  the  title  in  Donna

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Beatrix :  that  the  king  of  Cq/ille  had  thought  proper  to  afiume 
it ;  and  by  that  z&.  had  cancelled  tW  claim  to  it ;  that  others 
were  for  Don  yuan^  the  fon  of  Donna  Jgnes ;  that  he  thought 
^hcre  three  fovereigns  claimed  there  was  no  allegiance  due  ; 
that  the  ftates  oi  Portugal  were  the  fole  judges  of  fo  enAar- 
raffed  a  queftton  ;  that  the  people  could  be  no  longer  with- 
out a  head  ;  and  that  without  lofing  time  in  debates,  the  flates 
ought  to  name  him.  This  brought  things  round  again,  and  ^ 
the  aflembly  feemed  in  general  inclined  to  come  to  a  refolu^ 
tion,  when  the  regent  defired  to  be  heard,  ^hd  a  deep  filence 
cnfued  ".  . 

He  began  with  fetting  forth  the  mifery  of  their  prefeht  DifquaUfy^ 
condition  5  the  juft  apprehenftons  they  were  under  of  having  ing/peec'b 
tbofe  miferies  for  ever  entailed  upon  their  pofterity,  by  falling  made  in 
under  the  dominion  of  a  foreign  power.     He  expatiated  on  that  affem^ 
the  troubles,  dangers,  and  hard(hip&  to  which  by  his  office  ^  h  ''^^ 
of  regent,  or  pfotedlor,  he  was  expofed.     He  faid,  he  pre-  ^^g^^^* 
tended  no  right  to  the  crown,  nor  did  he  defire  it.     That 
the  king  of  Cajfde  had  plainly  forfeited  his,  and  the  queen's 
likewifc,  by  entering  Portugal  with  an  army,  in  breach  of  the 
treaty,  from  which  alone  her  right  could  arife.    That  with 
refpeifi  to  the  infant  Don  Juan^  if  the  ftates  would  declare 
him  their  king,  he  was  content  to  take  the  fame  pains  that 
he  had  hitherto  done  ;    that  he  was  ready  to  fwear  tb  him  as 
his  lawful  (bvereign  ;  to  expel  the  Cajiilians  out  of  his  domi- 
nions ;  land  to  defend  them  for  him  till  Providence,  by  re- 
ftoring  him  to  his  liberty,  fliould  reflore  to  Portugal  her  law- 
ful king.     That  from  what  he  knew  of  the  weight  and  duties 
of  that  high  office,  he  was  fenfxble  he  wanted  talents  to  dif- 
,  charge  it ;   but  that  to  expel  ftrangers,  to  prefcrve  the  liber- 
ties, of   the  people,  and  to  keep  the  crown  for  its  lawful 
owner,  he  was  ready  to  expofe  himfelf  to  any  labour  or  ha-* 
zard  ^.     The  aflembly  underftood  this  perhaps  as  it  was  in- 
tended ;    as  a  modeft  refufal,  that  might  render  the  placing 
the  crown  upon  his  head  more  grateful  to  the  people  of  P^r- 
tugaL     Accordingly,  the  queftion  being  put»  the  regent  waj» 
unammoufly  declared  king,  and  Don  Vafco  da  Cunba  was  one 
of  the  firft  who  complimented  him  upon  his  eledioo  p,  an4i 
made  him  a  tender  of  his  fervices. 

Thus  ended  that  long  interregnum  which  had  been  fo  7>^  Juan  -

additional  articles  to  the  old  laws  of  Lamego ;  fuch  as  that 
he  fliould  exclude  from  his  council,  and  the  magiftracy  of 
towns,  all  the  creatures  of  queen  Leonora ;  that  he  fliould  be 
very  careful  in  beftowing  the  great  offices  of  the  kingdom, 
and  of  his  houlhold ;  that  in  all  cafes  of  any  moment  he 
Ihould  take  the  advice  of  his  council,  and  be  for  that  pur- 
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admirable  education,  which, 
joined  to  his  own  great  parts, 
produced  him  early  m  the  reign 
of  his  brother  Don  Ferdinand 
upon  the  public  theatre,  as  one 
of  the  beft  officers,  and  one  of 
the  ableft  men  ir\  Portugal.  He 
gave  his  brother  good  advice, 
and  frequently  hazarded  his  life 
in  his  fervicc.  He  was  civil  to 
the  queen,  but  never  of  her  fac- 
Son.  He  publickly  reproved 
the  lightnefs  of  her  behaviour, 
which  fhe  revenged  by  procur- 
ing his  imprifonment ;  and,  as 
we  have  ihewn  in  the  text,  was 
very  near  taking  away  his  life, 
which  it  is  probable  he  never 
forgot.  The  king  his  brother 
charged  him  to  kill  the  queen's 
fevourite,  and  he  executed  that 
order  after  the  king's  death  (2). 
He  vfsa  a  deep  politician  ;  for 
he  covered  all  his  defigns  with 
an  appearance  of  opennefs  and 
candour.  He  gained  the  friendt 
ihip  of  tkt  ableft  men  in  the 
kingdom,  whether  foldiers,  ec- 
clefiaftics,  or  lawyers  ;  but 
above  all,  he  ft  u died  the  peo- 
pie,  and  underftood  their  hu- 
mours perfcdly.  He  wrote'up- 
on  thole  humours  by.  concealed 
and  unfufpedled  means,  and 
feemed  to  be  the  inftrument  on- 
ly of  his  own  contrivances,  and 
to  receive  from  others,  thofe  or- 
ders which  he  had  fecrerly  dic- 


tated. His  prudence  gained 
him  the  confidence  of  the  wife  ; 
his  fteadinefs  and  gratitude  the 
fricndlhip  of  the  brave;  and 
his  liberality  the  bulk  of  the  na- 
tion. He  was  in  the  twenty- 
feventh  year  of  his  age  when  he 
was  declared  proteftor,  and  in 
the  twenty- eighth  when  he  was 
proclaimed  kmg  (3).'  H^  was 
one  of  thofe  few  perfbns  upon 
whom  profperity  and  adverfity 
had  no  manner  of  effefl.  He 
was  not  elated  by  the  one.  or 
depreffed  by  tlie  other-;  but  if 
occafion  required  it,  could  coun-. 
terfeit  both.  By  pretending 
fear,  and  threatening  to  leave 
the  kingdom,  he  was  ele<fled  re- 
gent ;  by  promifing  titles,  go- 
vernments, eftates,  as  if  he  had 
been  really  mafter  of  the  whole 
kingdom,  when  he  had  very 
little  of  it,  in  the  end  he  be- 
came fo  (4).  In  one  diing  he 
was  very  lingular  ;  though  he 
was  fo  great  a  mafter  of  art  he 
never  employed  it  but  when  it 
was  neceflary ;  and  though  he 
had  it  fully  in  his  power  to  pu- 
nifh  many  who  had  been  his 
enemies,  he  fparcd  them  all, 
and  fome  of  them  even  after 
they  had  broke  their  faith  to 
him.  It  was  his  faying,  that 
clemency  was  the  cement  of  a 
new  government,  and  his  a6lions 
were  fuitable  to  his  maxims  {5).

fliould  not  conclude' peace)  or  declare  war,  but  whh  theaf* 
fent  of  the  fiates  ;    and  that  he  fhould  not  interpofe  his  au- 
thority in  making  or  diflblving  marriages,  which  ought  to  be 
entirely  free,  and  npt  fubjeft  to  any  cohtroul ;    neverthelcfs 
the  new  king  (hould  be  obliged  to  afk  the  aflent  of  the  dates 
before  he  entered  into  wedlock.    The  king  readily  ratified  all 
but  the  lafl.    He  faid,  that  marriage  was  the  prerc^ative  of 
every  man  ^    that  he  would  ^roroife  them  never  to  invade  it, 
and  for  this  reafon  he  was  unwilling  to  lofe  it.    The  ftates 
acquiefced,  the  king  fwore  to  the  reft,  and  was  then  pro- 
claimed :    as  to  the  folemnity  of  a  coronation,  he  referred  it 
till  they  were  more  at  leifure.     He  declared  the  con&able 
Nugno  Alvarez^    major-domo;    his  brother  Alvaro  Pereyra^ 
iparihal  of  the  kingdom  ;    Vafio  da  Cunha^  ftandard-bearer. 
Regras  was  continued  in  his  office  of  chancellor,   and  all 
were  fworn  of  his  council,  with  fome  other  lords  of  equal 
charafler  and  reputation  •.    The  king  and  the  conftable  both 
took  the  field,  and  reduced  feveral  places  by  force,  and  re- 
covered others  by  cornpofition,  particularly  the  city  oiBraga*

There  he  held  a  council  of  war ;    jn  which,  yielding 
mifuom.      ^^  ^^  opinions  of  the  young  and  hot  headed  nobility,'  he 
refolved  to  invade  Portugal  again  j  to  ruin  all  the  country  be- 
fore him  J   to  drive  the  mafter  of  Avisj  as  they  ftiled  him, 
once  more  into  Uuhn ;    and  not  to  depart  from  before  that 
city  till  (he  owned  her  lawful  king^    This  fcheme  was  pur- 
fued,  feveral  places  taken  and  facked,  Trancoh  particularly! 
where  a  body  of  Caftilian  troops  had  been  beat,    and  the 
churph  burnt**.    In  the  mean  time,  John  king  oi Porfuid 
lay  at  Abrantes,  with  a  fmall  army,  as  if  he  defpaired  of  ex-

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pelling  the  enemy,  and  was  at  a  lofs  what  meafures  to  take. 
But  in  reality  he  waited  for  the  Ehglijh  fuccouTS  \  and  his  pru-  ' 
deoce  and  courage  were  fo  well  known,  that  notwithftanding 
'appearances  were  fo  much  againft  him,  there  were  none  who 
ccnfured  his  conduft.  The  conftable  Don  Nugno  Alvarez  alone 
preffed  the  king  to  fight :  he  faid  the  ardour  of  his  troops  would 
iupply  the  want  of  numbers ;  and  that  it  was  difhonourable 
to  fee  the  kingdom  burnt  and  fpoiled,  without  attempting  its 
lelief.  The  king  heard  him  patiently,  and  gave  him  good 
words  ;  but  did  not  fhew  his  ufual  alacn'ty  in  marching  to 
find  out  the  enemy.  At  length  an  officer  he  had  fent  to  view 
the  Caftilian  army,  returned,  and  publiftieJ  through  the  gamp, 
that  though  the  report  was  true  as  to  their  numbers  ;  yet  that 
they  were  extremely  harrafled,  were  in  great  want  of  provi- 
fion,  and  fo  difperfed  that  they  might  be  eafily  furprized. 
This  he  did  by  the  king-s  exprefs  orders ;  for  there  was  not 
a  fingle  word  of  it  true,  the .  army  of  Cajxile  being  in  the 
plains  of  Aljuharotay  very  ftrongly  polled,  and  very  well  fup* 
plied. 

The  Portuguefe  foldiers  cried  out  to  be  led  to  the  battle ;  Jsemir^ 
the  conftable  expoftulated  again  with  the  king  ;  and  he,  as  if  iefeaudby 
over-perfuaded,  at  laft  gave  orders  to  march.     TheCaflili-  the  king  of 
am  had   great  advantages  if  they  had  preferved  them  :  their  Portugal^ 
army  confifted,  according  to  the  beft  accounts,  of  thirty  thou-  In  the 
fand  men  *^.     Some  Portuguefe  hiftorians  make  theirs  but  fix  plains  cf 
thoufand  fix  hundred  ;  but  the  Ca/Illiam  fay  they  were  ten  Aijuha- 
thoufand.     The  conftable  led  the  van,  Men  Rodriguez  com-  "^^ 
manded   one  wing,  Antonio  Vafqtie%  the  other,  and  the  king 
was  in  the  center.     The  Cajiiliam  came  precipitately  to  the  . 
a£Hon,  and  were  not  only  the  aggreflbrs,  but  charged  with  fuch 
fury  that  the  conftable  With  his  troops  gave  way.    The  king 
o{  Portugal  perceived  it,   and  ordered  the  main  body  .of  his 
forces  to  open  and  give  them  way.    The  enemy,  difotdcred 
in  the  purfuit,  he  attacked  on  their  flanks,  and  in  half  an  hour 
their  rout  became  unavoidable.     A  multitude  of  their  beft 
officers  were  killed  upon  the  fpot  *,  the  king  of  Cd/iile  fled  that 
night  upon  a  mule  to  Santaren,  upwards  of  thirty  miles.  This 
viftory,  which  was  decifiye,  was  gained  on  the  fourteenth  of     A^  D.

*'  bleffed   with  an  Arthur^  to  dittinguifti  their  valour,   and 
^  **  make  a  right  ufe  of  it."     The  king  faw  his  miftake,'  and 

held  his  tongue  ^.  The  duke  of  Lancajhr  arriving  at  Corun- 
noy  the  king  went  to  meet  him,  and  finding  with  him  his 
confort  Donna  Csnjlantia^  who  took  the  title  of  queen  of  Ca- 
Jiile^  and  his  daughters,  he  quickly  concluded  a  marriage  with 
the  eldett  Donna  Philippa  ;  and  a3  foon  as  a  difpenfation  could 
be  obtained  from  the  Pope,  the  marriage  was  celebrated  at 
Lisbctn^.  We  have  already  given  the  hiftory  of  this  war ;  and 
fhall  not  therefore  dwell  any  longer  than  is  abfolutely  necef- 
fary  upon  it  here*  The  king,  in  conjun6lion  with  his  father- 
in-law,  made  an  irruption  into  Ctf/?/7if,  without  gaining  any 
great  advantage ;  for  Don  Juan  being  informed  how  ill 
the  fultry  heats  of  Galicia  agreed  with  the  Englijh^  put  good 
garrifons  into  his  frontiers,  an4  withdrew  all  prpvifions  :  fo 
that  the  Efiglijh  and  Portuguefe  were  glad  to  retreat  without 
fighting.  At  his  return  to  Lisbon  king  John  fell  dangeroufly 
ill,  and  his  queen  mifcarried ;  which,  with  the  miferable 
circuroftances  the  kingdom  was  in,  caufed  a  great  confterna- 
tton  ;  from  which,  however,  they  were  in.fome  meafure  re- 
lieved by  the  king  and  queen's  recovery  ^.

But  after  he  was  at  Bayonne,  \t  appeared  that  he  had  made  ti  ^P^^  ^'^^ 
■treaty  with  the  king  oi Cajlile^  by  which  the  prince  ^^^  /y^g 
Henry ^  his  eldeft  fon,  was  fo  efpoufe  Donna  Catalina^  the  duke's  ■       "^ 
:fecond  daughter :  in  confequence  of  which  their  pretenfions 
were  adjufted  ^     The  Spanijh  hiftorians  fay,  that  this. gave 
great  uneafinefs  in  Portugal ;  but  the  Portuguefe  affirm,  that 
the  king,  all  things  confidered,  was  not  fo  much  offended  as  he 
appeared  to  be,   as  forefeeirYg  that  this  would  bring  about  a 
peace,  of  which  he  was  in  great  need ".     He  reduced  fome 
of  the  few.  places  that  (Kll  held  out,  and  then  made  an  irrup- 
tion into  Caftile  ;  but  foon  after  returned  to  Braga,   in  order 
to  hold  an  ^ffembly  of  the  ftates  :  where,  by  recommending 
if  ftrongly  to  them  to  fpare  the  people  in  their  taxes,  he  car- 
ried his  poiiit,  and  obtained  as  great  a  fubfidy  as  he  could  de- 
fire  ;  which,  in  fpite  of  their  poverty  the  people  very  chear- 
(uUy  paid  °.

he  was  not  a  little  furprized  at  the  news  that  Vafco  de  Cunha^ 
Ferdinand  Pacheco^  and  Juan  Ahnfo  Pimentel  were  retired  into 
Caftile^  and  had  prevailed  on  feveral  confiderable  places  in  his 
dominions  to  revolt..    At  this  time  his  troops  were  employed  in 
Galida^  where  they  had  once  more  taken  the  city  of  Tuy^ 
and  the  conftable  was  there  in  order  to  fortify  and  put  it  into 
a  proper  (late  of  defence^.    In  fome  fmall  fpace  the  meaning 
of  this  defection  appeared  ;  for  Don  Denis  of  Portugal^  afSfteo 
by  a  confiderable  body  of  Cajiilian  troops,  advanced  to  Bra-- 
ganfa  ,    and  having  joined  the  malcontents,  aiTumed  the  title 
of  king  \    But  the  conftable  marching  with  all  his  forces  on 
one  fide,  and  the  king  aiTembling  an  army  at  Porto  on  the 
other,  Don  Denis  was  advifed  by  his  friends  to  lay  afide  the 
royal  title,  and  to  withdraw  with  as  much  privacy^  as  poflible 
into  Caftile  y.     This  did  not  put  an  end  to  the  war,  which 
wa8  very  injurious  to  the  fubje&s  of  both  crowns  by  land  and 
fea,  without  turning  in  any  degree  to  the  benefit  of  either. 
This  made  both  princes  willing  to  liRen  to  a  negotiation ; 
plenipotentiaries  were  appointed  on  both  fides,  and  though 
they  feparated  without  coming  to  any  conclufion,  yet  they 
tnet  again  foon  after,  and  agreed  upon  a  truce  for  .ten  years, 
on  very  equal  terms*.

however,  advifed  her  to  decline  *,  on  a  narrow  principle  of

By  the  late  treaty  with,  and  by  this  obliging  behavidur  to- 
wards the  crown  ot  Caftile^  4  great  check  was  given  to  thofe 
animofities  that  had  fo  long  difturbed  both  nations,  and  the  king 
was  left  at  leifufe  to  profecute  his  political  views  for  the  good 
of  his  fubjeds.  As  he  had  been  once  a  private  man,  and 
never  had  any  degree  of  pride,  he  preferved>  which  was 
very  wonderful,  the  fame  familiarijty  with  all  perfons  of  con- 
dition that  he  had  been  aceuftomed  to  in  his  youth.  His  no- 
bility dined  at  his  table ;  he  frequently  made  vifits ;  and 
when  he  granted  an  audience,  commonly, attended  the  perfon 
with  whom  he  had  been  fpeaking  to  the  door  of  his  apart- 
ment. His  maxim  was,  that  a  prince  without  coin  muft  pay 
in  civility.  But  he  did  not  fay  or  do  this  from  a  principje  of 
avarice;  on  the  contrary,  his  gcnerofity  made  him  poor: 
But  with  all  this  condefcenfion  he  was  very  much  a  king, 
ftridl  upon  proper  occafions,  and  inflexible  when  he  found 
this  ftri^tnefs  neceflary.  He  obferved  that  many  of  the  no-^ 
bility  had  bravos  about  their  perfons,  men  recommended  hy 
the  wicked  ad^ions  they  had  done,  encouraged  and  fubiifted 
to  do  more.  He  made  an  ediift  againft  this,  and  he  took 
care  that  it  fliould  be  executed  fo  pun£tually,  that  thefe  fort 
of  people  were  rooted  out.  He  fuffered  no  office  to  be  fold 
of  any  kilid,  nor  would  prefer  from  any  other  motive  than 
merit.  He  moderated  the  impofts  as  foon  as  it  was  in  his 
power;  was  a  true  friend  to  induftry,  and  encouraged  hfc 
fubjefts  to  purfue  it  from  his  own  example.  His  old  friends 
were  always  welcome  to  him  ;  and  before  he  did  any  thing  of 
importance  he  was  wont  to  fay,  we  muft  know  the  confta- 
ble*s  mind  upon  this.  When  his  revenues  increafed,  he  in- 
demnified thofe  from  whom  be  had  taken  grants ;  and  his* 
inclination  to  juftice  wjas  fo  well  known,  that  thofe  who  fuf- 
fered imputed  it  to  his  neceflity  and  not  to  his  wilK  He  did  not 
afFefl:  amufements  or  fpecSacles,  but  was  wont  to  fey,  that 
converfation  was  of  all  diverfions  the  cheapeft,  and  improved

The  king  had  more  th^n  once  (hewn  an  inclination  to  j)eaih  of 
confer  the  honour  of  knighthood  upon  his  fons ;    but  the  ^ueen  Phi- 
young  princes  made  a  fcrupie  of  accepting  that  honour  in  a  lippa,  and 
time  of  full  peace  ; ,  and  the  king,  with  much  more  reafpn,  great  re- 
made  a  fcrupJe  of  entering  into  a  wa|^,    merely  to  tn2\it  gret  of  ber 
knights.     At  length,  however,  he  ordered  military  prepara-  fu^^^^for 
tions  by  land  and  fea,  which  alarmed  all  his  neighbours.    He  '^^''*  '*2A* 
oonfided  his  fecret  to  none  but  the  prince  again^  whom  thefc 
preparations  were  pretended  to  be  made,  and  this,  was  the 
count  o{  Fland&s^  who  he  gave  out  had  injured  his  fubjcSs 
in   their  trade,  and  on  whofe  dominions  he  propofed  to  make 
a  dcfcent.     The  count  being  previoufly  informed  that  his  real 
intention  was  againft  the  Moors  in  Africa^  took  the  proper 
meafures  on  his  iide  to  keep  up  the  farce.     At  length,  every 
thing  being  ready  for  the  intended  expedition,  in  which  the 
king  propofed   to  command    in   perfon,    he  appointed  the 
grand-mafter  of  the  order  of  Chrift,  viceroy  in  his  abfence  ; 
and  then  communicated  the  whole  fcheme  and  intention  of 
his  voyage  to  the  queen^  to  whom  before  he  would  never  re- 
veal the  fecret  ^.     She  preffed  him  earneftly  to  lay  afide  the 
thoughts  of  going  himfelf,  and  would  certainly  have  prevailed 
if  the  princes  had  not  as  earneftly  laboured  to  keep  him  to 
his  firft  rcfblution.     The  apprehenfion  of  his  abfence,  how-  '  a.  D. 
ever,  affe&ed  the  queen  fo  much  that  fhe  fell  fuddenly  ill,      1414. 
and  her  malady  proved  fo  violent,  that  in  a  few  day»(he  died, 
to  thfc  extreme  regret  of  the  king,  and  of  the  whole  court  *^. 

The  fleet  aflembled  for  this  enterprize  confifted  of  fifty-  Z)i3»JohnV 
ninre  gallies,  thirty-three  tall  fhips  of  war,  and  ont  hMnditA  glorious  ex- 
and  twenty  tranfports,  carrying  in  the  whole  fifty  thou/and  petition  i«- 
foldiers  and  feamen.     The  rendezvous  was  appointed  Jn  La-  '<?Barbary, 
gas  bay,  where  the  bull  of  Croifade  was  publiflied,  and  from    ,      ^^l" 
thence  the  king  paffed  through  the  ftreight,  fteering  diredly  Jf*^  r  f 
for  the  port  of  Ceuta,    On  the  fourteenth  of  Auguji  they^JJ^'^ 
difcofvered  the  place,  and  on  the  twenty- firft  they  began  to 
debark  the  troops,  with  the  infants  Don  Henry  and  Don  Pe- 
dro at  their  head  *.     The  Moorijh  governor,  Shla  Benfala^  had 
made  very  great  preparations  for  the  fiege,  which  he  had  long 
feared,  aUd  had  brought  a  confiderable  number  of  auxiliaries

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into  the  place ;    but  as  there  happened  a  great  ftorm  while 
the  Chrif^ian  fleet  was  at  Tea,  thofe  auxiliaries  would  iVay  no 
longer.    The  attack  was  prefently  made,  and  with  great  fury, 
in  which  the  infants  Edward^  Hmry^  and  Pedro  had  an  equal 
(hare  of  danger  and  of  honour ;    and  at  length,  with  fome 
clFuGon  of  blood,  the  town  was  taken,  and  the  enemy  retired 
into  the  caftle  K    The  king  caufed  that  fortrefs  alfo  to  be  at- 
tacked, and  Sala  perceiving  that  be  had  no  relief  to  expe6l, 
ufter  having  flood  one  afl^ault,  retired  in  the  night  and  left  the 
PortHguefe  mafters  of  the  place  «.    The  king  having  caufed 
the  fortiiications  to  be  repaired,  and  the  mofque  to  be  purified, 
left  a  good  garrifon  under  the  command  of  Don  Pedro  de  Mi- 
nefei^  count  of  Akontin  \  and  having  reimbarked  the  refl:  of 
his  troops  on  the  fecond  of  September^  returned  fafely  into  Par- 
tugal ;  and  having  reviewed  his  army  at  Tavtra^  and  rewarded 
the  feveral  perfons  who  had  diftingui&ed  themfelves  in  his 
fervice,  he  declared  the  infant  Don  &i«ry,  Juke  of  Fi/ec,  and 
gave  the  title  of  duke  of  Coimbra  to  the  infant  Don  Pedr9\ 
This  year  he  aboliihed  the  aera  oi  Auguftus^^  which  had  been 
^fore  aboliihed  in  Arragon  in  1350,  and  in  Caftile  in  13^. 
The  princes  of  Barbary  immediately  formed  a  league  for  the 
recovery  of  Ceuta^  which  obliged  the  king  oi  Portugal  to  fend 
back  the  infants  Don  Henry  and  Don  Pedro  with  a  confider- 
able  force,  who  found  greater  difficulty  in  relieving  than  they 
had  done  in  acquiring  the  place,  which  at  length,  however, 
they  accomplifhed,  after  defeating  |the  infidels  both  by  land  and 
Tea;    which  fuccefs  of  theirs  proved  fatal  to  Abu-fade y  king 
of  /Va,  upon  whom  the  Moors  had  laid  the  blame  of  this  lofii 
in  refentment  of  which,  his  fubjeSs  confpired  againft  and 
murthered  him  j    upon  which  fo  great  troubles  enfued,  that 
they  had  no  kina  for  eight  years  ^.    But  by  what  right,  un- 
lefs  there  fubfifted  a  continual  war  with  thc'Moors  in  Bar- 
bary\  this  conqueft  was  made,  does  not  at  all  appear. 
Seme  of  bis      AFTER  all  the  reputation  refulting  from  the  fuccefs  of  the 
€oundlare,  king's  arms  in  Africa,  fome  of  his  miniflers,  for  he  allowed 
ho^ve<u€r,    every  man  to  fpe'ak  his  mind  freely,  made  it  a  queflion  in  his 
dejtrous       council,  whether  it  was  for  the  king*s  advantage  to  keep 
that  he       ^j^j^  ^^^  conquefl,  or  whether  all  the  benefits  propofed  from

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it  might  liot  he  obtaii^4  by  denaoii^hUig  the  city  and  fortrefi,  JXwuId 
an4the  gre^t  ekpence  faved  which  a  garrifon  conilantly  kept  ^igJift  and 
there  would  neceflarily  require ;  befidcs  the  much  larger  dif- <^«w»^j^  *>* 
burfements  th^H  would  from  tirne  to  time  become  neccffaty 
for  the  embarkation  of  atomies  as  oite^  as  the  Moon  were  dif* 
.pofed  and  fpujid  themfelves  ftrong  enough  to  befiege  it.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  was  urged  that  the  keeping  of  Ceuta  was  of 
copiimon  benefit  to  all  ipain-,  as  it  divided  the  Moon  from  the 
J^^wiy  and  facilitated  the  redu<Elion  of  the  kingdom  oi Granada* 
It  was  alledged,  that"  the  Moorsy  as  infidels  and  aggreflbrs  in 
[the  coi^queil  ofSpain^vf^re  to  be  confidered  as  hereditary  and 
perpetual  enemies,  againft  whofe  defcents  and  incurfions,  as 
,wcll  as  pyracies  by  fea,  it  was  abfolutely  neceflary  to  take  the 
.bed  precautions  polTible,  than  which  there  was  none  compara- 
■{b|e  to  the  keeping  the  c^ftle,  town,  and  port  of  Ceuta.  It 
.was  added  in  reference  to  the  great  charge  it  entailed  upon 
dAe  kingdom,  that  it  might  be  IcfTened  by  various  means ; 
[Sat  the  Pope  would  undoubtedly  oblige  the  clergy  to  contri- 
Jbute  to  it;  that  the  garrifon  might  ferve  as  a  kind  of  fchool 
Jfof  the  ipilitary  orders,  and  in  confequence  of  that  fubfifl 
in  fpme  meafure  at  their  expence ;  and  that  very  probably  if 
the  king  enlarged  his  conqueft  on  that  fide,  he  might  find 
means  to  draw  a  confiderable  part  of  their  fubfiftance  fiom  the 
inhabitants  of  ti^e  conquered  couptjy,  King  Jabny  having  tho- 
rpughly  vycigbed  the  ar^  aments  offered  on  both  fides,  deter- 
mined tp  ke^p  Ceuta-,  and  thereupon  gave  orders  for  enlarging 
and  augmenting  the  fortifications,  as  well  as  for  forming  an 
intrenched  capip  under  them.  He  augmented  his  forces  there  ^  -q 
to  fix  thoufand  foot,  and  two  ihoufand  five  hundred  horfe  j  '  ^ 
which  he  judged  fufficient  to  deprive  the  Moors  of  all  hopes  of  ^* 

recovering  it,  or  at  leaft  capable  of  repelling  their  attempts, 
if,  contrary  to  his  expedlation,  they  ihould  endeavour  it.  He 
likewife  addfefied  himfelf  to  the  Pope  for  the  ailifiance  pro-* 
pofed,  and  procured  from  him  all  that  be  demanded  ^  By 
this  means  he  ftruck  a  great  terrqr  into  the  infidels,  which 
lafted  ^11  bis  reign. 

It  often  happens  in  other  countries,    and  it  mote  than  TheAtn^ 
once  happened  in  this,  that  princes  grown  to  men's  eftate  yi^orioui 
l^oifie  impatient  in  obeying,  and  from  a  too  high  eftimation  *^  '^^»  ^ 
Qf  their  own  abilities,  through  falfe  ambition,  ot  excited  by  ^f^^  '^.. 
pernicious   counfels  from  others*  difturbed  the  government  ^"y^^Jy* 
they  were  bound  by  nature,  as  well  as  duty  and  mtereft  to  ^^y^^^y^-. 
fupport.     In  all  other  things  fortunate,  king  John  was  moft  ^^pjf 
fortunate  in  this.    He  had  many  fons^  whom  he  faw  men,

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men  of  parts  and  men  of  aSion  ;  but  oien  who  had  no  emu- 
lation, fave  that  of  fhewing  their  aiFedion  to  his  perfon, 
which  they  manifefted  by  emplcJying  all  their  abilities  in  the 
fupport  of  his  adrhrniftration.  This  was  in  a  grfeat  meafure 
due  to  the  care  he  had  taken  in  their  education,  and  the 
,  pains  with  which  he  himfelf  had  inftrufled  them  in  folid  and 

ufeful  knowledge.  Henry^  duke  of  Vifeo^  had  thedire<9ion  of 
affairs  in  Africa^  and  his  father  procured  him  the  beft  ap- 
pointments  in  his  power ;  thefe  he  employed  as  if  they  were 
only  intrufted  with  him  for  the  public  advantage.  He  it  was^ 
as  we  have  fhewn  in  another  place,  that  fet  on  foot  thofe  dif- 
coveries  which  proved  fo  beneficial  afterwards,  not  to  PariU" 
gal  only,  but  to  all  Europe,  The  firft  fruits  of  them  was  the 
fettling  and  poffeffing  the  ifland  of  Madeira^  which  very  fodn 
yielded  a  confiderable  revenue.  He  it  was,  who  taking  no- 
tice of  a  fmall,  but  fecure  poft  in  the  kingdom  of  Algarve^ 
about  a  league  and  a  half  drftant  from  Cape  Vincent^  caufed  a 
town  to  be  eredted  therle,  which  is  allowed  to  be  the  beft  laid 
out  and  fortified  of  any  m  Portugal,  This  is  called  Sagrez; 
and  fome  think  we  may  trace  therein  fomewhat  of  the  ancient 
'  name  of  the  Cape^  which  was  called  in  Lattn  Promontorium 
Sacrum.  It  was  here  that  he  erefted  his  magazines,  built  and 
laid  up  his  fliips  that  were  continually  employed  in  ufeful  en- 
terprizes  °*.  But  this  fpirit  of  improvement  in  the  king  and  his 
fons,  though  it  laid  the  foundation  of  future  emoluments,  pro- 
duced for  the  prefent  a  great  want  of  money.  In  this  cafe  the 
king  had  again  recourfc  to  the  clergy,  and  defired  their  con- 
•  fent  to  coin  the  church-plate.  Thefe  nien,  who  had  difturb- 
ed  almoft  every  other  reign,  had  the  good  fenfe  fn  his  to  be 
as  tradable  as  any  of  his  fubjefts.  They  owned  there  was  no- 
thing more  reafonable  than  that  a  prince  who  had  exhaufted 
his  own  coffers  in  a  war  againft  the  infidels,  fbould  be  fupport- 
ed  out  of  the  treafures  of  the  church.  '  They  gave  a  farther 
inftance  of  their  good  temper :  the  Pope  had  been  informed, 
that  the  king,  like  fome  of  his  predeceflqrs,  had  brought  ec- 
clefiafticks  before  lay  tribunals,  and  had  in  other  refpefls 
invaded  what  was  ftiled  the  immunities  of  the  church.  Upon 
thishedire£led  fome  prelates  to  enquire  into  the  king's  con- 
dufl:  in  this  refpeft  ;  infinuating,  that  he  would  proceed  very 
r'igoroufly  if  he  faw  caufe.  But  thofe  prelates  reported  that 
there  was  hone.  They^  knew  the  king's  intentions  were 
good  :  they  faw  that  juftice  was  ftridly  and  impartially  admi- 
,^     .,  niftered  amongft  all  ranks  of  people;  and  they  were  afraid  of

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feeing  a  fcandalous  clergy  in  a  well-ordered  kingdom,  which 
induced  them  to  aft  as  they  did  ;  for  which  the  king  made 
them  very  grateful  returns  \  In  this  rcfpcft  king  John  had 
Vifibly  the  advantage  of  all  his  predeceflbrs,  who  found  it 
tnuch  eafier  to  deal  with  the  Moors  than  with  their  clergy. 

As  during  his  long  reign  there  happened  many  turns,  and  He  takes 
great  diftradiions  in  Cajiik^  as  we  have  (hewn  in  their  proper  no  adnjan- 
pface,   he  might,  if-  he  had   been  an   unjuft  and  ambitious  ^^g^\  ^f^^^ 
prince,  have  fomented  their  dfifturbances,  and  have  drawn  their  f^^^ons  or 
malcontents  to  depend  upon  him.     But  he  naeddled  no  far-  ^{fl^^^^^- 
ther  in  thefe  matters  than  was  necefTary  to  preferve  the  quiet  ^^!  '^       ^ 
of  his  own  dominions ;  and  if  he  gave  fhelter  at  any  time  to  p^]^  ^ 
the  difcontented  nobility,  he  gave  them  at  the  fame  time  ho- 
neft  advice,  and  interpofed  his  good  offices  to  prevent  things 
from  coming  to  extremities.     He  interpofed  to  prevent  a  war 
between  the  crown  of  Cajlile  on  one  fide  and  thofe  of  Arrogon 
and  Navarre  on  the  other.    The  latter  offered  to  leave  all  dif* 
putes  to  his  arbitration,  and  afterwards  clapped  up  a  peace 
without  his  knowledge,  which  he  refented.     The  king  of 
Cajlik  thereupon  fent  an  ambafly  to  him  to  complain  of  his 
fupporting  the   infants,    who    were  inclined  to  difturb  the 
peace  of   his  kingdom.     King  John  anfwered,  it  was  true 
^hat  he  had  given  {belter  to  thofe  princes,    becaufe  they 
were  princes  :     but  he   immediately    publiflied    a    procla- 
mation forbidding  any  of  his  fubjefts  taking  any  (hare  in 
their  quarrels  ;    by  which  the  king  of  CqftUi  was  thoroughly 
fatisfied  of  the  reflitude  of  his  intentions,    and  expreflcd 
that  fatisfaflion  in  the  cleared  terms  and  in  the  nioft  pub- 
lic manner  ;    which  was  one  of  the  laft  remarkable  tranf- 
aftions  in  his  reign,  and  which  at  the  fame  time  did  Kim  no 
fmall  honour  ^. 

The  king's  laft  cares  were  about  the  fettlement  of  his  fa-  D^^ath  of 
ittily :  he  married  prince  Edward,  the  heir  apparent  of  his  do-  king  John^ 
minion^,  to  the  infanta  Leonoroy  the  daughter  of  Don  Fer-  '^^hich  is 
dinand  of  Arragon^    with  whom   he  received  two  hundred  ^»^^^^h  re^ 
thoufand  florins  of  gold,  which  in  thofe  days  was  an  immenfe  g^^^^<^^  h

Pereyra^  after  he  had  led  a  life  of  retirement  and  devotion 
for  nine  years,  proved   a  great  afflidion  to  the  kins,  and  % 
A.  D.     prorogue  to  his  own  •.     He  was  very  fenfible  of  his  declining 
iLXi*     ^^^>  though  he  took  care  to  hide  it  as  much  as  poffible, 
that  he  might  not  alarm  either  his  fubjedis  or  his  family* 
When  he  was  feized  with  his  laft  illnefs,  he  fent  for  the  prtiKe 
^d  admoni(bed  him  to  be  careful  of  religion,  juftice,  and 
thejnoralsof  his  people.     He  then  fent  for  the  reft  of  hit 
children,    and  exhorted  them  to  unanimity,    teftified  great 
piety  and  refignation  in  his  laft  moments,  and  fiibmitted  tn 
fate  on  the  eleventh  of  Augufij  1433,  in  the  feventy-fixth 
year  of  his  age  %  and  in  the  forty-eighth  of  his  reign,  ex- 
tremely regretted  by  his  fubje£ls  and  by  his  children  ;    but 
they  were  not  able  to  give  inmiediately  fuch  ^marks  of  this, 
as  they  would  otherwifb  have  done  in  his  funeral,  becaufethe 
plague  raged  at  Lisbon ;    and  it  feems  probable  that  him&lf 
and  his  queen  Philippe  both  died  of  that  diftemper.

By  which  he  intended  to  intimate,  the  being  in 
narcby  and  continual  action  was  the  oiirly  way  to  be  ready  to  feize  an  op- 
tbead'uan'  portunity,  or  to  avert  a  danger.     His  condufl  was  a  good 
fages  art'    commentary  upon  it ;  for  no  prince  applied  hitnfelf  more  afli- 
fi^gfrom    duoufly  than  he  through  his  whole  reign,  none  ftns^led 
his  admi-

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through  greater  difficulties  with  more  honour,  and  none 
knew  bettter  how  to  accoounodate  himfelf  to  all  Atuations^ 
how  to  chufe  the  propereft  methods  for  accompliOiing  his  ends, 
or  how  by  a  dextrous  management  of  circumftances  to  divert 
tnifchiefs  (B).  He  was  unqueftionably  one  of  the  moft  foilu- 
nate  princes  that  ever  reigned  in  Portugal^  or  perhaps  in  any

(B)  This  great  prince^  whom 
the  Portugu^e  hiftorians  confider 
as  the  foDoder  of  a  new  family, 
had  a  very  pleadng  aipe£l,  and 
was  very  handfome  in  his  per- 
fon^  of  which,  however,  we  have 
no  particular  defcription.  His 
helnaet  and  his  battle-axe  are 
ftill  preferved,  which  fliew  that 
he  was  of  a  very  larjge  fize,  and 
of  a  prodigious  ftrcngth  (6) .  In 
drcfs  and  in  diet  he  was  very 
plain,  loved  mirth  and  freedom 
at  his  meals,  and  was  naturally 
of  a  lively  chearful  difpofition, 
yet  not  given  to  any  kind  of 
excefs.  Befides  the  famous  mo- 
nailery  of  Batdha^  he  built  the 
convents  of  Penalonga  and  Car- 
nota,  and  the  churches  of  St. 
Francis  at  Leyria,  and  of  our 
lady  of  Oli<veira  at  GuimaraeSf 
which  were- all  very  magnificent 
ftrnftures.  He  likewjfe  built 
the  palaces  at  Lisbtm^  Sutttaren^ 
Sintray  and  Almerin,  which  were 
fpacious  and  ma^:uiicent  (7). 
He  reduced  the  ten  bezants  in 
each  of  the  five  efcutcheons  of 
the  arms  of  Portugal  to  five,  and 
annexed  the  crofe  of  the  order 
ofJvis  to  the  bottom,  to  fhew 
that  he  had  been  once  grand- 
mafter  of  it  (8).  He  had  great 
conneftiotis  with  England  during 
his  whole  reign  :    hence  it  was 


that  he  gave  the  name  ofEd- 
njt^ard  to  his  fon,  in  honour  of 
Edward  the  third.  The  Portu^ . 
guefe  hiftorians  fay,  that  he  was 
one  of  the  knights  companioni 
of  the  order  oif  the  garter ;  and 
though  this  does  hot  appear 
in  any  of  our  lifts,  yet  it  is 
very  likely  to  be  true,  becaufe  - 
thofe  lifts,  more  efpecially  in 
the  reign  of  Richard  the  fecond, 
are  very  imperfeft  (9),  and  be- 
caufe the  Fortuguefe  writers  men- 
tion  f(Jmc  v^sx^  clear  and  pofi* 
tive  proofs  of  it.  Such  as  his 
giving  for  his  creft  the  dragon's 
head,  and  hi$  introducing  a* 
mongft  his  troops  the  Englijb 
cry  of  war,  St.  George  St. 
George  (i).  In  his  laft  illneft 
he  was,  by  the  advice  of  his 
phyficians,  removed  to  Mcou- 
chtUy  for  the  fake  of  the  air ;  but 
finding  this  had  no  elFe^  he 
would  be  carried  back  to  Lision^ 
that  he  might  die  in  the  city 
•where  he  was  born  ( t) ;  careful 
it  feems  to  the  very  laft  of  turn- 
ing every  event  to  fome  pur- 
pofe,  and  of  letting  no  oppor- 
tunitv  flip  of  obliging  ana  cap- 
tivating die  minds  of  his  peo- 
ple. A  fcience  in  which  he 
certainly  excelled,  and  gained 
as  much  by  it  as  anv  man  ev^r 
did.

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other  Country  :  he  eftablifliecl  himfelf  firmly  Upon  the  throne, 
though  he  had  but  a  very  dubious  title  :  he  outlived  all  his 
competitors,  and  by  that  means  fecured  the  poileffion  of  it 
to  his  poflerity  :  he  allied  his  family  fo  wifely  by  marriage^ 
that  he  rendered  it  the  intereft  .of  almaft  every  crowned  head 
in  Europs  to  affift  and  protedt  them.  His  virtues  were  fcaree 
'  of  greater  utility  than  what  feemed  to  be  weaknefies  in  him  ; 

for  his  liberality^  which  fome  thought  to  be  profufion,  by  dif- 
perfing    the  crown  lands  into  a   great  number  of  families, 
attached  four*-fifths  of  the  nation  to  his  fuccefSon,  fmce,  by 
fupporting  that,  they  fecured  the  titles^  of  their  own  eftates. 
He  is  indeed  faid  to  have  devifed,  on  his  death-bed,  a  method 
of  eluding  thofe  grants ;   but  that  feems  rather  to  have  been 
the  work  of  his  chancellor  Regras^  vvhich  was  more  worthy 
of  a' lawyer  than  a  king, 
pdward       .   Don  Edivard^  the  eldeft  fon  of  the  deceafed  king,  was  im- 
fucceeds  his  mediately  proclaimed  his  fucceflbr,  and  complimented  as  fuch 
fiUher^  and  by  the.  princes  of  the  blood,  and  the  nobility  then  at  court ^. 
is  fro-       It  is  reported,  that  a  ^ew  phyfician  very  earneftly  diffuaded 
claimed       the  king  from  accepting  the  homage  of  his  fubje(Sls  that  day, 
^^ng  rf       becayfe  he  knew,  as  he  faid,  from  his  (kill  in  aftrology,  that  the 
Portugal    fl^j.g  ^gj.^  ^Qj  favourable.     Edward^  who  was  near  forty-two 
fitlMoon'  years  of  age,  a  prince  of  great  good  fenfe,   and  exemplary 
piety,  defpi fed  this  prohibition  as  became  him  ;  to  which  the 
populace  then,    and  fome  hiftorians'^  fince,   have  foolilhly 
enough  afcribed  his  misfortunes,  as  if  it  was  confiftent  with 
the  wifdom  of  our  great  Creator  to  punifli  a  prince  for  truft- 
ing  in  his  mercy  and,  goodnefs,  rather  than  in  the  vain  con- 
jedures  of  a  pofitive  and  affuming  man.     He  went  afterwards 
to  Cintray  tofpend  fome  time  there  in  rural  diverfioiis,  in  or- 
der to  amufe  his  melancholy,  or  as  others  fay,  he  only  gave 
this  out,  being  obliged  to  fly  thither  from  the  plague  y.   About 
the  time  of  the  anniverfary  of  his  father's  death,  he  refolved 
to  caufe  his  body  to  be  removed  to  a  monaftery  of  his  own 
*    jy      eredling,  where  it  was  to  be  interred.     There  w^s  never  any 
14^4'     ceremony  of  this  kind  executed  with  greater  pomp  in  Portu- 
gal.    The  journey  was  divided  into  five  ftages,  ^nd  at  each 
of  them  the  corps  was  received  by  one  of  the  infants,  attended 
.  by  a  large  body  of  the  nobility  and  gentry^  and  there  was 
fcaree  a  perfon  of  diftinflion  in  Portugal  abfent  when  the  body 
was  interred.    Such  w^s  the  duty  of  his  children,  ^d  'fuch 
the  aftedion  of  his  fubje6ls  to  king  John  *,

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As  foot!  as  thefe  laft  honours  were  paid  to  the  memory  of  //  dra"jjn 
that  great  prince,  king  Edwand  went  to  L'eyria^  aild  from  into  a  pro- 
thence  jto  Santaren^  where  he  held  an  aflembly  of  the  ftates,  y^^/^''  f^- 
in  which  he  produced  a  code  of  laws,  colle<9:ed  and  digefted  ^^^^^^g^ 
under  proper  heads  by  his  own  order,  that  there  might  be  but  ^^g^^r, 
one  rule  of  right  through  the  whole  kingdom  ;    whereas,  un-  f"^ff'^^^- 
der  pretence  of  their  ancieht  cuftoms,  the  law  had  almoft  ^"i^.^f^^' 
been  different  in  every  one  of  the  provinces.    He  alfo  propofed  gll^-!^ 
another  law,  for  fuppreffing  luxury  in  drefs  and  in  diet,  which 
it  feems  was  become  highly  neceffary  ;  and  the  king  promifed 
that  himfelf  and  the  nobility  fhould  have  a  ftrid  eye  to  its  ex- 
ecution, by  which,  as  he  explained  it,  he  meant  no  more 
than  that  they  would  pay  an  exaft  obedience  to  it;  for  it  was 
his  maxim,  that  whatever  was  amifs  in  the  morals  of  the 
people,  either  proceeded  from  the  example  of  the  great,  or 
might  be  eafily  corredted  by  it  *.     His  brother,  the  infant  Don 
Henrvy  being  taken  prifoner  with  the  king  of  Arragon  in  Italy y 
by,  the  duke  oi  Milan ^  occaiioned  a!  general   confternation  ; 
but  it  did  not  laft  long,  as  they  were  very  foon  informed  that 
he  had  recovered  his  liberty  ^.  -  The  king,  being  defirous  of 
fignalizing  his*  reign,  by  extending  his  conqueiis  in  Africa^ 
caft  his  eyes  upon  Tangier^  or  rather  had  it  pointed  out  to  him. 
His  council  agreed  that  it  was  a  place  ofconfequence,  the  re- 
du6iion  of  which  would  add  luftre  to  his  arms,  though  they 
TX)uld  not  agree  about  the  propereft  manner  of  reducing  it. 
The  infant  Don  'Juariy    grand-mafter  of  the  order  of  St. 
JameSy  gave  it  as  his  opinion,  that  if  the  king  made  an  ex- 
pedition on  that  fide,  it  fliould  be  with  a  numerous  fleet,  and  a 
ftrong  army,  fince  otherwife  his  own,   and  the  reputation 
of  the  crown  might  receive  a  check  not  cafy  to  be  reco- 
vered.    But  the  infant  Don  Ferdinand^  grand-mafter  of  Avis^ 
treated  the  affair  in  another  manner,  magnified  the  military 
skill  and  courage  of  the  Portuguefe ;  and  put  the  king  in 
mind  of  the  eafe  with  which  his  father  had  made  himfelf 

S after  of  Ceuta.  The  king,  whofe  coffers  were  not  very  p^^  jy^ 
11,  liftened  to  this,  advice,  notwithftanding  all  that  Don  J436, 
Juan  could  fay  ;  fo  that  the  army  was  fixed  at  fourteen  thou- 
sand men,  with  a  proportionable  fleet :  and  this  refolution 
taken,  the  conqueft  o^  Tangier  was  looked  upon  as  a  thing 
in  a  manner  accompliflied  '  5  but  this  was  only  amongft  the 
young  nobility  at  court.

The  tm/or-     ThE  irmy  for  this  expedition  being  afleroWcd,  and  the  fleet 
iunate  tjue  for  their  embctrkatton  being  prepared,  the  infants  Hemy  and 
of  that  fa-  Ferdinand  embarked  on  the  twenty-fecond  of  Augujl^  and  zxr 
tnous  expe-^  ^ived  after  a^favourable  navigation  at  Ceuta,  When  they  came 
^' v"'  '^'  to  review  their  forces  they  difcovcred  to  their  great  aftohi(h- 
condi^ed    i^ent,  that  inftead  of  fourteen  thoufand,    they  had   fcarce 
y    '  "^'    feven  thoufand  men  j  which  was  chiefly  owing  to  the  precife 
/     ^'         Orders  for  embarking,  and  the  diftafte  thai  many  took  to  this 
expedition,  upon  hearbg  that  Don  Juan's  reafons  were  re- 
je^ed  **.     Some  of  the  principal  officers  gave  it  as  their  opi- 
nion, that  the  fleet  ought  to  be  fent  back  for  a  fupply  of  troops 
before  they  undertook  any  thing :  but  the  infants,  efteeming 
it  equally  hazardous  to  allow  the  enemy  fo  much  tioie  to  re- 
pair, or  to  undertake  any  thing  with  fo  fmaU  a  force,  refolv^- 
ed  at  laft  to  proceed ;  and  accordingly  the  infant  Don  Henry 
marched  with  the  beft  part  of  the  forces  by  land,  and  Don 
Ferdinand  with  the  reft  proceeded  by  fea  for  Tangier^  the  fiege 
of  which  they  began  on  the  fifteenth  oi  September.  The  Mo^rs 
were  extremely  alarmed  at  this  attempt,  and.  immediately  fet 
'  on  foot  a  general  confederacy  for  the  prefervation  of  the 

place  i  but  that  they  fhould  be  able  to  bring  into  the 
field,  as  fome  writers  mention,  an  army  of  fix  hundred 
thoufand  foot,  and  (ourfcore  thoufand  horfe,  the  reader  will 
certainly  think  with  us,  is  altogether  incredible.  It  is,  how- 
ever, certain,  th^t  the  king  of  Fez,  at  the  head  of  a  nu^ 
merous  army,  marched  to  the  relief  of  Tangier,  and  before 
the  fiege  was  far  advanced,  attacked  the  befiegers  in  their 
trenches.  It  is  true  they  made  a  gallant  defence*,  and  the 
Moors  were  rcpulfed  ;  but  notwithftanding  this,  they  made  a 
proper  ufe  of  their  fuperiority  by  invefiing  the  befiegers,  who 
finding  theqifelves  fliut  up  between  the  fortrefs  and  the  army^ 
.  were  conftrained  to  fend  fome  of  the  principal  perfons  amongft 
them  to  capitulate  with  the  king  of  Fez ;  and  to  offer  him  the 
refiitution  of  Ceutaj  if  he  Would  permit  the  remains  of  the 
army  to  embark  for  Portugal,  The  king  readily  liftened  to 
this  propofition,  and  offered  to  give  them  hoftages  for  the 
due  performance  of  the  articles ;  but  he  demanded  in  retufn, 
that  one  of  the  infants  (houH  remain  as  a  hoftage  for  the  re- 
ftorine  of  Ceuta :  upon  which  Don  Ferdinand  readily  offered 
himfelf,  which  was  accepted  ;  and  Don  Henry,  and  as  many 
A.  D.  of  the  Portuguefe  as  were  left,  embarked  on  board  the  fleet, 
?437?     and  returned  to  Ceuta''.     There  he  fell  fick,  but  fent  the

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fleet  back  toPi^ugal'y  Whiclr  meeting  with  a  great  ftbnh  in 
its  )>afiage,  feveral  vefiels  were  wrtcked  on  the  coafts  of  Jn*- 
^ahifia^  ^ere  the  people  were  received  and  relieved  by  tht 
iabfc&s  of  the  kinjg  6f  Cajltle^  not  only  with  great  kindneife 
and  humanity,  but  with  fuch  chearful  getterofity,  as  is  vetjr 
honourably  rtcsorded,  and  very  highly  commended  by  the  Per*' 
iugutfi  hiftorians  '.  / 

It  feenls  that  after  the  departure  of  the  fleet  the /king  eith^  Pains  ta-^ 
fufpeded,  or  was  informed,  that  the  force  fent  to  Barbary  was  ken  fy  the 
inferior  to  whit  had  been  prdpofed  ;  he  therefbre  equipped  infant  Den 
with  all  im^mable  diligence  a  ftrong  fqoadron,  with  a  conli-  Henry  to 
deraWc  body  of  frefli  troops  on  b^rd,  commanded  by  his^^^^ 
br6ther  thte  infaftt  Doh  Jmn ;  which  arrived  fafcly  in  the  ^T^!^ 
harf)Our  of  Outa.     The  fight  of  this  fquadronand  thefe  *^^f' 
troops  contributed  not  a  littk  to  the  recovery  of  the  infant  *^y^^^* 
Don  Henry  i  who  having  changed  the  garrifon,  augmented 
the  fortificadonS)  ahd  filled  the  magazines  of  the  place,  di- 
reded  his  brother  to  return  with  the  invalids,   and  fuch  as  ha<l 
been  able  to  recover  the  garrifon  fincc  their  misfortune  at 
Tangier,  which  he  did  ;  but  the  king  was  ftill  diflfatisfied, 
and  therefore  fent  a  pofitive  order  to  the  infant  Don  Henry  to 
return  likewife ;  but  it  Was  becaufe  he  cotild   not  avoid  it. 
However,  he  would  not  go  to  Lisbon  ;  but  retired  to  his  own 
town  of  &agr*e%y  in  Algarve  «,  being  fo  much  aftiamed  of  his 
defeat,  that  hie  declared  he  was  unwilling  to  look  the  king 
in  the  fade.     Sut.it  lAay  be,  indefed  it  is  highly  probable, 
there  were  oth«-  rcafons.     It  was  given  out,  that  the  infidels 
had  broke  their  capitulation  by  attacking  the  in^nt  on   his 
march  to  the  fliips  ;  by  which  it  was  pretended  they  had  for- 
feited their  right  to  Ceuta ;  and  it  is  not  at  all  unlikely  the  in- 
fant Don  Henry  did  not  care  to  declare  any  thing  to  this  pur- 
pofe  himfelf  ^.  In  all  other  refpefts  hiscondufi  wa^  irreproach- 
rf)le. 

The  king  held  a  ^eat  council  to  decide  this  delicate  quef-  Don  Fer- 
tion.  Whether  they  fiiould  part  with  the  noWcft  fnbhument  of  dinand  of 
their  father's  glory,  or  facrifice  the  infant  Don  Ferdinand^  the  fon  Portugal 
and^rother  of  their  kings  ?  One  would  have  imagined  that  even '  left  as  a 
a  meaner  vi<9im  would  not  have  been  offered,  fince  in  reality  '^^^J'^ 
ahoftage  is  rather  the  witnefs  of  a  contraft  than  an  equiva-  ondahanr 
lent  for  the  execution  of  it ;  fince  if  it  -was  otherwife,  no  man  ^«^^^^ 
would  become,  no  nation  Would acceptan  hoftage.  The  coun-  *^f^^ 
cil  of  P«r/«^tf/ determined  otherwifci  after  having  had  the  ad-  m^q^^

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.vice,  asitisfaid,  of  the  Pope;  but  it  was  agreed,  iheinter- 
ceiTion  of  many  princes  fliould  be  ufed,  and  large  (Urns  of 
money  offered  for  the  ranfom  of  Don  Ferdinand  i  :and  in  cafe 
the  infidels  continued  to  with-hold  him^  then  the  Pope  was  to 
publi(h  a  crufade  for  his  deliverance.  In  (hort,  his  liberty  was 
to  be  procured  in  any  way  except  by  the  refiitution  of  Ceuta, 
The  kings  of  Cajiile  and  Granada  interpofed  warmly  and  fin' 
cerely  -y  but  without  effeft.  The  Moors  would  never  part  with 
the  prince,  whom  they  had  received  as  a  pledge  of  the  faith 
of  Chriftians,  and  whom  they  retained  as  a  proof  how  well 
it  had  been  kept  ^  He  fupported  his  captivity  with  the  moft 
heroic  courage,  which  gained  him  the  efteem  and  admiration 
of  the  Moor 5 i  amongfi:  whom  he  remained  to  his  death.  He 
is  confidered  for  this  reafon  as  a  faint*  and  a  martyr  in  Portu- 
gal,  and  his  example  is  conunemorated  on  the  fifth  of  June  K 
How  much  foever  he  may  deferve  on  the  fcore  of  his  patience 
and  fufferings  for  other  people's  faults,  there  is  furely  very 
little  excufe  to  be  made  for  thofe  who  advifed,  or  irather  com- 
pelled the  king  to  abandon  him,  and  to  break  faith,  and  give  up 
a  brother,  rather  than  part  with  a  fortrefs  to  the  infidels,  which 
had  been  taken  from  them  by  the  valour  of  the  Portuguefe^ 
and  by  their  valour  no  doubt  might  have  been  recovered  again 
at  a  more  proper  time,  ' 

As  the  misfortunes  attending  this  unlucky  expedition  in- 
creafed  the  miferies  of  the  kingdom,  which  were  already  but 
too  great,  and  as  the  royal  revenue  had  never  recovered, 
notwithftanding  the,edi£t  of  the  late  king,  the  repeated  blows, 
given  it  by  his  liberality,  Edward  found  himfelf  under  a  necef- 
fity  of  taking  fome  ftrong  ftep  or  other  to  reftore  his  finances. 
Under  this  dilemma  he  applied  himfelf  ta  the  chancellor  Re* 
gras^  his  father's  covnfellor,  and  who  was  defervedly  famous 
for  his  inexhauftiblc  fund  of  expedients.  He  did  not  deceive 
his  confidence  upon  this  occafion ;  but  fuggetled  to  him  a 
method  which  anfwered  very  effectually  in  Portugal^  though  it 
may  be  very  juftly  doubted  whether  it  would  have  done  fo  any 
where  elfe.  He  engaged  the  king  to  declare,  that  in  a  con- 
verfation  he  had  with  his  father  upon  his  death -bed,  that  mo- 
Jiarch  informed  him  his  real  intention  in  all  his  grants  wa^i, 
that  lands  fhould  defcend  from  father  to  fon  as  a  reward  for 
paft,  and  an  encouragement  to  future  fervices  ;  but  that  the 
crown-lands'fliould  by  no  means  defcend  to  females.

reafonable  in  itfelf,  and  to  which  the  people  fubmitted  with- 
out murmuring ;  though  befides  the  many  inconveniencies  that  • 
attended  it,  and  the  heavy  lofies  fuftalned  by  individuals,  there  > 
was  a  precedent  introduced  big  with  confequences  beyond  the 
power  of  the  human  underftanding  to  conceive.  It  is  remark- 
able that  the  chancellor  Regras  himfelf,  whofe  eftate  was  de- 
rived from  the  bounty  of  his  mafter,  had  only  daughters,  but 
the  king  granted  him  a  difpenfatioh,  which,  though  very  ho- 
nourable in  him,  yet  whether  it  was  io  in  the  chancellor  we 
leaVe  it  to  the  reader  to  determine.  .To  accelerate  as  mucb 
as  poffible  the  filling  of  his  treafury  the  king  reduced  his  ex- 
pences  within  a  very  narrow  compafs ;  and  the  people,  moved 
by  his  example,  and  being  perfuaded  of  the  uprightnefs  of 
his  intentions,  fubmitted  patiently  to  a  refumption  which  no- 
thing but  neceiEty  could  juftify  ^  •Their  moderation  was  at- 
tended with  good  effeih* 

In  the  mean  time  vaft  preparations  were  making  by  land  UnexpeSed 
and  fea  for  carrying  on  the  war  againft  the  Moorsy  in  confe-'  anddeplor* 
quence  of  the  Pope's  bulls,  'and  of  the  fpirit  the  whole  natibn  able  death 
exprefled  to  leave  no  means  uneflayed  for  obtaining  thfe  liber-  rfkingYA-. 
ty  of  the  infant  Don  Ferdinand.  .  But  when  things  were  very'  ward,  cf 
far  advanced,  and  when  the  proper  meafures  had  been  taken  *^  t^^g^t^ 
for  aflembling  a  numerous  fleet  and  a  potent  army,  Providence 
interpofed,  and  over-turned  the  whole>  by  a  blow  fo  much 
the  more  affliding  as  it  was  altogether  unexpe<5led.     The 
plague  fiill  continued  at  Lisbon  and  in  the  country  adjacent. 
The  king,  to  avoid  the  infedlibn,  retired  into  EJlramadura^  , 
and   fixed  his  refidence  for  a  fhort  time  at  Tomar ;  where, 
upon  opening  a  letter,  he  was  fuddenly  feizcd  with  a  diftem- 
pei^  and  expired  the  ninth  o^  September ^  one  thoufand  four  hun- 
dred thirty-eight,  in  the  forty-feventh  year  of  his  age,  and 
when  he  had  reigned  five  years  and  almoft  a  month  (C).

The  Portuguefe 
KiAorians  are,  fome  of  them  at 
leaft>  of  another  opinion ;  they 
fay,  thejfw  declared  the  king's 
reign  would  be  but  ihort  in  point 
of  time,  but  that  it  would  ap- 
pear long  from  the  miferies  at- 
tending it,  and  intimate  that  it 
did  fo  (4).  We  fee  from  hence, 
that  an  appeal  to  fafls  is  not  al- 
ways decifive ;  and  as  to  the 
Jenjt/%^  prediction,  it  was  no 
fliore  than  a  guefs,  in  which  he 
had  an  even  chai^ce,  whether  he 
ihottld  be  right  or  wrong ;  and 
indeed  fomething  more,  fmce 
no  two  hiilorians  have  agreed 
in  their  fentiments  of  this  reign. 
After  all,  gucffing  is  not  fcience, 
and  if  the  principles  of  an  art 
are  not  capable  of  demonilra- 
tion,  as  thofe  of  aflrology  are 
not,  it  has  no  pretence  to  that 
title;  and  the  king's  condudl 
was  truly  commendable,  what- 
ever the  chara6ler  of  his  reign 
may  be  (5).  The  death  of 
John  king  of  Portugal  was  com- 
memorated in  England^  'as  a- 
knight  of  the  garter,  and  his 
ion  Edward  d^ti  in  his  ilead ; 


and  an  order  was  made  on  the 
eighth  of  May^  I435»  for  gar- 
ter king  at  arms  to  carry  him 
the  enfigns  of  that  order,  which 
was  not  executed,  however,  till 
the  year  following  (6).  This 
was  in  the  minority  of  Henry  the 
fixth,  who  was  one  degree  far- 
ther diftant  than  king  Ednuard 
from  their  commoii  ancefbr 
John  of  Gauntf  duke  of  Lancaf- 
ier.  However  authois  diiFer  as 
to  the  reprefcntation  oikingEd- 
tuard's  reign,  they  all  agree  in 
ipeaking  of  him  as  one  of  die 
wifeft  and  worthieft  monarchs  of 
that  age.  He  loved  fplendor 
and  magnificence,  but  he  con- 
fined this  to  proper  occaiions. 
He  was  fincerely  pious,  without 
bigotry,  aAd  the  moft  eloquent 
man  in  his  dominions.  If  he 
had  reigned  longer  he  would 
have  done  more ;  but  in  the  few 
years  he  did  r^iga,  he  was  the 
author  of  great  good  to  Porii^ 
galy  for  he  reduced  the  l^s 
within  compafs,  and  brought 
them  into  order.  He  made  a 
thorough  regulation  of  the  coin 
by  fixing  both  the  ftandard  and 
the  {pedes.  He  did  the  like 
with  regard  to  the  revenue,  fo 
that  the  ordinary  income  ex- 
ceeded confiderably  the  expence  j 
and  he  drew,  by  his  favour  and 
liberalities,  fome  of  the  moft 
eminent  perfoos  in  Europe  ^r 
knowledge  to  Idshon  (7).

He  was  elefted  into  the  moil 
noble  order  of  the  garter  Jfril 
the  twenty- fecond,  1417,  in  the 
fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  his 
coufin  Henry  the  fifth,  grand- 
fon  of  John  of  Gaunt,  by  the 
father's  fide,  as  our  duke  of  Co- 
imbra  was  by  .the  mother.

In  the 
afifembly  of  the  ftates,  held  foon 
after  the  unfortunate  defeat  at 
Tangier^  the  infants  Don  Pedro 
and  Don  Juan  declared  clearly 
and  loudly,  that  Ceuta  Ought  to 
be  given  up  rather  than  their 
brother  Don  Ferdinand  made  a 
viftim,  with  which  the  com- 
mons were  fo  moved  that  they 
^concurred  with  him  ;  and  if  the 
archbilhop  of  Braga  had  not 
made  it  a  pcnnt  of  religion  to 
preferve  a  fortrefe  rather  than 
the  life  of  any  fingle  man,  it 
had  been  carried  (^).  It  is  af- 
firmed by  fome  writers,  that 
Don  Pedro  was  very  ambitious, 
which,  however,  the  beft  autho- 
rities deny ;  and  indeed  the  ac- 
tions of  the  better  part  of  his 
life  feem  to  contradidib  it.  He 
took  but  one  officious  ftep  after 
Jhis  brother's  death,  and  that  was 
in  fvyearing  himfelf,  and  oblig- 
ing the  nobility  to  fw^ear  homage 
to  the  infant  Don  Ferdinand,  in 
cafe  his  brother  Don  Jionfi 
fhould  die  without  iflue.  At 
the  time  it  was  done,  this  was 
thought  to  be  a  very  difintereft-

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that  it  was  not  in  his  power,  but  that  he  had  all  the  ;"efpefl; 
and  veneration  for   the  queen  imaginable;    that  be  even 
doubted  vrfiether  her  return  into  Portugal  would  be  at'all  for 
her  intereft,  but  that  he  would  take  care  to  pay  her  regularly 
her  dowry  \    This  poor  princiefs,  breathing  nothing  but  ven- 
j    geance,  laboured  to  perfuade  the  king  of  CaJiiU  to  decliarc 
'    war  againft  Portugal^    affuring  him    it  would    throw  that 
(   kingdom  into  the  utmoft  conmfion ;    and  in  order  to  pre- 
;    vent  expence  from  being  any  bar  to  this  projefl,  £he  and 
I   thofe  who  retired  with  her  gave  him  all  the  money,  jewels, 
!   and  cffefts.  they  had  brought  with  them,  which  he  very  rea- 
dily received,  without  making  the  return  that  flie  expe£led  "• 
'   In  this  difmal  and  diftrefled  condition,  without  means  of  fup- 
porting  herfelf  in  the  manner  (he  had  hitherto  done,  flie  at 
length  took  a  fliort  turn,  and  wrote  to  the  Regent,  giving  hioi 
■  a  plain  and  fincere  account  of  the  meafures  (he  had  purfued, 
and  of  the  cirCumftances  to  which  flie  was  reduced,  befeech* 
'  iflg  hirti  to  let  her  come  and  live  in  Portugal^  in  any  man- 
ner he  judged  expedient,  and  bitterly  bewailing  that  flie  had 
been  the  dupe  of  thofe  who  envied  the  juft  credit  of  fo  great 
and  good  a  man.     But  before  the  regent  had  time  to  exprefe     A.  D. 
'  what  his  compaflion  would  have  naturally  dictated,  death,      1445. 
affifted  as  is  fuppoled  by  Don  Alvcxro  de  Luna^  put  a  period  to 
the  poor  queen's  troubles  ;    for  that  ambitious  minifter  per- 
I  ceiving  that  Donna  Maria^  queen  of  CaJliUy  and  this  prin- 
ccfs,  had  great   influence  over  ,the  king,  and   were   by  no 
means  difpofed  to  be  his  creatures,  judged  it  proper  to  remove 
them  out  of  the  way,  that  he  might  have  no  competitors  in 
his  mafter's  favour  ^      The  regent  having  obtained  a  bull 
from  the  Pope,  wtiich  confirmed  the  reparation  of  the  orders 
of  St.  James  and  AvU  from  the  order  of  Calatrava  in  CaftiU^ 
publiflied  it  to  the  great  fatisfaclion  of  the  Portugueje  na- 
tion *=. 

The  fteadinefsof  the  regent's  admlniftration  ;  the  attach"  Theeofifta^ 
ment  of  the  beft  part  of  the  nobility  to  him  ;    and  his  enjoy-  hleefVox^ 
ing,  in  fo  abfolute  a  degree,  the  confidence  of  the  people,  not  tugaly*»f 
only  fecured  the  interior  tranquility  of  the  ftate,  but  raifed  '^'th  a 
the  credit  likewife  of  the  crown  of  Portugal  to  a  very  great  ^^dy  of 
height  in  the  fentiments  of  its  neighbours.     Tliis  appeared  by  troops^  int9 
the  king  of  Cajlih^s  demanding  fuccours,  which  were  {bnt  un-  Caftile.

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der  the  command  of  the  conftable  of  Portugal^  Don  Pedro^ 
fon  to  the  regent,  whom  his  father  had  raifed  to  that  employ- 
ment ^^  upon  the  death  of  his  brother  the  infant  Don  John. 
Thefe  fuccours,  though  they  did  not  arrive  till  the  war  was 
over  in  which  they  were  to  have  been  employed,  were  receiv- 
ed with  all  poffible  tefiimonies  of  kindnefs  and  refpc6l  \  more 
efpeciallyby  the  all-powerful  favourite  Don  yf/y^re  de  Luna, 
who  concluded  with  Don  PedrOy  in  his  matter's  name,  a  marri- 
age between  him  and  Donna  Ifabella^^  daughter  to  the  infant  Don 
Juan  of  Portugal,  with  whom  he  had  always  a  private  corre- 
fpondence*.  He  did  this,  howevef,  not  only  without  the  confent, 
but  without  fo  much  as  confulting  his  matter,  whofe  inclinations 
,  carried  him  another  way,  and  who,  tho'  he  had  not  fpirit  enough 
to  refufe  this  wife  from  his  minifter's  hands,  refolved  ndtwith- 
ftanding  to  take  his  life  for  this  afl  of  prefumption  :    what  is 
more  extraordinary,  this  queen  concurred  in  the  meafure;  and 
not  only  excited  the  king  to  execute,  but  alfo  contrived  the 
manner  of  carrying  it  into  execution  ^    Upon  the  report  of 
this  marriage  by  the  conttable  to  his  father  on  his  return,  it  was 
confirmed,  though  not  celebrated  till  after  the  king  came  to 
age;  as  it  was  on  all  hands  allowed,  that  this  alliance  might 
be  very  beneficial  to. Portugal,  and  prove  an  efFedual  means 
of  burying  in  oblivion  the  old  fources  of  difputes  and  dif- 
contents  that  had  fubfifted  between  the  two  nations,  and  pro- 
duced a  radicated  averfion  between  them,  which  was  equally 
fatal  to  both  :    but  experience  fhewed  that,  thou|.h  fpccious, 
this  reafoning  was  far  enough  from  being  concluuve. 
Methods  In  the  courfe  of  his  regency  the  duke  of  Coimbra  had  made

Upon  hisfirft  reconciliajtion  with  his  brother 
Ernies!  ^^"  ^lonfo,  count  of  Barceks,  he  confented,  that  the  arch- 
bilhop  of  Lisbon  (hould  have  leave  to  return  into  the  king- 
dom, who  had  fled  to  Romey  on  account  of  the  Ihare  he  had

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'n  the  fJrft  difturbances,  and  who  had  been  purfucd  thither  by 
^he  clamours  of  the  people  againft  his  morals,  ^hich  it  feems 
were  notvery,edifying«.  On  the  death  of  Don  Gorffales,  lord  of 
Braganfa^  he  procured  it,  with  the  title  of  duke,  for  his  brother 
DonJionJiy  as  a  mark  of  the  fmcerity  of  their  reconcili- 
ation on  his  fide  \  But  the  new  duke  confidered  it  rather 
as  a  mark  of  his  a^folute  authority,  and  hated  him  heartily, 
not  for  the  fake  of  the  gift,  for  that  was  very  acceptable,  but 
for  having  the  power  to  give;  which,  with  the  advice  of  the 
archbifliop,  and  of  his  own  fon  the  count  de  Ourem,  who, 
under  the  fpecious  pretence  of  the  warmeft  friend,  was  the 
moft  determined  foe  the  regent  had,  he  refblved  to  wrefi  out 
of  his  hand,  as  foon  as  a  Uvourable  opportunity  offered ;  and 
for  this  purpofe  began  to  cabal  with  fome  of  the  young 
lords,  who  were  about  the  king*s  perfon,  ahd  were'  the  com- 
panions of  his  exercifes  and  diverfions,  to  whom  he  repre- 
fented  the  regent  as  a  man  of  very  fevere  morals,  and  who  ^ 
would  never  permit  them  to  receive  thofe  rewards  for  their 
fen^ices,  which  otherwife  they  might  eafily  have  obtained 
through  the  king's  favour.  In  this  fituation  the  court  flood 
when  the  king  drew  nigh  the  age  of  fourteen  ;  at  which  time 
be  was  to  become  major,  according  to  the  law,  or  at  lead  cuf- 
torn  oiPortugaL 

ALO  NS  O  the  fifth,  afterwards,  for  his  heroic  exploits,  q„  ^v  «/ 
juftly  firnamed  the  African^  was  at  this  time  the  fined  youth  fuming  th 
of  his  age  in  VortugaL     The  regent  knew  the  value  of  a  gvuern- 
good  education,  and  the  method  in  which  he  had  received  it  j  ment  into 
he  was  therefore  affiduous  from  the  very  beginning  in  procur-  his  cwn 
ing  this  advantage  for  his  nephew.     He  (hewed  him  that  pride  hands^  tbr 
was  a  very  indifferent  fhield  to  cover  ignorance;    and  that,  i^^g  ^^ 
to  merit  the  refpeS  and  deference  due  to  a  king,  he  muft  ac-  ^^^  ™ 
quire  thofe  qualities  that  ought  to  adorn  a  throne;  and  that  ^^^'^^^ 
modefty  and  affability  would  fet  a  luftre  upon  thefe,  which    ^'^f  ^* 
oftentation  and  ceremony  could  never  beftow  ^    In  the  cortes, 
or  parliament  affembled  for  that  purpofe,    the  regent  laid 
down  his  office,  and  rendered  an  account  of  the  manner  in 
which  he  had  executed  it,  defiring  the  king  and  people's  par- 
don for  any  errors  of  which  he  might  be  guilty.     Don  AliTifo     A.  D. 
behaved  upon  this  occafion  in  a  manner  fo  compofed,  fo  gen-      1446* 
tie,  and  yet  fo  manly,  that  it  charmed  all  his  fubjedb.    He 
granted  Don  Pedro  all  he  asked :  the  cortes  entirely  approved 
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lib  adniiniflration»  and  gave  their  tonfent  to  the  king's  mar- 
riage  with  Donna  Ifabella^  the  regent's  daughter,  which  was 
now  celebrated,  and  to  the  requelc  which  the  king  made  his 
father-in  law,  that  he  would  continue  to  affift  him  with  his 
advice.  This  was  certainly  highly  jeaibnable  ;  and  the  duke 
of  Coimbra  governed  for  about  two  years  in  the  fame  manner, 
and  with  very  near  the  fame  degree  of  power  as  while  the 
adminifiration  remained  in  his  bands  with  the  title  of  re* 
gent^

His  enemies,  however,  at  the  head  of  whom  wa9  his  own 
brother,  the  duke  of  Braganfa^  with  .the  archbifltop  of  Lisbon^ 
continued  their  initduous  pradices  witlr  indefetigable  aiBduity. 
They  turned  the  gravity  and  ferioua  difcourfes  of  Don  Pedro 
into  ridicule  :  they  grounded  malicious  fufpicions  on  the  high 
refpeiSk  paid  him  by  the  magiftrates  otLision^  and  other  great 
cities ;  and  they  brought  moft  of  the  king's  favourites  to  (peak 
the  fame  language.  When  they  found  that  the  king  had  no 
longer  that  awe  and  reipe£l  which  he  had  formerly  expre&d 
for  his  uncle,  they,  went  a  little  farther,  and  flattering  the 
king's  parts^,  iniinuated  it  was  high  time  he  fhould  govern  his 
own  dominions,  and  let  his  fubje<Sls  fee  that  there  was  ibmebody 
in  them  greater  than  the  duke  of  Coimbra.  At  length  they 
boldly  afTerted,  that  he  had  been  guilty  of  flagrant  mal-admini- 
ftration  during  his  regency;  that  his  ambition  was  exorbi- 
tant ;  and  that  the  king  could  enjoy  only  the  empty  title  of 
fovereignty  while  he  was  about  his  perfon.  The  king  liflened 
to  thefe  ftories,  and  in  proportion  as  he  guve  credit  to  them, 
withdrew  his  favour  and  countenance  from  the  duke  of  C0^;ff': 
bra.  But  it  has  been  doubted  whether  he  could  have  beeiv 
prevailed  upon  to  remove  him,  if  the  duke,  di^gufled  with 
fuch  treatment,  had  not  ref^lved  to  withdraw  of  himfelf,  and 
with  great  humility  defired  the  king's  leave.  This  Don  Jhnfi 
readily  gave  him,  and  his  back  was  no  fooner  turned  than  his 
enemies  very  bpldly  brought  out  their  whole  charge^  affirm* 
ing^  th^t  he  had  poijbned  his  brother  king  Edward^  queen 
Leonaroy  and  the  infant  Don  Juan  ^  This  ama2ed  all,  but 
perfuaded  very  few.  The  infant  Don  Henry^  duke  of  Vifeu^ 
came  from  his  own  town  ofSagrtx^  to  juftify  his  brother  j  but 
his  mouth  was  foon  flopped,  by  turning  the  fame  charge  upon 
bim  "*-  The  principal  nobility  adhered  fteadily  to  Don  Pe^ 
dro  ;  and  Don  Ferdinand^  governor  of  Ceuta^  the  fecond  fan 
of  the  duke  of  Bragan^Oy  came  over  from  thence  to  defend 
his  uncle  againft  his  father ;  but  the  moft  extraordinary  cir- 
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cumilatice  attending  this  profecution  was  the  behaviour  of 
Don  Ahkirp  de  Abnada^  count  of  Ahranch$s^  efteemed  the 
braveft  knight  of  his  time.  He  came  into  the  king's  council 
compleatly  armed,  with  his  robe  thrown  over  him,  and  after 
making  a  ihort  fpeech  in  defence  of  the  regency,  he  ftood 
up,  and  faid,  <<  If  any  man  (ball  pfefume  to  affirm  that  Don 
*•  Pedro^  duke  o^Coimbra^  is  not  a  loyal  fervant  to  his  prince^ 
^*  and  a  friend  to  his  country,  I  am  ready  at  the  fword's  point 
**  to  prove  that  man  a  liar  and  a  traitor.*'  The  courtiers 
faid,  this  was  infiiltir^  the  king  ;  but  the  king  himfelf  faid, 
thatDon  Atuaro  had  tehaved  like  a  true  knight  and  a  man  of 
honour  ». 

It  was  the  great  point  of  the  court,  though  certainly  not  of  CompeUei 
die  king,  from  this  period  to  drive  the  duke  of  Coimhra  Into  ^  take  wf 
a  rebellion.     The  firft  ftep  taken  was  to  forbid  all  the  king's  ^mjniit 
<ubje<as  by  an  edi<a  to  have  any  correfpondehce  with  him ;  ^"^^  ^^' 
which  produced  no  odier  effc<ft- than  inducing  the  count  A  ^''^^»  **^ 
Abrancbes,  and  fome  other  friends  of  his  to'go  and  join  him.    A-^?  ^^ 
mcflage  was  then  fent  to  require  all  their  arms :   to  which  the  /^'\  '* 
duke  anfweced,  they  were  neccfiary  to  him  and  his  friends  for 
their  defence  againft  their  enemies,  and  could  be  of  no  ufe  to 
the  king,  who  had  none  ^.    The  queen  interpofed  as  far  as  (he 
could  in  favour  of  her  father ;  and  at  length  prevailed  upon 
him^to  promife,  that  if  the  duke  of  C&imbra  would  write  him  a 
letter,  and  acknowledge  his  faults,  he  was  willing  to  pardon 
thenu     The  duke  being  informed  of  this,  wrote  one  letter  to 
^be  king,  and  another  to  the  queen.    In  that  he  told  her  he 
had  out  of  complaifance  to  her  wrote  fuch  a  letter  as  (he  de- 
fired,  which  (be  was  fo  imprudent  as  to  (hew  the  king,  who 
tore  the  letter  addrefTed  to  himfelf  without  reading  it ;  adding, 
that  -ftncc  he  wrote  it  only  in  complaifance  to  her,  he  re- 
traced has  promife  p.    He  was  then  commanded  to  come  to 
-court  upon  his  allegiance.    By'  the  advice  of  the  counts 
'Jbranchis  he  took  with  him  an«  efcort^  of  a  thouiand  bor(e 
and  five  hundfed  foot.     In  his  paiTage  he  was  proclaimed  a  ., 

tebel,  and  foon  after  furrounded  by  the  kinj^'s  troops.  The  A.  D. 
4ake  feized  an  advantageous  poft,  and  fortified  it  as  well  as  it  1449^ 
was  poffible.  The  king  then  publifbed  a  proclamation  re- 
quiring all  men  to  defert  him,  on  pain  of  being  pun}(hed  as 
traitors  ;  but  not  a  man  quitted  him  :  on  the  contrary,  many 
of  the  king's  troops  withdrew,  and  fome  went  to  die  with  the 
duke  of  Coimbra.    The  next  day  he  was  attacked  in  his  in- 
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t/enchments,  and  in  the  heat  of  the  a&ion  killed  with  an 
arrow  'i.    The  count  de  Abrancbes  continued  the  fight,  and 
refufing  quarter,  was  likewife  killed,  with  fevcral  other  per- 
fons  of  diftin&ion  ^  The  king  carried  hi$  refentoient  fo  high, 
that  he  forbid  their  bodies  to  be  buried  ;    in  confequence  of 
which  they  lay  three  days  on  the  field  of  battle,  and  then  the 
peafants  carried  away  the  duke  privatelyt  and  buried  him  in  an 
obfcure  village  '•     His  virtue,  bated  in  courts,  was  adored  by 
the  uncorrupt  part  of  his  countrymen. 
Don  Alon-      The  king  Don  Ahnfo  returned  in  triumph  to  Lisbon^  where 
fo  doesjuf"  the  implacable  enemies  of  the  duke  of  Coimbra  vented  their 
tice  to  bis    refentment,  not  only  upon  all  that  had  been  in  arms  with,  but 
fhemmy^      on  tbofe  alio  who  had  ihewn  any  afFefiion  for  him.    Hisfoa 
and  caufes  Don  Diego^  and  many  more,  were  kept  in  prifon  ;   his  eldeft 
bis  body  to  fon  Don  Pedro  retired  into  Cajiile%   feveral  were. put  to  the 
be  /»/<r-     torture,  and  interrogated  as  to.  the  duke's  treafon,  but  to  no 
redattbe    purpofe ;    all  his  papers  likewife  fell  into  the  king's  hands, 
Tb     Ih    ^^  *^®  8*^^  ^^^^  ligh^j  not  5°to  any  confpiracy,  but  into 
^Jjatai  a.  ^  jy^uij^ude  of  defigns  he  had  formed  for  the  fervLc'c  of  the 
king  and  of  the  nation '".    A  manifefto,  drawn  up  by  his  ene- 
mies, was  fent  in  the  king's  name  to  Pope  Nicholas  the  fifth, 
who  treated  it  without  ceremony  as  a  heap  of  falfehoods,  and 
threatened  to  excommunicate  thofe  who  had  denied  him  bu- 
rial ".    The  duke  of  Burgundy^  who  was  the  king's  uncle, 
demanded  Don  Pedro  ^  boly ;  and  that  his  children  might 
have  leave  to  retire  into  his  dominions.    Thefe  applications 
put  the  king  much  out  of  humour  ^.     He  ordered  hisun^ 
cle's  corps  to  be  taken  up,  and  carried  to  the  caftle  ofJbroH* 
tes ;  fiopt  all  profecutions  \  and  foon  after,  upon  mature  deli- 
beration, declared  all  the  noblemen  and  gentlemen,  who  had 
^^  p.     adhered  to  the  late  duke  of  Coimbra^  his  loyal  fubjedls.    Oo 
1 450.     the  death  of  the  infant  Don  Juan^  who  had  been  acknowledged 
his  heir  apparent,  he  ordered  the  body  of  the  duke  of  CoiiUri 
to  be  tranfported,  with  great  pomp  from  the  caftle  oi  Abrm* 
tes^  to  the  monaftery  of  Batalba  p,  where  it  was  interred  in 
the  toipb,  which,  as  we  have  obferved  in  the  notes,  he  had 
caufed  to  be  eredled  for  hixnfelf,  though  fome  writers  bfi 
this  was  not  done  till  fome  years  after. 
tbeprin-       SoME   alteration  was  made  in  the  fitUation  of  things  at 
^e/s  Donna  the  court  of  Portugal^  by  the  marriage  of  the  infanta  Donna 
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Leonora  to  the  emperor  Frederic  the  third.    She  pafled  the  fea  Joanna 
to  Italy y  accompanied  by  fome  perfons  of  the  fird  quality,  and  married  to 
the  ceremony  of  her  marriage  was  performed  by  the  Pope  A?«  Hen- 
jhimfelf  *i.    Don  Jl&nfo  was  very  defirous  of  undertaking  fome  ^l^-king 
expedition  of  importance  againft  the  Moors  of  Barbary;    and  e/^^aftilc 
till   things  were  ripe  for  this  purpofe,   fupported  the  mea-  ^»^Leon. 
fures  of  his  uncle  the  infant  Don  Henry,  for  difcovering  the 
coaft  of  Guinea^  from  whence  they  already  began  to  import 
gold   in  confiderable  quantities.     This  induced  the  CajUlians 
to'grow  jealous  ;  and  thereupon  Don  Juan  fent  an  ambaily  to 
LisboHy  alledging  that  he  had  fome  right  to  thefe  difcoveries, 
and   threateomg  to  iupport  that  right  by  force,  in  cafe  the 
Portugueje  fleet  proceeded.     Don  AUnfo  anfwered  with  great     A.  D, 
moderation,  that  as^  he  never  heard  of  thofe  rights  before,  it      145  3  • 
ivas  not  at  all  ftrange  that  he  had  not  rcfpeSed  them  ;    but 
that  he  was  very  willing  to  enter  into  the  difcuiHon  of  then^ 
whenever  the  king  of  Qafi'tle  pleafcd  '.    But  Don  Juan  dying, 
this  aflfair  was  attended  with  no  great  confequences.    His 
fucceflbr,  Don  Henry  the  fourth,  in  the  very  firft  year  of  his 
reign,   fent  an  agent  of  his  privately  into  Portugal^  to  nego- 
tiate a  marriage  with  the  infanta  Donna  Joanna  *,  the  king 
Don  Alonfo\  fiftcr,  which  was  fpeedily  and  fecretly  concluded, 
notwithflanding  the  king  and  his  fifter  were  both  well  ac- 

Juainted  with  the  ufage  the  princefs  Blanch  of  Navarre j  his 
rft  wife,  had  received,  and  the  flrong  fufpicions  there  were 
of  his  impotence.  Some  months  after  the  infar)ta,  attended 
and  accompanied  in  a  manner  fuitable  to  her  birth,  took  her 
journey  into  Gajiile^  which  proved  equally  unfortunate  to  her- 
felf,  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  Cajiile  and  Portugal^  On  the 
third  of  May^  the  queen  Donna  Ifabella  was  delivered  of  a  fbn, 
who  was  baptized  in  the  cathedfral  church  of  i/j^^«  by  the 
name  o^John  '*.  The  joy  which  this  occafioned  was  equally 
fincere  in  the  king  and  his  fubjedls. 

The  infant  Don  Ferdinand^  brother  ^o  the  king,  is  by  the  Death  of' 
Portuguefe  h'lAorhm  faid  to  have  ftolen  oyer  to  Ceuta^  vrhh  aueen  Ifa- 
an  intention  to  have  diftinguifhed  himfelf  in  fome  expedition  bella  of 
againrt  the  Moors  \    but  his -brother  fufpefling  that  there  was  Portugal, 
in  this  a  tindtureof  difcontent,  as  hitherto' no  provifion  had  notwith^

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been  made  for  him,  fent  him  orders  to  return,  !wbk:h  be 
obeyed  with  fuch  alacrity,  that  the  king  gave  him  a  noUe 
appenage.  But  we  are  elfewhere  told,  that  the  king  i^ 
pointed  him  to  command  a  fleet  and  army  $  but  that  the  lat* 
ter  being  infeded  with  the  plague  at  CeutHy  occafioned  hb 
hafty  return,  without  performing  any  thing  oi  importance  '. 
On  the  fccond  o^  December  died  the  queen  eS  Portugal '^  at 
Etora^  of  a  {hort  illneis,  not  without  very  ftrong  fufptcions 
of  poifon ;  fpr  the  enemies  of  her  father,  perceiving  the  a£> 
cendeocy  (he  had  gained  over  the  king,  and  fesaing  that  af- 
ter procuring  the  reftitution  of  his  honour,  (he  might  incline 
to  revenge  his  ill  ufage  on  the  authors  of  his  mislbrtime^, 
thought  this  the  (hoheft  method  to  rid  themfehrcs  of  their"^ 
fears.  The  whole  nation  exprefled  their  aSedion  for  her  by 
a  general  mourning,  and  by  as  general  execrations  agatnft 
thofe  they  took  to  be  the  authors  pf  her  death ;  and  the  king 
gave  the  cleared  proof  of  the  fincerity  of  his  paffion,  by  his  never 
having  afterwards  any  commerce  with  the  fex.  He  caufed  her 
body  to  be  interred,  with  all  \^{Sble  folemnity,  near  that  of  htf 
father ;  and  at  the  fame  time  caufed  the  corpfe  of  his  mother 
Donno  Leonora  to  be  removed  out  of  CqftHe^  and  to  be  inter- 
red likewife  in  the  church  of  the  royal  abby  of  Batalba  ^ 
Such' were  the  melancholy  events  of  this  year. 

As  the  ftate  of  affairs  in  CaJiiU  was  very  unfettled,  queen 
Joanna  earnefily  preifed  the  king  Don  Henry^  her  husband, 
to  an  interview  with  her  brother,  to  whiish  Don  Jlonfo  i£ 
ivitb  fuc'  Portugal  very  willingly  xonfented,  as  a  means  of  di/Iipating 
cefs  ugainft  the  concern  he  was  under  for  the  lofs  of  the  queen  *.  Im 
tbeJAooTs  the  fpring  of  the  year  the  two  kings.  With  their  refpeflive 
courts,  met  on  the  frontiers,  from  whence  they  proceeded  toB/h 
dapzywhert  they  feafted  three  days,  at  the  cxpence  of  the  king 
oi'Cajaiei  and  then  repaired  to  Telves^  where  they  were  fcafted 
for  the  like  fpaee  of  time  by  the  king.of  Portugal^*  The  queen 
of  Cajlile  at  this  junflure  introduced  Don  Pedr^  of  VortvgaU 
ckleft  fon  to  the  duke  of  Coimbray  to  her  brother,  who  received 
him  with  great  teftimonies  of  aiFe£lion  and  efteem,  reftored 
him  to  his  honours,  employments,  and  eftates,  and  carried 
him  back  with  him  to  Liibon  ^.  Pope  Calixtus  the  fccond 
having  publiftied  a  crufade  againft  the  Turks,  Don  Alonfo  very 
readily  confented  to  the  equipment  of  a  very  large  fquadron,

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With  a  numerous  corps  of  troops  on  board,  which  he  aflually 
fent  to  the  affiftance  of  the  Chriftians  ;  but  the  civil  wars  in 
hdy  firft,  and  next  the  death  of  the  Pope,  rendered  that  mi- 
litary fcheme  abortive  *=.  It  is  faid,  that  the  coin  ftill  current 
in  PcHugal  under  the  denomination  of  cruzadocs,  were  ori- 
ginally ftruck  upon  this  occafion,  and  were  made  of  the 
gold  they  received  from  Guinea.    The  king  having  been  at  a  / 

great  cxpence  in  making  thefe  preparations,  and  being  of  a  very 
warm  and  aftive  dH[>ofition,  "refdlvcd  to  turn  his  arms  againft 
the  Moors  in  Barbary  :    to  which  he  was  encouraged  by  hb 
uncle  the  infant  Don  Henry ^  grand-mafter  of  the  order  of 
Chrift,  who  promifed  to  attend  him  with  a  good  fquadron  of 
his  own,  and  he  was  I  ike  wife  accompanied  by  his  brother, 
and  moft  of  the  young  nobility  in  his  kingdom.     This  fleet 
and  army  confifted  of  about  two  hundred  fail,  and  twenty 
tlioufand  men  ;  and  the  beft  part  of  the  latter  being  fafely  de- 
barked on  the  coaft  of  Africa^  Don  Alonfo  befieged  Aica^er^^ 
and  took  it  without  any  difficulty,  into  which  he  put  a  ftrong 
garrifon   under  the  comma;nd   of  Don  Edward  de  Menefesi 
who,  within  a  fhort  time  after  the  return  of  the  Chriftian  army,      .    ^ 
found  himfclf  befieged  by  the  king  of  -FVz  ;    but  he  defended      ,  *  q' 
himfelf  with  fiich  refolution,  that  the  Moors  were  at  length       ^^^* 
obliged  to  raife  the  fiege.    This  did  not  hinder  their  attempt- 
ing it  a  fecond  and  a  third  time,  in  which  laft  fiege  they  were 
very  near  prevailing, .  if  a  ftrong  reinforcement  from  Portugal 
hod  not  happily  arrived,  and  got  fafely  into  the  place.    With      a.  D, 
this  reittforcemeht  came  the  king's  order  to  Don  Edward  de      1460. 
Menefes^  to  return  to  Portugal^  where  he  was  received  with  all  *• 

poffible  marks  of  honour,  and  the  king,  as  a  reward  of  his 
fervices,  created  him  count  of  Vtana  *. 

This  fucCefs  in  Africa  excited  an  extraordinary  joy  in  the  y^^  deaths 
Portuguefe  nation,  which,  however,  was  quickly  alloyed  by  of  the  count 
the  death  of  feveral  princes  of  the  blood.  Of  thefe  the  firft  ^Ourem, 
was  Don  Alonfa  count  of  Ourem^  a  man  of  great  art,  but  the  infant 
withal  of  great  abilities,  and  who  had  been  long  elleemed  the  Don  Hen- 
greatcft  ftateftoan  in  that  country.  He  was  quickly  followed  by  ry^andthi 
lib  uncle  and  the  king^s,  Don  Henry  duke  of  Vifeo  ^  (E).  In  a  ^^  rf

difHcultles  about  the  time  of  his 
birth  ;  and  the  manner  of  writ- 
ing his  title  has  created  great 
confuiion.  The  proper  name 
of  the  city  ii  Vifeu  or  Vifeo,  in 
Latin  Vifontium,  iituated  in  the 
middle  of  the  province  of  Beira ; 
,  but  by  the  fimilarity  of  letters, 
more  efpeciaJIy  in  old  hands, 
we  find  It  commonly  written  in 
our  records  Vifen.  It  is  not 
eafy  to  know  at  what  time  he 
was  eledled  knight  of  the  gar- 
ter ;  but  it  is  moil  likely  to  have 
been  in  the  twenty-firil  oi Henry 
the  fixth  ;  for  at  that  time  there 
wfls  an  order  made  for  carrying 
the  cniigns  to  lynfranc  de  Hen* 
ryche^  uncle  to  the  king  of  Tor- 
tugal  (8).  Now  this  it  feems 
iignifies  the  infant  Don  Henry ^ 
who  was  brother  to  king  Ed^ 
nvnrdy  and  uncle  to  Jlonfo  the 
fifth,  who  was  at  that  time 
king.  By  the  fame  llrange  way 
of  wrifing,  we  find  ^enehurgh 
or  ^imbrey  for  Conimord  or  Co- 
imbra,  which  fliews  how  much 
better  it  would  be  to  have  re- 
cords of  this  kind  kept  in  La- 
dn  (9).  There  is  no  doubt  that 
Mx.Anftisy  who  wrote  the  life 
of  this  prince,  has  corredled  a 
great  many  miilakcs  in  his  pre- 
deceflbrs  ;  but  ^t  is  like  wife 
true  that  he  has  made  fome  of 
his  own  :  for  inilance,  he  fays 
that  for  fome  time  he  fixed  his 
rcfidence  at  Cape  St,  Vincent y  and 


that  he  afterwards  removed  to 
the  cape  dtSagra^  in  Algawe  (i). 
But  the  truth  is,  that  he  never 
removed  at  all.  He  founded 
the  town  of  Sagrez,  as  we  have 
fhewn  in  the  hiftory,  which 
(lands  a  very  few  miles  from 
Cafe  St,  Vincenty  in  the  king- 
dom of  Jlgarvey  and  made  it 
one  of  the  fineft  ports  and  beft 
fortified  places  in  the  kingdom, 
the  navigation  of  .thofe  dmes 
coniidered  (2).  He  was  cer- 
tainly not  only  one  of  the  great- 
eft  men  of  his  time  in  Portugal^ 
but  one  of  the  greateft  men  diat 
any  country  or  any  age  ever 
produced,  which,  tho'  it  may 
leem  to  rife  very  high,  is  fo  far 
from  exceeding,  that  it  really 
falls  fhort  of  his  merit;  for 
whatever  difference  there  may 
be  between  the  ftate  of  Eurpp 
now,  and  the  time  in  which  he 
fiourilhed,  whatever  advantages 
have  refultcd  from  the  difcovery 
of  the  beft  part  ofJfricay  of  die 
Eaftlndiesy  Jlnd  of  the  Wefii 
nay,  whatever  fhall  refult  from 
them,  to  the  very  end  of  time, 
is  ftridly  due  to  the  genius  and 
labours  of  this  prince,  unkfs 
we  are  inclined  to  ttftr  part  to 
his  father,  king  Jobn^  who  ob- 
(ervlng  that  his  inclinaHons 
were  entirely  turned  to  mathe- 
matical ftudies,  encouraged  and 
gave  him  proper  mafters  in  his 
youth;   and  as  he  grew  up  be-

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and  who  would  have  been  ftill  much  greater  if  in  the  begin- 
ning his  greatnefs  had  not  been  founded  in  the  favour  of  the 
regent  Don  Pedro^  his  brother,  and  when  he  qould  oblige  him 
no  longer  carried  to  a  greatef  height  by  his  fall  (F).    A  cir-

flowed  upon  him  fuch  appoint- 
ments as  enabled  him  to  carxy 
his  fpeculaticns   into  pra(flice. 
We  have  (hewn  clfewhere  what 
the  particular  fearches,  difcove- 
ries,   and   conqucfts  were  that 
this  prince  made  at  his  own  ex- 
pence  {3).     We   have  likewiie 
4hewn  in  th^  hiftory  what  his 
coftduft  was  with  rcfpedt  to  the 
public    tranfadions    in    Portu- 
gal (4.)  ;  and  (hall  therefore  only 
add  here,  that  he  was  not  only 
a  praftical  difcoverer,    by  the 
expeditions  defrayed  out  of  his 
purfe,  but  that  he  was  really  the 
author  of  that  fpirit  of  difcove-  • 
ry,  by  which  fo  much  has  been 
done  fmc^.     He  had  very  jull 
notions  of  the  flruclure  of  the 
globe:    he  fuggefted  the  great 
ufe   of  longitude  and  latitude 
in  failing,  and  how  thefe  were 
to  be^  afcertained  by  agronomi- 
cal  obfervations  :      he   was    a 
freat  mailer  in  the  art  of  fhip- 
uilding  :     he  had  very   clear 
ideas   of  the  beneficial   confe- 
quences  that  would  attend   the 
increafe  of  navigation,  eftablifh- 
i  ment  of  colonies,  and  extend- 
ing foreign  commerce  ;   and  he 
propagated  thcfe  fo  effeflually 
among  his  difciplcs,  .  that  tho* 
ignorance  and  fuperftition  made 
many  efforts  to  ftifle  this  fpirit, 
yet  it  w.  s  without  eife£l,  and 
his  own   country  was   the  firft 
that  reaped  the  profit  of  his  in- 


cftimable  talents.  The  time  of  , 
his  death  is  far  from  being  cer- 
tain. We  place  it  here  in.com- 
Eliance  to  great  authorities  (5) ; 
ut  it  is  proper  to  acquaint  the 
reader  we  are  not  fatisfied  with 
thofe  authorities.  If  he  was 
fixty-ieven  years  of  age,  he  did 
not  die  eitner  this  year  or  the 
next  (6) ;  for  then  he  mull  have 
been  older  than  his  brother  Don 
Pcdroy  which  he  certainly  was 
not.v  Mr.  JnJIis  blames  Dr.  Hsy- 
I'm  for  placing  his  death  in 
1465  (7),  and  he  gives  a  very 
good  realbn  /or  it,  becaufe  the 
lord  buras  was  placed  in  his 
flail  of  the  garter  before  that 
time  (8) ;  but  here  again  we  arc 
pretty  much  in  the  dark,  iince 
we  know  not  exactly  when  that 
lord  was  chofen.  An  author  of 
great  credit  places  his  death  ia 
1463,  and  if  he  was  fixty-feven 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  that 
is  moll  likely  to  be  the  true 
date  {9).     '

oiVimtofo  (3).  Don  Ferdinand, 
the  fecond  fon,  bore  the  titles

His  brother  Don  Pedro,  duke  of   count  of  his  fervices  in  Africa, 
Coimbra,  and  regent  of  the  king-    was  created  by  his  coufin.  Dob 


dom,  againft  whom  he  had  ta- 
ken up  arms,  and  to  whom  he 
was  only  in  fhew  reconciled,  at 
leaft  on  his  fide,  procured  from 
their  nephew  Doi)  Alonfo,  the 
lordfhip  of  Bragan^a,  upon  the 
death  of  its  then  pofTeflbr ;  atid 
to  render  the  obligation  the 
greater,  caufed  it  to  be  ereded 
into  a  dutchy  (2).  This  Don 
Alonfo  had  two  wives.  Donna 
Beatrix  before-mfentioned,  and. 
Donna  Conftantia  de  Norogna, 
daughter  to  Alonfo,  count  of 
Gijon^  and  Ifabella  of  Portugal, 
whom  we  have  mentioned  before* 
He  had  chil'dren  only  by  hisfirft 
marriage,  and  thefe  were  two 
fons  and  a  daughter  ;  the  eldeft 
of  thefe,  Don  Alonfo,  who  died 
but  a  little  before  his  father, 
was  ftiled  count  of  0«r^«i;  and, 
as  we' have  obferved  in  the'  text, 
was  confidered  in  point  of  abi- 
lities as  one  of  the  greateft  men 
of  that  age.     He  had  no  lawful

Alonfo  the  fifth,  duke  of  Gmma- 
raez.  The  daughter's  name  was 
'Doxmzilfahella,  and  fhe  efpoufed 
Don  Juan  of  Portugal,  her  fa- 
ther's brother,  by  whom  fhe  had 
a  ^  fon,  Don  Diego,  who  died 
without  ifTue;  a  daughter.  Don- 
na Ifahella,  who  married  the 
monarch  of  whom  we  are  (peak- 
ing ;  Donna  Beatrix,  who  mar- 
ried his  uncle  Don  Ferdinand; 
and  Donna  Philippa^  who  died 
unmarried  {4).  We  muft  now 
return  to  Don  Ferdinand,  the 
firfl  of  that  name,  who,  by  the 
death  of  his  father  and  brother, 
became  the  fecond  duke  of  Bra- 
ganfa.  He  efpoufed  Donna  J<?- 
anno  de  Cajiro,  daughter  to  the 
lord  of  Cada'val,  by  whom  he 
had  four  fons  and  three  daugh- 
ters. Ferdinand,  who  will  be 
the  fubjed  of  another  note ; 
John,  marquis  de  Montemavor, 
conilable  of  Portugal,  who  died 
an  exile  mCaftile,  without  if. 
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fentment  and  ambition,  made  another  expedition  to  Africa^  'withfome 
attended  by  his  brother  Don  Ferdinand^  whom  he  had  created  reverfes  of 
duke  of  Vtfeo^  the  conftable  Don  Pedro  duke  of  Coimbra,  the  fortune. 
count  of  f^iana,  and  feveral  other  pcrfons  equally  diftinguiflied 
by  their  quality  and  their  talents,  and  more  efpecially  by  their 
valour  and  fuccefs  in  arms  \    The  fiift  attempt  was  not  very 
fortunate;    for  the  mfznt  Don' Ferdinand  attempting  to  fur-     ^' P' 
prize  Tangier,    with  a  fmall  corps  of  troops,  was  foundly      *4°2* 
beaten,  and  efcaped  with   great  difficulty.    The  kingi  ra- 
vaging the  country  in  refentment  of  this  difgrace,  was  very 
near  meeting  with  a  greater,  fince  he  was  on  the  very  point 
ef  being  taken  prifoner,  if  he  had  not  been  refcued  by  the 
count  of  Fiona,  who  fell  himfelf  into  their  hands,  and  was 
barbaroufly  cut  to  pieces  *.     The  count  de  Marialva,  and  Don 
Gomez  Freyras,  were  likewife  taken  prifoners,  and  ranforaed 
at  a  great  expence  ;  fo  that  this  expedition  was  none  of  the 
moft  fortunate.    The  conftable  Don  Pedroy  at  his  return, 
was  invited  to  Barcelona,  where,  as  we  have  fhewn  in  its  pro- 
per place,  he  was  by  the  Catalans  honoured  with  the  title  of 
the  king  of  Arragon  5  and  after  running  through  a  long  fe- 
ries  of  dangers  and  fatigues,  was  fo  unfortunate  as  to  die  either 
of  chagrin,   or  of  poifon*^.    The  troubles  continued  all  this 
time  in  Caftile,  and  the  king  had  feveral  interviews  with  his 
brother  and  fitter ;  \in  which  a  propofition  was  firft  made  for 
Don  Aknfo  to  marry  the  infanta  Donna  Ifabella,  the  king's  Af- 
ter, and  afterwards  that  Don  Juan,  prince  oi Portugal,  mould 
efpoufe  Donna  Joanna,'  the  king's  reputed  daughter ;  both  of 
which  proved  inefFe£lual,  and   ferved  pnly  to  furnifli  fewel      a    jy 
to  that  flame  which  burnt  but  too  fiercely  before,  and  which      1I57  * 
was  afterwards  increafed  to  fuch   a  height  as  confumed  in  a 
great  meafure  the  ftrength  of  both  nations  ^ 

An  eftabliihment  in  Africa  was  what  the  king  of  Portugal  7-^^  j^i^^, 
.  had  fo  much  at  heart,  that  as  foon  as  his  finances  had  reco-  brother ,

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DenFet-^  vcred  a  Httle  from  the  expcnces  of  one  war,  he  was  evcif 
dinand,  ready  to  enter  on  another.  The  chief  motive  to  this  feems 
duke  of  ^\'  to  have  been  the  eftablilhing  a  maritime  frontier  upon 
4eo,  goes  that  coaft,  the  better  to  defend  the  trade  his  fubjeSs  had 
begun  to  eftablilh  witt)  the.coail  oi  Guinea*  and  from  which 
a  confiderable  degree  of  profit  was  already  colleflcd.  Befides 
this,  it  greatly  intimidated  the  Moorijh  princesj  cut  off  their 
communication  with  their  countrymen  in  Granada^  and  gave 
this  monarch  an  opportunity  of  raifing  vaft  fums  upon  thofe 
large,  rich,  and  trading  towns  which  lay  upon  the  coaft,  and 
which  as  yet  he  had  not  been  able  to  reduce.  The  king,  full 
of  thefe  thoughts,  aflembled  a  ftrong  fleet,  and  a  compe- 
tent number  of  forces,  which  he  embarked  under  the  com- 
mand of  his  brother  Ferdinand^  duke  of  Vtfeo^  whom  he  had 
made  conftaWe,  upon  the  death  oi Don  redroy  duke, of  C?- 
imh-a,  and  who  was  alfo  mafter  of  the  .orders  of  Chrift  and 
St.  yames.  In  this  he  a6ied  with  greater  prudence,  and  there- 
fore very  probably  met  with  better  fuccels  j  for  he  made  him- 
felf  mafter  of  the  town  oi  Anafe^^  fituated  in  the  kingdom 
oi  Fez^y  on  the  coaft  of  the  Atlantic  ocean,  and  likewife  ob« 
tained  fogood  an  account  offome  other  places  of  con  fequence, 
and  of  the  ilate  of  affairs  among  the  infidels,  that  upon  the 
report  of  the  officers  and  engineers  employed  by  him,  the 
king  Don  Alonfo  determined  to  proceed  tq  Africa  in  perfon 
the  next  year  with  a  royal  army,  entertaining  ftrong  hppe$ 
that  at  length  he  fnould  be  able  to  accompIi(h  what  he  had 
h  much  defired,  and  what  had  been  already  more  than  onci^ 
attempted  without  efFeiSt. 

By  the  precautions  which  the  king  had  taken  while  his 
brother  was  employed  in  this  expedition,  he  was  enabled  to 
ferfoti'with  execute  his  own  enterprizc  in  a  manner  fuitable  to  his  wilhr 
lis  fin  He  was  accompanied  by  his  only  fon  Don  Juan^  prince  of 
Portugal^  FerdinarJ  duke  of  Guimaraez^  Don  Juan  de  Coutig", 
ntk  count  of  Marialva^  Alvaro  de  CaJIro  count  of  MonfarHOy 
Henry  de  Memfes  count  *; de  Falenzaj  and  others  of  the  nobi- 
lity. His  fleet  confifted  of  upwards  of  three  hundred  fail,  and 
his  army  of  twenty-four  thoufand  men,  exclufive  of  the  ma- 
riners,  who  were  upwards  of  fi;c  thoufand.  He  left  the  re- 
gency of  his  dominions  to  his  daughter  DonnaLjoanna^  and 
appointed  Ferdinand  duke  of  Bracanfa  to  affift  her  ".  H^ 
failed  on  the  fifteenth  of  Augu/l,  and  when  he  arrived  in 
fight  of  the  coaft  of  Barbary^  his  fleet  was  difperfed  by  a 
ftorm,    in  which  fome  (hips    periftied. .   However,   when

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it  was  over,,  the  fleet  drew  together  again,  and  proceeded  to 
JrzHof  a'ftrong  place  on  the  AUantic  Qcean,  at  the  didance 
of  about  fifty  miles  from  the  ftreights  ol  Gibraltar^  which 
was  the  firft  obje£t  of  this  enterprize.  He  caufcd  it  to  be  at- 
tacked with  great  vigour  ;  but  the  Moors  made  an  obftjnat^ 
defence.  At  length,  however,  it  was  carried  by  ftorm,  as 
many  of  the  enemy  who  furvived,  retiring  into  the  cattle,  and 
jnto  a  mofque,  where  they  had  laid  up  their  moft  valuable 
cflFeSs.  Don  Alonfo  caufed  both  thefe  places  tp  be  attacked, 
and  it  was  there  that  he  loft  the  count  of  MonfantOy  and  the 
count  of  Marialva  ®.  The  king,  when  he  faw  the  corps  of 
the  laft-mentioned  lord,  the  blood  ftill  ftreaming  from  his 
wounds,  turned  to  the  prince,  and  faid,  **  God  grant  you, 
"  my  fon,  the  virtues  of  that  great  man  Pi  The  Portuguefe 
ofthofe  times  might  be  killed,  but  not  vanquiflied,  and  the 
army,  though  much  afflided,  were  more  exafperated  at  this 
lofe. 

They  renewed  the  affaultthe  next  day,  and  carried  both  Gains fe- 
the  mofque  and  the  caftle  fword  in  hand.    The  booty  was  'ueral  con- 
immenfe,  more  efpecially  when  joined  to  the  ranfom  of  five  quefts^  and 
thoufand  prifoners  that  were  taken  :  amoogft  thefe  were  two  redeems  the 
of  the  wives  and  two  fons  of  Muley  Sheiiy  to  whom  the  place  ^^^  ^/  ^^' 
belonged.     The  king  gave  upon  the  fpot  great  marks  of  pi-  ^^^^  P<^'^ 
ety,  gratitude,  and  generofity.    He  caufed  the  mofque  to  be  *'^™* 
purified,  in  which  he  returned  folemn  thanks  to  God  for  his  ^^^  * 
viQory  :  after  which  he  conferred  on  his  fon  Don  Juan  the 
order  of  knighthood  :    he  beftowed  the  honour  of  count  de 
MmfantOj  on  the  brother  of  the  deceafed  lord  :    he  beftowed 
all  the  employments  of  which  the  count  de  Marialva  was  pof- 
fcflcd,  in  virtue  of  his  long  and  faithful  fervices,  on  his  fon, 
rfiough  a  very  young  man ;    and  added  thp  government  of  y//- 
Tilato  that  of  Jlcacery  which  was  already  poflefled  by  the 
count  of  Valenza.     By  the  releafe  of  the  two  wives  and  one 
of  the  fons  of  the  Moorijh  prince,  he  procured  the  body  of 
his  uncle  the  infant  Don  Ferdinand^  for  whom  the  infideh 
had  ereded  a  tomb  on  a  high  tower,  as  a  monument  of  their    ' 
vidoryj    caufed  it  to   be  tranfported  to  Lisbon,    and  from 
thence  conveyed  with  great  pomp  to  the  royal  monaftery  of 
Batalha  «.     The  other  fon  of  the  Sheik  he  would  not  ranfom 
upon  any  terms ;    but  at  his  return  brought  him  with  him 
into  Portugal^  gave  him  a  liberal  and  princely  education,  and

Returns  A  panic  feized  the  Moors  upon  the  lofs  of  Jrzi/a,  and  the 

^Mttb  great  deftruftion  of  the  people  who  defended  it ;  infomuch  that  the 
glory  into     inhabitants  of  Tangier^  though  hitherto  it  had  been  reputed 
hts  onxjn      impregnable,  abandoned  it  i    and   the  Portuguefe  monarch, 
w  "T^i/  ^^^'"S  intelligence  of  this,  fent  a  detachment  to  feize  the 
th  Af'      P^2ice,  into  which  he  made  his  public  entry  foon  after '.  This 
^^^       "     great  and  unexpeded  conqueft  fatisfied  the  king's  ambition ; 
and  having  provided  in  the  beft  manner  poffible  for  the  fecu- 
rity  of  his   new  acquifitions,  returned  into  Europe^  covered 
with  glory,  and  having  acquired  the  lofty  title  oi  iht  Jfrican* 
He  likewife  added  to  thofe  which  Which  were  defcended  to 
him  from  his  anceflors,  that  of  lord  of  the  coafts  on  both 
feas  ^ ;    and,  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  his  exploits,  caufed 
them  to  be  exprelTed  in  the  greatcft  elegance  in  tapeftry; 
in  which  his  example  has  been  followed  by  fomc   of  the 
greateft   princes    and   ableft   generals  in  fucceeding    times. 
A.  Di     While  the  king  was  in  Africay    there  happened   an  event 
1471.     which  might  have  produced  a  rupture  with  £«^//7«^.    The 
baftard  Falconherg  took  twelve  Portuguefe  fhips,  richly  laden, 
at  which  Don  Aionfo  was  extremely  incenfed  ;    but  when  he 
underftood  that  it  happened  during  that  revolution,  in  which 
his  ally  Edward  the  fourth,  was  obliged  to  retire  into  the  tcr* 
ritories  of  the  dqjce  of  Burgundy^  and  Henry  the  fixth  for  a 
fmall  fpace  of  time  placed  on  the  throne,  he  was  eafily  paci- 
fied, and  the  affair  was  foon  after  compromifed  by  negotia- 
tion, which  reftored  the  perfeft  harmony  that  had  long  reign- 
ed between  the  two  nations  ", 
Comes  tea      The  reputation  of  Don  Jlonfo  vfzs  now  at  the  greateft 
re/oktion     height ;  and  the  remainder  of  his  rei^n  might  have  been  hap- 
ofiAndica^  py  and  eafy,  as  well  as  glorious,  if  he  had  not  embarked  in 
'  ^^f^^^^jf^^  the  very  intricate  and  troublefomc  bufinefe  of  the  fucceffion 
tie  of  the  ^   to 'the  crown  of  Cafille.

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clared  this  princefi  his  hcircfs,  he  found  himfelf  redUceS  t6 
a  point,  and  under  a  ncceffity  of  taking  one  fide  or  othei*  *"; 
He  confulted  his  council,  where  his  fon  the  prince,  and  ^ 
moft  of  the  nobility,  dazzled  with  the  luftre  of  the  crown  of 
Cajiile^  and  withal  perceiving  whjch  way  the  king's  inclina- 
tions leaned,  advifed  ^im  to  accept  the  propofals  made  him^ 
and  to  marry  the  heirefs  as  foon  as  a  difpenfation  could  be 
obtained  from  the  Pope.  The  duke  of  Bragafiga  oppofed 
this  vehemently*  He  obfetved,  that  the  Caftilian  lords,  whd 
flow  efpoufed  the  claim  of  the  infjinta  Donna  Joanna^  werd 
Ae  very  fame  perfotis  who  had  proclaimed  Don  Alonfo  of  Caf" 
tik  king  ;  had  as  far  as  in  them  lay  depofed  their  lawful  fo- 
Vereign  ;  and  had  openly  affirmed  that  he  was  inc^apable  of  be-^ 
getting  a  child,  fte  from  thence  inferred^  that  they  had  no- 
thing tut  their  own  intereft  in  view ;  and  that  therefore  it 

'  was  very  unfafe  for  the  king  to  truft  them.  But  the  king 
confidcring  that  the  duke  was  uncle  to  queen  Ifabella^  novf 
feated  on  the  throne  of  CajliU^  rejefled  his  advice^  though 
approved  and  adopted  by  the  archbiihop  of  Lisbon.  He  was 
content,  however,  at  the  mtotion  of  this  prelate  io  fend  art 
agent  into  CaJHle^  who  reported  at  his  return,  that  many  of 
the  firft  nobility,  and  the  beft  part  of  the  comnion^,  were 
difpofed  to  maintain  the  infanta's  titk  ;  and  upon  this  it  wa^ 
rrfolved  to  enter  into  a  war,  to  maintain  the  title  of  that  un- 
happy princefs,  and  to  hazard  the  whole  ftrength  of  Portu^ 
^fl/,  in  hopes  of  Conquering  Cij/^//p '^. 

We  have  written  the  hiftory  of  this  war  in  another  plSce ;  tln/ortu-  ' 
and  therefore,  to  avoid  repetition^  will  fay  as  little  as  p<)iEbIe  of  nateijfueof 
it  here.    But  it  may  not  be  amife  to  obferve,  that  Don  Alon^  that  long 
fo^  in  efpoufing  the  caufe  of' the  infanta  Donna  Joanna  againfl  ^^l^our-- 
Ferdinand  and  Uahella^  afted  very  near  the  fame  part  that  Don  ^^^ifpute 

,  JuanlL  of  Co/file  had  done  in  Supporting  the  claim  of  the  in-  '«^^^^'^^'-' 
fanta  Donna  Beatrix^   to  the  crown  of  Portugal^  againft  <^^%y 
grandfather  of  this  prince,  John  the  firft,  the  legititnacy  of  both       * 
princeffes  being  fufpeded^  and  there  being  a  ftrong  party  irt 
each  nation  in  favoul-  of  that  title,  which  in  the  end  prc^red  un- 
fiiccefsful.     In  both  cafes  the  kings  had  very  difficult  parts  to 
aft,  and  wefe  in  a  great  meafure  deceivred  by  the  notions  they 
formed  of  their  fubjefb  afFeilions ;  for  at  nrft  the  Cajiilians,

A.  D.    naich  for  the  peace  he  made.     Though  at  the  beginning  the 
1 475'     Portugtufi  were  very  earneft  for  this  war;  but  the  milttanr  opec^*  < 
tions  not  anfwering  their  wiOies,  grew  uneafy  and  diflati^fied, 
which  was  the  principal  caufe  of  their  king's  defiftir^  fronihU 
pristenfions,  which  they  likewife  blamed,  and  imputed  theoii* 
feries  that  afterwards  bef^I  the  kingdom  to  that  timi<tii(y, 
y     which  in  reality  was  more  owing  to  their  conduct  than  to  the 
inclination  of  their  king.     In  cafes,  therefore^  of  this  natMrc, 
it  is  infinitely  better  to  be  flow  in^reiblving,.  than  to  emer 
haftily  into  a  difficult  enterprise,  and  after  a  great  expenc^pf 
blood  and  treafure,  be  content  at  laft  with  worfe  terms  ihan 
might  have  been  obtained  at  firft.    In  this  inftance  the  k)&  of 
the  battle  of  Toro^  in  which  the  Portugueji  fay  that  king  jir- 
dinqnd  (hewed  very  little  CQUfagf ,  and  in  which  the  Spamfii 
hiftorians  affirm  that  there  was  fometbingvery  blameabje  io 
Don  Alonjo'%  condud,  gave  a  turn  to  the  war,  and  put  it  9b- 
folutely  out  of  the  power  of  the  king  of  Portugal  xo  majnttia 
the  claim  he  had  fet  up  to  the  dominions  oiCqfliUt  and  wkich 
threw  his  affairs  into  fuch  confufion,  as  induced  him  to  make  . 
a  journey  into  France^  in  hopes  of  receiving  affiAance  frof9  a 
prince  who  was  equally  incapable  of  taking  a  generous  refoia- 
tion,  or  of  declaring  plainly  be  wpvdd  not  take  it  ^* 
Den  Alon-     This  expedition  of  intrigue  is  by  much  the  moft  perplexed 
fo  makes  a  paffage  in  the  hi^c^y  <>f  the  reign  pf  Dto«  4Jw^ ;  and  we 
^a^e  ta    (hall  therefore  beftow  sui  extraordinary  care  to  ijet  it  in  g  true

Lwii  XL  ^°  ^  obtained,  Don  Alvaro  df  Aia^da  returned  from  the  cpurt 
*  of  Lewis  the  eleventh,  who  being  engaged  in  a  W9r  with  Ar- 
ragon^  and  having  no  reafon  to  believe  Ferdinand  4nd  IfMk 
well  inclined  to  him,  gave  this  minider  fuf:h  fajr  language, 
and  talked  in  fb  high  a  ftrain  of  the  king  of  Portugal's  cour- 
age and  generofity,  that  Don  JJv^o  ms^ie  no  fcruple  of  »f- 
faring  that  prince  there  was  nothing  bQ  might  not  exped 
from  the  friendfhip  of  Lewis.    Dpn  Jionji  therefore  return- 
ing into  Portugal^  fent  his  niece»  Donna  Joanna  to  Gimia% 
and  went  from  thence  to  Porto^  where  he  refolved  to  embark 
for  France  J  having  there  a  fleet  of  twctfity-one  fail  of  large 
fhips,  a  train  of  five  hundred  gentlemen,  and  an  efcorte  of 
near  two  thousand  two  hundred  men  at  arms  '.

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minifters  laboured  to  diffuade  him  from  this  voyage  i  but 
I>on  yflanfo  was  a  prince  of  fo  much  candour  and  iincerity, 
that  he  looked  upon  their  fiifpicions  and  cautrons  as  errors 
Hbwing  from  narrow  minds,  and  unworthy  the  belief  of  a 
king.  He  difpatchcd  therefore  Don  Franctjio  de  Ahneyda  hf 
Tand,  to  defire  xh2Lt  Lewis  would  appoint  a  place  for  their 
meeting ;  and  having  done  this,  as  foon  as  the  wind  was  fa- 
voaraWe,  he  put  to  fea.  He  toothed  firft  ztduta^  thchce  he 
proceeded  to  MarfiilkTy  and  afterwards  hndcd  at  Colivre.  He 
took  his  route  through  Perpignatty  where  in  honour  of  fo  great 
a  gueft  the  prifon  gates  were  fet  open.

bribing  the  govertiors  of  provinces  and  great  towns.

In  the  mean 
time  the  difpenfation  was  obtained  at  Rome :.  upon  which  Don 
jfhnfi  foltbvftd' Lewis  toJrraSy  ta  prefs  the  immediate  per- 
fbrmance  of  hb  promiies.;  where  finding  nothing  but  artifice 
ami*  delay,  *  he  perceived  plainly  that  he  was  duped  **.     He  re- 
turned ftom  thence  to  Rouen  to  wait*  for  his  fleet,  and  receiv- 
ing there  certain  intelligence  that  Lewis  was  treating  a  peace

was  fo  much  aiFeded  with  the  ufage  he  had  received,  that 
he  determined  to  go  and  vifit  the  holy  places  at  JerufaUm^ 
and  hide  himfelf  from  the  world  forever.     In  purfuance  of 
this  refolution  he  left  Rouen,  accontpanied  only  by  two  pages, 
'     I       two  other  fervants,  and  Stephen  Martinez  his  chaplain.    One 
of  thefe  fervants  he  diredled  to  carry  four  letters  to  Antonio  de 
Faria,  who  was  lately  come  from  the  prince  his  fon.     One 
wasdirefted  to  the  king  of  France,  giving  him  an  account 
of  his  defign,  and  dedring  his  protection  for  the  fervants  he 
had  left  behind.    Another  was  direcSed  to  the  prince  his  fon, 
commanding  him  to  caufe  himfelf  to  be  proclaimed  king,  and 
never  expe§  ,to  fee  him  more.    The  third  was  direded  to 
the  nobility  and  people,  requiring  them  to  acknowledge  the 
prince  for  their  fovereign.     And  the  fourth  to  his  domeftics, 
diredling  them  to  obey  thecoiint  de  Faro,  till  they  had  an  op- 
portunity of  returning  home  *.    Thefe  letters  being  delivered, 
the  French  king  ordered  ftri£l  fearch  to  be  made  after  him, 
and  he  was  quickly  found  by  Rolinet  U  Beuf^  ^  gentleman  of 
Normandy  y  and  the  noblemen  who  attended  him  from  Portu- 
gal being  come  about  him,  they  perfuaded   him  to  return 
homq ;  and  Lewis,  who  by  this  time  had  concluded  a  treaty 
with  Ferdinand  and  Ifahella,  f urnifhed  him  readily  with  fiiips 
and  a  proper  efcorte  '. 
fhe  con-       In  the  king's  abfence,   which  was  about  a  year,    PortU' 
duH  of  the  gal  was  governed    by  the    prinqe  Don  "Juan,    with  great 
prince  Don  ability.      He    applied  himfelf  with  much  diligence   to  re- 
Juan,  tn    pair  all  the  difafters  that  had  happened,  and  to  prevent  Par- 
quality  of    fugal,  as  far  at  leaft  as  was  in  his  power,  from  feeling  the 
regent ydu'  effeSs  of  an  unfuccefsful  war.     His  diligence,  and  his  fucceis 
Alonfo''^    in  this  'refpe6i,  merited  the  thanks  of  the  ftates,  whom  he  af- 
atfence.       fembled  at  Monte-Major,  and  from  whom  he  received  as  large 
'       fupplies  as  he  thought  fit  to  defire,  and  when  the  affembly 
rofe  he  went  to  Evora  to  give  the  neceflary  orders  for  co- 
vering the    frontier.    He    was   fcarce  arrived,  before  Don 
Jlonfo  de  Cardenas,  a  very  enterprizing  Cajlilian  officer,  ad- 
vanced towards  the  city,  with  two  thoufand  lances.    The 
prince  had   no  troops  to  oppofe  him,  and  the  people  were 
equally  terrified  for  his  danger  and  their  own.     Where  force 
is  wanting  fraud  is  lawfal  in  war.     The  prince  fent  him  a

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meffage,  that  if  he  would  have  a  little  patience  he  would  meet 
him  in  the  field,  Don  Alonfo  anfwered,  that  he  did  not  know  * 
that  the  prince  was  fo  near ;  but  fince  he  was,  he  would  come 
and  pay  his  refpedls  to  him.  The  prince  perceiving  this  ar- 
tifice had  failed,  ordered  Don  Garcia  de  Menefes  to  fally  with 
three  hundred  horfe,  which  was  all  he  had  in  the  place,  in 
the  night,  to  advance  fome  miles  towards  thfe  enemy,  and 
to  traverfe  all  the  great  road  till  morning,  and  then  to  return. 
When  Don  Alonfo  de  Cardenas  came  with  his  infantry  near 
the  city,  and  perceived  the  track  of  fo  many  horfes,  he  con- 
cluded that  the  prince  had  received  a  great  reinforcement  of 
cavalry,  and  thereupon  retired  ^.  The  prince  having  put  all 
things  into  the  beft  order  poflible,  returned  to  Lisbmy  and 
from  thence  went  to  Santaren^  where  he  received  his  father's 
letters ;  and  by  the  advice  of  the  prelates,  and  principal  no- 
bility of  the  kingdom,  caufed  himfelf  to  be  proclaimed  king, 
on  the  tenth  ci  November.  On  the  fifteenth  of  the  fame 
month,  the  king  Don  Alonfo  arrived  in  the  river  of  Lisbon. 
It  is  faid,  that  Don  Juan  was  walking  by  the  fide  of  the  Ta- 
gusy  with  the  duke  of  Bragan^a  and  the  archbifliop  of  Lisbrn, 
when  he  received  this  news.  He  asked  thofe  lords  haftily 
how  he  fliould  receive  him.     As  your  father  and  your  king,  ,    ' 

fir,  faid  the  duke  of  Braganfa  K  Don  jfuan  kept  a  profound 
filence  for  fome  minutes,  and  then  taking  up  a  flat  fione 
(kimmed  it  with  all  his  force  into  the  river.  That  ftone,  faid 
the  aichbilhop  foftly  to  the  duke  of  Braganfa^  fhall  never 
break  my  head,  and  from  that  moment  meditated  liis  retreat 
to  Rome^.  When  he  had  recovered  himfelf  a  little,  Don 
Juan  went  to  meet  his  father,  and  received  him  not  only  with 
all  the  marks  of  refpe<5l,  but  with  all  the  teftimonies  of  joy 
and  fatisfaftion  imaginable.  Don  Alonfo  was  fenfible  of  his  ^^  p 
miftake,  and  defired  to  retain  only  the  title  of  king  of  1477. 
Mgarve ;    but  Don  Juan  anfwered,  there  could  not  be  two  , 

kings  in  Portugal^  and  his  majefiy  being  there,  there  could 
be  none  but  him  ^  His  fucceeding  conduft  fully  juftified  the 
finccrity  of  thefe  warm  expreflions. 

As  foon  as  Don  Alonfo  refumed  the  government,  be  la-  War  ft^ 
boured  to  renew  the  war  with  Caftile^  and  endeavoured  by  all  ne^ed 
means  poflible  to  draw  new  friends  to  his  party  in  that  king-  'with  Caf- 
dom,  inftead  of  thofe  who  had  deferted  him.    In  this  manner  tile,  ^Mhicb

terminated  Pope  annulled  his  own  difpenfation,  and  declared  the  manri- 
ly  a  peace,  ^ge  between  Don  JUnfo  and  his  niece  void,  which,  howev^, 
was  never  concluded.    At  length  the  ftate  of  affairs  fo  re- 
quiring, and  the  prince  Don  Juan  fliewing  a  vifiUe  diflike  to 
the  war,  and  the  meafures  neceflary  to  continue  it,  the  king, 
by  the  interpofition  of  Donna  Beatrix^  dutchefs  of  Vifiu^  en* 
tered  into  ^  negotiation,  which»  after  it  had  hung  a  little  time, 
'at  length,  ended  in  a  pe^ce,  on  terms  which  have  been  already 
4)ecified  in  the  hiftory  of  Caft'tle^  and  which  therefore  it  is 
unnecei&ry  to  repeat.     It  may  not,  however,  Jbe  amtfs  to  ob- 
ferve  that  the  Pcrtuguefe  writers  exprefly  affirm,  that  Danna 
Jsanna  of  Cajiile  fo  much  refented  the  terms  made  for  her  in 
that  trea^,  by  which  (he  was  to  wait  for  a  husband  till  the 
fon  of  Ferdtnan4  and  Ifabella  was  of  age  '  to  marry,    who 
might  even  then  refufe  her  upon  paying  a  certain  fum  of 
money,  that  ibe  chofe  to  take  the  veil  at  once,  and  went  of 
her  own  accord  into  the  monafteiy  of  St.  Clara  at  Coimbra^, 
A.  D.     Before  the  peace  was  ratified,  in  which  the  king  and  queea 
1479*'     of  C^/'/r  abandoned  their  pretenGons  to  Guineay  their  fo^eds 
fent  a  fleet  thither  of  thirty  fail,  which  in  its  return  was  in- 
tercepted by  the  Portugue/e,  and  every  (hip  taken,  their  car- 
goes being  of  immenfe  value,  which  with  ibme  other  croft 
accidents,  procured  the  conclufion  and  ratificatioii  of  the 
peace  which  had  been  fo  long  deferred  ". 
Don  Alon-      About  the  time  that  the  unfortunate  Donna  y^awta  tock 
fo  /'/  aj^'    the  veil,  the  king  Don  JUnfc  fell  extremely  ill,  and  upon  his 
duousinhis  recovery,  feeing  the  plague  break  out  in  his  dominions,  by 
endeafvours  which  multitudes  of  people  were  deftroyed,  he  fell  into  a 
to  leave  his  profound  melancholy.    In  this  condition  he  meditated  a  (e- 
dominions    ^^^j  refignation,  and  at  the  fame  time  told  his  fon  that  he 
tn  peace,      j^^  ^^  g^.^^^  ^^^  -^^  view,  when  he  confented  to  refume  the 
crown ;    the  iirft  was,  putting  a  period  to  the  war  with  Caf- 
tile ;  and  the  latter,  reconciling  him  to  the  houfeof  Braganpa^ 
which  he  looked  upon  as  a  point  of  no  lefs  importance  ^.    It 
IS  not  very  clear  how  this  enmity  between  the  prince  and  duke 
arofe.    Some  fay,  that  the  duke  could  never  digeft  the  death 
of  Don  Pidroy  duke  of  Coimbra  \  and  that  be  kept  by  him 
the  bloody  (hirt  in  which  that  prince  was  killed,  which  was 
given  him  by  his  aunt :    but  furely  if  this  had  been  the  cale, 
his  pique  would  have  been  againft  the  father  rather  than  the 
fon.    Others  aflert,  that  the  prince  refented  the  duke's  chiding

Some  fay% 
that  Don  Alonfi  caHed  an  aflembly  of  the  ftates,  in  which 
with  great  folemnity  he  devolved  the  government  upon  his 
fon  :  but  others  with  more  probability  aflcrt,  that  having  ac- 
quainted his  fon  whh  his  fentiments,  he  privately  retired  with 
an  intention  to  go  to  the  monaftery  of  St.  Antcnto  de  Varaiojo^ 
^hich  he  had  chofen  for  his  retreat ;  but  arriving  at  Cintra 
he  was  feized  with  the  plague,  and  died  there  on  the  twenty- 
eighth  oi  Auguji^  1481,  in  the  forty-ninth  year  of  his  age% 
and  in  the  forty-third  of  his  reign  (G).    As  he  was  exceed.

of  Don  Jlonfo's  difpofition,  fo  ftriflnefs  and  rigid  punduality 
were  very  manifeft  in  the  humour  of  his  fucceffor,  who  ex- 
pected from  all  that  profound  deference  and  fMbmifHon,  and 
that  prompt  and  ready  obedience,  which  he  h^d  upon  all  oc- 
cafions  (hewn  to  his  father.

4eed  he  inade  a  long  journey  in  a  fhort  fpace  of  time,  that  he 
ipigl)t  attend  and  ferve  his  father  in  his  laft  moments".    He

This  king  Don  Alonfo  is  faid  to 
have  been  Angularly  happy,  in 
being  equijly  beloved  by  the 
nobility  and  the  commons .  As 
to  the  misfortunes  which  befel 
]|im  in  the  latter  part  of  his  life 
and  reign,  the  fuperftitious, 
which,  generally  (peaking,  make 
the  bulk  of  the  nation  in  every 
country,  attributed  them  to  his 
injufHce  to  his  niece  'Donnvi  Jo- 
anna of  CaftiUj  whom  he  never 
married,  tnough  the  contrary  is 
afErmed  (8)  by  fome.  Yet  thefe 
interpreters  might  have  confider- 
ed  that  he  was  prosperous  in  all 
his  undertakings,  till  he  em- 
braced her  caule ;  that  in  fup- 
port  of  it  he  wafted  the  trca- 
liires  and  the  troops  oi Portugal; 
and  that  he  did  not  defert  it  till. 


through  defpair,  he  firft  deferted 
his  crown ;  fo  that  the  grounds 
of  their  interpretation'  are  none 
of  the  cleared ;  and  though  that 
princefs  was  certainly  as  proper 
an  objeA  of  compaffion,  yet 
why  this  fhould  not  be  alio  ex- 
tended to  Don  Jlonfo,  under  as 
bard  circumftances,  is  not  eafy 
to  underftand ;  and  for  this  very 
reafon  we  ought,  in  points  like 
this,  to  form  no  conclufion. 
Modern  writers,  indeed,  are  lefs 
to  blame  in  this  particular  than 
thofe  who  wrote  in  the  preced- 
ing centuries,  who  very  often 
warped  their  relations  of  what 
paffed  in  this  world,  thaC  they 
might  the  better  reconcile  them 
to  their  own  conflrudlions  of  thq. 
divine  juftice.

"  and  by  becoming  the  inftruments  of  their  pleafures  extract 
"  from  them  promifes  that  ought  not  to  be  performed,  (hould 
"  confider  it  as   a  favour    that    they  are  not  puniflied  *.'* 
He  called  an  aflembly  of  the  ftates  in  the  month  of  November^ 
in  which  the  duke  oi  Braganga  for  the  nobility,  the  dc* 
puties  of  Liibon  (or  the  cities,  and  thofe  of  5tf/z/^r^«  for  the 
towns  in  Portugal^  did  him  homage.    He  propofed  and  caufed 
to  be   enabled   many  good   laws;    and  he  appointed   com- 
miffaries  to  go  into  all  parts  of  the  kingdom  to  fee  that  they 
were  executed.     He  rewarded  liberally  :    he  puniflied  fevere- 
ly ;    but  he  firft  reprimanded  fliarply.     He  faid   to  an  indo- 
lent and  <;orrupt  judge,  but  a  man  of  parts,   "  Take  care, 
"  friend,  I  hear  you  keep  your  hands  open  and  your  >  doors    . 
"  (hut."     He  took  the  king's  caution,  and  became  an  excel- 
lent judge.     He  ordered  the  nobility  to  exhibit  their  charters 
and  grants,  that  it  might  be  known  upon  what  foundation 
their  privileges  flood,  and  particularly  their  exorbitant  jurif- 
di(3ions.     He  directed  criminals  to  be  feized  \vherever  they 
could  be  found.     The  great  lords  faid,   this  was  a  breach  of 
their  immunities  :    the  king  anfwered,  that  an  immunity  a- 
gainft  juftice  was  an  abfurdity,  and  that  the  king  who  made 
fuch  a  grant  never  intended  it  y. 

The  whole  nobility  of  the  kingdom  were  difturbed  by  thefe  Z>a^^  of 
proceedings,  and  began  to  confider  how  they  might  flop  the  Bragan9a 
progrefs  of  them.     The  duke  oiBraggn^a  was  at  the  head  of  ^^^^dtmned 
this  defign,  which  he  carried  fo  far  as  to  demand  the  protec-  ^^  execu" 
tion,  and  conclude  a  treaty  with  Don  Ferdinand  king  of  Caf-  *l  i/^ 
tile  and  Arragon.

The  duke  of  Brapanfo^  who  was  at  the  head 

4a  this       ofthem,  and  who  in  point  of  eftate  was  little  inferiot*  to  die 

jmmdurt.     ^^^%^  ^^'^  ^^^^  diminution  the  moft,  and  was  therefore  the 

moft  piqued.     Whatever  his  intrigues  were  with  the  Court 

of  Cajltle^  he  never  looked  upon  himfelf  as  a  rebel,  becaufe 

he  meant  to  take  nothing  from  the  king,  but  barely  to  MtiA 

the  privileges  of  the  nobles.     On  the  other  hand,  the  king 

looked  upon  thofe  privileges  as  vifibly  injurious  to  the  public 

welfare,  and  as  ufurpations  upon  his  prerogative.   Yet  he  was 

no  admirer  of  prerogative  ;  for  in  the  aflembly  at  Evora  he  . 

declared,  that  the  welfare  of  the  nation  was  the  point  to  be 

refpeded,  and  that  the  palace  was  no  fanfluary  for  criminals.

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He  gave  other  infknces  of  this :  his  judges  confifeated  effateft 
to  bis  ufe :  he  would  fay  to  them  very  gracioufly,  I  hope 
you  have  done  r%ht ;  but  when  they  oecided  in  favour  of  the 
{[jbje&y  he  would  fay,  with  apparent  marks  of  joy,  I  knowyoa 
have  done  well,  and  fometimes  made  them  prefents.  After  all; 
it  was  a  ftruggle  between  the  regal  and  ariftocratical  parts  oJP 
;  the  conftitution,  which  the  king  manajged  with  great  faga^* 
city  and'  firmnefs«  but  which  was  not  followed  by  the  effe<5b 
which  he  expe£l:ed.  Soon  after  the  duke's  death,  he  made  a 
tour  with  the  queen  into  the  northern  parts  of  his  dominions, 
10  order  to  fee  that  the  regulations,  made  in  the  aflembly  of 
the  ftates,  were  carried  into  execution ;  and  after  this  was 
done,  he  returned  to  Santaren,  that  he  might  have  an  eye  to 
the  commerce  of  ./^/Va,  which,  through  his  care  and  attenr 
tioD,  became  every  day  more  coniiderable  ^.     The  court  of  ^ 

Rmg  having  fbme  difpute  with  this  prince,  he  gave  the  Pope  \ 

to  underftand,  that  he  never  intended  to  invade  the  privileges 
of  the  clergy ;  but  that  he  was  ftilly  refolved  they  fhould  not 
extend  them.     Upon  fiftjng  this  matter  to  the  bottom,  the 
fault  ¥^s  found  to  lie  in  cardinal  da  Cunha,  whom  the  king 
reprimanded  fo  roundly  that  there  it  ended  ^. 
It  was  not  long  after  his  coming  back    from  Santaren^  Confpiraty 
\  that  he  was  informed  by  the  brother  of  a  young  woman,  of  the 
I  with  whom  the  bifliop  of  Evora  had  an  intrigue,  that  the  j'^««ir  ^J^^ 
!  young  duke  of  Fifio^  brother  to  the  queen,  had  embarked  in  a  o/yiCto 
I  dcfign  againft  his  life.  This  bufincfe  was  fi>  perplexed  and  em-  difcovered^ 
;  hanrafled,  that  the  king  found  himfelf  more  than  once  in  the  V^f^jT^ 
\  hands  of  the  confpirators,  from  whom  he  efcaped  only  by  his   \    ,-  ^ 
•  addrefs,  aod  by  the  affiftance  oi  Vafco  Coutigno^  to  whom  the        ''^' 
confpiracy  had  been  difcovered  by  his  brother.    At  length, 
uader  pretence  of  amufement,  having  drawn  the  duke  of  Vi- 
fio  to  the  coyrt,  then  at  Setybal^  he  tooki.him  afide,    and 
charged  him  with  the  wicked^  defign  in  wfiich  he  was  env- 
barked.     What  paffed  between  them  is  not  very  clear  j    but 
it  is  certain  the  king  ftabbed  him  dead  at  his  feet.     Some  fay, 
Aat  he  addrefled  him,  with  thefe  words,  **  \Brother,  what 
'*  would  you  do  with  a  man  that  had  confpired  againft  your 
«  life  ?"    The  duke  anfwering,  "  I  would  kill  him  firft  if  I 
"  could,''  the  king  replied,  **  Die  then  by  your  own  fen- 
"  tence,"  and  fo  ftruck  him  to  the  hea.rt  with  his*  dagger. 
When  he  was  down  the  king  faid,  **  Go  your  ways  to  the

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*«  tfakc  of  Braganfa,  tell  him  the  iffue  of  his  contrivances, 
**  and  the  fate  of  his  fellow  traitors."     This  occafioned  a 
prodigious  tumult ;    but  it  was  quickly  calmed  by  the  king's 
t%      prefence,  who  avowed  what  he  had  done,  and  told  the  people 
P'     that  the  reft  of  the  confpirators  were  apprehended  ®.    Thefe 
'^  ^'      were  left  to  the  feverity  of  the  law,  and  were  condemned 
upon  full  proofs.     The  biOiop  of  Evora  was  thrown  into  a 
foul  cittern,  in  the  fortrefs  of  Palma^  and  there,  as  fome  fay, 
eaten  by  vermin  K    His  brother,  Don  Ferdinand  de  Menefes^ 
and  Pedro  de  Alberquerque^  were  beheaded.'    Guttero  Coutigm 
was  imprifoned  in  the  cattle  oi  Avis,    Lope%  de  Alberquerqiu 
#  made  his  efcape  to  one  of  his  catties,  and  his  wife,  who  was 
the  fitter  of  cardinal  da  Cunha^  began  to  raife  troops.     TTie 
king  fent  her  word,  that  though  her  husband  had  fought  his, 
he  did  not  thirtt  for  his  blood ;  and  that  their  whole  family 
might  go  into  Cajiile  if  they  pleafed,  which  offer  they  verv 
thankfully  embraced  s.    The  king  then  fent  for  Don  Emanue\ 
the  brother  of  the  duke  of  Fifeo^  to  court.    Diego  de  Siha^ 
his  governor,  brought  him  with  fear  and  trembling.     The 
king  received  him  very  kindly,  and  after  erhbracing  him,  told 
I  him  the  whole  ttory  of  his  brother's  confpiracy ;  then  added, 

**  By  his  tieafon  the  ettates  of  your  family  are  efcheated  to 
**  the  crown.  The  towns  of  Mouro  and  Serpa  fland  on  the 
^'  frontiers  of  Cajiile^  and  are  well  fortified.  I  doubt  thefe 
*'  circumftances  might  contribute  to  fu|geft  ill  thoughts  to 
**  your  brother.  Except  thefe,  for  which  I  will  give  you 
*'  more  than  an  equivalent,  I  reftore  you  his  whole  fuccef- 
**  fion.  I  make  you  grand-matter  of  the  order  of  Chrift, 
**  and  conftable  of  Portugal  All  I  drfire  of  you  is,  forget 
<<  that  you  had  a  brother,  and  reimember  that  you  are  my 
*<  fon\"  At  this  time  the  king  meditated  an  expedition 
into  Barbary^  upon  this  principle,  that  he  thought  his  pof- 
feflions  therfe  infecure  unlefs  they  were  extended.  As  fome 
preparations  were  made  for  this  expedition  in  his  ports,  the 
Moors yVfho  inhabited  the  town  and  dittrid  of  A%emr^ 
revolted  and  offered  to  fubmit  to  the  king  of  Portugal^  if  he 
would  fuffer  them  to  live  according  to  their  own  laws,  and 
,  in  the  pradice  of  their  own  religion  ;  to  which  he  afiented;

The  next  year  the  king  thought  fit  to  fend  an  ambaily  -,,  , 
to  their  Catholic  majefties  Ferdinand  and  Ifahelia,  in  which  he       rf^'^f^ 
afted  with  great  policy;  for  he  communicated  to  them  all  the  '^  j^i„S 
proceedings  ,againft  the  duke  o^  Bragan^a^  and  the  late  con-  condua  in 
fpirators,  as  to  his  principal  friends  and  allies,  which  exceed-  regard  to 
ingly  difconcerted  the  malcontents  at  home,  who  had  placed  Ferdinand 
aiitheir  hopes  in  the  protedion  of  that  court.     Don  Ferdi-  r/'CalUlc, 
nand  himfelf,  though  the  greateft  politician  of  that  age,  was 
furprifed)  as  expe£ting  rather  an  expoftulation.     His  affairs, 
however*  requiring  the  friendfhip  of  Portugal^  and  his  army 
in  the  war  oi  Granada  being  diftreffed  for  ammunition,  he 
rcfolvcd  to  try  how  fai*  it  might  be  depended  upon  by  demand- 
ing a  fuppjy  from  king  ^ohn^  who  fent  more  than  was  asked, 
iand  with   fuch  (peed,    that    their  majefties   fent  a  folemn 
ainbafly  to  give  him  thanks  *^,     Some  French  corfairs  having 
taken  four  Venetian  gallies,  and  fet  their  crews  alhore  naked 
at  die  mouth  of  the  river  of  lAsbon^  the  king  ordered  them  to 
(e  cloathed  and  fed,  and  fent  them  withal  fuch  a  fum  of  mo- 
ney, by  way  of  alms,  that  theyranfomed  their  gallies,  and 
returned  home,  which  brought  an  ambally  from  the  republic, 
I  to  return  him  thanks,  and  to  defire  his  alliance  ^     He  be-     ^^  j)^ 
;gan  now  to  add  to  his  titles  that  of  lord  of  Guinea^  from      1486.* 
whence  he  drew  vaft  riches,  as  well  as  from  the  refort  of  vef- 
fcls  of  difFcrcnt  nations,  unto  the  haven  of  Portugal^  where, 
under  colour  of  royal  generofity,   and  a  feeming  ignorance  of 
I  its  confequence,  he  eftablKhed  a  kind  of  a  free-port,  exceed-. 
liogly  beneficial  to  his  fubjefls  i    and  indeed,  if  we  may  credit 
!  what  fome  writers  report,  there  have  been  very  few  kings  who 
had  fo  much  knowledge  in  refpe£t  to  commerce  as  be ;    and 
who,  notwithdanding,  difclofed  it  fo  little ;  for  it  feems  he 
.confidered  it  as  the  moft  lucrative  branch  of  policy,  and  was 
rather  more  tender  of  fecrets  in  trade  than  fecrets  of  ftate.  The  * 
rres^der  will  probably  expe£i  fome  proofs  of  this,  and  they  ihall 
be  fumiihed  (H).

reftrldion  prejadicial  to  trade; 
to  which  he  anfwered,  "  You  arc 
miilaken.  If  one  half  of*  my 
fubjefts  are  luxurious  they  will 
find  work  enough  for  the  other.** 
He  coined  a  great  deal  of  mo- 
ney, and  was  very  cotre^  in 
the  weight  and  fineness.  In  oir 
der  to  encreafe  his  revenue,  he 
took  away  one  half  of  the  du^ 
ties  at  the  port  of  Lision,  which 
efFe£lually  anfwered  his  purpofe, 

.  and  drew  thither  the  trade  from 
Galicia  and  Andedicda.  He 
magnified  the  dangers  of  voy- 
ages to  Guinea  :  according  to 
his  Accounts,  every  quarter  of 
the  moon  produced  a  tempeft ; 
the  fhores  were  all  covered  by 
the  rocks;  the  countries  barren, 
and  inhabited  by  man-eaters^ 
a  particular  kind  of  veiTel,  built 
only  in  Pariugaly  was  abfolutely 
neceflary  to  navigate  thofe  feas ; 
and  ofthefe,  if  three  out  of  five 
returned^  it  was  a  great  mercy. 
By  thefe  ftories  other  nations 
were  deterred  from  this  naviga- 
tion till  the  Poriugutfe  were  let- 
tied  upon  the  coaft.  A  fea«- 
man,  who  had  been  more  ^aa 
once  at  Guinuty  and  having  re- 
ported that  any  ihip  might  fail 
thither  .as  well  as  a  caramel,  the 
king  fent  for  him  and  repri- 
manded him  publicly  as^  an  iin« 
pudent  ignorant  fellow,  who 
talked  of  things  he  did  not  un- 
derhand Some  months  after 
he  appeared  at  court,  and  lad, 
that  being  obftinate  in  his  own 
opinion,  ne  had  made  a  trial> . 
and  found  k  indeed  impra^ca- 
ble.  The  king  fmiled,  fent  for 
him  privately,  gave  him  a  fum 
of  money,  bid  him  ftkk  to  his 
ftory,  and  find  plaufible  reafon^ 

for  it*    Three  feamen  attempt- 


ing to  go  into  Cajiik,  with  pro- 
pofaLs    upon    this  fubjeft,,  he 
caufed  them  to  be  purfued  by 
people,  who  killed  two  upon  the 
fpot,  and  brought  the  third  backi 
to  Etfora^  where  he  was  bioke 
upon  the  wheel.    He  was  tol^! 
the  faifers  marmured  at  tlw: 
'<  So  much  the  better,  faid  die 
king,  let  every  a»n  iUck  tahia 
element,  I  do  not  Uke  tnvel- 
ling  feamen.'*  When  C«w,  wW 
difcovered  the  kingdom  of  C«»-i 
gOt  told  him  the  country  wasj 
rich  in  gold,  but  they  would  not; 
(hew  him  the  mines,   *«  Nevcr| 
look  for  them,  faid  the  king,, 
treat  the  people  with  iendenicfs„ 
deal  wi^  them  jii^y,  and  car- 
ry them  whaft  they  like ;  yoa' 
will  then  get  what  chbfe  mioea* 
produce,    without   digging  iol 
them."  When  t\y^  French  n^t^ 
ed  the  caravel  they  had  tskma 
there  was  nothing  miffing  but 
parrokete :  he  reftfed,  howevcFj 
to  releafe  the  French  fhips  till 
the  bird  was  brought  to  Lishm^ 
At  i^ch,  when  (biHe  expr^M 
aftoniflunent,  "  I  would  hayerf 
underftood,  faid  the  king,  diaT 
the  Hag  of  Pmugal  fhall  pratefV 
eveaapansokete.'*  Hewasmord^ 
exa^tban  any  mania  hisdomi-^ 
niops  in  obeying  the  laws ;.  and 
when  i^  foUie  inftanqes  hi^QOwv 
tiers  thought  this  trivial,  he  faid, 
"  You  do  me  wrong,  the  thing 
may  be-  trivial,  but  my  example 
is  ever  of  importance;**   He  was 
very^  aflhbte  «k1  courteous  tofiich 
as  approached  him;^.  yetwoald 
fometimes  ^ter  hir  behajflour, 
and  treat  them  coldly  ;   but  he 
qualified  this  by  fayin^^  **  Itis  k 
I  ihould  do  this  fometimes  that 
the  people  may  not  hate  you,  for 
being  favourites.'*

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It  was  this  king's  humour,  like  that  of  many  of  his  prede-  HispoUcf

never  be  fc^got.    SituAal^  or  as  we  commonly  call  it,  St.  Ubes^  Tffesf'Jbit 
is  iinely  feated^  has  a  moft  nobte  fifhery,  rich  fait  mines,  and  £^^^, 
a  pleaiant  bay  before  it,  as  weir  as  a  good  port ;  yet  it  made 
BO  great  figure,  becaufe  the  water  about  it  was  none  of  the 
beil.     The  king  advifed  diem  to  bring  water  from  fome  dif- 
taxice,  by  an  aquedufl ;    but  the  inhabitants  excufed  them-^ 
felves  by  faying  they  were  not  rich,  and  intimated  they  were 
heavily  taxed.    KXngyohn  took  ofF  half  of  the  taxes,  and 
made  them  a  prefent  of  the  other  half,  for  a  fund  to  raifQ 
^e  aqu^dud.    After  fome  pr(^re&,  they  told  the  king  it  was 
iaipc^hk  for  them  to  go  on  :    to  which  he  very  calmly  an* 
ii^ered,  then  I  muft*    He  finifbed  the  aquedu61; ;    and  the 
^reat  trade  of  the  place  ibon  Juftified  the  meafures  taken  by 
tishe  king  to  remove  this  obflacle  °^.     The  principal  reaibn 
that  brought  the  king  thither  was  to  fit  out  a  fleet  againft 
the  Ainors^  under  the  comoaand  of  Don  Diego  di  Almeyda, 
It  coofifted  of  <about  tbirty  iail;,  with  fifteen  hundred  foldters 
on  board,  and  wa&  intended  for  a  fecret  expedition,  which, 
thcaugh  various  s^xideots,  he  found  himfelf  unable  to  execute, 
and  therefore  landed  his  men  in  the  port  oiAnafe ;  and  falling 
uppn  an  army  of  the  ikfa^rj,  who  were  in  the  neighbourhood, 
unexpedledly  killed  nine  hundred,  and  made  four  hundred 
priibner^    The  kiog  being  informed  that  tbeiie  Moor^  were  in 
^^rdbellicn  againijb  A/tt^  £e|^ziif,  kingof/VX)  he  fent  an  ami- 
.ha£bdor  to  him  to  lee  him  know  that  this  armament  wis 
'  made  for  his  fervice,  which  he  received  with  great  refped^ 
'  and  protnifed  to  give  his.  brother  of  Portugal  any  marks  that 
were  in  his  power  of  his  gratitude,  for  a  favour,  which  in  ef« 
fe^  he  never  received  \    He  alfo  obtained  from  Pope  Inm^' 
cna  the  eighth,  a  bull  for  levying  the  duties  known  by  the 
name  of  &  ciioiiade»  to  defray  the  expences  of  his  war  witb 
the  infidels ;    but  perhaps  he  paid  more  for  it  than  it  was 
worthy  (ince,  at  the  requeft  of  the  pontiff,  he  abolifhed  the 
cuftom  of  reviilng  and  coniicming  the  iPope's  bulls,  by  the 
parliament*  before  they  could  be  executed  in  Portugal  ^* 
About  this  tiine  he  fiuit  Don  Bodro  CowUatiy  and  Don  Aiofiji^  ^;  X).

gal.  underfland,  that  he  had  put  all  the  ports  and  foftredes  through" 

out  his  kingdom  into  the  heft  ftate  of  defence  pofiible,  and  had 
adorned  and  improved  the  great  cities  in  his  kingdom,  which 
he  prefumed  would  be  acceptable  to  their  majefties,  as  their 
'  daughter  woufd  one  day  (hare  the  throne  of  Portugal^  and 
r^ap  the  benefit  of  all  his  labours.  In  the  mean  time  he  car' 
ried  on  his  fcheme  with  fo  much  diligence,  that  the  works  of 
OHvenca  were  compleatly  finiflhed  ;  and  the  ftate  of  their  af- 
fairs not  allowing  them  to  take  another  refolution,  Don  Fer" 
difmnd  and  Donna  Ifabella  fettled,  with  the  beit  grace  they 
could,  the  time  and  other  circumftances  relative  to  the  mar- 
riage *i.  His  fuccefs  in  Africa  was  by  no  means  anfwerahlff 
to  this.  He  had  a  mind  to  build  a  very  ftrong  fort  at  the 
fnouth  of  the  river  Laracbe ;  and  in  order  thereto  fent  a  fleet 
with  forces,  to  furprize  the  town  of  Graciofay  which  they  per- 
formed \   but  they  no  fooner  began  to  fortify  it,  than  Mukyf

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king  ofFez^  came  down  with  an  army  of  forty  thoufand  horfe, 
and  invefted  it.  The  Chriftians,  though  the  works  were  not 
half  finiftied,  defended  themfclves  gallantly,  and  king  John 
had  once  fome  thoughts  of  paffing  the  fea  in  perfon  for  its  re- 
lief; but  the  king  o^Fer  propofing  that  the  garrifon  (hould 
march  out  with  all  the  honours  of  war,  it  was  accepted.  To 
balance  this,  there  arrived  a  great  number  of  fhips  richly  laden 
;  from  Guinea^  which  enabled  and  encouraged  the  king  to  aug* 
ment  his  naval  force,  and  to  make  great  preparations  in  jiU 
garve  for  another  expedition ',  the  conqueft  of  the  whole  cCaft 
being  the  object  of  his  ambition. 

As  foon  as  king  John  was  informed  that  the  infanta  Don-  Celebra-- 
na  Ifabella  of  Cajiile  was  fet  out  from  Seville^  in  order  to  en-  Hon  of  that 
\  ter  his  dominions,  he  appointed  Don  Emanuel^  duke  of  Bija^  marriage^ 
I  to  go  with  fome  of  the  principal  nobility  to  receive  her,  on  and  unfor- 
I  her  palling  the  Zaya^  which  is  the  boundary  between  the  two  '^''^'^ 
kingdoms.     This  ceremony  was  performed  on  the  twenty-  ^^^  v 
fecond  of  ^ovember^  and  the  infanta  condu6ted  to  the  city  '  5  .^^"""^ 
cfEi)ora^  where  her  niarriage  with  the  prince  Don  Jlofifo  was  ^'^"^^* 
celebrated  with  much  greater  eclat  than  any  thing  of  that 
i  kind  had  ever  been,  and  a  long  train  of  feafts  and  diverfions 
I  were  fixed  for  fix  months  to  come  •.     In  the  month  of  May     A.  D. 
the  court  removed  to  5/7«/^r^»,  where  all- poflible  preparations      1490. 
1   had  been  made  to  render  one  of  the  pleafanteft  places  in  the 
world  a  perfedt  paradife  ;  jufts,  bull-feafts,  and  other  fpefta-^ 
cles  took  up  the  day;    and  the  evenings  were  either  fpent  in 
failing  on  the  river  Tagus^  or  in  viewing  the  veflels  that  paf- 
fed  thereon,  adorned  with  flags  and  ftreamers,  and  in  dark 
nights  illuminated  with  flambeaux,  and  liftening  to  the  ex- 
cellent bands  of  mufic  on  board  them.     Thefe  fcenes  of  joy, 
which  had  fufFered  fome  check  by  the  death  of  the  king's 
fifter,  the  infanta  Donnz  yoanna^  and  by  the  breaking  out 
of  the  plague  at  Lisbon^  were  entirely  overcaft  on  the  twelfth 
ofjuly^  when  the  prince,  riding  a  fliort  race  with  Don  Juan 
deMenefeSj  his  horfe  fell  with  him  at  full  fpeed,  and  wounded 
him  in  fo  terrible  a  manner,  that  though  he  lived  till  the 
next  day,  yet  he  never  recovered  his  fenfes.     As  this  melan- 
choly accident  happened  in  the  fight  of  his  parents,  and  of 
hisconfort,  it  threw  the  court  into  the  deepeft  melancholy 
poflible  *.     The  king  caufed  the  body  to  be  removed  to  the

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monaftery  of  Bataiha,  went  thither  afterwards  himfelf  in  the 
month  of  Auguji^  to  aflift  at  a  funeral  office  for  his  fon ;  1^ 
V        ter  which,  his  grief  feis^d  bim  in  fuch   a  manner,  that  he 
fliat  himfelf  up  whole  days,  till,  by  the  advice  of  his  phyfi- 
cians,  a  natural  fon  of  his,  named  George^  whom  he  had  by 
Donnz  yfgnes  de  Min^oza,  wtis  brought  to  him,  and  who,i]y 
A.  D.     degrees,  allayed  his  forrow.     But  as  minds,  under  the  domi^ 
I49'*     nion  of  paflion,  are  liable  to  very  fudden  changes,  fo  itwsn 
not  long  before  the  king  laboured  to  periliade  his  confortto 
receive  this  boy  into  her  favour,  and  treat  him  as  if  he  had 
been  her  own  fon  ;  and  though,  till  that  time,  ihe  had  been 
of  all  wives  the  moft  dutiful,  yet  in  this  point  fhe  would 
*  \  never  yield  in  the  leaft,  as  apprehending  it  might  prejudice 

the  juft  claim  of  her  brother  Don  Emanuel^  duke  of  Beja^  who 
was  now  becoaie  the  prefumptive  fucceflbr  of  the  dominiom 
of  Portugal"", 
7he  king^s      In  the  beginning  of  the  fucceeding  year,  the  king  returB- 
endetvvowrs  ed  to  Lisbon^  where  he  laid  the  foundation  of  one  of  the  mot 
^^^''"'-^^"  magnificent  hofpitals  va  Europe,     He  like  wife  erected  anw 
natural  Jon  convent  for  the  canonefles  of  the  order  of  St.  JameSy  at  thl 
.    ^^1       head  of  which  he  placed  Donna  Jgnes  de  Mettdoxa^  the  mo- 
fucceJBon.     ^^^^  of  his  fon  George  \  for  whom  he  ftill  retained  the  grcaiel 
'     tendernefs  poffible  ;  and  notwithftanding  that  hfe  had  felt  dx 
pulfe  of  the  ftates,  when  they  fent  a  committee  to  condok 
with  him  on  the  death  of  the  prince,  yet  he  could  not  totsJIf 
relinquifh  all  hopes  of  procuring  him  the  fucceffion.  To  pate 
the  way  for  his  entire  legitimation,  he  obtained  a  bull  tp  ca* 
pacitate  him  to  hold  the  grand- mafterfliip  of  St,  James^  afll 
the  order  of  AvU^  which  he  beftowed  upon  him,  though  I 
child  \  but  when  he  would  have  proceeded  farther,  and  prefiel 
Pope  Alexander  the  fixth  to  remove,  as  far  as  it  was  in  hi 
power,  the  defeQ  in  his  fon's  birth,  he  had  not  only  the  mor- 
tification to  find  his  propofal  rejefted  in  a  full  connftory ;  but 
to  be  told  that  the  thing  was  impracticable,  becaufe  it  would 
bean   acSt  of  injuftice  towards  the  duke  of  Beja^  the  que^ 
Bonna  Ifabella  of  Caftik^  and  other  princes  and  princeffes  rf 
the  royal  blood  ^.     The  king  then  faw  plainly,  that  the  op- 
pofition  on  this  fide  was  too  ftrong  to  be  vanquiflied.     He  en- 
deavoured, however,  by  his  own  indulgence  to  make  foiW 
amends  for  the  infleKibility  of  the  court  of  Rome^  and  to  the 
great  offices  he  had   already  beftowed  on  his  fon  George^  he 
added  the  rich  priory  of  Crato  ;  which  put  him  at  the  htad

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of  the  order  pf  Malta  in  his  dominions _^.  Thcfe  indicatiohs  - 
of  the  king's  favour^  joined  to  the  addreis  of  a  very  accom-* 
plifhed  governor,  and  the  advantage  of  a  plentiful  revenue^ 
did  not  fail  to  raife  a  party,  though  it  was  but  a  fmall  one,  iii 
favour  of  the  king's  darling  ;  which  di(gufled  Don  Emanuel^ 
duke  of  B^a^  to  fuch  a  degree,  tl;iat  paitljr  through  fear,  and 
partly  through  chagrin,  he  thought  proper  to  quit  the  courts 
and  retire  to  his  own  eftate.  But  notwithftanding  the  king':^ 
thoughts  were  thus  occupied,  he  gave  various  inftances  of 
attention  to  the  public  intereft,  and  of  the  iirmnefs  of  his 
mind  where-ever  that  was  concerned.  He  made  fevefal  ex» 
cellent  laws,  reformed  mady  abufes,  and  vindicated  the  hotiOAit 
of  his  crown  in  a  very  remarkable  inftance^  Some  French 
corfairs  had  taken  a  Portuguefe  caravel  from  Guinea^  very  rich*- 
ly  laden  :  of  which  he  was  no  fooner  informed,  than  he  gavc^ 
orders  to  Don  Fafco  de  Gama  to  make  prizes  of  all  the  French 
fliips  he  could,  and  to  feize  all  that  were  in  the  ports  of  Por^ 
tugd ;  which  amounted  to  ten.  The  French  monrch,  Charles^  * 

was  no  fooner  acquainted  with  what  had  happened  y^  and  the 
caufe  of  it,  than  he  direSed  the  caravel  to  be  reftored  untouch- 
ed, and  made  an  apology  for  what  had  happrened^ 

Upon  the  edift  which  baniflied  the  Jevjs  oiit  of  thedomi-  lieisfeizid 
nions  of  their  catholic  majefties,  many  of  them,  fome  fay  an  ^ith  an 
incredible  multitude,  retired  into  Pcr/w^^/ j  which  itisfuppof-  incurable 
ed  the  king  permitted  for  the  fake  of  the  immenfe  wealth  they  ^^^*. 
brought  with  them  5  but  fome  inconveniencies  being  felt,  and  '^'^'^^  ", 
many  more  pretended,  from  their  ftay  in  the  kingdom^  they  ^'^^  .f^' 
were  ordered  to  retire  in  eight  months*.    The  queen  falling    ^^^*^ 
ill  at  Setubaly  the  king  went  thither  in  great  hafte,  and  re- 
mained with  her,  as  the  duke  of  Beja^  and  the  dutchefs  of 
Braganfa  likewife  did,  till  flie  was  out  of  danger  ^     Whether 
it  was  the  fatigue  of  the  journey,  his  great  emotion  of  mind, 
or  the  unwh6lfomenefs  of  the  feafon,  fo  it  was,  that  the  kuig 
fell  extremely  ill ;  and  as  feveral  black  fpots  appeared  upon 
his  body,  a  report  prevailed,  that  he  was  poifoned  ^.     As  foon 
as  he  was  in  fome  meafure  able  to  bear  the  fatigue   of  thci 
journey,  he  went  to  Evora :  the  air  of  which  place  he  thought 
agreed  better  with  him  than  any  other.  There  he  caufed  feveral 
experiments  to  be  made  for  the  perfedking  mathematical  inftru«^ 
'ments  in  his  prefence  i  confierred  with  foiiie  experienced  ihip-

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builclers  about  the  diflFcrcnt  forms  of  veffels,  and  gave  inftruc- 
tions  for  building  two  fortreffes,  one  at  Cafcaes^  and  the  other 
at  Caparica^  to  cover  the  entrance  of  the  bar  of  Luhan :  fo 
that  he  might  fay  truly  of  public  affairs,  that  he  made  them 
A.  D.  equally  his  bufincfs  and  his  amufcment.  His  health  ftill  de- 
I493»  dining,  he  fent  for  Alvaro  Pacheco  and  Stephen  de  Barras^  men 
in  whom  he  had  the  greateft  confidence,  and  ordered  them  to 
reflore  to  the  churches  the  plate,  and  a  certain  public  fund, 
which  had  been  taken  by  his  father  to  defray  the  expence  of 
the  war  with  Cajlile.  He  likewife  ordered  an  enquiry  to  be 
made  for  any  debts  of  his  father^,  for  he  had  none  of  his 
own,  and  directed  them  to  be  paid  *^.  His  punctuality  in  thefe 
matters  was  highly  ferviceable,  as^it  rendered  it  by  his  exam- 
ple the  fafhion. 
In  the  The  true  ftate  of  the  king's  difeafe,  according  to  the  beft 

mdftofhis  hiftorians,  was  a  complication  of  diftempers,  which  at  length 
pains  and  iffued  in  a  dropfy  ;  from  which  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
^W^^^^^    he  had  fome  relaxation  ;  and  fome  there  were  about  him  who 
^h'nr       ^^S^"  ^^  entertain  hopes  of  his  perfeft  recovery.     He  would 
v^ -^  '1    have  enjoyed  this  interval,  of  eafe  in  a  higher  degree,  and 
faJ^       -perhaps  it  would  have  lafted  longer,  if  he  had  not  been  vexed 
by   the  breaking  out  of  a  famine  at  Evora.     This  was  not 
owing  to  any  fcarcity,  but  to  the  avarice  of  fome  rich  men; 
who  taking  advantage  of  the  court's  being  there,  and  having 
previoufly  bought  tip  all  the  corn,  kept  it  at  a  high  rate.  The 
king  endeavoured  to  reduce  it  by  an  edidl,  requiring  it  to  be 
fold  at  a  jufl  price.     The  monopolizers,  who  had  as  little  loy- 
alty as  charity,  would  not  fell  at  all  ;  vvhich   provoked  the 
,  king  to  a  great  degree.     He  (hewed  what  is  rarely  Teen,  his 

wifdom  and  his  refentment  at  the  fame  time.  He  forbid  by  an 
edi<9:  the  buying  of  corn  from  any  Portuguefe  merchants  on 
pain  of  death :  by  the  fame  edid  he  took  off  all  duties,  and 
gave  a  bounty  on  corn  brought  in  by  ft  rangers  j  which  pro- 
duced plenty  to  the  people,  and  abfolutely  broke  the  engrof- 
fers  '^,  At  this  time  Columbus^  returning  from  America^  was 
forced,  with  his  fquadron,  into  Portugal.  The  king  no 
foonec  heard  of  it,  than  he  fent  for  him  ;  and  though  he 
knew  that  great  man  was  prejudiced  againft  him,  he  treated 
him  with  great  generofity  and  kindnefs  ;  and  protefted  him 
from  the  ill  will  of  fome  who  would  have  difpatched  him  ^ 
The  king  had  fo  true  a  love  for  merit,  that  when  he  heard

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Slveira^  who  was  the  manager  of  the  duke  ol  Vifeoh  con- 
fpiracy,  was  come  into  Cajiile^  he  faid,  Sihoeira  ha^  fo  much 
knowledge,  parts,  and  eloquence,  that  he  will  be  well  receiv- 
ed where-ever  he  is.     In  the  fummer  he  relapfed,  and  was  ad- 
vifed  to  go  into  Algarve,     There  he  met  with  Alonfo  Siha^ 
who  came  as  ambaffadpr  from  king  Ferdinand^  and  whofc 
principal  bufinefs  was  to  inform  his  mafter  how  long  the  king 
o{  Portugal  might  live.     The  king  caufed  him  to  be  intro- 
duced while  he  was  looking  at  fome  horfes,  when  ftrikingone 
of  them  fmartly  on  the  back,  *'  This  arm,  Don  Alonfo,  faid 
*'  he,  has  ftill  ftrength  enough  to  fight  a  battle  or  two ;"  and 
after  a  paufe  of  a  minute,  '<  againft  the  Moors:*  The  Cqfiilian 
cafily  apprehended  the  king's  meaning,  and  anfwcred  very  po- 
litely, "  My  mafter  will  be  very  well  pleafed  with  this  good 
"  news  ;  and  yet  more  pleafed  when  I  (hall  acquaint  him, 
"  that  your  majefly's  health  is  grown  ftill  better."     He  de- 
manded  afterwards,    and    obtained  a  private*  audience  :    in 
which  he  opened  FerdinancTs  defire,  that  the  king  (hould  en- 
ter into  the  league  with  It^ily  j  for  which  he  offered  him  many 
plaufible  reafons.    Ih  anfwer  to  this,   he  gave  him  a  long  and 
full  account  of  the  ftate  of  things  in  that  country,  entered 
into  the  charaders  and  views  of  all  the  princes  engaged  on 
both  fides,  and  concluded  with  telling  him,  he  had  as  much 
ambition  as  any  of  them :  "  but  my  ambition,  faid  he,  is 
"  of  a  different  kind.    I  mean  to  be  a  great  king  as  well  as     A.  D* 
"  they  ;  but  I  go  a  fliorter  road  to  be  a  great  king:    I  am      1494. 
"  for  making  my  own  a  great  nation.     For  this  reafon  in  the 
."  vigour  of  my  life  I  never  engaged  in  any  of  thefe  alliances  : 
*^  I  (hall  not  do  it  in  my  decline  ;  but  I  will  be  always  ready 
'"  to  -ad  as  a  mediator,^  and  I  am  the  fitter  to  aft  in  that  cha- 
"  rafter  as  I  am  totally  difinterefted.  This  you  may  tell  your 
"  mafter,  which  is  all  you  will  ever  have  to  tell  him  ;  for  I 
"  am  not  given  to  change  my  refolutions."    But  when  he 
perceived  th2LtJlonfo  did  not  Uzvt  Portugal,  he  ordered  him  to 
retire  to  EJiremos ;  where  he  had  him  fo  well  watched,  that 
he  knew  the  contents  of  every  difpatch  he  fent  to  CaJ^ile  *". 

As  king  John  felt  in  himfelf  a  gradual  decay,  he  became  Hisanxhty 
more  and  more  uneafy  about  the  fucceflion.  He  ordered  there-  ^^out  bis 
fore  a  teftament  to  be  drawn,  in  which  he  fet  forth  his  knXx-fi^^o  ^^^ 
ments  on  this  and   on  various  other  topics  ;  but  direfled  a  ^^P »    ^" 
blank  to  be  left  for  the  name  of  the  fucceflbr,  unable  to  bear  ^^^^  ^"' 
the  thoughts  of  rehnquifhing  his  fon,  and  at  the  fam«  time  as  ^^^^^^* 
unable  to  devife  any  probable  means  for  fecuring  to  him  what

he  had  a-miad  to  leave.  At  length  in  ^  fit  of  tendemefs  h9 
ordered  his  fecretary  Antonio  de^Faria  to  fill  up  the  blank  with 
'  the  name  of  George  :  but  th^t  fecretary,  who  was  a  man  of 
parts  and  probity,  refufed  to  doit.  ^He  told  him,  that  it  was 
^gainft  ju&ice,  and  againft  reafon  ;  that  the  queen,  the  nebir 
lity,  arid  the  people  were  unanimoufly  for  the  duke  of  Beja ; 
and  that  by  obeying  his  commands,  George^  inftead  of  becoav 
jn^  his  (iicceflbr,  would  become  a  facrifice.  This  was  the 
more  extraordinary  as  Faria  had  a  principal  band  in  the  de- 
itedion  of  the, duke  of  Vifeoh  confpiracy,  was  fure  of  being  dit 
graced,  and  not  fure  of  faving  his  life,  on  the  duke  of  Beja\ 
fucceffion.  His  example,  however,  determined  the  king';  and 
having  commended  his  iirmneis,  he  ordered  him  to  inlert  the 
jduke's  name  in  the  will  ^.  He  continued  to  linger  long  after 
^t  was  figned  ;  and  though  he  fent  for  the  dvike  more  than 
once  when  he  drew  towards  his  end,  yet,  through  fear  an4 
jdiftnift,  he  did  not  arrive  till  he  was  dying,  or  as  fome  fay, 
till  he  was  dead.  He  added  a  codicil,  by  which  he  declared 
his  fon  duke  of  Coimbra,  and  gave  him  all  the  lahd$  and  eftates 
of  Don  PedrOy  who  had  formerly  enjoyed  that  title.  He  de< 
mifed  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  OSiober  1495,  in  the  fortied^ 
year  of  his  age,  and  the  fourteenth  of  his  reign,  le&  hated 
than  he  had.  been  by  the  nobility,  but  admired,  and  even 
adored  jby  the  people ''.  His  device  was  a  pelican  feeding  her 
young  with  her  blood,  with  thefe  words  Pro  lege  et  grege,  I  c. 
5>  For  the  confiitution  and  the  commons  ^/'  It  was  truly  faid 
of  his  father  and  of  him,  that  one  was  a  better  man  than  a 
)Ling,  and  the  other  a  better  king  than  a  man.  He  fixed,  how- 
jCver,  the  grandeur  of  Portugal,  and  left  Fafco  de  Gama  on  the 
point  of  failing  for  the  difcovery  of  the  Indies.  His  parts,  or 
pther  his  abilities,  eclipfed  thofe  of  his  predecefibrs,  and  in 
return  were  eclipfed  by  the  virtue^  and  the  fortune  of  his  fuc-

^he  Reign  of  Emanuel,  furnamed  the  Fortunate. 

AT  the  time  of  his  acceffion  to  the  throne,  Don  Ema*  JcceJJtonof 
nuel  was  with  the  queen  his  fifter  at  Aka^ar-do-Sah  Emanuel, 
where  he  caufed  himfelf  to  he  proclaimed,  as  foon  as  he  was 
aflured  of  the  death  of  his  predeceflbr  *.  He  had  indeed  all 
the  titles  that  he  could  wi(h  :  »he  was  the  next  heir  by  blood .: 
he  was  recognized  as  fuch  by  the  late  king  in  his  will  :  he  - 
had  the  hearts  of  the  nobility,  and  the  voice  of  the  people  : 
he  was  in  the  twenty-fixth  year  of  his  age  ;  agreeable  in  his 
perfon ;  courteous  in.his  behaviour  ;  and  univerfally  beloved  for 
that  generofity  which  his  vaft  eftate  enabled  him  to  fliew,  even' 
in  a  private  condition.  He  came  to  the  crown,  therefore^ 
and  entered  into  the  pofleffion  of  the  dominions  of  Portugaly 
^peaceably  and  without  the  leaft  oppofuion,  though  there  was 
a  pretender  to  the  crown,  whofe  claim  was  never  confidered 
by  any  body  but  himfelf.  This  competitor  was  the  emperor 
Maximilian^  whofe  mother  was  the  fifter,  as  Don  Emanuer% 
father  was  the  brother,  of  the  king  Don  Alonfo.  He  pleaded, 
therefore,  that  ftanding  exaftly  in  the  fame  degree,  he  ought 
to  be  preferred  to  the  duke  of  Beja^  as  being  an  older  and 
a  greater  man  ^  \  but  this  had  no  manner  of  weight  with 
the  Portuguefe  ^  on  the  contrary,  they  (hewed  the  utmoft 
cagernefs  in  congratulating  their  new  king,  who  received 
every  body  with  the  greateft  kindnefs  ;  promifed  much  in  ge- 
neral, but  would  not  enter  into  any  particular  engagements ; 
ordered  the  body  of  his  deceafed  predeceflbr  to  be  transferred 
to  S/Vwj,  till  it  could  be  removed  to  the  royal  abbey  of  Batal- 
ha  ;  demanded  of  all  the  minifters  a  diftincft  account  of  their 
refpe£live  departments,  ufing  his  private  fortune,  till  whatever 
regarded  the  public  finances,  could  be  adjufted,  and  neglefl- 
ing  nothing  that  could  fpread  univerfal  fatisfacSion,  and  dif-  ^ 
pofe  the  bulk  of  the  nation  to  love  him  as  their  benefafior, 
though  they  might*  not  reverence  and  admire  him  as  they  did 
their  late  king,  of  whofe  lofs  they  fpoke  as  a  thing  that  muft 
be  endured,  though  it  could  never  be  repaired.  In  this  he 
fucceeded  fo  well,  that  ev6ry  thing  remained  quiet,  and  the 
people  pleafed  *^  (A).  One

fore  he  afccnded  the  throne. 
He  was  the  grandfon  of  king 
Ednuard^  the  nephew  of  Alon/o 
the  fifth,  and  coulin  to  John  the 
iecond,  his  predeceffor  (i).  He 
was  the  third  fon  of  the  infant 
Don  Ferdinand,  duke  of  Vifeot^ 
by  Donna  Beatrix y  the  daughter 
of  the  infant  jyon  Juan  (2).  He 
was  born  at  the  caftle  of  Alcho- 
chetti.  May  3,  1469,  which  fell 
that  year  upon  a  Thurfday,  and 
the  feaft  of  C(?r/«jCi»r(;?/.  This 
young  prince  being  born  at  the 
very  inilant  the  facrament  pafled 
by  the  door,  it  gave  occafion  to 
his  receiving  the  nsimtofEmanuel 
or  Manuel  (3),  He  had  an  excel- 
lent education  given  him,  more 
efpecially  in  CaJIile,  during  the 
time  he  remained  there  as  a 
hoftage,  upon  the  conclufion  of 
tne  peace  between  their  Catho- 
lic majefties  and  king  John  of 
'  Portugal  {^).  He  returned  into 
his  own  country  about  the  time 
the  duke  of  Bragan^a  IcJft  his 
life;  and  the  very  next  year, 
his  brother  being  killed  by  king 
Johny  he  came  into  the  pofle^ 
Son  of  his  eftates,  and  by  the 
king's  defire  aflumed  the  title, 
not  of  Vifeoy  but  of  Beja  (5). 
As  he  grew  to  man*s  eftate,  he 
difcovered  the  moft  amiable 
qualities  ;  his  difpofition  was 
mild  and  humane ;  his  temper 
naturally  grave,  but  accompa- 


nied with  an  agreeable  iweet- 
nefs  and  eafy  affability.  He  was 
extremely'  punctual  in  every 
thing;  rofe  rather  before  day, 
and  after  he  had  performed  his 
devotions,  difpatched  whatever 
bufinefs  he  had  to  do;  and  then 
diverted  hijnfclf  in  hunting, 
fhooting,  or  tennis.  He  was 
magnificent  in  his  houfe,  and 
very  elegant  in  his  table ; .  but 
at  the  fame  time  very  temperate, 
abftaining  wholly  from  wine  (6). 
He  loved  mufic  and  converTa- 
tion,  more  efpecially  as  to  the 
mathematical  fciences,  travels^ 
voyages,  and  difcoveries,  which 
induced  the  king,  who  really 
loved  hini  more  for  his  perfonal 
qualities,  than  for  his  near  re- 
lation to  him,  to  give  him,  IJy 
way  of  augmentation  to  bis 
arms,  a  fphere,  which  he  made 
ufe  of  ever  after  as  his  imprcfs, 
and  placed  it  over  his  arms 
when  he  was  king.  {7)."  It 
might  be  accounted  the  firft  in- 
ftance  of  his  good  fortune  that 
he  was  not  bom  heir  to  the 
crown ;  and,  perhaps,  the  fitua- 
tion  in  which  he  lived,  during 
the  reign  of  hiscoufin,  was' ano- 
ther great  advantage,  as  it  0- 
bliged  him  to  live  cautioufly, 
and  very  much  within  bounds. 
It  had,  however,  no  bad  effect 
upon  his  n^anners ;  he  was  ra- 
ther ferene   than   fcrious,   and

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was  made,  for  appointing  cooimiflioners  to  inquire  infa  the 
grants  of  the  late  king,  and  the  fervices  rendered  by  thofe 
who  had  obtained  them ;  an  augmentation  of  the  number  of 
judges,  that  juftice  might  be  the  more  fpeedily  and  efFedlu- 
ally  adminiftered  ;  with  fdme  others  of  lefs  importance  **.  He 
gave  very  early  marks  of  his  intention  to  aft  on  a  very  diffe- 
rent principle  from  that  which  had  governed  king  Johm  and 
this  was  reviving  the  power  of  the  nobility,  with  whofc 
arms,  in  conjunftion  with  his  own,  and  thofe  of  the  princes 
of  the  blood,  he  caufed  his  halls  and  dining  rooms  to  be 
adorned,  that  the  populace  might  be  gradually  drawn  to  re- 
verence and  efteem  them.  A  conduit  publicly  applauded, 
but  privately  difapproved.  We  have  before  obferved,  that 
i\it  Jiws  were  admitted  into  Portugal  in  the  late  reign,  for 
which  they  paid  a  heavy  capitation  tax  5  and  not  being  able, 
or  not  being  willing,  to  tranfport  themfelves  abroad  within 
the  time  given  them,  had  beenaftually  made  flaves,  and 
diftributed  through  M  Portugal^  by  the  command  of  king 
John.  To  thefe  afflided  people  the  king  extended  his  mercy, 
reftored  them  to  their  liberty,  and  fixed  a  new  time  for  their 
departure.  In  gratitude  for  this  favour,  they  would  have  given 
him  a  fum  of  money,  bat  Don  Emanuel  very  generoufly  re- 
fufed  it  ®.  Their  Catholic  majefties,  Ferdinand  and  Ifabella^ 
fent  very  early  an  ambafly  to  compliment  the  new  king,  to 
affure  him  of  their  friend  (hip  and  alliance,  and  to  propofc 
a  marriage  with  thfe  princefs  Mary  their  daughter.  The  king 
treated  thefe  minifters  with  great  refpeft,  aflurcd  them  it  was 
his  fettled  intention  to  maintain  the  peacje  between  the  two 
nations ;  but  infmuated,  that  it  was  time  enough  to  think  ' 
of  marriage  ;  and  that  when  the  tinxe  came  he  would  intimate  ' 
his  incli*nations  to  their  majefties,  who  were  not  ignorant  of 
the  meaning  of  this  5  and  that  it  refpefted  their  daughter  Ifa-

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lella^.  Amongft  thofe  who  came  to  pay  their  addrei^s  to 
the  king,  came  Don  George^  who  was  presented  to  him  by  the 
grand  commander  Don  Diegif  Almeyda*  He  was  then  about 
fourteen  years  of  age,  and  had  fo  ftrong  a  refemblance  to  the 
king  his  father,  that  when  Don  Emanuel  had  looked  upon 
him  a  little  time,  he  burft  out  into  tears,  and  promifed  to  do 
for  him  all  he  could  defire  or  expeft «.  The  king's  beha- 
viour encouraged  the  nobility  \  fo  that  many  of  them  who 
were  under  great  obligations  to  king  Johny  came  and  kiffed 
his  fon*sf  hand,  which  in  this  country  is  the  higjieft  mark  of 
refpedl:.  The  youth  received  them  with  great  dignity,  and 
exprefled  the  fame  affeSion  and  obedience  to  the  king,  as  if 
.  he  had  been  his  fon,  and  had  the  like  honours  paid  him  as  in 

A.  D.  ^^  former  reign.  The  king  likewife  fent  his  ambaiTadors  to 
1495.  foreign  princes,  caufed  fupplies  and  recruits  to  be  tranfportcd 
into  Barharyy  and  had  the  >fatisfa£tion  of  learning  that  the 
revolt  had  been  happily  fupprefled  there,  and  a  great  viflory 
gained  over  the  Mo^rs^  which  he  looked  upon  as  a  fair  omen 
of  the  fucceeding  glories  of  his  reign  **.  His  fubje^ls  had  the 
fame  opinion,  and  a  general  fatisfa£lion  was  ditfufed  through 
the  ftate. 
Reflores  As  the  plague  continued  zt  Lisbon j  the  king,  as  well  for 

the  family  the  fake  of  pleafure  as  for  the  prefervation  of  his  health,  went 
^Bragan-  to  Setuhaly  where  he  met  with  his  mother  and  his  two  fifters, 
9a  to  their  ^ho  prefled  him  very  warmly  to  reftore  the  family  of  Bra* 
rankj  titles^  g^j^i^Q  to  his  favour  and  their  eftates,  to  which  he  confented. 
Reflates,  ^j^jg  ^^^^  f^^  ^^^^  being  univerfally  pleafing,  though  the  king 
took  all  poffible  meafures  to  prevent  its  giving  juft  offence; 
for  he  gave  thofe  who  were  benefited  by  the  forfeitures  of 
this  family,  equivalents  with  which  they  were  fully, fatisfied, 
and  afliired  his  council  he  did  not  do  it  with  a  view  of  throw- 
ing any  imputation  oh  his  predeceffor's  juftice,  but  from  a 
perfuafion  that  children  ought  not  to  fuffcr  for  the  offences  of 
their  parents.     Some  of  his  minifters  took  the  liberty  of  re- 
prefentiog,  that  he  not  only  afted  contrary  to  the  maxims  of 
his  predeceflbr,  but  impoveriflied  the  crown  to  purchafe  an 
eftate  for-thofe  he  recalled  ;    that  he  adminiftred  fuel  to  fac- 
tions and  difcontents ;    and  that  the  nobUity,  encouraged  by 
this  aS  of  clemency,  would  begin  a-fre(h'to  pelfecute  and  cp- 
prefs  the  common  people.     But  the  influence  of  the  ladies 
prevailed  J  and  Don  Diego^  duke  oi  Bragan^a^  was  fully  rein-

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ftated  in  his  titles  and  fortune^.  The  king  was  likewife  de* 
Arous  of  recalling  cardinal  da  Cofla  from  Rome^  where  he  had 
refided  during  the  reign  of  king  John^  notwithl^anding  that 
under  that  of  his  father  he  had  been  in  great  credit.  At  firft 
he  liftened  to  the  king's  propofition,  and  had  fome  thoughts 
of  returning  to  his  native  country ;  but  upon  mature  delibe- 
ration he  acquainted  the  king,  that  he  ihould  be  able  to  ren- 
der him  more  fervice  where  he  was,  and  that  his  infirmities 
made  it  very  inconvenient  for  him  to  ItzytRome  ^.  Don  Al-  .  -^ 
^jaro^  uncle  to  the  duke  of  Bragartfa,  was  employed  by  the  ,5' 
Icing  to  negociate  his  marriage  with  the  princefs  dowager  of  ^^ 
PortugaU  Donna  Ifabillay  either  becaufe  Emanuel  was  ena- 
moured of  her,  or  becaufe  he  judged  it  probable  (he  might 
become  the  heirefs  of  Cajiik  and  Jrragon^  and  confcquently 
Jiis  ilEie  by  her,  pofleiTors  of  all  Spain^  and  the  moft  power- 
ful oionarchs  in  Europe.  But  the  firft  is  the  niore  probable 
opinion,  though  it  coincided  with  the  latter.  ^ 

Don  J^erdinand  and  Donna  Ifabella  feemed  very  well  inclin-  Efpoufet 
«d  to  this  marriage,  from  which,  however,  they  thought  to  Donttal^^ 
draw  this  advantage,  that  to  purchafe  their  daughter,  Don  bella,  ivbo 
Sfnanuel  fliould  enter  into  a  league  with  them  againft  Charles  hecomes 
the  eighth,  king  of  France  ;    but  the  king^  though  very  de-  heire/s  of 
firous  of  a  wife,  would  not  purchafe  her  upon  fuch  terms,  be-  the  crowns 
craufe  there  had  been  always  a  good  correfpondence  between  ^/  Caftilc 
the  two  crowns,  and  the  Portuguefe  were  great  gainers  by  their  ^'^  Axxzn 
commerce ;  but  he  went  fo  ftr  as  to  promife,  that  if  the  SP"' 
French  king  ihould  aft  offenfively,  and  enter  Spain  with  an 
^my,  he  would  affift  their  majefties  to  expel  them.     He  was 
not  fo  much  upon  his  guard  againft  the  lady,  who  pretended 
that  fhe  had  an  utter  avcrfion  to  Portugal^  from  the  grief 
that  file  had  fuftained  there;  that  to  marry  a  fecond  time  was 
beneath  a  princefs  of  her  rank;  and  thaYihe  could  not  give 
ber  hand  to  one  who  was  a  protedlor  of  the  Jews  ^    The 
wifer  and  better  part  of  the  council  oppofed  this,  as  a  meafure 
that  would  be  detrimental  to  the  ftate,  as  well  as  incpnfiftent 
with  the  king's  own  promife  to  thefe  unhappy  people.    Don 
Emanuel  was  defirous  of  pleafmg  both  parties.   By  a  new  edi<3 
he  gave  the  Jews  leave  to  depart  within  a  certain  time,  af- 
figned  them  different  parts  where  they  were  to  embark,  then 
ri^uced  them  to  Lisbon  only,  difappointed  them  in  furaifh-

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ii^  fhips,  and  by  fhefe  fteps  obliging  them  to  elapfe  the 
time,  punifhed  them  with  flavery  for  not  doing  what  it  was 
impoifible  they  (hould  do  ;  but  afterwards,  as  if  it  had  been 
a  mere  grace  and  favour,  they  had  the  fpace  of  twenty  y^rs 
allowed  them  for  their  thorough  converfion  to  Chriftianity,  iho' 
in  appearance  they  were  all  obliged  to  become  Chriilians  im* 
mediately ;  and  upon  accepting  this  offer,  their  children  were 
reftored  to  them,  which  had  been  taken  from  tbem^  in  order 
to  prevent  their  embarking  :  a  feverity  which  they  bore  fo  ill, 
that  multitudes  of  them  murthered  their  children  to  prevent 
their  being  made  (laves  to  the  /Chridians ;  and  not  a  few, 
out  of  the  horror  of  having  done  this,  murthered  themielves 
likewife :  fo  that  it  is  no  wonder  that  when  any  expedient 
was  propofed,  by  which  both  their  liberty  and  their  children 
_.  might  be  prefervcd,  they  readily  embraced  it ".  Many  of  the 
^'  writers  who  relate  this,  admire  the  wifdom,  but  moft  of  riicm 

'^^^'  commend  the  zeal  and  firmnefs  of  the  king  ;  though  it  muft 
be  admitted,  that  the  learned  prelate  of  Algarvi^  and  a  few 
others,  have  treated  this  meafure  in  the  manner  it  deierved, 
and  have  expreffed  their  amazement,  that  it  could  ever  be 
thought  confident  with  the  principles  of  true  religion  and 
found  policy  •*.  In  conicquence  of  this  expedient,  the  Uood 
and  fentimenis  of  the  Portugvfe  nobility  have  been  corrupted, 
and  the  fevere  tribunal  of  the  inquifition  made  necefiary,  to 
keep  numbers  in  a  ftate  of  religious  hypocrify,  without  ever 
making  perhaps  one  ^ue  Chridian.  After  the  point  had  been 
fully  debated  in  council,  the  king  took  a  refolution  of  profe- 
cutmg  the  difcovery  of  a  new  paflage  to  the  Indies \  and  gave 
.  the  command  of  four  veflels,  appointed  for  that  expedition, 
to  Vafco  de  Gama^  who  failed  on  the  ninth  of  y«i^,  and  hap- 
pily accompliflied  it  ^.  .  In  the  autumn  the  king  made  a  tour 
\x\\.o  VaUntia^  and  there  efpoufed  the  infanta  Donna  JJfizAf/itr, 
at  the  yery  fame  time  that  her  brother  Don  ^^ao/f,  prince  of 
Afturtas^  expired  at  Salamanca^  by  which  (he  became  the 
heirefs  of  her  parents  dominions  ;  and  as  mirth  and  mourn-; 
ing  could  not  well  agree,  as  foon  as  the  news  of  the  prince's 
death  was  made  public,  the  king  Don  EmanueU  vvith  his 
'  bride,  having  taken  leave  of  her  mother,  returned  into  their 

own  dominions  p.  >  '

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As  many  inconveniencies  had  been  experienced  by  the  ^n  excels 
cTaflitng  of  jurifdiftion$,  and  as  thefe  had  been  hitherto  fettled  ^»'  ^odi  of 
by  occafional  infpeftions,  of  which  there  were  but  few  re-  ^^^j,  and 
cords,  the  king  caufed  ^  furvey  to  be  made  of  his  whole  do-  ^^,.  ^^^' 
minions,  and  the  bounds  of  every  jurifdiftion  was  therein  dif--^.     5^*' 
tinftly  fettled,  the  whole  being  divided  into  five  books :  from-^'  "^i^^. 
vrhence  it  feems  probable  that  Algarve  was  excluded.     The  ^^^^ 
queen  becoming  pregnant,  their  majefties  were  invited  into 
Cajlih  ;  and  after  having  held  the   ftatfes  *  of  Portugal  at  Lif- 
hany  and  received  a  new  oath  of  fidelity,  they  fet  out  for  To- 
ledft  ;  where  the  ftates  of  Cajlile  being  aflembled,  the  queen    ■ 
of  Portugal  was  acknowledged  for  the  prefumptive  heir  9, 
'Their  majefties  then  proceeded  with  the  like  view  to  Sara- 
gojfa  \  where,  bn  the  twenty- fourth  of  Augujl^  Donna  Ifa- 
heila  o{  Portugal  was  delivered  of  the  prince  JDon  Af/VA^i?/, 
and  expired  an  hour  afterwards '.     Upon  this  Don  Emanuel     ^   p^ 
refolved  to  return  into  his  own  dominions,  having  firft  agreed      woS. 
to  fend  ambaffadors  to  Romey  who,  in  conjundlion  with  thofe 
of  their  catholic  majefties,  were  to  admonifh  Pope  Alexan- 
der the  fixth  of  the  fcandalous  life  he  led,  and  to  exhort  him 
to  behave  for  the  future  with  more  moderation  and  decency. 
The  Portuguefe  ambaffadors  were  Don  Rodrigo  de  Cajlro  and 
Don  Henry  de  Couiino,  men  of  great  quality,  and  confummate 
prudence.     They  profecuted   therefore  the  inftru(3ions  they 
had  received  very  exaftly  ;  but  the  Pope  anfwered  them  (o 
fmartly,  and  they  were  fo  well  apprized  of  his  true  chara6^er, 
that  they  judged  it  convenient  to  withdraw  as  foon  as  poffible 
out  of  his  reach  ".     But  after  this  the  Pope  (hewed  much  de- 
,  ference  and  refpeft  for  the  two  kings. 

In  order  to  fatisfy  the  decnands  of  their  catholic  majefties,  The  difco* 
the  king  caufed  his  fon  Don  Michael  to  be  aclcnowledged  by  ^ery  of  the 
the  ftates  the  heir  of  that  kingdom,  as  he  had  been  in  Cajitle  Indies 
and  Arragon  ;   but  at  the  fame  time  he  promifed  upon  oath,  happily  at- 
and  gave  it  under  his  hand,  that  no  Cajliilan  fliould  be  capa-  <^^^^^^^h 
bleof  any  preferment,  ecclefiaflical  or  civil,  within  the  king-  ^^^®    ^ 
dom  of  Portugal.     This  young  prince  dying  foon  after,  put     ^^ 
'  an  end  to  all  fean?  that  this  promife  might  not  be  duly  exe- 
cuted ^      The  king,  his  father,  applied  himfelf  with  great 
vigilance  and  vigour  to  the  care  of  the  adminiftration,  and  at- 
tended n^ore  efpecially  to  juftice  and  the  finances.     The  fleet

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joy,  and  the  reft  of  Europe  with  aflonifliment.  The  bifloiy 
of  his  expedition  belongs  to  another  place :  it  is  fuificient  to 
fay  here,  that  he  performed  it  in  fonnething  more  than  two 
years  ;•  and  that  of  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  perfons, 
which  made  up  the  complement  of  his  fquadron,  be  brought 
home  but  fifty-five.  The  king  received  him  with  all  poffible 
teftimbnies  of  refpefl  and  kindnefs,  created  him  count  of  Vi- 
degueira ;  and  not  only  declared  him  admiral  of  the  Indies^  but 
made  that  office  hereditary  in  his  family,  that  the  reputation 
and  reward  of  his  difcovery  might  go  together  \  As  be  had 
n6w  fomc  Icifure,  Don  Manuel  took  this  opportunity  of  remov- 
ing the  body  of  his  predeceiTor  from  the  town  of  Silves  in 
j/lgarvey  where  it  Ijiad  been  depofited  after  his  deceafe,  to  the 
monaftery  of  Batalha,  where  a  beautiful  tomb  of  white  m ara- 
ble had  been  erefted  to  his  memory'^.  At  his  return  he 
caufed  a  great  quantity  of  gold  and  filver  to  be  coined,  and  or- 
dered a  numerous  fquadron  to  befitted  out  for  maintaining  and 
cxjtending  the  newly  opened  trade  to  the  Eaji  Indies  ^  :  that 
what  prudence  had  acquired  might  be  (ecured  by  fpirit. 
As  the  fon  of  th^  late  king  was  now  arrived  at  man's  eftate, 
-  Don  Emanuel  thought  it  high  time  to  perform  what  bis  father

nephew  fy  ^^  ^on  FerdinanJy  and  uncle  to  Diego, -^duke  of  Braganfa; 
his  hro'      ^"^  "P^"  ^^'^  occafion  declared  that  young  prince  duke  of 
therms Jtde,   Coimbra,  with  allthp  lands  and  revenues  which  had  formerly 
,  accompanied  that  title.    At  the  fame  time  he  created  his  ne- 
phew Don  Alonfoy  the  fon  of  the  duke  of  Vifeo^  whom  king 
^^ohn  killed  with  his  own  hand,  conftable  of  Portugaly  and  gave 
im  in  marriage  Donni  y<w««/2  deNorogno^  the  daughter  of 
Don  Pedro  de  MenefeSy  marquis  of  Villa  Real^.     This  young 
nobleman,  though  very  high  born  on  the  fide  of  his  father, 
is  fuppofed  to  have  been  as  well  defcended  on  the  fide  of  his 
mother,  who  was  a  Cajiillan  lady  of  fuch  quality  that  tlA 
hiftorians  of  thofe  times  did  not  think  it  expedient  to  tranf- 
mit  her  name  to  pofterity.     The  king  being  without  children, 
and   a  widower,  was  continually  prefied  by  the  nobility  to  a 
fecond  marriage  :  in  order  to  which  he  had  been  for  fome  time 
treating  with   their  catholic  majefties  for  the  infanta  Donna 
Maria,  whom  he  declined  when  (he  was  offered  him  before  j 
which  treaty  was  at  length  brought  to  an  iffue,  and  the  mar-

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riage  portion  fixed  at  two  hundred  thoufand  crowns,  with  an 
annuity  of  ten  thoufand,  eftablifhed  on  the  revenues  of  the 
port  of  Seville  *•  At  this  time  the  king  nicditated  a  formida- 
ble expedition  againft  the  Moors  in  Barbary^  with  a  numerous 
fleet,  and  an  army  of  twenty -^fix  thoufand  men.  This, he  in- 
tended to  command  in  perfon,  nor  could  the  advice  of  his 
nobility,  or  the  intreaties  of  his  new  queen,  prevail  upon  him  * 
to  lay  afide  this  refolutiori.  But  the  Venetians  having  repre-  A.  D, 
fented  to  him,  that  the  7«r>t/^  emperor  Bajazet  threatened  1500. 
their  ftate  with  deftrudlion,  and  was  about  to  attack  them 
iwith  the  whole  force  of  his  empire,  the  king  very  generoafly 
relinqiiilhed  the  plan  he  had  laid  for  raifing  his  own  reputa- 
tion, and  declaring,  that  the  fafecy  of  his  allies,  and  the  in- 
tercft  of  Chrijiendom^  were  infinitely  dearer  to  him  than  his 
own  glory,  he  ordered  a  fquadron  of  thirty  fail,  with  a  pro- 
portionable number  of  troops,  to  join  the  fleet  of  the  republic^ 
In  order  to  aft  againft  the  7urh^. 

The  king  being  very  defirous  of  promoting  to  the  utmoft  J^^fiews 
the  welfare  of  his  nephew  the  duke  of  Bragan^a,  whomf  he  '^^  ^^^^  ^^" 
looked  upon  as  his  prefumptive  heir,  laboured  to  find  out  a  fit  S^^^  f°*'-  . 
match  for  him,  as  the  moft  effediual  means  of  diverting  that  {^'      '  ^ 
melancholy  with  which  he  was  afflicted  fometimes  to  fuch  a  ,.  ^  A^^ 
degree  that  forgetting  to  take  proper  fuftenance,  he  was  in  /  ^^^ 
danger  of  being  loft  for  want  of  food.     At  length  the  king  cag^^ 
fixed  on  Donna  Leonora  de  Guzman^  daughter  to  the  duke  of 
Aledina  Sidoniay  whom,  in  obedience  to  his  majefty's  com- 
mands, Don  Diego  married  ;  but  foon  after  difappeared,  and 
left  a  letter  for  the  king,  in  which  he  defired  that  his  majefty 
would  beftow  his  honours  and  eftates  on  his  brother  Don  Denis^ 
as  he  was  determined  to  travel  to,  and  fpend  the  reft  of  his 
days  at  Jerufalem.  Don  Emanuel,  however,  caufed  hini  to  be  fo 
carefully  fought  after,  that  he  was  difcovered  in  the  kingdom 
of  JrragoUy  and  fent  back  ;   when  the  king  received  him  with 
fo  much  affedion  that  he  was  prevailed  upon  to  lay  afide  th6 
fcj^eme  he  had  formed ;  and  lived   ever  after  in  a  manner 
fuitable  to  his  birth  and  quality  ^  (B),    The  fquadron  fent  to

refped-    However,  the  misfor-  ife£tion  which  the  king  Ihcwed 
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the  afliftance  o^  x\it  Venetians  ^ooA  firft  over  to  the  5«?rW^ 
ftiore;  and  attempted  to  furprize  Mazalquivir :  but  the  Moors 
making  a  gallant  refiftance,  and  the  ^ortuguefehiwingfuRcKi 
fome  lofs,  Don  Jt^an  de  MenefeSy  count  of  Tarouca,  thought 
it  beft  to  purfue  his  voyage  ;  and  after  fcouring  the  coarts  of 
Sardinia  and  Calabria^  he  bore  away  for  the  ifland  of  Corfu^ 
where  the-  Venetian  fleet  was  to  rendezvous.  There- his  fol- 
diers  beginning  to  intrigue  with  the  women  of  the  country, 
the  inhabitants  fell  upon  them  and  killed  feventy.  However, 
the  Venetian  and  ^ortuguefe  fleets  joining,  and  going  in  fearch 
of  the  Turkijh  force,  Bajaze^  thought  fit  to  drop  his  defign, 
and  to  order  his  fleet  to  return  into  port.     Soon  after  which 


for  him,  he  was  very  refllefs 
and  uneafy.  In  1498,  when 
Don  Emanuel  went  into  CaftiUy 
he  declared  this  duke  heir  to  the 
crown  of  Portugal,  in  cafe  he 
died  without  children.  It  was 
with  a  view  to  diflipate  this  me- 
lancholy, that  the  king  in  a 
manner  forced  him  into  a  mar- 
riage with  Donna  Leonora  de 
Gu%many  and  forced  him  after- 
wards to  live  with  that  lady, 
inftead  of  pailing  his  days,  as 
he  intended  to  have  done,  in  a 
hermitage  near  Jerufalem.  By 
degrees,  however,  this  had  its 
efied,  and  he  fhook  ofF  in  a 
great  meafure  that  melancholy 
which  was  the  fole  efFedl  of  his 
difpofition.  The  conflant  kind- 
nefs  of  the  king  contributed  not 
a  little  to  it,  for  he  appointed 
him  frequently  to  reprefent  his 
royal  perfon ;  put  him  at  the 
head  of  the  great  army  he  fent 
into  Africay  and  omitted  nothing 
that  could  ferve  to  convince  him 
of  the  iincerity  of  his  fentitnents. 
By  the  lady  beforr- mentioned, 
he  had  a  fon  and  a  daughter ; 
the  name  of  the  former  .was  Theo- 
dojiusy  who  fucceeded  him  in  his 
titles ;  and  of  the  latter  Ifabellai 
who  efpoufed  the  infant  Do^ 
Duarte,  (on  to  king  Emanuel, 
After  the  demife  of  lus  firft  dut- 


chefs,  Don  Diego  fell  in  love 
with  Donnay<ci/2»zr^,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Den' Diego  de  Mendo\ay 
governor  of  Moura,  by  whom  he 
had  four  fons,  and  feveral  daugh- 
ters, whofe  names  we  ihall men- 
tion as  briefly  as  poflible,  be- 
caufe  the  fucceflion  in  this  fa- 
mily is  abfolutfely  neceflkry  to 
be  thoroughly  known,  for  the 
clearer  underftanding  of  the  fuc- 
ceeding  part  of  this  hiftory.  Don 
Diego  de  Bragan^a,  who  died 
without  ilTue ;  Don  Confianiint 
de  Bragan^a,  great  chamberlain 
to  king  John  the  third,  his  am- 
baflador  in  F ranee ^  and  viceroy 
of  the  Indies^  who  efpoufed 
Donna  Mtfr/a  deMenefes,  daugh- 
ter of  Don  Rodrigo  de  iMk^ 
marquis  de  Ferreiraj  by  whom 
he  had  no  ifTue ;  Fulgentio,  prior 
of  Guimaraexy  who  left  two  na- 
tural children  5  and.  Thecm, 
archbiftiop  of  E'vora.  The 
daughters  were,  Dovina.  Franci/' 
ea,  who  became  a  canonefs  at 
Enmra  ;  Donna  Angelica,  abbefs 
of  Ftlla  Viciofa ;  Donna  Joanna, 
who  married  the  duke  deMa- 
queda\  Donna  Eugenia,  who 
married  Don  FrancTfco  de  Mello, 
marquis  de  Ferreira  ;  Donna 
Maria^  abbefs  of  Villa  Vim/a; 
and  Donna  Vincenta,  who  be-

yet  produced  any  thing  comparable  to  the  expe&ations  A^t  had 
Dcen  formed  from  it,  continued  to  fend  fquadrons  thither  well 
manned,  and  with  grea^  flore  of  naval  and  military  provt- ' 
fions,  not  doubting  t^at  in  procefs  of  time  it  would  amply  re- 
pay that  e;cpence  \  at  which  fome  of  the  narrow-tniBded 
amongft  his  fubjeds  grievouily  repined.  He  alfo  continued  to 
meditate  an  expedition  of  more  importance  into  Barbary  thao 
had  been  inade  by  any  of  his  predecefibrs  :  to  which  he  wajs 
inftigated  by  the  memoirs  left  by  king  John ;  in  which  it  was 
infiifuated,  that  the  oppotite  coafts  <^ Africa  were  firft  to  be 
conquered,  then  covered  by  fortrefles;  next  adorned  with  ci- 
ties and  fea-ports ;  to  which  inhabitants  might  be  drawn  by 
gentle  laws,  and  extenfive  privileges,  which  would  gradaaly 
produce  a  communication  between  the  interior  parts  of  m 
country  and  firangers  reforting  to  the  cities  and  havens,  tof 
the  inconceivable  benefit  of  the  fut^'efls  oi  Portugal  \  which, 
far  from  being  impoverifhed  by  the  expence,  or  weiakenedby 
the  fending  out,  would,  in  the  compafs  of  a  fihgle  reign,  n 
greatly  enriched  by  her  conquefis,  and  ftrengthened  oy  he< 
colonies.  He  laboured  alfo  to  repair  and  refiore  fuch  place( 
as  were  in  a  manner  depopulated  by  the  pl^e,  and  by 
viewing  the  charters  of  the  principal  cities  and  towns  in  his  d«H 
minions,  to  redrefs  what,  through  achangeof  caftoms,  wal 
become  grievous ;  to  fiipply  defers,  and  to  infert  new  prin 
leges  ®.  While  he  was  thus  employed,  the  aueen  dn  the  fixtl 
bf  June  was  delivered  of  a  prince,  in  the  midft  of  one  of  tb< 
mofl  violent  ftorms  that  was  ever  felt  or  heard  ^  and  as  thi^ 
according  to  the  fuperftition  of  thofe  times,  gave  birth

tendance ;  and  in  cafe  of  fick-

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many  ftrange  notions,  (6  thefc  were  ftrengthened  and  increaf- 
ed  when  the  prince  came  to  be  baptized,  on  account  of  a 
fire  breaking  out  in  the  palace,  which  threw  all  things  into 
confufion  ^  The  king,  full  of  piety,  according  to  the  mode 
of  thofe  times,  made  a  folemn  pilgrimage  to  the  (brine  of  St^ 
yamesy  at  Compeflella.  In  his  paflage  thither  ht  directed  the 
finishing  a  moft  beautiful  tomb  in  the  city  of  Porto  for  St. 
Pantakoy  the  patron  of  that  place,  which  had  been  begun  by 
the  late  king  «.  At  the  cathedral  of  St.  ^arms  he  left  a  noble  ^ 
filver  lamp,  in  the  ftape  of  a  ctfftle,  valuable  frbtn  its  weight, 
much  more  fo  from  its  workmanfliip ;  and  diftinguiflied  him- 
fetfbyliberally  relieving  the  poor  wherc-cver  he  earned  In  hii  a.  I); 
return  through  Ctf/OT^rtf  he  faw  there  the  fepulchre  of  Don  1502; 
Jlonfoy  the  firft  king  of  Portugal,  with  |he  meannefs  of  which 
he  was  fo  much  afFedied,  that  he  dtreSed  a  new  one,  worthy 
of  himfelf,^and  of  the  memory  of  the  great  prince  whofe  re- 
mains were  to  reft  therein  K  The  fleet  he  had  fent  to  Africa^ 
with  orders  to  reduce  a  certain  fortrefs,  returned  without  doing 
any  thing.  Notwithftanding  which  he  was  received  upon  his 
ittum  to  Lishonm^  a]}  poffible  marks  of  fatisfadion  and  joy  ^.' 
In  this  he  might  be  truly  fiiled  Fortunate ;  for  whatever  were 
the  ifltie  of  his  de%DS,  his  fub)e£b  were  £>  thoroughly  per- 
funded  of  the  reditude  of  his  intentions,  that  they  were  equally 
^tefiil  for  what  they  aiSually  received,  and  for  what,  if  it 
had  been  in  his  power,  they  knew  their  king  meant  to  be- 
ft)w.  - 

The  new  projeft  which  the  king  had  formed  for  going  in  Progfefs  of 
pcrfon  to  Africay  was  fruftrated  by  the  breaking  out  of  a  fa-  the  njuariti 
mine  in  his  own  dominioiis  \  by  which  he  was  obliged  to  di-  >^frica. 
vide  his  fleet  into  fmall  fquadrons,  in  order  to  fend  them  to 
the  coaft  of  Africay  Sicily ^  Sardinia,  France j  Great- Britain, 
\Gtrmany,  and  the  north,  to  bring  in  fopplies  of  corn,  without 
which  bis  people  mufl  have  been  famifhed '.   This  misfortune 
did  not  hinder  him  from  feeding  fome  mifSonaries  over  to 
Cmgo^mxh  inftru£lfons  to  civilize  the  people,  and  to  bring 
them  as  much  as  poflible  to  relifh  their  own  manners  and  way 
of  living ;  and  to  engage  the  king  to  fend  over  foirre  of  hi^

go,  to  Lisbon^  an  end  was  put  to  all  the  obje£lions  and  (ufpl- 
cions  concerning  that  trade :    the  importance  of  which  was 
now  become  confpicuous  even  to  the  meaneft  underftanding^ 
Amongft  men    of    family   and   parts  the  fpirit  of  difcovery 
prevailed  rather  too  flirongly.     About  two  years  before  Gaffar 
Cottreah  ^  young  gentleman  of  birth  and  genius,  fitted  out  a 
{hip  at  his  own  expence,  which  he  commanded  in  perfon; 
and  that  he  might  not  be  reproached  witl)  thrufting  hb  ficlde 
into  another  man's  harveft,  bent  his  courie  to  North  America '^ 
and  failing  along  the  coaft,  which  he  found  inhabited  by  a 
barbarous  people,  but  very  pleafant,  and  capable  of  great  im-: 
provements,  he  beftowed  upon  it  the  name  of  Greenland'. 
and  returning  home,  fitted  out  another  veffel,  with  an  intent 
to  fettle  there ;  but  was  never  heard  of  more.     His  brother 
Michael  went  in  fearch  of  hin!,  and  had  the  like  fate ;  and 
this  year  a  third  brother  would  have  taken  the  fame  rout^,  if 
the  king  had  not  interpofed.     From  thefe  brothers  thofecoaib 
arp  entitled  Tterra  de  CortereaL    The  king  had  direSedDoa 
Juan  de  Menefes  and  the  count  de  Tarouca  to  reduce  the  for« 
trefs  of  Alca^er-quivir^  which  the  king  of  Fez  had  augmented, 
with  a  view  to  bridle  Arzila  ;*  and  they  attempted  it,  and 
{hewed  in  that  attempt  all  the  courage  and  skill  poffible,  but 
without  eiFe(9  ;  for  in  truth  their  force  bore  no  proportion  to 
.    j^      the  undeiOiaking.    At  home  Don  Emanuel  called  an  afiembiy 
J*     '     of  the  ftates  at  £/i^^« ;  where,  notwithftanding  affairs  were 
^     *     but  in  an  untoward  fituation,   yet  their  defire  of  obliging 
that  monarch  was  fo  ftrong  that  they  granted  him  all  he  de- 
manded J  together  with  a  free  gift  of  fifty  thoufand  cruzadoes 
for  the  war  in  Africa  :  they  likewife  acknowledged  Don  Jum 
in.quality  of  heir  apparent  ".     On  the  fourth  of  OSfober  the 
queen  was  delivered  of  the  infanta  Ifahella^  afterwards  em 
prefs  and  queen  of  Cajtile  and  Arragon  ^.    As  foon  as  the 
{lates  feparated,  the  king  went  to  Tomar^  where  he  hfeld  a 
chapter  of  the  order  of  Chrift,  and  reforftied  many  abufcs. 
Death  of       DoH' Emanuel  was  extremely  affeded  by  the  death  of  hJA 
the  queeiCs  nephew  the  conftable ;  who  left  behind  him  an  only  daughter, 
mother.       who  married  into  the  houfe  of  Villa  Real:    but  this  I06  did 
.  not  afFed:  the  public  fo  much  as  that  of  the  queen's  mother, 
Donna  Ifabella  of  Cajlile  p  :  for  Don  Emanuel  being  well  ap- 
prized of  the  chara£i:er  of  the  arch-duke  Philips  and  of  thofe 

"»   Maffoei  Hift.   Indie.    OsoRtus.  "   Damiak  \>t 
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about  him,  began  to  entertain  fo  flender  an  opinion  of  his  friend- 
(hip,  that  he  gave  orders  for  repairing  all  the  ftrong  places  on 
the  frontiers  towards  Cq/iife.  It  is  not,  however,  certain,  that 
he  carried  his  fufpicion  of  this  prince  fo  high  as  to  enter  into 
any  negotiation  with  Don  Ferdinand,  king  of  Arragon,  in  oTr 
derto  a  marriage  between  him  anclthe  unfortunate  Donnay^^w- 
»7,  who  had  formerly  born  the  title  of  queen  of  C<2/7/7^.  In 
Africa  Don  Juan  Menefes  forced  the  Moorijh,  port  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river  Larachcy  carried  out  {hips  that  lay  there- 
in, which,  with  other  excurfions  by  land,  very  defervedly 
raifed  his  character ;  but  did  not  much  advance  the  defign  of 
Don  fwizww^/,  or  any  other  folid  and  valuable  purpofe.     The      a    j\ 

I  inclemency  of  the  feafon  was  rather  more  remarkable  this  \rQA 
year  than  the  laft ;  more  efpecially  at  the  entrance  of  the  au- 
tumn,  wbeh  feyeral  (hocks  of  an  earthquake  were  felt  with 
fuch  violence  that  the  people  abandoned  the  towns  and  fled 
into  the  mountaihs ;  where  being  faluted  with  the  fame  terrors, 
they  defcended  into  the  plains,  and  remained  under  tents  and 
cabins  till  the  approach  of  winter.  On  the  laft  day  of  the  year 
the  queen  was  delivered  of  the  infanta  Donna  Beatrix,^  who  , 
became  afterwards  dutchefs  of  &ffuoy  ^. , 

As  the  (ituation  of  things  in  India  required  a  fuperior  force,  Suban  of 
the  king  caufed  a  better  fleet,  and  a  greater  number  of  troops  Egypt  ^x- 
to  be  fent  thither  under  the  command  of  Don  Francifco  de  deavoursto 
Abnada,  than  at  any  time  before ;  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  threaten 

I  his  confummate  prudence  ihthis  refpedl,  it  is  highly  proba-  Portugal 
bletheP<7r/c/^«{/^had  been  beat  out  almoll:  as  foon  as  they  had  and  Caf-* 
entered  into  India.  For  the  Mohammedan  princes  there,  and  ^«* 
particularly  the  king  of  Aben^  who  pretended  to  be  defcended 
from  their  prophet,  applied  themfelves  to  Campfon,  fultan  of 
the  Mamalukes  in  Egypt^  requefting  him  to  proted  them 
againft  the  Chriftians.  At  the  fame  time  there  were  ^at  the 
court  of  the  fultan  ambalTadors  from  the  republic  oi  Venice^ 
who  likewife  prompted  him  to  drive  the  Portuguefe  out  of  the 
Indies ;  and  vifho,  to  render  this  the  more  pradicable,  fupplied 
him  with  ^engineers  to  caft  cannon,  and  to  build  (hips  in  the 
ports  of  the  Red  Sea.  By  their  advice  alfo  the  fultan  fent  a 
monk,  whofe  name  was  Maurus^  with  letters  to  the  Pope, 
then  Julius  the  fecond,  complaining  bitterly  of  the  conqueft 
of  Granada  by  Don  Ferdinand,  and  the  expedition  of  Don 
Emanuel  into  Africa  and  the  Indies,  threatening  to  make  re- 
prifals  on  the  Chriftians,  and  intimating,  that  unlefs  he  had 
iatisfaftion  he  might  not  find  himfelf  fafe  even  at  Rome,  The 
Pope  fent  copies  of  thefe  letters  to  Lisbon  and  to  Madrid  \  but 
neither  of  the  kings  feemed  to  be  much  aflFefted  :  on  the  con-

trary  they  exhorted  his  holinefs  to  do  his  duty,  and  publiih  a 
crufade,  which  would  infallibly  furnifli  a  number  of  men  fuf- 
ficient  to  defend  him  againft  alt  his  enemies  ^  In  the  aflem- 
bly  of  the  ftates  held  this  year  many  good  laws  were  made  foi 
encouraging  induftry  and  frugality,  and  for  prcferving  equali- 
ty among  the  people.  Amongw  thcfe  there  was  one  very 
remarkable :  the  king  forbad  hofpitals  to  purchafe  lands  wids- 
out  licence,  under  fevcre  penalties  ;  becaufe  it  was  difcovered 
that  taking  advantage  of  people's  neceilities,  they  purchafed 
pn  every  fide,  and  as  they  had  no  power  of  felling,  were  amaf- 
ifing  vaft  eftates*.  About  this  time  arrived  from  the /»^ 
Duarte  Pachecoy  who  had  performed  there  anions  almoft  be- 
yond the  power,  or  the  belief  of  man.  The  king,  to  (hew 
how  much  he  efteemed  virtue,  did  him  the  higheft  honours, 
and  not  only  c^ufed  a  thankfgiving  to  be  celebrated  for  his  vic- 
tories, but  made  him  walk  by  his  fide  to  church  upon  thatoc- 
cafion  ^  After  this  underftanding  that  honour  was  all  that  he 
had  brought  with  him  from  the  Indies^  he  appointed  him  go- 
vernor of  the  cattle  St.  George  del  Afma^  upon  the  coaft  of 
Guinea ;  where,  performing  his  duty  exa^y,  fome  envious 
perfons  accufed  him  of  fuch  atrocious  crimes  that  he  was  or- 
dered home  in  irons,  long  confined,  at  laft  tried,  and  ac- 
quitted °  ;  and  left  innocent  and  indigent  to  the  contempla- 
tion of  that  ancient  maxim,  Firtue  is  its  own  reward,  Soea- 
fily  are  even  the  beft  princes  mifled  by  flatterers.  While  the 
,  ^*  ^'  king  fled  from  place  to  place  for  fear  of  the  plague,  which 
f  ^^5*  was  brought  into  Poriugalhy  the  Pope's  ambaflador,  fome  a- 
curfions  were  made  in  Bafbary^  but  of  no  great  confequence; 
from  whence  the  king  was  more  and  more  confirmed  in  his 
opinion,  that  his  great  defign  could  not  be  carried  into  exe- 
cution but  by  tranfporting  a  confiderable  force,  and  making  a 
tonfiderable  conqueft  at  once,  towards  the  expence  of  which  he 
had  received  a  bull  of  crufade. 
pangerous  The  court  being  at  y/^r^ »/^f  to  avoid  the  infection,  there 
/edition  xu  happened  a  difmal  misfortune  at  Lisbon^  where  fome  zeabus  * 
Lisbon,  perfons  obferving  in  a  church  that  the  glafs  which  covered  a  hole 
in  the  fide  of  a  crucifix  feemed  to  fliine,  cried  out,  *'  A  mira- 
cle  !"  A  J^Wy  who  had  been  but  lately  converted,  happened  un- 
luckily to  fay  it  was  the  refleftion  of  the  fun  beams,  which  fell 
from  an  oppofite  window.  This  made  a  prodigious  diftur- 
bance,  and  two  feditious  monks  exciting  the  people  to  take 
vengeance  of  the  Jews^  they  murdered  about  five  hiindred  of

tbem  that  dajr.  The  ^  men  from  on  board  fomie  French  ind 
Dutch  £bips  in  the  river  landed  and  joined  the  mob,  and  bring- 
ixig  with  them  a  new  fpirit  of  devotion,  which  dire£led  them  to 
the  richeft  houfes,  without  making  any  diftinflion  of  Jew^  or 
Chriftian,  murdering  and  plundering  without  mercy.  A  recruit 
of  villains  of  the  fame  ftamp  out  of  the  villages,  entered  Lisbon^ 
aad  comipitted  the  moft  horrid  outrages  during  the  third  day  : 
fo  that  in  the  whole  there  periihed  upwards  of  two  thou(and  per* 
fens,  the  moft  part  Jews.     The  king  being  informed  of  this,  ' 

fisnt  commiiEoners,  with  a  corps  of  troops  to  fupport  them.  On 
a  Afi£l  enquiry  the  magiftrates  were  depofed,  fuch  of  the 
dugleaders  as  could  be  found  hanged,  the  two  monks  de* 
gmded,  and  burnt,  and  the  city  deprived  of  all  its  privileges. 
As  for  the  French  and  Dutch,  who  had  been  the  moft  adive, 
asfoon  as  they  had  loaded  their  (hips  with  plunder  they  failed 
away,  atnl  thereby  efcaj^d  the  due  reward  of  fo  in&mous  an 
ifiion  ^,  While  their  majefties  were  at  Ahrantes^  the  queen  A.  D. 
was  delivered  of  the  infant  Don  Lewis.  The  king  being  in«  1506* 
fermed  of  die  arrivad  of  the  arch- duke  Philip  \n  Spmn^  fent 
to  compltment  him,  which  was  very  well  receh^ed  :  and  in 
^rica  the  Partuguefi  commanders,  who  began  to  be  as  great 
pioficieocs  in  intrigue  as  the  Mows  themfelves,  furprifed  the 
fort  of  Soj^t  which  they  kept  aiid  fortified^  efteeming  it  a 
very  confideraUe  conqueft  ^. 

By  the  king's  great  application  to  whatever  regarded  the  ex-  jjairs  in 
tenfion  of  his  power  in  the  indies^  his  influence  in  CmgOf  anH  ^i^ufe 
the  commerce  of  his  {uh]e&s  in  Guinea,  immenfe  wealth  was  <w/>/&  Caf<* 
brought  into  Portugal,  and  the  port  of  £r^^»  grew  one  of  the  tile,  left  to 
moft  coiifiderable  in  Europe^  and  this  notwithflandins  the  the  deter- 
plague  ftill  prevailed.  The  king  and  court  remained  at  Mr  en-  mination  of 
its:  there  on  the  fifth  of  July  the  queen  brought  into  the  commija- 
,*orld  the  infant  Doii  Ferdinand  y.    Some  dtfputes  having  riejonhoth 
arifen  with  the  crown  of  Ca^iie  in  relation  to  their  conquefts  in-^^^^* 
Jfrica,  Don  Emanuel  applied  himfelf  to  his  father- in*Iaw,  to 
pievent  things  from  ^coming  to^extronities,  and  offering  to 
leave  sdl  points  in  difpute  to  be  fettled  by  their  commifTaries, 
which  was  accepted.    The  prince  of  Mequinex  being  driven     ^  p 
out  of  his  dominions,  fled  for  flielter  to  Don  Emanuel,  and 
promifed  to  put  the  flrong  city  of  Jzemor  into  his  hands,  if 
he  wouldintruft  him  with  a  proper  force.    The  king  confent- 
ed  to  this^  and  embarked  four  thoufand  horfe,  and  two  thou- 
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fand  foot  for  this  expedition  ;  which,  however,  came  to  no* 
thing,  and  which  fomc  alfo  place  in  the  fucceeding  year.    It 
had»  however,  one  good  effect,  which  was,  that  the  king  de- 
termined with  himfelf  not  to  confide  any  more  in  fuch  rene* 
gades  ;  and  indeed  hitherto  all  the  conquefts  he  had  made  in 
Barbary  had  been  fo  expenfive,  that  if  the  nation  had  not  been 
enriched  in  another  manner  than  formerly,  they  nauft  have 
been  abandoned  *. 
^beCzSii'      ^^  the' famous  Albuquerque  was  now  in  the  Indies^  the 
liafts  dnd   concerns  of  the  Portuguefe  went  to  their  wifli,  and   the  ad- 
Arragoni-  vantages  derived  from  thence  enabled  Don  Emanuel  to  gratify 
ans  gene-    his  paffion  for  building,  and  indeed  for  every  other  branch  dF 
roujlyfuc'   magnificence*.     At  the  fame  time,  however,  be  was  very 
com  ibe     careful  in  fending  over  annual  fupplies,  well  knowing  how 
Portu-       many,  and  how  powerful  enemies  he  had  to-withftand,  fince 
guefe  in     jt  may  be  truly  affirmed,  that  the  Mohammedans  were   more 
Af|?ca.       firmly  united,  and  much  morfe  formidable  in  thofe  parts  at 
this  jundlure,  than  they  have  been  at  any  time  fince  ;   and 
that  this  power  ^of  theirs  was  entirely  broke  and  defeated  by 
.  the  Portuguefe^  without  the  afiiftance  of  any  European  ally, 
and  when  there  were  no  Chriflians  but  themfelves  in  the  /a- 
dies.    The  commiiTaries  that  had  been  appointed  to  treat  with 
the  Cafiilians^  came  at  laft  to  this  agreement,  that  Velas,  dt 
h  Gomera  fhould  be  their  common  frontier,  and  that  all  the 
country  eaftward,  fhould  be  confidered  as  appertaining  to  the 
crown  of  Cajiile ;    while  the  fame  right  was  to  be  acknow* 
^  ledged  in  the  crown  of  Portugal^  as,  to  the  countries  Ijring 

weft.  But  while  they  were  fettling  thefe  imaginary  bounds 
of  empire,  the  king  of  />z,  at  the  head  of  upwards  of  one 
hundred  thoufand  men,  invefted  Ariula ;  and  though  Fafet 
Coutignoy  count  of  Borba^  made  a  gallant  defence,  and  gave 
immediate  notice  of  his  danger  to  the  Portuguefe  admiral, 
and  to  the  governor  of  Tangier j  yet  he  found  it  abfolutely 
necefTary  for  his  own  prefervation,  to  abandon  the  town,  and 
to  retire  with  the  remains  of  his  garrifon  into  the  cafUe  :  the 
news  of  which  afFeded  Don  Emanuel  to  fuch  a  degree,  that 
be  ordered  an  army  to  aflfemble  in  Algarve ;  to  which  king- 
dom he  pofted  in  perfon,  and  dire&ed  as  many  (hips  as  could 
'  be  got  ready,  to  be  fent  thither  from  Lisbon.  All  his  endea- 
vours, and  all  his  expedition,  however,  had  proved  inefiec- 
tual,  if  Don  Ferdinand  of  Arragon  had  not  employed  the 
V^hole  force  he  had  in  Africa^  under  the  command  of  the  fa- 
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mous  Don  PeJro  Na^arro^  for  the  affiftance  of  the  PortU'^ 
guefey  who,  by  this  timely  fupport,  were  fo  much  encouraged,    ' 
and  behaved  thcmfeiveis  fo  gallantly,  that  they  conftrained  the 
king  of  Fe%  to  fet  fire  tp  hi6  new  conqueft,  and  to  retire  with 
his  army,  which  had  fuffered  prodigioufly  during  the  courfe  » 

of  the  aege.  This  welcome  news  reached  Don  Emanuel  at  ^  jj 
Tavtra,  where  in  a  very  Ihort  fpace  he  had  aflembled  twenty  j  l^^g ' 
thoufand  men,  and  was  on  the  very  point  of  embarking ; 
but  the  Portuguefe  nobility  reprefenting  to  him  the  impropriety 
of  fuch  an  expedition,  in  the  prefent  circumftances  of  his 
kingdom,  he  was  prevailed  upoA  to  lay  it  afide,  chiefly  from 
the  apprehehfion  that  thofe  who  gave  him  this  advice  in  Eu^ 
rope^  might  make  him  repent  the  not  following  it,  if  he  car- 
ried them  againft  their  wills  into  Africa  ^. 

Don  Ferdinand  Coutignoy  a  nobleman  of  great  perfonal  me-  j  French 
rit,  was  fent  with  fifteen  fail  of  large  (hips  into  the  Indies^  pirate  com- 
with  orders  to  regulate  all  difputes  between  Almeyda  and  Al-  mits  deprt^ 
huquerquei   to  fend  the  former  home,  and  to  put  the  latter  dations  oti 
into  full  poflfeflion  of  the  fupreme  power  in  thofe  parts,  the  the  Portu* 
fa£Kons  amongft  the  Portuguefe J\\2inn^  already  produced  great  gucfe  com-^ 
inconveniencies*^.     On  the  twenty-third  o^  Aprils  the  queen  «»^^^  is 
was  delivered  at  Evora  of  the  infant  Don  Alonfo  J.     The  war  P'^Ji^^dand 
in  Africa  ftill  continued,  though  the  Partuguefe  writers  are  ^^"^ 
filent  upon  it;    and  the  kingof  i^^z,  having  raifed  another 
formidable  army,  difpofed  every  thingfor  the  fiege  of  Ar%ila 
in  fuch  a  manner,  that  the  place  had  very  probably  been  ta- 
ken, if  the  count  de  Borba  had*  not  very. wifely  had  recourfe 
to  thofe  who  were  neareft  him  for  their  affiftance.    Thejtown 
^  Xerex  fent  him  three  hundred  crofs  bow-men^  arms,  am- 
munitioni  and  provifion  in  plenty  came  from  the  city  of  5^- 
ville  ;  and  Michael  Soler^  admiral  of  Arragon^  haftened  thither 
with  a  fmall  fquadron  of  gallies,  upon  which  the  king  of  Fe% 
fiflding  the  enterprize  more  difficult  than  he  had  Conceived, 
retired  and  difmifled  his  forces  ®.     There  was  at  this  time  a 
French  corfair,  whofe  name  was  Mondragon,  who  with  a  fqua- 
dron of  four  fail  of  ftout  Ihips  took,  without  much  ceremony, 
whatever  veflcls  came  in  his  way,  and  amongft  others  made 
free  with  a  Portuguefe  Indiaman,  very  richly  laden.    The  king  • 
complained  of  this  to  Lewis  the  twelfth,  then  engaged  in 
the  league  of  Cambray  againft  the  Venetians^  and  not  receiv- 
ing fuch  an  anfwer  as  he  expeSed,  ordered  Duarte  Pacheco 
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with  fix  ihip^  to  go  in  fearch  of  the  corfair,  with  whom  he 
ctme  up  oS  Cape  Fini/ierre.  Mondragon,  whofe  trade  was 
fighting,  behaved  very  gallantly;  hxxx. Pacheca  havbe  funk 
h»  own  {hip>  and  taken  him  prifoner,  fooh  made  him 
mafter  of  the  other  three,  and  returned  to  Lisbon  in  triumph, 
with  the  pirate  in  chains.  Don  Emanuel^  however,  having 
received  full  fatisfadion^  and  having  taken  an  oath  of  Mon- 
dragon  to  refpeft  the  Portuguefe  flag  for  the  future,  fet  him  at 
liberty ;  but  what  reward  Pacheca  had  for  this  gallant  fervicc, 
does  not  ajipear.  This  year  Luis  de  Camoem^  the  prince  of 
Portuguefe  poets,  was  born  ^- 

The  affairs  WZfrfitf  and  Africa  entirely  occupied  the  miod 
of  Don  Emanuel^  as  indeed,  confidering  the  pofture  in  which 
they  were,  they  very  well  might,  fince  Albuquerque^  though 
a  viceroy  only  of  the  P^ortuguefe  monarch,  had  a  mind  capable 
of  as  great  proje(2s  as  any  of  the  ancient  conquerors  ;  and 
with  a  very  inc6nfLderable  force  had  extended  the  Portuguefe 
empire  from  the  ftreights  of  Babelmandel  to  thofe  of  Molacca. 
From  hence  it  is  certain  that  prodigious  advantages  accrued 
to  Portugal  \  but  it  is  no  le(s  certain,  that  it  coft  infinite  pains 
to  Don  Emanuel,  to  fupply  annual  fquadrons  and  armiato 
maintain  and  preferve  thofe  conquefts.  On  the  other  hand, 
in  Africa  the  Portuguefe  had  to  deal  with  a  very  great  mo- 
narch, or  to  fpe^ik  with  greater  propriety,  with  the  whole 
Moorifh  nation,  who,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  feuds  and 
fa£tbn5  amongft  themfelves,  might  eafily  iiave  difpoAefied 
them  of  the  places  they  held  upon  the  coaft,  and  have  after- 
wards found  them  fufiicierit  employment  at  home.  As  it  wa^^ 
the  Chriftians>,  if  they  had  not  imitated  the  condudi  of  tbe 
Moors,  might  have  done  much  more  than  they  did  ;  and  yet 
what  they  did  was  very  amazing,  and  was  purely  the  tmSs 
of  their  trx)ops  being  better  difciplined  and  better  conmianM 
than  thofe  of  the  infidels.  Hence  in  the  fpace  of  two  years, 
the^  attempts  made  to  recover  Sofia,  Tangier,  and  ArTik, 
though  made  with  forces  out  of  comparifon  greater  than  thofe 
of  the  Portuguefe,  all  mifcarried,  and  ferved  only  to  raife  the 
credit  of  the  Portuguefe  governors  K  In  the  midft  of  this  fuc- 
cefs,  however,  it  was  discovered  that  the  king  Don  Ferdinad 
of  Arragon,  and  regent  of  Cajlile,  had  great  defigns  upon  that 
country  ;  and,  with  a  view  to  canry  thefe  into  execution,  was 
afiembling  a  great  fleet  and  army  at  Malaga.  The  defign  was. 
indeed  worthy  of  the  vaft  talents  of  that  ^le  prince,  who  had 
formed  a  projeft  for  depofing^the  king  of  Fez^  and  making

the  empire  of  Morocco  tributary  to  him,  which  was  difcoverefT. 
and  defeated  by  the  jealoufy  of  the  Portuguefe.  Their  hifto* 
rians  in  general  fall  in  with  the  prgudices  of  their  monarchy 
^nd  forgetting  the  fuccours  fo  generoufly  giv^n  by  Ferdinand^ 
and  without  which  at  this  time  they  had  not  preferved  a  foot  of 
land  in  Africa^  exclaim  againft  his  perfidy  in  forming  a  fcheme 
of  conqueft  within  the  bounds  affigned.  to  Portugal^  as  if  it 
would  not  have  been  infinitely  more  for  then-  interefl  to  have 
had  for  their  neighbour  a  prince  tributary  to  their  king's  fa- 
ther-in-law, than  a  potent  monarchy  whom,  without  affif- 
tance,  they  were  unable  to  oppofe.  Ferdinand  finding  his 
project  difbovered,  and  Don  Emanuel  highly  offended,  yielded 
to  the  folicitations  of  his  own  nobility,  who  earnefllydliTuaded 
him  from  this  expedition  \  He  then  fent  ambafTadors  into  ^  jy 
Portugal,  to  prefs  Don  Emanuel  to  enter  into  a  league  againfl  I'cn} 
the  French  king,  which,  however, .  he  very  wifely  declined, 
as  having  no  quarrel  with  that  prince,  and  a  great  trade  with 
his  fubjeds ;  and  for  this  reafon  he  received  the  fame  year 
into  his  ports  a  fquadron  of  French  gallies,  and  fupplied  theih 
with  all  necefTaries  K  As  from  the  beginning  of  his  reign  he 
had  maintained  a  clofe  correfpondence  with  England^  and  as 
Henry  the  eighth  and  himfelf  had  married  two  fiflers,  that  mo- 
narch thought  fit  to  fend  him  the  enfigns  of  the  garter,  unto  ^ 
which  he  had  been  elefied  the  year  before  ^  :  hut  it  is  not 
clear  at  what  time  he  was  inftalled. 

On  the  laft  of  January  the  queen  Donna  Maria  was  deli-  The  king 
vered  at  Lisbon  of  the  infant  Don  Henry ^  who  in  procefs  of  ^ Congo 
time  became  a  cardinal,  and  at  length  the  laft  king  of  Portu^  /ends  his 
gal  of  this  family.    It  was  obferved  that  at  the  time  of  his  fin^  nvith 
birth  there  fell  a  large  and  deep  fnow,  a  thing  in  Portugal  other  fer^  ^ 
very  unufual.     The  king  of  Congo,  upon  whom  the  Portu- fi"^  9f 
guefe  had  beftowed  the  name  of  Don  Alonfo,  and  who  with  ^^^^9  to  he 
great  piety  and  induftry  had  laboured  the  converfion  of  his  ^^^«|'^  ^P 
fubjeds,  fent  over  his  fon  Don  Henry,  his  brother  Don  Ema-  ^  ^woon. 
nuel,  and  feveral  of  the  young  nobility  of  his  kingdom,  to  be 
educated  in  Portugal ;  as  alfo  his  coufin  Don  Pedro,  2i  perfon 
more  in  years,  and  of  riper  judgment,  who  was  to  go  in  qua- 
lity of  his  ambafTador  to  Rome  ™.     In  Barbary  the  war  was  ftill     A.  D. 
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carried  on  with  various  fuccefi,  and  great  effufion  of  blood  on 
both  fides,  though  at  Fez,  and  at  Lisbon  Ithey  meditated  put- 
ting an  end  to  this  war  of  excurfion,  which  ferved  only  to 
ruin  the  territories  and  deftroy  the  fubjefls  of  either  crown  "- 
Duhe  of         As  the  preceding  cold  feafon  had  purged  the  air,  and  en- 
Bragan-     tirely  freed  Portugal  from  any  epidemic  difeafe,  the  king  ap- 
i^T^sexpe-    plied  himfelf  with  great  diligence  to  reftore  and  repeople  the 
'   dition  int9  cities,  towns,  and  villages   that  were  mod  decayed,  which 
Africa,       he  did  by  granting  large  privileges  to  the  inhabitants,  and 
and  bis       fuch  as  mould  become  fo.     He  fent  Don  P^^r^?,  the  ambaf- 
frudent       fador  of  the  king  of  Congo,  to  Rome,  and  with  him  the  black 
condua  ,     prince,  Don  Henry,  with  a  very  handfome  retinue,  that  the 
^^'  Pope  might  be  fenfible  of  the  honour  paid  him  by  this  yfffi- 

can  prince  °.     But  the  great  bufinefs  of  this  year  was  the  af- 
fembling  a  fleet  and  army,  to  be  tranfported  to  Barhary  :  the 
former  was  venr  numerous;    and  the  latter  confifted  of  eigh- 
teen thoufand  foot,  and  two  thoufand  fix  hundred  horfe  :    the 
whole  commanded  by  Don  Diego^  duke  of  BragangOj  who 
had  orders  to  reduce  the  city  of  Azamor,  and  the  country 
.    jy      round  it.     H^  arrived  before  the  place  towards  the  end  of 
I  c  n  *     -^^^hA^  reduced  it  in  one  day,  and  having  put  the  affairs  of  the 
^  ^*  ,  Poriuguefe  in  that  part  of  the  world"  into  perfefi  order,  re- 
turned again  into  Portugal,   where  he  was  very  kindly  re- 
ceived by  the  king,  though  many  blamed  him  for  not  doing 
more  ;    but  the  duke's  fentiment  was,  that  be  who  did  what 
'  he  was  direded  to  do,  always  did  enough.    He  was  likewife 
perfuaded  that  to  march  to  Morocco,  as  he  was  advifed,  might 
not  have  been  very  practicable,  confidering  how  far  the  feafon 
was  advanced  ;  and  as  the  only  thing  that  could  render  it  fo, 
was  the  inteftine  troubles  amongft  the  Moors,  he  fufpe<3ed 
thatTuch  a  marqh  might  fen^e  to  unite  them ;  and  as  foon  as  this 
was  done,  he  knew  very  well  that  himfelf  and  his  army  muft 
be  reduced  to  great  extremity,  and  perhaps  might  find  it  im- 
pra6licable  to  fight  their  way  back  p. 
His  fplen-      It  appeared  to  Don  Emanuel  a  fit  thing  to  fend  the  firft- 
iiid  amhaf-  fruits  of  the  Indies  to  the  Pope.     Leo  the  tenth  was  then  feat- 
Jfy  to  Pope    ed  on  the  pontifical  throne,  and  being  himfelf  the  moft  mag- 
-Lco  X.       nificent  prince  of  his  time,  the  Portuguefe  monarch  was  very 
careful  in  the  contrivance  of  this  embafly  9  fo  that  it  might 
not  barely  raife  the  admiration,  but  ftrike  the  whole  city  of 
Rome  with  ^ftonifliment.     Trijian  da  Cunha,  a  man  of  great 
quality  and  vaft  fortune,  was   at  the  head  of  this  legation, 
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and  with  him  were  conjoined  DUgo  Pacheco^  and  Juan  de  Fa* 
ria,  two  eminent  civilians,  very  eloquent,  and  perfe£Hy  verfed 
in  the  arts  of  negotiation  ^.  He  followed  in  this  ^-efpeft  the 
example  of  his  predeceiTor  Don  John^  who '  never  failed  to 
join  a  perfon  of  capacity  and  experience  with  the  man  of  rank 
and  parade ;  and  the  propriety  of  this  caution  never  appeared 
more  evidently  thah  in  the  very  cafe  before  us.  For  Trijian 
da  Cunha  condxiStti  the  pomp  of  his  entry  fo,handfomeIy,  and 
the  two  lawyers  managed  their  conferences,  with  fuch  dexte^* 
rity,  that  they  brought  a  bull  from  the  Pope,  which  left  the 
clergy  in  a  manner  at  the  king's  mercy  ;  infomuch  that  they 
exclaimed  his  hoHnefs  h^d  been  furprized,  and  over-reached : 
but  the  king  managed  prudently,  and  inflead  of  carrying 
things  to  extremities,  demanded  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou* 
fand  cruzadoes  in  three  years :  to  which  the  ecclefiaftics  fub* 
mitted,  and  the  king  had  the  honour  of  obliging  thofe  whom 
he  might  have  opprefled'.  The  king  (hewed  his  magnani- 
mity and  juftice  in  particular:  the  empire  oi  Abyjfinia^  or  Etbi^ 
opiay  was  then  'governed  by  a  young  prince  whofe  name  was 
Davidy  under  the  tutelage  of  his  grand-mother  Helena^  a 
princefs  of  great  wifdom  and  fpirit ;  they  fent  one  Matthew, 
^n  Armenian  J  with  the  title  of  ambaiTador,  Xo  Albuquerque^ 
viceroy  of  the  Indies ^^xiA  defired  that  he  would  find  him  a  paf- 
iage  in  an  honourable  manner  with  their  letters  to  the  court 
of  Portugaly  which  he  did  accordingly  $  but  the  captain  with 
whom  the  ambaiTador  failed  having  a  pique  at  Albuquerque, 
treated  him  with  the  utmofl  contempt  and  ill  ufage,  becaufe 
he  would  not  produce  to  him  the  letters  from  the  emperor 
and  epprefs,  and  laboured  to  reprefent  him  as  an  adventurer^ 
and  an  impoftor.  But  when  Matthew  arrived  at  Lisbon  he  not 
only  produced  Albuquerque's  letters,  but  authentic  credentials, 
which  he  kept  concealed  in  a  hollow  cane  ;  and  the  prefents 
fent  by  their  Ethiopian  majefties,  which  confiiled  of  fome  me- 
dals, and  a  crucifix  in  a  gold  bdx.  On  the  whole,  DonEma"  A.  D.. 
nuel  was  fo  well  fatisfied  that  he  caufed  the  captain  and  fome  1514* 
other  officers  to  be  put  in  irons,  and  would  have  punifhed 
them  more  feverely,  if  thb  aipbafTador,  towards  whom  they 
b^d  behaved  fo  ill,  had  not  interpofed  in  their  behalf*.  This 
year  like  wife  the  Portuguefe  arms  were  wonderfully  fuccefsful  in 
Barbary  5  where,  with  the  afliftance  of  the  Moors  who  adhered 
to  them,  they  made  themfelves  maflers  of  feveral  confiderable 
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places,  routed  armies  of  the  kings  of  F^z  and  Mequinex  in 
the  field,  and  raifed.  the  glory  of  Don  Emanuel  there,  as  it 
was  already  raifed  every  where  elfe,  much  beyond  that  of  his 
predeceffors*.  So  foon  does  a  fmall  kingdon*  come  to  make  a 
figure  vA\tn  governed  by  a  wife  prince. 
Som  dif^       The  wealth  that  flowed  in  annually  not  only  from  the  /«- 
appoint^     rf/Vi,  but  from  the  commerce  which  their  intercourfe  with  t}ic 
^f^ '"     Indiei  brought  to  the  port  of  Lubon^  began  to  change   the 
•^"^^?       condition  of  Don  Emanueh  fubjeds  of  all  ranks,  and  to  intro- 
chagnn      j^^^  gradually  all  the  vices  derived  from  opulence  ill  applied. 
WMcb!!^    Thofewho  had  been  long  out  of  the  kingdom,  and  by  mere 
dint  of  military  difcipline  cut  out  for  themfelves  honours  and 
fortunes  with  their  fwords,  were  not  indeed  infefled  with  idle- 
nefs  and  luxury ;  but  a  fpirit  of  anoganpe  and  rapine  had 
fpread  amongft  them  to  a  very  high  degree.     Some  advantage 
they  had  gained  over  the  'Moors  upon  the  coaft  Ataida  ;     and 
Sov^a  formed  a  prcjeft  of  taking  Morocco^  a  place  of  great  ex- 
tent, well  fortified,  and  with  a  better  garrifon  than  they  had  , 
an  army.     Th^  confequence  of  this  expedition  might  have 
been  eafily  foreieen  •*.  they  were  repiilied  with  lofs,  and  retired, 
not  without  feme  difficulty.     Their  hiftorians  indeed  reprefent 
die  Moors  as  trembling  in  the  purfuit  of  a  flying  enemy,  which 
*  is  plainly  the  language  of  partiality  ".     This  was  «iot  the  only 

abortive  enterprize  even  on  that  fiae ;  for  the  king  being  inform- 
ed, that  it  wouJd  be  of  great  confequence  to  have  aftrong  for- 
trefs  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Memora^  equipped  a  fleet  of  two 
hundred  fail,  lade^  with  all  the  materials  for  ere£l:ing  fuch  a 
>,  fortification,  with  feveral  thoufand  workmen,  and  a  good  ef- 

cort,  under  the  command  o^  Don  Pedro  Norogno.  The  king 
of  Fez,  apprehending  the  mifehiefs  that  muft  attend  fuch'  a 
new  eftablifliment,  marched  with  a  numerous  army  to  oppofc 
them  ;  but  that  it  confifted  of  fourfcore  thoufand  men,  as  the 
moft  moderate  of  the  Portuguefe  writers  afiert,  is  not  very 
probable.  However,  as  the  beft  part  of  T)or\^Pedro*s  forces 
confifted  of  volunteers,  who  quitted  the  pleafures  of  Lisbon^ 
and  other  great  cities,  to  msice  a  military  tour,  they  were 
quickly  tired  of  the  hardfhips  they  underwent,  and  exceffively 
harrafled  by  the  continual  attacks  of  the  infidels;  fo  that  at 
length  they  were  difpofed  to  mutiny :  of  which  the  king  having 
an  account,  fentDon  Pedro  orders  to  abandon  the  half-builC 
fortrefs,  and  to  make  the  beft  retreat  he  could ;  which  the  Por^* 
tuguefe  authors  own  was  attended  with  a  confiderable  lofs  of 
men,  and  of  credit,  as  well  as  the  entire  dtfappointment  of 
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the  preyed,  which  mortified  the  king  extremely  ^  ;  for  he 
was  exceedingly  tender  in  thefe  poiats,  and  bore  fuch  reverfcs 
but  indiflFerently.     ' 

Yjet  even  thi$  was  not  the  mpft  fenfiblc  mortification  of  the  Is  decei<oed 
{rear :  the  enemies  of'  the  famous  Albuquerque^  after  long  en-  into  dif- 
deavouriflg,  at  length  <:ompleated  his  dtfgrace.     They'  vc^x-  gracing  the 
nuated,  that   the  title  of  Grtat^  which  his  adiohs  had  ac-  famous  Al- 
quired^  was  not  to  be  endured  in   a  fubjefl  :'  they  magnified  buquer- 
Ae  reverence  paid  him  by  the  moft  potent  monarchs  of  the  que,  «m;^« 
Eaft :  Aey  hinted,  that  the  fame  of  Albuquerque  already  fur-  ^bereupm 
pEified  that  oi  Emanuel :  they  gave  the  ^ine  to  underftand^  ^^^^  ^''' 
that  authority  might  be  eafily  brought  to  follow  fame.     Thfc  ^^^'* 
confequence  was,  that  he  appointed  him  a  fucceflbr  in  a 
manner  that  was  f9x  enough  from  being  agreeable  ;  and  this 
inoke  file  heart  of  a  hero,  whom,  without  injury  to  the  Greek 
conqueror,  the  Poriuguefe  had  compared  to  Alexander.     In     ^    p^ 
his  laft  moments  he  recommended  his  natural  fon  to  his  maf-      iri^J 
ter,  who  by  his  kindneis  and  gratitude  towards  .him,  confefTed. 
Jlhat  he  made  fome  attonement  at  the  fame  time  for  his  weak- 
.  nefs.     The  monarchs  of  the  Eaft,  from  a  true  fpirit  of  great- 
sefs^  did  honour  to  the  memory  of  Albuquerque  by  public 
mourning,  and  taught  his  countrymen  to  know  what  a  vidim 
kid  been  oflfered  to  envy  *.    On  the  fcventh  of  September  the 
kmg's  family  was  increafed  by  the  birth  of  the  infant  Don 
Jiuarte  ;  aind  the  queen  endeared  herfelf  to  the  people  by  di- 
flributing  iarge  fums  to  the  poor  upon  this  occafion  ^. 

By  the  death  df  his  catholic  majefty  Don /Vr^/W»//,  the  court  ^^  f^j^^j^ 
of  Portugal  was  thrown  into  mourning.     The  king  immedl-  difpUafed 
ately  fent  an  ^mbaiTador  into  Caflile^  to  compliment  the  queen,  ivitb  the 
Donna  Germana^  and  to  confole  her  for  tlie  lofs  of  her  huf-  di/appoini^ 
hand  ;  which  minifter  was  alfo  direded  to  confer  with  cardi-  fnents.  in 
nal  Ximenes^  of  whofe  friendftiip  the  king  had  received  many  Africa,  as 
proofs  *.    The  king  fent  likewife  ambafladors  into  Flanders  *^  ^^'«^  ^f 
and  Germany y  to  compliment  the  archduke  Charles^  and  to  f^^^«- 
oflFer  him  his  daughter  Donna  Ifabella  \  and  to  pay  the  like  *^S  ^* 
rfefpeSs  to  his  grand-father  the  emperor  Maximlian^  with  ^ 

whofe  daughter,  the  princefs  Leonora  be  propofed  atnatch  for 
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the  prince  oiPortugaly  Don  John  \  In  J/riia  the  wkr  fiill  con- 
tinued :  the  Moors  formed  a  very  right  judgmenrof  their  affitin, 
which  induced  the  kings  of  \Fiz  and  Me^uMz^to  afiemble  greit . 
armies,  and  having  joined  them,  to  attempt  the  conqueAoiJr- 1 
zila,  Coutigno^  fon  to  the  count  of  Borba^  the  firft  Poriugiujt 
governor  of  that  city  and  fortreis,  defended  it  very  bravdy, 
till,  by  difpatching  exprefies  on  every  fide,  he  procured  fuck 
reinforcements  as  rendered  the  talcing  the  place  impradicable: 
upon  which  thd  Moors  raifed  the  fiege.  The  alarm  this  gave 
in  Portugaly  and  the  neceflity  there  was  of  accepting  the  af* 
Mance  of  the  Cajiiliansy  difplcafed  Don  Emanuel  i  who  ws 
become  fick  of  feeing  all  the  treafuTes  of  thclndigs  buried  ia 
this  war  of  J/ricj  from  whence  there  refulted  nothing.  Hi 
difguft  was  increafed  by  the  revolt  of  a  great  part  of  the  Mom 
.who  had  fubmitted  to  him;  againft  whom  he  knt  Jhm 
Jtaida^  a  very  brave  man,  who,  with  the  far  greater  part  of 
his  forces,  was  cut  to  pieces  in  this  expedition.  This  fourd 
the  king  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  he  was  on  the  point  of  fern- 
ing  a  resolution  of  abandoning  the  affairs  of  Barhary  entirely, 
but  it  happened  that  Jehahmtaf],  the  moft  confiderable  of  de 
Moors  that  had  embraced  the  Portuguefe  intereft,  was  then  at 
Lisbon.  He  went  to  the  king,  and  told  him,  that  it  was  hod 
cheaper,  and  more  advantageous  to  him,  to  manage  a  vear  ofi 
the  other  fide  of  the  fea  than  in  his  own  dominions ;  tbat 
without  doubt  his  countrymen  had  been  guilty  of  fome  perfidy; 
but  that  it  was  alfo  poiEble  the  Portugu^e  had  been  guilty  d 
oppreffion  :  that  his  majefty  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  ap- 
point another  general,  with  whom  he  would  go  over,  and 
reftore  things  to  a  pcrfeA  ftate  of  quiet  ^.  The  king  there- 
upon named  Pedro  Majcarenhas^  with  whom  went  the  Mm^ 
who  performed  pun6tually,  and  with  great  honour,  all  that  he 
had  promifed.  The  great  progrefs  of  the  Portuguefe  ann3> 
more  efpecially  under  the  diredion  of  Alhuquerquey  had  taught 
ihtPerfians  to  court  the  friendfliip  of  Don  Emanuel\  whcs 
by  the  advice  of  that  great  and  wife  man,  had  fent  an  ambaf- 
fador  thither ;  and  this  year  the  fliah  fent  a  minifter  into  Ptr- 
iugalj  to  fignify  how  much  he.efteemed  the  friendfhip  of 
Don  Emanuily  and  how  willing  he  was  to  enter  into  the  dofcft 
engagements  againft  the  Turks^  whom  they  regarded  as  their 
common  enemy  ^.    This  would  have  been  at  any  time  picaf

on  account  of  the  prodigious  force  with  which  the  fultan  of  i  ji6« 
Egypt  was  preparing  to  attack  the  PMugue/i  fettlements  in 
^t  Indies  hf  land  and  fea,  of  which  the  king  had  receivci4 
notice  from  the  knights  of  Rhudes  ;  as  alfo  that  the  Mama", 
lukf  fleet  and  army  was  well  fupplied  with  Italian  gunners  aridt 
engineers.  It  Was  therefore  of  very  great  confequence  to  hin<^ 
der  the  (hah  from  entering  into  this  confederacy,  and  of  fttU 
greater  to  engage  him  in  axv  alliance  from  whence  many  ad* 
vantages  might  refiilt.  Add  to  all  this,  that  the  very  appears 
ance  of  the  Perfim  ambaflador  at  Lhbm  did  not  a  little  r^fe 
the  credit  of  Don  Emanuel  throughout  all  Europe.  On  the 
feventh  of  September  the  queen  Yyonuz  Maria  was  delivered  of 
the  infant  Don  Antmia ;  but  with  fuch  difficulty  that  (he  fell 
into  a  weak  and  languifhing  condition,  which  baffled  the  art 
of  her  phyiicians ;  and  the  child  alfo  proved  weak  and  ficklyy 
and  did  not  long  furvive  K 

Donna  Maria  queen  of  Portugal.,  having  lingered  to  the  fe-  Ended" 
voith  of  Adarchi  with  an  incurable  impofthum/s  in  the  bowels,  €V0urs  t9 
deceafed,  to  the  great  grief  not  only  of  the  king,  and  of  \icx  form  acon^ 
family,  but  of  the  people  al Portugal  in  general ;  who  admired /^d^rr^Qp 
her  virtues,  and  who  adored  her  hu^iility  ^     The  king  was  fo  againft  thi,, 
much  affli£ted  that  for  fome  days  he  gave  no  audiences.     At  Turks, 
length  the  urgency  of  affairs  requiring  it,  he  returned  to  the  ^t<ujit^u$, 
managenient  of  buTinefs,  and  found  in  application  that  eafe  (fi^* 
which  he  had  fought  in  vain  from  a  retreat.    Human  policy 
can  never  fee' far,  and  is  fometimes  very  (hort-fighted. .   The 
empire  which  had  been  the  objedt  of  Don  EmanueFs  jealouiy 
but  a  year  before,  now  alarmed  him  by  its  fall.     A  revolution 
of  this  kind  with  refpedl  to  a  prince,  would  not  have  beea 
without  example  ;  but  in  regard  to  a  nation  it  Was  very  ex-» 
traordinary.     Setim,  emperor  of  the  Turksy  in  one  battle  broke 
l:he  power,  and  in  a  fhort  time  after  utterly  fubvertcd  the  go^ 
vemmentof  Ae  Mamaluhs -,  and  thereby  added  the  famous 
and  fertile  kingdom  o^  Egypt  to  the  reft  of  his  dominions. 
This  a(k>ni(hed  the  reft  of  the  princes   of  Europe  ;  but  it 
alarmed  Don  Emanuel.     He  faw  the  confequences,  and  re-^ 
monftrated  to  Pope  Leo  the  tenth  how  much  it  was  his  duty 
to  c^mpofe  all  quarrels  in  Chriftendom,  in  order  to  confider  of 
the  moft  effectual  methods  for  reducing  the  power  of  the 
infidels.    The  Pope  accepted  his  advice  kindly  ;  and  made 
fomc  efforts  in  the  purfuit  of  it  -,  but  other  kings  were  not  fa

them,  and  then  funk  into  their  lethargy.    Don  Emanuel y  who 
was  in  earneft,  and  who  had  adually  begun  to  prepare  both 
a  fleet  and  an  army,  when  he  faw  it  could  not  be  ufed  againft 
the  Turksj  fent  it  under  the  command  of  Don  Diego  Lopez  de 
Sigueiray  to  ziBt  againft  the  Moors  in  Barbary.     His  dcfign 
was  to  take  the  city  ofTarga^  which  might  have  been  very 
'  ufeful  as  a  place  of  arms«  in  carrying  on  the  war  againft  the 
king  of  Fez ;  but  Don  Diego  differing  with  the  governor  of 
Ceutaj  who  was  to  have  aflifted  him,  the  enterprize  came  to 
A.  D.     nothing,  and  Sigueira  loon  after  returned  to  Portugal  Things 
15 17.     wore  a  better  afpe£l  in  the  Indies^  where  this  year  they  opened 
a  paflage  to  China  from  Malacca^  and  gained  fome  advantages 
over  the  king  of  Bantam^  in  the  ifle  of  Java ;  but  their  prin- 
cipal fettlement  of  Goa  had  been  in  great  danger,  and  the 
vices  and  follies  of  thofe  who  fucceedcd  him,  had  almoft  over- 
turned the  magnificent  fabric  raifed  by  the  virtues  of  the  £reat 
'  Albuquerque  K 
jjas  Tm  war  in  Barbary  was  fiill  carried  on  with  little  fuccefs, 

thoughts  ^  and  with  little  hopes.  Expeditkxi  after  expedition,  ia  which 
\ibdicating  ibmetimes  the  Portuguefe  were  vidorious,  and  fomettmes 
tnfa^ur  they  met  with  the  worft,  and  thefe  alternatives  fometimes 
of  the  happened  more  than  once  in  the  fame  campaign.  Don  Etna* 
frince^  hut  nuel  having  carefully  enquired  into  the  reafon  of  this,  difco- 
wi%  (d-  vered  the  caufe  of  it  fo  plainly,  that  it  left  him  no  room  to 
tershts  doubt  that,  humanly  fpeaking,  it  could  never  be  otherwife.  In- 
^  teftine  divifions  amongft  the  Moon  gave  both  fubje£is  and 

and  fuccefs  to  the  Portuguefe  ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  envy 
and  jealoufy  amongft  the  'Portuguefe  governors  afforded  the 
Moors  in  their  turn  opportunities  to  triumph.  The  king,  after 
mature  deliberation,  having  nothing  but  the  glory  of  his 
crown,  and  the  good  of  his  ftiUeAs  at  heart,  inclined  to  ab- 
dicate the  throne  of  Portugal  in  favour  of  his  fon,  referving  oply 
Algarve  to  himfelf,  with  the  revenues  of  the  mafterfliip  of  one 
of  the  religious  orders,  and  from  thence  to  pafs  over  into  Africa 
'With  a  complete  army,  concluding  that  his  prefence  woufa  put 
an  end  to  all  difputes,  and  that  the  remainder  of  his  life  could 
not  be  better  employed  than  in  making  a  thorough  conqueft  of 
what  fome  have  ftiled  the  African  Algarve  ;  in  confequence 
of  which  fome  of  the  kings  of  Portugal  hzve  ftiled  themfelves 
.  .  iponarchs  of  the  Algarvesy  in  the  plural  number.  But  while 
the.  king  meditated  this  great  and  difmterefted  defign,  tomt

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whifpcrs  of  it  flew  about)  which  were  quickly  attendcci  with 
coflfequences  that  obliged  him  to  change  his  fentiments.  .  For 
many  of ,  the  nobili^  began  to  worihip  the  rifing  fun^  and 
whicih  was  ftill  worfe,  laboured  to  give  him  ill  impreflions  of 
his  father,  whofe  magnificence  was  now  treated  as  diffipation  ; 
who(e  eafinefs  pi  accefs  was  filled  mean  condefcenfion ;  and 
whofe  great  attention  to  trade  was  reprefented  as  (looping 
much  below  his  dignity.  But  above  all,  his  complacency  in 
fome  Inftances  to  the  clergy,  and  to  the  people  in  abolifliing 
taxes  that  were  thought  too  hard,  were  infolently  and  fool- 
ifhly  called  betraying  tht  prerogative  j  for  the  king  had  very^ 
wifely  procured  all  the  formalities  of  law  in  fupport  of  thefe 
impofitions,  and  very  prudently  tobk  them  aWay  when  the  peo- 
ple had  rccourfe  to  his  prerogative  for  their  relief.  The  prince 
had  parts  and  probity,  but  he  was  very  young ;  and  ftories  of 
abfolute  power  are  apt  to  tickle  the  ears  of  young  men** 
Don  Emanuel  quickly  faw  this,  and  immediately  refolved  not 
to  deliver  himfelf  up  to  diflrefs,  or  his  fubjefb  to  oppreffion  ; 
but  he  kept  this  reiolution  as  a  fecret  of  nate.  He  faw  that 
to  fupport  himfelf  upon  the  throne,  it  was  become  neceifary 
to  (hare  it  with  a  princefs  equal  to  htm  in  birth  ;  and  there-^ 
fore  he  direfled  Don  Aharo  di  Cofta^  whom  he  fent  to  com^ 
pliment  Don  C^ir&^  on  his.  arrival  in  CaJiiUj  to  negotiate  for 
him  a  match  with  the  infanta  Donna  Leonora  his  filter,  which 
was  concluded  with  great  privacy  :  and  the  new  queen  being 
conduced  into  P^r/v^^/ by  the  duke  oi  Alha^  the  king  was 
married  to  her  at  CratOy  on  the  twenty-fourth  ^of  November j  A.  £>* 
and  went  from  thence  to  Almerin\  the  plague  then  raging  at  i5i8« 
Lisbon  ^.  There  on  the  feaft  of  St.  Andre%v  he  was  with  great 
folemnity  inveiled  with  the  order  of  the  Golden  Fleece  ^  as  a 
mark  of  his  brother-in-law's  eftcem  ;  and  there  certainly 
never  was  a  marriage  of  this  kind  more  convenient  at  the  time 
it  was  made  for  the  intereft  of  both  kingdoms,  or  that  had  bet- 
ter efFefts  for  the  time  it  lafted. 

Affairs  in  the  Indies  not  going  entirely  to  the  king's  fa-  His  con* 
tisfadion,  he  refolved  to  fend  thither  George  Albuquerque^  vf\ih/ummate 
a  fleet  of  fixteen  fail,  and  as  the  folemnity  of  his  marriage,  /o/rVy  in 
and  the  fupplies  fent  to  Barbary^  had  exhaufted  his  treafure,  *^'  ^*^* 
he  impofed  a  tax  upon  Corn,  affigning  the  neceffity  he  was  in,  ^^g^"^ 
and  the  inexpediency  of  holding  an  aflembly  of  the  flates  'f^ff^^^*

fo  as  ne-     while  the  country  was  infe£led  as  the  mouvel,  with  which 
<ver  to  for-  the  better  part  of  his  futgefls  were  fatisfied.     But  the  princi- 
Jeit  the       p^l  magiftrate  of  Evorc^  a  man  no  way  confiderable  /or  birth 
lo^eof  hts  Qj.  fortune,  obftinately  oppofe^d  it:  not,  as  he  faid,  fox  want 
ptaple.         ^f  j^^jy  jQ  jl^g  j^jj^g^  ^^  bcc^ufe  he  thought  his  reafons  ill 
founded,  but  to  prevent  the  tonfequence  o?  fuch  a  pa^cedent. 
The  king  fent  for  him,  tried  the  force  of  expoftulatton  and 
^     promifes :  when  thefc  proved  inefFedual,  he  confined!  bim  in 
his  ov^n  houfe  ;  but  after  a  few  days  he  fent  for  hinci,  com* 
mended  him,  and  abolifhed  the  tax  ^.     There  bad  been  great 
difputes  with  the  crown  of  Cajiile  about  the  limits  of  their  dif- 
coveries,  which  had  been  partly  fettled  bjr  treaties,  and  part" 
ly  by  bulU  from  Rome^  as  we  have  0iewn  el&wbere,  and 
upon  which  it  would  be  improper,  as  well  as  tedious,  to  dwell 
here.     But  notwithftanding  this  there  had  been  fome  years  be* 
fore  feveral  attempts  made  by  the  fubjeds  of  CafiiU  to  fettle  in 
t\i^  Bra2als\  of  which  complaint  being  made,  it  was  immedi- 
ately correcSled  by  cardinal  Ximenes ;  fox  that  great  {latefinao 
he)d  good  faith  to  be  the  (irft  maxim  in  found  policy'.    At  this 
time  Ferdinand  Magellan^  and  Ruy  FaUro^  quitted  the  (erviceof 
Portugal^  and  went  to  Don  CarUs^  to  whom  they  ofFered  the 
difcovery  of  a  new  paflage  to  the  Molucca  iilands>  which^  they 
pofitively  alTerted  lay  without  the  bounds  granted  to  DonEma- 
nuel^  and  confequently  within  thofe  aiTigned  to  the  crown  of 
Cajiile.    The  king's  ambaflador,  Alvara  de  Cofta^  had  notiee 
.  of  this,  and  had  for  a  time  fo  much  intereft  as  to  prevent  the 
acceptance  of  this  proportion  ;    but  at  length  the  pxomifes  of 
Magellan  wrought  fo  efFeftually  on  the  avarice  of  tl\e  mini- 
fters,  who  had  an  appetite  to  wealth  beyond  all  things,  thaf 
^  a  fmall  fquadron  was  ordered  for  this  fervice,  oa  lx>ard  of 

which  Magellan  failed  from  Seville  in  the  b^inning  o^  Augufi^ 
having  rejefted  all  the  offers  made  hin^  by  da  Cofta  to  return 
lo  Portugal^  as  having  the  gratification  of  his  refentment  in 
view,  which  refentment  rofe  from  Don  £;»^;7tf^rs  refufing  to 
raifc  his  falar.y  in  the  Indies  nine  {hillings  a  month.  So  dange- 
rous it  is  to  quarrel  for  little  things  with  men  of  great  parts", 
y^^  ^^  The  nobility^  who  had  declared  themfclves  fo  early,  found 
rciQ.*  themfelves  expofed  to  the  king's  indignation,  without  either 
(belter  or  defence ;  for  on  the  one  fide  the  confufions  mCaJiik 
left  them  no  place  of  retreat ;  and  on  the  other  the  govern- 
ment, civil  and  military,  was  fo  exafl,  that  all  were  fteady  to 
the  king,  who  were  in  bis  fervice,  becauie  they  knew  that 
the  beft  part  of  the  emoluments  they  drew  from  thence,  were

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not  national  cftabliftmcnts,  but  flowed  purely  from  his  boun- 
ty.* In  regard  to  the  former,  hewas^lofe  and  referved,  be- 
caufc  the  falafied  once  ftatcd  and  fettled,  in  a  certain  way,  be- 
came a  charge  upon  the  crown,  and  were  paid  out  of  the 
ordinary  revenues ;  but  eafy  and  beneficent  In  refpeft  to  the 
other,  as  being  difburfed  by  himfelf  out  of  certain  privileges, 
which  he  had  referved  in  the  commerce  to  the  Indies,  He 
goircrncd,  therefore,  with  an  authority,  the  plenitude  of 
which  was  fo  much  the  greater,  as  it  was  not  either  feen  or 
feiti  the  king*s  good  fortune  being  fo" extraordinary,  that 
his  own  and  his  fubjefls  affairs  were  continually  improving  ; 
and  as  this  proceeded  apparently  from  the  meafures  of  his  go* 
vernment,  the  fajr  greater  part  of  thofe  who  lived  under  it 
were  thoroughly,  and  with  good  reafon,  perfuaded  that  it  was 
incomparably  wife  and  juft  **.  In  Jfrica  only  affairs  went  not 
entirely  to  the  mind  of  Emanuel ;  and  yet,  even  in  Africa^ 
things  began  to  grow  better  than  they  did.  The  ^Portuguefe 
cavalry  equalled  the  Moors  in  expedition,  and  excelled  them 
in  diicipline;  and  their  infantry  were  always  incomparably 
better.  Their  government  alfo  was  fo  much  better  and  milder 
than  the  Moorsy  that  the  more  induftrious  part  of  that  nation 
willingly  accepted  of  their  proteflion ;  and  thofe  who  grow- 
ing  rich  under  it,  had  out  of  wantonnefs  revolted,  were  fo  ^ 

humbled  by  repeated  defeats,  that  their  very  chieftains,  who 
had  excited  them  to  this  aft  of  ambition,  were  conftrained 
out  of  regard  to  their  own  fafety  to  perfuade  them  to  fubmif- 
iion,  to  charge  themfefves  with  the  negotiation  and  treaty, 
and  to  give  hoftages  out  of  their  own  families  for  the  due  ob- 
fervance  of  it  5  fo  that  on  the  whole,  things  had  a  fairer  pro- 
ved on  this  fide,  than  they  had  hitherto  worn  from  the  com- 
mencement of  this  reign  ®. 

By  this  time  the  harmony  of  the  royal  family  was  entirely  Hisgene* 
rcftorcd;  for  Don  Lewis  de  &ilveyray  who  was  in  great  ere-  nerous  be- 
dit  with  the  prince,  and  who  had  been  the  principal  agent  ^awur  to 
'of  the  young  nobility;  in  filling  his  head  with  falfe  maxims,  ChariesV. 
being  baniflied,  Hon  Juan  found  it  expedient  to  conforrn  to 
hts  father's  will,  and  being  treated  with  great  kindnefs  by  the 
new  queen,  and  perceiving  that  after  a  Ihort  coldnefs  his  fa- 
ther ^^as  difpofed  to  forget  what  was  pafled,  he  altered  his 
conduft  entirely,  and  inflead  of  afFecling  the  government,, 
appeared  defirous  bf  learning  from  the  king  what  it  was  to 
govern.     On  the  eighteenth  oi  February  the.  queen  was  deli- 
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vered  of  a  prince,  whom,  in  honour  of  her  brother,  now  be- 
come emperor,  (he,  with  the  king's  confent,  caufed  to  be 
baptized  by  the  nam^  of  Carlost  but  he  died  in  the  fiiccee4- 
ing  year  p.  The  rebellion  of  the  commons  in  CafliU  was 
now  at  its  height;  and  as  fome  perfons  of  quality,  andmaay 
of  the  clergy,  had  embarked  on  the  fide  of  the  people,  they 
judged  it  expedient  to  fend  the  dean  ofJvila  to  Liibon^  with 
an  oiFer  of  the  crowns  oiCq/iiU  and  Leon  to  Don  EmanueL 
The  king  gave  him  feveral  audiences,  received  his  propor- 
tions favourably,  and  heard  all  he  had  to  fay.  He  then  told 
him,  that  he  had  managed  a  bad  caufe  in  the  beft  manner  ; 
that  he  believed  it  might  be  in  the  power  of  his  'party  to  put 
many  great  cities  and  ftrong  places  into  his  hands,,  and  to 
enable  him  to  raife  a  numerous  army ;  but  he  alTured  him 
that  this  was  no  temptation  to  injure  a  neighbouring  prince 
abfenty  and  his  brother-in-law :  that  thefe  very  propofitioi^s 
{hewed  they  were  rebels,  and  that  they  had  taken  arms,  not  to 
protefi  their  own,  but  to  overturn  their  fovereign*s  rights. 
However,  as  he  apprehended  they  might  be  driven  by  necef- 
fity  beyond  what  they  originally  intended,  he  was  willing  to 
interpofe  his  good  offices,  to  procure  for  them  what  they  had 
any  title  to  demand  ;  and  that  if  any  of  their  chiefs  would  lay 
down  their  arms,  and  retire  into  his  dominions,  be  would 
grant  them  his  prote£lion  till  he  could  procure  them  a  pardoiu 
This  anfwer,  though  it  was  not  very  acceptable,  was  in  ap- 
pearance well  received  by  the  malgontents  ^.  Cardinal  ^drf^ 
atii  and  the  lords  of  the  king's  party,  made  their  applications 
to  Don  Emanuel^  who  granted  them  ammunition,  artillery, 
provifions,  and  a  corps  of  auxiliary  troops,  for  fupprefiii^  the 
rebellion,  advifmg  them  not  to  lefien  the  king's  authority  by 
9ny  ill-judged  treaty,  nor  to  preclude  his  mercy  by  any  vio- 
lent proceedings  againft  their  fellow-fubjeSs.  This  was  very 
kindly  taken  by  the  emperor  Charles^  notwithftanding  the 
king  of  Portugal  kept  his  word  to  the  malcontents,  rciceiving 
inany  of  them,  and  by  his  example  his  /on  did  the  fame,  even 
Maria  dePadillaj  who  had  been  the  very  foul  of  the  revolt, 
but  without  affording  them  any  countenance  or  affiftance  '• 
Begins  u  On  the  return  of  the  emperor  Charles  into  Spain^  Don 
liftenu  iht  Emanuel  fent  a  minifter  to  compliment  him  upon  his  new 
iiiergy.  dignity,  and  to  inform  him  of  his  defign  to  build  a  new  for- 
trefc  in  Africa^  ^  that  he  might  pot  take  umbrage  at  it.    The 
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emperor  afiitred  him,  that  he  entirely  approved  his  prqed, 
and  that  if  ^Jt  was  any  way  inconvenient  for  him  to  carry  it 
into  executixin,  he  would  do  it  himfelf  with  his  leave  *.  Don 
Emanuel  u^on  xiais  fent  a  fquadron  of  eight  fail  to  examine  ' 
the  fpot  where.k  was  intended  his  fort  (hould  be,  and  received 
as  ffevourable  a  report  as  he  could  defire ;  notwichftanding 
which  (bme  unforefeen  accidents  intervening,  there  was.no«  ' 
thing  more  dpne  in  this  affair.  The  truth  is,  the  clergy  about 
this  time  had  gained  a  great  afcendency  over  the  king,  and 
by  drawing  falfe  confequences  from  true  divinity,  had  per- 
plexed him  extremely.  They  told  him  thai  the  Pope's  bulls 
could  only  exempt  him  from  papal  cenfures ;  but  that  reve- 
nues once  confecrated  to  facred  ufes  could  not  lawfully  be 
applied  to  any  other ;  and  this  they  afTured  him  was  the  rea* 
fon  that  aU  his  attempts  in  Jfricn  had  hitherto  proved  unfuc- 
ceisful,  the  mon(»r  levied  upon  the  clergy  having  been  chiefly 
employed  in  that  iervice  ;  and  this  it  was  that  occafioned  fome 
flop  in  the  difpofitions  he  intended  to  have  made^  I;i  the 
mean  time,  Mohammed  king  of  /Vz,  who  faw  a  great  part 
of  his  territories  taken  from,  him,  and  the  power  of  the  Chrif- 
tians  daily  increafing,  was  continually  in  the  field,  and  no  lefs 
afiive  in  his  intrigues.  Sometimes  regaining  the  Moorifty 
tribes,  who  had  revolted  to  the  Portugueje ;  and  at  others, 
rendering  thofe  fufpicious  in  the  eyes  of  their  new  friends, 
whom  he  could  not  debauch*^.  This  very  year  there  hap'* 
p^ed  feveral  inftances  of  this  fort ;  but  upon  the  whole  there 
was  nothing  done  of  any  great  importance  to  either  party,  ' 
fiBce  the  Moors  were  not  able  to  recover  any  of  their  fortreflcs 
out^f  the  hands  of  the  Chril^ians  :  and  on  the  other  hand,  the 
Ptftuguefe  had  much  ado  to  maintaiii  the  ground  they  had  gain- 
ed, and  to  recover  feveral  little  Moorijh  clans  who  had  revolted 
from  them  in  the  fpring.  But  the  greateft  mifchief  they  met 
with,  was  the  death  of  Jehabentafrf^  the  moft  able  and  the 
.m6ft  faithful  Moor^  who  had  embraced  their  intereil.  The 
king  o(  FiZ^  notwithftanding  their  long  acquaintance  and 
friendfliip,  had  found  means  to  create  a  jealoufy  of  him  in 
Don  Nugm  de  Mafcarenhai ;  which  the  Moor  no  fooner  per* 
ceived  than  he  acquainted  Don  Emanuel  with  it,  and  defired 
that  the  ftri£left  enquiry  might  be  made  into  his  condu<9;.; 
but  the  king,  who  was  grown  extremely  csuitious  iince  the 
affair  of  JWuquerque^  tranfmitted  his  letter  to  Mafcarenhas^ 
and  ordered  him  not  to  give  fo  worthy  a  man  any  offence. 
As  this  juftified  the  governor  in  truftinghim,  he  made  no 
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iiJhiple  oF  doing  it,  and  Jehi^intafif^  cither  by  foarcc  of  pa^* 
fion,  brought  back  all  but  one  tribe  of  the  rerolted  Mut^u, 
At  length  a  conference  was  demanded  by  their  chiefef  to 
which  he  went  with  three  of  his  officers,  and  was  by  thete 
}no(l  perfidioufly  murtheredas  be  fat  at  tabie^  to  the  great 
jbrrow  and  irreparable  misfortune  of  theP^mr^^^. 
JtU  frt^tH;  •    The  king  flattered  hioifelf  this  year  with  havixig  found  oat 
e^penetra*  the  means  of  gaining  fome  degree  of  certainty,  in  refpefi  «d 
ting  thro*    the  only  part  of  his  oriental  difcoveries,  which  tvernxxW  i3ik 
Congo       tinnc  was  not  thoix)Ughly  underftood.    Tbere  was  one  capt»ii 
f'k'     •      ^uadras^  who  being  fhipWrecked  in  the  Arabian  gulpfa,  fdl 
Ethiopia,   into  the  hands  of  the  natives,  and  having  fuflFered  a  teng  and 
fcvere  imprifonment,  acquired  their  language  in  (lich  a  degree 
of  perfedion,  that  by  concealing  his  country,  and  pretending 
great  zeal  for  the  Mohammedan  religion,  t^s-paileid  tfarovgh 
ytrMa  into  P^r/&,  and  fo  to  Ormus^  where  refuming  the  bi^ 
<bit  and  the  manners  of  a  Chriilian,  he  was  fent  home  widi 
^reat  recommendations  of  his  knowledge,  capacity,  andin^ 
'grity.     With  this  gentleman  the  king  had  many  convetfr- 
tions,  and  having  learned  from  him  many  particulars  tebxii^ 
to  Ethiopia  ZTiAEgfpt^  which  he  never  knew  before,  be  -con- 
ceived that  he  was  a  very«fit  perfon  to  execute  a  Icheme  thatt 
:bad  long  occupied  his  mind,  of  difcovering  a  paflage  by  land 
from  the  kingdom  of  Congo  into  the  empire  oi  Myffima.    His 
l^redeceiUbr,  king  "John  arrived  at  a  certainty  with  refped  lb 
a  paflage  to  the  Indies^  by  employing  men  of  learning  to  tra- 
.vel«  as  well  as  men  of  courage  to  difcover  by  fea  ;    and  Deti 
Emanuel  had  formed  to  himfelf  great  hopes  of  the  advantages 
that  might  be  derived  by  opening  a  correspondence  between 
two  Chriftian  potentates,  with  whom  he  was  in  alliai^^,  and 
'who  had  ports  on  both  fides  of  Afrua.    What  the  nature  of 
'  bis  fyfiem  was  is  very  uncertain,  to  what  height  it  might 

have  been  carried  wc  arc  likewife  ignorant ;  but  tbe  learned 
bifliop  of  Sihes  has  very  truly  obfcrved,  that  it  was  very  jiidt' 
cious,  and,  manifefied  his  perfeS:  (kill  in  the  art  of  making} 
fbanaging,  and  completing  difcoveries.  According  to  /his 
•Ibheme,  whatever  it  was,  captain  Quadras  was  difpatched  to 
Congo^  where  he  fafely  arrived,  and  prefented  letters  from 
lX>n  Emanuel  to  the  king  of  that  country,  defiring  hewoeW 
give  him  proper  inftru6lions,  and  the  neceflafy  paffpbits  for 
his  journey  into  Ethiopia.  The  monarch  of  Congo  received 
iim  kindly,  and  treated  him  refpcflfully;  but  the  Poriugue/f^ 
ip  his  court,  and  about  his  perfon,  conceiving  that  ^uadtas 
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aiigbt  acquire  great  riches  by  eftablifliing  flioh  a'coitefpofN 
^aoe,  became  envious  of  him  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  they  m- 
£nuiteil  to  the  king  thefe  letters  were  either  forged  or  ob- 
tained from  Don  EmaHueiby  furpti^e,  and  that  he  ought  to 
'do  nothing  in  an  afFair  of  £0  great  confequence,  without  -ob- 
taining from  that  prince  fome  more  particular  and  authentic 
•explanation  of  *his  intention.  Captain  ^tadrasy  after  wate- 
•iog  feme,  wasobhged  to  return  to  Lisbon^  where  finding  tho 
JLtng  dead  and  his  hopes  bla(ied,  it  made  fuch  an  impreffion 
tti  his  mmd,  that  he  fliut  himfelf  up  in  a  convent,  where  he 
^Kotthe  remainder  of  hb  days  in  pious  meditations  \ 

As  the  lame  of  Don  Emanuer%  greatne^,  magnificence,  ji^riopg 
«ttd  other  royal  virtues  was  difiufed  throughout  Europe,  he  had  ^  tb^n^ 
always  many  am"baffadors  at  his  court;    and  amongft  thefey;wi/tf/>i?if. 
.there  vras  one  froiti  Charles  duke  of  Sismy,  a  prince,  who,  /ra  Beatrix, 
iduring  the  war  in  Itad^^   had  rendered  himfelf  more  confix-  to  Charl^ 
desedand  more  refpeded,  than  <iould  have  been  well  imagined  duke  of 
fiomthe  iize  of  his  dominions.    The  true  bufinefs  of  this  am-  Savoy, 
baflador  was  to  negociate  a  marriage  for  his  mafter,  with  the 
infanta  Donna  jBaf/riJr,   the  king's  fecond  daughter.     Don 
^Emantal  lifteaed  at  firft  to  the  propofition  ;  but  he  drew  the 
(flegociatton  intio  feme  length,  fent  miniflers  of  his  own  into 
-Piedmont^  and  at  length,  in  the  fpring  of  this  year,  confcnted 
to  the  duke's  defire,  and  concluded  a  marriage.     His  circum- 
fpe6iion  in  this  afFair  was  not  fo  much  the  efFeA  of  policy, 
as  of  paternal  alledion.     He  was  deftrous  his  daughter  fhould 
be  as  himpy  in  her  own  dominions  as  in  his ;  he  ordered  his  mt- 
BlflerB,  therefore,  to  liudy  the  teYnper  of  the  duke ;  to  give  him 
an  exstSt  Account  of  the  difpofition  of  his  court,  of  his  family, 
and  manner  of  living ;  and  having  received  fatisfa&ion  in  thefe 
!points,  begave  the  infanta  one  hundred  and  fifty thoufadd 
crownsi  and  a  great  many  fine  jewels.    While  every  thing 
was  preparing  for  this  wedding,  the  queen  w^s  delivered  at 
Liibdtty  on  <he  eighteenth  of  Jufie^    of  the  infanta  Donna 
Maria  y.    As  the  king  was  naturally  magnificent,  fo  he  never 
fliewed  it  more  than  in  the  fquadron  appointed  to  carry  the 
infanta  to  her  hufband's  dominions.     It  confifled  of  eighteea 
(ail  of  the  largeft  (hips  that  bad  been  feen  in  Portugal.     She 
Was  attended  by  many  of  the  nobility  of* the  firft  quality; 
and  Martin  Da  Co/ia,  archbilhop  of  LitboHy  accompanied  hec 
iaanewihip,  built  and  equipped  at  his  own  expence,  and 
whidi  was  not  at  all  inferior  to  any  in  the  fleet.    She  failed 
from  the  river  of  Lisbon  on  the  ninth  of  Auguji  %  and  arrived 
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towards  the  end  ct  Septimber  in  the  ^rt  of  ViBa-Francaj  in 
the  county  of  Nia^  where  (he  was  received  by  the  duke  and 
his  courts  In  their  return,  the  fleet  touched  at  Ceuta^  where 
the  archbifhop  of  Lisbon  breathed  hb  laft.  About  this  time 
the  Femtians  fent  a  folennh  ambafly  to  Don  Emanuel,  to  defire 
of  him  feveral  favours  %  but  the  prindpal  defign  of  it  was 
to  make  a  contra^  for  all  the  fptces  that  came  from  the  Eafi- 
•  Indies f  that  they  might  manage  that  trade  throughout  all  £»• 
rope^  as  they  had  formerly  done.  The  king  received  tbeie 
minifters  very  politely,  treated  them  kindly,  and  granted  diem 
all  their  other  rcquefts; ., but  declined  entering  into. the  coo^ 
tX3&  for  fpices,  as  conceiving  it  unreafonable  diat  they  ihouid 
reap  the  profit  of  the  rifles  and  dangers  to  which  bis  (uisjcStM 
were  expofed  \ 
Dreadful  SoMB  military  expeditions  there  were  this  year  in  Bariarff 
faainiin  ^"^  ^^  "^  great  confequence ;  which  was  chiefly  owing  to  a 
*fiarbary.  grievous  famine,  occafioned  by  a  great  drought  in  the  i^pnng. 
This  oppreiTed  the  Mowrs  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  they  pretended 
to  be  generally  inclined  to  embrace  the  Chriftian  rdigion, 
and  offered  to  become  flaves  to  tbofe  who  would  inftrud 
them.  Don  EmanueV%  piety  was  fo  great,  that  he  would 
willingly  have  accepted  this  propofition,  and  hove  contributed 
all  in  his  power  towards  their  fubfiftance ;  but  his  futje&  ab- 
iblutely  refufed  to  receive  them,  from  an  appi^enfion  that  it 
was  rather  bread  than  inftrufiion  they  (ought ;  and  that  k 
might  be  extremely  dangerous  to  admit  fuch  numbers,  as 
upon  the  leaft  encoura|ement  would  have  taken  this  m^hod 
to  prevent  ftarving.  nefides,  the  harveft  had  been  but  very 
indifferent  in  Portugal  \  and  they  were  afraid  of  heightenit^ 
that  fcarcity  they  already  felt,  into  the  fame  evil  from  which 
thefe  poor  wretches  fought  to  be  delivered.  However^  from 
hiS'  own  tenderneis  of  heart,  the  king  gave  them  great.  fup> 
plies,  and  negleded  nothing  that  might  make  their  convcr- 
(ion  numerous  and  fincere^.  Their  corfairs  being  at  diis 
jundute  very  troublefome,  and  there  being  a  ftrong  ful[H- 
cion  that  the  fhtps  of  other  nations  dealt  in  the  fame  trade 
of  piracy,  and  fold  their  prizes  to  the  Meors,  the  king  caufed 
a  flrong  fquadron  to  be  fitted  out,  which  he  fent  to  cruife  in 
the  ftreight  of  Gibraltar^  and  upon  the  coaft  of  Africa,  with 
ftriA  orders  to  take  the  veflels  of  all  nations  by  Whom  any 
prizes  had  been  made  from  his  fub)e£b ;  which  had  (b  good 
an  tSe&,  that  in  the  fpace  of  a  few  months  thofe  feas  weic 
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enrirdjf  clean  He  alfo  gave  infirudiods  for  viftttifg  and  re- 
puring  the  fortifications  of  all  the  places  he  poflelled  in  that 
country,  paid  the  arrears  due  to  the  ganrifons,  and  caufed  the 
magazines  to  be  filled,  that  they  might  be  in  a  better  condi^ 
tion  to  reiift  the  eiForts  of  their  enemies^  and  to  protei!^  fuch 
of  the  .M^ri  as  continuied  to  acknowledge  him  for  their  fove- 
reign.  It  may  be  he  had  alfo  greater  deligns  in  his  intention, 
which  <vere  prevented  from  difclofing  themfelves  by  his  un- 
expeded  death  \ 

The  temper,  regularityt  and  excellent  conftitution  of  Don  Unixfeaid 
Emanuel^  feemcd  to  promife  a  florid  old  age  ;  the  rather  be-  death  9f 
caufe  as  yet  he  was  unattacked  by  infirmities,  and  fo  conftant  ^^  B^nuu- 
and  exa^  in  his  diet  and  exercife,  that  his  fubjefb  flattered  i^^l* 
themfelves  he  had  ftill  many  years  to  reign.  However,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  winter  an  epidemic  fever  prevailed  in 
Uskny  which  either  through  the  conftitution  of  the  air,  or 
the  unskilful  management  of  thephyficians,  commonly  termi- 
nated in  a  lethargy,  which  proved  mortal.  The  king  was 
feized  with  this  fever  in  the  beginning  o^  September^  and  died 
of  it  upon  the  thirteenth.  He  was  affifted  in  his  laft  moments 
by  fome  of  the  moft  eminent  perfons  amongft  the  clergy,  and 
died  with  all  poilible  piarks  of  piety  and  firmnefs.  Such  was 
the  end  of  Don  Emanuel^  in  the  fifty- third  year  of  his  lifb,  anil 
in  the  tw^nty-feventh  of  his  reign  ^.  He  directed  that  his 
cocpfe  (hould  be  interred  in  the  royal  monaftery  of  Bethltbim^ 
which  he  intended  fhould  become  the  burytng-places  of  the 
princes  of  his  line  ^.  He  was  univerfally  lamented  by  his  fub* 
je&s,  and  with  great  reafon.  He  completed  what  his  prede* 
ceffiirs  had  begun:  reduced  the  government  of  Portugal  into 
a  regular  fyftem,  which  moved  uniformly,  and  without  inter« 
tuptton,  as  the  great  wheel  of  the  finapces  turned  fteadily, 
and  without  interruption.  He  kept  war  and  difcord  at  a  diiV 
tance  :  he  communicated  by  his  own  example  a  placid  and 
chearful  difpofition  to  his  fubje^ ;  and  might  juftly  boaft^ 
that  he  had  banilbed  poverty  and  forrow  out  of  his  domini-* 
ons.  But  what  contributed  above  all  to  endear  him  to  all 
lanksand  ages  was  the  indefatigable  pains  he  took  to  procure 
them  eafe  and  fatisfa£lion,  and  the  fincere  joy  he  exprefled 
in  contemplating  the  fuccefs  with  which  his  endeavours  were 
attended.    In  a  word,  from  his  acceflion  to  his  demife  he  waa

without  weaknefs  ;  and  pious,  without  any  tin£lure  of  hypo<* 
crify(D). 


.  (D)  Don  Emanuel  was  in 
point  of  ftaturc  rather  above  the 
ordinary  iize,  but  fomcwhat 
lean  j  his  forehead  high ;  his 
hair  of  a  dark  brown ;  his  eyes 
blue,  and  remarkably  foft  and 
pleafent.  His  arms,  like  thofe 
of  the  Ftrfian  emperor  Darius^ 
fo  long  that  when  he  ftood  up- 
right his  fingers  reached  below 
his  knees.  He  performed  all 
his  exercifes  gracefully,  and 
with  much  agility.  He  was  very 
J^nowing  in  agronomy,  geogra- 

thy,  and  navigation ;  and  tho' 
e  feemed  to  fpend  a  great  deal 
of  time  in  diverfion,  yet  while 
he  appeared  to  be  only  occupied 
about  thefe,  he  did  a  great  deal 
of  buiinefs.  It  ivas  a  maxim  of 
his,  that  to  hear  truth  and  to 
obtain  the  beft  advice,  the  fureft 
way  was  to  ask  and  to  receive 
anfwers  on  the  fudden.  He^id 
not  aiFe£t  to  be  thought  a  great 
politician,  and  perhaps  this 
ihcwcd  that  he  was  fo.  The 
troubles  that  his  predeceflbrs 
met  with,  came  either  from 
Rome  or  from  Cajlile,  He  met 
with  no  , vexation  from  either 
-quarter.  The  prefcnts  he  re- 
ceived from  Jniiiay  when  they 
had  been  fufficiendy  feared  at  in 
UsSoUf  he  fent  to  Rome,  accom- 
;'panied  with  morefolid  prefents. 
J4cthbds  by  which,  he  obtained 
hulls  for  reforming  and  taxing 
his  clergy,  very  litile  to  their 
,fatisfa£iion^  but  which,  how- 
ever kept  them  humble  and 
quiet.  In  regard  to  Cafiile^  he 
was  always  courted  by  its  fove- 
x^i£QS>  and  yet  f  at  no  gceat 


confidence  in  their  friendfliip, 
which,  however,  he  retained 
during  his  whole  reign,  par^ 
from  the  ties  pf  alliance,  aod 
partly  from  the  refped  due  to 
his  great  powej.  In  point  of 
juftice,  he  was  not  cither  remifs 
or  inexorable.  He  was  told  one 
night,  when  he  was  on  tke 
point  of  ^ing  to  bed,  that  a 
lady  prefled  eameftl^"  for  ioitf- 
ence  $  upon  which  he  dreflid 
himfelf,  and  ordered  bee  to  he 
admitted,  <<  If  my  husb^ 
"  fir,  faid  flie  at. her  firil  cb- 
*<  trance  into  the  room,  had 
"  caught  me  in  the  a6lof  adui^ 
"  tery  with  any  man,  would 
"  you  not  have  pardoned  him 
**  if  he  had  killed  rtie  ?*•  «I 
'*  certainly  (hould,  madam,  ic- 
"  turned  the  king."  "  Then 
"  I,  replied  the  lady,  clilim  Ac 
'^  fame  indulgence.  I  found 
"  my  husband  at  his  coon»]r« 
''  houfe  in  the  arms  of  my 
**  ilave,  and  in  the  heat  of  my 
"  refentment  I  difpatched  them 
**  both  with  the  fingle  ftroke 
**  of  a  dagger."  "  So  far  as 
"in  me  lies,  added  the  king, 
**  your  offence  fhall  be  remit- 
"  ted.*'  He  kept  his  word,  and 
fent  her  a  pardon  the  nejrt  day. 
There  was  no  court  in  Eunpi 
more  gallant  or  ntore  polittt  than 
his,  without  being  stt  all  di^ 
lute,  for  in,  this  he  was  extreme- 
ly corredl,  laying  it  down  as  a 
niie  of  great  coniequence,  that 
where  women  were  confpicaoas 
for  their  virtue,  men  would  be 
always. difUnguifhed  ^y  a,U'ue 
fpiritjof  honottf* 
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He  #38  juftly  ftilcd  the  Fortunate ;  but  his  good  fortune  was  fl?j  cU-- 
the  effe<9s  of  the  divine  blcffing  on  his  great  wifdom,  and  the  raaer. 
good  ends  to  which  it  v/zs  directed.  He  promoted  and  em- 
ployed theworthieft  men  his  country  produced  :  the  intrepe- 
dity  of  Fafco  de  Gamay  the  fteady  courage  of  Duario  Pacheco^ 
the  noble  (pirit  of  Frarutfco  Almeyda^  the  vaft  abilities  of  the 
incomparable  Albuquerque^  were  all  called  forth  to  adion  by 
his  difcernment.  He  faw  the  difcovery,  and  he  faw  the  em- 
pire of  the  Indies  carried  to  the  greateft  height :  he  reaped 
the  fruits  of  that  fpirit  of  commerce  and  navigation  the  ex- 
pedation  of  which  only  had  been  the  delight  of  his  predecef* 
fear.  He  did  much,  though  he  did  not  all  he  propofed  in 
j^rm.  He  made  that  country  a  nurfery  for  officers  and  fol-- 
dier? :  he  broke  the  fpirit  of  the  Moors^  by  infliSing  on  them 
the  miferies  that  Portugal  and  Spain  had  felt  from  them  in 
f<mner  ages.  He  raifed  the  naval  power  of  his  kingdom  not 
only  beyond  what  it  was,  and  beyond  expeftation ;  but  even 
to  a  degree  that,  till  it  was  vifible,  had  been  held  impoffible. 
He  was  refpefted,  and  formidable  to  his  neighbours,  without 
injuring  them.  His  friendOiip  was  courted  as  an  honour,  and 
not  from  a  principle  of  fear.  His  magnificence  carried  utility 
with  it;  and  the  fplendor  of  his  buildings  and  eftablifhments  of 
every  Idnd,  bore  at  once  the  marks  of  his  magnanimity  and 
gmerpfity.  Amongft  thefe  were  reckoned  thirteen  monafte- 
ric$  in  Portugal  befidcs  thofe  in  JJia^  Africa^  and  Ametita. 
E%ht  great  churches,  the  hofpital  of  Lishny  five  palaces, 
upwards  of  twenty  fortrefles,  exclufive  of  leffer  caftles,  and 
feveral  bridges,  moles,  fountiains,  and  other  public  works 
were  begun  and  finifhed  by  him.  He  dedicated  the  hundredth 
penny  of  all  his  revenues  to  pious  ufes  :  he  gave  proper  ap- 
pointments to  one  hundred  knights  who  ferved  in  Africa ; 
and  he  made  this  fervicc  the  road  to  preferment.  He  created 
a  king  at  arms;  and  as  he  had  reduced  the  laws,  fo  he  likewife 
brought  the  fyftem  of  nobility  into  perfeft  order.  He  caufed 
Edward  Gaham  and  Roderic  de  Pina  to  reduce  the  ancient 
chronicles  into  fome  tolerable  method.  He  loved,  and  ei)- 
couraged  the  fciences  chiefly  by  (hewing  a  Angular  refp^fli^ 
for  thofe  who  excelled  in  them.  He  was  a  great  reformer 
of  bis  clergy  ;  not  by  intruding  into  ecclefiaftical  affairs,  or 
making  ftriS  regulations,  but  by  paying  ajuft  deference  to 
learning  and  merit,  and  raifihg  none  who  were  defeftive  in  \ 
either.  He' brought  this  fo  far,  that  the  great  officers  of ' 
ftate,  and  the  great  prelates  were  equally  the  ornamqnts' 
of  his  court ;  and  he  would  often  fay,  that  the  profperity-of 
a  ftate  depended  on  paying  an  equal  regard  to  nobility  of^ 
blood,  and  nobility  of  mind.    As  an  inflance  of  this  he  wore 
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nKnirning  for  the  great  ofiicers  who  died  in  his  fervtce,  and 

kept  his  chamber  three  days  upon  the  death  of  the  beft  pi\6t' 

in  his  dominions*  One  of  bis  courtiers  told  him  that  would  not 

recal  him.    *^  It  is  true,  faid  Emanuel,  and  it  is  .becaufe  I  know 

*^  hb  lofsis  irreparable  that  I  mourn/'    He  had  faults,  but 

tbey  were  not  confiderable  either  in  their  nature,  or  in  their 

number  ;  and  which  is  more,  they  were  the  excefles  of  his 

virtue.     His  own  candour  made  him  think  all  men  candid ; 

by  this  he  was  fometimes  deceived,  but  he,  quickly  perceived 

it,  owned  it,    bewailed  it,  and  attoned  for  'iu     He  had  a 

familiarity  which/ome  of  his  courtiers  thought  incompatible 

with  his  rank.    As  for  inftaoce,  he  was  pleafed  in  hearing 

the  children  examined  at  church,  and  frequently  asked  them 

quefiions  himfdf.    It  may  be  be  bad  more  religion  and  iefs 

pride,  than  thofe  who  cenfured  him.    He  loved  mullc  and 

dancing,  and  would  often  pafs  the  whole  nis:ht  at  a  ball ;  but 

it  was  privately,  and  in  his  own  family.    He  had  fet  hours 

for  bufinefs,  which  be  never  negle£ied ;  but  this  was  for  bu- 

fineis  that  could  be  doiie  at  thofe  hours :  when  any  thing 

^      happened  unexpeftedly,  he  difpatched  it  where^-ever  he  was, 

or  however  engaged.    He  loved  rural  fports,  and  manly  ex- 

erciles,  and  he  fpent  much  time  in  them ;  but  it  was  not 

thrown  away.    He  would  fometimes  fay  to  one  minifter, 

Igmetimes  to  another,  ^*  Come,  we  are  alone,  have  you  any 

•*  thing  to  fay."     When  they  came  in  from  hunting,  or 

from  tennis,  when  he  found  proper  perfons  about  him,  he 

would  tell  them,  ^*  Now  we  are  fatigued  with  play,  let  us 

**  divert  ourfclvcs  a  little  with  bufinefs.'*     Thefe  appeared 

great  things  to  fome,  and  trifles  to  others.    The, reader  will 

think  of  them  as  he  pleafes  K 

SECT,    VL 

Tie  Reigns  of  John  III.  Scbaftian,  and  Henry. 

AT  the  time  of  his  father's  demife  J^hn  prince  of  Portu* 

*^  gal  was  in  the  twentieth  year  of  his  age.     "Ay  the  advice 

lo^&I*  o/  his  council  he  retarded  his  proclamation  to  the  fixth  day 
after  his  father's  death  ;  whereas  till  that  time  it  had  been 
always  on  the  third.  But  when  it  was  performed,  it  wa3  v^itb 
irery  great  magnificence  j  almoft  all  the  nobility  and  prelates 
of  the  kingdom  affifting,  and  all  the  king's  brethren  being

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preTent.  The  ckrdinal  Alonjb  adminifiered  the  oath  to  the 
king,  and  the  infant  Don  Lituis^  duke  de  Bija,  was  the  jirft 
nobleman  who  did  homage  \  He  recalled  immediately  Don 
Lewis  Silveyray  whom  his  father  bad  banifhed,  and  received 
bim  ag^io  into  bi$  favour,  but  in  conjunction  with  Don  >/«« 
tonio  dk  Atmda^  who  was  a  man  of  a  very  different  character, 
Don  Lewii  had  wit,  learning,  and  fpirit ;  was  a  very  accom- 
{difli^d  nobleman,  and  in  all  refpefb  an  ornament  to.  the 
court.  Don .  Antonio^  with  all  the  good  breeding  of  a  cour* 
tier,  and  with  the  abilities  of  a  great  ftatefman,  had  dean 
hands,  and  an  upright  heart.  They  fhared  the  confidence  o£ 
the  king  for  a  time ;  but  as  he  grew  older  he  beftowed  it 
entirely  on  Don  Antonio  **.  One  of  his  firft  afls  of  govern- 
ment was  to  fend  Don  ^luin  Silveyra  to  the  court  of  Francis 
to  expoftulate  roundly  about  the  depredations  committed  by 
fome  (hips  that  bore  the  French  flag,  and  the  attempts  made  to 
interfere  with  his  colonies  and  conquefts  *  by  others.  He  fent 
iikewife  an  ambafikdor  to  compliment  cardinal  Adrian  upon 
his  advancement  to  the  papacy,  to  offer  him  a  fquadroa  to 
carry  him  to  Italy ^  and  to  defire  a  difpenfation  for  his  brother 
Don  Lewis  to  bold  the  priory  of  Crato^  which  he  had  be- 
ftowed  iipon  him.  But  the  ambafiador  came  too  late,  for  the 
Pope  was  already  gone  ^.  There  had  been  in  his  father's  life- 
time a  treaty  of  marriage  between  the  infant  Don  Ferdinand 
ind  Donna  Maria  Coutinho^  which  had  been  delayed  on  ac- 
count of  her  youth,  and  which  her  father,  the  Qoaxxtde 
Marialvay  defired  might  be  now  celebrated.  But  the  mar* 
^uis  de  Las  Torres^  fon  to  Don  George^  duke  of  Coimbra<, 
interpofed,  and  affirmed,  .that  there  was  a  contrail  between 
him  and  the  young  lady.  This  (he  folemnly  denied,  and  the 
king  thereupon  committed  the  marquis,  and  consented  to 
his  brother's  mariiage :  upon  which  Don  George  retired  from 
court  in  difcontent ''.

as  it  fell  out  in  the  moil  ferene 
feafon  of  the  year.  The  vulgar 
figured  to  thcmfcjves  j^erpetual 
wars  abroad,  and  it  may  be,  po- 
pular ftirs  and  commotions  at* 
home,  whenever  he  came  to 
feign  (i).  The  palace  taking 
fire  while  the  ceremony  of  his 
chriAening  was  performing,  re- 
vived thefe  idle  difeourCes,  which 
pafled  for  oracles,  through  the

Hewss  firft  committed  to  the 
care  of  Gon^alo  Figueyra^  a  citi- 
zen of  Li  J  ben;  but  the  queen 
his  mother  took  upon  her  the 
care  of  his  education,  and  was 
very  foiicitous  about  it  herfelf, 
adwonifViing  him  frequeatlythat 
liotKing  rendered  a  man  fo  def- 
picable  as  ignorance ;  and  that 
at  the  fame  time  it  rendered  no 
man  fo  defpi cable  as  a  prince, 
Whofe  authority  was  beft  fup- 
ported  by  his  perfonal  merit, 
Pon  Emanuel,  his  father,  who 
was  himfelfa  very  learned  prince, 
ind  who  had  always  perfbns  of 


diftingoiflied  knowledge  ia  liil 
palace  and  in  his  prejenc3e»  «il 
extremely  dcfirous  that  hb  foji 
(hoald  be  difhnguifhed  by  Ik 
fcience,  and  for  this  purpofe 
fixed  upon  Don  Diega  Ort'ot 
bifhop  of  Tangier,  to  inftnift 
him  in  the  languages;  Um 
Teixeira  to  acquaint  him  wid| 
the  laws,  and  to  give  him  lit 
notions  of  them,  and  oi  tk 
principles  on  which  ^ley  wa» 
made ;  and  one  de  Torres^  wk' 
was  Uien  famous  for  his  &iliit 
phyfic  and  afbology,  to  ^ve 
him,  lights  into  the  fuperior 
fciences  (2).  The  prince,  how-. 
ever,  ihewed  no  inclination  to 
fludy;  and  all  the  pains  that 
his  matters  took  was  to  very  lit- 
tle purpofe.  When  he  was 
about  ten  years  old,  he  had  the 
misfortune  to  fall  oat  of  a  hi^ 
gallery,  by  which  he  was  ft 
much  ftunned  that  the  fiirgcMtf 
and  pfayficians  thought  hufift' 
in  danger  :  however,  he«uick# 
ly  recovered,  without  fufoiH^ 
any  thin^  more  by  the  accidot* 
than  having  a  fmall  icar  in  Uf 
forehead.  Not  long  after  hi 
had  a  violent  fit  of  ficknefs,  isi 
from  the  tinje  cP  his  recovfiy 
from  thence,  a  very  firm  vA

debated,  and  difagreed  j  by  which  the  breach  was  mado^  wid€t 
than  before,  and  the  eoiperor  aduaUy  granted  a  commiffion 
for  fending  thither  another  fleet,  notwithftanding  the  Portth 
guefe  commiffioners,  at  their  departure,  had  protefted  %aiflft 
the  proceedings  of  thofe  who  dffiftcd  at  thefe  confererices  on 
the  part  oi  Spain,  King  John  upon  this  fent  Don  Peir$^ 
Correa  and  doflbr  Juaklie  jPtfrw,  his  ambaffador^  to  the  em- 
peror, to  treat  of  a  marriage  with'his  fitter  the  princefs  Ka- 
therine;  which  thefe  minil^ers  not  only  concluded,  butalfo^ 
the  loan  of  a  confiderable  fum  of  mortey  for  the  jftalian  expe- 
dition, obtained  a  convention  by  Vrhich  all  points  in  difpute 
in  regard  t5  the  Moluccas,  were  to  be  fufp^nded  till  this  moncjr 
ihould  be  repaid ;  and  thus  this  troublefome  aSair  was  laid 
afleep.  As  to  the  marriage,  it  was  agreed,  that  the  empetw 
fliould  be  at  the  cxpende  of  his  fiftfcr*s  journey,  but  that  the 
king  of  Portugal  fhould  pay  for  the  difpenfatipn ;  that  die 
princefs  fhould  have  t>yo  hundred  thou&md  crownis,  exclufive 
of  her  jewels,  and  an  annuity  of  five  thoufand  crowns /^rtf»- 
num.  Thefe  points  beiDg  fettled,  the' was  cofiduftwi  witi 
great  folemnity  to  the  frontiers  of  Portugal^  received  there  by 
the  king's  ti-dth^fs,  and  upon  her  arrival  'klCmfi  thfe'ttari^age 
was  celebrated  with  all  the  magnificence  pofEble  *».  This  year 
the  king  found  it  neceffary  to  Tend  P^afco  de  Gama,  count  cf 
Videgulra,  to  the  Indies  whicii  he  difcover^d,  Wh^re,  old  aha 
infirm  as  he  was,  he*  fettled  all  things  to  the  general  fatisfac- 
tion  of  the  PortuguefezxA  the  natives;  and  foon  after  expired 
at  Goa^  uniyerfally. j^gretted  by  both  K  The  P(^rtuguefe  ftiO 
continued  their  expeditions  in  Africa '^  but  thecherifs  extend- 
ed their  empire  in  that  country  notwithftanding^  and  revived 
thereby  the  credit  and  power  of  the  Moors:

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iong  oefore  the  treaty  was  concluded,  by  which  the  emperor  thettihu- 
thargcd  himfelf  with  the  cxpepce^  of.  the  difpenfation  5  the  nalofthe 
king  promifed  to  defray  thofe  of  the  JcTurney,  ;and  the.  fortune  *H^ifi^}<in 
was  fixed  at  a  million  of  ducats,  nine  hundrefl  thoufand  to  be  ^Hohtsdo* 
ipaid  in  money,  and  the  rfeft  to  be  beftowed  in  jewels.  ^  This  ^^'^^' 
jnarnage  was  celebrated  in  the  month  o^ NviHmhtr  by  proxy,      ir^»* 
/and  in  the  fpxing  the  infanta  fct  dut  for  Caflile  *^ ;    the  Portu*        ^  ^' 
guefe  noblemen  who  accompanied  her,  having  orders  to  take 
poifeffion  of  certain  lands,  which  the  emperor  was  content  to 
give  in  mortgage  for  his  fifter's  fortune  that  was  not  yet  paid.  ' 
About  this  time  arrived  an  ambaffador  from  Ethiopia^  fent  by 
the  emperor  David^  who  governed  that  country,  now  filled 
by  the  Poriuguefe  the  Grand  Negus y  and  who  had  formerly 
made  fuch  a  noife  in  the  world  by  the  title  of  Pre/ier  Johni 
This  ambaflador,  who  did  not  make  any  great  figure,  proceed* 
ed  afterwards  to  Rome^  in  order  to  pay  his  matter's  homage  to' 
the  Pope*  V  at  leaft  it  was  fb  given  out  ^   At  this  juncSure  ther 
affairs  in  the /ndiV;  were  in  a  very  flourifbing  condition,  and 
the  vaft  treafures  they  brought  into  the  kingdom  occafioned  ai, 
great  refort  of  ftrangers.     This,  with  fome  ihfolent  aftions  of 
Jtti^Jews^  either  really  committed,   or  boldly  invented,   anrf, 
confidently  maintained,  gave  the  clergy  an  opportunity  erf 
preffing  the  king  ta  introduce  the  inquifition"^,    which  at 
length  thiy  obtained  ;  and  it  happened  luckily  for  them,  that 
foon  after  the  holy  office  was  eftabliihed  a  great  famine  ceafedj 
which  the  priefts  perfuaded  the  people  was  the  peculiar  blef** 
£ng  of  Heayen  on  this  pious  a<5l:ion.     It  was  not  long,  how- 
.^ver,  Jbefore  the  bulk  of  the  rUtion  faw  what  a  blefiing  this 
was,  but  their  penetration  came  a  little  too  late  ;  for  by  this 
time  the  authority  of  that  inexorable  tribunal  was  rifen  to  fuch 
a  height,  that  it  was  equally  unfafe  and  ineffectual  to  aim  at 
•difclofing  the  miferies  and  iriconveniencies  that  h^d  mttenderf 
it.    Some  indeed  place  this  event  ten  years  later,  and  found 
their  calculation  upon  the  bull  granted  by  Pope  Paul  the  third,' 
for  eftablifhing  the  holy  office  at  Evora  ;  which  very  pbffibly 
might  be,  and  yet  the  tribunal  might  have  been  brought  in  by 
the  king  and  clergy  before,  who  now  applied  to  the  holy  fee 
toftill  the  murmurs  that  were  raifcd  againft  it|  by  this  authen- 
tic a<2  of  apjHobation  (B).

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The  Mcors  began  at  this  time  to  reduce  fome  of  the  P^r-' 
tuguefe  ganifons  in  Africa^  and  to  extend  their  power  very  con- 


manner  of  it.  But  if  any  credit 
be  due  to  a  certain  relation,  we 
may*  notwithflanding,  have  a 
pretty  good  account  of  this  per- 
plexed aiiair  (6).  It  is  faid  that 
a  certain  monk,  one  Juan  Perez 
de  Sacpuedra^  a  native  of  Cordo- 
va^  feigned  himielf  cardinal  le- 
gate for  Paul  the  third,  brought 
a  bull  from  Romey  appointing 
certain  inquifitors  into  herefy 
and  other  dangerous  opinions, 
which  inftrument,  befides  all  ex«- 
terior  marks  of  authenticity,  was 
<]rawn  up  with  all  the  care  and 
caution  imaginable,  and  exe- 
cuted by  thofe  to  whoni  it  was 
direded  with  equal  vigour  and 
vigilance  (7)^  However,  fome 
ftt4>icions  arifing,  upon  a  ftridl 
enquiry,  this  bull  was  found  to 
be  forged  and  counterfeit :  for 
publiihing  of  which  the  monk 
was  condemned  to  fpend  the  re- 
mainder of  his  days  in  the  gal- 
lies  ;  but  by  the  interpolition 
of  the  Pope,  after  fome  years  re- 
leafed  (8).  The  inquifiors, 
however,  went  on  in  the  dif- 
charge  of  their  offices,  as  if  the 
authority  by  which  they  were  ap- 
pointed had  been  the  beA  found- 
ed in  the  world ;  and  the  king 
was  perfuaded  that  this  was  fo 
much  for  his  fervice,  for  the  be- 
nefit of  the  church,  and  the  wel- 
fare of  the  people,  that  he  not 
only  acquicfced  but  a^uallypro- 
-  cured  a  new  bull  from  Rome  for 
the  eftablifhment  of  the  holy  of- 
fice (9).  It  appeared,  howevw, 
in  a  very  (hort  fpace  of  time, 
that  the  pod  of  £rft  inquiiitorwas* 


of  fuch  con(cquence,  that  itconld 
not  be  put  into  better  handi 
than  thofe  of  the  cardinal  infant 
Don  Hetrry ;  andindedd  it  has  beeo 
ever  fmce  held  the  high^  ecde«* 
iiaitical  promotion  in.  this  king* 
dom  (1).  To  prevent  oppofi-? 
tion,  the  power  of  theinquliiton 
was  fomewhat  qualified  uiFor- 
tugal.  They  were  not  to  im-^ 
prifon  bifhops  upon  fufpicion 
ofhere(y  ;  or  to  proceed  to  the 
con  virion  of  any  charged  with 
that  crime,  without  theconfcnt 
or  concurrence  of  the  btihop  in 
whofe  diocefe  theperfon  accafed 
of  herefy  jefided.  fiat  the  inqui: 
fitors,  who  have  the  ilrongeft  a- 
verfion  in  the  world  jto  reftraints, 
have  explained  away  both  thefc 
claufes  in  a  very  plaufible  man- 
ner. They  confers  they  have 
no  authority  to  fend  any  prelate 
to  prifon ;  but  that  this  does  not 
hinder  their  confining  him  to 
his  own  houfe.  Upon  convic- 
tions, they  demand  the  confent 
and  concurrence  of  the  diocefatj; 
but  as  they  feldont-  vouchfafe  to 
give  him  fufficienf  iights,  this 
is  commonly  refufed  :  how- 
ever, the  having  den»andedit, 
is  in  the  judgment  of  the  holy 
office,  a  fufficient  ad  of  com- 
plaifance;  and  the  refufai,  a 
lufficient  provocation  to  proceed 
without  it,  which  withom^any 
farther  ceremony  they  do  {2). 
We  (hall'  have  occafion  to  touch 
this  fubjedl  more  than  ofice 
hereafter,  and  ihall  not  there- 
fore purfue  it  any  farther  here.

SOLTMAN  the  fecond,  emperor  of  the  Twrifx,  being  TheTiiTk% 
foUcited  by  the  Mohammedan  princes  in  the  Indiesy  rcfolved  ^WMoors 
to  take  up  the  quarrel  againfl  the  Portuguefe^  as  lord  o^  Egypt ^  attack  the 
where  the  Mamalukes  had  dropped  it,  and  accordingly  fent  Portu- 
orders  to  the  bafhaw  who  governed  for  him  there,  to  ehiploy  g"^"^  ^J»- 
hi$  whole  ftrength  againft  the  Chriftians  \  which  he  did,  and  ^^^fi^>  ^'^ 
failed  out  of  the  Red  Sea  with  a  greater  naval  force  than  the  ^Iik7 
Mohammedans  had  ever  employed  before,  having  four  thoufand  '^^^^     '    , 
laniflaries*  and  fixteen  thoufand  other  land  troops  on  board, 
yet  the  courage  of  the  Portuguefe  foldiers,  and  the  conduil  of 
their  of&cers^  taking  the  advantage  of  the  infult,  cruelty,  and 
perfidioufnefi  of  the  7i/r>f//*  general,  defeated  all  this  mighty 
force,  and  favcd  their  empire  from  that  ruin  with  which  it  was 
threatened  ^.    In  Africa  alfo  the  king  of  Fe%  was  baffled  be-

1538.'     the  yH<?or/^  princes,  gave  great  and  unexpetSled' relief  to  thQ 
Chriflians  in  thofe  parts,  who  were  in  a  manner  cjuite  ex- 
haufted  by  the  long  continuance  of  a  defenfive  war  ;  and  had 
even  funk  unider  the  laft  attack,  if  they  had  not  twke.receiv- 
ed  timely  fupplies  from  the  ifland  q^ Madeira,     But  whenever 
the  cherifs  quarrelled  with  each  other,  one  party  wasffureto 
have  recourfe  to  the  Portuguefe^  who,  by  fending  them  a  fraalj 
iupply,  prpferved  quiet  to  diemfelves,  and  had  the  fatisfac- 
tion  of  feeing  their  enemies  employed  in  deftroying  each  other. 
Yet  in  the  end  even  this  had  l^ad  confequences,  for  on  on^ 
hand  it  kept  up  a  martjal  fpirit  amongft  the  Moors^-2Sii  on 
the  other  it  made  them  acquainted  with  tl>e  Portuguese  difci- 
pline  i  fo  that  after  every  (hort  interval  of  reporc,  they  not 
only  found  them  as  much  enemies  as  before,  but  likewifi; 
more  formidable  through  conftant  exercjfe,  and  thefe  acciden- 
tal improvements. 
Jdtlancholy      WHATEVER  pleafure  king  John  might  take  in  the  profpefl 
events  in     of  foreign  affairs,  it  was  much  qualified  by  djfagreeable  eventj 
3Portuga}.   at  home.     Don  Philips  who  was  the  heir  apparent  of  his  do- 
'  A.  D.     minions,  died  at  fix  years  of  age  at  Lisbon^  and  his  mind  was 
1539.     fcarce  compofed,  before  the  emprefs  Ifabellay  bis  fitter,  finifc- 
*-^  ed  her  days  at  Ti/^rftf  p.    The  next  year  was  big  with  raor^ 

black  events,  fince  death  bereaved  him  of  his  fon  Don  Aionio^ 
and  of  his  brothers  Don  Alonfo  zv\A  Don  Duarte^  which  re- 
newed his  grief  for  the  infant  Don  Ferdinand^  and  his  two 
fons,  who  died  fome  years  before  ^,  Thefe  difafters  rendered 
him  not  a  little  melancholy,  and  this  was  heightened  by  an  afl 
of  treachery,  of  which  the  king  was  fo  much  the  more  fenfi- 
blp,  as  flowing  from  a  perfon  whom  he  could  never  have  fuf- 
pefted.  This  was  Don  Michael  de  Silvay  biftop  of  Vifeoy 
brother  to  the  count  otPortalegro^  and  fecretary  of,  his  cabi- 
net, who  having  privately  negotiated  at  Ronu  for  a  cardinal's 
hat,  on  condition  of  revealing  his  matter's  fecrets,  ftole  from 
him  fome  papers  of  great  importance,  and  then  privatscly 
withdrew  to  iJ^w^  J  where,  for  this  infamous  aftion,  he  was 
received  with  the  greateft  joy,  and,  accordi;ig  to  the  Pope's 
f  romife,  admitted  into  the  college.  The  king,  as  it  might  be 
well  expected,  refented  this  highly,  caufed  bim  to  be  out- 
lawed as  a  traitor,  deprived  him  of  his  honours  and  bene- 
fices, and  forbid  all  his  fubjeSs  to  hold  any  conefpondencc 
with  him  on  pain  of  his.  higheft  difpleafure  ;  which  fell  upon 
his  brother  Don  George^ '  count  Portalegro^  who  ventured  to 
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write  him  a  letter,  for  which  he  was  fent  prifoncr  \.^  the  tower 
of  BeJlem^  where  he  remained  till  the  infanta  Donna  Maria 
grevaijec)  9|i  .the  king  to  releafe  him,  and  even  then  he  was 
baniihef]    to  Jrzila:  where,  by  his  gallant  behaviour  againft 
the  jlsii^r  J,  he  at  length  effaced  the  memory  of  this  inifcarriage, 
and  recovered  his  fovereign's  favour,  \vho,  in  the  courfe  of  his     a.  jy^ 
rcign^  had  never  proceeded  with  the  like  feverity  againft  any      1542. 
9f  the  nobility ' ;  but,  however,  it  had  a  good  efFe<£l. 
,    As  the  emperor  was  very  folicitous  to  concilitate  the  clofe  Pnna 
glliaiicQ  betweeiTi  the  two  crowns,  another  marriage  between  Philip  0/ 
his  fpn,    the;nfanf  Don  Philips  and  the  infanta  Donna  il4i-  Cailiie  ef- 
ria^  daughter  tp  king  Johriy  was  propofed,  and  well  received  pou/es  the 
by  tlje  court  of  Portugal:  the  terms  were  quickly  adjufte^,/V^^'^ 
and   the   prinpefs  married  by  proxy.     She  did  not, .  however,^^*^^ 
fet  out  for  Spain  till  fonrje  months  after,  {hewed  a  vifiblc  re-  ^^^^  ^/ 
lu£tancy  at  quitting  her  own  country  and  family,  who  made    ^'^^"g*^* 
her  the  h'ke  re]:urn$  of  tendernefs  *.     The  king  had  a  natural         v 
fen,  Don  Puartf^  archbilhop  of  BragOy  whofe  mother  was 
Donna,  Ifabella  Nugnex^  daughter  to  the  alcayde  of  Lifbon  : 
he  caufed.him  now  to  appear  for  the  firft  time  at  court,  ca» 
refled  him  extremely,  and  feemed  to  expeft  the  like  r^ard 
fliould  bi?f  paid  him  by  the  reft  of  the  royal  family-     This 
youqg  prelate,  who  was  between  twenty  and  thirty,  was  dif- 
tinguilhed  by  his  learning  and  piety,  and  his  great  knowledge 
in,  and  application  to  the  Portuguefe  hiftory,  which  rendered 
his  father  incorjfolable  for  his  lofs,  which  happened  by  fuddea 
death  not  lopg  after  ^    In  the  Indies  things  were  carried  with 
a  high  hand  :  Don  yuan  was  very  circumfped  in  the  choicq 
of  the  officers  he  fent  thither,  fupported  them  thoroughly, 
and  rewarded  them  amply.     In  ^rica  he  contented  himfelf 
with  V^eepipg  on  the  defenfive,  in  whi^ch,  though  his  fubjefts 
did  wpnders,'  yet  thisir  force  gradually  declined,  and  he  favij 
himfeff  at  length  under  a  neceffity  of  conftrufling  at  a  great 
^xpence.anew  citadel  at  ^/^^z^r,  to  which  he  was  defirou? 
the  emperor  fliould  contribute,  as  that  fortrefs  was  like  to  be 
of  mor^  confequence  to  Andalufia  than  eveii  Portugal^  01^ 
Algarve.     When  the  Portuguefe  minifter  ftated  this  to  the 
emperor,  he  very  readily  admitted  the  matter  of  fad,  and  a^ 
chearfully  complied  with  what  \Ati%John  defired,  wlioalfo  ac- 
cepted  of  the  order  of  the  Golden  Fleece,   which  .hitherto 
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for  certain  reafons  he  had  declined",  and  as  the  emperor  had 
revived  this  order, ,  he  was  the  more  obliged. 
7'be  king       This  good  correfpondence,  however,  between  the  two 
,  autfes  maty  crowns^  did  not  in  the  lead  abate  king  Johns  attention  to  hit 
goodlofws  juft  rights,  or  render  him  in  the  leaft  pafSve  when  they  were 
to  be  made  y  iol^ted.  He  underftood  that  there  was  one  Antonio  di  Pefqueraf 
Jortht  he-  ^  merchant  at  St.  Lucar^  who  carried  on  privately  a  great  trade 
nefa  of  hu  j^  Quinea^  and  the  Brazils^  upon  which  he  gave  orders  io 
Jubjeds.      y^j^Q  Lorenzo  to  keep  an  eye  upon  him  ;  and  accoidingly 
Ptjquera  having  fitted  out  his  veilel  for  a  new  voyage,  Vm9 
<^ame  up  with,  and  took  him  in  the  heighth  of  the  C»mrns, 
Of  this  the  arch-duke  Maximilian^  w^o  was  regent  of  Sfmn^ 
complained  very  loudly,    as  Pejquera  was  taken  within  the 
dominions  of  the  crown  oiCaJlile^  and  before  he  had  engaged 
in  any  ilhcit  trade ;  and  therefore  upOn  the  iirft  application  of 
the  Imperial  minifter,  the  king  ordered  him  to  be  fet  at  liber- 
ty, and  his  own  officer  to  be  fent  to  prifon :  but  he  ordered  his 
ambaflador  to  tell  the  arch-duke,  that  he  did  not  do  this  be- 
caufe  he  thought  Pejquera  innocent,  or  his  own  officer  at  all 
to  blame,  but  that  he  might  {hew  him  how  exaflly  he  com- 
plied with  treaties,  and  the  manner  in  which  he  expe&<t 
they  fliould  be  complied  with^.     Don  Ceorge^  the  fon  of 
king  John  the  fecond,  after  having  lived  upon  bad  terms  with 
the  court  from  the  beginning  of  this  reign,  returned  thither 
now  of  his  own  accord,  and  though  feveny  years  of  age,  fcl| 
violenrly  in  love  with  Donna  Maria  Manmty  one  of  the  queen's 
maids  of  honour,  whom  he  would  have  married,  if,  at  the  re- 
queft  of  his  fon,  the  king  had  not  interpofed,  and  prevented  it: 
upon  vvhich  he  once  more  withdrew  froni  the  courtln  difcbn- 
(^  tent  ^.    The  king  finding  that  wealth  and  indolence  had  ren- 

dered the  kingdom  in  fome  meafure  defencelefs,  very  wifely 
eflabiifiied  a  militia,  appointing  that  every  man  of  fuch  aneh 
tate  fhould  keep^  or  at  leaft  be  "ready  to  find  a  foot  foldier 
with  the  ufual  weapons,  whenever  he  wa$  called  upon  :  that  he 
who  had  double  that  eftate  fhould  provide  a  mufqueteer  ;  anc| 
he  who  had  thrice  that  income  a  trooper.  By  another  law  he 
reflrained  the  breeding  of  rpules,  that  he  might  be  the  better 
able  to  remount  his  cavalry,  stnd  prevent  that  fine  breed  of 
horfes  for  which  his  dominions  had  been  famous,  from  being  loft 
or  liijured.  He  gave  rewarcis  for  hunting  wolves,  as  well  for  the 
fake  of  defiroy  ing  thofc  ravenous  creatures,  as  to  revive  an  a<9ive 
and  nlanly  Jpirit  amongf):  the  comnion  people :  but  another  x%* 
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p;u!ation  he  made  at  the  fame  time,  though  nothing  could  be 
better  intended,  had  confequences  of  the  moft  pernicious 
Udd  ^  The  king  bad  hitherto  had  an  eye  to  all  bufinefs  him-  A.  D, 
felf,  and  had  fhewn  great  fagacity  in  the  choice  of  «ninif-  1550^ 
tert,  but^as  he  could  not  do  every  thing  at  once,  there  want- 
ed not  fome  complaints  that  affairs  were  not  difpatched,  which 
put  the  king  upon  imitating  the  pradice  in  Caftile^  leaving 
Tlioft  of  the  affairs  of  government  to  council,  aiic^  dividing  that 
ccNMicil  ktfo  'boards,  or  committees,  for  different  purpofes. 
To  wbkb  an  able  and  honeft  Portuguefe  hiftorian  attributes 
the  declehiion  of  the  kingdom ;  for  irrefolution,  feuds,  and 
perhaps 'corruption,  crept  into  thefe  boards;  and  if  affairs 
Went  flowly  before,  they  now  either  went  not  at  all,  or 
went  lb  faft  that  juf^ice  could  not  keep  pace  ^ith  them.  The 
king  perceived  it  too  foon  for  himfelf,  and  too  late  for  his  fub- 
jefts,  as  we  (hall  fee  hereafter  *.  '       S   ^ 

On  the  death  of  Pope  Paul  the  third,  the  king  fent  orders  Marriage 
to  his  minifter  at  Rome  to  employ  every  method  praSicable  concluded 
for  railing  his  brother  cardinal  Henry  to  the  papal  throne,  and  hetyeen 
he  demanded  likewife  the  afTiftance  of  the  emperor  and  the  t^^^^  ^f 
French  king,  to  which  he  thought  himfelf  well  intitled,  by  his  ^^^^Z^   . 
near  relation  to  the  ^ne,  and  the  alliance  that  had  fo  long  ^'^y^'*'' 
fubfifted  with  the  other.     Ffe  was  promifed,  and  deceived  ^y^^Toanna 
both*.    Cardinal  de  Monte  was  chofen,    and  afTumed  the'  ^' 

name  oi  Julius  the  third  ^.   .The  copper  money  in  Portugal 
beiqg  intrinfically  of  a  higher  value  than  what  it  wais  coined  ;. 

for,  it  was  gradually  carried  out  of  the  l^ingdom  >  "pon  which 
one  of  the  new  councils  dcvifed  4  large  new  copper  coinage 
under  the  intrinfic  value,  which  was  thereupon  counterfeited 
abroad,  vail  quantities  of  it  brought  in,  and  iilver  and  gold 
carried  away *^.  It  is  poffible  the  king  did  not  fully  underfland  this 
matter,  but  his  good  fcnfe  (hould  have  engagea  him  to  enquire, 
and  his  intereft  inclined  him  to  liflen  to  thofe  who  did.  The 
^pnnijh  and  Portuguefe  coafis  were  at  this  time  miferably  infeft- 
cd  by  pirates  under  Turkijh  and  French  colours  :  to  remedy 
Which  king  John  determined  to  fit  out  guard-fhips ;  but  con- 
fidering  with  himfelf  that  thefe  might  prove  little  better,  if 
llpt  under  due  regulations,  he  concerted  meafures  with  the  em-, 
petor,  who  alfo  fitted  out  others,  and  the  inflruftions  of  their 
officers  being  reciprocally  exchanged,  it  was  impofllble  for  them 
to  find  their  account  in  any  thing  but  doing  their  duty.  The 
prince  Don  Juan  being  now  near  man's  eftate,  it  was  thought 
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highly  exp«^dient  (hat  he  fbould  many,  and  the  ^incefs  iixed 
upon  was  the  pripcefs  Donna  Joanna^  daughter  to  the  emperor, 
niece  to  the  king  of  Portugal  by  the  mother,  and  to  the  qoecn 
N        by  the  father's  fide.    The  treaty  was  quickly  concluded  ;  the 
•  '  portiqp  fixed  at  three  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  ducats  ;  the 
I         duke  Qfjiveyro  and  the  bifhop  of  Coimbra  were  fent  to  re- 
A.  D.     Cjcive  her  on  the  frontiers  towards  the  end  of  tiovemher. .  She, 
I55t.     was  met  by  the  king  foon  after  ihe  entered  his  dominioDS, 
and  by  him  pondu£ied  to  Lisbon^  where  the  marriage  was  fp- 
lemnized  with  a  degree  of  fplendor,  and  with  fuch  tefiimo- 
»ies  of  public  joy  as  bad  been  fcarce  feen  in  Portugal  l)e- 
fore  ^. 
The  unfor"      ^  ^^^  "^'"S  apprehended  domeftic  affairs  to  be  now  in  a 
ttmaie        8**^**  mcafure  fettled,  he  applied  himfelf  with  vigilance  to. 
iUath  of    thofe  at  a  diftance,  fending  to  the  Indies  feveral  young  men  of 
the  prince,    birth  and  fpirit,  with  reafonable  appointments  for  their  fubiif- 
A^rortu-   tence,  and  promifes  fufEcient  to  entertain,  their  hopes.    A- 
s;a]^  end    mongft  thefe  was  Camoens,  the  famous  poet,  who  celebrated. 
Jirtb  of     the  behaviour  of  others,  and  was  no  way  inferior  to  them  in 
Pw  Seba-  his  own.     In  Barbary  the  Moors  gained  ground ;  for  the  king 
^^^         apprehending  the.  proje<Ss  of  Jiis  predeceffors  imprafticable, 
began  to  bound  his  own  to  the  prefervation  of  the  fortrefles 
upon  the  coaft,  which,  though  not  pleafing  to  the  generality. 
of  his  fubjeds,  was  .perhaps  a  meafure  neceffaiy  to  his  af- 
fairs, fmce  the  expence  of  men  and  of  money  was  too  great 
A    Y\     ^^  borne  by  the  kingdom  oi  P/Jrtugal,  even  in  its  moft  flou- 
'     *    riQiing  ftate.    The  joy  expreffed  on  the  prince's  marriage 
^^^"     bad  been  heightened  by  his  confort's  pregnancy ;    but  it  was 
quickly  turned  into  mourning.    He  became  fo  uxorious  that 
it  was  viftbly  detrimental  to  his  health,  upon  which,  under 
pretence  of  tendern^fs  for  that  of  his  confort,  (he  was  removed 
into  the  queen's  apartment.     The  renaedy  was  applied  too 
late,  the  flow  fever,  which  had  fejzed  the  prince,  augmented. 
in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  carry  him  off  on  the  fecond  of  Janm- 
«y,  in  the  feventeenth  year  of  his  age  *^.    He  was  a  prince  re- 
ntarkably  handfome  in  his  perfon,  of  fprightly  parts,  which 
made  him  uneafy  under  the  tuition  of  Don  ^edro  Mafcarm- 
hasy  one  of  the  worthieft  and  wifeft  men  of  that  age ;   who, 
to  gratify  the  prince,  was  made  viceroy  of  the  Indies^  an4 
forced  to  go  thither  againft  his  will.     Donyuan^  if  he  bad 
remained  under  hjs  care,  might  probably  have  lived  to  af- 
cend  the  throne.    To  conceal  the  knowledge  of  hb  death 
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from  the  prLncefs,  tHe  king  vifited  her  out  of  mourntngf  She 
was  delivered  on  the  feaft  of  St.  Sebafttan  of  a  fon,  to  whont 
that  name  was  ^iven,  in  .honour  of  the  faint  ^  After  (he 
recovered  her  health,  file  appeared  inconfolablc  for  the  death 
(6f  the  prince  j  notwithfta»ding  which,  ftic  quitted  Portugal 
in  the  month  of  Aprils  in  order  to  aflume  the  regeacy  of 
Spain  ^  and  the  care  of  the  infant  Don  Carlos^  upon  th|e  dc* 
parture  of  his  father,  prioce  Philips  who  was  on  the  point  of 
UiWng  to  Flanders y  to  facilitate  the  negociation  of  his  marri* 
age  with  queen  Mary.  Don  Pedro  d*Acunha^  having  a  fqua*  -  -^ 
dron  of  five  (hips  an4  four  gal  lies  on  the  coaft  oi  Algarve^  *  ^ 
received  intelligence  th^t  Hamet  Jrraez,  a  hmoxxs  Mobamme"  ^^^* 
dan  corfair,  was  in  the  bay  of  Tavira  with  four  gallies,  upon  , 
'jvbichhe  failed  thither  ifnmediately  to  attack  him  i,  but  the 
jyind  failing,  his  fliips  were  of  no  ufe  :  however,  he  very 
gallantly  fell  upon  the  enemy,  notwitbftanding  they  were 
Souble  his  nuniber.  The  two  admirals  engaged  with  great 
Airy ;  at  firft  the  Portuguefe  had  the  worft,  but  the  Turk  board- 
jng  them,  was  taken  >  the  other  gallies  funjc  one  of  the  infi- 
^dels  and  took  two,  ppon  which  the  refl  fled.  Don  ^edra 
returned  vi£iorious  to  Lisbon  ;    and  by  the  exchange  of  the  ^ 

Corfair,  preferved  the  life  of  captain  Peter  Pauly  a  Mohamme" 
dan  convert,  whom  the  Turks  had  otherwife  deftined  to  the 
jnoft  exquifite  tortures  \ 

The  king  exerted  bimfclf  with  great  fpirit  in  the  fcttJc-  King  Johi| 
ment  of  Brazil^  which  he  brought  into  a  very  good  ftate  ;-  dies  of  an ' 
paufed  feveral  ftrong  towns  to  be  erefted  there,  and  took  all  apoplexy. 
poiSble  methods  to  ^ocourage  the  converiion  of  the  natives  to 
chriftianity.  In  this,  it  is  faid,  they  met  with  great  difficulty ; 
^nd  the  writers  of  thofe  timeB  defcribc  the  Brazilians  as  the 
moft  obftinate,  barbarous,  and  bloody  of  all  the  natives  then 
difcovered  in  America ;  notwitbftanding  which,  it  is  very  cer- 
tain thzt  t\it  Poriugiiefe  vitt^  forced  to  be  at  great  pains  to 
prevent  other  Europeans  from  fettling  amongft  or  trading  with 
themj whence  It  may  be  fufpecSed  that  tbofe  accounts  were 
at  ieaft  a  little  exaggerated.  ,The  grief  of  the  kingdoni  for 
the  lofs  of  the  prince  was  renewed  by  the  death  of  the-  iiv 
fant  Don  Lewis^  dukepf  !B^a,  on, the  twenty^feventh  of  Nd^ 
vember.  He  was  commonly  iftiled  ibedcl ight  o(  Portugal  ^ 
and  a  very  impartial  hiftorian  affures  us,'  that  for  piety,  learn- 
ing, fagacity,  courage,  and  ^nerofey,  he  was  not  exceeded 
by  any  prince  of  his  time  *.     The  difputes  amonft  the  nobi-

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Hty,  about  precedency,  were  frequently  attended  with  very 
untoward  confequences,  which  obliged  the  king  to  take  a  re- 
folution  of  (ettlipg  them  once  for  all,  which  he  did  by  eih* 
l)li(hed  rules,  that  have  fubfified  ever  fince,  and  have  in  a 
great  meafure  prevented  the  revival  of  fuch  altercations.  He 
rcftore  the  luftre  of  the  untverfity  of  C^/m^,  and  brought 
feveral  profeflbrs  thither  from  Paris.  He  had  other  great  de- 
**  figns  in  his  head,  particularly  with  regard  to  reformation^ 
which  he  had  puihqJ  very  far  with  refped  to  religious  perfons 
of  both  fexes  >  but  upon  a  clofe  infpeSion  into  affairs,  be 
found  his  fubje£b  in  general  to  have  been  fo  much  injured 
by  hb  leaving  their  concerns  to  the  infpedion  of  his  council, 
that  it  afFeded  him  to  a  very  great  degree ;  fo  that  be  was 
feized  with  a  kind  of  apoplexy,  from  which  he  recovered  oo> 
ly  fo  long  as  to  make  the  neceffiiry  preparations  for  a  chiiftian 
death,  to  which,  with  great  calmnefs  and  refignation,  be 
A*  D*  fubmitted  June  the  fixth,  or  as  others  fay,  June  the  elevendi, 
1557.  in  the  iifty-iirth  year  of  his  age,  and  the  thirty-fifth  of  his 
reign,  to  the  great  regret,  and  to  the  irretrievable  misfortune 
of  his  people.  His  corps  was  interred  with  prodigious  pomp 
in  the  royal  monaftery  of  Belevty  to  which  he  nad  been  a  great 
benefaAor,  and  ^  dutifully  accomplifhed  all  his  father  left 
undone  (C).  By

perfon  of  a  middle  fize,  fome- 
what  inclined  to  £atnefs;  bis  eyes 
yrere  of  a  lovely  blae ;  and  his 
countenance  fo  majeftic  and  fe- 
rine, s^s  to  excite  affedion  and 
r^fpe^l  in  all  who  came  near 
him  (2) .  In  his  youth  he  fpoke 
very  auick»  and  loved  talking 
a  litde  too  much  ;  but  before 
he  came  to  the  crown  he  fet  him- 
felf  fludidufly  to  correft  thcfe 
an4  other  defeAs,  in  whjdi  he 
was  peculiarly  happy  (3),  His 
]tiety  was  folid  ^nd  fre^.  from 
fuperiiitiOR.  He  was  ^  gr^t 
friend  to  the  jefuits,  becaufe  at 
the  firlt  appearance  of  that  Vt

der  they  were  vtry  ftrid  in  thdr 
morals,  and  declaimed  perpe- 
tually againfl  the  luxury  and 
intrigues  of  the  monks,  who 
were  by  no  means  in  the  king's 
good  graces ;  who,  following 
die  maxims  of  his  father  and 
grandfather,  ftudied  to  be  well 
with  the  court  of  Rom;  and 
having  procured  fron^  thence 
bulls  for  the  reformation  of  the 
mendicant  orders,  he  took  care 
they  fliould  be  thoroughly  exe- 
cuted ;  and  though  the  monks 
clamoured,  it  was  all  in  vain, 
for  having  the  nuncio,  the  bi- 
ihop,  the  jefuits,  the  nobility, 
fncf  the  people  on  his  fide,  they

were  coitfttained  to  fubmit  (4). 
He  inditated  the  council  of  con. 
Icieiicc»  in  which  the  ientences 
of  all  courts  of  law  were  review- 
e4  that  they  might  be  mode- 
mted-according  to  equiQ^.  .  He 
likewKe  formed  the  council  for 
the  infpeftion  of  military  or- 
ders, and  heightened  the  luilre 
of  that  of  Chrift,  in  a  manner 
fnitable  to  its  dignity  (5).     His 
tcndemefs  for  his  people  was  (b 
great,  that  nothing  could  move 
him  to  tax  them.     When  his 
mitttflers  propofed  it,  '*  Let  us 
*<  be  firH  clear,   faid  he,  that 
"  raifingof  money  is  neceffary." 
When  that  point  was  cleared, 
"  Kowy   iays  the  king,  let  us 
"  fee  what  expences  are  unne- 
"  ccflary."     Sp  that  frugality 
was  the  fund  that  anfwered  all 
cxtraordinanr  demands    in    his 
reign  (6).    lie  had  a  great,  and 
even  a  miraculous  memory,  in- 
fomuch  that  upon  reading  the 
roll  of  the  ftudents,  in  the  uni- 
vcrlity  of  Coiml^ay  he  retained 
it  at  once,  and  fainted  each  of 
them  by  their  names  (7).     He 
rewarded  all  fervices  with  his 
own  hands,   and  that  without 
delay,  but  withal  moderately; 
and  he  ufed  to  fay  upon  fuch 
occaflons,  "  I  would  give  more, 
"  btit  I  muft  give  to  many/' 
He  loved  to  have  his  nobility 
about  him ;    but  he  created  no 
new  employments,  nor  reduced 
any ;  yet  he  did  not  heap  them 
ttpon  a  few  perfonsi    for  his 
maxim  was,  that  one  public  em- 


ployment, and  his  own  private 
bufmefs,  was  occupation  enough 
for  one  man  (8).  In  ceremony 
he  was  extremely  corredt,  and 
carried  ma?niiicence  to  the 
greateft  height,  but  very  rarely 
^and  upon  extraordinary  occafi- 
ons :  at  other  times  he  was  mo- 
deft  in  his  garb,  and  very  fami- 
liar with  thofe  abbut  him.  His 
nobility  underftood  this,  and 
that  he  looked  upon  all  fpedlacles 
as  malquerades,  where  a  man 
\v3a  to  be  careful  in  ailing  hi$ 
part  properly,  for  the  entertain- 
ment of  the  people,  bat  was  to 
lay.afide  his  theatrical  air  with 
his  fine  cloaths.  He  built  ai^d 
endowed  feveral  hoipitals^  fomo 
religious  houfes  for  women,  and 
finiSied  whatever  ftrudlures  had 
been  begun  by  his  father  (9), 
In  the  firft  part  of  his  reign  he 
made  (b  good  a  choice  of  minify 
ters,  and  all  things  went  on  fo 
regularly,  that  he  believed  they 
would  ftill  proceed  in  the  fame 
nunner,  though  he  did  not  ia- 
fpefl  them  conftantly  himfclf ; 
but  there  his  judgment  failed 
htm;  and  when  he  faw  this, 
and  to  how  ereat  a  degree  his 
fubjedls  were  injured  by  it,  the 
fenfe  of  it  was  fo  ftrong  that  it 
afFeded  his  health.  In  one 
thing  he  far  exceeded  all  his  pre- 
deceflbrs  ;  for  though  he'put  an 
end'^'to  the  feuds  that  reigned 
amongft  his  nobility,  reconciled 
all  the  great  houfes,  and  re- 
ftrained  fome  of  their  preroga- 
tives, yet  he  kept  them  in  the

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an^  a  child  three  years  old.  The  regenq^,  purftiant  td  th^ 
king's  will,  remained  in  the  que«n  his -grand-mother,  who 
cxercifed  it  with  great  circumfpection  and  moderation  ^  'Wit 
Moon  fuppofmg  that  under  a  minority  they  might  be  s^le  to 
difpoilefe  the  Chriftians  of  die  fortrefles  they  yet  held,  tbey 
laid  fiege  in  the  firft  place  to  MafagiuM.  The  queen  regent)  . 
Ularmed  at  this,  fent  fuch  fpeedy  fuccours,  and  promifed  fucfa 
rewards  to  thofe  who  (hculd  do  their  daty,  that  notwithftand^ 
ing*  the  Moors  brought  fourfcore  thoufand  men  before  the 
place,  they  were  at  length  conftrained  to  raife  the  fiege.  This 
Was  at  firn  magnified  as  a  high  proof  of  the  qqeen's  wttiom 
and  capacity  j  but  by  degrees  the  natural  averfion  of  the  Pw- 
iuguefe  to  be  governed  by  a  woman,  and  perhaps  alfo  by.  a 
,  Cafiiliany  appeared  fo  vifibly,  that  of  her  own  accotd  flic 

quitted  the  adminiftration,  and  i^tired  into,  a  convent^  de- 
volving the  power  and  title  of  regent  upon  the  cardinal  in- 
fant Don  Henry ^  who  it  was  thought  did  not  diflike  the  queen'* 
refolutton  "*.    He  prefendy  appointed  Doi^  Alexius  de  Menefo 
the  king's  governor,  and  G&n^ales  de  Qamera^  ami  two  other 
priefts  for  his   preccptoiis,  being  content    to   apply  himfclf 
wholly  to  affairs  of  ftate  :  in  which,  though  he  was  very  pro- 
found, yet. he  had  an  invincible  love  for  peace,  and  a  noble 
fpirit  of  equity  and  juftice.     By  this  means  the  nation  in  ge- 
Jierai,  and  the  city  oi  Lisbon  in  particular,  increafed  in  wealth, 
and  the  people  became  every  day  more  and  more  pleafed  with 
the  lenity  of  his  adminiftiation.

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What  feems  to  be  moft  certain  is,  that  whife  a  child  he  had 
a  very  quick  capacity,  and  a  very,  unufual  eagernefs  for  learir- 
ing;,  which  certainly  might  have  been  improved  fo  as  to  render 
faim  a  great  and  a  good  prince  y  but  cbo&  who  had  the  care  ' 
of  him  ruined  the  capacity  they  ihouid  have  cultivated,  and 
by  the  violence-  of  their  pra£^ices  in  his  tender  years  pro* 
doced  thofe  inconfiftencies  in  his  chafa£(er  that  were  after- 
wards afcrifaed  to  natural  imbecility ".  It  will  be  necei&ry, 
however,  to  explain  this  more  cleariyk  His  governor  ih^ 
fijfed  into  him  an  opinion  that  the  diftinguifting  quality  oF 
a  king  was  courage,  and  courage  he  reprefented  to  him  as  a 
contempt  of  danger  however  great,  which  was  to  be  alwayes^ 
furmounted,  aind  never  avc^ded.  His  preceptors  <hi  the  otheir 
band  taught  him  to  place  all  religion  in  the  abhorrence  of 
iiifidels  }  fo  that  from  the  time  he  approadied  haan's  eAate  fae 
was  in  a  continual  fever,  burning  on  the  one  iiand  with  a  ve^  / 

liement  defire  of  difplaying  his  ^^tof  fear,,  and  as  earneftly 
defirous  to  give  the  world  marks  of  his  impJacaUe  iiatred  to 
MMhamrndtfin^  which  he  took  to  be  zeal  for  Ghriftjanitf. 
During  the  time  of  his  minoiity  4iie  cardinal  govct-ned  him      -    -^ 
by  Ae  afliftance  of  thofe  wfio  were  iboiit  him,  and  i^ho  for       '^g' 
^s  reafon  were  fofFered  to  go  their  own  way  ;  but  by  that       ^     *     ♦ 
lime  he  had  governed  the  kingdom  three  yeats  in^  his  own 
name,  they  exerted  their  power  over  him  for  ebeir  own  advan^ 
tage,  and  not  only  deprived  the  cardinal  of  hisconfidenicre,  but 
h^  the  boMnefs  alfo  to  propofe  to  him  refigning  his  ardibi* 
Ihopric. 

Few  kingdoms  have  been  more  expofed  to  a  ipirrt  of  in-  jii^  min^ 
trig«e  than  rfils  of  Portugal  during  the  .reign  of  Don  Sebaftian.  ttn  cahai^ 
iiis  grand-mother  queen  Katherine^  and  his  great  uncle  the  and  his /i'^ 
,  eafdmal  certainly  meant 'Weli  to  him  and  to  the  ftatfe,  \m.vo&ritesfn^ 
not  to  each  oAier  \    and  therefore  while  they  were  employed  trigue^  t9^ 
tndeftr<^ing  eich  other  in  the  king's  good  opinion,  they  threw  thepr^-^ 
kirn  iftto  thofe  hands  that  ruined  both  him  and  his  kingdom.  ^^^  ^}^ 
Martin  Gonfcdez  de  Camera^  the  brodier  of  his  preoeptori  ^^^^  ^**    > 
was  his  firft  favourite,  artd  the  ^fon  who  prevailed  uponJiifii  f^^P^^* 
to  difcard  Akoftyva^  who  had  been  long  fecretary  of  ftate; 
Was  a  perfon  «)f  great  abilities,  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  hiit 
boundleis  ambition,  very  equal  to  the  poft  he  2i!kdxAoS  firft 
minifter.    He  bore  his  difgraoe  withi3great  firronefe,  contented 
fcltftfelf  wkhpubKlhirtg  through  thfe  court  what  the  arts  wcrt 
by  which  he  bad  been  circumvented,  and  how  they  might  be 
turned  upon  their  authors  *^.    He  thcni^thdrcw,  and  left  hia

was  very  foon  in  confufion.     uon  Alvaro  de  Caftro^  a  yoong 

-man  of  great  fpirit  and  courage,  pofieiTed  himfelf  of  thekii^s 

favour  from  the  (imilarity  o\  their  tempers.    He  drew  hmi 

into  ^ort;^,  under  pretence  of  ^examining  the  ftate  of  the 

Tcountry,  the  garrifon,  and  ports.     When  he  had  him  there, 

-and  had  (hewn  him  abundance  of  things,  of  which  he  had  no 

true  conception  before,  he  began  to  talk  to  him  very  plainlj^. 

He  told  him  he  meant  well,  but  he  knew  nothing  \  that  he 

was  totally  governed  by  the  jefuits,  who  exhaufted  the  trea- 

fures  of  the  kingdom  in  eftabliihments  that  had  a  plaufible 

appearance,  but  which  at  the  bottom  were  ufelefs,  and  con- 

fequently  ruinous,  from  the  want  of  capacity  in  thofe  by  whom 

they  were  dire£hed ;  and  that  after  all,  they  were  properly  the 

monarchs  oiPortugaU  and  he  otily  their  minifter.     The  king 

was  aftoniihed  at  this  boldnefe ;    but  when  he  recolleded  and 

xomj^red  fa6ls,  he  returned  to  Lisbon  as  much  an  enemy  to 

the  jefuits  as  he  had  been  before  their  creature.     Aharo  dt 

Cqfiro  fbon  difcovered  that  he  wanted  political  abilities,  i^d 

th^t  he  had  taught  his  maft^  to  find  this  out,  upon  which  he 

recalled  Jlcafova^  and  brought  him  again  into  the  council ; 

who  in  return  infinuated  to  the  king  that  >//z;<7r^  had  a  mind 

to  pafs  for  the  greater  hero  of  the  two,  which  probably  would 

have  ruined  him  if  death  had  not  interpofed  and  fcreened  him 

from  difgrace  ^

uprincefs^  punftually  obeyed.    He  loved  war,   and  had  a  great  pro- 

#rFnuice.  P^nfi^y  ^^  naval  aiFairs ;    and  it  was  to  gratify  both  at  once 

*  that  he  projeded  an  expedition  to  the  Indies  \  but  Aka^ova^ 

who  had  no  inclination  to  attend  him  thither,  fet  that  afide, 

and  ft^bftituted  Africa  in.  its  ftcad.    When,  therefore,  l^e  vf9ii 

invited  by  Philip  the  fecbnd  of  Spain^  to  concur  in  the  grand 

alliance  agaihft  the  Turks^  he  excufed  himfelf  under  pretence 

that  the  plague  had  made  fuc^  ravages  in  his  dominons>  as, 

notwithftanding  the  warmth  of  his  inclitiations,  put  it  entirely 

out  of  his  power.

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FrmBy  diough  the  Pope  fent  a  cardinal  legate  to  pre(s  it. 
However,  a  famous  French  hiftorian  relates  the  matter  other- 
nrife,  and  much  to  the  honour  of  Don  Sebaftian ;  but  the  (zBt 
b  fo  clearly  on  the  fide  of  the  Portuguefe  and  Spanijh  hiftori- 
ansy  that  it  would  be  unjuft  to  fu(pe£l  the':  veracity  ;  more 
efpecially  as  he  foon  after  made  an  expedition  into  Africa 
baftily,  and  in  a  manner  by  furprize  «.  He  firft  fent  over  A.  D. 
Oon  Antonio:,  prior  of  Crata^  with  fome  hundreds  of  fo!dier$,  1574. 
nrried  his  principal  courtiers  over  with  him  from  a  huntii^ 
naatch,  and  without  equipages  ;  then  fent  for  the  duke  of 
Avejro^  with  fuch  troops  and  volunteers'  as  he  could  coIle£l  at 
Tuch  (hort  notice  ;  and,  when  he  had  them,  he  ipent  bis  time 
inhuming,  and  flight  exCuHions,  without  doing  any  thing  of 
cotifcquence,  unlefs  expofme  his  perfon  upon  all  occafions 
ccmld  be  fo  counted  ;  and  at  length  returned  to  Portugal  iq  the 
month  of  November y  in  fuch  tempeftuoi^s  weather  that  his  fub- 
jcfls  gave  him  up  for  loft,  when  they  were  agreeably  fu;'prifcd 
by  his  unexpeSed  arrival  in  the  river  of  Lisbon  ^^  which  they  _ 
celebrated  with  a  degree  of  affedlion  which  muft  have  given 
him  great  fatisfadlion. 

It  might  have  been  reafonaWy  imagined,  that  this  difap-  Declares  in 
pointment  would  have  opened  the  king's  eyes,  and  have  (hewn  favour  of 
him  the  impoflibility  of  invading  Africa  with  fuccefs.     It  was,  Muley    . 
however,  fo  far  from  having  any  fuch  confequence,  that  it  Hamet 
fervcd  only  to  exafperate  his  martial  humour ;  fo  that  from  the  againft 
very  time  he  came  back  he  meditated  nothing  elfe ;  and  thofe  Maley 
who  h;|d  a  rnind  to  make  their  court  to  him,  could  not  do  it  Moloch^ 
any  other  way  than  by  flattering  his  appetite   for  conqueft  ;  ^^^  ?^^^ 
and,  according  to  the  common  lot  of  princes,  he  found  num-  ^^^'      Sj 
bcrs  who  tpok  this  way,  without  confidering  whether  it  would  l^^^^j^* 
lead  cither  hitji  or  them  to  it.     The  king  was  highly  delighted 
by  an  incident  which  offered  him  a  pretence  for  war,   though 
of  diat  he  flood  in  no  need.     Muley   Hamet ^  king  of  Fe%y 
MomccOy  znArTarudant,  had  been  difpoffeffed  of  his  domini- 
ons by  his  uncle  Muley  Moloch.     At  the  beginning  of  this 
Var  Don  S^^tfy?w«  had  offered  him  his  troops  in  Africa^  which 
jrfct  was  rejeded  with  contempt  ;  but  now  being  a  fugitive, 
■nd  having  demanded   fuccours  from  Philip  the   fecond  of 
i^flm,  without  effe£t,  he  had  recourfe  to  the  kin^  of  Portu- 
Ip/;  and  that  he  might  the  more  eafily  prevail,  caufed  the  for- 
|Ktefs  of  Arzilay  which  his  father  had  recovered,  to  be  reftored 
''p>  the  Portuguefe.    Don  Sebajlian  was  in  raptures  at  this  event;

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he  looked  upon  himfelf  as  deftined  to  exceed  his  predeceflbn 
in  their  conquefts,  and  fent  Alca^ova  tofecure  the  friendfiiipof 
king  Philips  and  to  procure  an  interview  between  them*. .  In 
this  the  minifter  had  all  the  fuccefs  he  could  wi(h :  Pbiif 
confented  to  an  alliance,  promifed  the  king  his  daughter,  and 
appointed  the  place  of  conference  to  be  Guadalufi,    Don 
Sebqftian  fet  out  from  LUhon  on  the  twelfth  of  Septetriber^  ac- 
companied by  the  duke  de  Aveyro^  the  count  de  Portakgro^  aod 
A.  D.     fome  other  perfbns  of  diftindlion.     Philip  reprefented  to  him 
1576.     fullv  and  fairly  the  great  difficulties  of  the  expedition ;  but 
fincling  his  nephew  not  to  be  difTuaded,  he  promifed  him  fil^ 
gallies,  and  five   thoufand  men  ;  but  the  Spaniard  did  ftiu 
moVe :  he  fent  Francifco  Aldana^  an  old  and  experienced  oi' 
cer  into  Moroccoy  and  at  his  return  ordered   him  to  attend 
Don  Seba/liany  and  give  him  an  account  of  the  ilate  things 
^were  in;  which  he  performed  with  great  fidelity^  but  with- 
out the  leail  effe£l^    The  queen  dowager  and  the  cardioali 
forgetting  all  former  difputes,  united  in  their  endeavours  to 
divert  the  king  from  an  enterprize  which  was  fo  apparently 
inconfiftent  with  his  true  interef(,  and  fo  incompatible  with 
the  prefent  fituation  of  his  dominions.    He  treated  them  both 
with  fo  little  refpeS  that  his  grand-mother  quickly  broke  htf 
hearty  and  the  cardinal,  to  fhew  his  diflafte  to  this  meafurit 
retired  to  Evora^  and   came  no  more  either  to  court  or  tp 
council;  and  many  of  the  firft  nobility  followed  his  example "1 
though  even  thefe  fent  their  brethren  or  their  children  to  ac- 
company the  king. 
KingV\ii"     .The  more  difficulties  appeared,  the  more  obflacleswe^ 
lip  and  the  raifed,  the  more  the  king  fcemed  determined  to  perfift  in  h^ 
principal     Jefign  ;  and  as  it  was  impoffible  to  undertake  it  without  mo* 
nobility  in   ^gy  ^nd  troops,  neither  of  which  could  be  obtained  by  01;- 
Spam  and  dj^ary  methods,  he  authorized  Alcagova  to  take  any  that  he 
rortuga      could  devife  j  and  as  he  had  a  fertile  invention,  and  no  other

ixtedition    ^^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^'^  mafter,  he  puflicd  his  contrivatices  to  the  ut* 
'  mofl.     In  virtue  of  a  bull  of  crufade  he  levied  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thoufand  ducats  on  the  clergy  ;  he  laid  a  heavy  tajc 
upon  fait ;  he  augmented  the  excifi ;  he  gave  the  money  qf 
Cajlile  a  currency  through  the  dominions  of  Portugal^  and 
raifed  it  a  ninth  part  of  its  value ;  he  drew  under  the  title

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ofcxcmptioift,  from  the  Jews^  two  hundred  and  twenty  thou- 
land  ducats ;  he  extorted  loans  from  fuch  as  were  in  eafy  cir- 
cumftances,  and  demanded  free  gifts  from  the  nobility.  He  fent 
into///>A,  Germany^  and  Holland  to  raife  forces,  and  he  drew 
From  different  quarters  feveral  thoufand  men,  but  at  a  large  ex- 
pence.  While  thefe  preparations  were  makin^:,  he  called  an  af- 
fembly  of  the  nobility,  in  which  he  gave  them  a  large  account 
of  the  motives  and  end  of  his  expedition  ;  which  he  concluded 
by  telimg  them,  he  meant  to  let  them  know  his  intentions,  but 
not  to  receive  their  advice,  and  fo  withdrew  ^.     This  did  not 
hinder  his   receiving  remonftrances  from  all  quarters :  the 
count  ie  Tentugal^hX^  ambaffador  in  CaJiiU^  wrote  him  a  long, 
and  very  free  letter  upon  this  fubjcdt ;  others  of  the  nobili- 
hr  did  the  fame,  but  in  peifon  ;  but  none  with  fo  much  fr^e- 
itioi  as  Don  Juan  de  Mafcarenhas^  who  had  ferved  with  great      .    -. 
deputation  in  the  Indies:  upon  which  the  king  got  his  phyfi-     . '--' 
dans  to  certify,  that  age  might  make  a  man  a  coward,  who       ^' '* 
was  a  hero  in  his  youth  :  upon  which  Don  Juan  obfervcd,  that 
die  advice  he  had  given  proved  [them  to  be  both  liars  aiid 
fools*.    Laftly,  king  Philip  fent  the  duke  de  Medina  Celt  to 
lay  before  him  the  reafons  why  he  thought  his  deflgn  imprac- 
;dcable,  and  to  put  him  in  mind  that  he  had  no  hand  in  pufli- 
jng  him  upon  his  own  deftru£tion,  or  in  concealing  from  him 
Ae  dangers  upon  which  he  feemed  determined  to  throw  him- 
ielf  and  his  fubjeds  ^,  and  this  to  anfwer  no  end. 
•    It  would  lead  us  much  beyond  the  bounds  to  which  a  work  ^bekinf^df 
of  this  nature  muft  be  confined,  if  we  (hould  enter  into  all  the  Fez  etSUa^ 
methods  inradlifed  on  the  one  hand  by  the  friends  of  this  un-  ^vowrs  to  . 
fcrtunate  prince  to  divert  him  from-this  defign,  or  when  that  fre^ail 
appeared  impoffible,  to  defeat  it,  and  the  contrivances  he  ^ponhim 
nfed  to  accompliOi    his   deftre,    and  to  bring  about  what^^^^. 
grangers  and  his  own  fubjefts  daily  prophefied  would  prove -^^^  ^^'^ 
tedeftrudion.    Let  it  fufiice  therefore  to  fay,  that  in  the '^^'^' 
midft  of  this  ftruggle  Don  Sebajiian  received  a  letter  from 
Muley  Moloch^  againft  whom  thefe  preparations  were  made. 
In  this  epifile  he  explained  to  him  his  own  rights,  and  {hewed 
him  he  had  only  difpoflTeiled  a  tyrant  arid  a  murderer,  who 
berefore  had  no  title  to  his  friendlhip  or  afliOance.     He  next 
ured  him,  that  he  had  no  reafon  to  be  apprehenfive  either 
the  power  or  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Portuguefe\  as  a 
oof  of  which,  and  as  a  mark  of  his  efteem,  he  was  con- 
nt  to  make  him  a  prefent  of  ter^  miles  of  arable  ground^

addreiled  himfelf  to  king  Philips  with  whom,  he  lived  oa  good 

terms,  to  interpofe  with  his  nephew,  that  things  might  yctle 

adjufted,  without  the  unnecei&ry  efftifion  of  human  biooii?* 

Some  fay  that  Don  Sebajiian  did  not  fo  much  as  write  anaofiur 

to  this  letter  ;  others  that  be  demanded  7etmnt  Lar^^  ad 

Cape  Alguer^  as  the  price  of  peace,  which  Muhy  Mokdi  tteat- 

ed  with  difdain.    The  Portuguefe  writers  oomplam,  tbat  Mi- 

lip  the  fecond  did  not  perform  his  engagements,  though  dMf 

admit  he  covered  this  with  very  plaufible  excufe^.    Thctutk 

was,  that  he  thought  ^e  P^rtugueji  miniAry  would  have  tfSBt 

jdered  the  enterprise  abortive,  and  have  laid  the  blame  upgi 

'  him.  and  he  was  inclined  to  give  them  an  op^rtunity  ^h^ 

ing  this,  which  was  their  real  intention  :  t?ut  Sf&^ian'tdnSit

-tranfports  and  tenders,  made  up  near  a  thoufand  faii^.  The 
kiag  had  with  him  Don  George  ^f  Lancafter^  duke  of  Aveyro^ 
IJan  John  and  -Don  Diego^  fons  to  the  duke  of  Braganfa^ 
'Don  Jntonh,  prior  of  Crato^  Don  Manuel^  bifbop  of  Coim' 
ha^  Don  Jrias^  bi(hop  of  Porto^  the  count  de  Viniofo^  Don 
Jmn  >de  Silva^  ambaflfador  from  king  Philip,  and  many 
others'*. 

On  the  twenty  fouith  of  June  the  king  Don  Sebaftian  failed  Emkarh  \ 

from  the  bar  of  Liikon,  with  a  fair  wind,  and  bore  for  Lagos  his  forces 

hay  in  the  kingdom  oi  Jlgarvey  where  he  remained  for  four  ^  i-i^hoo. 

d^jrs  \   then  he  propeeded  to  Ca^z,  where  he  was  magnifi-

^Larache:    but  whether  to  marph  thither  by  land,  or  to  reim- 

^rk  the  troo^  and  proceed  by  fea  to  that  place,  admitted  a 

'biig  debate.    But  at  length  the  march  was  approved,  chiefly 

%the  king's  influence,  and  orders  given  to  advance  diredtly

On  the  other  hand,  Muley  Moloch  havir^g  intelligence  that 

the  king's  fleet  was  arrived  before  Arzila,  marched  from  Mo-

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Tii  m^  rocco  with  fixty  thoufand  horfe,  ^nd  forty  thoufand  foot.  In 
narcbof  his  paiTage,  finding  reafon  to  fufpe<ft  that  part  of  his  army 
Fez  were  inclined  for  his  competitor,  he  declared  that  fuch  as 

marches      were  difpofed  to  join  their  old  mafter  were  at  liberty  to  do 
agiunft       jtj  which  permiiBon  was  accepted  by  fome  few,  and  punftually 
btm  'With   complied  with.    There  was  a  corps  of  three  thpufand  horfe, 
a  numerous  ^^  ^^^^^  j^^  jj^^j  likewife  in  fome  doubt ;    he  fefit  thefe  to 
^"^^'        reconnoitre  the  enemy,  and  by  that  ad  of  confidence  he  fe- 
cured  them.     He  was  yet  under  fome  uneaiinefa  as  to  his 
officers;  for  though  he  was  not  afraid  of  the  Portuguese  troopSi 
he  was  very  apprehenfive  of  their  money,  and  of  the  krtbw- 
ledge  his  competitor  had  of  thofe  who  were  moft  like  to  take 
it.     To  guard  againft  this,  he  changed  the  difpofition  of  his 
army  entirely,  fo  that  none  of  his  officers  commanded  the 
corps  which  had  been  under  their  orders ;  and  having  newnffi' 
to  deal  with,  had  confequently  none  whom  they  could  tnift. 
It  is  wonderful  he  was  able  to  take  thefe  precautions,  con- 
fidcring  he  was.  fo  ill  of  a  fever,  that  he  was  unable  to  fit  fab 
horfe ;    notwithftanding  which  he  marched  direSly  towards 
the  Poriuguefe^  and  on  the  third  of  Augujl  encamped  within 
a  league  oi  Jlcazar-quivir^  within  fight  of  the  Chrifiian  troopSjj' 
with  a  full  refolution  to  give  them  battle,  his  brother  Mukj% 
governor  of  Fe%y  commanding  under  him  5. 
J>on  Scba-      As  foon  as  the  fcouts  of  the  Moorijh  army  Were  perceived, 
flian  calls  Don  Sehajiian  called  a  council,  of  war,  in  which,  contrary  to 
^  counciL    cuftom,  there  was  much  order  and  moderation.  The  counts 
Vimiofo^  and  thofe,  who  out  of  complaifance  to  the  king,  had 
given  their  opinions  for  this  march,  were  now  for  returning. 
They  faid  the  enemy  were  matters  of  the  ford,  and  of  the 
river ;   that  there  was  no  forcing  them  in  their  polb  immcdi-? 
ately  ;  and  that  it  was  impoffible  for  them  to  wait  a  more  fa- 
vourable opportunity,  as  they  had  no  viftuals.     The  foreign 
officers,  whom  they  were  now  glad  to  hear,  had  chanpd 
their  opinion,  and  were  now  for  fighting ;    not  becaufe  they 
thought  it  more  reafonable  than  before,  but  that  now  it  was 
become  neceflary.    This  was  vehemently  oppofed  by  the  chc- 
rif j  who  faw  very  clearly,  that  they  ran  the  hazard  of  being 
beat,  and  of  lofing  all,  and  were  not  fure  of  gaining  any 
thing,  even  if  they  were  vidlorious  ;    whereas,  if  they  drew 
llowH  towards  the  fea,  and  intrenched,  they  might  be  relieved 
by  th^ir  fleet,  during  which  fpace,  if  Muley  Moloch  died,  he 
looked  upon  it  as  a  thing  certain  that  a  great  part  of  the  army 
would  defert  to  him,  which  would  render  him  matter  of  three 
kingdoms,  and  of  the  fate  of  the  Chriflians  alfo.    Wh^n  he

found  that  the  king  was  bent  on  fighting,  he  only  dcfired  that 
he  would  delay  till  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  that  in  cafe 
things  went  amifs,  they  might  have  fome  chance  of  efeaping 
in  the  night ;  but  even  in  this  he  could  not  prevail,  for  the 
king  difpofed  every  thing  for  an  engagenrient  the  next  day, 
which  was  the  fourth  of  Augujl ;  and  it  was  not  at  all  ow- 
ing to  him  that  he  did  not  begin  as  foon  as  it  was  light. 
Multy  Moloch,  now  fo  clearly  perceived  his  advantage,  that  he 
was  inclined  to  make  the  Portuguefe  army  prifoners ;  but  find- 
ing his  ftrength,  and  even  his  life,  finking,  he  had  taken  the 
refolution  of  fighting  that  very  night,  fearing  thofe  Very  events 
in  which  his  competitor  Muley Hamet  placed  all  his  hopes; 
k  that  after  all,  if  the  cherif 's  advice  had  been  taken,  things 
might  have  gone  otherwife  than  they,  did  :  but  the  king 
wanted  experience  and  judgment ;  the  firft  put  it  out  of  his 
power  to  aSt  for  himfelf,  and  the  latter  hindered  him  from 
difcerning  which  of  diflererent  counfels  it  was  moft  expedient 
for  him  to  purfue  \ 

The  difpofition  of  the  Chriftian  army  was  veiy  regular  j^ifphfiiion 
and  correft,  thro*  the  care  oi  Aldana  and  other  oki  officers  :  of  ht^th  or- 
the  infantry  were  difpofed  in  three  lines  ;    the  battalion  of  vo-  mies. 
lunteers  made  the  vanguard  ;    colonel  Ambergy  with  hk  Ger-  ' 

mansy  and  fir  Thomas  Stukely  with  the  Italians^  were  on  the 
right ;  the  Caftilian  battalions  on  the  left ;  the  Portuguefe 
regiments  in  the  center  and  in  the  rear;  the  cavalry,  con- 
fifting  of  about  fifteen  hundred  men,  partly  on  the  right  un- 
der the  command  of  the  duke  of  Aveyroy  to  whom  the  cherif 
joined  himfelf  with  his  horfe ;  on  the  left  was  the  ftandard 
royal,  and  the  reft  of  the  cavalry,  under  the  command  of  the  ^ 
duke  of  Barcelosy  eldeft  fon  to  the  duke  of  Braganfa,  Donf 
Antonio^  prior  of  Cr<7/tf,  and  feveral  perfons  of  great  rank. 
The  king  took  poft  at  firft  with  the  volunteers.  Muley  Mo* 
hch  difpofed  his  troops  alfo  in  three  lines  :  the  firft  confifteol 
of  the  Andaluzian  Moorsy  commanded  by  three  officers  who 
had  diftinguiftied  themfelves  in  the  wars  of  Granada ;  the  fe- 
cond  of  renegadoes ;  and  the  third  of  the  natives  of  Fez^ 
Morocco^  and  Tarudant,  They  moved  in  a  half-moon,  with 
ten  thoufand  horfe  on  each  wing,  and  the  reft  in  the  rear, 
with  orders  to  extend  themfefves  fo  as  to  encompafs  the  Chrif- 
tian army,  Muley  Moloch^  tho'  extremely  weak,  was  taken 
out  of  his  litter  and  fet  on  horfeback,  that  he  might  fee  how 
his  commands  had  been  obeyed  ;  and  being  perfeflly  fatisfied 
with  the  fituation  of  his  troops,  he  direded  the  fignal  of  bat^

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tie  to  be  given,  about  an  hour  before  noon,  hj  a  general  4ltt' 
charge  of  his  artillery,  which  was  immediately  anfweted  by 
the  Chriftians,  who  advanced  with  the  utmod  alacrity»  and 
charged  with  the  greateft  fpirit  ^  This  was  an  eSedl:  of  ibal; 
generofity  natural  to  noble  minds,  and  all  the  youth  oi^^ 
fity  in  Portugal  were  prcfent. 
Ti&^Portu-  Don  Sebajiian^  in  the  beginning  of  the  adion,  received  a 
'  guefe  Je-  musket  (hot  in  the  fhoulder,  which  did  not  hinder  his  chats- 
feated  and  ing  at  the  head  of  the  horfe  on  the  left  wing,  by  whom,  wf 
deftroyed*  ^t  CafillianSy  by  the  volunteers,  by  the  Italian^  and  by  tbi; 
Germans,  the  firft  line  of  the  Moorijh  infantry  was  brake,  aod 
the  fecond  difordered.  On  this  Muley  Moloco  drew  his  fwofd, 
and  would  have  advanced  to  encourage  his  troops,  but  that 
his  guard  prevented  him  \  at  which  his  emotion  of  mind  was 
fo  great  he  fell  from  his  horfe,  and  one  of  his  guards  haviog 
caught  him  in  his  arms,  conveyed  him  to  his  litter,  where  he 
immediately  expired,  and  had  only  time  to  lay  his  finger  upoft 
his  lips  to  enjoin  them  filence  ^  Hamet^  Tabft,  a  renegade, 
fiood  by  the  curtains  of  his  litter,  opened  them  from  tiolt  to 
time,  and  gave  out  orders  as  if  he  had  been  living.  By  t|)i» 
time  the  Moorijh  horfe  had  quite  wheeled  round,  and  charged 
'  the  Poriuguefe  in  the  rear ;  upon  which  the  cavalry  io  tb« 
Moorijh  left  wing  made  fo  vigorous  an  eiFort,  that  they  broke 
the  Poriuguefe  horfe  on  the  right,  and  put  them  into  confufion  i 
\  and  at  this  time  in  pafHng  a  rivulet  the  cherif  was  drowned^ 
The  Germaniy  Italians,  and  Cajiilians,  did  wonders ;  but  the 
Poriuguefe  foot,  as  their  own  writers  fay,  behaved  but  indif^ 
ferently.  The  king  had  two  horfes  killed  under  him.  Gei^gt 
Albuquerque  mounted  him  upon  a  third.  Dot^Ahnfi  de  Agut" 
lar^  Don  Gon^ale%  Chaccn^  and  Framifcs  Aldana,  all  Cqftilims, 
were  killed  by  his  fide.  At  length  he  was  furrounde^  by  the 
Moors,  who  feized  his  perfon,  ftripped  him  of  his  fword  an4 
arms,  and  fecured  him.  They  immediately  felL  out  amongft 
themfelves,  ahout  whofe  prifoner  he  was  \  upon  which  one 
of  the  generals  rode  in,  and  crying  out,  **  What,  you  dog$, 
*'  when  God  has  given  you  fo  glorious  a  yiftory,  would 
•*  you  ^cut  one  another's  throats  about  a  prifoner  ?"  at  the 
,  fame  time  difcharging  a  blow  on  the  head  of  Don  Sebdfiiafh 
over  his  right  eye,  brought  him  to  the  ground ;  when,  de- 
fpairing  of  ranfom,  the  reft  of  the  Moors  killed  him.  This 
is  by  fome  held  the  moft  authentic  account  K    Others  fay»

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that  Liivis  deBriio  meeting  the  kirtg  with  his  R^nitktiwnf^ 
ped  wroond  hreh,  Sebaftian  cried  out,  "  Hold  \it  faft,  let  u» 
**  die  upon  it :"  upon  which,  charging  the  Moors^  he  was 
feixed,  refcued  by  Briton  who  was  himfelf  taken  with  the  ftan- 
^fd,  and  carried  to  Fez.  He  afHrnied,  that  after  he  wa^ 
taken  be  faw  the  king  at  a  dift^nce  unpurfaed.

Thcr© 
feU  on  the  field  of  battle  the  count  of  Vimiofo^  Don  Lewis  de 
CeutignOy  Don  Fafa>  de  GamOy  Don  Alonfo  de  NorognOy  the 
dTounts  of  Kedondoj  Vidcgueray  and  ATifa^  Don  Diego,  (on  to 
the  duke  of  Bragangay  the  bifliops  of  Porto  and  Coimbra,  and 
many  others.     The  ycnng^  duke  of  Barcehs,  then  but  twelve 

?ars  old,  and  the  prior  oxCrato,  were  amongft  the  prifoners  \ 
be  plunder  of  the  Portuguefe  camp  was  a  prodigious  booty^ 
for  all  the  young  lords  had  piqued  themfelves  upon  a  very  ill- 
placed  magnificence.  Matey  HameU  the  brother  of  Mulef 
Mdochy  was  faluted  king  by  the  Moors  that  very  night-  The 
yifl'ory,  however,  doft  them  dear,  for  they  loft  at  leaft  eigh- 
teen rhoufarrd  men  ;  and  thofe  \Vho  fled,  when  the  firft  line 
fcas  brbke,  made  their  way  16 Fe%y  and  pubKfhed  that  the  bat- 
tle was  loft;  fo  that  when  the  news  of  the  viftofy  arrived  the 
next  day,  it  was  fcarce  believed,  more  efpecially  as  thofe  w»ho 
brought  it  acknowledged  that  Muley  Moloch  was  dead,  fo  that 
k  W2GS  looked  on  as  an  artifice  to  keep  the  city  quiet ;  but  they 
were  quickly  undecei^d,  and  immoderate  rejoicings  fucceeded 
to  iH-groufided  apprehenfions. 

Thfi  day  after  th«  battle  the  cherif  ordered  all  the  prifonerr 
to  be  brought  before  him  :  amongft  whom  was  Don  Nugno 
ie Mafcarenhas^  a  domeftic  of  the  king's,  who  affirmed  he 
tras  prefent  at  his  death  :  he  defcribcd  the  manner  of  it,  and 
the  [ilace  where  he  fell ;  upori  wliich  proper  perfons  were  fent 
fo  examine  the  truth  of  it,  with  whom  \^ent  Sehajiian  Refende^ 
the  king's  valet  de  chambre,  who  brought  back  a  body  which 
he  affirmed  to  be  that  of  his  mafter,  and  which  was  acknow- 
ledged for  fuch  by  moft  of  the  prifoners,  who  faw  and  ex- 
amined it.  This  body,  by  the  cherif  *s  order,  was  depofited  in 
the  hoafe  of  a  Jem  at  Alcafor-quivir  ^.  Some  time  after  Philip 
the  fecond  of  Spain  fent  over  captain  Zuniga,  as  his  minirter 
to  the  cherif,  with  whom  he'made  an  alliance  in  bis  mafter's.

iible  folemnicy  ;  and,  with  the  like  ceremony  his  obiequies 
were  obferved  at  Madrid^  (D).

(D)  All  Ithc  pains  taken  to 
aothenticate  the  death  of  this 
monarch  could  not  tStB.  it,  and 
plaufible  anfwers  were  given 
even  to  thofe  which  Teemed  the 
moft  direA  proofs.  As  for  in- 
.  fiance,  it  was  faid  that  his  valet 
die  chambre  brought  a  body  to 
Mul^Hamety  and  owned  it  for 
his  mafter*s,  that  he  might  flop 
all  farther  fearches,  andfadlitate 
his  efcape.  The  noWlity  of 
Portugal,  who  faw  and  owned 
this  body,  are  iaid  to  have  adled 
^om  the  fame  motive;  and 
fomb  of  them  after  they  came 
back  did  acknowledge,  that  it 
was  fo  disfigured  with  wounds 
and  blood,  that  it  was  impoffi- 
ble  to  know  it  (2).  Yet  it  was 
this  body  that  king- Philip  re- 
ceived from  theMjofj;  it  was 
this  body  that  Was  delivered  to 
the  Portuguefe  ;  it  was  this  body 
that  was  interred  at  Belem ;  and 
it  was  upon  the  fuppoiition  of 
its  being  the  body  of  Don  ^eha- 
pan,  that  Philip  the  fecond 
caufed  his  obfequies  to  be  cele- 
brated at  Madrid  (3).  How- 
ever Doh  i^/?/^»/<?,  prior  of  Cr^- 
tOf    always    affeded    to   fpeak 


doubtfully  of  this  event.  In 
the  reign  of  the  king  and  car- 
dinal He)tryy  there  Was  a  rumour 
prevailed,  that  Don  BebafiioM 
was  adually  returned  into  -A- 
garve ;  and  a  perfbn  has  been 
named  who  is  faid  to  have  car- 
ried a  meffage  from  Don  Sebaf- 
iian  to  that  king,  whofe  ambi- 
tion is  faid  to  have  ftified  all  af- 
fedlion  for  his  nephew  (4).  Be 
this  as  it  will,  it  is  very  certain 
that  there  were  feveral  impoftors, 
who  afTumed  the  name  of  this 
prince,  as  we  have  fhewn  in  die 
hiflory  of  Spain ;  and  we  ihall 
hereafter  mention  one,  with  re- 
fped  to  whom  it  is  by  no  mesas 
clear  whether  he  was  an  impof- 
tor  or  not  (5).  But  though  his 
hiftory  be  very  marvellous,  yet 
there  is  nothmg  in  it  (b  ftrange 
as  that  there  ihould  be  ftill  per- 
ibns  in  Portugal^  and  peribns  in 
other  refpedls  of  good  fenfe,  who 
would  die  martyrs  for  their  opi- 
nion, that  he  is  yet  miraculoufly 
prcferved;  and  that  fome  time 
or  other  he  will  be  again  feated 
on  the  throne  o{  Portugal,  This 
fadlion,  or  feft,  call  them  which 
you  pleafe,  are  ftiled  in  Portugal

BehaJHaniftufy  and  though  they 
have  not  printed  any  arguments, 
yet  they  have  written  many  me- 
moirs, which  are  handed  aboat, 
ih  which  they  have  laboured, 
with  incredible  zeal  and  indof- 
tiy,  to  fupport  this  ftrange  opi- 
luon  (6). 

(E)  As  togk%  perfon  of  Don 
Se^afiian  he  was  above  the  com- 
mon iizc,  his  body  well  pro- 
^rtioned,!  his  eyes  blue,  his 
countenance  pleaiing  and  ma- 
jefUc,  extremely  adroit  in  hi$ 
cxercifes,  prodigioufly  ftrong, 
incapable  of  fear,  magnificent, 
generous,  afiable,  fiill  of  jufUce, 
piety,  and  truth.  His  virtues 
he  owed  to  nature;  his  faults 
and  follies  to  his  education  (7). 
He  mud:  have  been  in  all  re- 
fpc£ls  an  extraordinary  perfon, 
to  have  attached  in  the  manner 
h^  did  a  whole  nation,  not  only 
to  his  perfon  but  to  his  memory. 
He  had,  however,  great  imper- 
fedtions ;  and  amongft  thefe  his 
paflion  and  his  obftinacy  were 
by  far  the  greateft.  There  are 
certainly  great  inconfiftencies  in 
all  the  accounts  wc  have  of 
him,  and  in  almoll  all  the  con- 
fiderable  branches  of  thofe  ac- 
counts (8).  It  is  not  only  the 
fortuguefe^  but  alfo  tjic^SpaniJb 


hiftory,  in  which  the  beauty  of 
his  perfon  istommended  ;  and 
yet  both  feem  to  admit  that 
it  had  fome  itngular  and  fur- 
prizing  defers.  His  right 
hand,  for  inftance,  was  longer 
than  his  left ;  as  he  was  higher 
on  the  left  fide  than  on  the 
right.  We  meet  with  no  par* 
ticular  accounts  of  mifchiefs  that 
befel  him,  before  his  expedition 
to  Africa ;  and  yet  it  is  affirmed 
that  he  had  upon  his  body  the 
fears  of  twenty-five  remarkable 
wounds  (9).  The  current  of 
the  beft  hiftories  make  it  appa-^ 
rent,  that  his  expedition  an4 
his  end  proceeded  entirely  from 
himfelf.  His  appetite  for  glory 
was  fo  Urong,  that  nothing  could, 
reftrain  him ;  his  contempt  of 
danger  fo  great,  that  he  wore; 
green  armour  in  the  battle  of 
Jlca^ar^  that  he  might  be  the 
more  eafily  diftinguifhed  by 
friends  and  foes.  But  notwith-*  1 
{landing  this,  fome,  and  parti- 
cularly Brantomef  have  laboured 
to  induce  the  world  to  believe 
the  king  was  perfuaded,  or  ra- 
ther feduced,  to  invade  Africa, 
by  the  jefuits,  who  were  in  the 
interefts  of  king  PMif.  That 
the  jefuits  were  the  authors  eft 
the  expedition,  and  of  the  king's

Eis  crown       AtL  monarchs,  however  great  and  happy,  have  notwith- 
hut  a         Handing  fome  caufes  of  chagrin  j  but  Htnry  of  Portugal  had 
€rown  of    every  thing  to  chagrin,  and  no  one  circuniftance  to  confole 
ibornt.        or  content  him.    He  heard  nothing  from  the  hour  he  was 
feated  upon  the  throne  but  enquiries  who  was  to  be  his  fuc- 
cefibr,  and  faw  plainly  that  the  utmoft  he  had  to  expe£t  Mfa$ 
to  be  confeiTed  fole  and  fupreme  judge  of  this  point ;  which 
jnoft  writers  feem  to  agree  he  might  have  been,  if  he  had 
Ibewn  a  fufHcient  degree  of  fteadinefs  and  courage  ;  but  bis 
profeffion,  his  age^  and  his  circumfiances  confidered,  we  need 
not  wonder  that  this  was  wanting.  There  were  but  fiv^  titles, 
out  of  many,  that  deferred  to  be  confidered,  and  of  thefe 
there  were  three  at  leaft  in  refpefl:  to  preference,  of  which  it 
was  not  eafy  to  decide.     The  firft  of  thefe  was  the  prince 
Hanucao  of   Parma^   whofe  mother.   Donna  Martay    died 
about  two  years  before :  flie  was  the  eldeft  daughter  of  the 
infant  Don  Duarte^  knd  confequently  her  fon  claimed  to  be 
^  the  legal  heir  of  the  crown.    The  next  was  the  dutchefs  of 

Braganfa :  (he  was  the  fecond  daughter  of  the  fame  prince^ 
but  flie  afiirmed,  or  rather  her  lawyers  affirmed  for  her,  that 
^  the  civil  law  did  not  allow  the  benefit  of  reprefentation  beyond 
the  third  degree  of  propinquity  to  the  laft  pofiefTor  i  fo  that 
ibe  being  nearer  by  a  degree  to  the  reigning  king  than  her 
xiephew  Ranuccio^  ought  to  be  preferred  before  him.     She 
likewife  claimed  to  be  preferred  before  Philips  who  flood  in 
equal  degree  to  king  Henry^  becaufe  fhe  claimed  under  a 
male,  and  he  under  a  female.    Philip  the  fecond  was  the  fon 
of  the  infanta  Donna  Ifabella^  fifler  to  the  infant  Don  Du* 
arte.     The  duke  of  Savoy  claimed  in  right  of  his  mother 
"DonxiaL  Beatrix^  who 'was  the  younger  fifler  of  Donna  j^^- 
hiUa  above-mentioned.     Don  Antonio ^  prior  of  Crato^  ailerted, 
that  the  infant  Don  Lewis j  duke  of  Beja^  was  privately  mar- 
ried to  his  mother  \  which  if  he  could  have  made  out,  would 
have  given  him  a  better  title  beyond  comparifon  than  any 
of  thefe  ;  but  not  againft  Katherine  de  Medicis^  queen-mother 
of  France^  who  fet  forth,  that  (he  was  defcepdcd  from  iJtf- 
lert  the  fon  of  Don  Alonfo  the  third,  by  his  firft  wife  Maud ; 
&  that  all  the  kings  of  Portugal  from  Don  Denis  were  ufur- 
pers,  and  therefore  it  was  high  time  to  reftore  the  crown  to  her 
who  was  the  lafl  of  the  right  line.    To  this  there  lay  one 
pretty  ftrong  objedion,  taken  from  the  will  of  the  countefs 
Maudy  from  whence  it  clearly  appeared  that  (he  never  hadsny

children  by-  Don  4^n/i ".  The  Pope  alfo  put  in  his  claim, 
and  infinuated  a  double  right ;  fir  ft,  becaiife  the  holy  fee  had 
jcither  given  or  confirmed  the  regal  title  -^to  Don  Jlonji  Fitx 
Henry ;  which,  however,  was  denied  by  all  the  laity  of  the 
kingdom  of  Ptfr/«^tf/,  who  afiirmed,  it  waa  given  him  by 
their  anceftors,  and  which  was  more,  that  they  purchafed  it 
too  by  their  blood.  The  fecond  claim  was  f;aken  from  the 
reignipg  king,  to  whom,  as  a  cardinal,  the  fee  of  Rome  was 
heir.  But  this  was  denied,  becaufe  in  point  of  civil  fuccef- 
fion  no  fuch  title  had  been  ever  admitted  '^.  After  all,  the 
beft  title  was  deftitute  of  fupport,  or  otherwife  the  prince  of 
Parma  muft  have  prevailed.  The  dutchefs  of  Bragan^a  had 
in  the  beginning  the  king  in  pofleffion  for  her,  and  the  fta^ 
tutes  of  Lamego^  which  were  either  valid,  or  all  the  kings 
from  John  the  fiirft  were  ufurpers.  King  Philip  had  his  own 
power,  and  by  far  the  beft  advocates  ;  for  he  was  one  of  thofe 
kings  who  thought  the  pen  at  leaft  as  good  a  weapon  as  the 
fword ;  and  therefore  attempted  nothing  without  a  previous 
appeal  to  the  judgment  of  mankind,  which,  he  often  courted 
in  fo  plaufible  a  manner  as  to  obtain  it ;  which,  if  it  could  not 
give  him  right,  gaye  him  what  was  next  to  it,  the  colour  of  , 
right,  which,  in  tci|»th,  was  all  he  wanted.  Don  Antonin^n 
claim  was  in  right  of  blood ;  but  his  beft  fupport  was  the  fa- 
vtur  of  the  people,  and  particularly  of  the  Jews ;  and  there- 
fore it  was  fometimes  given  out,  that  in. the  prefent  perplexed 
ftate  of  things,  the  right  originally  derived  from,  devolved 
again  to  the  people  *• 

In  this  unhappy  and  confufed  condition  of  public  aiFairs,  it  Histlmi 
was  a  great  additional  misfortune  that  all  power  of  render-  and  ua- 
ing  them  better,  or  indeed  of  reducing  them  into  any  degree  A«^ 
of  order,  depended  upon  the  king.    It  is  believed,  and  it  is  ^^^« 
highly  probable,  he  meant  well ;  but  at  the  fame  time  it  16 
univerfally  allowed  that  he  a<5led  ill :  he  removed  fome  men 
of  merit,  and  more  of  capacity.     Thofe  he  brought  in  were, 
like  htmfelf,  mild  and  moderate ;  but  no  way  fuited  to  the 
jun£bre  in  which  they  were  employed  ;  fo  that,  except  fup- 
prefling  the  fait  tax,  there  was  fcarce  a  right  ftep  taken  during

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his  fdgn  :  fo  very  eafy  a  thing  it  is  for  a  king  to  be  a  very 
good  man,  and  y«t  not  a  good  prince,  which-,  however,  fcl- 
jdom  fprings  fo  much  from  weakncfs  of  abilities  as  frooi  want 
of  refolution.     He  really  wiOied  the  good  of  his  people,  but 
f^anted  the  fpirit,  coucage,  and  akiH  neceffary  to  take  pro- 
per measures  for  preventing  the  miferies  with  whidi  they 
were  threatened.     The  ftates  of  the  realm  deftred  him  to  de- 
clare his.  fucceflbr,  and  the  mag,i#rates  of  Lisben  pre&nted  to 
Jlitn  ftrong  remonftrances  on  the  fame  fubjeift.     He  anfwered 
them  it  was  a  matter  defcfved  much  and  ferious  refleftion  \ 
but  he  would  in  time  provide  for  the  fucceflTion.     He  wasun- 
cloubtedly  inclined  to  the  dutchefs  of  Braganfa,  and  encou' 
xaged  the  lawyers  -of  Coimhra  to  write  for  the  maintenance 
of  her  title,  in  order  to  prepare  the  world  for  the  declaration 
he  was  difpofed  to  make  in  her  favour  :  and  had  he  clearly 
and  exprefsly  declared  her  his  fuccefTor,  and  got  her  acknow^ 
ledged  as  fueh  by  the  -ftates  of  Portugaly  which  m  ight  caiiJy 
have  been  done,  the  kingdom  would,  in  all  probability,  have 
united  in  fupporcing  her  intereft  againft  Philips  and  the  mife- 
ries which  enfued  upon  a  different  condu^,  in  a  great  mea- 
iurc  prevented.      What  diverted,    or  ra^^er  with-held  him 
from  taking  that  ftep,  was  his  fear  of  a  cS^il  war  between  her 
and  Don  Antonio^  who  was  favoured  by  the  common  people. 
But  incapable  of  taking  a  vigorous  flep,  finding  almoft  equal 
(diAcuities  in  ail  cbat  were  fuggefted,  atid  uncertain  what 
party  to  take,  he  fought  pAly  to  ^ain  time,  atnd  put  ofF  a  de- 
claration which  was  abfolutely  neceiTary  for  the  quiet  and  fafe- 
fy  of  the  kingdom,  and  the  delay  ot  whkh  cbuld  not  but 
prove  fatal.     This  was  the  worft  party  of  any  _that  could  bb 
taken;  yet  he  refolded  to  cite  all  that  laid  claim   to  the 
crown  to  appear  before   him,  and  produce  their  refpefllve 
reafons.    His  age  and  i^ifirmities  were  fuch  that  it  was  not 
Mkcjy  be  could  live  till  a  decifion  :    he  propofed  therefore  to 
appoint  live  governors  with  a  fovereign  authority  during  the 
inteiregnum,  and  to  oblige  the  people  to  fwear  obedience  to 
them,  whilft  they  examined  at  their  leifure  the  titles  of  the 
candidates,  and  till  they  had  proiwuneed  foitence  on  their  feve- 
ral  pretenfions.    The  world  was  very  juftly  amazed  at  this 
jfefolutioo,     atid    the  people   complained    of    the    flownefs 
7        -of   his    determination,    when  he  could  not  flatter  himself 
.with  hopes  of  living  to  behold  the  end  of  the  qaufe.    They 
railed  openly  at  his  minifters  and  n)eafures,~and  maintained 
that  he  ought  himfelf  to  decide  the  right  of  fucceflioin,  tp 
declare  his  fucceflbr,  ^nd  fee  that  he  took,  an  oath  to  prefervc 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  natioii ;   |ind  that  it  was  too 
tedious  in  the  prefent  perilous  juncture  even  to  wait  an  afiem- 

bly 
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bly  of  the  ftates,  their  toiidition  and  fituation  requiring  an 
immediate  declaration  y.  '  ■  , 

HENRTi  however,  was  pofitive,  or  xathct  obftinate,  iti  Atlaft  elh 
vhis  refolution,  and  calling  together  the  ftates  to  confifm  \X,\fi^^^^^  '^ 
they  met  at  LhhoH  oh  the  fifft  o^  April   He  asked  their  advicd  *^^^i" 
how  to  provide  for  the  good  of  the  realm,  but  fcarce  two  per-  ^^M^^* 
fens  agreed  in  the  fafhe  fentiment.      In  this  confufion  he 
talked  in  private  with  the  principal  perfohs  of  the  clergy,  < 

nobility,  and  gentry^  and  prevailed  with  them  not  to  infift 
on  his  naming  a  fucceffor  at  that  time,  but  to  confent  to  his 
regulation.     It  was  refolved  that  he  fbould  hesir  the  reafons 
of  thefeveral  candidates,  and  give  his  judgment  thereon  ;  but 
this  judgment  was  not  to  be  publiflied  till  after  hi^  deceafe: 
In  cafe  he  died  before  this  was  done,  the  affair  6f  the  fuccef- 
fion  was  to  be  decided  by  eleven  perfohs  to  be  chdftn  by  thfe 
king  out  of  twenty- foOr  named  by  the  ftates;'  ^nd  the  go- 
vernment of  the  realm  during  the  interregnum  was  to  be  in 
the  hands  of  five'  perfonS  appofhted  by  his  majefty  out  of  fif- 
'  teen  recommended  by  the  ftates,  all  the  members  whereof 
[.  fwore  to  obey  the  governors  fo  chofcn,  and  the  perfon  who       ». 
i  flioiild  be  declared  fucceffor  *.     The  ftates  being  diffolved; 
I  Henry  cited  the   candidates.     Ferdinand  Farnefe^  bifliop   6f ^ 
Parma^  came  to  fupport  the  interefts  of  the  young  pririce  Rd^ 
nuccioy  who  was  ftill  a  child,  and  might  have  been  bred  up  zi

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brought  td  think  the  only  way  to  fave  the  nation  from  that 
immediate  ruin  that  threatened  it,  was  to  compronlife  things 
with  Philips  and  declare  that  prince  his  fucceflbr  **.  Thisde- 
fign  he  communicated  to  the  Spanijh  ambafiadors,  and  feiit 
the  projeS  of  accommodation  (in  which  it  was  provided  that 
no  charges  fhould  be  given  but  to  natives  of  Portugal,^  and 
fome  other  flattering  conditions  were  inferred)  with  great  fe- 
crccy  to  Madrid^  fignifying  his  intention  of  hying  it  l)eibre 
the  ftates  to  obtain  their  confent.  Philips  though  he  hoped 
well  of  the  clergy  and  the  nobility,  as  being  moft  of  them 
gained  by  his  agents,  jjet  knowing  the  avferfion  of  the  peopltf  ' 
to  the  Cajitlian  government,  eafily  imagined  it  would  be  im- 
praflicable  to  obtain  the  concurrence  ot  the  third  eftate.  Hd 
propofed  therefore  confulting  the  cities  fingly,  and  ufed  ftrong 
remonflrances  againft  aflembling  the  ftates,  who  having  al- 
ready given  the  king  power  to  declare  his  fucceflbr,  therei 
was  no  need  of  calling  them  again.  But  Henry  was  not  now,* 
more  than  formerly,  to  be  diverted  from  his  own  methods  by 
any  reafons  ;  and  the  ftates  meeting  at  the  palace  of  Almerini  ^ 
January  the  ninth,  he  communicated  to  them  his  defign  of 
concluding  a  capitulation  between  Philip  and  the  kingdom, 
as  the  only  expedient  of  preferving  peace  in  the  nation,  whichj^ 
if  Philip  fucceeded  to  on  fuch  advantageous  conditions,  would 
recei^ve  great  benefit  by  his  fucceffion.  The  clergy  accepted 
it  readily ;  and  it  was  after  long  debates  among  the  nobility^ 
carried  there  by  a  fingle  voice  ;  but  it  was  rejefled  by  thd 
third  eftate''.  The  king  had  ufed  his  utmoft  endeavours  to 
get  thfe  cities  to  chufe  deputies  to  his  mind,  and  to  gain  fuch 
as  w^re  returned  :  he  had  prevailed  in  Lisbon  to  get  fuch  eledl- 
cd  as  he  thought  moft  dependant  on  his  will  j  but  failed  of 
bis  point  at  dimbra^  and  in  the  reft  of  the  cities.  Thefc  de- 
puties were  unanimous  in  rejecting  all  manner  of  accommoda- 
tion with  the  Cq/iiliansy  and  Phctbus  Manizy  one  of  the  de- 
puties for  Lisbon^  and  more  attached  to  him  than  any  other^ 
defired  bim,  in  the  name  of  the  reft,  not  to  give  them  up  tor 
Caftile'y  but  to  declare  any  Portuguefe  whatever  his  fucceflbr^ 
and  they  would  be  fatisfied.  The  king  rejeSing  this,  and  the 
ftates  perceiving  that  thera^ were  fome  fecret  negotiations  be- 
tween one  of  the  claimants  and  king  Philip j.dcchrei  roundly^ 
that  they  ^confidered  themfelves  as  the  fupreme  power,  and 
would  fill  the  throne,  whenever  if  became  vacant,  by  eledlion  % 
They  had  very  fooft  an  opportunity  of  doing  this,  if  they 
had  ftuck  to  that  reiblution^  fmce  in  the  midft  of  thck  difor-*

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dcrs  and  difputes  king  Henry  ended  his  life  on  the  laft  dav  of 
the  month  of  January ^  when  hfc  had  lived  precifely  fixty-eight 
years,  and  had  reigned  fomething  more  than  feventeen 
months  s.  The  plague  being  at  Lisbon^  his  body  was  depo- 
fited  at  Almeririy  from  whence  it  was  afterwards  removed  by 
king  Philip  to  BeUem  (F).  He  was  the  nineteenth  fovereign, 
'and  the  feventeen^h  king  of  Portugal^  the  eighth  and  laft  mo- 
narch of  his  houfe  ;  for  in  him  the  male  line  of  the  Portu- 
guefe  prince^  determined,  after  having  fubfifted  upwards  of 
four  hundred  and  fixty  years.  He  was  very  little  efteemed, 
and  lefs  lamented,  notwithftanding  he  had  done  maliy  lauda- 
ble actions  m  the  courfe  of  his  life,  though  very  few  during 
that  of  his  reign ;  yet  he  loft  nothing,  for  by  a  timely  peace

much  refembled  his  father ;  of 
a  middle  llacure,  thin  habit  of 
body,  very  light  and  lively,  and 
capable  of  much  labour.  He 
uuderftood  all  the  learned  lan- 
guages, was  well  acquainted 
with  divinity,  and  had  fome 
tipAure  of  the  mathematics. 
He  could  comnfiand  his  looks 
much  better  than  his  paflions  :' 
he  not  only  remembered  inju- 
ries, but  revenged  the^p  :  his 
judgment  was  foiind  enough  in 
forefeeing  misfortunes,  though 
Jie  had  iK)t  fagacity  enough  to 
find  out  remedies  (6).  He  died 
difpleafed  with  his  fubje^s,  as 
they  alfo  were  with  him.  Some 
of  the  Portuguefe  writers  have 
'^ade  many  fuperftitious  remarks 
on  the  beginning  and  ending  of 
their  fovereign ty  with  a  prtnce 
of  the  fame  name^  They  like- 
wife  obferve,  that  this  Henry  was 


born  precifely  four  hundred 
years  after  Henry  of  Burgundf; 
but  of  what  ufe  thefe  remarks 
are  it  is  hard  to  fay  (7).  But  ft 
may  not  be  amifs  to  take  notice, 
that  in  the  year  of  his  acceffion 
the  mother  of  king  Sehafiiap 
died,  as  did  likewife  the  cardi- 
nal's youngeft  fifter  Mary,  who 
if  fhe  had  furvived  mull,  have 
fucceeded  him  (8).  But  through 
the  indulgence  of  her  father,  and 
the  difpofitions  made  in  her  fa-' 
vour  by  the  queen  dowagpr  her 
mother,  fhe  amafled  fo  large  a 
fortune,  that  the  Portuguefe  ^tTt 
unwilling  to  (ee  it  carried  oat 
of  the  kingdom,  which  hinder- 
ed her  marriage  ;  •  though  if  a 
proper  choice  had  been  made 
m  that,  by  efpouling  her  to  a 
prince  of  the  blood  at  home,  all 
the  miferies  they  afterwards  felt 
might  have  been  avoided  (9).

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with  the  cherif,  he  fecured  the  few  places  that  were  flill  left 
in  Afnica^  and  procured  at  a  large  expence  the  return  of  moft 
of  tnofe  who  furvived  the  battle  of  Aka^ar :  but  in  refpe^St  to 
the  poverty  and  weaknefs  of  the  kingdom,  both  were  too  vi- 
fible  at  the  tin)C  of  his  deceafe,  of  which,  though  he  was  very 
fenfible,  yet  he  knew  not  how  to  feek,  or  how  to  apply,  a  re- 
medy.    In  fhort  he  died  difconfolate,  and  the  monarchy  with

fbe  ReduSIion  of  Porrngal  by  Philip;  the^  Contint^' 
ance  of  it  under  the  Dominien  of  the  Kings  of  Spain 
////  the  Revolution,  hy  which  the  Duke  of  Braganca 
was  advanced  to  the  Throne, 

TN  the  former  part  of  this  work  we  have  already  treated  of  The /cope 
^the  expedition  into  Pori^gal^  by  the  famous  duke  of  Aivay  and  dM^ 
in  the  light  in  which  it  has  been  confidered  by  and  from  \\i^fan  of  this 
authorities  afforded  us  by  the  Spanijh  hiftorians ;  but  as  thefe  fi^ion, 
are  not  entirely  confiftent  with  wha;t  we  find  delivered  by  P^r- 
tuguefe  writers,  and  as  the  redu£^ion  and  revolution  of  Portu- 
gal  are  points  of  the  higheft  importance  in  moxlisrn  hiftory, 
the  reader  has  a  right  to  expeft  a  more  full  relation  of  them 
here.  We  will,  therefore,  within  the  compais  of  this  feftion, 
endeavour,  with  all  poffible  fuccinflnefs  and  impartiality,  to 
explain  in  what  manner  king  Philip  annexed  Portugal^  v/ith 
all  her  conquefts  in  the  Indies,  to  his  dominions  ;  what  ef- 
forts were  made  by  Don  Antonio^  prior  of  CraU,  to  fupport 
his  claim ;  the  maxims  purfued  by  him  and  his  fuccefibrs  in 
the  adminiftration  of  the  affairs  in  Portugal^  fo  long  as  it  re- 
mained under  their  obedience;  and  laftly,  what  were  the 
true  fources  that  induced  this  nation  fo  unanimoufly  to  thrpw 
off  what  they  called  the  yoke  of  Caftile^  and  what  concurrent 
circumftances  there  fell  out  to  facilitate  this  bold  i^ep,  and  to 
maintain  them  in  poffefBon  of  their  independency, '  after  by 
this  generous  effort  they  had  fo  glorioufly  recovered  it. .  In 
order  to  treat  thefe  matters  with  perfpicuity,  as  well  as  to 
purfue  ftriclly  the  plan  we  have  lajd  down,  we  muft  refume 
the  thread  of  our  narration  from  the  demife  of  the  king  and 
cardinal  Don  Henry, 

Upon  the  death  of  that  monarch,  the  five  governors  af-  Propojlti- 
fumed  the  adminiftration  of  the  kingdom  ;   and  thedutchefs  ommadehy 
of  Braganca  referred  her  caufe  to  them,  preffing  for  their  de-  Phihp,

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finltive  judgment  •. .  Philip  dfo  wrote  to  them  in  maintenance 
of  his  right,  and  offering  them  the  terms  upon  which  Henry 
had  indfted,  fendipg  them  a  copy  of  that  prince's  memorial 
t  He  wrote  aifo  to  the  principal  nobility,  and  the  five  chief  ci* 
ties  of  the  kingdom,  to  the  fame  cffefl..  The  governors, 
fhree  of  whom  were  in  his  intereft,  puWilhed  the  cohditioro 
he  haid  granted ;  viz.  That  he  would  take  a  folemn  oath  to 
maintain  the  privileges  and  liberties  of  the  people  :  that  the 
dates  Ihould  be  allembled  within  the  realm,  and  nothing  pro- 
pofed  in  any  other  fta^tes  that  related  to  Portugal  :  that  the 
viceroy,  or  chief  governor,  fhould  be  a  native,  unlefs  the  king 
ihould  give  that  charge  to  one  of  the  royal  family  :  that  the 
bouOiold  (hould  be  kept  on  the  fame  fopt :  that  the  poft  of 
firft  prefident,  and  all  civil,  judicial,  and  military  offices, 
Ihould  be  filled  with  Portuguefe  :  z\\  dignities  in  the  church, 
and  in  the  orders  of  knighthood,  confined  to  the  fame  :  the 
icommerce  of  Ethiopia  J  jffrica,  and  iYiGlndies^  referved  alfo  to 
them,  and  to  be  carried  on  only  by  their  merchants  and  veffels : 
that  he  would  remit  the  third  penny,  the  crufadoes,  and  other 
impofts  on  ecclefiaftical  revenues  :  that  he  would  make  no 
grant  of  any  city,  town,  or  jurifdiSion  royal,  to  any  butP^r- 
iuguefi  :  that  eftates  refulting  from  forfeitures  fhould  not  bq 
united  to  the  domain,  but  go  to  the  relations  of  the  lafi  pof- 
ifeflbr,  or  be  given  to  other  Portuguefe  for  recompenfe  of  fcr- 
vices  :  that  when  the  king  came  into  Portugal^  v4iere  he 
ihould  refide  as  much  as  poffible,  he  fhould  not  take  the 
houfes  of  private  perfons  for  his  officers  lodging,  as  in  CaJliU^ 
but  keep  to  the  cuftom  of  Portugal ;  that  wherever  his  ma- 
jefty  refided  he  fhould  have  an  ecclefiaftic,  a  treafurer,  a  cban- 
(cellor,  two  matters  of  requefls,  with  under  officers,  all  of 
them  Portuguefe^  who  (hould  difpatch  every  thing  relating  to 
the  kingdom  :  that  Portugal  fhould  ever  continue  a  diftin(9 
kingdom,  and  its  revenue  confuthed  within  itfelf :  that^ll 
matters  of  juftice  fhould  be  decided  within  the  realm  :  that 
the  Portuguefe  fhould  be  admitted  to  charges  in  the  king  arid 
-  queen  of  Spain^s  houfholds  :  that  all  duties  of  entry  on  the 
frontiers  be  taken  away  :  that  Philip  fhould  give  three  hun- 
dred thou(and  ducats  to  redeem  prifoners,  repair  cities,  and 
relieve  the  miferies  which  the  plague  and  other  calamities 
Jiad  brought  on  the  people.  The  clergy  and  nobility  were 
for  accepting  thefe  offers ;  but  the  deputies  of  towns  refufed 
them,  believing  they  would  not  be  long  kept  ^.

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The  kingdom  of  Portugal  wzs  at  this  time  in  a  condition  Thekini' 
very  unfit  to  oppofe  the  arms  of  Philip,    Befides  the  terrible  dom  6e* 
mow  received  two  years  before  in  Barbary^  an  excefiive  drought  frayed  hy 
i»d  fpoiled  their  harveft,  and  caufed  a  famine.     The  ex-  the  regents. 
treme  (carcity  of  provifions,  unwholfome  diet,   or  infefted 
commodities,  had  occafioned  a  plague  in  Lisbonyvrhxch  fpread 
all  over  the  kingdom.     There  was  no  money  in  the  treafury ; 
and  when  it  was  propofed  to  the  merchants  to  lend  fo  fmall 
a  fum  as  one  hundred  thoufand  ducats,  they  refufed.    The 
very  capital  city  of  Lisbon  was  without  walls  in  fevcral  places, 
and  all  the  forts  in  the  kingdom  deftitute  of  garrifons  and  am-      / 
munition.     There  was,  however,  ftill  a  fufficient  force  in 
Portugal  to  AtknA  it,  had  there  been  any  union  among  the 
[nobility,  any  fpirit  of  obedience  among  the  people,  or  any  ' 

liead  to  direft  the  condufl  of  both,  and  put  the  nation  on 
iexertihg  itfelf  with  vigour,  and  colle£led  force.    The  greater 

ert  of  the  governors  were  in  the  intercft  of  Philips  and  de- 
ous  of  delivering  up  their  country  into  his  hands  ;  but  this 
Aey  durft  not  declare,  and  they  found  that  the  execution  of 
was  not  fo  eafy  as  they  had  imagined.  The  method  they  took 
was  none  of  t)i^  moft  honourable  :  they  pretended  to  infpedl 
the  magazines,  out  of  which  they  took  fame  of  the  powder, 
and  caufed  the  reft  to  be  mixed  with  fand  :  they  appointed 
an  agent  to  go  and  demand  fuccours  from  the  crown  of 
France,  which  they  knew  could  not  arrive  in  time  :  they 
diflblved  the  ftates  as  foon  as  they  difcovered  they  wqre  bent 
on  rendering  themfelves  a  free  people  :  and,  ui^der  a  mew  of 
confidence,  they  fent  fuch  of  the  nobility  9s  they  moft  fufped- 
cd,  to  command  in  different  places  bn  the  frontiers*^.  Thus, 
in  hopes  of  advantages  which  their  pofterity  never  enjoyed, 
they  facrificed  the  honour,  independency,  and  welfare  of 
iheir  country. 

About  the  middle  of  June^  the  duke  of  Alva,  by  Philip's  "^he  prior  ' 
orders,  Entered  Portugal  with  twenty  thoufand  men.     Elvasy  'f^J^}^ 
Olivenza,   Serpa,    Moura,  Portalegroj   Ejlremos,    and   other.^.      '^^"^ 
towns  fubmitted  to  him  without  arty  oppofition,  there  being   ^^^* 
Spanijh  faftions  in  all  of  them  ready  to  force  the  governors  to 
furrender  **.

He  travelled  about) 
and  often  pafTed  in  difguife  through  the  midft  of  thofe  Aat 
were  in  queft  of  him,  without  being  known.  Some  even  of 
his  retinue  and  fervants  were  taken  as  they  were  getting  pro- 
viiions  for  his  embarkment  at  Lisbon^  and  put  to  death,  ye( 
they  made  no  difcovery  where  he  was.  He  continued  in  the 
kingdom  from  OSiober  to  July  j  was  at  all  the  ports  of  die 
kingdom  feeking  for  a  paffage,  and  at  Lisbon  when  Phi^ 
bimfelf  was  there  j  but  as  he  could  not  embark  at  that  place, 
bccaufe  his  men  were  taken,  he  went  to  Setuv^^lj  where,  with 
half  a  dozen  of  his  mod  faithful  friends,  he  embarked,  anj 
landed  fafely  at  Calais  ".  Upon  his  flight,  all  the  kingdom 
fubmitted  and  owned  the  king  of  Spain ;  as  did  the  garrifoni 
in  Barbary^  and  all  the  Portuguefe  lettlemerits  on  the  coafts  of 
Gnineoy  in  Brazil^  the  Eajl-Indies,  and  the  ifle  of  St.  M- 
cbael  ^  ;  but  the  reft  of  the  Madeiras  held  for  Anionic  till  they 
were  reduced,  and  the  French  naval  army,  fent  to  their  re- 
lief^ beaten  and  deftroyed  p.  We  have  mentioned  this  in  the 
hiftoiy  of  Cajiile^  with  fome  memorable  circumEftances  at*

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proach  of  perjury,  or  the  guilt  of  treafon  ;  this  he  abfolutely 
refufed  to  ratify.  He  endeavoured,  but  with  little -cfFed,  to  i"e- 
\  concile  the  Portuguefe  to  his  government,  and  was  fo  laviih  in 
^  beilowiitg  honours  and  gratifications,  that  the  Spaniards  faid  he 
had  to  his  other  titles  to  that  crown  added  that  of  purchafe^ 
This,  hovi^vcr,  did  not  fatisfy  every  body  ;  for  when  was  that 
ever  done  ?  It  was  calculated  to  conciliate  the  affections  of  the 
Portuguefe  to  his  family,  and  it  failed  of  doing  this  5  •  but  it 
had  an  efFe£l  which  was  not  forefeen  even  by  a  prince  whoie 
forefight  was  his  chara^Sleriftick ;  it  weakened  the  power ;  it 
abforbed  the  revenues  of  the  crown  ;  it  rendered  P^/i/^^/ a 
province,  and  a  dead  weight  to  his  other  dominions ;  and, 
by  putting  it  out  of  the  power  of  his  fuccefTors  to  be  liberal 
in  any  proportion,  it  raifed  a  fhort-lived. gratitude  only  in  a 
£bw,  and  left  a  multitude  of  malcontents,  to  which  tihie^was 
continually  adding.  The  Portuguefe  writers  fay  he  did  not 
do  enough  for  the  family  of  Bragqafa,  The  Spaniards^  a| 
wc  have  ihewn  elfewhere,  fay  that  ne  did  too  much.  It  is 
agreed  by  both  that  the  dutchefs  was  not  fatisfied ;  and  that 
the  duke  and  his  fon  did  him  homage.  It  is  faid  by  the  for* 
mer,  that  Philip'^  agents  had  promifed  the  kingdom  of  jfl- 
garve^  and  the  privilege  of  fending  an  annual  (hip  to  the 
Wefi'IndieSit  which  the  king  would  not  ratify  ;  and  if  this  wa$ 
true,  it  fortified  the  title  of  that  houfe,  for  it  (hewed  that  Philip 
had  treated  for  that  title,  and  not  giving  the  equivalent,  left 
itm  the  fame  condition  in  which  he  found  it*.  Here  again 
he  failed  alfo  in  his  politics ;  for  he  laboured  to  fupply  the  de* 
feds  ill  his  gratifications,  by  tedimonies  of  re^e^  and  com* 
pliment,  which  at  once  fortified  the  fenfe  ot  the  Braganfa 
family  of  the  juftice  of  their  own  title,  and  lieightened  alfo 
the  good  opinion  which  had  been  entertained  of  it^  by  the 
wifeft  people  ifi  the  nation.  He  had  his  views  in  this ;  but 
accidents  were  too  hard  for  thofe  views,  for  he  who  framed 
ihefe  could  not  command  thofe  3  but  he  had  other  di£Eicul^ 
lies  to  ftru^Ie  with. 

The  deputi6  of  the  third  eftate  prefented  a  remonflrancc  «-  •    ^ 
on  the  ftate  of  the  nation,  preffing  him  to  fend  the  prince  his  ^^^  ^^  ^ 
fon  to  be  educated  amongft  them  ;  to  withdraw  the  garrifons  a^  ^^-^  . 
ofCaJtilians  and  lialianSi  which  he  had  put  into  the  flrong  hut  on  the 
places  ;    to  abolifh  certain  taxes ;    to  keep  Portugal  indepen-  contrary 
dantof  Caftile  \  and  to  make  fomc  regulations  in  juftice.    He  difgufts 
agreed  to  a  few  of  thefe,  and  thofe  of  the  leaft  confequQUce  \  more  than

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the  reft  \^ere  refufed  or  declined  ^  The  nobility,  having  never 
adked  againft  his  catholic  majefty,  thought  nothing  could  be 
denied  chem ;  and  therefore  demanded,  by  a  de;putation»  a 
jurifdidion  over  their  vaflals  ;  to  annex  the  principal  employ- 
pients  to  their  body;  exclufive  of  all  others  ;  to  ennoble  none 
for  the  future,  unlefs  for  very  great  fervices,  an(|  then  for 
life,  fo  that  the  title  {hould  not  deicend.  Thefe,  and  other 
articles  of  a  like  nature,'  were  rejected  ;  fo  that  they  now  be- 
gan to  repent  they  had  not  adled  in  concert  to  oppofe  his  en- 
trance, till  they  had  made  their  own  terms  ^  Before  the  i 
aflembly  feparated,  a  general  indemnity  as  it  was  called  came 
abroad  ;  but  fo  full  of  reftri<3ions,  that  it  by  no  means  de- 
ferved  the  name.  Fifty-two  perfons,  ofthehigheft  confide- 
ration,  were  excepted  ;  not  a  monk  could  have  benefit  there- 
by, or  indeed  any  who  had  ever  followed  Don  Antonio^  it- 
lieived  any  honour,  dignity,  or  gratification  from,  or  bad  any 
employment  under  him.    All  thefe  were  declared  incapable  of 

t  holding,  for  the  future,  any  office  m  the  ftate^  or  of  being 
continued  in  thofe  that  they  poflefled  ;  fo  that  the  Portuguefe 
faid,  the  pardon  extended  to  none  but  fuch  as  had  never  of- 
fended, or  had  nothing  to  lofe ;  and  were  highly  exafperated 
to  find  theftnfelves  fo  deceived  with  regard  to  their  expe^Ja- 
^ons  in  this  refpeft^.  Nor  could  any  intreaty  prevail  to 
make  the  pardon  more  general ;    but  the  excepted  perfons 

.  were  fummoned  an(]  profecuted,  great  numbers  of  men  of  qua- 
lity, and  others,  were  imprifoned,  put  to  death,  treated  with 
the  utmoft  rigour,  or  fent  prifoners  into  Cajiile:  even  the  wo- 
men were  not  exempted,  their  goods  being  confifcated,  their 
perfons  imprifoned,  and  fome  of  them  taken  out  of  convents 
fent  into  Cqftile :  none  fuflfered  more  remarkably  than  the 
monks  and  other  religious,  of  whom  he  deftroyed  an  incredi- 
ble number ;  and  not  to  fpeak  of  thofe  who  died  by  hardihips, 
in  his  prifons,  he  got  in  a  fit  of  confcience  from  the  Pope, 
a  brief  of  pardon  for  two  thoufand  religipus,  whom  he  had 
put  to  death  in  different  manners.  The  carcafes  of  many  of 
thefe  being  thrown  into  the  Tajo^  were  there  taken  up,  fome  in 
their  habits  of  monks  by  the  fifhermen,  who  thereupon  fancy- 
ing the  river  to  be  excommunicated,  would  not  eat  of  the  fifb, 
nor  follow  their  ufual  occupations,  till  the  archbifhop  of  Z/V- 
hon^  to  humour  their  fimplicity>  went  folemnly,  with  the  ac- 
cuftomed  rites,  to  the  river,  and  abfolved  it.  from  the  fup- 
pofed  excommunication.  The  king  ftaid  there  much  longer 
than  he  originally  intended,,  and  ac  his  departure  left  the  car-

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dinal  arch-duke  Albert  his  viceroy,  with  a  good  Portuguefe 
council  about  him,  and  all  the,  exterior  marks  of  power;  but 
with  little  truft,  and  lefs  of  real  authority  ^  Thus  in  the 
dawn  of  Philip'^  reign  the  feeds  were  unwittingly  fowed  of  * 

univerfal  diTcontent. 

As  for  Don  Antonio^  who  had  been   proclaimed,  and  ftill  The  fruits, 
ftiled   himfelf  king  of  Portugal,  he  firft  retired  into  France^  lefs  at- 
and  there  demanded  fuccours  for  the  recovery  of  his  domini-  tempts  of 
ons.    He  found  fo  much  countenance,  that  with  a  fleet  of  Don  Anto^ 
near  fixty  fail,  and  a  good  body  of  troops  on  board,  he  made  ^io>  ^** 
an  attempt  upon  the  Terceras,  where  his  fleet  was  beat  by  the  J^PP^^f 
Spaniards ;  and  a  great  number  of  prifoners  being  taken,  all  '^^^**^^* 
the  officers  and  gentlemen  were  beheaded,  and  a  great  num- 
ber of  meaner  people  hanged.     Don  Antonio  nqtwithftanding 
kept  pofleflion  of  fomc  places,  coined  money,  and  did  many    , 
other  a£fa  of  regal   power  ;  but  was  at  length  conftrained  to 
retire,  and  it  was  with  fome  difficulty  that  he  did  this,  and  re- 
turned into  France  *.     He  pafled  from  thence  into  England^ 
where  he  Was  well  received  ;  and-  many  fitted  but  privateers 
to  cruife  againft  the  Spaniards  under  his  commiflion.     But  af- 
ter king  Philip  had  ruined  the  naval  power  of  Portugal^  as 
well  as  Spain,  by   equipping   the  armada,  queen  Elizabeth 
made  no  difficulty  of  owning  and  affifting  Don  Antonio,  ani^ 
even  of  fending  Sir  John  Norris  and  S\r  Francis  Drake  with 
aftrong  fleet,  and  a  great  army  to  refl:ore  him.     Upon  this 
occafion  *  Don  Antonio  fent  his  fon  Don  Chrifiopher  a  hoftage 
to  Muley  Hamet,  king  of  Fe%  and  Morocco,  who  was  to  lend 
him  two  hundred  thoufand  ducats  5  but  king  Philip  prevented 
this  by  furrendering  Arzila  ;  and  this  difappointment,  the  un- 
feafonable  enterprise,  upon  Corunna,  and  the  difputes  that  arofe 
between  Norris  and  Drake^  rendered  that  expedition  abortive  5 
fo  that,  except  carrying  the  plague  into  England,  it  was  at* 
tended  with  no  confequences  worthy  of  notice  *.     He  remain- 
ed fome  time  after  in  England-,  but  finding  himfelf  little  re- 
garded, he  withdrew  once  more  to  France,  where  he  fell  in* 
to  great  poverty  and  diftrefs,  and»at  length  dying  in  the  fixty- 
fourth  year  of  his  age,  his  body  was  buried  in  the  church  of 
the  nuns  of  Ave  Maria,  with  an  infcription'  on  his  tomb  in 
which  he  is  ftiled  king  ^.    He  left  feveral  children  behind  him,

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who,  on  account  of  his  being  a  knight  oij^ahoy  and  hav- 
ing made  a  vow  of  virginity  ^  his  entrance  into  the  qrder, 
were  looked  upon  as  illegitimate.     He  preferved  even  to  the 
day  of  his  death  a  great  intereft  in  Portugal^  and  had  drawn 
from  thence,  in  the  courfe  of  his  life,  immenfe  fums  of  mo- 
ney; which  had  been  fquandered  in  many  fruitlefs  negotia- 
tions, and  attempts  to  difturb  thcpofieffions  of  king  Philip  \n 
almoft  all  parts  of  his  dominions,  and  particularly  in  the  In- 
dies^ where  the  Portuguefe,  were  rather  more  averfe  to  the  Ca- 
Jlilian  yokty  or  at  le&  teilified  their  averfion  more  openly 
than  in  Europe. 
Pretemkrs       But  Don  Antonio  was  not  the  only  pretender  to  the  crown 
^iffiming     of  Portugal  \  for  the  people,  partly  through  the  love  of  their 
tki  name     prince,  and  partly  from  their  hatred  to  the  Caftiliam^  were 
and  title     continually  feeding  themffelves  with  the  hopes  that  Don  &- 
rf  Don  Se-  bajlian  would  appear  and  deliver  them  ;  and  in  this  refpeS 
"*'^'*       fuch  a  fpirit  of  credulity  reigned,  that  it  was  faid  proverbially, 
%/a'^  they  would  have  taken  a  negro  for  Don  Sehaftian.     This hu- 
pumjbed^     mour  put  the  fon  of  a  tyler  at  Alcobaza^  who  had  led  a  profli- 
gate life^  and  at  length  turned  hermit,  to  give  htmfelfoutfor 
thatt  prince  ;  and  having  with, him  two  companions,  one  of 
whom  filled  himfelf  Don  Chrijiopher  de  Tavora^  and  the  other 
ihc  bifliop  of  Guarda^  they  began  to  colleS  money,  and  were 
in  a  fair  way  of  creating  much  dlfturbance,  if  the  cardinal 
arch-^uke  had  not  caufed  him  to  be  apprehended,  and  after 
leading  him  ignominioufly  through  the  ftreets  of  Lisbon^  he 
who  took  the  name  of  Seha/iian  was  fent  to  the  gallies  for 
life,  and  the  pretended  bifliop  was  hanged  <=.    Not  long  after 
Gonpalo  Alvarez^  the  fon  of  a  mafon,  gave  himfelf  out  for  the 
lame  king,  and  having  promifed  marriage  to  the  daughter  of 
Pedro  Alonfo^  a  rich  yeoman,  whom  he  created  earl  of  Torm 
NovMSy  he  afiembled  a  body  of  about  eight  hundred  men,  and 
ibme  blood  was  fpilt  before  he  wa|  apprehended :  at  length  being 
clearly  proved  to  be  an  impoftor,  himielf  and  his  intended  fa- 
U)er«in-law  were  publicly  hanged  and  quartered  at  Z;j^««  1 
which  infiead  of  extinguifliing  this  humour  rather  inaeafed 

There  was,  however,  a  perfon  who  appeared  about  twen« 
ty  years  after  the  fatal  defeat  of  Alcazar  at  Venice^  w^o  created 
much  more  trouble.  He  aflumed  the  name  of  Don  Sehafttany 
and  gave  a  very  diftin£):  account  of  the  manner  in  which  he 
bad  pafled  his  time  from  that  fatal  defeat.  He  affirmed,  that

veral  years  in  the  caftle  del  Ovo^  where  he  endured  incredible 
hardftiips.     At  length  he  was  brought  but,  led  with  infamy 
through  the  ftreets  of  the  city,  and  declared  to  be  an  impof- 
tor,  who  aflumed  the  name  of  Sebajiian  :  at  which  words, 
when   proclaimed  before  him,  he    fiid  gravely,  andfolanu 
In  the  feme  proclamation  it  was  affirmed,  that  he  was  in  truth 
a  Cakbrian^  which,  as  foon  as  he  heard,  he  faid,  it  isfalfeK 
He  was  next  {hipped  on  board  a  galley  as  a  flave  ;  then  car- 
ried to  St.  Lucar^  where  he  was  fome  time  confined ;  from 
thence  he  was  transferred  to  a  caftle  in  the  heart  of  Cafiile,  and 
never  heard  of  more  ^.     Some  f erfons  were  executed  at  Z«- 
hon  for  their  endeavours  to  raife  an  infurre£lion  on   his  behalf;

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held  thrice  in  the  fpace  of  threefcox'e  years,  and  of  thefe  twice 
'  within  the  firft  three.  The  king  was  to  refide  in  this  realm, 
as  often  and  as  long  as  poffible ;  in  compliance  with  which 
Philip  the  firft  was  there  but  once,  Philip  the  fecond  but  four 
months,  and  Philip  the  third  was  never  there  at  alU  The 
houfliold  eftahlifhrnentwasfuppreflfed  through  all  their  refgns. 
The  viceroy  was  to  be  a  native  of  Portugal^  or  a  prince  or 
princefs  of  the  blood  ;  yet  when  any  of  the  royal  family  bore 
the  title*  the  power  was  in  reality  in  the  hands  of  a  5^^^^» 
Thus,  when  the  princefs  of  Mantua  was  vice-queen,  die  mar- 
,  quis  de  la  Puebla  was  to  ai&ft  in  council,  and  in  all  difpatches ; 

and  (he  was  to  do  nothing  without  his  advice.     The  council 
of  P^r/«f <7/,  .which  was  to  be  compofed  entirely  of  native^ 
was  filled  with  CaJiilianSy  as  the  garrifons  alfb  were^  though 
the  contrary  had  beep  promifed.    The  prefidents  of  provinces^ 
or  corregidors,  were  to  be  natives ;  but  by  keeping  thofe  ofices 
in  his  own  hands,  the  king  eluded  this  article.     No  city^ 
town,  or  diftri£t,'weFe  to  be  given  but  to  Portuguefe ;    yet  the 
duke  of  Lerma  had  B^a^  Strpa^  and  other  parts  of  the  de 
mefnes  of  the  crown,  which  were  formerly  appenagcs  of  the 
princes  of  the  blood.    None  but  natives  were  capable  of  of- 
fices of  juftice,  in  the  revemie,  in  the  fleets  of  of  any  pol 
civil  or  military  ;    yet  thefe  were  given  promiicuoufiy  to  fo* 
reigners,  or  fold  to  the  higheft  bidder,  not  excepting  the  go- 
vernments of  caftles,    cities,  and  provinces.     The  nativti

r  la  confequence  of  which,  the  Dutch  /were  foon  enabled  to 

I  take  Gaky  Colombo^  and  drive  them  entirely  out  of  the  tfle  of 

I   Ceylon^  and  monopolize  the  cinnamon  trade  to  themfelves ; 

and  likewife  out  of  Ternate^  Tydore^  and  moft  of  the  Mo* 

lucca  iflands,  by  which  they  likewiie  became  maftersof  cloves, 

nutmegs,  and  in  a  great  measure  of  pepper.    Thefe  were  not 

.   the  only  lofles  of  the  Portuguefe.    Ortnus  was  wrefted  from 

'    them  by  the  Perjians.     The  ports  of  Mina  and  Arguin^  in 

;    Guinea^  with  Femambucoy  ;ind  a  great  part  of  Brazil^  were 

feized  by  /the  Dutch,  who  a¥o  took  the  important  fortrefs  of 

Malacca^  in  the  Eaji-Indiis,  after  a  fiege  of  fix  months.  Thefe

The  royal        The  revenue  of  the  crown,  which  was  by  the  coitceBions 
reuenu^di-i  pf  king  Philip  to  be  fpent  in  Portugal^  yet  was  applied  ft>  the 
'verttdgrd"  v^ants  of  Spain.     Penfions  "were  fold  to  perfons '  there,  and 
duaOyj  till  then  appointed  to  be  paid  out  of  the  revenue  of  Parttfgalj  {a 
Portugal    that  fix  millions  of  old  revenue  fcarcc  brought  eighty  thou- 
iecemes       fimd  crowns  into  the  king's  exchequer.     The  tax  of  fait,  firft 
only  a  farm  impofed  by  king  Sebajlian^   remitted  by  Henry^  Fevivcd  by 
t^o Cailile.   Philips  and  raifed  to'  more  than  the  value  of  the  commodity, 
with  the  annates  from    graces,,  bringing  in    fout  hundred 
ihoufand  crowds  a  year,  and  the  profit  of  all  conirfcations  of 
merchandize,    were  appropriated   to  the  fervice  of  Cajiile* 
The  money  levied  on  the  clergy  of  Portugal^  and  the  tax  on 
oil,  were  applied  to  the  fame  purpofe*^.    The  excife  on  fleffi 
'and  wine,  to  a  fourth  part  of  it  value,  was  affigned  to  the; 
building  of  the  palaces  of  Buen  Retiro^  and  Gattneroj  near 
'Madrid.     A  duty  laid  by  the  common  council  of  the  city  of 
Lisbon^  to  build  a  conduit  for  the  ufe  of  the  inhabitants,  was  * 
(after  being  fome  time  managed  by  the  city  officers  and  ap- 
plied to  that  purpofe)  feized  by  Philip  the  fecond ;  and  af- 
terwards hy  Philip' the  third  ;  this  pradlice  was  extended  to  all 
the  cities  of  the  kingdom.    Every  parifh  was  charged  with 
fumifliing  ball  to  the  foldi^rs;    and  thiCqfiiltan  projedors 
,  exercifed  their  wits  fo  well,  in  inventing  n^w  fiibfidies,  that 
but  of  thefe  alone,  from  anno  domini  1626  to  J633,  thirty- 
two  millions  three  hundred  and  thirty  thoufand  crowns  were 
brought  into  the  king's  coflers,  and  a  much  greater  fum  af- 
terwards, from  that  laft  year  tO|i640.    Upon  the  whole,  the 
Portuguefe  writers  compute,  that  from  1584  to  1626,  the  Spa-

The  firft  Philip  had  ftipulated  not  to  /„  the 
demand  froth  the  Pope  any  bulls  to  enaWe  him  to  tax  bene-  midft  of 
fices;    the  laft  fPA/7//>,  however,  impofed  and  levied  the  old  tbe/e.a^ia^ 
impoiitions,  without  breach  of  faith  in  his  opinion,  or  ra-  mitiesthe 
therin  his  mihifter's  opinion,  becaufe  it  was  done  without  clergy  meet 
i  bull  and  without  law.     The  priefts  refented  -this  invafion  of  *^'^^  ^^^i^

J     The  nobility  and  gentry  were  grieved  to  fee  their  long  fer-  defireofre- 
vices  fo  ill  repaid,  while   Germans^  Italians^  and  Flemings^  co^vering 
were  courted,  preferred,  and  honoured  with  the  Golden  Fleece^  their  liber^ 
which  never  fell  to  the  fhare  of  a  Portuguefe.     They  faw,  (y*  h 
with  the  utmoft  forrow,  the  order  of  knighthood  with  them  fi^^^^g  # 
become  contemptible ;  and  even  that  of  Chriji^  cheriflied  and  ^^eyoke.

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wore  it  \  and  they  bore  with  impatienee  the  fexk^ng  their 
children  into  Ca/iile  for  education,  where  they  were  confidered 
as  hoftages,  rather  than  men  of  quality.  The  clergy  felt 
very  fenfibly  the  fcveral  methods  that  had  been  praSifcd  to 
fleece  them  ;  they  were  mortified  at  feeing  the  great  bene- 
fices in  the  hands  of  the  princes  of  the  blood,  who  never 
judged  it  expedient  to  vifit  Portugal:  thus,  for  inftancc,  the 
cardinal  infant  Don  Ferdinand  held  at  once  the  priory  of  CroUy 
•worth  twenty-five  thoufand  crowns,  and  the  abbey  ofAlcsha* 
zay  in  commendam^  which  was  worth  forty  thoufand  crown$ 
a  year  more  ;  and  Leopold,  the  fon  of  the  archduke  of  Tyroly 
was  named  bifliop  of  Fi/eo^  at  three  years  old,  notwithftanding 
Don  Alexander y  brother  of  the  duke  of  Braganfa,  was  refufed 
the  archbifhopric  of  Evoim^  under  pretence  that  he  was  not 
a  do£lor  of  divinity  ^ ;  and  what  furpaffed  all  other  evils,  they 
\  found  no  way  to  rife  in  preferment  fe  expeditious  as  that  of 

granting  penfions  to  courtiers.     The  oflScers  and  foldiers  cm- 
ployed  in  the  Eaji  Indies  were  very  indifferently  paid,  com- 
peljed  on  all  occafions  to  aft  in  fubferviency  to  the  Caji'dian 
intereft;  and  the  common  people,  befides  being  oppreued  by 
taxes,  and  fcarce  left  the  benefit  of  the  laws,  were  daily  forced 
into  the  king's  fervice,  and  contrary  to  the  moft  folemn  en- 
gagements, fent  into  the  moft  diftant  parts  of  his  catholic  ma- 
jefty's  dominions,  with  a  \txy  fcanty  fubfiftence,  and  no  hopes 
of  being  ever  preferred  \     In  this  fituation  the  figns  of  dif? 
content  were  frequent  and  loud  :  an  infurreflion  had  beea 
raifed  in  the  kingdom  of  Jlgarve,  which  might  have  been  at-r 
tended  with  very  untoward  confequences,  if  the   vice-quccn 
Mary_  had  not  vigoroufly  interpofed,  and  by  her  care  and  pru- 
dence quieted  the  minds  of  the  people :  notwithftanding  which 
the  new  tax  of  five  fer  cent,  upon  lands  and  merchandize,  was, 
in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  coOrt,  impofed  *. 
The  Jbim-      A  NATION,  when  once  difcontented,    naturally  feeb  a 
Hon  of  Don  chief  5  for  an  eftabliftied  government  quickly  fupprefles  popu- 
Juan,  duke  lar  tumults  when  they  are  not  conducted  by  fome  able  head, 
^Bragan-  and  to  fome  determined  end.    They  no  fooner  began  to  make 
5a,  and  his  this  enquiry,  jthan  the  duke  of  Bragan^a  offered  himfelf  to 
familyy  at  ^heir  view,  and   to  their   mind  ^.     l^his  prince  was  in  the 
'June-    flower  of  his  age,  grandfon  to  John  duke  of  Bragan^a,  who 
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bad  been  competitor  to  Philips  and  himfelf  of  the  fame  name* 
His  father,  Don  Theodojlm^  had  been  a  warm  friend  to  his 
country,  and  oppofed  tne  firft  infults  of  the  Cafttliam  with 
great  aignity  and  fpirit,  which  had  endeared  him  exceedingly 
to  the  people.  He  had  by  his  dutchefs,  the  daughter  of  the 
duke  of  Friau  this  duke,  his  brother  Don  Duarte^  and  Don 
Alexander^  defigned  for  the  church,  and  who  died  a  young 
man  ^.  As  for  Don  "Juan  duke  of  Bragan^a^  he  had  efpoufed 
Donna  Lomfa  de  Guzman^  the  fifter  of  the  duke  of  Medina 
Sidonia^i  and  it  is  neceffary  to  fet  his  chara<5ler  in  a  true  light. 
In  the  eye  of  human  policy  he  feemed  to  be  of  all  men  living 
the  moft  unfit  for  the  great  part  he  afted.  He  was  of  a  gen- 
tle and  quiet  temper ;  rather  indolerit  than  acElive ;  loved  hof- 
pitality  arid  magnificence  ;  denghted  in  country  fports,  was 
the  kindeft  husband,  the  moft  afFe<9ionate  father,  the  moft 
generous  mafter,  the  friendlieft  neighbour,  and  the  moft  ami^ 
able  and  companionable  man  breathing.  Providence  intend- 
ing him  for  the  inftrument  by  whom  the  x)pprefled  Portugucfe 
were  to  be  reftored  to  their  independency  and  freedom,  gave^ 
thefe  virtues  a  turn  proper  to  produce  confequences  which  the 
moft  penetrating  human  policy  would  never  have  fufpefted. 
His  behaviour  reconciled  the  nobility  to  his  grandeur,  as  they 
never  faw  it  exerted  but  in  doing  good :  it  defended  him  from 
the  jealoufies  and  fufpicions  of  the  Spaniards^  who  thought  a 
man  of  his  temper  could  never  give  them  any  trouble,  milefs 
he  was  forced  to  it ;  which  made  them  tender  and  indulgent 
in  their  proceedings.  It  attached  to  him  all  his  vaflals,  who 
looked  upon  him  as  their  common  parent;  gained  the  aftec- 
tions  of  the  populace  where-ever  he  came,  and  fpread  a  uni- 
verfal  defire  of  being  happy  under  the  government  of  a  prince, 
of  fb  Q^uch  mildnefs  and  moderation.  He  knew  his  own 
rights,  and  he  did  not  want  ambition  :  he  faw  the  mifery  of 
his  coOntry,  and  he  faw  it  with  compaflion  :  he  comprehend- 
ed perfectly  the  views  of  the  Spanift)  minifters,  and  he  looked 
upon  them  with  proper  refentment.  But  he  could  do  all  this 
without  difcompofing  his  temper,  without  altering  his  condu<9, 
and  without  difcovering  the  leaft  defire'  of  being  greater  than 
be  was.  In  the  end,  his  patience,  which  feme  ihonght  pu- 
lilanimity,  appeared  to  be  confummate  prudence;  his  indo- 
lence the  moft  refined  policy  ;  and  his  backwardnefs  \xi  ftir- 
ring  the  only  efteSual  method  of  procuring  that  unanimity 
in  refoluiion  which  fo  wonderfully  and  unexpedledly  placed 
him  on  the  throne.     His  dutchefs  was  of  a  different  frame  of 
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mind:  her  temper  was  livdy,  vehement,  and  fincere:  her 
courage  manly,  and  her  fortitude  heroic.  She  had  the  credit 
of  exciting,  or  at  leaft  of  confirming  her  husband  m  his  final 
refolution  ;  but  in  reality  the  duke  had  taken  it  before  he  ask- 
ed her  advice,  and  that  calmnefewith  which  he  proceeded, 
received  a  ufeful,  as  well  as  acceptable  colouring  from  the 
vivacity  of  his  confort  '^. 
Spanifli  ^^  ^omt  particular  places  extraordinary  feverities  had  forced 

minifiirs      ^^^  people  to  explain  themfelves,  though   to  their  own  hurt. 
na  asif     Thus  at  'Evora  there  happened  a  great  fedition,  in  which  the 
determined  name  of  the  duke  oi  Bragan^a  was  mentioned,  and  a  deputa-* 
todrt<uethe  tion  fent  to  acquaint  him,  that  the  lives  and  fortunes  of  the 
matiottto     inhabitants  of  that  city  were  fa  his  devotion.     The  beft  part 
defpair.       of  the  province  of  Jlentejo  was  in  motion  upon  this  news ; 
but  the  duke  rejefling  the  propofal,  and  topping  the  mfuf- 
jeflion,  availed  himfelf  of  the  credit  which   this  gave  him 
with  the  court  of  Madrid^  to  preferve  the  citizens  of  Evora 
A.  D.     from  deftrudiion  ^.    But  now  that  rage,  which  had  hitherto 
1637.     been  confined,  became  general ;  the  conduft  and  fcheme  of 
the  Spaniards  driving  the  whole  nation  from  difcoritent  into 
defpair.     A  ftrift  furvey  had  been  tak^n  of  the  whole  king- 
dom, as  if  they  had  meant  to  divide  it ;  and  from  hence  it  ap- 
peared that  there  were  in  Portugal  about  two  hundred  and  ten 
thoufand  fighting  men.     In  confequence  of  this  came  orders 
^         for  raifing  fix  thoufand  foot,  and  a  great  corps  of  horfe,  to 
march  againft  the  rebels  in  Catalonia ;  moft  of  the  eminent 
gentlemen  in  the  feveral  provinces  were  required  to  raife  their 
vailals,  and  to  march  with  them  in  perfon  ^.     The  beft  part 
of  thofe  who  complied  were  feized,  with  feveral  of  the  prin* 
cipal  nobility,  as  hoftages,  and  fome  of  them  put  to  ranfom  ; 
which  frighted  thofe  who  remained  at  home  exceffively,  and 
difpofed  them  to  run  all  hazards,  though  threatened  to  be 
declared  traitors,  and  their  eftates  confifcated.    The  next  good 
cfFeft  of  this  political  furvey  was  the  project  of  no  fewer  than 
twenty  new  taxes  and  inquifitions,  to  be  levied  on   a  people 
,  crufhed  by  thofe  under  which  they  laboured  already.     Some 
letters  of  the  fecretary  Vafconcellos^  whofe  character  has,  been 
already  given,  let  the  (Portuguefe  into  the  depth  of  his  and  his 
mafter's  defigns,  and  took  from  them  all  poffibility  of  hope, 
in  cafe  experience  had  failed  of  doing  it  before.     Under  fuch 
circumftances  as  thefe  a  revolt  was  certainly  to  be  feared,  and 
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indeed  it  was  what  the  5^mtfr/&  expe£t^d  :  the 'conde  duke 
bad  taken  precautions  for  fupprefling  it,  and  had  refolved  to 
make  it  a  pretence  for  depriving  them  of  that  fhadow  of  in- 
dependency which  was  ilill  remaining  s. 

The  duke  of  Bragan^a  had  for  the  mailer  of  his  houfhold  By  nuhom 
and  direftor  of  his  finances,  one  Juan  Pinto  Ribeiro^  a  dodor  tbe/cbemi 
of  the  civil  law ;    a  man  of  a  bold  fpirit,  extenfive  genius,  tjuas  fet  oh 
and  who  at  once  dcferved  and  poflefled  his  mafter's  confidence,  y^^/^  re- 
tic  was  at  Lisbon^  and  with  very  great  addrefs  promoted  and  ftoring  the 
encouraged  that  fpirit  which  he  faw  rifing  in  all  ranks  and  (onfiitutkn 
degrees  of  people.     When  in  company  with  the  nobility, '"  'J^ 
he  deplored  the  dejedcd  and  depreued  ftate  in  which  they  ^^fi^'^ 
were  held  by  the  CnJilUans.     Amongft  the  priefts  he  admired 
the  learning  and  abilities  confpicuous  in  men  of  their  order  ; 
and  teftified  His  concern,  that  inftead  of  recommending,  this 
&ould  hinder  their  preferment.    With  men  in  a  mercantile 
way  the  decay  of  trade  was  his  conftant  topic  :  he  pointed  out 
the  fources  of  it,  and  took  care  to  infinuate  that  from  the  na- 
ture of  them,  things  muft  grqw  daily  worfe  and  Worfe.  His  dif- 
courfes  gained  him  credit  with  ihofe  who  had  the  good  of  their 
country  fincerely  at  heart:  amongft  whom  the  moft  confider- 
able  was  Don  Rodrtgo  da  Cunha^  archbifliop  oi  Lisbon ;  a  man  of 
great  quality  and  abilities,  who  was  particularly  picqued  at  the 
Sptmiards,  and  at  the  vice- queen  for  raifing  Don  Sebajiian  de 
Mattos  de  Norogno  to  the  primacy  of  i?;7i^<2,  and  beftowing  on 
him  all  their  confidence.  The  archbifliop  oi  Lisbon  communica- 
ted his  thoughts  to  Don  Michael  de  Almeida^  a  nobleman  of  iJ^- 
iTs^m  courage,  who  was  fo  diflatisfied  with  the  Spanijh  government 
that  he  never  went  to  court,  Don  Antonio  de  Almada^  and  his 
fon  Don  Lewisy  the  grand  huntfman  Mello^  and  Don  George 
'  his  brother,  Don  Lewis  da  Cunha^  the  archbifliop's  nephew, 
Pedro  de  Mendoza^  Don  Rodrigo  de  Saa^  great  chamberlain, 
and  fome  other  oflSicers  of  the  crown,  who  though  they  re- 
tained their  pompous  titles,  had  not  either  appointments  or 
perquifites  **. 

In  their  firft  confutations  it  very  naturally  occurred,  that  ^hefnha- 
the  firft  ftep  to  be  taken  was  to   make  choice  of  a  proper  hiUtiesth^ 
perfon  on  whofe  head  they  might  place  the  crown.    Some  hadoffuc" 
were   for  the  duke  of  Braganca^  others  for  the  marquis  A/^^^'^« 
Villa-real^  and  others  for  the  duke  of  Aveyro^  all  princes  of 
the  fame  houfe.     TJie  archbifliop  heard  all  that  could  be  faid, 
and  then  told  them  his  own  fentiments  clearly ;  which  were, 
that  in  declaring  againft  the  Spanijh  government  they  could 
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not  cither  hope  for  jufijcc,  or  efcape  the  guilt  of  rebellion, 
oiherwife  than  by  owning  the  dgke  of-  Braganga^  who  was 
the  true  heir  of  the  crown  :  in  which  they  readily  acquiefced. 
He  then  Ihewed  them  that  as  this  was  no  factious,  they  had  rea« 
fon  to  flatter  them felves  it  would  prove  no  fruitlefs  attempt  j 
but  being  intended  for  their  benefit,  would  be  abetted  by  the 
whole  nation  :  that  the  Spanijh  force  in  the  kingdom  was  not 
great,  and  the  firength  and  credit  of  that  crown  no  longer 
what  it  was  :  that  the  Dutch  had  long  ago  recovered  their  li- 
berties :  that  the  Catalans  had  lately  followed  their  cxam- 
.  pie ;  and  that  the  Portuguefe  might  do  the  fame  with  great 
cafe,  if  either  the  love  of  liberty,  or  the  fenfe  of  injuries, 
could  revive  the  ancient  courage  of  their  nation,  and  enable 
them  to  Ihake  off  that  reproach  thrown  upon  them  by  the 
infidels,  that  thofe  who  ftiled  themfelves  the  conquerors  of  the 
Jndiei  were  neverthelefs  flaves  at  home  *.  They  applauded 
this  difcourfe,  and  promifed  in  their  feveral  flations  to  do  all 
in  their  power,  and  to  hazard  all  in  their  pofleflion  for  ac- 
complifhing  fo  glorious  an  enterprize,  and  for  reftoring  that 
conflitution,  which  while  they  held  it,  were  a  great,  and 
which  now  they  had  loft,  they  were  fcarcc  a  people.  The 
archbiftiop  recorrimcnded  to  them  fleadinefs  and  fecxecy  ;  and 
at  the  fame  time  defired,  that  the  obftacles  which  it  would  be 
neceflary  for  them  to  furmount,  fhould  be  fcrioufly  and  cir- 
curaftantially  confidered. 
OtflacUs  Jt  was  obfervcd,  that  the  Spaniards  and  thofe  of  their  par- 
tlat  were  ty,  were  in  full  pofleffion  of  the  government  in  all  its  branches! ; 
to  be  ever-  that  the  magiftrates,  judges,  officers  civil  and  military,  and 
ictftp,  in  fhort,  all  who  had  either  power  or  influence,  were  on 
their  fide.  To  this  it  was  anfwered,  th^at  in  appearance  it. 
was  fo  ; .  but  that  very  probably  it  might  be  otherwife  in  reali- 
ty, and  if  not,  the  many  were  every  where  fuperior  to  the  few, 
and  the  fev/  were  no  v/hcre  formidable  when  they  were  nj^n 
of  bad  charadkrs,  and  univerfally  detefl:ed,  which  was  the  cafe 
of  every' man  devoted  to  the  Spanijh  intereft.  It  was  remark- 
ed, that  the  Spaniards  had  garrifons  in  three  places  in  the 
Jlgarv£s\  that  they  had  a  citadel,  and  feveral  forts  in  and 
about  Liihcn  ;  and  that  they  had  a  body  of  troops  in  the  5'/»tf- 
riiJhEfr'amadura,  It  was  faid  in  return  to  this,  that  if  all 
thofe  forces  had  been  together,  or  fo  difpofcd  that  they 
might  have  been  fuddenly  collefted,  they  would  have  been 
much  more  foi midablc ;  that  as  they  were  now  divided,  they 
might  be  cafily  kept  for  ever  feparate  \   that  though  a  fiege 
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was  not,  yet  a  blockade  was  eafily  formed  ;  an3  that  I{  a  gar- 
rifon  could  not  eat  they  muft  furrender,  though  no  arriilery 
was  brought  agalnft  them  ;  that  of  the  troops  in  the  field,  a 
third  part  at  \c2i&  w^s  Portuguefe  \  and  that  it  would  be  no 
diftieult  matter  to  affemble  an  arrfly  (trdng  enough  to  Invite 
them  to  come  over,  and  then  the  bufinefs  would  be  done 
without  fighting.  It  was  objefled,  that  after  al[,  Portugal 
was  naturally  but  a  part  of  5/>tf/«,  furrounded  on  it  by  three 
/ides,  ori  all  which  it  might  be  attacked,  without  ^ny  regulac 
forces  of  its  own,  and  Without  allies.  It  was  replied  to  thi$» 
that  the  fituation  was  the  fame  in  former  times;  that  the 
Cajlilians  had  heretofore  claimed  Portugal^  without  being  able 
to  conquer  it;  that  though  the  force  of /^^r/w^^?/ was  diini- 
niflied,  the  ftrength  of  Spain  was  likdwife  declined  ;  that  at 
all  events,  the  Porttiguefe  were  fuperior  to  the  Catalans,  and 
might  therefore  venture  Vo  do  what  they  had  done.  Laftly, 
It  was  alledged,  that  the  prcfent  feafoa  was  not  to  be  loft ; 
that  Portugal  was  deftined  to  deftrudtion  by  the  Cajlilians^  a« 
appeared  by  the  letters  to  Vafconcellos  from  Madrid,  and  there- 
fore they  ran  no  greater  risk,  for  no  greaier  evil  could  hap- 
peri  than  deflruftion,  which  they  might  as  well  meet  as  ex- 
pect; that  their  enemies  were  never  fo  much  embarralTed  as 
at  this  junfture  5  and  that  as  Spain  had  rendered  almoft  all 
Europe  her  enemies,  Portugal  upon  her  revolt  would  have  al- 
moft all  Europe  either  for  open  or  fecret  friends.  The  refult 
of  all  was,  that  proceeding  was  lefs  hazardous  and  more  glo- 
rious than  defifting ;  and  that  the  recovery  of  their  liberty 
would  depend  chiefly  upon  themfelves. 

When  AoSkor  Pinto  came  to  be  confulted,  he  embarked  Z)r.  Pin- 
hlmfelf  roundly,  but  difclaimed  all  knowledge  of  his  mafter*s  to'/  ptw 
fentiitients'     He  was  very  clear  as  to  his  right  to  the  crown,  ^^^^^  ^^  '* 
and  he  was  no  left  clear  as  to  his  love  for  his  country  ;  but  he  ^"  majhr. 
obferved  that  the  duke  was  without  ambition  5  and  that  hfc 
Would   risk  nothing  for  die  fakei  of  his  title,  being  fatisfied 
with  the  great  property  he  had,  and  with  the  opportui)iiies 
it  gave  him  of  doing  good ;    but  added,  that  if.  the  welfare 
and  intereft  of  the  nation  demanded  his  fervice,  he  was  con- 
fident there  was  not  a  peafant  in  Portugal  would  risk  his  cot- 
tage fooner  than  his  mafter  would  his  eftates.     In  fine,  that 
be  would  do  nothing  to  make  himfelf  a  king,  but;  would  ex- 
pofe  himfelf  to  any  thing  {k>x  die  welfare  of  the  kingdom"; 
"and  that  from  what  he  had  faid  they  might  account  forhis  paA: 
conduct,  and  to  take  their  meafures  in  the  moft  effectual 
manner  to  induce  him,  to  alter  it.     His  notions  were  well  re- 
•ceived,  and  it  was  unaniipoufly  determined,  when  once  rheir 
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affairs  were  ripe,  to  force  the  crown  upon  the  dirke  of  JJrfl* 
ganfaK 
His  own        We  have,  in  the  hiftory  o^  Cqftile^  (hewn  on  what  maxims 
nvi/e  £oit'    the  conde  duke  de  Olivarez  aded,  and  what  various  methods 
du^  he  pradlifed,  that  he  might  amufe  the  duke  of  BragarifOy  and 

tbrongb'     engage  him  to  come  to  court,  which  if  he  Had  done,  we  have 
•^'  that  minifter's  own  authority  in  his  apology  to  prove,  he 

would  never  have  fet  foot  more  in  Portugd^  lb  that  his  fuf- 
picions  in  this  rcfpedl  were  not  in  the  leaft  unjuft.  '  But  as 
great  a  politician  as  Olivarez  was,  his  artifices  n6t  only  proved 
ineffeflual,  but  were  really  ferviceable  to  the  duke.  .  Thus, 
when  he  was  declared  general  of  the  forces,  directed  to  vifit 
the  fortrdles,  it  gave  him  an  opportunity  he  could  not  other- 
"*  *  wife  have  had,   of  making  a  progrefs  through  the  kingdom, 

obliged  even  his  rivals  and  enemies  to  pay  him  great  refpeS, 
;  and  gave  even  the  hifpaniolized  Pcrtuguefe  an  habit  of  obey- 

ing him.  It  is  true,  that  fuch  of  the  Spamjh  governors  as 
could  be  trufled  had  orders  to  feize  him  ;  but  the  duke  came 
To  well  accompanied  that  it  would  have  been  much  eafier  for 
Him  to  have  furprized  ahy  of  their  places  with  thofe  he  had 
about  him,  than  for  them  to  have  arretted  him.  Where  human 
prudence  might  have  failed.  Providence  vifibly  interpofed  fot 
his  prefervation  :  the  Spanijh(  fleet  under  admiral  Oforio  wa3 
ordered  upon  the  coaft,  in  hopes  he  would  have  dined  on  board 
it,  upon  an  invitation ;  but  a  ilorm  difperfed  and  (battered  that 
fleet,  which  might  othcrwife  have  given  him  a  great  deal  of 
trouble.  When  he  came  to  Almada^  over-againft  Lisbon^ 
Pinto  procured  an  audience  for  Antonio  Almada^  Michael  Al- 
meida^ and  Pedro  Mendo%a :  he  heard  their  propofitions  with 
a  pleafant  countenance  j  and  though'  he  did  not  abfolutely  en* 
gage  himfelf,  yet  his  expreflions  of  gratitude  were  fo  ftrong^ 
and  his  teftimonies  of  kindnefs  fo  warm,  and  fo  obliging, 
that  they  returned  well  fatisfied,  and  charmed  with  thd 
thoughts  of  having  fo  good  a  prince.  He  had  received  in- 
ftru£iions  from  court  to  wait  up#n  the  vice-queen  at  Lhhorn 
and  to  treat  her  with  the  moft  profound  refpeft  :  the  d^figil 
of  which  was  to  (hew  him  to  the  people  in  the  light  of  afub- 
je6t,  and  thereby  to  weaken  thofe  impreffions  they  might 
otherwife  have  received.  The  duke  went  accordingly  i  but 
attended  with  fuch  a  concourfe  of  nobility,  and  was  compli- 
mented with  fuch  multitudes  on  his  arrival,  that  the  marquis 
de  Peubla^  who  in  reality  was  governor  to  the  vice-queeni

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could  not  help  faying,  **  This  vifit  does  not  proceed  from  re- 
"  fpefl  to  you ;  but  is  intended  to  fhpw  you  what  re(|Je£l  is  due  .  ^ 

*'  to  him  :"  and  indeed  it  left  him  and  his  friends  no  great 
reafbn  to  fufpedl  that  the  declaration  he  intended  to  mak^ 
would  meet  with  much  oppofition  there.  For  the  expcnce  of" 
this  general  vifit,  and  for  the  necelTary  fortifications^  he  had 
forty  thoufand  crowns  paid  him  out  of  the  treafury,  and  foon 
after  twenty  thoufand  more  to  facilitate  his  journey  to  Madrid', 
which  were  very  convenient  fupplies  at  that  jutkEture,  and  pre- 
vented his  taking  fuch  meafures  to  ralfe  money  as  might  have 
afForded  fufpicions  K 

When  the  plan  of  the  aflbciated  lords  was  fo /ar  advanced  ffere/olves 
that  little  mgre  remained  than  to  fix  the  time  and  manner  of  to  accept 
its  execution,  they  difpatched  Mendo^a  to  the  duke,  to  ob-  the  crown. 
tain  his  definitive  refolution.     At  this  he  hefitated  a  little.,  and 
defired  fome  time  to  confider.     Mendofa  requefted  that  he  * 
would  not  protraS  time,  and  that  he  would  forbear  asking 
the  advice  of  his  fecretary  Antonio  Pae%  Viegasy  a  perfon  of 
great  fagacity,  but  remarkably  cautious.     The  duke  readily 
promifed  the  former  ;  but  not  the  latter.     After   mature  re- 
fledlion,  he  thought  it  expedient  to  fend  for  Ftegas^  and  to  lay  . 
before  him  the  whole  ftate  of  the  matter.     Inftead  of  giving 
his  opinion,  the  fecretary  asked  him,  whether  if  the  lords,  in 
imitation  of  the  ftates  of  the  United  Provinces,  had  refolved  to 
fet  up'li  republic,  he  would  not  have  facrificed  his  own  rights  to   , 
the  welfare  of  his  country  ?  **  Yes,  replied  the  du'ke,  and  my 
**  fortunes,  and  my  life,  if  necefTary  to  her  fafety."     "  Why 
**  then,  faid  the  fecretary,  (hould  you  hefitate  at  receiving  a 
*'  crown  which  it  is  her  inter  eft  to  offer,  and  to  which  you  have 
*'  a  juft  title  ?"    Having  faid  this,  he  knelt  and  kiffed  his  hand. 
The  duke  then  communicated  it  to  the  dutchefs,  who,  after  a 
little  reflexion,  faid,  "  My  lod,  a  violent  death  certainly  wait^ 
.    *'  you  at  Madrid^  and  it  may  be  2X  Lisbon -^   but  you  will  die 
**  there  a  miferable  prifoner,  and  here  covered  with^ glory  and  a 
''  king.     This  is  the  worft  that  can  happen  :  we  ought  ra- 
**  ther  to  confide  in  the  love  of  the  people,  your  juft  claim, 
**  and  the  divine  protecjlion.'*    The  fecretary,  without  fpeak- 
ing,  knelt  and  kiffed  her  Hand  likewife.     The  duke  fent  for 
Mendo^Cy  introduced  him  to  the  dutchefs,  and  then  told  \\va\ 
he  might  affure  thofe  who  fent  him,  that  they  might  difpofc 
'  of  him  as  they  thought  fit ;  and  that  upon  the  day  fixed  he 
would   caufe  himfelf  to  be   proclaimed  throughout  all   his 
owneftates,  and  wherp^evcr  he  had  any  influence  *.

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Meafures         All  <Jiefe  tranfaSions  were  in  the  five  laft  months  of  the 
taken  to      year,  and  the  firft  time  mentioned  for  taking  up  arms  was  the 
Jurprize      month  of  March  enfuing  ;  but  when  they  came  to  examine 
li&bon.       things  more  ftridlly,  they  found  it  impoffible  to  put  off  the 
attempt  fo  long.     Afendo^a  made  another  turn  to  confult  the 
duke,  who  afterwards  fent  for  Pinto  from  Lisbon^  whom  he 
enjoined  to  acquaint  the  lords,  to  keep  punctual   to  Saturday 
the  firft  oi  December y  which  was  the  day  they  laft  appointed, 
and  to  bend  all  their  endeavours  to  the  feizing  of  Lubon  ;  for 
they  had  fome  thoughts  of  attacking J?i;flr^,  which  hedifap- 
proved.     As  the  time  drew  nearer  they  were  obliged  to  take 
fome  confiderable  citizens  into  their  party,  and  a  monk,  one 
father  Nicholas  de  Maja^  who  brought  the  magiftrates  to  con- 
cur with  them  ;    fo  that  by  this  time  the.  defign  was  in  the 
hands  of  at  leaft  five  hundred  perfons  of  all  ranks,  fexes,  and 
ages,  which  made  the  deferring  it  more  dangerous  than  the 
execution.     Yet  even  after  this  there  fell  out  accidents  that 
were  very  near  compelling  them  to  defer  it,  and  it  certainly 
had  been  done  if  the  duke  of  Bragan^a  had  not  conftantly  in- 
.  fifted  that  his  excufes  were  all  exhaufted  ;  and  that,  if  he  did 
not  fet  out  fpr  Madrid^  he  had  nothing  to  hop^  if  he  remain- 
ed ftill  a  fubjeft  in  Porugal     Doftor  Pinto  held   all  th^  af- 
fociates  clofeily  united,    and  with   the   utmoft  hazard,    and 
rooft  indefatigable  induftry,  laboured  to  adjuft  every  thing  foi 
96  to  have  it  ready  by  the  time,  and  in  particular  engaged  the 
traders,    who   were  embarked,  to  difmife  numbers  of  their 
journeymen  and  fervants,  under  pretence  they  could  no  lon- 
ger pay  or  employ  them,  that  difcontented,  and  out  of  bread, 
ihey  iftight  be   the  readier  to   take  arms.    Father  ^ichHos 
alfo  was   very  ufeful  in  promoting,  though  cautioufh',  and

**  galP'    This  coft  him  his  life  ;  for  one  of  the  gentlemen 

in  arms  fhot  him,  to  prevent  two  criei.     Antonio  Correa^  firft 

;  clerk  to  the  fecretary,  running  out  upon  the  noife,  was  ftabbed 

.by  Don  Antonio  de  Menefes ;   yet  he  turned  up  his  eyes  full  of 

{revenge,    and  faid,    ♦*  What!  dare  you  ftrike  me?"    All 

I  the  anfwcr  Menefes  returned,  was  to  ftab  him  till  he  fell :  yet 

:hefurvived  all  thcfe  wounds,  to  die  fome  time  after  by  the 

;  hand  of  the  hangman.    Being  quit  of  this  obfta£^le,  the  confe- 

,  derates  prefled  forward  towards  the  fecretary's  chamber.  Jdmes 

*  Garcia  Paleia^  a  captain  of  foot,  was  then  with  him,  who  fee- 
ing fo  many  armed  men,  and  fuppofing  they  fought  the  life 

'  of  Vafconcellosy  thpugh  he  owed  no  obligation  to  that  minifter; 
i  yet  out  of  mere  generofity  endeavoured  to  keep  the  door 
;  with  his  fword,  till  the  fecretary  could  make  his  efcape  ;'  but 
;  being  wounded  in  his  right  arm,  and  overpowered  by  the 
^  multitude,  he  leaped  out  at  a  window,  and  had  the  good 

I  'fortune  to  efcape.  They  immediately  broke  into  the  cham- 
ber, and  not  finding  the  fecretary,  though  they  fearched  all 
corners,  they  threatened  an  old  woman  with  prefent  death,  if 
I  flie  did  not  difcover  him  5  and  (he,  to  fave  her  life,  pointed  to 
'■  the  place  where  he  was,  being  a  clofe  cupboard  taken  out  of

I  dericdeSaa  gave  him  the  firft  wound  with  a  piftol;  after  which

^ueeu  feiK^  fliouts  of  joy  at  feeing  the  body  caft  down.  Finto  lofing  no  time^ 
^i^  ^'^'^^  hafted  to  join  thofe  who  were  to  feise  the  vice-queen,  and 
5pani(h  foujjj  ^Yicy  were  already  fuccefsftil.  Thofe  who  were^  to  tm 
j^^^  that  princefs's  apartment  being  come  to  the  door,  and  the  01- 
tirel^iL  ^^  multitude  crying  out,  they  would  fet  fire  to  it  if  not' 
folwd,  opened,  the  vice-aueen,  with  her  ladies,  and  the  archbifliof 
of  Braga,  appeared  in  her  chamber,  i^lieving  her  prefiemt 
would  appeafe  the  nobility,  and  oblige  the  commons  to  retire; 
At  their  entrance,  advancing  fome  fleps  towards  the  cotifede* 
rates,  **  I  confcfe,  gentlemen,  faid  (he,  that  the  fecretary  im 
•*  juftly  incurred  the  hatred  of  the  people,  and  your  indigo 
**  nation  by  his  aufterity,  and  inlblent  manner  of  proceed*

right  to  the  duke  of  Braganca^  to  whom  the  crown  apper* 
tained.  She  would  have  replied  ;  but y//»z«^  fearing  hircom* 
panions  might  cool,  faid,  Portugal  had  no  king  butthcdoh 
of  Braganfa ;  and  then  all  cried  out,  **  God  fave  Don  JM 
**  king  of  Portugal  f  ^"  The  vice- queen  feeing  them  prf 
reclaiming,  thought  to  find  more  refped  in  the  city  ;  but  a* 
(he  ofiered  to  go  down  Don  Carlos  de  Noronha  civilly  intttaiel 
her  to  retire  to  her  chamber,  and  not  expofe  herfelf  to  the  fiuf 
of  the  inccnfed  people.  She,  in  a  rage,  finding  herfelf  de- 
tained, cried  out,  "  Why,  what  can  the  people  do  to  mc  f" 
To  which  JVirowitf  anfwered,  "Nothing,  madam,  butthro# 
"  your  highnefs  out  at  the  window.''  The  archbifljopof  f  rtf* 
ga^  inflamed  at  this,  fnatched  a  fword  from  a  foldier,  and  of* 
fered  to  run  at  Noronha  ;  but  Don  Michael  de  Almeida  ItM 
hold  of  him,  and  told  him  the  danger  of  provoking  thofe 
who,  but  for  him,  had  decreed  his  death.

this  occafion  made  prifoners,  which  was  done  with  as  great 
cafe  as  if  hy  order  of  the' king  of  Spain,    No  man  ftirred  to 
^end  them^  and  they  were  in  no  condition  to  do  it,  being  . 
moft  of  them  taken  in  their  beds.     This  done,  and  all  dan-

THE  new  king  perceiving  with  what  alacrity  his  title  was  Corona^ 
receiveciy  and  how  general  a  fatisfadion  the  people  ex-  tion  of  '

'  the  coronation  was  perforjued  on  the  fifteenth  of  Decembgry  ^^^. 

'with  all  poffible  magnificence.  The  duke  of  Aveira^  ^^^1^ 
jniarqui9  oiVilla-realy  the  duke  de  Caminha^  his  fon  the  count 
de  Monfanto^  and  all  the  nobility  of  the  kingdom  aflifted  at 
the  ceremony.  The  archbi(hop  of  Lisbon^  at  the  head  of  his 
clergy,  and  attended  by  fcveral  other  bifhops,  received  the 
iing  at  the  gate  of  the  cathedral,  and  there  all  the  three 
,eftates  tcpk  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  him  *.  A  few  days  after 
the  queen  came  to  Lisbon^  having  been  received  at  a  diftance 
by  the  whole  court,  and  the  king  himfelf,  who  upon  other 
occaflpns,  as  well  as  this,  teftified  in  the  moft  public  man- 
ner how  niMch  he  efteemed  the  great  talents,  and  ho\V  fenfible 

^  he  was  of  the  many  fervices  rendered  him  by  his  confort ''. 

,  The  aflemblyoftheuatesmetonthe  twenty-eighth  of  7i7««tfry,    A.  D. 
recognized  the  king's  title,  and  acknowledged  his  fon  Don     1640. 

,  Tbeodojius  in  quality  of  prince  of  Portugal  On  the  other 
hand  the  king  acquainted  them,  that  for  his  civil  lill  he  would 
^content  himfelf  with  his  patrimonial  eftate,  and  apply  the 
public  revenue  for  the  public  fervjce.  He  at  the  fame  time 
confented  that  all  the  new  taxes  and  impofitions  laid  upon  the 
people  by  the  Spaniards  ihould  be  extinguiflied  ;  fo  that  the 
nation  was  viiibly  greater  gainers  by  this  revolution  than  the 
king,  who  obtained  nothing  but  his  right,  while  they  were 
freed  from  the  ordinary  expences  of  government,  as  well  as

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the  extraordinary  levies  to  fatisfy  the  avarice  of  the  Caftiikm. 
We  nepd  not  wonder  therefore  that  moft  of  the  fortreffes  on 
the  coaft  o^  Africa^  the  Azores  iflands,  (a  finale  place  excepted) 
the  fettjements  \n  Brazil^   and  in  the  JSc/? /«<£«,.  acknow^ 
hedged  this  monarch  as  foon  as  they  had  notice  of  the  revo- 
lution, or  that  all  the  powers  in  Europe^  who  were  not  imine« 
diately  under  the  influence  of  the  houfe  of  Aujiria^  readily 
owned  him,  and  received  his  ambaffadors  ^. 
Confiira^       As  the  fituation  of  his   own  affairs  hindered  the  king  of 
a^ainft       Spain  from  attacking  Portugal  immediately  with  any  confidc- 
hm  by  the  rable  force,  he  had  recourfe  to  foft  meafures,  and  wrote  a 
archbijbop  very  pathetic  letter  to  the  new  king ;    but  without  cflFea*. 
^Braga,   'Y\^\%  was  followed  by  fome  military  incurfions,  by  whigh  the 
the  tnqut^    Portuguefe  fufFered  little,  or  obtained  a  reafonable  fati'sfadton

the\c^%  wanted  not  thofe,  who,  difdaining  public  happinefs,  iiKompa- 
tible  with  their  private  intereft,  fought  to  fubvert  the  new 
eftablifhment  before  it  was  well  fixed,  and  plotted  agaioft  a 
monarch  to  whofe  title  they  had  fo  lately  fworn,  to  whofe 
conduft  they  had  nothing  to  objeft,  and  to  whofe  councils 
they  were  daily  admitted.  The  original  author,  and  princi*- 
pal  conductor  of  this  plot  was  the  archbifliop  o^  Bmga^  wh6 
owed  his  preferment  indeed  to  the  Spaniards^  and  had  a  great 
intereft  with  the  vice-queen  ;  but  had  been  often  infulted  by 
Vafcoricellos^  and  might  eafily  have  been  well  with  the  prefcnt 
government.  This  man,  laying  all  things  together,  perceived 
that  how  acceptable  foever  the  king  might  be  to  the  nation, 
he  was  envied  by  the  princes  of  his  own  blood ;  and  that 
many  of  the  nobility,  confcious  that  their  eftates  were  purloin* 
ed  from  the  crown,  were  fecretly  difafFeded.  He  begun 
therefore  with  the  marquis  of  ^/^-r^tf/,  the  king's  near  rela- 
tion, and  pne  to  whom  he  paid  the  higheft  refped  :  he  pro- 
mifcd  him  the  vice- royalty  q{  Portugal^  and  therefore  allured 
him  and  his  fon  the  dixke  of  Caminha^  to  take  part  in  the 
fcheme  :  his  own  nephew,  the  count  de  Armamary  blindly  fo\'' 
lowed  his  will  ;  Don  Auguftine  Manuel ^  aperfon  of  a  very  no- 
ble family,  and  great  parts,  embarked  from  ambitious  motive?; 
the  grand  inquifltor  out  of  real  attachment  to  the  court  of 
Spaln^  and  about  a  hundred  other  perfons  of  rank,  fome  out 
of  ambition,  and  others  from  particular  piques  ;  the  Jevit 
^Ifo,  or  new  Chriftians,  upon  the  promife  of  toleration,  came 
in,  as  did  fome  Ijkewife  who  were  aSually  in  the  king's  fer* 
vice.     The  defign  was  well  laid,  and  all  its  branches  properly

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dtreded.  The  Jewi  were  to  fire  the  city  of  Lish&h  in  ieveral 
places  ;  the  confpirators  within  the  palace  were  to  admit  their 
ailbciates  from  without,  who  were  to  difpatch  the  king,  and 
to  fecure  the  reft  of  the  royal  family^  while  the  archbithop 
of  Braga^  and  the  grand  inquifitor,  preceded  by  their  croffes; 
and  followed  by  their  clergy  and  dependants,  were  to  parade 
the  ftreets,  and  endeavour  to  keep  the  people  quiet,  till  the 
houfes  were  burnt,  and  the  Spanijh  forces  at  their  gates,  ready 
to  chaftife  them  for  their  late  defedtion,  and  to  put  another 
for  ever  out  of  their  power  ^  Such  is  the  piety  of  fome  cccle- 
fiaftics  ! 

Authors  differ  extremely  in  their  accounts  of  the  manner  Different 
in  which  this  proje6l  was  difcovered  :  fome  fay,  and  this  very  accounts  of 
probably  was  the  firft  account,  that  a  Portuguefe  fpy  fell  acci-  themanaer 
dentally4nto  company  on  the  frontiers  with  one  of  his  own  '» 'wbicb 
trade  employed  by  the  primate,  whom  he  ftabbed,  and  then  ^^^^  dange^* 
taking  from  him  his  letters,  brought  them  to  Lisbon^  in  con-  ^^^  confpi^ 
fequence  of  which  the  whole  came  out.    The  fecond,  which  ^^^T^  • 
is  more  generally  received,  gives  the  difcovery  to  the  mar- 
quis  of  Ayamonie^  who  commanded  on  the  Spanijh  frontiers^ 
who  was  related  to  the  queen  of  Portugal^  arid  who  was  em- 
barked in  an  intrigue  with  the  duke  of  Medina  Sidoniaj  to 
make  him  king  of  Andalujia.     This  marquis  receiving  letters 
by  the  canal  of  one  Baepa^  a  rich  merchant,  fecretly  a  Jnui 
but  whofe  packets  came  now  under  the  feal  of  the  inquifition, 
with  inilru£Hons  to  forward  them  to  Olivarez :  he  fufpefling 
their  conteilts,  broke  them  open,    and  finding  in  them  the 
whole  plan  of  the  confpiracy,  fent  them  to  king  John.    The 
third,-  and  the  moft  probable  is,  thatthearchbifliopoFiSr^T^^} 
underftanding  that  the  count  of  Vimiofo^  who  was  a  prince  of 
the  blood,  had  been  removed  from  his  command  on  thefron* 
tiers,  tampered  with  him,  and  having  received  fome  encou* 
ragement,  communicated  to  him  the  whole  defign,  with  which 
he  acquainted  the  king.    But  in  whatever  manner  the  difco^ 
very  was  made  it  was  conduded  with  great  addrefs  ;  for  th6 
king  ttx)k  no  notice  of  any  thing  till  the  very  day  preceding 
the  night  in  which  it  was  to  have  been  executed.     This  was 
the  ninth  of  Auguft^  when  the  troops  in  the  adjacent  villages^ 
«nder  colour  of  a  review,  entered  Lisbon  by  break  of  day. 
The  king  delivered  billets,  fealed  up,  in  the  morning  to  ma- 
ny perfons  in  whom  he  could  con^de,  with  inftrudtions  to 
open  them  at  noon,  and  then  to- execute  their  contents  with 
the  utmoft  punftuality.    At  that  very  inftant  the  marquis  de 
YiUa  realy  and  the  archbifhop  of  Braga,  being  fummoned  to 
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council,    were  arrefted   in   the   king's   anti-chamher,  de' 
duke  de  Caminha  was  feized  in  the  great  fquare,  and  in  tb 
fpace  of  an  hour  forty-feven  of  me  principal  confpinliOB 
were  apprehended  in  virtue  of  the  kill's  billets  y  and  at  tk 
time  the  bufinefs  was  divulged  to  the  people,  alt  i^inft  whoa 
the  court  intended  to  proceed  were  in  adual  cuflody  <•    Bf 
thefe  precautions  the  public  fecurity  was  thorcnighly  provided 
for,  and  alfo  proper  evidence  forniibedto  fatisfy  public  iih 
quiry. 
Marnier  of     The  king  fummoned  a  council  toconfider  whatfbocddlf 
their  pu^   ^^^^  ^vith  thofe  who  were  embarked  in  this  treafen.

\  -j^^^   and  this,  notwithftanding  the  ingratitude  of  the  action,,  m 
%n£*strea-  J^cightcned  by  his  being  &ft  privy-counfellor  appointied  by  4c 
/Jy^  and  ^^^Z  ^^^^^  ^*^  acceiBon.    But  the  council  were  clearly  aol 
foreign  a!-  unanimoufly  of  another  mind ;  in  confequence  of  which  tk 
liances.       confpirators  were  remitted  to  the  ordinaiy  courts  of  juftkt 
The  king  did  not  think  fit  to  difdofe  the  evid^ice  thatva 
in  his  own  pofieffion }  and  therefor^  Ba0fa  ws^  put  to  the  radi» 
who  confeifed  the  whole.    The  niarquia  of  Villa-red  vk 
his  fon,  the  archbi£bop  of  Broga  and  the  iaquifitor,  ccHifefiIbi 
without  being  expofed  to  the^  torture.     The  two  former,  tog^ 
Aer  with  the  count  de  Armamar^  and  Augufiine  Mamul^  w» 
beheaded  on  the  twenty-ninth  of  Auguft.     PedrB  Baefa^  ^ 
fecretary  of  the  archbifliop  of  Braga,  and  four  otheis,  woi 
hanged.     The  archbiihop  himfelf,  and  the  inquifitor,  wm 
condemned  to  perpetual  imprifonmeat  1  in  whidi  the  bma 
died,  but  the  latter  after  fome  time  w^  fet  at  liberty  K    All 
their  eftates  Were  copfifcated,  and  funiiOied  a  very  large  dsi 
jfeafonable  fudd  for  the  war.    The  arcbbifiiap  of  Liskm,  wbi 
thought  nothing  ought  to  be  denied  him,  iiiterpofed  in  fawwr 
of  one  of  his  friendsi  and  asked  the  quem  in  pre^  fiioflf

executions  were  over,  the  king  declared  the  reft  of  the  prifo- 
liers  innocent,  and  caufed  them  to  be  difidiarged ;  fo  tb^lie 
had  nothing  to  fear  from  their  defpair.   It  was  not  in  thistn^ 
ftance  only,  but  itt  many  others,  that  providence  vifibly  fa- 
voured this  wonderful  revolution.

y  a  prifoner,  he  fet  her  at  liberty  without  exchange  or  ranibm  *  ; 
,  which  had  indeed  a  very  good  effe£^,  though  ic  did  not  hap* 
pen  immediately,  iince,  as  we  have  (hewn  elfewhere,  this 
princeis  bad  no  inconfideraUe  0)are  in  bringing  about  the 
fall  of  the  king'<s  implacable  enemy,  the  conde  dulce  de  OB- 
vare%.

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Son  to  be  arreftcd,  and  his  papers  to  be  examined,  to  fee  if 
•he  had  been  acquainted  with  the  confpiracy.  Nothing  of 
tha(  kind  was  difcovered,  only  thefe  blank  papers  were  found. 
OJharez  kept  them  in  his  hands,  till,  finding  the  mifchief 
.Luctna  did  to  the  Spanijb  affairs,  he  ponfuTted  the  mar^ 
^v\^  oi  Montahan^  and  his  brother,  iiXhtTjeronymo  Mafca-^ 
regnas^  both  Portuguefey  whether  he  fliould  endeavour  to  make 
Lucena  a  friend  by  an  ad  of  generofity,  or  deftroy  him  as  an^* 
irreconcileable  and  dangerous  enemy.  The  prieft  recom*. 
mended  the  former,  the  marquis  advifed  the  latter  method, 
.which  being  moft  agreeable  to  Olivanz^s  nature,  he  approved. 
He  had  a  Pcrtuguye  gentleman  in  his  pay  at  Lisbon^  who 
ierved  him  for  a  fpy,  and  gave  him  good  intelligence  of  the 
meafures  and  refolutions  of  the.  king*s  council,  which  he  dif- 
covered  by  his  money  or  fagacity.  This  man  was  fufpeAed 
by  Lucena^  and  from  the  fecretary's  looks,  and  fome  marks 
of  his  difpleafure,  began  to  dread  the  worft,  and  to  think  of 
flying  into  Spain  for  refuge.  Olivdre%y  to  provide  for  his 
friend's  fafety,  and  tSt&  his  enemy's  ruin,  fent  him  the 
blank  papers  figned  by  Lucena^  ordering  him  whenever  he 
fent  his  advices  to  him  in  the  ufual  private  method,  to  fend 
alio  at  the  fame  time,  in  a  more  public  way,  thofe  very  ad- 
vices in  the  blanks  with  Lucena!s  name.  Thefe  laft  were  in- 
tercepted ;  and  the  king,  ftrangely  furprized,  obferved  care- 
fully the  air,  manner,  and  conducSl  of  Lucena^  but  found  no 
grounds  for  fufpicton.  Not  knowing  of^imfelf  what  to  think, 
he  confulted  fome  about  him  on  the  fubje£l,  who,  envious 
of  LtUina's  credit  and  power,  advifed  his  arreA  and  puniOi- 
ment.  As  foon  as  Lucena  was  feized,  Olharez's  fpy  fent 
others  of  the  blanks  with  further  fecret  advices,  being  chiefly 
copies  of  letters  and  inftru6^ions  to  ambaiTadors  abroad,  which 
he  had  got  from  the  clerks  that  copied  them,  and  took  care 
at  the  fame  time  to  have  forged  letters  in  Olivarez's  name, 
wrote  as  it  were  in  anfwer  to  former  advices,  and  relating  to 
fecrets  formerly  difcovered  to  be  fent  from  Cq/hle;  and  thefe 
were  likewife  intercepted.  Lucena  was  furprized  at  the 
.  charge,  and  at  feeing  his  name  put  to  letters  he  had  never 
wrote  or  di^^ated.  The  thing  admitted  of  no  defence  but 
a  denial  of  the  fad,  which  he  did  with  great  indignation, 
.  and  without  any  fign  of  fear.  He  owned  it  was  like  his  hand  ; 
but  at  the  fame  time.aflerted  he  had  never  wrote  or  given  or- 
ders for  any  fuch  letters,  or  had  ever  held  any  correfpondence 
.  with  Olivarez ;  and  infifted  that  there  was  fome  fraud  in  this 
matter,^  which  the  judges  ought  with  impartiality  to  examine, 
and  by  a  due  comparifon  of  circumftances  difcover.  His 
hurry  of  buiinefs  had  made  hiia  forget  the  blanks  he  had  given  ' 

his 
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bis  fon,  and  he  really  thought  his  name  had  been  couhter- 

A.  D.     feiced.     Judges,  though  otherwife  regular  and  juft  in  thesr 

1643.     proceedings,  feldom  mind  what  criminals  aUedge  for  them- 

felves ;    and  feeing  what  feemed  to  bie  proofs  on  one  fide, 

and  encountered  only  by  denial  without  evidence  on  the  o^r, 

condemned  him,  and  he  was  prefently  after  too  haftily  executed, 

protefling  his  innocence  to  the  very  moment  of  his  execution, 

4  which  happened  a  fortnight  or  three  weeks  before  Olivare^s 

difgrace.      The  truth  was  foon  known  by  that  minifterV 

triumph  on  the  occafion,  and  by  the  declaration  of  the  miir- 

quis  of  Mcntahans  fons,  but  there  was  no  calling  Lutena  to 

life.     Thus  the  king  of  P^rTogw/ loft  the  fervice  of  the  moft 

capable,  induftri6us,  and  afifedionate  minifter  he  had  in  his 

fervice  ^ !  ^ 

The  forces  of  Portugal^  in  the  province  oiEJtramaduri^ 
were  commanded  by  Don  Matthias  Albuqiurque^  and  coniifted 
fought^  and  oi  fix  thou&nd  foot  and  eleven  hundred  horfe,  with  which 
'viBofy  he  made  an  irruption  into  the  Spanijh  province  of  the  fame 
gained  by  name  ;  but  was  quickly  met  by  the  Spanijh  army,  which  con- 
fided of  fix  thoufand  foot,  and  two  thoufand  fix- hundred 
horfe ;  upon  which  a  battle  enfued,  and  the  Spaniards  havii^ 
the  advantage  in  the  beginning,  pwfued  it  with  fuch  impe- 
tuofity,  that  Jlbuquerque  perceiving  their  foot  uncovered,  at- 
tacked them  with  fuch  fury  diat  they  were  qdckly  rouui^ 
with  di6  lofi  of  .between  two  and  three  thoufand  men.  An 
adion  great  in  itfclf,  but  of  prodigious  confequence  at  this 
jun£lure ;  and  therefore  the  king  rewarded  his  general  With 
a  penfion  of  four  thoufand  crowns,  and  the  title  of  AUgrettt, 
The  Spaniards^' to  repair  this,  had  recoiirfe  to  their  old  expe- 
ilient,  and  found  ways  and  means  to  raife  firong  fuipiciohs  of 
treachery  in  regard  to  Don  Ge&rgt  de  Mafcarenhas^  count  of 
Monte- Albano^  one  of  the  privy>counctl,  and  who  had  other 
confiderable  employments ;  whom  the  king  caufed  to  be  ar- 
refted  and  fent  prifoner  to  the  caille  of  BeUtm^  but  without 
any  circumftances  of  refentment  or  difgrace.  Upon  a  ftt\& 
enquiry  the  truth  appeared,  and  the  king,  by  a  letter  to  the 
ftates,  declared  him  perfediy  innocent,  and  reftored  him  to 
A.  D.  bis  honours  and  employments*.  About  this  time  died  the 
1644.  archbiibop  of  Braga^  who,  from  the  time  of  his  condem- 
nation, had  behaved  with  great  decency  and  humility:  when 
he  found  himfelf  near  his  end,  he  fent  to  defire  the  king's 
pardon,  and  direSed  that  his  body  (hould  be  buried  on  the 
outfide  of  fome  pari&-cfaurch,  without  monument,  or  infcrip- 
tion,  oblivion  being,  in  his  opinion,  the  heft  that  couJd  be^ 
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fal  a  traitor  ^  Thus  all  things  went  to  the  king's  fatisfac- 
tion,  except  in  the  Indies^  where,  under  various  pretences, 
the  Dutch  kept  the  war  alive,  and  continued  to  pufii  their 
advantages,  notwithftanding  all  the  expoftulations  of  the  P^- 
iuguife  in  AJia  and  in  Eur^, 

z    The  next  year  did  not  produce  any  thing  extraordinary,  if  j  harBa"  « 
we  except  the  attempt  made  by  the  Spanijh  ambaflador  to  af-  rous  con- 
faiSnate  the  agent  fent  by  the  clergy  of  Portugal  to  Rome ;  /piracy 
:whicb  P<^  Imoceat  fo  far  refented  as  to  order  the  Spaniard  to  againfi  tbt 
kave  Rome  immediatdy " :   and  was  fo  gracious  as  to  offer  to  ^^^gy  ^fi 
aamebifliops  mPortt^alf  and  tocaufe  them  to  be  confecrated  by  ^fj^^^^' 
.bis  own  authority  »  wWch  the  king  with  great  fpirit  rfejefted,  ^v  ^^ 
and  declared,  that  he  would, own  no  biihop  who  did  not  own  ^^^'^* 
him,  and  who  were  not  named  by  him.     In  France  the  queen     a  ^  j^ 
Jowager  propofed  to  the  count  de  Fidegulroy  that  king  Philip     x^ac]^ 
fiiould  give  his  matter  the  kingdom  of  Sicily^  in  fatisfa£tion 
joi^  his  pretentions.    The  count  anfwered,  that  fuch  a  propo- 
^lition  might  amufe  children ;  but  the  king  of  Portugal  would 
^continue  king  of  Portugal  till  God  (hould  be  pleafed  to  take 
}itm  to  a  better  kingdom  ''-     The  war  now  began  to  languifli    ^-  ^' 
jon  both  fides,  chiefly  for  wanX  of  money,  at  kaft  in  appear*     *^+^' 
^ance ;  but  in  reality  both  fides  were  weary  of  feeing  their 
[^forces  deflroyed,  and  their  countries  ruined  to  no  purpo^ ;  and 
what  added  to  the  trouble  of  king  ^iwiw,  there  was,  general- 
ly fpeaking,  fiich  mifunderftandings  amongft  his  chief  officers, 
that  he  ran  far  greater  risks  from  their  quarrels  than  from  the 
forces  of  the  Spaniards  :  the  latter  had  once  more  recourfe  to 
their  old  intrigues  of  both  forts,  in  hopes  that  one  would  fup« 
port  the  other  ;    that  is,  they  managed  a  falfe  and  a  true  plot 
at  the  fame  time*    The  former  confifted  in  fpreading  new  ca* 
lumnies  of  the  count  de  Monte- Jlbano^  who  was  thereupon    ; 
arretted  a  fecond  thne  ;  and  the  view  was  to  hinder  any  at- 
tention from,  being  paid  to  informations  relative  to  the- fe- 
cond.    They  had  corrupted  one  Dominic  Leyte^  a  native  of 
Lisboni  a  man  of  mean  birth,  and  of  the  moft  corrupt  morals^ 
who  und^took  to  (boot  the  king  as  he  palled  in  folemri  pro* 
ce^on  through  the  ftreet  on  the  (czfi  of  Corpus  Chrijli^    In 
order  to  this  he  hired  feveral  houfes  in  the  Turner* s-Jlreet^  and 
made  loop-holes,  where  muskets  were  placed ;  fo  that  jf  oq9 
jnilTed  another  might  be  inftantly  fired.    This  Domiruc  brought 
with  him  from  Madrid  a  countryman  of  his,  one  Manuel 
Rocco^  whom  he  appointed  to  w^it  for  him  at  a  certain  |Jace 
whh  horfes,  making  -him  believe  that  he  was  jealous  of  his

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wife,  and  that  he  meant  to  facrifice  her  in  the  midft  of  her 
gallants.  The  interpofition  of  providence  prevented  the  exe- 
cution of  this  black  defign^  for  though  every  thing  fell  out 
^s  he  expefted,  yet  at  the  fight  of  the  king  the  heart  of  the 
aflaflin  failed  him ;  notwithftaniding  which  he  went  to  his 
companion,  and  taking,  horfe  with  him  returned  to  Madrid, 
There  frefli  fupplies,  and  higher  promifes,  engaged  him  to 
renew  the  attempt ;  which,  as  they  went  back  to  Portugal, 
he  communicated  to  Rocco^  who  commended  his  contrivance, 
admired  his  courage,  and  applauded  the  undertaking  :  but, 
entering  JL/jio«  an  hour. before  him,  difcovcred  all  he  knew  to 
the  government ;  upon  which  Dominic  Leyte  was  arretted, 
convided,  and  executed,  acknowledging  his  crime,  and  pro* 
feffing  his  penitence  *. 

T^£  king  thbught  it  now  Hme  to  form  the  houfhold  of 
his  fon  Don  Theodofius^  a  prince  of  admirable  endowments, 
who,  to  his  father's  affability  and  gcnerofity,  joined  his  mo- 
ther's  penetration  and  vivacity.  He  was  not  more  beloved  by 
his  parents  than  by  their  fubjeds,  who  Ailed  him  the  delight 
of  Portugal^  and  he  knew  fo  well  how  to  fuflain  this  high 
reputation,  that  by  degrees  a  powerful  party  was  formed  in 
Spain  in  his  favour  from  the  very  fame  of  his  good  qualities. 
This  domeftic  happincfs  ferved,  in  fome  meafure  to  confolo 
the  king  for  the  lofs  of  his  brother  the  infant  Don  Duarte^ 
who  after  a  long  confinement,  in  which  he  was  cruelly,  as  well 
as  unjuftly  treated,  and  which  he  fuftained  with  all  poffible  cou- 
rage and  magnanimity,  expired  in  the  citadel  of  Aiilan^  iht 
Spaniards  fny  of  grief,  the  Portuguefi  of  poifon,  but  as  the 
phyficians  reported,  of  a  peflilential  difeafe.  The  king,  his  bro- 
ther, had  practifed  every  method  that  could  be  devifed  for 
obtaining  his  liberty,  and  expended  vaft  fums  of  money  for 
that  purpofe  :  but  without  efie£^ ;  for  the  Spaniards  knowing 
that  the  prince,  was  an  excellent  officer,  that  h€l  was  pafiionate- 
ly  fond  of  his  brother,  and  that  his  prefence  would  put  an  end 
to  the  difputes  amongft  the  Portuguefi  generals,  Were  deter- 
mined to  keep  him  faftJ"  (A).      The  count  de  Fideguiroy

At  length  he  was 
imprifoned,  or  rather  immured 
in  the  cafile^of  M/'/a^ry.and  there 
perfecuted  withou*  reIa;cation. 
After  he  had  been  there  a  long 
time,  and  had  been  obliged  to 
change  his  confeflbr.  as  often  as 
they  thought  fit,  the  lieute- 
nant of  thatfortrefs  fcandaloufly 
depofed,  that  in  a  fit  of  paflidn 
he  had  heard  him  fay  he  h^d 
committed  no  crime,  and  that 
he  fufFered  for  his  king,  his 
brother,  and  his  country :  upon 
this,  and  on  the  teftiraony  .of 
fome  Spanijh  foldiers,  who .  had 
heard  him  drink  his  brother's 
health,  three  Spanijh  commiflio- 
ners  declared  him  guilty  of  high  • 
treafbn.  He  appealed,  how* 
ever,  from  this  fentence,  as 
given  by  incompetent  judges ;

went  or  was  fent  to  profiecute  bis 
complaint  at  the  higheft  tribu- 
nal, dying  after  eight  years  clofe 
confinement,  in  the  forty.- fourth 
year  of  his  age  (3).

in  his  mafter*s  name  that  it  ihould  be  reftored  to  them  ;  at  the 
fame  time  he  wrote  to  king  Johny  **  Save  your  honour,  fir,  bf 
**  difavowing  me,  facriiice  my  head,  biit  do  not  facrifice  that 
**  place.**  After  this,  finding  fome  attempts  made  to  corrupt 
his  fecretary  to  difcover  the  inftrudions  be  received  frornP^'* 
ftigal^  he  ordered  him  to  take  as  much  money  as  he  couU, 
and  the  king  having  confided  to  him  fome  olanks  with  bis 
name  fubfcribed,  he  filled  them  up  with  fuch  inftrufiions  ai 
be  thought  moft  fit  for  the  Dutch  ftatefmen  to  fee.

his  meafures  ;   but  nothing  could  ever  bring  him  to  alter  or 
to  explain  them.     He  fr)und  the  charges  of  an  offeniive  wai 
too  heavy  for  the  kingdom  :    he  perceived  that  his  cavaiiy 
were  inferior  to  the  CaJIHians^  and  that  it  required  (bme  iva& 
to  remedy  this  defeat :    he  might  have  had  .money  from  the 
ftates  upon  the  lead  intimation  ;   but  never  was  any  monarch 
more   greedy  than  he  was  modeft  in  this  particular  :  he 
found  a  pretence  for  felling  fome  of  his  own  land,  and  witk 
the  money  purchafed  horfes  :    he  perceived  that  juftice  wis 
very  much  decayed  ;  and  that  the  magiftrates  of  towns  made 
no  fcruple  of  diverting  the  revenue  ariftng  from  them  iota 
their  own  pockets  :    he  redrefled  thefe  grievances  efledually: 
he  heard  that  many  of  the  governors  on  the  frontiers  were 
arbitrary  and  avaricious  :    he  ient  for  ffeveral  of  them  out  of 
different  provinces,   and  cafhiered  them  at  once,    rejedioe 
all  applications  and  fubmilHons.     Some  time  after  he  fent  for 
and  told  them,  '^  It  was  for  your  faults  I  broke  you  ;  and  asl 
**  remember  your  paft  fcrvices,  you  arc  reftored.**  But^the  grc« 
fecret  of  his  government  was  his  correfpondence  in  Spdiu 
,  He  faw  how  hard  'they  were  puflied  by  the  French  and  Cm* 
Jans :   he  knew  the  king's  obftinate  temper,  and  the  maxios 
on  which  he  governed,  and  therefore  would  take  no  adran-i 
tage  of  him  in  his  diftrefs,  that  he  might  not  roufe  him  tot{ 
irefolution  of  fliaking  off  his  diftrefles,  by  making  peace  widi 
his  numerous  enemies,  and  turning  his  whole  force  up« 
PortugqL    His  views^  therefore,  were  to  divert  this  as  long  » 
poflible,  and  to  be  provided  s^ainft  it  when  it  could  be  no 
longer  diverted ;    a  fcheme  of  policy  prudent  in  itfelf,  but 
not  to  be  divulged  either  to  a  warm  youth,  or  to  all  who  had 
A'  ^*     a  feat  in  his  council.     But  the  prince,   not  comprehendiif 
^^S^'     this,  iand  mdnified  with  his  father's  behaviour,  fell  into  a 
lingering  difeafe,    which    filled    the  whole  kingdom  wiA 
forrow  s. 
If  he  death      In  the  fpring  of  the  enfuing  year  the  prince's  health  grew 
tC^>r»f     fo  bad,  that  he  was  by  degrees  obliged  to  kefep  his  bed.    rob-l 
Z>^»  The-  jj^  prayers  were  made  for  his  recovery,  but  in  vain;  foroa! 
odofius,      jjjg  fifteeenth  of  May  he  expired,  when  he  was  but  jufl  cp-l 
Int  ^and'  ^^^^^  '"'^  ^^  twentieth  year  of  his  age.     The  king  loft  alib| 
the  delipht  ^^^  ^^^^^  daughter,  the  infant  Donna  Joanna ;  but  3iefe  nw- 
^Portii-    ^^turies,  and  his  own  infirmities,  he  bore  with  great  forti- 
g^^  tude  \    The  ftates  being  affembled,  gave  him  a  tenth  of  eve- 

ry man's  eftate ;   promil^  him  a  fourth  in  cafe  the  Spaniari 

s  Aless  Bramdano,  lb  Cljsde.        ^  Luiz  deMenbses. 
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befieged  any  town  of  note ;  and  refolved  that  the  king  might 
take  wh^t  he  pleafed  if  they  invaded  his  dominions  with  an 
arriiy.  THe  king  thanked  them,  but  told  them  he  hoped  he 
(hould  take  nothing,  arid  he  was  as  good  as  his  word  ^  All 
this  time  the  war  of  excurfion  wa^  going  on,  with  various 
fuccefs  on  both  fides  ;  but  the  Portuguefe  troops  were  forming, 
part  of  the  militia  entering  every  year  intb  the  field,  and 
another  part  into  the  garrifotis,  where  they  were  mixed  with 
invalids,  that  the  vigour  of  one  might  be  direSed  by  the 
skill  and  diligence  of  the  other.  The  German^  French^  and  -A.  D. 
Dutch  officers  formed  the  cavalry ;  fo  that  they  becariie  daily  ^^S3- 
better  than  they  had  been,  lefs  afraid  of  artillery,  arid  infi* 
nitely  more  capable  of  changing  their  difpofitio'n,  or  rallying, 
as  occafioned  required,  to  the  great  furprize  of  the  Spaniards^ 
who  had  beheld  tKem  before  with  a  fort  of  contempt,  which 
piqued  a  nation,  naturally  brave,  and  very  fufceptible  of 
offence. 

Amongst  other  perfons  ^Hom  tfce  king  cmptoyed  as  fpies  ShnUfuf^^ 
in  Spainy  there  was  one  (ither  Jfitonio  de  Andrada^  whore-  dons  of 
ported  at  his  return  that  Don  Sebajiian  de  Menefes^  and  his  nenjo  plotf 
brother  Don  Z>/V^tf,  an  ecclefiaflic,  had  a  treafonable  corref-  andtrdelU^ 
pondence  with  his  catholic  majefty's  niinifiers ;   upon  vvhich  Z^'^  S^. 
they  were  both  feized.    As  Don  Sebaflidn  was  a  man  of  great  ^^^^  Spaar* 
learning  aind  probity,  his  misfortune  occafioned  a  general  mur-  p  ^ '"  . 
mur,  more  efpecially  as  Andrada  had  been  his  doriieftic,  or  ^^^"S^* 
I    at  l^aft  his  creature  ;  but  the  king  thought  there  viraS  no  harni 
;    in  being  fafe'^;     He  had  been  obliged  to  fend  an  ambafiador 
mto  England^  who  returned  this  year,  but  very  difconfolate, 
i    though  he  bad  (iicceeded  in  his  comiiiiftion ;  for  Cromwm 
caufed  his  brother,  Don  Pantaleon  Sdoy  to  be  executed '  on 
Tower-HiU^  for  ^  riot  arid  murther  in  the  New  Exchange^ 
which  he  looked  upon  aS  a  breach  of  the  law  of  nations,  ai 
if  that  had  been  fuperiot  to  the  divine  law,  which  required 
that  murther  (hould  be  expiated  by  the  blood  of  the  ofleri'- 
dcr.    The  Dutch  were  this  year  driven  out  of  Brazil"^^  and     ^  jj^ 
the  Portuguefe  out  of  the  ifland  of  Ceylon  *>,  which  was  6hiefly      ,6r  / 
'    owing  to  the  contempt  of  the  king's  authority  in  the  Eaji  In- 
\  'dies,  Which  he  bore  With  his  accuffomed  calmnefs  ^  but  would

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certainly  have  puniflied  it  if  he  had  lived.     The  lung  being 
informed  that  his  cavalry  Was  dow  grown  numerous,  recalled 
the  orders  that  he  had  given  for  fufpending  hoftilides ;   and 
the  incurfions  that  followed  were  fo  much  tii  favour  of  hii 
fubjedls,  that  the  people  began  to  dlfcern  the  r^^tude  of  the 
king's  politics,  and  acknowledged  that  what  they  took  to  be 
indolence  was  highly  advantageous  to  the  ftate.     Xheir  prailb 
afieded  him  as  little  as  their  cenfures :  he  was  content  widi 
the  applaufe  of  his  own  heart ;    and  continuec^  to   purfue  die 
public  good  with  great  conftancy,  and  without  the  leaft  often- 
tation  ;  but  his  health  daily  declining,  filled  the  whole  natioo 
with  apprehenfionSy  more  efpecially  when  they  iavir  the  queen 
introduced  into  the  council,  whicn  they  attiimited  to  its  tntf 
motive,  his  majefty'3  feeling  himfelf  drawtcrwards  his  end. 
When  the        ^^  ^^  opening  of  the  fpring  the  king  fcnt  Ms  ordeis  to 
kififf^s  ends  ^^  general*  and  governors  on  the  frontiers  to  sJter  their  con- 
njJre  an-  ^^^^  ^"^  to  make  incurfions  into  the  Spanijh  territories f 
/nKeredhy  which,  however,  was  but  indifferently  obeyed,  for  though 
adefenji've  the  mob  at  Lisbon  were  extremely  fond  of  military  exploits 
nvoTy  he    that  furniflied  them  with  news ;   yet  the  inhabitants  near  die 
changes  his  frontiers,  who  began  to  tafte  the  fweets  of  peace,  and  were 
meafwres.    become  infinitely  eafier  in  their  circumftances  than  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  reign,  were  far  from  being  difpofed  to  roo 
the  risl^  of  renewing  hoftilities.     This  change  of  orders  way 
not  owing  to  any  inconflancy  in  the  king's  temper,  or  to  hb 
giving  way  to  popular  clamour.    It  was,  on  the  contrary,  the 
efFeds.  of  the  fame  refined  policy  which  had  been  io  lor^ 
confpicuous  in  his  condud.     The  court  of  France  fed  him 
with  hopes  of  confiderable  fupplies,  as  well  as  of  continuing 
the  war ;   but  at  the  fame  time  expoftulated  very  warmly  his 
inactivity  againft  the  common  enemy.     It  was  therefore  tD 
filence  thefe  complaints  that  the  king  iiTued  fuch  orders ;  and 
it  was  from  his  own  great  humanity,  and  finccre  tenderaefi 
for  his  fubje^,  that  though  he  repeated  them,  he  manifefted 
no  difpleafure  at  the  dilatorinefs  with  which  they  were  car- 
ried into  execution  ®.     At  this  junfture  died  Pope  Innocent  die 
tenth  ;    upon  whom  all  the  intreaties  of  the  Portuguejc  and 
French  clergy  cbuld  make  no  impreffion,  or  procure  the  \cA 
relaxation  of  that  feverinr  he  had  exprefifed  in  favour  of  the 
houfe  of  Aujiria.     His  iucceflbr,  Alexander  the  feventh,  af- 
ft&ti  to  appear  a  pontiff  of  a  very  different  charader  :    he 
declared  cardinal  Urjins  protedor  of  the  Pcrtugueje  nation, 
and  gave  the  king  hopes,  not  to  fay  affurances,  of  feeing  him- 
felf reconciled  to  the  fee  of  Rome  before  his  d^ath  p.    In  Ei^

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iand  things  went  intirely  to  the  king's  fatisfafUbo,  not  i&nly.    a.  D1 
as. the  peajcc  continued  to  be  cxadlly  obfervcd  i  between  the      i6^^* 
^  two  nations ;    but  as  the  war  with  the  Dutch  proved  a  very 
feafonable  diveriion  in  favour  of  his  fubjeds,  and  feciired  to 
them  the  important  fettlementof  w&r/72u7,  which  with  fo  much 
hazard  and  difficulty  they  had  recovered. 

THiE  fame  orders  were  iflucd  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  7'^^  «^. 
year,  for  the  fame  reafons,  and  h^d  pretty  near  the  fame  ef-  rousand 
itSt.    Don  Prancifio  de  Sou/a  Coutigw  left  Paris  to  repair  to  chriJHan 
Romey  where  he  was  acknowledged  as  ambaflfador  frorai  the  tieatb  tf 
crown  of  Portugal  treated  with  great  civility  and  refpeft,  but  John  IV. 
could  not  obtain  an  audience  from  the  Pope^  and  found  him-  fimamed 
fclf  embarraffed  by  all  the  artful  delays  vj^hich  conftitute  the  the  Fortut 
very  eflence  of  Italian  politics.    Antonio  Rapofi  had  better  fuc-  ^^^^*        * 
ccfs  at  the  Hague.     The  conqueft  of  Ceylon  had  put  the  ftates 
into  better  temper^'  and  difpofed  them  to  forget  the  expulfion 
of  their  fubjcSs  from  BraziL    This  minifter  was  not  a  man 
of  great  family  or  fortune  ;    and  the  archduke  Zr<7^^/rf)  who 
then  governed  the  Low  Countries,   ccJhceived  he  might  be 
tempted  by  great  ofFers  to  betray  the  fccrets  of  his  matter. 
Rapofo  did  not  difcover  any  diftafte  oh  the   firft  overtures, 
which  encouraged  the  archduke  to  writ^  him  a  letter  full  of 
magnificent  pron^ifes,  which  the  Portuguefe  minifter  imme^ 
diately  tranfmitted  to  his  mafter,  as  a  convincing  proof  of  his 
.  own  integrity,  and  of  the  mean  unprincely  arts  of  his  ene- 
mies '.      This  monarch's  health,  which  had  been  failing  for 
feveral  years,  though  he  concealed  it  all  he  could,  and  con- 
tinued to  hunt  as  often  as  the  weather  would  permit,  funk  all 
at  once  in  the  autumn.     Hi^  ftomach,  which  had  an  unna- 
tural craving,  loft  all  power  of  digeftion :    his  phyficians  were 
at  a  lofs  about  the  nature  of  his  diftemper ;    but  they  very 
foon  perceived,  from  the  great  decay  of  his  ftrength,  that  his 
departure  was  at  hand.  .  He  received  this  news  with  the  fame 
fteady  calmnefs  which  had  ever  diftinguifhed  his  Charader. 
He  apiplied  himfelf  with  great  piety  to  make  his  pelice  with 
bis  Creator.  He  embraced  his  children  with  much  tendernefii ; 
gave  the  queen  ample  inftmdHons  as  to  her  conduft  in  the 
regency ;  admoniftied  his  minifters  and  generals  to  be  faithful 
to  their  country,  and  to  his  family  5    fcnt  for  fome  of  the  no- 
bility of  the  firft  rank,  whom  he  had  imprifoned  for  quarrels 
amongft  themfelves,  and  caufed  them  to  be  reconciled  in  his 
prefence.     In  fine,  he  breathed  his  laft  with  all  the  conftancy     A.  D. 
of  a  chriftian  hero,  on  the  fixth  of  Novemher^  in  the  fifty-      1656.

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third  year  of  his  age,  having  borne  the  title  of  duke  of  Barcehs 
twenty-fix,  oi  ^raganfa  ten,  and  worn  the  crown  of  Portu- 
gal fixteen  years,  abating  a  month.  He  was  juftly  filled  th 
Fortunate ;  and  might  with  equal  propriety  have  been  named 
the  Beneficent^  ox  the  GW»  (B).  His  corpfe,  by  his  own  di- 
ledlions,  was  interred  in  the  church  of  St^  Vincent.

(B)  This  prince  was  born  at 
ViUa-^iciofa^  on  March  the  thir- 
teenth, 1605.  In  1630  he  fuc- 
ceed  his  father  in  the  title  of 
Bragan^a,  About  three  years  af- 
ter he  efpou&d  'Donn^.  Louifa  de 
Guzman^  the  eldeil  daughter  of 
Don  Juan  Manuel  Perez,  de  Gust- 
man,  duke  of  Medina  Sidoniaj 
by  whom  he  had  Don  Theodofim^ 
bom  February  the  eighth,  1 634 ; 
Donna  Maria,  bom  September 
the  eighteenth,  1636  ;  and 
Donna  Catalina,  bom  Septem- 
ber the  twenty-fifth,  1638.  His 
two  furviving  fons  were  born  af- 
ter his  acce£ion  to  the  throne  (6). 
In  his  perfon  he  was  middle- 
fized,  and  not  extremely  well 
ihaped ;  his  hair  was  light;  his 
complexion  ruddy ;  his  eyes 
fpaikling  ;  and  upon  the  whole 
there  was  fomething  very  pleaf- 
ing  and  captivating  in  his  coun- 
tenance, and  in  his  deportment. 
He  was  courteous,  and  converf- 
ed  freely  with  the  gentlenen  of 
his  court ;  but  was  very  grave* 
and  referved  towards  the  gran- 
dees. He  did  not  diftinguifh 
himfelf  by  ^  fiery  and  adlive 
courage ;  but  gave,  upon  many 
occafions,  proofs  of  (olid  intre- 
pidity.  He  was  certainly  a  ve- 
ry refined  politician ;  and  this 
to  fuch  a  degree,  that  till  the 
very  decline  of  his  life,  moft  of 


his  fubjedls  thought  him  no  po- 
litician at  all.  He  never  pro- 
moted Dr.  Phtoy  who  managed 
the  whole  affair  of  what  the ?or- 
tugue/e  call  his  acclamation; 
but  he  rewarded  him  to  his  fatis- 
fa^on :  he  never  made  him  ei- 
ther  miniileror  privy-counfellor; 
but  he  did  nothing  without  his 
advice  :  he  was  never  taken 
for  a  favourite  at  court;  and 
yet  he  had  his  matter's  confi- 
dence from  firft  to  laft.  It  is 
difficult  to  fay  whether  the  pru- 
dence of  the  one,  or  the  mode- 
fty  of  the  other,  was  moit  to  be 
admired  (7).  He  was  {o  totallj 
void  of  ambition,  or  at  leaii  of 
a  criminal  ambition,  that  he 
never  formed  any  defigns  againft 
Spain ;'  but,  rejeding  all  projefb 
of  conqueft,  declared  ins  plan 
to  be  keeping  his  own.  This, 
which  [appeared  at  firft  fight 
neither  conformable  to  the  rules 
of  the  cabinet,  nor  to  his  cir- 
camHances,  appeared  in  ife  cos« 
fequences  a  wife  and  well  adapt- 
ed mea&ce.  It  abated  the  edge 
of  the  Spamfi  refeiument,  and 
left  him  at  leifore  to  fettle  his 
domeflic  affairs.  Once  when 
things  went  a  little  amifs  in  the 
province  ofAlentejo,  and  the  in- 
habitants of  Lisbon  appeared  de- 
jefted,  the  king  fuddcnly  pafTcd 
the  Tagus  in  a  fmall  boat;  and

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As  the  death  of  this  monarch  fpread  a  deep  and  general 
confternation  throughout  all  Portugaly  fo  it  might  be  in  fome 

meafure 
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when  thofe  aboat  him  asked  his 
majefty's  intentions,  he  anfwcr- 
cd  calmly,  "  Thofethat  love 
"  me  will  follow  me ;"  and  on 
his  arrival  in  the  anny  it  quickly 
became  fo  numerous,  that  the 
enemy  found  it  prudent  to  re- 
treat (8).  He  had  fo  good  cor- 
reipondence  at  Madrid^  that  he 
was  early  apprized  of  all  their 
defigns ;  of  which  after  blaming 
his  indolence  loudly,  and  riv- 
ing almoft  in  rebellion,  his  fnb- 
jcds  were  fully  convinced  by 
feeing  all  the  preparations  that 
fo  much  alarmed  him,  turned 
another  way.  His  firmnefs  was 
miflaken  for  obftinacy,  and  there 
was  fo  much  fecrefy  in  his  de- 
figns,  that  few  of  them  were 
known  till  after  his  deceafe.  He 
was  blamed  for  his  harlh  ufage 
to  his  fon  Don  Theodojius ;  and 
he  was  fufpeded  to  be  jealous 
of  his  martial  genius.  This 
fufpicion  was  well  founded,  and 
yet  it  was  unjuil ;  the  king  did 
not  care  he  ihould  diltinguiih 
himfelf  againfl'  the  Spamatdst 
and  the  reafon  was,  that  he  had 
a  fecret  treaty  with  fome  of  the 
^pamjb  nobility  for  reuniting 
fortiigci  to  the  Ca/iiUsf  by  pU- 
cing  Don  Theodojius  upon  the 
throne,  and  transferring  the  feat 
of  empire  to  Lis  bony  which  had 
been  once  the  defign  of  Philip 
the  fecond,  an4  would  have 
{}een  attended  with  confequences 
that  we  have  not' room  to  men* 
tioo  (9).  In  refpe£t  to  his  own 
defires  he  was  fo  moderate,  that 
almoin  the  only  (aying  recorded 


of  him  is  this,  '^That  if  a  man  had 
<<  cloaths  it  was  no  great  mat- 
"  ter  of  what  they  were  made ; 
*<  and  that  no  difh  was  bad  of 
<*  which  a  man  could  make  a 
"  good  dinner."      His  giety 
was  of  the  fame  ftamp  with  his 
politics  :    he  had  a  high  refpefb 
for  the  church  ;    but  then  this 
led    him    to  expeft    that    his 
churchmen   fhould    have  fome 
religion.'   He  had  a  high  vene- 
ration for  the  inquiiition,  and 
accepted    of   the    conftications 
they  gave  him;    but  then  the 
goods  of  private  men,   becom- 
ing his  property,  he  thought  it 
became  him  as  a  good  king  to 
grant  them  back  to  their  fami- 
lies.    This  fatisfied  every  body 
but  the  inquifition;  and  there  are 
fome  (Irange  ftories  told  of  their 
refentment;  but  in^  this,  as  in 
other  things,  he  yvas  firm :  he 
judged  for  himfelf ;   and  out  of 
w)uit  he  thought  right  he  could 
not  either  be  frighted  or  perfoad- 
ed  (I ).  His  ditlemper  was  a  ge- 
neral decay,  which  terminated  in 
a  fuppreilion  of  urine.    His  ex- 
hortations on    his    death-bed> 
more  efpecially  to  the  judge  an4 
magiflrates  QiLishon»  had  a  great 
effedt ;   and  many  attributed  to 
them  two  things ;  firfl>  the  ilea* 
dy  afie^ion  they  expreffed  for 
his  family  till   they  diiagreed 
amongft  thet^felves ;  and  next* 
the  authority  which  they  aflumed 
in  refpeA  even  to  the  higheft  af- 
fairs, in  confequence,  as  they  af- 
ferted  of  the  truft  and  confidence 
repcfed  in  them  by  their  king  in

ces  than  this  was.  The  king  t)on  Alonfo  Enriquez^  a  child 
little  more  than  thirteen  years  of  age,  reputed  of  no  very 
found  conftitution  either  m  body  or  mind ;  the  regency  in 
a  woman,  and  that  woman  a  Cqftilian  i  the  nation  involved 
in  a  war,  and  this  refpefting  the  title  to  the  crown ;  the  no- 
bility* fome  of  them  fecrctly  difafFeifted  to  the  reigning  fami- 
ly, and  almoft  all  of  them  embarked  in  feuds  and  contentions 
with  each  other ;  fo  that  the  queen  fcarce  knew  who  to  truft, 
or  how  fhe  (hould  be  obeyed.  The  Spaniards  cxprcffed  a  very 
indecent  kind  of  joy  at  this  event,  as  if  the  deceafe  of  the  king 
muft  have  been  attended  with  the  difTolutton  of  government; 
but  they  had  made  no  preparations,  as  they  might  have  done^ 
to  take  any  immediate  advantage  of  the  furprize  it  occafionedi 
and  the  firmnefs,  vivacity,  and  great  abilities  of  the  queen 
very  foon  changed  the  face  of  aiFairs  in  that  refpefl.  The 
nobility  were  many  of  them  inclined  to  have  treated  her  as  the 


his  laft  moments.  We  may 
form  fome  idea  of  his  difpofi- 
tion  towards,  and  dependance 
npon,  this  commbn  council  of 
Lisbon^  from  a  familiar  inllance. 
It  was  thought  towards  the  mid- 
dle of  his  reign  that  he  fpcnt  a 
little  too  much  of  his  time  in  hunt- 
ing ;  the  judge,  therefore,  threw 
himfelf  in  his  wajr  as  he  was  go- 
ing out  of  the  city;  and,  after 
a  profound  reverence,  took  his 
horfc  by  the  bridle,  and  con- 
dufted  it  back  to  the  palace, 
which  the  king  was  very  far 
from  refenting.  Upon  the  at- 
tachment of  thcfe  people  he  re- 
lied in  his  life-time;  and  to 
their  fidelity  he  conligned  his 
queen  and  children  (2).  The 
conde  Vimiofo  being  killed  in  a 
fray,  and  fome  perfons  of  the 
firi  quality  being  embarked  in 
it,  he  made  them  fcnfible  of  his 
difpleafure,  but  would  not  leave 
them  under  it  at  xhis  deceafe.

Thefe  were  the  conde  de  CafieU 
melhor^  the  conde  de  St.  Lorenpi 
Don  Mtguel  de  Portugal,  the 
conde  de  St.  yuan,  and  HarnanJk 
d*Almada  (3).  As  foon  as  king 
Jobnyfzs  dead,  it. is  pofitively 
afTerted  that  the  inquifition  ac- 
quainted the  queen  regent,  that 
by  reiloring  the  effc6ls  of  per 
fons  condemned  by  their  tnbtt- 
nal,  'he  had  incurred  the  fen- 
tcncc  of  excomniunication ;  from 
which,  however,  they  charitably 
offered  to  abfolve  him  ;  and  ac- 
cordingly in  the  prefence  of  th« 
queen,  her  fons  Don  Antonio  and 
6on  Pedro^  with  other  pcrfoni 
of  high  rank,  they  came,  and 
with  many  folemn  or  rather  ri- 
diculous ceremonies,  abfolved 
the  body  of  their  deceafed  king,* 
not  a  little  pleafed  no  doubt  to 
triumph  over  the  remains  of  hilJl 
dead,  whom,  though  y^y  un- 
willingly, they  had  been  coa- 
ftrained  to  obey  while  living  (4).

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queen  dowager  Katherine  had  been  treated  on  the  acceffldn  of 
Don  Sthaftian  \  but  it  was  not  in  their  power.     She  a{l{K>inted 
Don  Franctfco  de  Faro^  count  of  Odtmira^  of  the  houfe  of 
Braganfdj  governor  of  the  king,  and  one  of  ber  principal  mi- 
nifters  of  ftate  ;    and  (he  made  choice  of  Don  Antonio  Lewis 
it  Menefes^  count  de  CaJlerAtda^  to  be  his  coadjutor.     The 
former  was  a  perfon  advanced  in  years,  poQefTed  of  a  great 
eftate,  reverenced  by  the  nobility,  in  great  credit  with  the 
;  people,  and  entirely  devoted  to  her  interefts,  and  thpfe  of  the 
,  royal  family  :  th^  latter  was  alfo  a  man  in  years,  but  not  at  all 
infirm,  (ingular  in  point  of  talents,  being  equally  capable  of 
prefiding  in  the  cabinet,   or  of  commanding  in  the  field. 
Thefe  miniilers  fometimes  diiFered  with  each  other^  but  with-     A.  D^ 
'  out  prejudice  to  the  queen*s  affairs;    for  as  they  both  meant     4657. 
^  well,  and  as  their  differences  arofe  purely  from  their  finceri- 
:  ty,  they  united  heartily  whenever  others  attempted  to  under- 
mine the  queen's  authority.    The  two  fecretaries,  Pedro  Ve'ira 
and  Gafpar  de  Faria^  were  honeft  and  able  men '. 

The  firfl  flep  of  importance  taken  by  ber  after  (he  was  the  nvar 
cflablifhed  in  the  regency  was  fending  orders  to  the  cqunt  nngoroufy  . 
;  ie  San-Lorenzoy  who  commanded  on  the  frontiers,  to  z(k  of-  carried  on, 
\  fcnfivel;f ;    and  though  he  was  not  fortunate  in  his  attempt,^»^'^' 

*  yet  the  meafure  being  right  in  itfelf  was  attended  with  good  ^^^^^  ^f 
J  cffeifts.    However,  the  duke  de  St.  Germain,  zn  Italian  in  the  ^^y^^ 

.  fen^ice  of  Spain^  and  a  very  good  officer,  entered  Portugal^  gained  by 
\  befieged  and  took  Olruiengay  and  the  little  caftle  of  Moron^  '  //"de" 
J  for  which  the  governdr  of  the  former  was  firfl  iinprifoned,^^^!^^^ 
i  and  then  banifhed  for  life ;   and  the  general,  who  was  cer- 
f  tainly  a  man  of  a  confufed  head,  and  who  wanted  experience, 
?  though  he  had  been  in  great  favour  with  the  queen,  and  had 
*"  a  confiderable  party  at  court,  was  removed ".     He  was  re- 

*  placed  by  yuan  Mendez  de  VafconceUos^  a  popular  man,  and  in 

Ct  favour  with  the  troops.  He  undertook  to  adi  offen- 
/  the  next  campaign,  and  to  befiege  Badajozy  which  he 
\  did ;  but  he  was  obliged  to  raife  it  upon  the  approach  of  Don 
1  Lewis  de  Haro^  with  the  whole  forces  of  Spain^  for  which  he 
i  «iras  arrefled,  and  in  fome  danger  of  being  punifhed  :  but  the 
p  iwldnefs  and  fimplicity  of  his  defence  faved  him.  He  faid, 
\  **  That  he  Undertook  thefiegejn  obedience  to  the  queen's 
r  **  Orders,  and  f9r  the  honour  of  the  nation ,  and  that  he  had 
i  f*  Taifed  it  without  orders  for  the  prefervation  of  the  army : 
j  ^^  ^hat  hefeiew  the  hazard  he  run  when  he  did  it ;  but  that 
r  ^  it  gave  Hlrid  :;p>eafure  to  think  that  at  the  hazard,  or  even 
"  the  lofs,  of  his  reputation  and  life,  the  troops  of  Portugal 

,  *  Li  Ci.iDft«  .      ^^hvixm  Mbneses,  Atzss  Brahdano.; 
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*'  had  been  favcd,  whtcb^  under  a  moi^e  foftUiiate  generah 
*^  had  nowraifed  the  fiege  of  Elvas,  and  forced  theeneinytor 
**  retire  with  ihame,  who  had  entered  in  triumph."    The 
council  of  war  declared  him  innocent,   and  worthy  of  the 
queen's  favour^.     Don  Sancho  Manuel  had  commanded  in 
^*  Q^    ^^^U  ^"^  defended  it  with  equal  fpirit  and  condu3.;    but  it 
'^5^  *    was  the  count  de  Ca/lanbeda  who  raifed  that  Iiege»  and  forced 
the  army  of  Spain  in  their  lines  ;   in  which  he  fhewed  him- 
felf  an  officer  of  a  confummate  judgment,  as  well  as  by  ha- 
zarding nothing  more  when  he  had  performed  the  fervice, 
upon  which  the  very  being  of  the  ftate  depended.    This  me- 
morable a£i:ion  gained  him  deiervedly  great  reputation  ;    but 
it  raifed  alio,  tho'  unjuftly,  much  envy  and  many  enemies. 
Cottnt  de        The  two  next  years  there  pafied  nothing  in  the  field  that 
Sonra  a^i  deferves  a  place ;  -  but  the  reafon  of  thb  was  very  extraordi* 
with  great  nary.     Spain  was  intent  upon  the  war  in  Flanders   and  the 
€onduB       peace  file  was  negociating  with  Frame ;   and  in  Portugal  the 
0mdjpirit   country  was  fairly  exhaufted  :  they  were  unable  to  recruit  the 
at  the  court  zxxny  that  had  gained' the  late  vidory.       In  this  fituation 
^France,  f^^  queen  fent  Don  Juan  Lewis  de  Cofiay  count  of  Soura^  into 
France^  with  the  title  of  ambaflfador  j    a  man  of  much  cou- 
rage and  integrity,  and  whom  (he  had  not  ufed  fo  well  as  hef 
deferved.     He  acle*d  with  great  fpirit,  fpoke  his  mind  in  vciy 
^     plain  terms    to  cardinal  Mazarinej    procured  the  count  ae 
Schomhergy  and  the  earl  of  Inchequin^  to  be  fent  into  Porttigai$ 
and  publffhed  a  manifefto  that  had  like  to  have  revived  the 
troubles  in  France.    The  cardinal  fent  to  defire  he  would  fup- 
prefs  it.   The  count  anfwered^  *<  That  he  had  indeed  printed 
*^  a  large  impreffion,  of  which  there  remained  no  more  than 
*^  eight  in  his  hands,  and  if  it  would  oblige  his  eminence 
^<  he  would  burn  thofe.^'    The*  cardinal  complained  of  this 
to  the  queen  regent,  who  wrote  him  for  anfwer,  '^  That  flie 
*^  was  glad  to' learn  in  fo  authentic  a  manner  that  thecouYit 
^*  de  Soura  had  done  his  duty  '."    He  followed  the  cardinid 
to  \!tit  Pyrenees^  where  he  engaged  the  duke  tXLffrratny  the 
duke  of  62/^,  and  the  duke  ^  2£irr0i«r/,.  in  the  interefts  of 
Portugal '^  \KkX.  Maxerine^  Ko  pleafe  the  Spahiards^  compelled 
A.  D.    them  to  defift  ^.    He  next  communicated  fome  propontions 
1659.     f^om  the  Spanijh  mintfter  to  the  count,  who  rejected  thera 
with  difdain.     Mazarine  told  him  they  might  meet  with  % 
better  reception  at  Lisbdn :  in  which,  however,  he  was  mifta* 
ken  \  for  thefe  terms  being  np  other  than,  that  things  fhould 
be  reftored  to  the  fiate  in  which  they  were  at  the  revolutions

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and  that  the  dukes  oi  Braganca  ihoald  be  hereditary  vice- 
roys, under  the  guaranty  of  France^  the  count  it  Caftanr^ 
bida  asked  the  catrdinal's  agent  if  he  had  any  thing  more  to 
fay  ;  and  upon  his  replying  in  the  negative,  ♦«  We  are  fony, 
"  fir,  added  the  count,  that  you  fliould  make  fo  long  a  iouf- 
^'  ney  to  fay  nothing  J"/*  The  peace  of  the  Pyrenees  produced 
feme  cfFefts  that  were  favourable,  and  fome  that  were  not 
only  difagreeable  but  dangerous  to  Portugal,  We  may  reckon 
among  the  firft,  the  fetting  at  liberty  a  great  number  of  good 
pfficers,  who  willingly  accepted  the  count  de  Soura\  oSerSn 
and  to  the  number  of  fome  hundreds  repaired  on  board  Erig- 
lift)  and  Dutch  fhips  to  Lisbon.  Amongft  the  latter  we  may  ^i^' 
account  the  defertion  of  the  duke  de  Aveyro ;  who,  retiring  *o^. 
out  of  Portugal  into  France^  paflcd  from  thence  into  Spain  ;  as 
well  as  Don  Ferdinand  de  TeUeZy  the  Portuguefe  minifter  at  the 
Haguey  who  a£led  the  like  di(honourable  part,  for  which  he 
wa$  degraded,  declared  infamous,  and  executed  in  effigy  at 
Lisbon^n 

The  Spanijh  minifter  at  Paris  exerted  all  his  influence  to  Count  de 
prevent  the  departure  of  the  officers  who  were  to  accompany  Schom- 
count  Schomberg ;  and  to  procure  a  flat  denial  of  an  audience  of  berg,4X«/ 
jeave  to  the  count  de  Soura.    He  failed  in  both  $  the  vifcount  de  earl  ef    . 
Turenne  interpofed  in  refpe£l  to  the  former,  and  the  king  and  Incheqwiv 
the  cardinal  would  not  hear  of  the  latter:  on  thecontrary^  they  i^  *^itb 
paid  the  count  de  Soura  extraordinary  honours,  and  ftill  more  *"*^  ^JP" 
extraordinary  refpefl.    Both  the  king  and  the  cardinal  made  ^^'^P<*- 
him  large  prefents ;    and  the  latter  told  him,  "  That  how  ^'^S^ 
*'  much  foever  he  had  crofled  his  meafures  as  a  minifter,  he 
**  had  ever  had  the  higheft  efteem  for  his  merit."     The  fa- 
mous cardinal  de  Retz  coming  about  that  time  to  Parii,  Ma^- 
zarine  asked  him  if  he  had  feen  the  ambafiador  of  P^r/^ 
fal\  and   upon  his  telling  him    he  had  not,    "  Go  then, 
''  returned  he,  and  make  him  a  vifit  j  you  great  men  ought 
*'  to  be  acquainted  with  each  other*.'*    Don  Francifco  de 
Meb  in  England^  and  the  count  de  Miranda  in  Holland^  were 
alike  fuccefsful  in  their  negotiations  ;   and  though  the  a<9ions 
of  this  campaign  were  not  very  confiderable,  yet  fuch  as  thgr 
were  they  were  i^very  where  in  favour  of  the  Portuguefe.    It 
was,  however,  apprehended  that  the  war  would  be  carried 
on  for  the  future  at  another  rate,  fince  the  command  of  the 
Caflilian  army  "was  given  to  Don  John  of  Aujlrid\    who,  be- 
fi<lcs  being  the  king's  fon,  was  in  reality  a  perfon  of  great  me-

h  ^^^  S^'  nate  events  that  ever  happened  for  Portugal^  fince  it  immedi- 
rious^vUiO'  ately  procured  them  the  protedlion  of  the  Englifl)  fleets,  rein- 
fyofmori'  forcements  6f  fome  thoufands  of  horfe  and  foot,  bcfides  adding 
telclaros.    j^j^^jj  reputation  to  their  affairs  throughout  Europe^  which 
was  the  reafon  that  the  Spanijh  court  had  oppofed  it  with  fo 
much  heat,  or  rather  paffion.     The  command  of  the  Portu- 
guefe  army  was  given  to  the  marquis  de  Marialva<,  who  waa 
at  this  time  fole  minifter,  by  the  death  of  the  count  de  Mia- 
riaha ;    tut  his  conduct  was  by  no  means  equal  to  what  it 
had  formerly  been,  the  battle  of  Elvas  having  given  him  a 
contempt  for  the  Spaniards^  which  induced  him  to  adt  ra(hly, 
notwithftanding  his  age  and  experience'*.     Hon  John  took 
advantage  of  this,  feized  feveral  places,  infulted  the  Portu- 
guefe  in  their  lines,  out   of  which  the  marquis  would  have 
marched,  in  order  to  give  the  Spaniards  battle,  if  count  Schom- 
berg  had  not  fhewn  the  folly  of  this,  and  if  fome  other  genc- 
^'  ral  officers  had  not  vigoroufly  oppofed  it.    If  we  could  en- 

tirely truft  a  French  hiftorian  %  we  muft  look  upon  all  the 
Portuguefe  generals  as  cyphers,  who  were  only  honoured  with 
titles,  while  the  command  refted  fimply  and  only  with  Schcm-- 
'ierg:  but  in  this  no  doubt  he  was  mifinformed,  fmce  that 
able  officer  found  it  a  great  deal  eafler  to  triumph  over  the 
CqftiUan  courage,  than  over  the  envy  of  i\it  Portuguefe.  The 
next  campaign  the  command  was  given  to  the  king,  or  rather 
to  his  minifter  the  count  de  Cajielmelhor^  to  Don  Sancho  Ma- 
nuely  now  created  count  de  VillaHor^  with  whom  Schomberg 
lived  in  a  good  correfpondence.  uonyohn^  however,  having 
a  numerous  army  carried  all  before  him,  and  at  length  be- 
fieged  the  city  of  Evora^  which  occafioned  a  very  dangerous 
infurreflion  at  Lisbon^  and  orders  to  be  fent  to  VtllaJUr  to  re- 
lieve the  place  at  all  events ;  but  theffi  orders  came  too  late, 
the  place  being  furrendered.  However,  it  produced  a  battle, 
in  which,  chiefly  through  the  skill  of  count  Scbombergy  and 
the  valour  of  the  Englijh  troops,  the  Spanijh  army  was  entirely

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lefcated,  with  the  loft  of  bcWecn  feven  and  eight  tTioufand 
nen»  moft  of  their  artillery  and  baggage,  which  was  one  of 
hie  moft  important  viikories  evef  gained  by  the  Portuguefe* 
\s  the  meafure^  of  the  court  were  far  from  being  fettled  at 
It  this  time,  the  marquis  deVillafior^  after  all  he  had  done,  was 
removed  from  his  command,  and  the  marquis  de  Mariahoa 
>laced  once  more  at  the  head  of  the  army.  He  aftcd  offcn- 
ivcly,  befieged  and  took  VaUntia  di  Alcantara^  and  gaining 
>ther  advantages  againft  count  Marfin^  who  commanded  the 
irmies  of  Sfain^  recovered  that  reputation  which  had  been 
>efor€  upon  the  decline.  He  commanded  the  next  year  again« 
^hen  the  Spaniards^  under  the  command  of  the  marquis  de 
parracena^  entered  Portugal  with  a  greater  arrtiy  than  they 
had  ever  had  before  in  the  courfc  of  the  war.  Carraeena  be- 
(ieged  Villa-viciofa^  the  favourite  feat  of  the  houfe  of  Bragan^ 
fo^  and  one  of  the  moft  beautiful  places  in  the  kingdom. 
The  marquis  de  Marialva  advanced  to  its  relief:  upon  which  A.  D. 
a  battle  enfued,  in  which  the  P&rtuguefe  gained  a  complete  1665. 
vifiory  ^,  which  was  the  fixth  and  laft  in  the  courfe  of  twenty* 
eight  years  war  ;  and  the  vjfible  effeSs  of  the  proteflion  bf 
Providence,  fince  it  was  chiefly  owing  to  unforefeen  accidents, 
to  the  great  abilities  of  $€homberg^  and  other  ftrangers,  and  to 
the  determined  courage  of  the  foreign  troops.  This  victory 
of  Montefilaros  fixed  the  fate  of  the  kingdom,  though  not  of 
the  king  >o( Portugal',  for  at  this  time  the  intrigues  of  the 
court  ran  fo  high,  that  the  moft  intelligent  people  faw  the  king 
would,  fooner  or  later,  be  certainly  depofed.  But  in  order 
to  fet  thefe  affairs  in  a  diftin^  and  proper  light,  it  is  neceffary 
to  enter  into  a  full  detail  of  them,  without  the  intermixture 
of  any  other  fubje£t,  which  was  the  reafon  of  our  going 
briefly  throiigK  the  whole  ftory  of  the  war  before  we  entered 
upon  thefe  domeftic  intrigues,  which  come  therefore  to  be 
next  examined. 

The  king  Don  Alonfo  Enriquez^  having  been  ftruck  with  Cbaretlhr 
a  pal fy  while  an  infant,  was  afterwards,  on  account  of  his  of  Don  A^ 
weak  ftatc  of  health,  treated  with  great  indulgence ;  fo  that  as  fonfoVL 
he  grew  up  his  want  of  parts,  and  the  defe£b  in'his  educa-  *"^  ^" 
^  tion,  were  very  perceptible.    Some  fay,  and  poffibly  it  "**y•^    ^'f^jL 
\t  true^  that  the  queen  his  mother  had  a  much  ftronger  af-  *^^ 
fedion  for  the  infant  Don  Pedroy  and  endeavoured  to  feel  the  ^^^* 
pulfe  of  feme  great  men  about  preferring  him  to  his  elder .

'  brother,  at  the  time  their  fathei;  died ;  but  the  -privy-coaad 
of  Portugal  were  not  at  all  inclined  to  make  a  breach  in  thst 
fucceffion  for  the  fupport  of  which  they^  were  in  arms;  and 
befides,  they  could  noucomprehend  how  anyacould  pronouso, 
with  certainty,  either  as  to  the  impuiflance  or  incapacity  ofJ 
child^.  The  queen  readily  yielded  to  thefe  reaibns,  and  tooktkl 
beft  meafiires  flie  could  to  render  him  worthy  of  that  crmn, 
that  litsVbirth  entitled  him  to  wear.    The  count  ^^Oirm 
found  4t  a  very  difficult  task  to  manage  this  young  prince^ 
who  haicl  no  inclination  to  letters,  and  who  was  prone  odf 
to  thoTe  delights  that  he  faw  employed  the  minds  of  childra 
of  his  pwn  age,  without  coniidering  the  difference  betwa 
their  rank  and  his.     The.  count  de  Odemira  flruggled  irii 
this  a  little  while,  and  even  ventured  to  take  fome  prd| 
ilrong  fteps,  but  he  found  ifwas  to  no  purpofe.     Don  JUal^ 
thoMgh  not  very  (harp  in  other  things,  was  quick  enou^i 
pef driving  that  he  was  a  king  \  and  this  was  fatal  to  him.  Soi 
as  had  an  opportunity  of  approaching  bis  peribn,  compU 
with  every  thing  he  deiire.4,  an4  commended  every  thing  hedii 
Such  as  had  no  depe|k4.^'nce  upon  the  court  declaimed  agaiol 
this  with  the  utmo/l^yehemence ;    and  becaufe  he  was  guikj 
of  fome  childiQi,,:^d  it  may  be,   ill-natured  a^^ions,  (licf 
afcribed  to  him  all  the  foolifh  and  cruel  accidents  that  felloot 
about  Lisi^Vf  which  are  generally  fpeaking  not  a  few.  k 
fome  things  they  certainly  did  him  wrong  ^  for  they  gave  otf 
that  he  was  ftill  paralytic  on  one  fide,  though  there  appeanf 
no  marks  of  it,  except  the  contradion  of  his  right  hand,  ant 
that  confequently  he  was  feeble  and  inactive  :     whereas  tb^ 
errors  of  which  he  was  really  guilty,  and  which  were  magni- 
fied likewife,  prove  the  dire£l  contrary,  fince  fighting  of  (kg^ 
fcoweririg  the  ftreets,  and  encountering  threemen  alone,  lUD* 
ning  at  a  bull,  and  other  things  of  this,  fort,  were  no  indict* 
tions  either  of  want  of  ftrength  or  of  courage, 
^  Antomo        Amongst  the  companions,  or  rather  amopgft  the  diceflon 
.  andjuun   of  the  king's  follies  and  debauches,  there  were  two  fonsofi 
Contiy  tie  Genoefe  pedlar,  Antonio  and  Juan  Conti^  called  from  the  place 
fins  of  ^     of  his  birth  de  Vintimglia.

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coofidered  this  as  a  proftitution  of  the  order.  Yet  b]^  degree 
the^  began  to  court  this  unwonhy  fisivourite,  and  even  the 
queen-mother  (looped  to  make  ufeofhis  intereft;  hut  Anto^ 
nisj  to  whom  cunning  and  artifice  was  natural,  faw  through 
this,  and  rdblved  to  ftand  upon  his  own  feet.  It  was  with 
this  view  that  he  engaged  die  king  to  difcard  the  old,  and 
bring  the  young  nobility  into  employments ;  and  this  be  did, 
becaufe  he  found  it  no  difficult  matter  to  gain  and  keep  an 
influence  over  them,  by  the  very  fame  methods  that  made  him 
(o  much  mafter  of  the  king.  This  created  great  jealoufi^s 
and  heart-burnings ;  and  as  the  infant  Don  ^edro  was  of  a 
milder  and  graver  difpofition,  fufficiently  addi^ed  to  ftudy, 
and  very  capable  of  receiving  and  taking  advice,  many  ap- 
plied themfelves  to  him,  which  raifed  a  diflike  in  his  brother, 
who  wanted  not  penetration  enough  to  difcern  how  much 
higher  he  ftood  in  the  queen's  good  graces,  and  how  readily 
he  received  and  pradifed  the  leilbils  fiie  gave  him^  to  render 
himfelf  eftcemed  by  the  nobility,  and  at  the  fame  time  po- 
pular. In  refpe£t  to  the  ContPsy  the  infant  was  referved  and 
civil ;  but  neither  fufiered  their  intimacy,  nor  ever  made  any 
iiife  of  their  influence ;  which,  as  it  grew  daily  flronger,  and 
M^roughr  more  and  more  powerfully,  fo  it  gained  them  i 
number  of  dependants ;  and  Antonio,  whp  did  not  want  am* 
bitioii,  fet  himfelF  up  for  a  kind  of  minifter,  afFe<Sied  to  give 
law,  and  to  treat  thofe  who  did  not  pay  him  the  refpeft  h($ 
riiought  due  to  him,  with  a  degree  6f  haughtinefs  that  his  ^ 
enemies  termed  infolence.  In  this  he  was  Supported  by  the 
toung  noblemen  he  had  introduced  to  power  j  and  in  a  very 
ihort  fpace  of  time  he  raifed  a  fadion  ftrong  enough  to  give  , 
umbrage  to  thofe,  who,  but  a  few  years  before,  would  have 
defpifed  him,  not  only  as  their  inferior  but  as  a  perfon  alto* 
gether  below  their  noticed 

The  court  was  divided,  fome  fiding  with  the  king,  others  The^Mn^ 
with  the  queen,  and  a  confiderable  party  adhering  to  neither*  grows  im- 
Conti  made  it  his  chief  aim  to  perfuade  the  king  to  take  upon  patient  to 
himfelf  the  government,  urging  that  (bme  former  kings  took  exerdfi  /it 
upon  them   the  adminiftration  fooner  than  he.   The  king  T^^^i9* 
was  more  fwayed  by  his  counfels,  becauie  his  mother  falling  t^t^^wnaa 
lick,  in  that  interval  all  application  v«ras  made  to  him,  which  '^^^""1/ 
inflamed  him  with  adefire  ofabfolute  command..   The  queen  '^^**^ 
recovering  and  refuming  the  government,   found  the  king 
more  intra(^ble  than  before,  and  perceived  he  was  bent  upon 
wrefting  the  power  from  her  by  force,  if  fhc  fhould  refufe  to 
refign.     This  was  intolerable  to  her  ambitious  fpirit,  who

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abhorred  the  thoughts  of  faHing  from  that  height  in  whkh 
-.       ,     ^  Ihe  had  fat  for  fo  many  years ;  nor  c^uld  fhc  be  without  foffle 

.  concern  for  the  kingdom,  if  left  at  the  difpofal  of  ahafty  ^nd  in- 

^  judicious  youth,  befet  with  dangerous  and  unexperienced favoa- 
rites  and  counfellors.  Being  perplexed  with  thefe  thoughts,  fcc 

.  refojved  to  fet  up  her  younger  fon  Pon  Pedro  againft  the  king, 
that  in  hopes  of  attaining  the  crown  through  her  means,  \tt 
might  be  wholly  at  her  devotion,  and  Alonjby  fearing  to  bfe 
hi)S  crown,  might  be  kept  in  awe.  To  prepare  the  infant, 
who  of  .himfelf  was  willing  enough  for  this  defign,  fhe  pcf- 
fuaded  him  he  ought  to  be  declared  prince  and  heir  to  the 
crown,  infinuating  that  his  brother  was  impotent,  and  confc- 
quently  the/egal  dignity  muft  devolve  to  him.  For  the  bet- 
ter executing  this  plan,  fhe  addrefled  herfelf  to  all  the  nobi- 
lity, intending  to  call  the  cortes,  or  ailembly  of  the  ftates, 
to  Qonfirm  her  refolution ;  but  finding  greater  difficulty  than 
Ihe  expeded,  moft  of  the  lords  being  averfe  to  iettihg  up  as  it 
were  two  kin^s,  to  rend  the  kingdom  and  deftroy  themfelves, 
and  thinking  it  unjuft  to  confider  Alonfo  as  impotent,  before  any 
proofs  were  made  of  his  ability,  ihedefifted  from  this  roe« 
thod  of  proceeding,  but  not  from  the  defign.  Her  next  con- 
trivance was  to  adorn  and  drefs  the  infant  in  the  moft  coftly 
and  fplendid  apparel ;  to  give  frequent  opportunities  of  fhew-* 
ing  himfelf  to  the  people  ;  to  fdrm  him  a  feparate  houfliold, 
compofed  of  fuch  as  were  difafFe£led  to  his  brother ;  and  to 
procure  him  thebcft  palace  in  Lisbon,  built  by  Chrijiopher  it 
Moura,  marquis  of  Caflel  Rodrigo,  The  infant  thus  en- 
gaged, .  in.  oppofition  to  his  brother,  and  fecured  to  herfelf, 
her  next  artifice  was  to  counterfeit  a  delire  of  quitting  the  re- 
gency, and  retiring  into  a  monaflery.  She  drew  up  with  this 
view  a  very  plaufiblc  and  fpecious  writing,  intimating  her  pre- 
tended defign  ;  and  fo  framed  this  memorial,  that  the  great 
men  and  principal  minifters  to  whom  (he  fent  it,  foon  fa«r 
into  the  concealed  intention,  which  was,  that  {he  defired  to 
be  conftrained  to  continue;  in  the  exercife  of  the  regency,  and 

.  to  be  induced  to  condefcend  to  this,  by  the  removal  of  Q^nti 
and  the  reft  of  his  party  from  about  the  king  ^. 

Those  to  whom  this  extraordinary  writing  was  communi- 
cated being  her  creatures,  and  fearing  if  flie  abandoned  the 
•*•        .  government,  they  Ihould  be  deprived  by  the  king  of  the  pre- 
ferments jthey  enjoyed,  refolved  not  to  forfake  her.    In  an- 
fyver  to  her  memorial,  therefore,  they  gave  her  to  underftand,

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that  however  inclined  to  lay  dowit  the  admtniftration,  it  was  The  queen 
not  expedient  to  do  it  till  (he  had  removed  from  the  perfon  fupported 
of  the  Kng  thofe  that  feduced  and  led  him  into  ill,  or  at  hythe4;oun* 
leaft  idle  courfes.'   Nothing  Could  be  more  pleafmg  to  the  "A  fi^^t 
queen  than  this  anfwer,  which  fulfilled  all  her  wifties  with-  Antonio 
out  obliging  her 'to  exprefs  them.    But  that  all  might  appear '^®^*Jl»f*^ 
to  be  tranfafted  by  the  advice  of  the  council,  knowing  they/^^g  "^ 
Were  refolved  to  execute  her  will,  (he  would  have  nothing  ^jj^ 
Qone  but  what  was  difcufTed  by  them,  and  giv^n  under  their 
hands.     The  council  met  accordingly,  and  tho'  fome  of  the 
gravefl:  among  them  oppofed  the  defign,  as  too  vifible  an  af- 
front to  the  king,  yet  it  was  carried  that  Conti  and  his  ad- 
herents fhould  be  feized,  and  fent  into  banifliment.     In  pur- 
fuance  of  this  refolution,  the  queen  having  fecured  the  king 
in  her  lodgings,  under  pretence  of  bufmefs,  the  duke  of  C^j- 
iaval  with  'his   party  entered  the  king's  apartment,  where 
Conii  was.      He  fufpefting  fome  danger  locked  himfelf  in  ^ 
biut  the  duke,  without  any  refpefl  to  the  place,  or  to  the  re- 
monftrances  of  the  count  de  Caftelmp.lhor^  who  would  have  di^ 
verted  him  from  that  aftion,  offered  to  break  open  the  door ; 
upon  which  Contiy  feeing  no  hopes  of  efcaping,  and  the  count 
tiot  able  to  relieve  him,  or  acquaint  the  king,  furrendered 
Iximfelf  on  promife  of  life.     At  the  fame  time  (ome  others  of 
Gonti's  party  were  fecured  in  the  palace,  and  iri  the' town,  all 
which  were  immediately  put  on  board  a  fliip  that  lay  ready  "to 
tail  in  the  river,  "and  fent  away  to  Brazil  ^     71ie  queen  being 
informed  that  what  fhe  had  in  efFeft  commanded  was  put  in 
execution,  led  the  king  into  the  great  hall,  whither  (he  had 
pi'cvioufly  fummoned  all  the  nobility,  minifters  of  ftate,  and 
itoagiftrates  of  the  city,  the  better  to  appeafe  and  imprint  an 
awe  -upon  the  king.     In  order  to  this,  a  remonft ranee  was 
raade  to  him  in  the  name  of  the  kingdom,  full  of  grievous 
complaints  againft  his  own  condudt,  and  ftill  higher  againft 
Ws  favourites  ;    and  at  the  clofe  they  acquainted  him,  that  to 
jrevent  any  farther  ill  confequences  they  had  been  obliged  to 
fend  them  into  banifliment :  this  done,  they  kifled  his  hand 
and  departed. 

This  high  wrought  fcheme  of  policy  which  the  queen 
liad  contrived  to  perpetuate  her  regency,  was  the  very  caufe 
rf  her  falling  from  it.  The  count  of  Cojlelmelhor^  a  man 
above  exception  for  his  birth  and  parts,  fucceeded  in  the  king's 
favour  in  the  place  of  Conti^  and  began  to  encourage  him  in 
the  refolution  of  taking  upon  him  the  government.     Befides

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Don  Alou-  this,  which  had  as  ftrong  an  iofluence,  a  young  lady  belonging 
fo  having  to  the  queen,  for  whom  the  king  had  an  affe^ion,  made 
got  a  neiv  him  the  rnord  earneft,  difcovcring  to  him  all  hi«  mother^ 
favourite,  private  difcourfes.    The  king,  big  with  this  ddign,  prplong- 
^^^^        cd  the  time  of  the  count's  waiting,  th?it  he  might  have  his 
tM  all     advice  and  afliftance.    He  then  retired  according  to  cuflpm 
kfis  mo'      ^^  Alcantara^  a  palace  near  Lisbon^  car/ying  with  him  his 
t7Jiua'  ^'"0*^^^"^  a  great  retinue.     He  returne<l  the  fame  day  to 
rtvances.  j^^^^^^^  and  viiited  the  queen,  to  whom  he  behaved  fo  kindly, 
that  all  refentment  fecmed  to  be  pad  j  but  on  a  fuddcn,  with- 
out acquaintitig  her,  he  returned  to  Alamtara^  accompanied 
only  by  the  count  de  Caficlmelhor^  and  the  count  de  Atmgm\ 
from  thence  he  difpatchcd  letters  into  all  parts  of  the  king- 
dom, to  the  officers  of  the  army  and  governors  of  towns,  ac- 
quainting them,  that  being  now  at  full  age  he  had  taken  upon 
him  the  government  of  his  dominions.     Then  he  ordered  all 
the  nobility  and  minifters  of  ftate,  that  were  at  Lisbon^  to  re- 
pair t6  him  at  Alcantara.    The  queen,  aftonifljed  at  this  news, 
aflembled  the  council  of  ftate,  where  it  was  refolvcd,  that 
Emanuel  Pacheco  jfhould  be  placed  upon  the  road  to  ftop  all 
thofe  ^hat  ihould  ofFer  to  repair  to  the  king  \  that  the  qtieen 
(hould  wrke  a  letter  to  him  in  the  fofteft  terms,  defiring  bim'ei- 
ther  to  delay  for  fome  time  his  taking  the  government  upon  him, 
at  Icaft  to  admit  her  to  bear  a  part  with  him ;  and  that  in  cafe 
perfuafion  failed,  flje  flbould  ufe  force  to  conftrain  him.  Accord- 
ingly Pacheco  turned  back  thofe  that  were  going  to  Akantark : 
the  guards,   and  all  the  queen'9  adherents  were  ordered  to 
be  in  readinefs  to  fupport  her ;   and  a  letter  was  fent  to  the 
king  from  her,  full  of  gentle  and  perfuadve  exprefBons;  but 
before  the  fetter  could  poflibly  be  difpatched,  the  people  «f 
Lisbon^  perceiving  the  court  armed  againft  the  king,  began 
to  run  into  arms  alfo  for  his  defence,  fearing  fome  violence 
might  be  offered  him.     This  zeal  of  the  multitude  quickly 
and  efFe<£^uaIIy  humbled  the  queen,  who,  feeing  no  hope  of 
prevailing  by  open  force,  had  recourfc  to  intreaty,  and  there- 
fore fent  a  fubmiflive  letter  by  the  bifliop  of  Targa.    In  thw 
letter,  among  other  things,  the  queen  prefled  the  holding  the 
cortes,  or  aflembly  of  the  ftates,  that  (he  might  there  refign 
the  government ;  but  the  king  and  count  perceiving  this  wa5 
a  contrivance  to  gain  time,  thought  it  beft  to  fend^her  an  an- 
fwcr  by  the  biflipp,  importing,  that  the  king,  confidering  the 
great  burthen  that  attended  the  government,  was  willing  to 
cafe  the  queen  his  mother,  who  had  long  laboured  under  it, 
of  that  toil,  and  to  take  it  entirely  upon  himfelf.    The  queen, 
perceiving  there  was  no  hope  either  by  force  or  addrefs  oftc- 
taining  the  government,  refolved  to  quit  it  with  an  air  of  fa-  - 
,.    :  tisfaftiofl. 
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lfs&3icm«  She  deitred,  therefore,  the  king  would  return  to 
Usbm ;  and  that  the  ceremony  might  be  performed  in  the 
palace.  The  king  delayed  this  :  but  at  length,  finding  himfelf 
fecupe,  and  the  queen's  intereft  declining,  fince  the  people  of 
Lhbm  had  declared  for  Wm,  repaired  to  the  palace ;  where, 
in  the  prefence  of  the  nobilfty,  minifters  of  ftate,  and  magi- 
firates  of  the  city,  the  queen  delivered  up  the  feals  into  hts 
iiaods,  which  is  the  ufual  ceremony  in  Portugal  when  a  king 
takes  upon  him  the  government  "*« 

The  queen-  mother  after  this  began  to  talk  of  retiring  from  f^g^jj  ;^. 
die  world,  but  in  fuch  a  manner  that  no  body  believed  (he  had  trigues  at 
anyiuch  intention;    for  fometimes  flie  propofed  hmMing  z  court  iy  thf 
»ew  monafteiy,  but  could  never  find  out  a  convenient  iitua-  fiejh  fa- 
tioa;   then  of  erefling  an  apartment  for  herfelf  near  fome  of  'vourites 
the  old  (mcs,  but  none  of  them  cared  to  admit  her;    and  this  "^hich  the 
it  was  believed  was  only  done  to  protra£l  time,  and  to  conti-  ^'»j/»- 
iiue  in  the  palace  till  fome  emergency  {hould  oblige  her  fon  to  ^^^^^W 
call  her  once  more  to  the  government ".     But  now  all  the  du-       *^       * 
ty,  reverence,  and  fubmiffion  was  made  to  the  king.  The  no- 
bility attended  him,  the  clergy  paid  their  court,   and  there 
wanted  not  crouds  of  fycophants  to  fawn  on  him.     His  prin- 
cipal minifters  were  the  counts  of  Cajielmelhor  and  Atouguia^ 
and  Don  Sebajiian  Cafar  de  Menefes.    The  partisans  of  the 
old  government  knowing  this,    gave  out  confidently,   that    , 
being  biaifelf  void  of  fenfe  he  only  fpoke  fuch  words  as 
they  put  into  his  mouth.    Count  d^ebnelhor,,  endeavouring 
to  eftablifh  bimfelf 'abfolutely  in  the  king's  favour,  eafed  him 
as  much  as  pofiible  of  public  af&irs,  indulging  his  inclination 
to  horfes,  arms,  and  eveii  to  women,  but  without  any  public  , 
feandal.     At  this  jundihire  the  count  delivered  out  of  prifon 
Henry  di  Miranda^  who  had  been  confined  by  the  queen-mo- 
tbcr ;  and  being  brought  to  court  he  quickly  became  one  of  the 
king's  greateft  favourites,  and  yet  there  never  happened  the 
leaft  jealoufy  between  the  count  Cqfteknett)or  and  him  ;    but 
it  was  otherwife  with  the  count  of  Atauguia  and  Cafar  de  Ale- 
nefes ;  but  not  thinking  himfelf  yet  thoroughly  eilablifhed  be 
would  not  attempt  fo  foon  to  remove  them.    At  length,  hav^. 
ing  gained  the  fole  lafcendant  over  the  king,  and  having  all 
things  at  his  difpofal,  he  lodged  himfelf  in  the  apartment  that 
had^ belonged  to  prince  Theodojius^  the  king's  eldeft  brother* 
The  only  objed  of  ambition  remaining  was  the  having  fome 
employment  that  might  always  keep  him  about  the  king's  per<^ 
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fon ;'  and  there  being  none  vacant  he  thought  of  one  thit  had 
been  fupprcffed,  ft!  led  in  Poriuguefe,  Efcrivao  Prividade^  that  is, 
the  private  fecretary.     This  he  begged  of  the  king,  who  readily 
granted  it ;    and  though  the  fecretary  of  ftate  difputed  it  as 
being  become  a  branch  of  his  office,  yet  he  csiafed  him  im- 
mediately to  be  fettled  in  the  poffeffion  of  it.    By  this  charge 
he  alfo  obtained  the  right  to  a  feat  in  the  council  of  ftate :  but 
as  profperity  commonly  blinds  favourites,  fo  the  prudence  of 
the  count  having  raifed  him  fo  high,  feemed  to '  leave  him, 
and  he  began  to  beftow  preferments  without  mcafuic  upon  all 
his  friends  and  adherents  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  omitted  not 
to  crufli  and  to  defiroy  his  enemies,  that  the  power  of  one 
party,  and  the  fate  of  the  other,  might  be  the  fure  bafis  of 
bis  greatnefs  ^.     In  the  next  place,  he  advifed  the  king  to 
Ihew  fome  refentmcnt  for  the  feveral  affronts  done  to  his  per- 
fon,  during  the  queen's  regency,  and  particularly  in  forcing 
Conti  out  of  his  apartment,  and  other  like  infolences,  which 
if  not  puniflied  might  draw  him  into  contempt.    In  purfuance 
of  this  advice  the  duke  of  Cadavaly  Garcia^  znd  Emanuel  de 
Melo  ;  the  counts  of  Soret^  Pombeiro^  and  Pedro  Fieira,  fecre- 
tary of  ftate,  who  had  often  reproved  the  king,  and  fome 
others,  were  fent  into  banifliment,  that  fome  refpcA  might 
be  recovered  to  the  crown. 
The  queen       This  proceeding  againft  fo  many  perfons  of  note,  gave 
dowager     occafion  to  their  partizans  to  revile  the  king  and  his  go- 
f  laces  all    vcmment ;    and  now 'the  queen  dowager,  feeing  herfelf  ex- 
her  hopes     eluded  from  public  affairs,  laboured  all  fhe  could  to  ftrengthen 
inker         jj^g  parly  of  the  infant,  and  to  hold  frequent  confultations 
younger  Jon  ^^^^^  Y\\m  ;    wherein  it  was  always  repeated  that  the  king  was 
z;  ^J  ftupid  and  unfit  to  rule.     Count  Cajielmelhor^  who  was  not 

ignorant  of  their  intrigues,  contrived  all  the  methods  he  could 
to  feparatc  them,  but  in  vain  :  for  the  infant,  building  upon 
the  notion  of  his  brother's  incapacity,  thought  it  better  to  be 
a  king  than  be  next  to  a  king.  The  count,  feeing  he  could 
not  prevail  upon  him  to  defift  from  his  cabals,  perfuaded  the 
king  in  the  firft  place  to  change  all  his  brother's  fervants, 
putting  in  their  room  fuch  as  he  could  confide  in,  that  for  the 
future  he  might  have  the  lefs  opportunity  of  carrying  on  his 
defigns.  The  next  thing  was  to  compel  the  dowager  to  re- 
tire from  court,  as  fhe  pretended  to  defire,  tho'  by  her  pro- 
ceedings it  plainly  appeared  nothing  was  more  diftafteful  to 
•  her  than  the  thoughts  of  leading  a  private  life.  Yet  upon 
feeing  the  king  fo  inclinable  to  have  her  remove,  fhe  had  re- 
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ccHirfe  to  her  formelr  diifiif^ulation,  and  asked  leave  to  withdraw 
to  fome  private  houfe,  bccaule  the  apartment  fhe  had  begun 
to  build  was  not  yet  finifhed.  The  king's  anfwer  was,  that 
it  became  not  her  grandeur  to  quit  the  palace  for  a  privatdl 
houfe  5  but  that  fhe  might  caufe  more  diligence  to  be  ufed  % 

in  finifiiing  her  ftru6lufe,  which  till  then  had  gone  on  very 
ilowJy.  Yet  not  long  after,  the  king  being  informed  that  his 
mother  made  ufe  of  all  the  arts  imaginable  to  advance  his  bro- 
ther Don  Pedro  to  the  throne,  he  fcnt  an  abfolute  order  for 
her  to  depart  the  palace.  Upon  this,  on  the  feventeenth  of  a.  D. 
Aforcky  the  withdrew  to  the  new  apartment  (he  had  built  at  1^663,, 
a  fmall  diftance  from  Lisbon y  being  attended  thither  by  the 
king,  the  infant,  and  all  the  nobility.  The  queen  mother 
thus  removed,  the  infant  feemed  ^  now "  wholly  devoted  to 
the  king,  except  in  one  thing,  which  he  knew  to  be 
offeniive  to  him,  and  that  was  in  frequently  vifiting  his  mo- 
ther, and  holding  private  difcourfes  with  her,  nor  was  fhe 
wanting,  often  in  public,  to  warn  him  of  the  danger  of  this 
tender  affe<ftion  and  duty  towards  her ;  but  whether  fhe  really 
meant  it  as  a  caution  to  him,  or  rather  did  it  artificially  to 
make  the  king  more  odious,  and  procure  themfelves  the  great- 
er commiferation,  is  not  eafily  determined  p. 

The  king  Don  Alonfi^   to  whom  his  mother's  prefence  All  ponder 
had  been  a  curb,  being  delivered  from  that  reftraint,  ran  into  engrojfedhy 
all  the  vices  of  youth.     Count  Cajielmelhor^  fearing  a  difor-  the  count  . 
derly  life  might  haAen  his  fall,  in  whofe  ruin  he  muft  himfelf  de  Callel- 
be  involved,  ftudied  various  means  to  reclaim  him,  or  when  ^elhor, 
that  could  not  be  done,  to  conceal  his  extravagancies ;  but  it  '^-^  f*" 
is  a  work  of'  great  difficulty  to  corredt  the  vicious  inclinations  ^^^i^^^ ^ 
of  youth,  efpecially  where  the  perfon  to  be  reformed  looks  ^f^^?^/'"v 
on  himfelf  as  above  controul.     Irt  fhort,  his  vices  were  too 
vifible  to  be  excufed^  for  the  king  giving  a  loofe  to  his  paf- 
fions,  the  whole  burthen  bf  the  government  devolved  in  a 
manner  upon  the  counts  of  Cajielmelhor^  Atouguia^  and  Cafar  / 

de  Menefes :    the  former  had  long  meditated  to  overturn  the  \ 

other  two  5  but  as  long  as  the  queen  continued  at  court,  he 
durfl  not  attempt  it,  for  fear  that  having  loft  the  king  they 
ihould  incline  to  go  over  and  ftrengthen  her  party.  But  when 
fhe  was  expelled,  he  quickly  circumvented  the  count  de  Atou- 
guta^  caufed  him  firft  to  be  removed,  and  then  baniihed. 
But  Menefes^  warned  by  his  example,  in  order  to  fuppbrt  him- 
felf, perfuaded  the  king  to  recal  Antonio  Conti  horti  Brazil^ 
hoping  th^t  he  being  reftoredto  his  former  poft, 'would  in 
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Latitude  flan4  by  the  pcrfon  to  whom  he  owtd  tbis  iavoisv 
he  count  being  apprized  of  this,  fo  icnimediately  wioisght 
vpon  his  eafy  mafter,  that  Memfes  was  baaiihed  before  Goiui 
friived  to  fiipport  him.  On  the  return  of  Antania  from  Bra-* 
7ul^  the  (hip  that  brought  him  was  received  into  the  port  of 
Lisbon  with  the  found  of  trumpets,  firing  of  cannon,  and  all 
9ther  demonftiations  of  joy,  as  if  it  had  been  for  the  re<^p- 
tion  of  fome  fQvereign  prince.  Yet  all  this  was  but  fanlaftk? 
joy }  for  count  Caftelmelhor^  having  perfuadcd  the  king  thai  at 
it. was  a  vindication  of  bis  authority  to  recal  him  from  banifli-' 
ment,  (b  to  entertain  him  ^t  court  would  provoke  the  nobi- 
lity, to  whom  his  nam^  was  odiQus :  for  thefc  re^ous^  with- 
out fufiering  Him  to  land,  he  was  fent  into  the  country,  with 
cxpsefs  command  not  to  come  near  the  court  *^.  Tafliew, 
however,  this  exile  was  not  the  effeftof  jcaloufy,  butofhia 
care  for  the  fafety  of  the  king,  he  failed  not  to  carefs  him  at 
a  diflance,  fending  him  frequent  prefents  >  and  a  caifider- 
able  ea^pIoyn>ent  falling,  he  conferred  it  upon  him  though 
^bfent,  and  beftowed  a  rich  benefice  upon  John  Conti  his 
brother, 

CONTIy  not  fatisfied  with  this,  ufed  all. his  endeavoonto 
obtain  an  interview  with  the  king ;  and  fuch  induftry  was  ufed 
to  compafs  this  defign,  that  at  length  he  had  a  private  meet- 
ing with  Jlon/o  at  JUaniara^  the  count  being  then  abient  from 
court.  At  this  conference  the  king's  aiFe£lion  was  fo  revived 
that  he;offered  to  carry  him  immediately  to  Lisbon ;  but  Ctmth 
fearing  his  fudden  return  might  prove  dangerous,  defired  it 
might  be  poftponed,  and  intreated  the  king  to  recal  thofe  no*' 
blemen  who  had  been  exiled  for  adhering  to  his  mother.  This 
interview,  syid  the  propofal  which  attended  it,  being  known  tp 
the  count,  hi;difcovered  that  Conti*s  defign  was  to  make  a  party 
to  ruin  him  rL,,ju>  present  his  enemy  and  turn  that  deflrudioa 
upon  himfelf,  he  emploved  feveral  fpies,  and  at  length  found 
cut  thTLtCcnii  had  conipired  with  thofe  noblemen  to  leftore 
the  queen  to  the  regency,  leaving  the  king  nothing  but  the 
empty  title  without  power  or  authority.  Having  got  witnefies 
to  prove  the;  plot,  he  acquainted  the  king,  who  appointed 
judges  to  examine  the  matter.^  Upon  a  full  hearing  feveral 
were  convi^cd,  but  not  one  fuffercd  death,  only  Don  ^heodoftus 
de  Mebf  brother  to  the  duke  of  Cadavaly  was  baniibed  five 
leagues  from  Lisbon^  Sebaflian  Cafar  de  Memfes  into. Algarvr^ 
'tu\Q  Ctnti  to  0  Votro,  The  depofitions  in.  thefe  proceedijigs 
involved  th«  queen  mother  ;   a  fecretary  was.  fent  to  examine 
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bfiT).  but  (he  rrfufiug  .to  anfwer,  the  king  let  that  fall  ^ 
Count  Cqftelmdhory  elated  with  this  fuccefb,  removed  from 
tilio  apartment  he  was. in  before  to.  another  nearer  the  kio^i 
wiiere  it  being  obierved  that  more  court  was  made  to  him  tbaii  < 
to  the  king  himfelfy  bis  name  was  rendered  odious,  and  be 
b^h  fqon  after  to  decline. 

DoK  Smott  Fafc&ncellos^  brother  to  count  CaftelmeWory  after  The  qneen 
ferving  in  the  army  feveral  years  with  great  reputation,  com-  mother 
iog  about  this  time  to  court,  gained  fuch  an  afcendant  over  dies^  little 
the  infant,  that  it  was  obfervw  as  very  remarkable  to  fee  the  regretted 
royal  brothers,  <b  dificring  otberwife  in  inclinations,  and  yet  h  *^^ 
fo  addified  to  thefe  two  brother*  that  they  feemed  incapable  ^'*J^  ^*f 
of  aiSing  without  them*    The  infiant  falling  fick,  Vafioncellos  '^^^  >  4f 
attended  him  with  fuch  diligence,   that  he  not  only  rofe  ^^" 
higher  in  his  favour,  but  incurred  tl^e  ill-will  of  all  his  othef    ^  * 
ftrvants ;  who  upon  this  quitted  the  infant,  but  in  a  very  few 
days  they  were  recalled  by  the  king,  except  the  count  de  Er£^ 
I  ceixa.    The  king  ajfo  made  Vafconcellos  not^only  gentleman 
I*  of  the^  bed-chaix3>er  to  his  brother,  but  alfo  mafter  of  his 
houOiold.     This  difpleafing  the  whole  family,  they  all  quitted 
:  their  employments*   and  others  were  put  into  their  places, 
:  for  ihe  moft  part  creatures  of  count  Caftelmelhor^  and  therefore 
:  not  acceptable  to  the  infant ;    who,  thinking  himfelf  befet 
J  widi  fo  many  fpies,  refolved  to  alter  his  courfc  of  life,  in  or- 
i  der  at  once  to  become  lefs  fufpicious  to  his  brother,  and  at 
r  the  fame  time  more  popular.    Nothing  could  be  more  fit  for 
I  his  views  than  devotion  ;   he  therefore  feemed  wholly  addicted 
/  to  prayers,  vifitlng  churches,  reading  pious  books,  and  con« 
i  verfiog  with  religious  perfons.    Thus  taken  up  he  feldom  vi- 
;  fued  the  king ;  and  fome  judged  this  change  of  life  lo  proceed 
f  from  Jugufiin  de  Centals  dropping  dead  at  bis  an4  Ac  king's 
}  feet;  but  thofe  who  pretended  to  fee  farther,  th<iy|^t  it  only 
5  5i  device  to  gain  the  good-will  of  the  populace  *.     Whilft 
f  thefe  things  were  in  agitation,  arrived  at  Lisbon  the  marquis 
t  df  Sonde  from  Francey  where  be  had  concluded  a  match  for 
i  theking^  with  the  princefi  o( Nemours;  and  by  the  infant's 
K  orders  had  made  overtures  on  his  behalf"  to  the  duke  of  Bouil^ 
:  Ws  daughter,  which  alfo  had  taken  effc<a,  though  the  arti- 
cles were  ,not  figned.     This  marriage  was  propofed  in  orda:  ' 
!   ^fecure  the  fucceflion  of  the  crown,  in  cafe  the  king,  as  had 
•  ^^n  furmifed,  fhould  be  incapable  of  getting  children.    But 
I  the  infant  having  changed  his  mind,  upon  what  account  is      ' 
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uncertain,  could  by  no  perfuafions  "be  prevailed  upon  to  con- 
fent  to  this  marriage,  although  the  king  himfelf  preffed  it. 
flPhis  match  thus  broke,  the  marqdis  deSande  cn(\\x\xtA  whc- 
ttier  the  reports  that  went  of  the  king's  impotency  were  true ; 
4rid  was  affured  by  the  count  de  Cajielmelhor  that  the  king  had 
feveral  illegitimate  children,  which  was  fufficient  evidence 
to  refute  that  imputation.     All  things  being  then  difpofed 
for  the  reception  of  the  queen,  the  marquis  returned  to  Franu^ 
in  order  to  condu^  her  to  Lisbon,     On  the  twenty-fifth  of 
Fehi-uary  the  queen  mother  falling  fick,  and  perceiving  h«r 
end  approach,  fent  to  both  her  ions,  who  were  then  hunting 
at  Sahaterroy  to  take  their  laft  farcwel ;  but  they  did  not  re- 
turn till  the  third  day,  -when,  havhig^  killed  her  hand  and  re- 
ceived her  blcffing,  they  departed,'  and  within  an  hour  after 
flie  expired  ^     She  was  a  princefs  o{  wonderful  refolution,  a 
great  foul,  and  fingular  wifdom,  which  appeared  in  the  ad- 
miniftration  of  the  government  in  peace  and  war.     It  was 
(he,  as  fomc  fay,  that  determined  her  husband  to  aflumethe 
crown  ;  (he  helped,  i)eyond  all  doubt,  to  keep  it  on  his  head; 
and'  (he,  by  her  induftry  and  care,  fecured  it  to  his  pofterity. 
Her  skill  in  government  was  above  the  capacity  of  a  woman; 
and  (he  was  {o  fenfible  of  the  danger  of  difcord  between  bro- 
thers, that  (he  is  believed  to  have  obflrufted  Don  DuarU  from 
making  his  efcape  when  confined,  left  returning  home  he 
fhould  envy  the  greatnefs  of  the  king  his  brother.    But  what 
appeared  moft  rare  in  her  was,  that  being  a  Spaniard^  a  name 
odious  to  the  Portuguefe^  yet  (he  fo  carried  herfelf  that  fc 
gained  the  love  and  efteem  of  the  whole  nation. 
The  infant     The  queen  dowager  being  dead,  the  king  believed  himfelf 
DonTc'     more  (kff';.  and  the  infant,  deprived  of  her  fupport,  thought 
dro  ili      himfelf  'rtoire  cxpofcd.     Count  Cnjielmelhor^   who  till  then 
treated f      ftood  in  iotlte  awe  of  that  young  prince,  afled  now  with  more 
0nd  be-      freedom.     The  infant  growing  more  difcontented,  the  king 
^f*'"'         became  the  more  jealous  of  his  refervedrtcfs,  and  averfe  ttf 
^^^'''^,^th6fe  he  faw  in  his  favour.     Some  of  the  infant's  fervantf 
InJc^it.  9"*"^  '^*"™»  ^^^  others  were  removed,  fo  that  his  retinue 
*  was  much  below  his  dignify.    He  bore  with  this  till  the  news 
of  the  queen's  being  fet  forward  obliged  him  to  prefs  the  king, 
that  he  might  make  a  fuitable  figure  at  her  arrival "".    But 
this  was  difputed  and  delayed  till  the  fecond  of  Augujl^  when 
the  fleet  which  brought  the  queen  entered  the  river  of  Lifbm;

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of  which  the  news  being  brought  to  the  king  he  received  it 
without  the  leaft  denoonftration  of  joy,  which  was  looked  upon 
as  an  ill  omen  of  that  marriage.  The  infant  being  highly 
incenfed  dgainft  count  Cnjlelmelhor^  as  the  only  man  that  had 
obftru£^ed  his  having  thofc  fervants  he  defined,  forbore  not 
openly  to  threaten  him  when  occafion  Ihould  offer,  which 
Vafioncellos^  the  count's  brother,  who  was  prefent,  refenting, 
quitted  his  fervice.     80  now  there  remained  but  two  ftrvants  ' 

of  any  rank  about  him,  which  led  him  to  fend  to  the  king  to 
dtfire  he  would  give  him  leave  to  retire  from  court.  Nothing 
Qould  have  more  incenfed  the  king  than  this  meffage ;  info- 
much  that  count  Cajlehmlhor^  fearing  the  aflame  of  difcord 
fhould  rife  too  high,  ufed  all  his  intcreft  to  obtain  for  the 
infant  thofe  fervants  he  defired,  yet  could  hever  prevail.  The 
infant  perceiving  the  king  was  not  to  be  overcome  by  the  ip- 
treatfcs  of  the  count,  withdrew  to  ^elas^  a  league  and  a 
half  from  the  city,  accompanied  only  by  Roderic  de  Menefes. 
Fame,  upon  this,  divulged  a  report  that  all  things  were  pre- 
paring for  a  civil  war.  At  Lisbon  Don  Pedro^%  faftion  was 
more  numerous  than  Alonfo^ :  the  virtues  of  the  former  were 
extolled,  and  the  vices  of  the  latter  exaggerated  ;  but  after  all, 
the  affe6iion  of  the  one,  and  the  averfion  of  the  other,  to 
count  Cafielmelhor^  weighed  more  than  any  thing  with  the 
,  people,  who  bore  him  an  implacable  hatred.  The  nobilfty 
intcrpofed  to  pacify  the  brothers,  tho*  without  effefl ;  anH 
when  all  other  means  failed,  the  queen  prevailed  that  he 
Ihould  not  depart  the  court,  and  fliould  leave  that  affair  to 
her  management,  which  he  could  not  refufe,  being,  as  it 
was  believed,-  not  indifferent  to  her  from  the  firft  fight.  At 
'  length,  by  the  queen's  mediation,  the  prince  chofe  new  fer- 
vants, and  the  king  allowed  ^  of  them.  Yet  the  grudges 
betwixt  them  were  of  a  higher  nature  than  to  be  fo  eafily  for- 
got ;  but  Don  Pedro  difcovered  them  with  deep  diffimulation  : 
Ahnfo  had  little  of  that  art,  and  threatened  much  more  than 
he  would  perform-  .  /      ^ 

In  order  to  render  himfelf  in  fome  degree  independant  by  ^  j^^ 
acquiring  ia  poft,  the  functions  of  whidh  might  be  fupportecj  ^ri'vesibt 
by  legal  authority,  he  defired  the  king  would  create  him  <^^^'  fecretary^ 
&2kAt  o^  P&rfugal.     The  minifter,  muc|i  alarmed  at  this,  and  and  then 
fufpeding  that  the  zox\^t  de  las  Torres^  and  the  conde  de  St.  themhifiir 
^Juan^  two  officers  of  great  diftindtion  and  merit,  were  thofe  andfai^ow 
who  put  this  project  in  the  infant's  head,  advifed  the  king  rite  from 
not  only  to  give  him  a  flat  denial,  but  to  order  them  imme-^  ^^'"'^•

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d  lately  to  their  pofts.  Hon  Pedro  diflembled,  and  tbeofficeri 
obeyed ;  but  this  interval  of  quiet  did  not  laft  long.  A  Prmdh 
imm^  fervant  to  the  queen,  was  murdered,  and  the  aiiaffia 
taking  iheher  in  a  church,  could  not  be  brought  to  jufticc. 
The  queen  was  much  provoked  at  this,  and  the  infant  Doq 
Pidro  feemed  more  fo.  Both  of  them  inveighed  bitterljr 
atgainft  the  minifter  \  but  at  length  Antoni$  Smfa  ie  MutiK 
who  #as  fecretary  of  Aate,  became  the  vi^im,  and  tht 
council  ordered  that  be  ihould  leave  the  court.

out  of  the  kingdom,  and  in  cafe  of  refifiance  to  put  him d 
death  ;  which  his  majefty  ordered  (bould  be  enquired  inta 
Upon  this  the  infant,  retired  to  his  houfe  at  ^elas ;  butt 
the  fame  time  declared,  that  it  was  not  on  account  of  tkil 
pretended  defign  againft  the  miniiter,  but  becaufe.  be  hal 
nimfelf  difcovered  the  count  bad  been  endej^vouring  to  fubofli 
ibmepf  his  fervants  to  poifon  htm  :  upon  whic^  theflomi 
jofe  fo  high,  that  after  offering,  though  to  no  purpofe,  to  be| 
the  infant's  pardon  upon  bis  knees,  the  count  di  CaftelmUnf 
,  ,  was  compelled  to  quit  the  court,  and  to  retire  into  a  monad 

tery  '.    The  king,  equally  offended  and  fufpicious,  peiiiilM 
in  the  purfuit  of  his  minifter's  meafures,  doubled  his  giiardsf 
and  caufed  fome  new  raifed  companies  to  be  rendered  com^ 
plete  for  the  fecurily  of  his  perfon,  and  of  thofe  who  ftil 
adhered  to  him  ;  which  alarmed  the  ci^  of  Z^^n^  andifli 
creafed  the  general  difcontent. 
The  kr^g        On  the  other  hand  the  infant  reiblved  to  root  out  all  tb( 
Sicsmes       miniiler's  party  about  the  king  -,  for  though  the  count  bin- 
fimfibUof  felfwas  removed,  yet  his  creatures  remained  at  court,,  wi 
bis  danger y  nothing  of  moment  was  tranfa^ied  without  his  advice.    Be- 
mid  tries     fore  th^  infant  could  put  his  defign  in  pradice,  he  was  laiJ 
«»  wiff  to  jQ  jjg  advertifed  by  the  queen  of  words  the  king  daily  ]^  68 
U^JiLj  ^S****^  y^itRf  and  perhaps  of  more  than  ever  had  been  fpofcen. 
'r^       This  obliged  him  to  baften  the  execution  of  his  proj«& 
The  principal  men  at  that  time  remaining  near  the  king  ^ 
the  count's  fadion  were  Henry  Enri^uezde  Miranda^  l^aJ 
Jntunezy  znA  Animio  Saufa  de  Macedo^  fecretary  of  ftate.  Of 
tbefe  the  chief  was  Mirtmda^  whoip  therefore  Don  Pedro  firft 
attacked,  and  to  that  end  fent  fome  pretended  friends  privadjT 
to  give  him  notice  to  depart  the  court  before  be  involved  him-

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%\i  in  greater  danger..    Hie  was  fo  frighied  at  this,  that,  tond- 
lerix^  theexpidfion  of  the  count,  and  other  alarming  acci- 
tents,  he  attempted  to  kill  him&lf ;  but  being  prevented  Hed, 
earing  to  be  torn  to  pieces  by  the  rabble.    Count  Ca/ielmei" 
\ffr  inftantly  advifed  the  king  to  be  more  circumfpedb  in  his 
NTords  and  adions ;  for  that  it  was  eafier  by  fair  means  to  de- 
W.  the  meafures  of  his  .brother,  than  to  cruih  him  by  open 
OFce.    His  advice  being  approved  by  the  king,  he  fummoned 
lis  brother  to  appear  in  council,  where  fome  important  mat-^ 
Bers  were  to  be  debated  ^  but  no  kind  of  letters  were  of  any 
brce  to  move  him  till  the  queen  fent  for  him^  when  he  ap- 
peared with  a  great'  train  of  foUovirers,  and  conducted  himfell? 
prudently  y^«    The  king  received  him  leis  coldly  than  before  ;• 
but  being  no  mafler  of  the  art,  could  not  fo  well  hide  his  juft 
difpleafure  as  the  other.    The  king,  who  was  not  ufed  to 
diat  continual  weight  of  bufinefs,  refolved  to  reft  it  upon 
jbttonio  Sou/a  de  A£iciJ§^  one  of  the  count's  creatures,  who^ 
for  fome  words  fpoken  to  the  queen,  had  been  ordered  into 
fomihment ;  but  lay  ftill  concealed  at  court.     In  order  to 
taife  him  to  the  hoooOc  of  prime  minifter,  the  king  begged 
of  the  queen  that  Ihe  would  forgive  him,  andconfentto  bis 
leturo  }•  but  notwithftanding  his  repeated,  and'fubmiffive  in-^^ 
treaties,    ihe  remained  ~  implacable  ^^    Alonfoj   to  conquer 
herbbftina^,  put  into  her  hands  the  order  of  council  for  his 
bamOiment,  wherein  it  was  exprefled,  rather  to  fatisfy  her  re- 
fentment  than  for  his  fault,  they  had  for  fome  days  thought 
£t  to  fend  him  into  exile.    This  fo  enraged  her,  that  after 
venting  ber  fury  *  without  any  regard  to  the  king's  prefence, 
ihe  flung  into  another  room,  from  whence  ihe  fent  a  billet 
tolHm»  demanding  to  have  Smfa  feverely  puniihed  ^    The 
king,  in  herpes  h^r  paffioo  would  fubfide,  concealed  this  biU 
Ut;  but  he  foon  found  his  miftake,  for  their  animolity  daily^ 
eocrcafing^   the  court  was  almoil  empty^  few  caring  to  hear 
the  kill's  complaints,  and  (he  in  fecret  ftudying  revenge* 
Antmo  de  Soufaj  in  the  mean  time,  appeared  more  openly 
in  the  palace,  being  well  attended,  to  prevent  danger.    Upon 
this  a  report  prevailed,  that  he  threatened  the  ciiy  in  cafe  of 
his  baniihment,  he  would  repair  to  the  army,  with  which 
he  would  return  to  puniih  their  rebellion,  as  it  deferved,  with 
fire  and  fword»    Many  fuch  rumours  were  confidently  framed, 
and  given  out  on  purpofe  to  incenfe  the  people  againfl  the 
king,  and  turn  their  eyes  on  Don  jP«frv,  as  their  deliverer 
from  tyrannysand  oppreffion.

The 
infant,  according  to  his  cool  and  equal  temper,  ofFered  him 
his  J  which  the  king  would  not  accept.     The  noife  of  the 
'     multitude  filling  the  palace,   brought  the  queen  to  the  king's 
,    apartitient,  where  fhe  found  him  in  a  violent  paiSon;  anden- 
'    quiring,  as  if  fhe  had  not  known  what  the  matter  was  ;   he 
told  her,  that  Antpnio  de  Soufa  in  defpight  of  his  authoritjf 
l^id  been  murdered  ;  and  that  now  they  came  to  force  him 
to  pardon  the  murderers.    Rut  (he,  who  knew  better,  replied, 
that  Soufa  was  living ;  which  the  king  would  not  believe,  till 
the  duke  oi  Cadaval  brought  him  into  his  prefence.  ;  At  the 
fight  of  the  fecrctary  he  was  appeafed,  and  then  the  queen, 
infant,  and  the  reft  of  their  followers  left  him^  When  they 
werq^  gone  the  king  faid,  he  forgave  thofe  who  had  fo  inde- 
cently urged  the  expulfion  of  Antonio  de  Soufa:  to  which 
the  count  de  Sabugal  anfwered,  "  They  ilood  in '  no  neei  of 
**  pardon,  but  deferved  praife ;"  and  this  he  repeated  till  the 
king  told  him,  "  He  would  beflowhis  pardon  and  his  praife 
**  where^j  in  his  own  opinion,  each  was  requifitc  **.'*    AntO' 
mo  ^^  5^w/i  cpntinued  flill  in  the  palace,  which  the  infant 
obferving,  confulted  with  his  friends  what  was  next  to  be  done. 
One  warmer  than  the  reft  faid,  "  The  next  thing  was  to  af- 
^\  fume  the  crown,  whilft  the  people's  affedions  ftood/or 
''  him  ;*'    but  he  took  him  up  very  ihort,  being  unwiHing 
tq  have  the  fecrets  of  his  heart  pryed  into,  as  fearing  an  ac- 
liou  done    in  fo  tumultuous  a  manner   could   not  be  long 
efteemed  legal.     It  was  refolved,  therefore,  that  Antonio  it 
Soufa^  and  Emanuel  Antunes^  ihould  be  threatened  with  death, 
unlefs  they  quitted  the  palace.     They  perceiving  no  power 
left  in  the  king  or  their  friends  to  proteft  them,  retreated  by 
night,  without  acquainting  the  king,  to  prevent  becoming

-this  condition,  forfaken  b/his  friends  and  opprefTed  by  his 
<  enemies,  be  knew  not  which  way  to  turn  bimfelf,  or  of  whom 
•  to  ask  advice.  {Bis  council  took  part  with  the  infant ;  his 
queen  favoured  him  ;  the  people  followed  him  ;  and  the  no- 
bility adhered  to  him.  Things  being  in  this  extreme  confu* 
iion,  even  the  mod  moderate  began  to  think  no  way  was  left 
to  reftore  tranquility  but  afl'embling  the  parliament,  or  ftates. 
The  magtflrates  of  Lisbon,  and  the  common-council,  were 
the  firft  who  petitioned  the  king  j  but  he,  being  fenfible  the 
only  defign  was  to  dethrone  hjm,  put  them  off  from  day  to 
iday,  without  any  pofitive .  anfwer.  Upon  thi^  they  ventured 
to  write  to  all  the  principal  towns  of  the  Jcingdom,  exhort- 
ing them  by  petitioning  in  the  fame  manner  to  extort  the  king's 
confent  ^.  A  few  djiys  after,  the  council  of  ftate,  the  queen 
and  the  infant  being  prefent^  unanimoufly  made  application  to 
him .  to  the  fame  efFedt ;  but  he,  convinced  it  was  a  defiga 
againft  his  perfon,  became  more  obftinate  in  refufmg,  fo  that 
nothing  was  done  that  day.  But  the  next,  the  council  meet^ 
ing  again,  and  fending  him  a  remonft ranee  full  of  invedjves 
^ainfl;  .his  condu£i,  and  urging  the  neceifity  of  aiTembling 
the  three  eftates  ;  ^nd  not  only  the  m'agiftrates  and  multitude 
of  Lisbpn^  bujt  generally,  of  the  whole  country,  prefling  upon 
))im  with  threats,  he  was  at  laft  confirained  to.  comply  with 
their  demand ;  for  it  was  equally  dangerous  to,  refufe,  or  to 
.  Call  the  cortes :  however,  yielding  to  neceffity,  he  fent  out  writs 
of  fummon-s  for  the  firft  oiyanuary^.  The  king,  finding  him" 
felf  in  imminent  danger,  refolved  to  retire  into  the  province  of 
AUntejo,  caufing  horles  to  be  provided,  and  boats  to  be  got 
ready  on  the  river  for  that  purpofe  ;  but  his  brother,  w)i^ 
wanted  no  intelligence,  difcovered,  and  prevented  the  defig^t 
At  length  not  knowing  what  other  ftep  to  take,  and  having 
fcarce  any  to  confulc  with,  he  ordered  the  writs,  or  letters  ' 
cf  convocation  to  be  drawn,  and  when  they  were  drawn,  re- 
.  fufed  to  fign  them.  His  pretence  was,  that  the  time  of 
nieeting  was  fixed  in  them  to  the  firft  of  January^  whereas 
bis  intention  was,  that  the  ftates  fhpuld  not  ailemble  till  the 
firft  of  February  ;  believing  it  his.intereft  to  gain  time*    In 
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th€  end  he  was  conftrained  to  comply,  and  to  fdbfcrJbc  in  te 
manner  that  was  demanded  of  him  ^ 
The  queen        1*^  feeins  that  hitherto  the  queen's  prefence  was  necefliiy 
retires  to  a  at  court ;  but  this  gtedX  ftep  once  gained,  flie  either  giew 
cofevefit;     weary  of  the  uncafy  life  (be  led,  apprehended  fome  greater 
the  infant  mifchief  than  (he  bad  hitherto  met  with,  or  held  ane)ope- 
ejpaujes  her  ment  ncceflkrv  to  the  accomplifhment  of  her  defigns.    But 
quarrel ;     whatever  the  motive  itoight  be,  the  fad  is  certain  that  on  the 
W  the      twcnty-firft  of  November  (he  quitted  the  palace,  and  retiring 
^"ig/orred  ^^  a  convent,  wrote  from  thence  a  letter  to  the  king;  in 
'*  '•6^^«-     which  flie  rcprefented,  that  (he  had  left  her  family  and  h* 
country,  and  had  converted  her  eftat^  into  money,  with  a 
view  of  rendering  herfclf  acceptable  to  his  majefty  :  that  the 
ufage  ihe  had  received  was  infupportable :  that  he  knewfte 
had  no  reafon  to  confider  herfelf  as  bis  wife :  that  (he  deftrei 
to  return  on  board  the  French  fquadron  in  the  river;  andtd 
this  (he  defired  his  confent  ^     The  king  was  exceedingly  en* 
raged  upon  receiving  this  letter,  and  went  immediately,  fol* 
lowed  by  a  great  train  %f  attendants,  to  the  convent  of  Sfc 
OWr£7,  where  he  demanded  entrance,  and  when  it  was  refufed, 
threatened  to  havb  the  doors  broke  open ;  but  the  infant  comings 
with  many  of  the  nobility,  and  other  peifoflsof  diftin£lion,  pr^ 
vailed  upon  the  king  to  return  to  the  palace.  The  oextday  there 
was  a  great  confuhation  held  at  the  convent  $  and  the  queett 
applied  herfelf  by  letter  to  the  chapter  of  the  cathedral  church 
^  Liibm^  dcfiring  that  they  would  enquire  into  the  evidence 
of  the  impuKTance  of  the  king,  and  for  the  honour  of  thd 
nation  render  her juftice  *».     In  the  mean  time  the  infimtDon 
Pedre^  and  the  council,  confidering  the date  of  public  affkirs, 
the  great  danger  the  kingdom  was  in,  and  the  little  hopes 
Arte  were  of  feeing  thefe  evils  redrefled  by  Don  Alonfsj 
Mblved,     that  he   (Iiould   be   defired,     for    the    fake  of 
the  public  fafety,  his  own,  and  that  of  his  family,  to  re- 
(jgn  in  favour  of  the  infant  Don  Pedro  his  brother.    This 
refolution  was   executed  the  next  day,  the  marquis  de  Of 
(oes  going,    at  the   head   of  the  council,    to  the  palace  in 
the  mornnig  to  propofe  it.     The  king  was  in  bed,  and  faft 
afleep :  the  marquis  ordered  him  to  be  awakened,  and  knock- 
ed Ihimfelf  violently  at  tbe  door  for  that  purpofe ;  and  wbcrf 
be  had  obtained  admiffion,  is  faid  to  have  upbraided  him  in  very

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coarfe  terms  with  his  lazincfs,  and  want  of  attention  to  public 
affairs,  at  fo  critical  a  conjundure  ;  adding,  that  fince  he  muft 
be  fenfible  he  wanted  abilities  to  govern  a  kingdom,  the  wifeft  ^ 
.  thing  he  could  do  was  to  refign  it  to  the  infant  his  brother. 
The  king  roundly  and  abfolutely  refufed  to  confent }  but  not 
long  after  the  infant  came  to  the  palace,  caufed  him  to  be  put 
under  confinement  in  his  apartment,  where  one  of  his  favou- 
rites making  him  believe  that  he  would  be  immediately  re* 
flored  to  his  liberty,  perfuadcd  him  to  fign  a  (hort  a6t  of  re- 
nunciation in  favour  of  his  brother  Don  Pedro^  and  his  lawful 
ifllie,  referving  one  hundred  thoufand  crowns  out  of  the  reve- 
nue of  the  crown,  together  with  the  houfe  of  Bragonga  and 
its  dependencies  ^.  At  the  fame  time  a  paper  was  offered 
him  containing  an  acknowledgment  that  his  marriage  was 
null  for  want  of  confummation  ;  which  he  faid  he  could  not 
fign  till  he  had  the  advice  of  feme  divines,  and  which,  wl^en 
he  had  fome  time  after  confulted  them,  he  did  fign  ^. 

As  the  prince  had  now  carried  his  point,  the  council  and  bon  Pe- 
nobility  who  concurred  with  him,  and  indeed  it  does  not  ap-  dro,  not- 
pear  that  there  were  any  who  oppofed  it^  thought  it  expedient  'withfiand- 
to  proclaim  him  immediately  in  the  palace,  with  all  the  fo-  ingthisre- 
lenonity  that  could  Authenticate  fuch  an  a£t     In  the  refigna--/%''^''^''» 
tion  of  Don  Alonfiy  it  is  faid,  that  he  renounces  of  his  own  ^^  P^^ 
proper  will,  and   in  virtue  of  his  royal  and  abfolute  power,  ^"''^^^ 
his  kingdoms  in  the  fame  manner  they  were  poffeffed  by  him,  ^^^\  ^^^^ 
in  favour  of  his  brother  ;  but  notwithftanding  this,  it  was  held  /  • 
improper  fqr  the  infant  to  affume  Tmmediately  the  regal  ti-      ^' 
tie  :  he  was  therefore  proclaimed  regent  governor  of  the  king- 
dom of  Portugal  ^,  of  the  arms  and  juftice  thereof,  which 
feems  to  have  been  the  ftile  of  the  duke  of  Coimhra  while  he. 

foverned  the  kingdom  during  the  minority  of  Alonfq  the, 
fth.  As  foon  as  this  proclamation  was  made,  the  people 
expteffed  their  joy  by  the  loudeft  acclamations  ;  and  it  is  faid 
that  in  the  midft  of  their  tranfports  not  a  few  cried,  "  Long 
*'  live  the  king  Don  Pedro  ^  /*'  which  is  probable  enough  ; 
but  as  to  what  fome  have  affirmed,  that  the  infant  himfelf 
(ought  that  title,  it  is  by  no  means  proved  ;  nor  can  there  be 
any  reafon  aifigrned  why  if  this  was  truly  his  intention,  he  did 
not  take  the  title  of  king  in  virtue  of  Don  Jlonfo's  refignation.

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In  refpea  to  what  others  have  aflertcd,  that  the  queen  had 
this  more  at  heart,  as  having  already  in  view  her  marriage 
with  the  infant,  and  being  unwilling  to  return  to  the  palace 
with  a  title  inferior  to  that  with  which  (he  left  it,  it  is,  tho* 
much  more  plaufible,  yet  not  altogether  free  from  objedion. 
As  for  the  infant,  as  a  French  hiSorian"  and  politician  has 
well  obferved,  he  might  eafily  fee  it  to  be  his  intereft  rather  to 
aflurne  the  title  of  regent  than  of  king ;  becaufe  it  was  more 
fuitable  to  the  conftitution,  more  confiftent  with  the  honour  of 
a  monarchy,  and  infinitely  more  compatible  with  the  pretences 
on  which  this  very  extraordinary  proceeding  was  founded. 
It  took  nothing  from  his  power ;  he  had  the  full  adminiftra- 
tion  ;  and  though  the  ftilc  of  his  brother  was  ufed,  yet  it  was 
ufcd  by  him,  and  not  by  his  brother.  Without  the  tide  of 
king  he  was  enabled  to  do  all  that  a  king  could  do ;  and  with 
the  title  of  a  king  Ahnfo  remained  a  prifoner,  and  could  do 
Jiothing.  Befidcs,  it  was  more  confiftent  with  his  charader, 
with  that  modefty  and  moderation  he  had  (hewn  in  all  hisac-. 
tions  :  now  if  this  was  his  real  difpofition,  his  condud  was 
perfedly  juft  and  natural  ;  but  if  this  modefty  and  moderation 
was  afFtfted,  then  this  very  affeftation  tied  him  to  afl  as  he 
did;  for  if  he  had  immediately  taken  the  title  of  king,  it 
would  have  been  a  very  impolitic  difcovery  of  his  ambition; 
and  would  have  rendered  it  manifeft  to  the  whole  world,  that 
A.  D.  he  had  hitherto  only  a£led  a  part:  again,  as  to  the  queen, tho* 
1667.  the  vanity  of  her  fex,  and  the  vivacity  of  her  country,  might 
prompt  her  ftnongly  to  aim  at  preferving  this  tit>c  ;  yet  the 
fame  prudence  that  induced  her  to  lay  it  afide  the  moment  (he 
entered  the  convent,  might  prevail  upon  her  to  wave  it  during 
the  life  of  Don  Alonfo^  that  (he  might  feem  to  have  loft  by  the 
exchange  both  her  title  and  her  fortune.  The  enemies  of  this 
princefs  affirm  her  to  have  been  a  very  artful  woman,  and  at 
the  fame  time  deny  her  the  ufe  of  this  art  in  this  inihnce, 
where  it  was  of  the  greateft  importance  ta  her.  The  rea- 
der will  think  for  himfelf ;  but  whatever  opinion  he  forms  of 
this  tranfaflion,  he  will  fee,  that  after  gratifying  their  ambi- 
tion and  their  inclinations,  the  prince  Don  PedrOy  and  the 
princefs  of  Savoy^  had  no  temptation  to  deny  themfelves  the 
fmall  merit  of  declining  to  accept  a  title,  and  a  title,  which 
if  they  had  accepted,  muft  have  been  ridiculous,  fmce  diftrcl* 
fed  and  depofed  as  he  was,  Don  Alonjh^  fo  long  as  he  lived, 
would  ftill  have  been  confidered  as  a  Icrng  \  and  their  quality, 
inftead  of  being  heightened,  would  in  rfealUy  have  been  Icf- 
fened  by  a  flilc  to  which  they  could  have  no  juft  pretenfions.

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SECTION    IX. 

^be  Regency  and  Reign  of  Don  Pedro  Ik  and  of  Don 
John  V,  to  the  Treaty  ^Utrecht. 

T  T  is  cerrainly  moft  proper  to  commence  the  regency  of  the  rj.^  ^^^ 
^   infant  Don  Pedro  from  the  time  of  his  proclamation,  fince  i^Wj  con- 
Otherwife  there  would  be  no  government  at  all  in  Portugal  fi„gjnent 
till  the  meeting  of  the'ftates,  which,  however,  was  far  from  />©»  Pedro 
being  the  cafe,  the  regent  adding  all  that  tin^ie,  at  leaft  as  far  ajfumes  the 
as  he  thought  proper  to  a£):,  with  the  fame  authority  as  he  af<-  adminif- 
terwards  held.    At  this  time  Don  Pedro  was  in  the  twentieth  trcaion. 
year  of  his  age,  a  young  prince,  very  agreeable  in  his  perfon, 
.3.  ftrong  well-made  man,   rendered  very  robuft  by  conftant 
exercife,  and  of  a  qapacity  and  charadter,  which,  if  aflifted 
by  a  proper  education,  would  have  rendered  him,  even  young 
as  he  was,  one  of  the  moft  accomplifhed  princes  of  the  age ; 
but  this  he  wanted,  tho'  time,  experience,  and  application, 
gradually  fupplied  all  defefls  *.    In  the  condu<9:  of  this  buft- 
nefs  he  was  adifted,  or  to  ipeak  with  the  freedom  of  an  hifto^ 
xian,  he  was  direfted  by  other  heads.    At  the  time  his  brother 
Don  Alonfo  was  feized,  that  unhappy  king  fcarce  perceived  it ; 
but  as  the  evening  drew  on,  and  everybody  left  him,  he 
found  he  was  a  prifoner  :    upon  which  he  fent  to  defire  his 
brother  to  let  him  Xwi^John^  who  managed  his  dog-kennej, 
.to  keep  him  coRipany,     Some  fay  he  did  this  with  defign  :' 
be  that  a$  it  will,  when  the  meiTage  was  delivered,  the  infant 
Don  Pedro  \o(k  his  ufual  calmnefs,  and  burft  into  a  violent 
paffion  of  tears,  and  immediately  gave  orders  th.at  fome  who 
were  agreeable  to  him  fhould  /emain  in  his  ap;artment  ^.     Ip 
this  ritual;ion  things  continued  till  the  meeting  of  the  dates. 
One  would  have  imagined  that  the  new  government  muft  have 
been  extisemely  infecure,  and  fubjedt  to  ma»y  difturbances 
both  at  home  s^nd  abroad,  whereas  it  happened  qyit?  other- 
wife.     The  conde  de  Ca/lelmelher  no  fooner  heard  tbe  infant  ' 
proclaimed  regent,  than  he  judged  it  moft  expedient  for  him 
to  quit  the  kingdom,  which  he  did  in  difguife,  retirrrig  firft  to 
Turifti  from  thence  mto  Francey  and  \2A\y  to  Great  Britain^ 
where  he  was  kindly  received^  and  had  a  good  penfion  given

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him  *^.  Henry  EnriqueZy  who  was  generally  hated,  was  Ycnt 
to  prifon  and  detained  there ;  but  as  for  Antmo  Sou/a  de  Ma- 
cedoy  he  retired  to  his  own  houfe  in  the  country,  and  betak- 
ing hinnfelf  to  his  fiudies,  not  only  remained  ujidifturbed  but 
received  marks  of  favour  and  countenance  ^.  The  count  dt 
Schombergy  who  had  now  the  command  6f  the  troops  without 
controul,  kept  the  Spaniards  in  awe,  and  were  themfelves  fo 
A.  D.  weakened  by  inteftihe  difpute^  and  the  war  with  France^  which 
-  1668. ,  was  then  breaking  out,  that  they  were  in  no  condition  to  ftir ; 
on  the  contrary,  they  regretted  the  troubles  in  Portugal^  as  it 
feemed  highly  probable  they  might  retard  the  peace  ^ 
TbeftaUs  The  ftates  of  the  kingaom  met  in  the  month  of  January^ 
ifiablijhtbe  and  without  any  difficulty  took  an  oath  to  the  infant  Don  ?t- 
regency.  droy  in  quality  of  prince  oi  Portugal -y  a  title  which  impliei 
as  much  as  heir-apparent,  and  which,  therefore;  the  king 
would  never  give  to  his  brother,  or  to  fufFer  him  afl'ume  it. 
^  -  Upon  mature  confideration  of  the  ftate  of  public  affairs,  of  the 
king's  refignation  however  obtained,  and  of  the  ftate  of  his 
underftanding  and  health,  they  voted  that  the  adminiftration 
fhould  remain  to  the  prince  Don  Pedro  K  The  deputies  of 
the  commons  were  very  earneft  to  give  him  the  title  of  king, 
which  the  clergy  would  have  approved  ;  but  the  nobility,  in 
fupport  as  they  alledged  of  his  royal  highnefs's  modefl  beha- 
viour, declared  in  favour  of  the  title  of  regent ;  but  invefted 
him  with  the  royal  authority,  with  which  there  is  reafon  to 
believe  he  was  fully  fatisfied  ^.  The  ftates  alfo  rectified  many 
abufes  that  were  crept  into  the  government,  took  proper  mea" 
fures  for  augmenting  the  public  revenue,  and  in  all  other  re- 
fpefls  complied  with  the  prifice's  defires,  who  had  by  this. time 
the  principal  nobility,  minifters  of  flate,  and  general  officers 
about  him  ^.  He  recalled  old  Pedro  Viera  to  the  poft  of  fe- 
cretary,  who  had  held  it  in  his  father's  reign,  and  in  his  mo- 
ther's regency.  He  recalled  many  vvhom  the  late  miniftry  ba- 
nifhed  ;  and  adopted  in  mod  refpecSbs  fuch  nieafures  as  he 
thought  would  render  him  popular.  In  -this  his  endeavours 
met  with  all  the  fuccefs  he  could  defire.  In  one  thing  only 
he  was  thought  blameable»  that  he  fupported  and  relied  upon

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the  power  of  the  commons,  which  was  but  too  great  before

The   bufinefs  of  the  marriage  was  next  to  be  concluded;  The  prina 
and  to  trace  this  myfterious  intrigue  from  the  beginning  to  the  regent  falls 
end  would  require  a  pretty  confiderable  volume ;  and  it  would  '*  {^^ . 
be  no  very  cafy  task  to  fettle  things  clearly,  and  to  explain  them  7J'^*  ^\* 
fatisfaaorily,  even  within  that  compafs.    To  fpeak  of  this  ^^'^^' 
matter  finccrely,  as  well  as  fuccin£lly,  the  princefs  of  Aumaule  ^*^^^' 
as  {he  is  called  by  fome,  the  princefs  of  Savoy  as  (he  is  gene- 
rally ililed  by  others,  and  the  confort  of  the  depofed  monarch, 
was  the  real  author  of  this  fingular  tranfadUon  ^.   She  was  the 
youngeft  daughter  of  the  duke  of  Nemours^  by  the  daughter  of 
the  duke  ofVendofmiy  and  was  herfelf  confequently  great  grand- 
daughter to  Henry  the  fourth  of  France.  She  was  originally  de- 
figned  for  the  infant  Don  Pedro^  and  her  elder  fifler  for  the 
king;  but  that  match  not  taking  effe£l:,  the  count  de  Cajlelmelhor 
determined  the  king  (hould  marry  her  ^  She  had  not  been  long 
queen  before  (he  found  caufe  to  repent  of  becoming  fo.    She 
fa^w  the  infant  as  ill  ufed  as  herfelf,  and  fhe  affeded  to  ex- 
prefs  a  great  concern  for  this,    Don  Pedro  was  young  and 
very  gallant;    he  was  ftruck  with  the  beauty,  and  caught  by 
the  arts  of  a  princefs  fomewhac  older,  and  infinitely  more  ca- 
pable of  political  intrigues  than  himfelf.    Their  two  confef- 
fors  aded  as  their  prime  minifters  in  this  buHnefs ;    and  it 
jvas  chiefly  by  their  contrivances  that  all  things  were  condud- 
jed  to  a  point,  and,  the  king  and  his  favourites  were  driven 
from  the  government  ftep  by  ftep,  with  much  clamour,  fomc 
violence,  but  no  effufion  of  blood  "*.    At  this  time  fhe  puflied 
her  divorce  warmly  before  the  chapter  of  Lisbon,  and  fpoke 
of  nothing  but  procuring  the  reftitution  of  her  fortune,  and 
her  returning  to  France^  as  if  that  had  been  her  real  intention  : 
yet,  while  the  caufe  was  depending,  a  difpenfation  was  pro- 
cured from  the  cardinal  of  Vendofnuy  the  uncle  of  this  prin- 
cefs, whom  the  Pope  had  appointed  his  legate  at  the  French 
court,  upon  an  extraordinary  occafion,  from  whence  he  was 
fuppofed  to  derive  the  power  of  granting  this  inftrument,  by 
which  his  niece  \yas  permitted  to  marry  the  prince  regent ".

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The  fchemc  was  well  laid,'  and  managed  with  gfcat  addrefs ; . 
but  the  date  was  a  little  unlucky,  fince  that  was  the  thirteenth 
of  March^  and  the  fentence  of  nullity,  by  the  chapter,  did 
not  bear  date  till  the  twenty-fourth  of  the  fame  month  ;   but 
tho*  flow  in  coming  it  was  remarkably  clear  and  full,  which 
will  appear  the  left  wonderful  when  the  reader  is  told  that 
Don  Alonfo  acknowledged  the  truth  of  what  the  princefs  fug- 
gefted  under  his  hand,  gave  no  oppofition  to  their  proceed- 
ings, or  ever  attempted  an  appeal  *^. 
Don  Pe-        The  fentence  of  nullity  having  paflcd,  and  the  ftates  bc- 
dro,  njoith  ing  acquainted  with  the  intention  of  the  princefs  to  return 
the  con/ent  into  France,  fent  a  folemn  deputation  to  intreat  her  not  to 
of  the       abandon  them  ;  but  to  ftay  and  marry  the  prince,  fince  they 
fidtes, pub' yN ere  not  either  ^ble  or  willing  to  r^ftore  her  fortune.    The 
Uclymar-  queen  did  not  return  them  a  direS  anfwer.    However,  they 
riestbat     next  applied  themfelves  to  the  prince,  intreating  him  to  cf- 
frincefs.     poufe  the  late  queen,  as  the  moft  efFedual  means  to  prefervc 
the  nation ;  adding,  that  they  would  never  approve  his  choice 
of  any  other  woman.    The  prince  regent  told  them  they  had 
his  confent  if  they  could  procure  the  queen's  j    upCn' which 
they  returned  in  a  body  to  the  convent,  and  prevailed  upon 
her  at  length  to  be  as  complaifant  a^  the  prince  ^     Accdri- 
ingly,  on  the  Wednefday  in  PoJJion  Week  they  were  married  by 
proxy,  and  on  Eajier  Monday  the  prince  went  in  ftate  to  tfec 
convent  to  fetch  his  bride,  whom  he  conduced  to  Alcantara^ 
where  the  marriage  was  confummated.     Upon  this  occafiai 
there  Were,  as  might  be  expedled,  very  great  rejoicings  through- 
out Lisbon^  and  amon|ft  the  reft  ringing  of  bells  and  firing  tf 
guns  were  of  the  number.      The  royal  prifoner  could  not 
help  enquiring  v^hat  fortunate  event  excited  thefe  marfa  of 
public  fatisfa£tion.     Being  told  what  it  was  he  appeared,  as 
he  very  vvell  might,  not  a  little  dull ;    but  thofe  who  were 
'  about  him  could  not  help  being  furprized  when  he  exprefled 

the  occafion  of  it  5  when,  inftead  of  lamenting  the  indignity 
offered  to  himfelf,  he  teftified  great  concern  for  his  poor  bro* 
thet,  who  he  faid  would  foon  have  enough  of  the  French 
woman,  and  repent,  as  heartily  as  he  had  done,  that  he  had 
every  any  thing,  to  do  with  her.^.  But  upon  refle<ftion,  how- 
ever, he  thought  fit  to  fend  them  his  compliments  upon  their 
nuptials  to  Alcantara^  with  vvhich  ftrange  circumftance  we

The  next  point  of  importance  brought  upon  the  carpet  Peace^with 
was  that   of  a  peace  with  Spain^  never  more  needed,  never  Spain 
more  vnQxed  for  than  at  prefent ;  yet  there  was  a  party  who  brought 
llrongly  oppofed  it.    This  was  compofed  of  general  officers,  ^i^ut  by 
-who  were^  gaioers  hy  it ;    of  fome  wjio  were  fecretly  piqued  the  judi- 
againft   the  marquis  de  Marialva  and  his  brother,  who  had  clous  con- 
i)een  for  oiany. fears  the  prince's  confident;  and  of  thc/^r^«^A  duaofttft 
faflion  in  general '  ;    for  when  Lewis  the  fourteenth  invaded  Enj^lifli  * 
the  Spanifi}  Low  Countries^  under  colour  of  his  wife's  title,  he  niimfters. 
had  entered  into  a  treaty  offenfive  and  defenfive  with  Portu- 
gal^ and  had  fent  over  the  abhe  de  St.  Romaine^  to  refide  at 
Lisbon   as  his  ambaflador.     On  the  other  fide  were  all  the 
true  patriots,  .and  that  ftiled  the  Englijh  party,  who,  upon 
this  occafion  (tho'  indeed  it  has  not  often  happened)  outwit- 
ted and  got  the  better  of  the  French  *.     Sir  Richard  Fanjhaw^ 
his  Britannic  majefty's  minifter  at  Madrid^  had  ibme  years 
before  entered  into  a  negociation  with,  that  nation,  for  ter- 
minating their  differences  with  Portugal  \    and  with  much 
trouble  and  difficulty  fettled  with  them  the  draught  of  a  treaty, 
favourable  enough  {ox  Portugal  \    notwithftanding  which,  it 
-was   rejeiied  by  the  count  de  Cajielmelbor  upon  a  punSilio, 
,and  the  French  party  took  all  imaginable  pains  to  prevent  its 
]being  revived  ^    But  Sir  Robert  Southwell^  the  Englijh  mini- 
fter  then  at  Lisbon^  contrived  to  bring  it  about  in  a  manner 
which  they  never  fo  much  as  fufpeSed.     He  infmuated  to 
Pon  Gafpar  de  Haro  Guzman  y  Arragonyht\2X{{\x\s  del  Carpio^ 
ion  to  the  famous  minifter  Don  Lewis^  and  heir  both  to  him 
and  the  conde  duke  de  Olivarez^  who  had  been  taken  prifo- 
ner  at  the  battle  of  Evora^  that  the  only  way  to  obtain  his 
liberty,  was  to  procure  full  powers  from  Madrid  for  hegociating 
a  peace;    and  the  marquis  readily  clofing  with  this  propofal, 
he  found  means  to  convey  his  letters  fafely  to  Madrid^  and 
to  procure  anfwers,  which  in  a  little  time  brought  him  as  full 
powers  as  he  could  dcfire'*.     The  French  party,  who  by  this 
time  had  intelligence  of  what  they  were  doing,  >  exerted  their 
utmoft  force  to  raife  an  oppofttion,  but  without  effe<9,  for 
^r  Robert  applied  himfelf  to  the  judge  of  the  people,  who  at 
the  firfl  word  declared  that  peace  was  a  good  thing ;    and

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this  being  ecchoed  by  the  magiftrates  and  commons  of  Ltsboify 
the  fame  fcntiments  fpread  itfelf  thro'  the  ftates,  fo  that  tlic 
court  was  in  a  little  time  forced  to  acquiefce  *^. 
Earl  of  The  arrival  of  the  Z2ix\  o{  Sandwich^  with  the  title  of  his 

Sandwich  Britannic  majefty's  ambaffaclor,  and  all  the  neceflary  authority 
concludes    ,  and  inftruSions  from  Madrid^  gave  the  laft  ftroke  to  this  great 
thepeace^    affair,  and  produced  the  figning  a  treaty  under  the  mediation 
inqualityofQ{  his  Britannic  majefty  ;  which  was  as  fortunate,  and  as  hb- 
mediatory    nourable  for  the  P^r/w^w^  nation  as  they  could  defire.  The 
W  Great  partizans  of  France^  however,  made  a  great  noife,  infmuat- 
Ijntain       ^^g^  ^y^^^  ^^^  peace  was  made  when  the  Portuguefe  had  moft 
guaranties  ^^  ^^^^  ^^^^  ^^^  continuance  of  the  war  :  that  it  deprived 
them  of  the  advantages  they  had  reafon  expe^  from  their  clofe 
engagements  with  France -y  and  that  the  terms  of  their  laft 
treaty  confidered,  it  drew  upon  them  the  imputation  of  a 
breach  of  faith.     To  thefe  it  was  anfwered  in  a  paper,  faid 
to  be  drawn  by  the  marquis  del  Carpio,  that  the  war  had  laft- 
.  ed  twenty-feven  years,  and  that  both  nations  had  fuffered  fuf- 
ficietitly,  and  decHned  greatly  in  their  figure  and  commerce  5 
while  fome  of  their  neighbours  looked  on  very  coolly,  and 
were  ready  now  and  then  to  throw  in  what  they  ftiled  reafons 
and  motives  for  continuing  a  war,  by  which,  without  all 
doubt,  both  nations  would  continue  to  fuffer  and  decline.  As 
to  the  fecond,  it  was  alledged,  that  none  but  military  advan- 
tages could  be  drawn  from  the  French  alliance ;  and  that  thefe, 
if  the  great  points  aimed  at  by  the  war,  could  be  obtained  by 
a  negotiation,  they  had  much  better  be  without,  fmce  they 
confifted  only  in  ruinous  victories,  by  which  the  country  was 
depeopled,  and  the  nation  impoveriflied.     And  to  the  laft  it 
was  faid,  that  the  treaty  of  the  Pyrenees  was  fuch  a  prece- 
dent as  they  had  good  reafpn  tp  copy  :   fmce  in  that  treaty 
France  had  abandoned  Portugal^  and  had  aftually  fent  a  mi- 
nifteii  to  Lisbon  to  perfuade  the  queen  dowager  to.  abandon 
herfelf  and   her  family,  and  fubmit  to  the  mercy  of  Spain. 
The  ftates,  entirely  fatisfied  with  thefe  reafons,  exprefled  great 
gratitude  to  the  Britijh  nation,  prefled  the  conclufion  of  the 
treaty  without  delay  5  to  which  the  court  confented  *.     It  was 
generally  believed,  that  the  prince  regent  himfelf  was  as  well 
pleafed  with  the  peace  as  any  of  his  fubjefis  ;  and  fome  have 
fufpedled,  that  thoiigh  his  confort  oppofed  it  with  an  appear- 
ance of  vigour,  yet  this  was  no  more  than  an  appearance, 
that  flie  might  not  lofe  her  credit  in,  or  the  fupport  that

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ihe  derived  from  Prance  y.  Soon  after  a  French  fleet  arrived 
in  the  river  of  Lisbon^  on  board  which  count  Schomberg^  and 
the  auxiliary  troops  embarked,  loaded  with  honours ;  but  in 
other  refpeSs  neither  very  well  fatisfied  or  well  treated. 

One  of  the  firft  good  efFefls  the  peace  produced  w^s  giving  7"^^  p^p^ 
fuch  a  turn  to  the  affairs  at  Rome^  which  perhaps  they  would  confirms 
never  otherwife  have  taken.     Cardinal  Rofpigliofu  very  lately  the  decla-- 
advanced  to  the*  papal  throne  by  the  name  of  Clement  the  ration  of 
ninth,  had  received  an  account  of  the  queen's  marriage  by  nullity^  the 
z  difpenfation  from  the  cardinal  of  Vendofme^  and  of  all  the  ^^/t^^f^- 
unufual  circumftances  that  had  attended  it ;  and  as  the  world  ^?*'/''^ 
reported,  was  by  no  means  edified  with  the  conduft  of  his  le-       fi^ond 
gate  \ii  France"^,  The  cardinal  de  Vendofme  excufed  himfelf  with  ^'^^^*^&^' 
great  humility;  and  amongft  other  things  faid,  that  he  wrotip 
a  fair  ftate  of  the  cafe  to  his  holinefs  when  the  difpenfation 
was  firft  applied  for  :  which  was  ftridly  true;  but  the  French 
fecretary  of  ftate,  who  was  intrufted  to  fend  it  by  his  cou- 
rier, kept  It  very  fafe  in  his  office,  upon  a  fuppofition  that 
the  difpenfation  might  go  on  as  well  without  it  *.     Thefe 
dark  clouds  at  Rome  began  to  difperte  upon  the  news  of  the 
peace  with  Spain  ;  and  upon  the  arrival  of  the  marquis  de  las 
Afinas^  to  render  obedience,  in  his  matter's  name,  to  the 
holy  fee,  the  sky  grew  perfefHy  clear ;    infomuch,  that  the 
queen's,  confeffor,  M^ho  came  to  fubmit  her  caufe  to  the  Pope, 
.  was  very  kindly  received.    However,  according  to  the  cuf- 
tom   of  the  fee  of  Rome,  the  whole  caufe  was  to  be  begun 
a-frelh :  in  confequence  of  which  a  bull  was  direSed  to  the 
dean  of  the  inquifitors  at  Lisbon^  to  hear  and  determine  the 
cafe  of  the  firft  marriage  ;  and  this  being  done,  though  not 
'with  fo  much  care  and  caution  as  before,  a  fentence  of  nulli- 
ty was  again  pronounced,  which,  together  with  the  difpenfa- 
tion, and  fecond  marriage,  the  Pope  confirmed  by  his  bull,         1 
affuring  the  prince,  that  he  had  done  for  him  all  that  was  in 
his  power  ^.     The  great  affair  of  bifliops  was  next  to  be  ad- 
jufted;  and  in  that  there  was  no  longer  any  difficulty,  as 
Spain  gave  no  oppofition,  and  as  his  holinefs  was  to  be  a  great 
gainer  by  the  vaft  fums  of  iponey  extorted  under  different  pre- 
tences from  every  bifhop.     The  regent,  to  exprefs  his  fenfe 
of  thefe  favours,  appointed  the  count  de  Prado  his  ambafTa- 
dor  i  but  he  did  not  arrive  till  cardinal  Jltiert  was  elefted  on

"  may  communicate  it  at  the 
"  court  where  you  refide  ;    and 
"  that  in  the  public  gazettes, 
'*  and  other  relations,  this  mat- 
"  ter  may  be  treated  with  de- 
"  cency  and  truth.     Given  at 
"  Lisbony  May  ihQ  2%t\iy  1669.** 
This  letter  had  a  great  effed  at 
home  as  well  as   abroad,  and 
procured  that  approbation  for 
this  raeafure,  which  it  is  artfully 
fuggefted  had  been  already  ex- 
preiled.    There  has  been,  ,how- 
ever,  fome  difference  in  opinions 
as  to  this  tranfaftion ;  many  be- 
lieving that  an  ifland,  in  which 
there  were  various  outlaws,  was 
not  the  propereft  refidence  for 
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Zeal  and   who  had  a  great  (hare  in  eftablifhing  his  regency,  and  was 
fuhlic/pi^  alfo  a  prince  of  his  blood,  had  his  ear  from  the  beginning, 
tit  expref-   and  enjoyed  his  confidence  as  long  as  he  lived**.    He  (hewed 
fed  by  Den  the  like  fteadinefs  with  regard  to  the  reft  of  his  counfellors, 
Pedro,   «*  and  paid  great  deference  to  their  opinions.  At  firft  this  might 
$bf  ma-      be^  ^^id  very  probably  was,  highly  requifite ;  but  by  degrees. 
^f^^T     it  became  lefs  fo.    As  he  ftudied  affiduoufly,  and  with  a  good 
^^"^  '^    will,  his  fubjedls  would  have  been  very  well  pleafed,  as  they 
Jf^*^*'       knew  that  none  underftood  the  ftate  of  the  kingdom  better, 
had  he  relied  more  upon  his  own  lights,  and  trufted  in  moft 
cafes  to  his  own  opinion.     He  found  that  midnight  diverfions 
were  far  from  ceafing  with  his  brother*s  depofition  and  con- 
finement :  but  he  thought  it  very  unjuft  that  perfons  of  any 
rank  Ihould  commit  with  impunity  offences  that  had  coft  \k 
brother  his  liberty  and  his  crown  ^     He  did  not  take  his  mea- 
fures  haflily  ;  but  fuffered  for  a  time  thefe  adventures  to  con- 
tinue the  talk  of  the  court,  by  which  he  came  todifcernthc 
(horteft  and  beft  methods  of  correSing  them,  which  he  pro- 
fecuted  with   fuch  fpirit,  that  they  were  efFeiSually  cured, 
and  in  this  he  made  no  diftinflions  \  fo  that  the  friars,  who 
were  as  much  addifted  to  thefe  amufements  as  the  young  no- 
bility, were  conftrained  to  abandon  them,  and  to  pafs  their 
evenings  in  a  mannejr  more  fuitable  to  their  character.    He 
leflened  the  expences  of  government  as  much  as  poffible,  dif- 
banded  a  great  part  of  the  troops,  put  his  finances  into  the 
beft  order  poffible,  and  gave  in  his  own  perfon,  and  in  the 
management   of  his  court,    an   example  of  that  frugality 
which  he  thought  requifite  for  his  fubjecSs  to  imitate,  thai 
they  might  in  fome  meafure  repair  the  mifchtefs  and  mifcries 
brought  upon  them  by  living  fo  long  under  a  foreign  yokei 
and  by  that  tedious,  tho'   necefTary  war,  which  had  been 
carried  on  in  order  to  com  pleat  their  deliverance.    He  re- 
newed the  treaties  fubfifting  with  moft  of  the  powers  of  £«- 
rt^pe^  particularly  with  Great  Britain  and  Holland  i  but  was  fe

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circuflifpeft  in  all  he  did,  as  to  avoid  contraSing  any  engage^ 
ments  that  might  oblige  him  to  take  part  in.  any  of  the 
broils  which  difturbed  the  tranquility  of  Chriftendom  ;  for 
as  he  had  no  ambitious  views  of  his  own,  he  would  not  be 
made  the  dupe  of  his  neighbours  projects*^. 

In  the  courfe  of  a  long  peace  one  would  have  imagined,  -^  long 
that  thefe  wife  and  moderate  meafures  might  have  reftored  the  P^^<^^'>  o^td 
public  affairs  oi  Portugal^  at  leaft  in  a  confiderable  degree,  ^  good  aJ- 
and  yet  this  did  not  happen.     The  fault  certainly  was  not  in  ^^^ftratt-^ 
the  king,  but  in  the  genius  of  the  nation.     There  was  nothing  ''^l  '^hub 
fo  neceflary  as  to  bring  in  a  frefli   recruit  of  people,  fome  ^J^^t- 
confiderable  traces  of  land,  even  in  fo  fmall  a  country,  being  ^g^  thin     ' 
become  utterly  defert:  this,  however,  was  impoffible  with- *9-^;„-^^_ 
out  tempering  in  fome  degree  that  religious  zeal,  ov  xzihcx  ing  *wor/t. 
fiiry,  which  generally  prevailed  ;  and  as  no  ftep  of  this  kind 
was,  or  could  be  taken,  no  foreigners  came,  or  at  leaft  remain- 
ed in  Portugal^  except  it  may   be^  a  very  few  French^  and 
even  thefe  were  fcarce  confidered  as  catholics  ^     It  was  as 
neceflary  to  give  the  people  fome  eafe  in  their  impofitions  and 
taxes  ;    but  that   was   equally  impracticable.     The   Spanijh 
kings  had   granted   moft  of  thefe   to  noble   families,  from 
whom  it  was  not  expedient,  or  even  fafe,  for  the  houfe  of 
Braganfa  to  take  them  ;  fo  that  trade  was  opprefled,  and  in- 
duftry  difcouraged,  while   the  crown  was  in   real  neceffiry. 
But  what  bore  hardeft  on  the  whole   nation,    and   was  a 
grievance  equally  extenfive  and  infupportable,    was  the  pro- 
digious fums  annually  raifed^  and  carried  out  of  the  king- 
dom to  Honii?  ^y  the  agents  and  emiflaries  of  the  Pope,  under 
pretences  which  in  other  Roman  catholic  countries  would  have 
been  treated  with  ridicule  and  contempt  "*.  Here,  however,  they 
•were  fupported  not  only  by  ecclefiaftical  cenfures,  but  by  the 
civil  authority,  and  that  for  political  reafons ;  which  it  is  to 
be  feared  will  always  have  too  great  weight,  and  which,  by 
keeping  this  drain  open,  rendered  all  endeavours  in  any  other 
way  (o  bring  wealth  and  profperity  into  this  country  altoge- 
ther ineffeflual  ^.     The  intereft  of  the  Portuguefe  in   India 
was  continually  finking ;  and   the  navigation  of  the  king- 
dom fo  much  reduced,  that  the  regiftered  feamen  did  not  ex- 
ceed three  hundred,  , 

The  French  court,  at  the  time  of  making  war  upon  the 
Hates,  which  it  was  forefeen  would  bring  Spain  and  Ger--

fulted  in  his  own'houfe ;  of  which  ill  ufage  having  co9)pbi] 
ed  to  little  purpofe,  he  judged  it.  moft  expedient  to  retit 
which  he  did,  and  returned  home  **.  The  regent  bore  th 
without  fuflFering  any  ftrong  marks  of  refentment  to  efcape 
but  he  began  to  alter  his  condud,  to  repair  the  ftrong  pi 

A.  D.     on  his  frontiers,  and  to  reinforce  their  garrifons.    He  too 

1675.  likewife  another  neceflary  precaution,  and  under  prete^yce  1 
fome  idle  ftories  diSufed  amongft  the  people  as  to  the  i 
ufage  of  his  brother  in  the  ifland  of  Terceroy  he  fent  a  iqu 
dron  to  bring  him  back  to  P^r/i/^^/ ;  and  upon  bis  arrivi 
directed  he  mould  be  carried  to  the  caftle  of  Cintra^  not  f 
from  Lisbon^  where  he  fpent  the  remainder  of  his  days 
clofe  confinement'.

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the  title  given  him  of  duke  of  Caminha  at  Madrid ;  and  not-  ThedifptOi 
withftanding  that  it   bad  been   afferted  there  publicly,  and  about  the 
even  in  print,  that  the  treaty  made  by  the  queen  regent  with  nnv  coUxp 
the  crow^n  of  Portugal  was  void  ;  and  that  it  was  not  in  her  in  the  Rio 
power,  as  guardian  to  her  ion,  to  give  aWay  a  great  kingdom  de  la  Plata 
to  the  prejudice  not  only  of  that  prince,  but  of  his  pofterity,  cemj^ 
the  prince  regent  offered  his  mediation  to  facilitate  the  con-  ^U^d* 
clufion  of  a  peace  at  Nhneguen :   a  meafure  in  itfelf  well  in- 
tended, and  flowing  froni  a  generofity  of  mind  truly  worthy 
of  a  great  prince.     It  was  accepted  in  appearance  ;  but  in 
cffed    declined,     or  rather  refufed    by  France :    in    which 
the  politics  of  £^w;«  the  fourteenth  failed  him;  for  difcovering 
upon  this  occafion  fomething  of  contempt  either  of  the  re- 
gent, or  of  the  crown^  the  affairs  of  which  he  adminiftered, 
it  ocealioned  his  fending  orders  to  his  amoaffador  at  Paris 
to  meddle  with  that  point  no  more;  but  to  leave  the  moft  chrif- 
tian  king,  when  he  flood  in  need  of  a  mediation,  to  feek  it 
zx  Lisbon  * :  but  this  was  not  at  ail.     It  funk  fo  deep  into  hi3 
breaft  that  he  never  forgot  it ;  and  fome  fay  the  remembrance 
of  it  eoft  the  crown  of  France  as  deaf  as  any  errpr  in  the 
cabinet  during  that  whole  reign.     In  Spain  it  was  alfo  but  in- 
differently received  ;  on  which  Don  Pedro  expreffed  himfelf 
in  fo  quick  terms,  that  the  Spanijh -mimAry  being  afraid  that 
a  rupture  on  this  fide,  might  change  the  general  face  of  affairs,     - 
and  being  fufficiently  fenfible  of  their  own  weaknefs,  drop- 
ped their   haughtinefs  at  once,  difavowed  having  any  hand 
whatever  in  the  confpiracy,  gave  full  fatisfadion  for  the  abu(« 
of  the  Poriuguefe  minifler,  and  the  flrongeft  aflurances  to  the 
regent  that  his  catholic  majefty  had  nothing  more  at  heart 
than  to  cultivate  a  fincere  friendflup,  and  to  maintain  a  con-"

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The  next  point  of  importance  brought  upon  the  carpet  of 
Lisbon  was  the  marriage  of  the  infanta  ;  which,  if  we  take  in 
the  whole  compafs  of  the  negotiation,  as  well  as  the  iilue  of 

it 


and  feads  fubfifting  between  the 
two  nations.  It  is,  however^ 
of  confequence  to  fet  this  mat- 
ter in  a  trae  lieht,  inafmuch  as 
It  is  one  of,  the  moft  intricate 
points  regarding  the  modem  fy- 
ftem  of  politics  in  Europe,  The 
crown  oi Portugal\io\ds  the  great 
country  of  Brazil,  on  the  north ; 
and  the  crown  of  Spain  is  in 
polTeffion  oiParaguajf,  or  at  leaft 
fo  much  of  that  vaft  country  as 
ftretches  along  the  fouth  fide  of 
the  Rio  de  laFlata^  on  the  fouth. 
The  Spaniards  fay,  that  their 
right  to  both  fides  of  the  river 
is  out  of  quedion,  and  in  the 
ipace  of  two  centuries  was  never 
contefted.  On  the  other  hand, 
^tPortuguefe  jijftify  their  pro- 
ceeding, and  aiErm,  that  in  the 
courfe  of  this  bufinefs  they  did 
nothing  but  what  by  the  law  of 
nations  they  had  a  right  to 
do  (4).  In  point  of  facts,  Don 
Emanuel  de  Lobo^  governor  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro^  fent  a  fmall  bo- 
dy of  Fortuguefe  to  take  pofief- 
fion  of  a  convenient  fpot  of 
ground  behind  theifland  of  St. 
Gabriel,  almofl  oppofite  to  the 
great  Spanijh  fettlement  o{ Buenos 
Ayresy  in  the  month  oi  January ^ 
1680 ;  and  to  the  little  hamlet 
that  was  built  there,  he  gave  the 
name  of  St.  Sacrament,  The 
Spanijh  governor  of  Buenos  Ayres, 
being  a  man  of  fpirit,  and  hav- 
ing perhaps  no  great  opinion 
for  the  firmnefs  of  his  own  court, 
refolved  to  take  the  ilep  that  in 


his  own  judgment  he  thought 
right,  without  waiting  for  any 
inflrudlions ;  and  accordingly 
in  the  month  of  Auguft,  in  the 
fame  year,  difpoffeffed  the  ?»• 
tuguefe  of  their  new  fettlement, 
deilroyed  the  place,  and  made 
the  garrifon  prifoners  of  war, 
and  treated  theni  but  indiffer' 
ently.  On  the  arrival  of  this 
news  in  Europe,  Don  Pedro,  ai 
we  have  ihewn  in  the  text,  and 
in  another  part  of  our  work, 
a^ed  very  cavalierly,  and  com- 
pelled the  court  of  Makli 
to  repair  the  brisk  conduftof 
their  governor,  by  a  deportment 
of  quite  a  different  kind,  la 
fhort,  the  court  of  Spain  found 
itfelf  fo  puftied  by  the  prince  re- 
gent of  Portugal's  recalling  his 
ambaflador,  with  a  proteft,  that 
if  within  the  fpace  of  twenty 
days,  reckoning  that  for  one  on  • 
which  the  proteft  was  made,  die 
Spaniards  did  not  make  full  re- 
paration for  this  infult,  it  ihouid 
be  underftood  that  a  war  was 
declared  without  any  other  for- 
mality, that  they  were  forced  to 
fend  an  ambaffador  immediately 
to, Lisbon t  to  give  fuch  fatisfac- 
tion  as  fhould  be  infifted  up- 
on (5).  This  minifter  was  fairly 
worth  an  army  ;  it  was  the 
famous  duke  de  Giovinazzo,  who 
had  baffled  all  the  French  arts  in 
Italy,  and  who  did  all  the  Spa- 
nijh minifters  could  poffibly  ex- 
pe£l  from  him  here ;  for  he  b 
mollified  the  prince  regent,  diat

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it,  it  will  appear  as  fingular  as  any  that  happened  in  the  laft 
age  in  Europe.  ^  The  dutchefs  dowager  ot  Savoy  was  the  elder 
jBfter  of  her  who  had  been  once  queen,  and  was  now  confori 
to  the  prince  regent  of  Portugal^  and  (he  judged  it  vvould  be 
a  very  advantageous  match  for  her  fon  f^i<Sor  JmadeuSy  \^  {he 
could  procare  him  the  infanta,  who  was  the  fworn  heirefs  of 
the  crown  ".  On  the  other  hand  the  confort  of  the  regent, 
yfho  had  always  a  great  influence  over  her  husband,  flattered

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in  the  end  he  prevailed  upon 
lim  to  conclude  the  provifional 
treaty,  dated  at  Lisbon^  May  the 
7th,  1 68 1,    by  which,  though 
ample  fatisfadion  was  given  to 
the  crown  of  Portugal,  by  ftipu- 
ladng    the   rellitution   of  the 
place,  the  releafe  of  the  garri- 
lon,  the  power  of  refettling  it, 
the  title  to  fortifications  equiva- 
lent to  thofe  demolifhed,   and 
the  ponifhment  of  the  governor 
pi  Buenos  Ayres ,  yet  the  dccifion 
of  the  main  point  was  referved, 
And  the  free  and  undiflurbed 
polfeffion  of  the  Portuguef$  was 
to  continue  only  till  the  right 
ihould  be  amicably  determined 
by  commiilioners,     to   be  ap- 
pointed by  the  two  crowns  (6). 
This  was  a  point  of  very  great 
importance  ;  for  though  at  that 
time  the  common  opinion  was 
tathcr  in  favour  of  the  Spaniards, 
yet  was  there  very  little  to  doubt 
tiiat  if  the  prince  regent  had 
been  as  peremptory  at  Lisbon, 
as  his  minid^r  was  at  Madrid, 
iie  muft  have  carried  his  point, 
and  fecured  the  new  colony  for 
/ever.     The  prince  Don  Pedro 
was  himfelf  fenfible  of  this,  and 
could  not  help  faying,  "  That 
"  tho*  he  underftood  very  well 


**  what  the  duke  de  Gio^inattsat 
**  aimed  at  by  his  commenda- 
**  tions  of  his  royal  highnefs's 
"  modefty,    moderation,    and 
*|  equity,    yet    he    could    not 
"  help  being  afFedled  by  them, 
**  nor  had  the  power  of  prefer- 
"  ring  intereft  of  Hate  to  the 
*<  inclination  he  had  to  deferve 
**  the  high  charader  which  this 
"  able  minider  had  fo  artfully 
"  given  him  (7)."    To  remove 
this  obftacle,  and  to  redrefs  the 
miftake  made  in  this  provifional 
treaty,  we  fhall  find  no  Icfs  than 
three  new  treaties  made  within 
the  compafs  of  this  fedion  ;  and 
all  of  them,  though  clear  and 
ftrong  in  appearance,  yet  inef- 
fedual  at  thebottoni,  as  leaving 
everlallingly  to  thf  court  of  Ma- 
drid, the  power  ofpropofing  an 
equivalent    for    this    contefled 
fpot,    of  which-   the    Spaniards 
cannot  be  more  covetous  than 
tlie  Portugueje  tenacious  (8),  fo 
that   poffibly  after  a  hundred 
years  difpute,  this  affair  may  be 
at  length  determined   by  force 
of  arms  (9).     It  had,  therefoie, 
been  for  th^   intereft  of  both 
crowns  if,  in  purfuance  of  this 
treaty,  commifiioners  had  met 
and  determined  the  point.

ter with  her  nephew.  The  French  court  went  likewife  very 
heartily  into  this  fcheme,  which  was  warmly  promoted  by  her 
creatures  at  the  court  of  Lislon.  An  affair  of  this  impor- 
tance, however,  could  not  be  carried  on  precipitately ;  more 
cfpecially  as  there  was  one  great  obftacle  in  the  way,  which' 
was  its  being  direftly  in  the  teeth  of  the  conftitution.  Yet 
the  prince  was  fo  much  beloved  by  his  fubjefts  in  general,! 
and  his  influence  over  the  ftates  was  fo  ftrong,  that  upon  an 
application  to  them  even  this  feemingly  invincible  obfiack 
was  got  over;  infomuch  that  they  gave  their  confent,  that  for 
this  time,  and  without  creating  any  precedent  for  the  future^ 
the  infanta  might  marry  a  foreign  prince  without  prcjudicuig 
A.  D-  her  right  tO  the  crown  *.  This  point  once  carried,  the  mar*| 
1678.  yjage  treaty  was  quickly  adjufted,  and  there  ^remained 
thing  more  than  to  make  the  preparations  ncceflfary  for 
celebration  of  this  wedding,  with  a  magnificence  fuitablc 
the  diftinguiihed  rank  of  the  parties,  and  the  genius  of  a 
pie  who  delight  .in  nothing  more  than  in  fuch  folemnities*^ 
Thai  The  preparations  were  long  in  making,  and  well  thq[ 

fcheme  un-  might.     A  fquadron  of  twelve  men  of  war  was  equipped  I 
accountably  g^  inconceivable  expence.    The  fhips  in  general  of  which  i 
defeated     ^^  compofed  were  gilt  and  painted  ;  hut  above  all  the  al 
^hen  on     miral  was  gilt  from  ftem  to  ftern  ;   the  ppop  and  prow  dow 
\  ^'n^'^C'    ^^  ^^^  furface  of  the  water,  and  the  fides  down  to  the  giiii 
cot^Uhed,  ^^'^'     The  great  cabin  was  painted  by  theb^ft  mafiersii 
'  Lisbon^  and  the  floor  laid  in  fquares  of  ebony  and  ivory.  Th 
bed  was  moftfuperb,  and  the  royal  ftandard  all  of  clothe 
tiflue,  with  the  arms  of  Portugal  in  the  higheft  raifed  embroi 
dery :  in  Ihort,  the  fplendor  of  this  fhip  was  fuch  as  feemo 
to  juftify  the  name  beftowed  upon  her  Monte  de  Ouro.    TTrt 
duke  of  Cadaval  was  declared  admiral,  with  whom  went  thd 
flower  of  the  young  nobility ;  and  Portugal  hting  in  nocoo«^ 
dition  to  furniQi  them,  foreign  feamen  were  hired  to  maal 
this  fquadron,  at  a  vaft  charge.    The  defign  was  to  fetch 
the  duke  of  Savoy^  who,  as  he  was  to  obtain  a  crown  by  tta! 
marriage,  could  not  think  fo  fhort  a  voyage  any  hardihip  Ml 
jprocure  him  fuch  a  wife  ;  and  part  of  his  equipage  was  adtt^ 
ally  arrived  at  Lisbon  before  the  fquadron  was  in  readinefs'^J 
At  length  it  failed,  and  arrived  very  fafely  at  Villa-francat 
but  by  this  time  things  were  much  ajtered  in  the  coun  of  &^

f  ahd  Piedmont  in  his  abfence ;  and  that  it  was  not  impofli^ 
J  the  poffeffor  of  the  crown  of  Portugal  might  have  ifliie 
her  .by  this,,  or  fotne  other  princef^.  Full  of  thefe  notions  j 
sfaid,  they  put  a  force  upon  the  duke  and  upon  hid  mother; 
ile  others  are  perfuaded  that  they  made  the  dutchefs  dowa* 
•  fee  flie  had  been  in  this  affair  duped  throughout  by  France ; 
i  that  if  the  marriage  proceeded,  inftead  of  remaining  regent 
a  fovereignty,  (he  would  fpeedily  become  the  governeft 
a  French  province  ;  and  that  being  perfuaded  of  the  truth 
this,  (be  was  herfelf  a  party  to  that  contrivance  which,  in 
:e  of  the  treaty  (he  had  concluded,  kept  her  fon  at  home  *; 
mevtr  this  might  be,  it  is  v^ry  certain,  that  under  pre- 
ce  of  ficknefs,  the  duke  did  not  appear  in  public  j  and  theJ 
^  returned  to  Portugal^  with  great  difpleafure  to  the  court 
;b  outrageous  an  affront,  and  to  the  univerfal  diflafte  of  thd 
>ple  at  the  ufelefs  wafte  of  fo  great  a  treafure  at  a  time 
en  their  circumftances  could  fo  little  bear  it  *.  But  by 
;rees  the  ftorm,  which  at  firfl  fwelled  very  high,  fubfided  of 
If, 

(t  is  on  all  hands  agreed^  that  the  queen  (ad  (he  was  Jlill  TJ^  lieath 
led)  fupported,  without  any  vifible  appearance  of  regret,  of  the  di^-^ 
\  terfible  difappointment ;  but  it  is  thought  it  would  have/e^</  ^'«^ 
ai  better  if  her  great  fpirit  had  permitted  her  to  have  given  Oon  Aion- 
it  to  that  coiicern  which  proved  fatal  to  her  in  the  end,  foj   'whkb 
\  which  might  perhaps  have  been  di/Tipated  if  it  had  been  '^  fi^»  ^f* 
te  freely  exprefled.     As  for  the  prince  regent  the  equality  *^^fiUo^' 
bis  temper  defended  him  from  fuch  dangers  ;  and  perhaps  it  ^^  H  ^  ^ 
led  n6t  a  little  to  his  confort's  chagrin,  that  at  this  very  ^  ' 
iflure  he  gave  as  ndany  inftances  of  his  infidelity  as  evef,  ^^'*' 
^  it  was  fome  confolatipn  that,  except  a  fingle  French  wo- 
rt of  the  queen's  own   family,  bis  miftrefTes  were  of  the 
aneft  of  the  people  ^     While  things  were  in  this  fituation 
Squrt,  where  parties  were  very  nicely  ballanced,  the  un- 
Eunate^  Don  Alonfo  died  fuddenly  in  the  caftle  of  Cintra^  on 
twelfth  of  September^  when  he  had  borne  the  title  of  king 
(oft  twentyrfeven,  had  lived  above  forty,  and  had  been  a     ^*  ^* 
oner  almoft  fifteen  years.     It  is  reported,  that  he  fhould     ^683* 
in  his  laft  agonies,  "  I  am  noW  going,  but  it  will  not  be 
oag  before  the  queen  fhall  follow  me,  to  give  an  account

long  and  excruciating  illnefs  of  more  than  fix  months,  whidi

in  all  points  of  great  irtiportonce,  but  for  thofe  private  hints 
by  which  he  really  governed  himfelf,  and  which  were  notsi 
ways  agreeable  to  her  public  opinions. 
Several.         /T  was  not  long  after  the  death  of  the  queen  that  the  FroA 
marriages   minifters  began  to  lofe  their  credit  ^t  court,  which  was  com 
fropo/edfir  monly  attributed  to  that  event ;  but  was  at  leaft  as  much  o» 
ubeinfan-    ing  to  the  king's  diflike  of  a  faint  attempt  made  by  lA 
tay  n»jhich  the  fourteenth  to  enter  into  a  treaty  of  marriage  with  the  la 
prove  aU     fanta  ;  which,  according  to  the  ulual  warmth  of  the  nation 
a&orttve,     the  mob  of  Lisbon  improved  into  fo  furious  a  paffion  as  ex 
pofed  him  to  the  danger  of  feeing  that  princefs  ravilhed  frofl 
him  by  force  of  arms.    Thfe  king  knew  it  to  be  quite  othtf 
wife,  arid  believing  it  intended  to  amufe  and  flatter  him,  k 
clined  giving  any  direft  anfwer ;  and  placed  this  to  the  m 
count  that  had  been  opened  on  the  rejecSling  of  his  mediation^ 
He  was  ftill  labouring  to  reftore  the  profperity  of  his  fuk 
jeds  by  eveiy  mfethod  that  he  could  devife,  and  tho*  it  migi 
not  anfwer  his  p^rpofe,  yet  it  was  certainly  with  this  vie? 
that  he  raifed  his  money  twenty  ^^r  cent,  which,  if  it  hadnc 
other  good  efFed,  faved  the  nation  fomething  in  her  annua 
tribute  to  Rome  ;  of  which  that  court  became  quickly  fenfr 
ble,  and  the  nuncio  .received  orders  to  expoftulate  with  th< 
court  of  Lisbony    but  to  no  purpofe  K    The  king   woul 
willingly  have  done  more,  but  there  was  nothing  more  to  h 
done ;  for  if  he  moved  this  way  he  had  the  church  direfllj 
againfl:  him,  if  diat  the  inquifition  oppofed  his  meafures  j  forM

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ufeful  fteps  to  reformation  clalhcd  with  the  intercfls  of  the  no- 
bility ;  others  were  repugnant  to  the  humour  of  the  people ; 
£>  that  he  ftill  found  his  cares  limited  to  this  old  obje<St,  of 
keeping  things  from  growing  worfe.  A  treaty  of  marriage 
propofed  between  the  infanta  and  the  hereditary  grand  prince 
oiTufcany^  was  for  fome  time  upon  the  carpet;  and  it  is 
thought  would  aflually  have  taken  place  if  the  grand  duke 
had  not  pofitively  infifted,  that  his  own  Italian  dominions 
(hould  belong  to  his  fecond  fon  prince  John  Gajlon^  in  cafe  \ 

the  hereditary  prince  became  king  of  Portugal^  of  which  Don 
fedro  would  by  no  means  hear ;  and  fome  very  able  politi- 
cians have  thought  that  in  this  he  was  wanting  to  his  own 
and  his  fubjetEb  intereft§,  fince  if  the  fucceffion  took  place  he 
gained  a  king  to  Portugal^  and  if  it  did  not,  his  daughter 
and  her  pofterity  were  to  enjoy  the  nobleft  dutchy  in  Italy 
without  controul  •*. 

The  people  oi  Portugal  faw  with  regret  their  king  a  wi-  <j;hehni[i$ 
dower  in  the  very  flower  of  his  age,  and  when  themfclves  "^^^^  prevaiud 
expofed  to  difmal  apprehenftons  in  cafe  of  his  deqeafe  without  on  to 
iffue  male.     It  is  believed  that  fome  of  the  Portuguefe  clergy  mdrry. 
infinuated   their  fears   to  Pope  Innocent  the  eleventh  5  who 
wrote  to  the  king  in  fuch  ftrong  terms,  that  at  length  he  con- 
iented  to  a  fecond  marriage  -,  and  fent  bis  great  minifter  the 
count  de  Villar-Major  to  demand  the  princefs  Mary  Sophia 
I  of  Newburghy  in  which  he  acquitted  himfclf  fo"  well,  and 
carried  the  honour  of  the  crown   of  Portugal  fo  high,  that 
at  his  return  he  was  created  marquis  of  Alegrette  *.     On  the     A.  D* 
fecond  of  July  he  efpoufed  that  princefs  by  proxy  at  Heidel-      16S7* 
herg^  and  in  the  fucceeding  month  (he  arrived  fafely  in  Por- 
tugal on  board  an  Englijh  fquadron,  commanded  by  the  duke 
of  Grafton^  to  the  great  joy  of  the  king,  and  of  all  his  fub- 
jeds.     She  was  a  princefs  beautiful  in  her  perfon,  affable  in 
her  behaviour,  pious  in  the  way  of  the  Portuguefe^  extremely 
afFediionate  to  the  king,  and  without  the  leaft  tindure  of 
that  governing  fpirit  which  had  been  fo  confpicuous  in  the  de-     ^ 
ceafed  queen  ^. 

It  was  generally  expefted,  and  the  event  anfwered  the  ex-  HiOJfue^ 
pe6lation,  that  this  marriage  would  change  tbe  whole  face  of  and  death 
•  affairs  in  Portugal^  where  the  queen  quickly  became  pregnant,  of  the  in- 
and  thejefuits  thereupon  boldly  undertook  that  fhe  {houldy^«/«» 
bring  forth   a  fon  :  in  which  they  gueffed  right  ;  but  when 
they  ventured  to  go  farther,  and  to  prophecy  what  mighty

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things  would  be  done  in  the  future  reign  of  this  young  prince, 
they  rendered  themfelves  altogether  ridiculous,  fince  he  did 
not  furvive  to  be  three  weeks  old.  Upon  this  a  ftranger 
thing  came  into  the  head  of  the  populace  of  that  country, 
and  was  from  thence  propagated  all  over  Europe  \  which  was, 
that  all  the  king's  iffue  ihould  be  fliort-lived,  and  the  fuccef- 
fion  remain  to  the  infanta.  This  conceit  procured  that  prio- 
cefs  a  very  ftrong  party  in  the  council  at  Madrid  upon  the 
demifc  of  the  queen  of  Spcun ;  but  the  queen  dowager  and 
her  party  carried  it  at  length  for  the  reigning  queen  of  Par- 
,  tugats  fifter,  and  thereupon  count  Mansfeldt  was  fent  into 
Germany  to  negotiate  that  marriage,  and  was  ordered  to  take 
(hipping  at  Lisbon  ^  He  was  extremely  well  received  by  Don 
Pedro,  who  ordered  a  frigate  to  be  prepared  for  him  :  of  which 
Lewis  the  fourteenth  being  informed,  he  ordered  his  minifter 
toexpoftulate  with  Don  Fedro^  and  to  let  him  know,  that  as 
count  Mansfeldt  was  a  general  in  the  fervice  of  his  Impe- 
rial majefty,  it  was  not  impoffible  his  paffage  might  be  cut 
fliort  by  the  French  men  of  war.  The  depth  of  this  reafon- 
ing  was  quickly  underftood  by  the  king,  who  defifted  from 
his  defign  ;  but  at  the  fame  time  placed  this  menace  to  thq 
account  before-mentioned.  About  this  time  a  negotiation  was 
commenced  for  marrying  the  infanta  to  the  eleftoral  prince, 
brother  to  the  reigning  queen ;  which  treaty,  when  it  was 
pretty  far  advanced,  was  difcontinued  by  the  Portuguese  mi- 
nifters,  for  reafons  that  were  never  made  public,  and  with 
which  the  grand -mafter  of  i\^c  Teutonic  order,  who  was  the 
queen's  fecond  brother,  was  fo  much  offended,  that  he  would 
not  profecute  his  journey  into  Portugal  from  Madrid^  as  he  at 
firft  intended,  or  fo  much  as  receive  the  prefents  that  the  king 
of  Portugal  fent  him  ^.  Some  attributed  thefe  events,  and  the 
king's  difcovering  a  neW  propenfity  to  France^  notwithftand- 
ing  he  had  acknowledged  the  prince  and  princefs  of  Oran^t 
for  king  and  queen  of  England^  to  the  dauphin's  becoming  a 
widower,  ^nd  fome  proportions  being  made  on  his  behalf  in 
refpe^t  to  the  infanta,  to  whom  he  had  been  the  earlieft  pfc- 
tendqr,  or  rather  the  king  his  father  in  his  behalf,  even  before 
that  princefs  was  marriageable.  It  is  faid,  fhe  {hewed  but 
very  little  regard  to  this,propofition  when  made  to  her  in  herf 
laft  illnefs,  which,  inftead  of  a  bridal  bed,  conduced  her 
-  ^  to  (ler  grave  on  the  twenty-fecond  of  OSfober^  in  the  twenty- 
^l  '  firft  year  of  her  age.  The  French  gave  new,  and  greater  of' 
^  "     fence  than  ever  to  the  king  her  father,  by  publilhing  a  ground-

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k(s  and  malicious  ftory,  that  fhe  was  removed  by  poifon,  to 
make  way  for  heirs  attached  to  the  houfe  of  Aujlria  °. 

As  the  conde  de  Caftelmelhor  had  paffed  many  years  abroad,  Endta- 
thp'  from    time  to  time  he  made  excarfions  into  Portugal^  <vours  ufed 
which  were  connived  at,  yet  hitherto  he  had  never  appeared  to  engage 
in  public,  or  bpen  received  at  court.     He  was  entirely  in  the  the  king  to 
intereft  of  the  allies,  had  acquired  a  general  infight  into  af-  alter  his 
fairs,  and  was  rather  more  capable  of  filling  the  poft  of  prime  eonduSi^ 
minifter  than  any  other  nobleman  in  Portugal,    At  the  requeft  '^^^^  ^^ 
of  the   emperor,  it  is  faid,  the  queen  was  prevailed  upon,  ^"  ^»Ca^^- 
contrary  to  the  whole  tenor  of  her  conduft,  to  interpofe  in  '*   * 
his  favour  :  but  it  was  to  no  purpofe  ;  for  either  the  king  had 
fo  fixed  an  averfion  to  this  great  man  as  hindered  his  defiring 
ever  to  fee  him  feated  in  his  cabinet,  or  was  diffident  of  a  fub-. 
jefl  who  was  under  fo  many  obligations  to  foreign  princes,  or 
which,  after  all,  perhaps  may  be  neareft  the  truth,  thofe  great 
men  who  had  procured  his  fall  had  fuch  an  intereft  in  their 
mafter,  or  were  foufeful  to  him/thathe  was  unwilling  to  mor- 
tify them  by  a  ftep  of  this  nature  ^.     It  is  perhaps  no  incon- 
fideiable    argument  of  the  truth  of  this  conje<a:ure,  that  a 
great  lady  v?ry  unexpeftedly  made  her  appearance  in  the  pa- 
lace, and  from  her  very  entrance  had  a  "high  influence  there, 
»  and  was   applauded  for  the  charpis  both  of  her  perfon   and'    , 
iriind  even  by  the  greateft.     This  was  Donna  Louifay  the 
king's  natural  daughter,'who,  at  the  very  time  (he  was  owned, 
was  alfo  legitimated,    and  had  the  title  given  her  of  royal 
highnefe.     The  French  ambaflador  alone  declined  taking  any      .    ^ 
ftep  of  this  nature  till  he  had  orders  from  his  court  5  but  when      ,6qi  ' 
they  arrived,  he  laboured  to  excel  in  complaifance  all  who 
had  gone  before  him  p.     This  lady  the  duke  de  Cadaval  de- 
manded for  his  eldeft  fon ;  to  whom  Ihe  was  married  about 
four  years  after  :    the  nobility  fo  much  envying  this  honour, 
that  few  of  them  would  be  prefent  at  the  diverfions  that  at- 
tended it^.     Another  circumftance  might  probably  prevent     j^   jy^ 
the  count's  coming  again  into  ci:edit,  and  that  was  the  ear-      i5g2* 
neftnefs  with  which  the  allies  preffed  the  king  to  come  into 
the  war  againft  France ;  to  which  he  had  no  inclination,  be- 
caufe  his  fubjeSs  reaped  great  benefit  from  an  open  trade,  and 
becaufe  no  immediate  advantages  was  propofed  to  balance  the 
expence  and  the  hazards  with  which  it  might  be' attended  ^

At  Lisbon  ibe  had   a  palace  of  her  own  ;  «^ 
except  upon  particular  occafions,  there  was  nothing  of  fpb 
dor  feen,  but  rather  the  filence  and  frugality  of  a  prinli 
life.    At  length,  when  the  land  forces  of  Portugal  werci 
fome  meafure  complete,  the  king  fent  the  marquis  de  Aretk 
his  ambaifador  to  Vienna^  and   the  marquis  de  Ca/caes  «il 
the  like  character  to  Paris^  to  make  a  tender  of  his  good  i 
fices,   l^^hich  were  now  received  with  much    more  rc^iA 
A.  D.     ^^^^  ^'  ^^^  ^'^^^  ^^  ^^^  '*^  ^^^*    ^^  gratify  the  bigotry  ofS 
1604.      fubjf:6ls,  he  permitted  the  inquifition  at  Cff/mi^^   to  make  a 
Juto  de  Fey  which  was  performed  with  great  ceremony  ;  M 
to  (hew  his  own  piety,  he  received  kindly,  and  granted  pea- 
fions  to  feveral  Moors  and  negroes  of  diftin£lion,  who  rcdn 
into  Portugal^  befought  his  protection,  and  became  ciMiveitsts 
the  Chriftian  faith  ^ 

As  the  French  privateers  frequently  took  fiiips  upon  th 
coafts  of  Portugal,  and  carried  them  into  the  river  of  iiiH 
the  marquis  de  Cafcaes  had  orders  to  complain  of  this,  afl(f  a 
threaten,  in  cafe  no  redrefs  could  be  obtained,  the  making 
reprifals  ;  which  was  a  language  little  expedted  at  Paris  fm 
Don  Pedro^s  minifter,  and  yet  in  compliance  w^ith   hh  inlfr 
refts  at  that  jundure,  Z^a;/j~the  fourteenth  bore  thefe  coffl' 
plaints  with  temper,  and  promifed  fatisfa£lion  °.      On  die 
other  hand,  the  Spani/h  minifter  was  in  Angular  credit  at  Ui- 
hotly  paid  his  court  afiiduoufly  to  the  king,  and  gave  an  open 
in  his  own  palace,  on  every  anniverfary  of  the  prince's  birth- 
day :  the  like  complaifance  was  (hewn  to  the  court  of  Madrid^ 
and  it  was  no  fecret  that  Don  Pedro  thought  he  had  as  good 
or  better  claim  to  the  crown  of  Cqfiile  than  any  other  pn?- 
tender,  fmce  he  was  defcended  in  a  dired  line  from  the  in- 
fanta Donna  Maria^  danghterto  their  catholic  majefties-fi^- 
dinand  and   Ifahella  ;    and  if  the  pofition  could    have  been 
made  out  that  was  laid  down  by  the  Portuguese  lawyers,  diat 
no  flranger  was  capable  of  the  fucceifion  in  that  kingdom  un-

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efs  by  the  confent  of  the  ftate^  prcvioufly  obtained,  Don 
Pidro's  right  was  better  than  either  the  French  or  the  AuJIrian 
:andi(lates^.     It  is  not  improbable  that  he  was  encouraged  in 
:hefe  (entiments  by  fome  of  the  allies,   who  faw  with  great 
Tatisfaflion  the  levies  he  was  making  in  order  to  give  weight 
lo  his  pretenfions.     To  defray  the  expences  of  this  arma* 
fnent,  and  to  keep  on  foot  the  forces  he  had  raifed,  the  king  was 
>biiged  to  have  recourfe  to  thecortes,  or  alTembly  of  the  ftates, 
vho  voted  him  an  additional  revenue  of  fix  hundred  thoufand 
:rowns  \  but  after  fitting  fix  months  to  confider  of  ways  and 
neans,  they  at  length  broke  up,  and  referred  the  manner  of 
atfing  it  to  his  majeAy*s  pleafure,  and  he  laid  it  upon  to- 
bacco *.     The  French  king  was  fo  little  fatisfied  with  the  ftatc 
>f  this  court,  that  he  fenc  the  prefident  Rouille,  with  the  cha- 
•after  of  his  ambaffador,  to  penetrate  the  defigns  of  Donr/^^- 
iro  I  and,  to  accommodate  himfelf.to  the  humour  erf  the  na- 
:ion,  he  made  a  moft  fplendid  entry.     The  queen  of  Portugal 
>eing  attacked  by  a  fever,  accompanied  with  anerifepilis,  died 
ifter  a  (hort  illnefs,  on  the  fourth  of  Auguji.    The  king  ex-» 
prefled  his  affeflion  for  her  by  remaining  all  the  time  of  her 
[ickneis  in  her  chamber,  taking  his  repofe  on  a  piece  of  cork 
laid  by  her  bedfide  :    (he  had  been  his  wife  twelve  years  and 
(even  months,  and  left  him  fix  children  f.     There  arrived  in 
the  autumn  a  fleet  from  Brazily  with  about  a  ton  and  a  half 
jf  gold  on  board,  which  was  the  firft  confiderable  quantity 
af  that  precious  metal  the  Portuguefe  had  received  from  a  co- 
lony fo  long  in  their  pofleflion,  and  which  it  is  faid  they  owe4 
to  a  confuierable  body  of  outlaws,  who  had  fixed  themfelves 
in  a  diftant  and  defart  part  of  the  country,  and  who,  after 
finding  thefe  rich  mines,  voluntarily  fubmitted  themfelves  to 
the  crown  of  Portugal,  and  agreed  to  pay  the  king  a  fifth 
part  of  their  produce.     The  French  minifter  prefently  deli- 
irered  a  memorial  to  affert  his  matter's  claim  to  the  river  of 
Amavuim^  and  to  fome  of  the  iflands  in  it,  which,  however^ 
did  not  meet  with  much  regard  *  (C).  At

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At  Madrid  a  point  of  ceremony  occafioned  the  Portuguefe 
envoy  to  decHne  going  to  court  i    and  tho'  the  order  which 

had 


they  had  taken  very  wrong  mea- 
fures  for  the  improvement  of 
this  fine  country ;  that  in  reality 
the  bay  oi  All-Saints  was  of  all 
others  the  leafl  fit  for  fuch  im- 
provements ;  and  that  all  efforts 
of  this  fort  fhould  be  made  ei- 
ther in  the  northern  or  fouthern 
extremities  of  BraziL  This 
advice  was  followed,  and  fol- 
lowed with  great  fuccefs,  not- 
withftanding  it  was  attended 
with  difputes  with  the  French 
on  one  fide,  and  the  Spaniards 
on  the  other.  The  latter  ^v^^ere 
particularly  diflurbed  with  the 
new  colony  at  Santosy  which 
grew  daily  in  numbers  and  in 
wealth,  from  their  intercourfe 
with  the  neighbouring  Indians, 
who  furnifhed  them  with  fome 
gold ;  and,  which  was  flill  of 
higher  confequence,  furnifhed 
them  with  good  grounds  to  be- 
lieve that  the  countries  from 
which  they  came,  abounded  in 
that  precious  metal  (i).  When  • 
it  was  once  known  that  fb  much 
wealth  was,  to  be  had  in  thefe 
hitherto  uncultivated  regions, 
there  began  very  foon  to  refbrt 
thither  abundance  of  adventu- 
rers of  all  countries,  and  of  all 
charadlers.  When  we  fay  of  all 
countries,  we  mean  Spaniards  »s 
well  as  Portugue/ey  free  Negroes, 
Mulattoes,  and  all  the  difierent 
mixtures  that  are  to  be  met  with 
in  Brazil,  down  to  the  Carribo- 
cos,  who  are  the  offspring  of 
Brazilian  favages,  by.  Negro 
women ;  and  by  different  cha- 
rkflers,  we  me^n  monks  as  wqll 
as  laymen,  foldiers*  mechanics, 
broken  planters,  and  in  fhort. 


all  that  fort  pf  men  who  are 
ready  to  go  any  where,  or  to 
do  any  thing  to  get  a  living. 
As  thefe  were  quite  a  different 
race  from  thofe  of  the  new  co- 
lony before-mentioned,  it  is  not 
to  be  fuppofcd  that  they  codd 
dwell  together,  more  efpecially 
as  the  former  were  the  quieteft 
and  mofl  fimple,  the  latter  the 
mofl  riotous  and  turbulent  peo? 
pie  in  the  world.  Thefe  adven- 
turers, therefore,  took  care  to 
look  out  for  a  new  fetdement, 
and  they  found  one  of  the  pro- 
pereft  places  in  the  world  for 
their  reception,  at  no  great  di- 
.flance.  This  was  the  thick 
and  vafl  foreft  o^  Pamahaccahay 
which  overfpread  all  the  moun- 
tains at  the  back  of  this  captain- 
fhip,  and  in  which  hitherto  none 
but  wild  beads .  took  up  their 
dwelling.  They  foon  cleared 
a  part  of  this  wildernefs  for  their 
habitation,  in  which  they  cfta- 
blifhed  not  only  a  new'  town, 
which  they  called  San-Pauk^ 
but  a  new  republic  alfo,  in  which 
they  lived  after  the  manner  they 
liked  befl.  At  firfl  this  was 
overlooked,  becaufe  the  country 
was  judge4  of  no  great  value, 
and  the  adjace|it  captainihip^ 
were  very  well  pleafed  to  be  nd 
of  thofe  fort  of  folk  who  re- 
forted  thither.  In  the  fpace, 
however,  of  a  very  few  years 
they  grew  too  flrong  to  be  dealt 
with ;  for  receiving  as  they  did 
all  forts  of  people,  they  quickly 
increafed  from  two  or  three  hun- 
dred, to  as  many  thoufand men; 
and  being  a  bold,  hardy,  enter- 
prizing,  and  daring  crew,  the ,

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had  occiifionecl  this  difference  was  revoked,  that  minifler  re- 
fufed  to  appear  there  till  he  had  received  fatisfa£lion.  In  the 
mean  time,  his  catholic  majefty  died  on  the  firfl:  of  November^ 
the  news  of  which  occafioned  great  concern  at  the  court  of 
Lisbon.  The  king  had  indeed  an  army  on  foot,  and  fome 
pf  his  frontier  places  were  garrifoned ;  but  he  found  no  re- 
ipe£t  paid  to  his  claim,  and  he  was  in  no  condition  to  enforce 
it.  He  knew  that  whether  a  prince  of  the  houfe  of  Aujhia^ 
or  that  of  Bourbon^  fucceeded  Charles  the  fecond,  he  would 
become  at  the  fame  jtime  heir  to  Philip  the, fecond,  who  had 
poflejGf^d  Portugal^  and  he  could  not  help  forefeeing  the  con-

governors  knew  not  how  to  deal 
with  them.  In  the  iirft  place 
they  took  care  to  fortify  the  ave- 
nues to  their  territory,  which 
were  naturally  Urong;  and  they 
feldom  ventured  abroad  but  in 
Ibodies  of  eighty  or  one  hundred 
inen ;  and  in  fuch  parties  they 
frequently  traverfed  the  whole 
extent'  of  BraziL  Thefe  were 
jthe  people  who  fir  ft  difco- 
vered-  and  'wrought  the  gold 
xnines,  which  muft  be  excef- 
fively  rich,  fi'nce  they  were  able 
to  obtain  fuch  vaft  quantities  of 
metal,  without  any  of  thofc  af- 
£ifbances  which  the  Spaniards 
iiave  in  their  fettlements  in  Chili. 
As  this  required,  however,  a 
sreat  number  pf  hands,  they 
feized  upon  all  the  flr'aggling  In- 
dians and  Negroes  they  could 
meet  with,  and  compelled  them 
to  undergo  fuch  fatigues  as  they 
thought  propfer.  This  new  and 
extraordinary  commonwealth 
was  denominated,  from  the 
place  of  their  denomination, 
Pauliftsy  and  they  would  not  fuf- 
fer  any  of  the  Portuguefe  officers 
to  enter  their  territories;  yet 
they  acknowledged  .the  fove-

reigntyof  the  crown  ofPortu- 
golf  and  paid  regularly  what 
they  faid  was  the  fifth  of  the  gold 
they  obtained,  which  in  the  year 
1 69 1,  amounted  to  one  thou- 
fand  marks,  or  e;ght  thoufand 
ounces;  which  mews  that  at 
that  time  they  drew  annually 
from  the  rivers  and  mountains 
in  their  poiTeffibn  forty  thoufand 
ounces  of  gold.  They  took 
care,  however,  every  time  they 
paid  the  tribute  to  declare,  they 
did  it  freely  and  of  their  own 
accord,  out  of  refpedl  to  the 
crown  o£  Portugal,  and  not  from 
any  fort  of  fear  or  fenfe  of  obli- 
gation (2).  Thefe  people  in 
procefs  of  time,  notwithftand- 
ing,  were  brought  to  acknow- 
ledge the  jurifdiflion  of  the 
crown  of  Portugal,  chiefly  thro* 
their  defire  to  farm  and  work 
other  rich  mines  that  were  diA 
covered  without  the  extent  of 
of  their  territory ;  but  the  town 
of  St.  Paul  is,  notwithftanding, 
regarded  as  the  capital  of  the 
mines,  and  a  ilrong  garrifon  is 
maintained  in  it  for  their  fecu- 
"ty  (3)-

Ccncludeu      These  perplexities  were  not  a  little  increafed  by  the  info^ 
uniln-  ihefi  mation  the  king  received  from  Pacheco^  his  envoy  to  the  States 
circum'      General,  who  informed  him  of  a  treaty  between  Franu  and 
Jlances,a   Spairiy  by  which  the  former  engaged  to  enable  the  latter  to 
treatywitb  conquer  Portugal^  which  was  td  be  an  equivalent  for  the  Low 
France^     Countries,  that  were  in  that  cafe  to  be  at  the  difpofition  of 
^»^Spain.  France,    Upon  this,  overtures  were  made  to  the  allies,  and 
with  them  a  declaration,  that  in  cafe  they  were  not  accepted^ 
his  Portugusfe  majefty  would  find  himfelf  under  a  neceffity  of 
clofmg  with  the  two  crowns  \   and  accordingly  fuch  a  treaty  ^ 
was  foon  afterwards  fet  on  foot  ^.     In  the  month  of  Junt  an 
alliance  was  concluded  between  Spain  and  Portugal^  by  which 
king  Philip  renewed  the  treaty  between  the  two  crowns,  par- 
ticularly thofe  made  by  Don  Sehajlian  and  with  the  late  Don 
Al&nfi  the  fixth  ;   promifed  full  fatisfadion  to  the  Portuguifi 
company,  which  had  been  eftablifhed*  for  fupplyii^  the^j^ 
ni^  fettlements  with  negroes,  which  was  accordingly  given 
by  a  feparate  treaty,  concluded  about  the  fame  time.    Philif 
likewife  renounced  all  his  pretentions  to  the  ifland  of  St.  (7^ 
briel^  and  promifed  that  upon  any  fcarclty  of  provifion  inP^r- 
'    iugaly  he  would  permit  the  fending  (?orn  thither  from  any  part 
of  his  dominions.     On  the  other  fide,  Don  Pedro  guarantied 
the  teftamcnt  of  Charles  the  fecond,  declared  himfelf  an  ene- 
my  to  fuch  as  (hould  make  war  on  Philip  on  the  fcore  of 
that  fucceifion,   and  both  kings  reciprocally  undertook  not 
to  give  fhelter  to  rebels  or  criminals  that  fled  from  the  juflice

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of  either  ftatc*  His  moft  chriftian  majefty  became  the  gua* 
ranty  of  this  treaty  **.  The  true  defign  of  Don  Pedro  in  mak- 
ing it,  was  to  eftablifli  a  neutrality  for  the  prefent,  and  to  h% 
entitled  to  as  good  or  better  terms  in  cafe  he  was  either  in- 
clined or  obliged  to  change  fide*.  Upon  the  firft  news  of  the 
death  of  James  the  fecond  of  Great- Brttahj,  the  court  of  Por-- 
iugal  went  into  mourning,  which  was  to  avoid  a  notification 
in  form  ;  and,  therefore,  when  the  French  ambaflador  preflcd 
him  to  follow  his  matter's  example,  in  refped  to  the  fuc- 
ceflion  in  that  kingdom,  he  refufed  to  hear  of  it  upon 
any  terms.  In  purfuance  6f  the  treaty  before- mentioned, 
and  upon  the  approach  of  the  Englijh  fleet,  the  king  or-  a  r) 
dered  the  duke  de  Cadaval  to  affemble  forces  for  the  fecurity  '  * 
of  the  coafts,  while  the  king  himfelf  went  to  Salvaterra^  in  '  ' 
order  to  avoid  the  perfecution  to  which  he  was  expofed  from 
the  memorials  of  the  Imperial  and  French  minifters,  count 
Wald/iein  and  the  prefident  Rouille^* 

In  America \i\s  majefty  of  Portugal  took  care  to  avail  him-  JSutfiju& 
felf  of  the  conceffions  made  him  by  the  French,  who,  upon  himfelf 
bis  demoliihing  two  or  three  little  ports  of  no.confequence,  obliged  to 
admitted  his  right  to  both  fides  of  the  river  of  Jmazom,  and  take  ne<w 
quitted  their  own  pretenfions  to  the  ifland  of  Maramn  ;    for  meafures, 
by  this  time  the  importance  of  his  friendfhip  was  fo  well  un-  «»^  de^ 
derftood  at  Verfailles  aitd  Madrid^  that  whatever  he  infifted  ^^^-^^  f 
upon  was  immediately  complied  with  ^     This  in  fome  mea-  «^»'^^%- 
fure  confoled  him  for  the  very  different  ufage  he  had  met 
with  in  the  former  part  of  his  reign.     Sir  Stafford  Fairbone, 
with  an  Englifh  fleet  being  upon  his  coaft,  the  king  demanded 
a  maritime  force  from  France,  capable  of  affording  him  fecu- 
rity ;  and  the  ambaffador  of  that  crown  having  fairly  told  him 
that  the  thing  was  impoflible,  Don  Pedro  replied,  he  muft 
then  have  xecourfe  to  a  neutrality,  and  ordered  his  minifter 
at  Madrid  to  make  the  like  declaration.     To  which  cardinal 
Portocqrtero  anfwered,  ''  That  nothing  better  was  to  be  ex- 
**  peAed  from  the  rebel  duke  of  Bragan^a,^*    This  angry 
fipeech,  and  the  Spanifh  minifter's  giving  the  king  a  hint  at 
Lisbon  that  he  muft  chufe  his  fide,  for  that  a  neutrality  would 
never  be  admitted,  left  him  much  more  at  liberty,  infomuch 
that  he  received  the  prince  of  Hejfe-Darmjiadt  with  much     ^    jy^ 
civility,  and  the  admirante  of  Cajiiie  with  all  poflible  refpefl,     iipxl

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which  events  were  in  the  nature  of  fignals  that  he  would  tate 
the  Spanijh  minlfter's  advice,  arid  make  choice  of  his  party 
fooner  than  thofe  who  gave  him  that  hint  expeSed.     In  the: 
mean  time  malcontents  of  all  ranks  fled  from  Spain  into  Por^ 
iugaly  and  carried  ^ith  them  large  fums'  of  money,  together 
with  jewels  and  plate  to  an  immenft  value  «.    The  firft  of 
many  advantages  accruing  to  the  court  of  Lision  by  thefe  di- 
fturbances  in  Spain, 
CencJu&s        As  affairs  advanced  with  his  new  friends,  the  king  found 
m  treaty      it  requifite  to  fend  an  ambaffador  to  the  court  of  Vienna^  and 
^with  tbi    accordingly  fixed  upon  the  marquis  of  Govea^  who  loft  no' 
^it^'         time  in  fctting  out  for  that  court.    New  levies  J)eing  made, 
fome  magazines  raifed  on  the  frontiers,  and  the  artillery  or- 
dered thither  ihat  had  been  removed  to  the  coaft,  the  Spanijb 
miniiler  began  to  take  umbrage;  and  having  demanded  an  au- 
dience, talked  to  the  king  in  a  very  high  ftile.    To  which 
Don  Pfdro  anfwercd  calmly,  **  That  his  own  behaviour  was? 
«  the  caufe  of  thefe  meafures,  fince  it  plainly  betrayed  an  al- 
<<  teration  in  his  mailer's  fentiments,  againft  which  it  was  but 
*«  natural  for  him  to  fecure  himfelf  in  the  beft  way  he  could.*' 
'  By  degrees  the  treaty,  that  had  been  long  upon  the  carpet, 
was  at  length  brought  to  bear,  and  was  aflually  concluded 
and  figned  on  the  fixteenth  of  May^  by  the  duke  de  Cadaval^ 
the  marquis  de  AlegretU^  the  count  de  Alvor^  Don  Roquo  Mon-- 
iero  Painty  and  Don  Jofephd  de  Faria  :    on  the  part  of  his  Im- 
perial majefty,  by  the  count  de  Waldjiein :    on  the  behalf  of 
the  queen  of  Great-Britain^  by  Mr.  Methuen :    and  on  the 
part  of  the  ftates-general  of  the  United  Provinces,  by  the 
iieur  Schonenburgh  **.    By  this  treaty  the  emperor  declared  the 
archduke  CAtfr/f  J  king  of  Spain,  and  his  mz]tf!ty  of  Portugal 
agreed  to  acknowledge  him  as  fuch,  and  to  bring  into  the 
field  of  his  own  troops  twelve  thoufand  foot  and  three  thoufand 
horfe :    his  Imperial  niajefty  was  to  take  thirteen  thoufand 
Portuguefe  troops  into  his  pay,  at  the  rate  of  a  million  pieces 
of  eight  a  year.    Other  fubfidies  were  likewife  ftipulated  j  and 
the  fending  a  maritime  force  fufKcient  to  proteft  the  coafts 
of  Portugal^  by  a  feparate  article,  which  was  to  be  kept  fecret. 
The  archduke  engaged,  in  quality  of  king  of  Spain^  to  yield 
to  his  majefty  of  Portugal^  in  perpetuity  the  towns  of  Badajoz^ 
Alcaniaray  Albuquerque^  and  Valenza^  in  Eflramadura ;  as  alfo 
Bayonne^  FigOj  Tuy^  and  Gardia^  in  Galicia.  By  another  feparate 
article;^  he  ftipulates  likewife  to  renounce  all  pretenfions  to  the

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countries  in  difputc  on  the  Rto  de  la  Plata  *.  As  Don  Pedro 
was  not  obliged  to  declare  till  the  new  king  of  Spain  was  ac- 
tually arrived  in  Portugal^  the  treaty  was  not  made  public : 
however,  the  report  of  it  was  fo  flrong,  that  Lewis  the  four- 
teenth fent  a  new  minifter  to  Lisbon  \  who,  in  an  audience  he 
had  of  Don  Pedro^  told  him  that  his  mafter  advifed  him,  not 
only  out  of  friendfhip  but  out  of  compaffion,  not  to  engage 
in  leagues  with  diftant  and  weak  allies,  who  in  his  diilrefs 
might  be  luiwilling,  or  if  not,  would  be  certainly  unable  to  * 
affift  him.  In  anfwer,  his  majefty  aiTured  him,  that  he  had. 
a  true  fenfe  of  his  matter's  friendfliip,  and  hoped  he  fhould 
never  ftand  in  need  of  his  compaffion.  At  ithe  fame  time, 
to  flicw  how  much  he  was  in  earneft,  he  ordered  every  pea- 
fant  in  his  dominions,  who  had  two  fons,  to  re^fter  one  of  ' 

them  for  his  fervice,  and  forbad  the  holy  office  to  difturb,  on 
the  fcore  of  his  religion,  any  officer  or  foldier  in  the  fervice* 
of  his  allies  ^. 

One  great  motive  to  the  king's  concluding  this  alliance  The  war 
ceafed  almoft  as  foon  as  it  was  made.     It  had  been  agreed,  declared, 
that  \i\ng  Charles  the  third  fliould  efpoufe  the  infanta  Donna  and  is  pro*' 
Thereja ;  but  fhe  died  at  Lisbon  on  the  fourteenth  of  February yf^^^^^y^*^ 
juft  turned  of  eight  years  of  age.    Soon  after  arrived  king  ^^^'w 
Charles  on  board  a  noble  fleet  of  the  allies,  attended  by  a  great-^^^'* 
number  of  tranfports  with  near  ten  thoufand  men  on  board, 
and  was  received  with  all  poffible  demonftrationj  of  ^fFeftion 
and  efteem  by  his  Portuguefe  majefty.   The  Prenth  minifter  af- 
fe6led  to  declare  in  public,  .that  he  would  leave  the  kingdom 
as  foon  as  the  archduke  arrived :  which  it  is  probable  he 
would  have  done ;  but  Don  Pedro^  to  wipe  out  one  article  in 
the  long  account  before-mentioned,  fent  him  orders  to  quit 
Portugal  in  twenty- four  hours  ^   His  majefty  quickly  publiflhed 
his  motives  for  declaring  war ;  in  which  are  deduced  a  long 
train  of  infults,  fome  of  which  have  been  before-mentioned. 
King  Philip  pi^lifhed  his  manifefto  alfo ;  and  which  was 
more  to  the  purpofe,  was  firft  in  the  field  with  a  good  ar- 
my, haying  the  duke  of  Berwick  under  him,  took  eight  or  ten 
places,  and  amongft  them  CaJleUBranco^  where  the  foldiers 
found  a  great  quantity  of  ftores,  and  the  tents  of  the  two 
kings  :  at  the  fame  time  the  duke  of  Berwick  furprifed,  and

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defeated  the  corps  of  troops  commanded  by  hzxtmFagel^. 
To  balance  thefe  loiTes  the  marquis  das  Minai^  at  the  head 
of  a  Portuguefe  army,    entered  Caflile^  defeated  Don  Ptixo 
RoTiqutUo^  and  took  fome  fmall  places.     The  autumn  cam- 
paign was  not  more  favourable  than  that  of  the  fummer  :  the 
two  Icings  took  the  field,  having  received  a  reinforcement 
from  England \  but  meeting  with  fome  difappointments,  re- 
turned very  foon  to  Lisbon.    Don  Pedro  was  no  foqner  there 
than  he  wrote  to  queen  Jnne  to  rqcal  the  duke  of  Schamberg, 
who  by  prefling  him  continually  for  his  father's  arrears,  was 
become  very  difagreeable.    The  duke  was  equally  weary  of 
his  command,  having  predifled  all  the  misfortunes  of  the  cam- 
paign, though  he  had  not  authority  enough  to  hinder  them. 
The  queen  complied  with  both  their  defires,  and  fent  him  a 
fucceflbr.  As  for  baron  Fagel  he  maintained  himfelf  in  the  king's 
good  graces,  notwithftanding  his  misfortune;  but  then  be 
differed  with  his  prime  minifter  the  duke  of  Cadarvulj  whom 
he  held  to  be  no  great  friend  to  the  war,  and  perhaps  in  that 
he  was  not  miftaken :  he  alfo  fell  out  with  the  marquis  k 
Bjuvigny^  or  as  we  ftile  him,  lord  Galway^  whom  the  queen 
had  fent  to  fucceed  the  duke  of  Schomberg^  and  not  being  fuc- 
icefsful  in  this  difpute,  difcoveredftrong  marks  of  difcontcnt. 
Thefe  unlucky  jealoufies  and  mifun,derftandings  were  fatal  to 
the  feryice  ;  and  the  Portuguefe  minifters  were  fo  intent  on 
making  the  moft  of  the  fubfidies  and  fuccours  that  were  fent 
from  Englandy  that  if  the  troops  had  not  been  relieved  by 
the  fleet  under  the  command  of  Sir  George  Rooke^  they  might 
^      have  fuffered  more  through  want  of  provifions,  than  from 
^'     •     the  fuperiority  of  the  enemy ;  which  ih  the  firft  campaign

have  written  to  the  queen,  that  they  had  but  one  friend  in  the 
council    (meaning  the  king)  and  he  had  not  the  greatcft 
k.  D.     weight*.     About  this  time  the  queen  dowager  of  EngM 
1705.     refigned  the  regency  in  great  difcontent,  on  account  of  the 
king's  cancelling  an  order  of  hers  to   the  Pope's  nuncio  to 
leave  the  court ;  and  it  is  thought  this  went  fo  near  her 
heart  as  to  be  in  fome  meafure  thie  occafion  of  her  death, 
which  happened  on  thelaft  day  of  the  year,  in  the  fixty-eighth 
of  her  age.

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to  Madrid^  as  the  forces  under  the  dukfe  of  Berwick  were  by 
no  means  able  to  oppofe  them.  The  Poriuguefe  generals  were 
of  another  opinion,  and  they  prevailed.  The  city  of  Bar- 
celona  was  at  this  time  befieged  by  king  Philips  and  his  com- 
petitor in  it.  The  Portuguefe  believed  it  would  be  taken, 
and  if  it  was,  their  comntunication  with  Portugal  upon  their 
advancing  into  Cafltle^  might  be  eafily  intercepted ;  and  there- 
fore they  propofed  befieging  Ciudad  Rodrigo^  a  place  of  fome 
importance  in  itfelf,  and  of  great  confequence  to  them.  Lord 
Gahvay  procured  the  king's  orders  in  favour  of  his  projeft  ; 
but  they  came  too  late  to  prevent  a  fiege  :  the  place  furren- 
dered  on  the  twenty-fixtb  of  May ;  and  by  this  time,  they 
had  an  account  that  the  fiege  of  Barcelona  was  raifed,  and 
the  concerns  of  king  Philip  in  the  utmoft  confufion  ".  Lord 
Galway  preffed  them  to  refumc  his  fcheme  j  but  in  vain  :  they  , 
faid  there  were  great  hazards  to  be  run,  and  the  heat  was  in- 
fupportable ;  but  upon  the  arrival  of  the  king's  pofitive  or- 
ders, it  was  agreed  to.  As  foon  as  they  began  to  move,  cou- 
rier after  courier  was  fent  to  haften  the  march  of  king  Charles 
from  Barcelona^  and  to  give  him  the  more  time  they  moved 
but  flowly  J  fo  that  it  was  the  twenty-fix th  of  the  month  be- 
fore they  arrived  there  ;  but  then  indeed  they  made  themfelves 
Hiafters  of  Salamanca  and  Toledo  in  the  way  ^.  However,  king 
Charles  was  fo  little  in  hafte,  on  account,  as  fome  fay,  of 
,the  want  of  a  magnificent  equipage,  or  as  others  with  more 
trobability  affert,  from  the  defire  of  being  invited  thither  by 
tome  grandees  of  Cqfiile^  for  fear  he  fhould  feem  to  be  too 
much  obliged  to  the  Englijh  and  Portuguefe^  that  at  length  it 
becaniie  impradlicable.  King  Philip  having  joined  the  duke 
of  Berwickt  diflodged  the  Portuguefe^  who  in  their  retreat  ex* 
perienced  fome  of  the  hardfhips  they  had  forcfeen.  Here  the 
jingle  opportunity  was  loft  of .  placing  king  Charles  upon  the 
throne»  fince  if  he  had  arrived  in  time  at  Madrid  the  feat  of 
War  rauft  have  been  transferred  into  Navarre.  As  it  was  ma- 
naged, ^t Portuguefe  fuftained  fome  lofe  in  their  retreat;  while 
in  their  abfence  the  marquis  de  Bay  had  made  an  irruptioin 
upon  their  frontiers,  and  had  recovered  Alcantara  by  fcalade. 
Eord  Galway  was  extremely  blamed  here,  and  he  in  his  apo- 
logy laid  a  great  load  upon  the  marquis  das  Minas  :  notwith- 
ftanding  that,  all  things  confidered,  neither  of  them  was 
much  to  blame.

It  is  true  he  treated 
with  both  Philip  and  Charles  as 
rironarchs  ^of  Spain ;  and,  per- 
haps, it  may  be  true  that  he 
niade  the  treaties  concluded 
with  one  of  ufe  to  him  wheii 
he  negotiated  with  the  other, 
in  which,  if  he  cannot  be  totally 
e^cufed,  we  may  at  leaft  ven- 
ture to  aiTert  on  his  behalf,  that 
he  treated  other  princes  as 
other  princes  treated  him  (7). 
He  was  a  iincere  ally  to  Charh 
the  third ;  and  approved  the 
advice  given  him  by  the  admi- 
rante  of  Caftih,  which  was  to 
have  transferred  the  feat  of  the 
Spanijh  war  into  Andalufta  ra- 
ther than  Catalpttiay  which  in

the  end  appeared  plainly  to  he 
the  heft  advice,  though  it  did 
not  appear  fo  till  it  was  too' 
late  (8).  In  reference  to  his 
children  y  he  had  hy  his  firft  wife, 
the  infanta  Ifabella  Maria  Louija 
Jofiphay  born  January  the  6th, 
1669,  and  who  died  unmarried 
Odoher  the  2 1  ft,  1 690.  By  his 
iecond  queen  he  had  Don  Juan^ 
prince  of  Brazily  who  died  in 
the  feventh  year  of  his  age; 
Don  Juan^  who  fucceeded  him  j 
the  infant  Don  Antonio  Francifco^ 
horn  May  the  15  th,  1695  ;  Don 
Manuel t  born  Auguft  the  3d, 
1697  ;  the  infanta  Donna  The- 
re/a Jofepbay  born  February  the 
8th,  1696,  and  who  died  when 
jttft  turned  of  eight  years  old, 
after  being  promifed  in  mar- 
riage to  Charles  the  third  of 
^pain ;  Donna  Frances  Xa^vier^ 
born  January  the  30th,  1699, 
and  who  died  at  Lisbon  July  the 
15th,  1736,  unmarried.  He 
had  beiides  many  natural  chil- 
dren; but  of  thefe  only  one 
daughter  and  two  fons  were 
acknowledged.  The  former. 
Donna  Louifa^  married  in  1695 
Don  Lenuis  Ambrofe  de  Melloes^ 
duke  de  Cadaval ;  and  after  his 
deceafe  in  1702,  fhe  efpoufed 
Don  Diego  de  Mello^  duke  de 
Cada'valy  his  half  brother,  and 
died  herfelf,  without  iiTue  by 
either  marriage,  December  the 
^3^»  1732.  Don  Michael,  born 
O/Sober  the  15  th,  1669,  efpoufed 
in  1 71 5  Donnsi LGUf/aAntonietta 
Cajintira  de  Kajfau  y  Sou/a  ;  and 
upon  the  birth  of  his  eldeft  fon, 
Don  Pedro,  in   1718,   ihe  was 


created  dutchefs  of  Lafms* 
Don  Jofeph^  who  was  the  king's 
other  natural  fon,  going  with 
his  brother  before-mentioned  to 
hunt  on  the  other  fide  thef<a)w, 
and  returning  in  the  afterjooon 
of  January  the  1 3th,  1 724,  lie 
boat  was  overfet  within  lefs  than 
a  mile  of  the  fhore,  by  wliich 
Don  Michael  unfortunately  pe- 
riflied,  and  Don  Jo/eph  was  with 
great  difiiculty  faved;  He  was 
fixteen  years  afterwards  pro- 
moted to  the  primacy  oiBra^a, 
Don  Pedros  duke  of  La^eens,  had 
the  title  of  highnefs  given  him, 
by  decree  of  the  fupreme.tribu- 
nal,  in  1 722,  and  when  he  was  of 
age  fucceeded  his  father  in  all 
the  commanderies,  and  other 
pofts  of  honour  and  profit,  whidi 
he  had  poiTeffed  (9).  The  death 
of  this  great  monarch,  Don  f^ 
dro,  wa^  occafioned  by  his  catdi- 
ing  cold  at  his  palace  in  the 
village  of  Alcantara,  fcarcc  a 
mile  from  Lisbon,  which  he  neg- 
le6led  till  it  degenerated  into  a 
kind  of  lethargy,  from  whidi 
he  was'a  little  relieved  by  bleed- 
ing in  the  foot ;  but  it  fpeedily 
returned,  and  proved  mortal;b€- 
fore  thofe  who  were  about  him  , 
apprehended  him  to  be  in  dan- 
ger  ( i).  It  was  at  a  very  criti- , 
tical  conjuncture  for  the  allies^ 
to  whom  this  monarch  had  in- 
timated the  expediency  of  mak- 
ing a  good  peace  in  the  midft  1 
and  at  the  height  of  their  viflo- 
ries  ;  for  he  began  to  perceive 
whatever  glory,  whatever  con- 
quells  might  be  acquired,  by 
continuing  the  war  in  Spaing  it

paiEn         allies,  who  could  not  diveft  themfelves  of  an  apprehenfion 
princes  MM"  that  it  had  the  appearance  of  a  neutrality.     The  Portuguefe 
fuccefsfuU    minifters  anfwered,  that  it  was  a  propofition  that  came  from 
the  enemy  :  that  they  were  unwilling  to  be  thought  lefs  hu- 
mane, or  attentive  to  their  fubjefls  intereft ;  but  that  after  all, 
the  convention  was  embarrafled  widi  fo  many  difficulties,  that 
it  was  more  than  probable  it  would  come  to  nothing.    The 
ezrl  of  Galw/iy^  in  quality  of  ambai&dor  extraordinary,  made 
a  public  entry  into  Lisbon  with  great  magnificence ;  which 
highly  pleafed  the  court  and  the  people*.     The  king,  how- 
ever, was  not  very  complaifant  in  providing,  or  fuffering  the 
carl  to  provide  for  all  the  French  refugees  he  brought  over. 
His  majcfty  thought  it  very  unequal  that  the  private  men  of 
a  battalion  fhould  be  his  fufaje^ls,  and  the  officers  ftrangers. 
However,  fo  much  care  was  taken,  that  the  arhfiy  was  early 
in  the  field,  and  on  the  fourth  of  Afay  the  Pcrtuguefe^  under 
the  command  of  the  marquis  de  Fronteira^  encamped  on  one* 
fide  of  the  Caya^  the  marquis  de  Bay^  with  the  Spanijh  forces 
lying  on  the  other  :  the  latter  were  fuperior  in  horfe,  and  the 
former  in  foot.     The  Portugtiefe  writers  fay,  that  the  earl  of 
Galway  was  dcfirous  to  fight,  in  order  to  wipe  out  the  memo- 
ry of  his  misfortune  at  Almanza ;  but  he  afferted,  that  he  op- 
pofed  fighting.     However,  being  infulted  by  the  enemy,  the 
allies  paffed  the  river  ori  the  feventh.     The  Spanijh  relations 
fay,  that  the  marquis  de  Bay  permitted  them  to  pafs,  and  to 
form  without  any  interruption :  the  reafon  is  clear,  there  was 
a  plain  on  the  other  fide,  which  gave  an  opportunity  for  his 
cavalry  to  ad.     Both  the  right  and  the  left  wing  of  the  allies 
were  quickly  beat,  the  Spanijh  horfe  purfuing  them  i  full 
league.     On  the  other  hand,  the  Spanifli  infantry  behaved  ill; 
that  of  the  allies  formed  into  a  fquare  battaKon  ;  but  the 
marquis  de  Fronteira  made  a  regular  .and  noble  retreat  to 
Campo  Major.     The  Englijh,   who  brought  up  the  rear,  fuf- 
V     fered  much.     The  enemy  took  twenty-two  field-pieces,  and 
fourfcore  waggons  :  but  there  were  no  great  confcqucnces 
followed  this  aftion,  only  the  earl  of  Galway^  at  his  return 
to  Lisbon^  induced  the  king  to  change  his  fentiments,  and  to 
confent,  that  there  fhould  be   a  large  proportion  of  foreign 
officers  in  the  new  regiments  of  horfe  and  dragoons  he  was 
^   jy^     about  to  raife.     In  the  autumn  campaign  the  5/>tf?7wr^j  be- 
170Q.*     figged  Olivenza  ;  but  were  obliged  to  raife  it  with  fome  lofs. 
In  the  winter  the  king  obtained  a  free  gift  from  the  clergy,, 
enquired  into  the  condudl  of  the  campaign,  and  broke  fuch

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of  the  ofEcers  ofrhis  cavalry  who  had  behaved  worft.  But  the 
difcontent  this  bccafioned  was  felt  afterwards  in  many  in- 
fiances  ^ 

.  The;re  happened  in  the  winter  of  the  preceding  year  a  j^  unfhr- 
difputeon  a  poipt  of  ceremony,  which  was  now  revived,  and  o(  f^nate 
^hich  it  is  neceffary  to  give  a  full  account :    firft,  becaufe  n/quabble 
became  in  its  confequences  a  thing  of  the  laft  importance  ;  ^zffii0»^^ 
and  next,  becaufe  it  is  fo  little  known,  that  it  will  be  a  diffi-  mimfiers^ 
cult  thing  to  find  aoy  traces  of  it  in  any  book  written  in  our  attended 
language.     The  king  Don  Pedta^  while  he  was  regent,  that  "^ith  fat4d 
is  upwards  of  thirty  years  before  this  time,  had  found  it  ne-  '^^'^" 
ceffafy  to  fupprefs  what  was  called  the  franchifes  of  foreign  y^*^^'* 
minifiers ;  and  he  conduced  his  defign  with  fo  much  prudence 
and  temper,  that  it  occafioned  no  fort  of  complaint,  neither 
had  there  been  any  difpute  within  this  period  of  time.     But 
now  the  bifbop  and  prince  of  Lahach  being  at  Lisbon  with  the 
charader  of  ambafiador  from  his  imperial  majefty  j  but  incog, ' 
as  not  having  yet  made  his  entry,  which  in  this  country  is  a 
point  effential,  conceived  it  an  afFrontj  for  officers  of  juftice 
to  pafs  by  his  houfe  with  their  white  rods  in  their  hands, 
which  are  the  enfigns  of  their  office  ;  and  therefore  fent  a 
^fjuifs,  who  was  his  porter,  to  turn  them  oiTt  of  the  ftreet ; 
at)d  upon  their  refuiing  to  go  back,  he  beat  one  of  them  fevere- 
ly.     The  king  was  no  fooner  informed  of  this,  than  the  fecre-  ' 
tary  of  ftate  wrote  to  the  ambafiador  to  let  him  know,  that 
he  muft  difcharge  his  porter,  or  forbear  coming  to  court. 
This  affair  was,  however,  at  length  terminated.     But  after  it 
had  flept  fome  months,  count  Stampa^  ambafiador  from  king 
Charles  the  third,  by  the  advice  and  inftigation  of  the  bi- 
fliop,  revived  it,  and  more  than  once  fent  his  fervants  to  com- 
pel the. officers  of  juftice,  and  even  judges  who  were  paffing 
by  his  door  in  their  calaflies,  to  go  back,  and  return  out  of  ' 
the  ftreet.     The  fecretary  of  ftate  wrote  to  him,  that  the 
king  would  not  endure  this ;  and  that  if  he  perfifted  in  fuch 
notions,  he  muft  forbear  coming  to  court.     Upon  this  count 
Stampa  demanded  a  conference  ;  at  which  affifted  the  prelate 
who  began   this  buftle,  the  prince  de  Cien/ugoSy  envoy  from 
king  Charles,  the  earl  of  Galway,  her  Britannic  majefty 's  mi- 
nifter,  and  monfteur  de  Schonenberg^  minifter  from  the  ftates 
gjBneral,  who  made  what  they  called  a  common  caufe  of  this, 
and  declared  their  unanimous  refolution,  that  no  officer  of  juf- 
tice fliould  pafs  before  their  houfes  without  dropping  his  white 
ftaff;     The  fecretary  of  ftate  reprefented  to  them,  that  while

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thefe  franchlfes  continued,  there  was  no^  ftft^ldimg  23  peact 
or  juftice  in  Lishon^  which  induced  the  late  king  to  (uppred 
them  :  that  the  Pdrtuguefe  minifters  neither  claimed  nor  «»» 
joyed  any  fuch  franchifes  at  their  refpe^ive  courts.:  that  this 
was  no  common  caufe  as  they^  pretended,  fince  the  Pope's 
nuncio,  who  had  the  iirft  lank  amongft  foreign  minifters,  and 
the  Pr«^dw.miniftcr,  who  was  the  ol<kft  t£en  ifa  Portu^ 
)  had  publicly  difclaimed  any  concern  in  this  afiatr  :  that  what 
they  did  was  of  their  own  heads,  aod  without  any  inflruc« 
tions  from  their  rerpe£)ive  courts}  ami  that  this  kind,  ofpr^ 
ceeding  w:^  of  fuch  a  nature  as  might  hare  Tery  dangerous 
efFeds  with  regard  to  the  common  caufe  \  for  whicb  reafon 
he  exhorted  them  not  to  carry  things  to  extremities,  or  de^ 
ceive  themielves  with  notions  of  expedients^  fince  the  king 
was  refolved  to  be  the  fole  mafier  in  hia  ca^^,  and  would 
be  obeyed.  The  minifters  ftuck  by  each  otbcr  \  the  king  off 
-dered  them  to  quit  Lhhon  in  twenty*-four  houis^  ^nd  at  tfef 
fame  time  ordered  four  regiments  of  horfe  into  the  city  ;-  and 
thereupon  the  minifters  fubmitted  till  they  received  the  oittm 
of  their  refpe£iive  courts  in  regard  to  this  difpute  :  and  their 
courts  were  too  wife  to  revive  it  *•  This  unlucky  aftair  quite 
dif<;:oncerted  thinga  in  Portugal :  the  king  confidered  it  in  a 
ftrange  light,  and  began  to  grow  jealous  of  foreign  officers 
and  foreign  troops,  /rom  an  affair  that  began  wildly,  and 
ended  meanly.  The  flates  bad  alfo  a  private  and  particular 
grievance  in  refpe£^  to  an  impofition  that  h^  been  laid  iipon 
fait  at  St.  TJbes :  on  the  other  hand,  the  king  of  Portugal  or- 
dered the  count  de  Tarouca^  his  ambafiador  at  the  Hague^  tq 
ipfift  upon  the  payment  of  two  years  fubfidies  which  were  due 
to  him.  Their  high  mightinefies  found  it  expedient  to  pay 
him  one.  We  (hall  prefentiy  fee  what  the  coniequences  wtre 
of  thefe  mifunderftandings.  The  count  de  Viila-verda  com- 
manded the  army  of  Portugal  in  the  place  of  the  itiarquis  di 
Fronieira :  the  battalions  were  far  from^  being  complete  ;  an4 
the  fix  new  regiments^  that  were  to  be  in  the  queen  of  Greai'' 
£ritain*s  pay,  were  not  above  half  raifed ;  fa  that  during  the 
fummer  campaign  they  aded  on  the  defenfivc^  which  was  jmu* 
dent  enough,  confidering  that  the  marquis^  Bay  had  an  ar- 
my equal  to  theirs  in  E/iramaduray  and  there  was  b^iits  a 
corps  of  ten  thoufand  men  in  Andahfia  ^.  In  the  middle  of 
Auguft  general  Stanhope  beat  the  troc^  of  the  two  ciowns  at

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/kienara ;  on  the  twentreth  they  gained  the  great  vi<ftoiy  of 
Saragfffa  ^  j  upo«  which  ex{nrefles  were  difpatched  from  the 
army  of  king  CharUs^  to  prcfs  a  jundlion  with  the  army  of  the 
Portuguifi  at  Ahnaras.  The  aniwer  was,  that  having  no  ma- 
gazines fuch  a  march  as  this  was  impo^ble.  It  was  then  de.- 
?ired.that  a  detachment  of  four  or  five  thoufand  men  might  be 
knu  hut  this  wa«  rcfufed  for  the  fame  reafon"».  All  this 
time  king  Charlts  was  marching  to  Madrid^  againft  his  own 
will,  and  againft  the  fentiments  of  count  Starembergh.  Ge- 
neral StutAope^x  whoie  meafure  this  was,  prefled  the  court  of 
Porti^^l  for  the  troops  fad  the  queen's  pay.  At  laft  he  de- 
manded the  Engiyb  regiments ;  and  the  fecretary  of  the  em- 
haffy  oflFered  to  ftiinifli  the  expence,  the  earl  of  Galway  being 
by  this  time  recalled  ;  but  this  was  likewife  refufed. '  All  that 
the  Portuguefe  would  do  was  befi^ng  and  taking  a  place  or 
two  of  no  great  confequence,  to  alarm  and  diflrad  the  ene- 
my ;  ^|er  which  the  army  feparated  and  went  into  winter 
quarters^  To  this  condu£k  of  the  court  of  Pertugal  riie  ruin 
of  king  CbarUs^s  af&irs  is  commonly  afcribed  ^  In  anfwer  to 
this  the  Portuguefi  alledge,  diat  they  had  once  before  made 
themfelves  mafters  of  Madrid^  and  futfered  feverely  in  their 
retreat ;  that  notwithftanding  this  they  marched  a  fecond 
time  into  Cqfiilty  and  fmarted  for  it. at  Almanzay  that  to 
have  naarched  tfc^  whole  army  now,  was  to  have  left  Portir-^ 
gal  at  mercy,  fince  king  Vhiiifi'%  troops  in  Andalufta  might 
have  Wafted  it  at  pJcaiure )  that  to  have  fent  a  great  detach- 
ipent>  inftead  of  lefiiening,  would  have  encreafed  the  difficul-  ,  / 
tics  of  king  CJharkt^  Who  did  not  leave  Madrid  thro'  want  of 
force,  but  thro'  want  of  food,  which  it  was  not  in  their  power 
IP  fupply.  As  to  the  J€»nt  application  of  all  the  minifters  of 
the  cour^,  allies  ta  the  court  o^Pottugaly  upon  this  occafion, 
we  hav4  ftiewn  how  that  came  to  have  but  little  weight. 
The  fa(3s  are  fairly  ibted,  and  the  reader  wiH  judge  for  him- 
felf.  In  tiie  winter  arrived  the  earl  of  Portmore^  in  qualttv  A*  D. 
itf  ber  Britannick  majefty^  minifter  and  commander  in  chief  |  1710. 
and  was  received  with  all  poflible  marks  of  kindnefs  and  re^ 
^3  ^,  agreeable  to  that  particular  regard  which  king  J^Bn 
always  expreiled  for.  this  nattcui,^  and  which  it  may  be  might 
have  been  improved  more  t9  our  advantage  than  it  was.

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The  allies  In  thc  Winter  the  king  endeavoured  to  reftore  his  forcesj 
€emp/arnof^nd  declared  his  intention  to  aS  with  fifteen  tboufand  foot 
the  kin£s  and  five  thoufand  horfe  in  the  fpring  :  but  at  the  fame  time 
€ondu£i^  complained  of  the  diificuhies  he  was  under  to  fill  his  maga- 
nvhit  makes  zineS'with  corn,  and  to  provide  horfes,  of  which  there  was  a 
heavier  great  fcarcity.  In  anfwer  to  this,  the  minillers  of  the  mari- 
€emplaints  ^^^^  powers  talked  in  a  very  high  tone,  which  has  very  fel- 
-"bisimn,  Jqj^  any  good  eflfeiSs  on  princes.  His  Portuguefe  majefty  an- 
fwered,  that  if  he  had  not  done  what  his  allies  expected,  the 
fault  lay  in  their  expectations  and  not  in  him  ;  that  he  had 
loft  the  beft  part  of  one  army  by  marching  it  10  Madrid  2t 
their  requeft,  at  a  vaft  expcnce,  paying  for  every  thing,  not 
to  difoblige  the  CqfiilranSy  who  were  fuppofed  to  be  well  af- 
fected to  king  Charlesy  whereas  it  proved  otherwif^  ;  that  he 
loft  a  fecond  army  almoft  entirely  in  the  campaign  of  Almanza^ 
the  remains  of  them,  having  fcrved  m  Catalonia  ever  ftnce; 
and  that  after  this  it  .was  no  great  wonder  that  he  fhould  not 
be  in  a  condition  %o  ^(X  ib  vigoroufly  as  he  and  they  could 
wifh.  ^  It  happened  unluckily  that  the  Imperial  minifter,  on 
whqj?  credit  j^ey  had  talked  in  this  high  ftrain,  appeared 
about^  this  time  ^  be  difturbed  in  his  fenfes  p.  The  count 
de  FiUarverda  si&ed  ofFenfively  in  the  fummer  campaign  ;  took 
j^';  Miranda  znd  fome  other  places,  and  levied  great  contributipns 
•^•j^in  the  enemy's  country.  He  afterwards  paiTed  the  Guadiana 
'  and  took  Z&fra  ;  but  while  he  was  thus  employed  the 
marquis  de  Bay  entered  ^ortugal^  and  aSualiy  bombarded  £1- 
vasy  which  obliged  the  Portuguefe  army  to  return ;  and  upon 
this  the  Spaniards  retired  In  the  mean  time  the  Pcrtuguefi 
minifter,  count  Tarouca^  prefied  the  Dutch  for  the  payment 
of  feveral  years  fubfidies,  and  made  ^ther  complaints,  which 
were  but  indifferently  anfwered  ;  but  to  balance  thefe,  it  wa$ 
fuggefted  to  that  minifter  that  they  had  fome  fears  as  to  the 
fmcerity  of  his  mafter  in  regard  to  the  common  caufe.  Thefe 
informations  came  from  the  duke  of  Savoy,  The  count  ac- 
knowledged, that  proportions  had  been  made  by  an  emiiTary 
of  the  marquis  ^^  ^^r^ ;  that  an  anfwer  had  been  returned, 
importing,  that  ^Portugal  would  treat  only  In  conjunction  with 
her  allies  :  that  under  pretence  of  not  having  received  this 
anfvyer,  the  marquis  wrote  a  fecond  letter ;  upon  which  a 
copy  of  the  former  anfwer  was  fcnt  him,  and  his  cmifTary 
obliged  to  leave  the  country.  It  appeared  afterwards  there  was 
DO  foundation  for  thefe  fufpicions ;  for  that  on  the  one  hand 
the  French  gave  out  that  they  had  made  a  fecret  treaty  with 
Portugal^  to  alarm  the  allies  ;  and  on  the  other,  had  aflually

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made  propofitions  at  Lisbon^  in  order  to  amufe  the  Portuguefe^ 
while  they  were,  attacking  them  in  America,  The  autumn 
campaign  produced  little  or  nothing.  The  preceding  year  the 
French  had  made  a  rafli  attempt  upon  Rio  Janeiro^  and  had 
been  repulfed  with  great  lofs.  This  year  they  fent  a  ftrong 
fquadron  to  revenge  it,  which  they  did  to  fome  purpofe,  and 
which  had  a  terrible  effeft  upon  the  affairs  of  Portugal  It  A.  D. 
happened  unluckily  that  when  the  count  de  Tarouca  com-  171  !• 
plained  that  the  ftates  had  not  performed  their  engagements, 
in  fending  fquadrons  to  proteft  the  coafts  of  Portugaly  he  had 
received  for  anfwer,  that  if  they  had  not  fent  fquadrons  to 
Portugal  they  had  however  done  what  amounted  to  the 
fame  thing,  by  watching  the  Dunkirk  fquadron ;  whereas  it 
was  this  very  fquadron,  under  the  command  of  Que  Troum, 
that  had  done  all  this  mifchief  at  R!o  de  Janiero'^. 

At  the  opening  of  the  enfuing  year  the  affairs  of  Portugal  ]^^*f' 
were  in  a  very  perplexed  fituation ;   their  lofs  in  America  ap-  affairs  go 
peared  to  be  greater  than  had  been  at  firft  imagined  ;  and  by  as  un- 
the  comparifon  of  their  own  vvith  the  French  accounts  could  tvwardly 
not  fall  much  (hort  of  a  million  fterling,  exclufive  of  four  this  cant' 
men  of  war  that  had  been  burnt  in  the  bay.     To  leflen  the/^'i**  as 
king's  chagrin,  and  to  put  it  in  his  power  to  take  the  necef-  ^hey  nnent 
farymeafufes  for  protefting  their  commerce,  the  nobility  and  ^^  ^'^^ 
clergy  made  him  confiderable  prefents,  in  ready  money  and  in 
plate.     His  majefty  appeared  to  be  extremely  fatished  with 
thefe  teftimonies  of  duty  and  public  fpirit ;  but  remained  ftill 
under  great  uneafinefs  from  the  conduft  of  his  allies.     He 
knew  that  fome  overtures  had  been  made  on  the  part  oi France^ 
and  he  difapproved  them.    In  the  month  of  March  the  count 
de  Tarouca  ^rtftntcA  2l,  memorial  of  his  matter's  demands,  in 
which  he  infifted  upon  the  reftitution  of  the  whole  Spanijh 
monarchy  to  the  emperor  Charles^  as  a  m^fure  requifitc  for 
the  fecurity  of  Portugal^.     Some  apprehenfions  there  were 
that  the  French  would  pay  a  third  vifit  to  Rio  de  Janeiro^  which 
occafioned  a  warm  application  for  z  Dutch  fquadron,  with  little 
effed.  He  was  likewife  directed  to  infift  upon  the  fubfidies,  and 
with  great  difficulty  obtained  bonds  for  the  amount  of  one  year,       < 
and  which  he  difcounted,  as  he  had  done  thofe  the  year  before, 
at  ten  per  cent,  lofs.  This  fupply  was  very  acceptable  at  Lisbon  i 
where,  as  the  feafon  of  action  approached,  they  found  them- 
felves  under  frefh  difficulties;  fortheFrie;/^/?  had  a  fquadron  upon 
their  coafts  under  the  command  of  the  fieur  Cojfartj  who  gave

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out  that  he  would  fyrct  a  paffagfc  Up  the  river  df  Lisi'on^  while 
the  marquis  de  Bay  had  a  fuperior  fiHrtiy  upon  their  frontiers, 
'  find  threatened  to  fend  a  great  hody  of  horfe  t6  the  very  gates 
of  Lisbon  *.  The  couttt  de  t^illa-Virda^  artd  th6  earl  of  Port- 
more^  were  ifi  the  field  with  an  tttAy  fo  fhiall  that  they  could 
not  hinder  the  Spaniards  from  making  inturfioAs,  arid  raifing 
contributions ;  and  befides,  the  feari  made  no  fcruple  of  own- 
ing that  he  expected  orders  every  day  for  embarking  the  BrU 
iijh  troops.  It  happened  fortunately  for  this  crown,  that 
the  heats  were  fo  violent  that  the  armies  were  forced  to  go  into 
<juarters  of  refrefliment  fooner  than  ufuil ;  arid  the  marquis 
de  Bay  receiving  foon  after  Ordeh  to  detach  three  thoufand 
horfe  for  Catalonia^  the  armies  vtrere  brought  nior^  upon  a  le- 
vel. In  the  autunftiti  campaign,  hbwever,  the  rnarquis  bc- 
fieged  CampO" Major ^  which  was  fo  vvelj  defended,  and  the 
edunt  de  FillauerdA  took  his  nieafutes  fo  well^  that  towards 
the  end  of  OSiohtr  the  Spaniards  wctt  obliged  to  raife  tbc 
fiege.  But  to  balance  this  fmall  fuCcefs,  ihajor  •  general  P^crf^i 
Who  commanded  the  Englijb  ttoops,  feparated  from  the  For- 
iuguefe^  and  declared  his  intentions  to  embark.  At  the  fame 
time  the  Englijh  £0\ixl  tefufed  t6  pay  any  longer  the  Porik- 
gttffe  trotypi  in  Catalonid  ;  Irid  the  king  of  Pcriugalj  finding 
himfelf  prcffed  by  his  enemies  and  deferted  by  his  allies,  was 
conftrained  to  negotiate  a  fufperifiori  of  arms  at  the  Haguij 
which  was  concluded  and  figned  at  tfirecht  on  the  feventh  of 
No%^mber,  by  the  count  de  Tarouca  and  Don  Lewis  d^Acunk 
on  one  fide,  and  by  the  marlhal  ctHuxelleSj  the  abbe  de  Po- 
ligmcy  and  Mr.  Mefnager^  on  the  other.  The  Poriuguefe 
ttoops  in  Catalonia  had  orders  to  feparafe  from  thofe  of  the 
other,  and  to  march  home  by  land.  Towards  the  clofc  of 
the  year  the  Brazil  fleet  arrived  fafid  in  the  river  of  Lishon^ 
to  the  great  joy  of  the  whole  nation,  who  had  been  very  ap* 
prehenfive  of  its  being  attacked  by  the  French  in  its  paffagc} 
and  notwithflanding  all  their  preifing  inflances  in  Holland, 
were  not  able  to  obtain  any  fuccours,  not  fo  much  thro'  any 
Coldnefs,  as  thfo'  the  inability  of  the  ftates,  who  found  their 
A.  D.  f^ces  and  their  finances  equally  exhaufted  by  the  war.  The 
17  li.  ^*^^h  oiXyonPedroy  prince  of  5r^//,  ferved  to  confole  both 
the  court  and  tHe  people  in  the  prefent  perplexed  ftate  of  their 
affairs  ;  and  the  folemnity  of  his  baptifm  was  according  to  tiic 
euftom  of  the  country,  celebrated  vvlth  the  utmoft  magnifi- 
cetite,  his  Imperial  majefiy  Charles  VI.  his  Poriuguefe  liiaje-

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fly's  brother-in-law,  and  his  own  fitter  the  infanta,   being 
fponfors.     This  young  prince  .died  about  tw6  years  after  *. 

It  was  generally  under  ft  ood  at  Utrecht^  and  at  the  Hague  ^  Treaty  of 
that  in  the  courfe  of  negotiations  P^r/a^^x/  would  take  the  fame  peace  <with 
fteps  with  England.     This  judgment  was  fenlibly  formed,  and  France. 
J  was  verified  in  the  event ;  and  yet  the  king  of  Portugal  was 
in  fcntiments  direftly  oppofite  to  thofe  of  the  queen  of  Great    ' 
Britaittj  and  had  expreffed  this  in  a  letter  to  that  queen.     His 
plenipotentiaries  alfo  were  men  of  abilities  and  fpirit,  incapa- 
ble of  becoming  the  creatures,  or  being  made  the  dupes  of 
Frarue ;  and  yet  from  their  conduft  at  that  time  many  were 
of  another  opinion.     Whereas  in  reality  they  had  no   other 
method  to  take  ;  for  Portugal  unfupported  was  by  no  means 
able  to  difpute  with  Spain^  more  efpecially  when  governed  by 
a  prince  of  the  houfe  of  Bourbon^  who  had' reduced  all  its 
kingdoms  into  fo  many  provinces,  and  under  colour  of  necef- 
fity,  had  eftablifhed  a  kind  of  military  government.   Don  Juan 
himfelf  was  by  no  means  inclined  to  the  French  intereft  ;  but 
many  of  bis  nobility,  and  fome  of  his  minifters,  who  had  mar- 
ried French  women  of  quality,  were  entirely  governed  by  theii? 
wives,  which  was  fo  far  from  recommending  them  to  favour, 
that  at  this  very  time  feveral  of  them  threatened  to  quit  the 
court  I  but  the  king,  by  fome  compliances,  prevented  what 
at  (o  critical  a  feafon  might  have  been  attended  with  various 
inconveniencies.     The  armies  were  ftill  on  the  frontiers,  and 
the  Spaniards  finding    a   favourable   opportunity,    furprifed 
Vaknza  de  Alcantara^  which  might  have  renewed  the  war  if 
the  court  of  Lisbon  had  been  in  better  circumftances ;  but  as 
things  then  ftood,  the  king  thought  it  advifeable  to  leave  the 
difpute  this  had  occafioned  to  be  decided  by   the  queen  of 
Great  Britain,     The  peace  between  Portugal  znd  France  was 
figned  on  the  eleventh  of  Jpril^^  being  the  very  fame  day  it 
was  figned  with  Great  Britain.     By  this  treaty  the  prifonexs 
on  both  fides  were  to  be  fet  at  liberty  without  ranfom  :  what- 
ever privileges  or  exemptions  his  Portuguefe  majefty  granted 
to  the  French  in  his  Avmini6ns,  the  French  king  was  to  grant 
the  like  to  the  Portuguefe:   the  commerce 'between  the  two 
nations  was  to  be  put  on  the  fame  foot  as  before  the  war  :  the 
French   quitted  all  right,    and  all  pretenfions  to  the  coun- 
tries lying  about  the  North  Cape^  between  the  rivers  of  Ama- 
zons, and  that  oi Vincent  Pynfon^  acknowledging  the  crown  of 
Portugal   to  have  the  fole  property   and  Sovereignty  of  the

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Wh,  as  well  as  the  north  fliorcs  of  the  rWer  ofjtnmzms^ 
annulling  the  treaty  concluded  with  Don  Pedro  the  fecdnd, 
and  pernnitting  his  Portuguefe  majcfty  to  reftorc  tboie  forts 
which  that  monarch  had  been  obliged  to  demolifli,  /It  is  very 
certain  that  the  Portuguefe  were  very  well  treated  in  this  ne- 
gotiation ;  but  it  is  not  eafy  to  iay  how  diis  was  brought 
about.  It  was  afferted  by  the  Englijh  miniftcrs,  that  they  had 
iniifted  upon  thefe  terms  :  on  the  other  hand,  the  plenipoten- 
tiaries of  the  crown  of  France  openly  declared,  that  they  were 
the  pure  cfFeds  of  his  moft  chrifiian  majefty's  gencrofity. 
Things,  however,  remained  ftill  open  with  rcfpcS  to  Spdn^ 
and  great  pretenfions  were  formed  by  that  court  with  regard 
to  Portugal^  which,  it  was  intimated,  ought  to  be  fettled  he* 
fore  any  progrefs  could  be  made  in  an  affair  of  fo  great  con- 
fequencc  as  a  definitive  peace.  France^  however^  promifcd 
her  good  offices,  and  the  court  of  Lisbon^  from  a  principle  A 
oeconomy,  reduced  their  forces  to  the  eftabliibment  upon 
which  they  flood  before  the  war,  and  quartered  them  on  didc 
•  A.  D.  frontiers.  At  the  latter  end  of  the  year  arrived  the  fleet  froo* 
1713.  Brazily  with  a  cargo  valued  at  a  more  than  a  million  and  a 
half  fterling,  and  this,  notwithilanding  the  king's  duty  at  die 
mines,  had  been  flopped  to  indenmify  the  people  for  the  \s&k 
fuftained  by  the  French  depredations  at  Rio  Janeiro"^ • 
King  of  The  perplexity  of  the  cabinet  at  Lisbon  increafed  dai^ 

Portugal  fr^°^  the  refradory  difpofitions  of  fome  in  the  Brazilsj  froqi 
ftiliper^  a  difcontented  humour  that  fpread  itfelf  amongft  the  popu- 
'  flexed.  lace,  and  from  fome  intrigues  amongft  the  nobility.  The 
king,  who  was  a  prince  of  much  temper  and  moderation) 
diffembled  his  diflike  to  things  that  could  not  be  amended, 
temporized  v^ith  the  houfe  of  Bourbon^  and  reprefented  to  fail 
old  allies  hqw  much  it  was  their  intereft  to  draw  him  out  of 
>  fo  unpleafant  a  fituation ;  fince  if  they  abandoned  Poriugak 
they  had  no  means  of  giving  check  to  that  vaft  power  which 
thfey  had  thrown  into  the  hands  of  Spain^  On  the  fixth  of 
J^une  the  queen  was  happily  delivered  ofthe  inhntlionjofefky 
the  prefent  king  of  Portugal  \  and  the  king  immediatefy  took 
this  occafion  to  defire  Lewis  the  fourteenth  to  be  his  fponfor, 
and  named  an  ambailador  to  his  court,  and  another  who  ifl 
due  time  was  to  repair  to  Madrid,  All  tWs  time  the  peacft 
ieemed  farther  off  than  ever,  the  court  of  Spain  infifting  ^ 
upon  fatisfadlion  for  two  fliips  taken,  as  they  affirmed,  before 
war  was  declared^  which  thjsy  eflim^ted  af  feveral  millions :  ^

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(hey  declined  any  pofitive  anfwer  as  to  the  demand  of  the 

reftitution  of  the  new  colony  which  they,  had  taken  from 

the  fortuguefe^  n6ar  Buenos  Jyres ;  and  they  infifted,  that  the 

whole  eftate  of  the  family  of  Aveiro  fhould  be  reftored  to 

the  duke  J^Arco^  who  had  married  the  eldeft  of  that  dukc^s 

daughters.    To  give  weight  to  thefe  claims,  the  court  of  Ma^ 

/^/i  augmented  their  forces  on  the  frontiers,  raifing  jnaga- 

2ines,  and  gave  out,  that  after  the  redudion  of  Barcelona^ 

the  troops  in  Catalonia  {faould  march  into  EJlramadura^  Don 

^uan  perfifled  in  the  fame  fleady  behaviour ;  but  at  the  fame 

time,  as  his  laft  refource,  reprefented  to  Lewis  the  fourteenth, 

that  this  was  not  the  way  to  maintain  the  quiet  of  Europe  : 

diat  it  was  againft  his  intereft  to  delay  the  general   peace  ; 

and  that  events  were  not  in  the  power  of  the  greateft  cap- 

tiins,  or  the  wifeft  politicians.     The  French  court  gave  fair 

Words  ;  but  it  is  uncertain  what  would  have  followed  from 

them.    However,  two  things  fell  out  before  the  end  of  the 

year  which  altered  the  face  of  affairs  exceedingly,  one  was 

Ae  death  of  queen  Anni  \  within  a  week  aftet  which  the  lords 

juftices  fignified  to  his  majefty  oiPortugal^  that  they  would 

oblige  the  crown  of  Spain  to  give  a  categorical  anftver,  and  if . 

this  was  inconfiftcnt  with  tne  original  plan  of  peace,    he 

might  depend  on  fpeedy  and  effeftual  affiftance  *.     The  other 

was  the  arrival  of  a  very  rich  fleet  from  Brazil  with  the 

news,  that  all  the  ill-humour  in  that  country  was  diffipat^d 

by  the  difcovery  of  a  new  mine,  for  wbrking  of  which  thofe 

who  had  been  moft  diffatisfied  now  bid  the  higheft.    King 

]f^i«  immediately  gave  orders  for  vifiting  his  fortreffes,*  ercft- 

ihg  magazines,  and  levying  men,  as  if  be  was  fatisfied  the 

Krar  wouJd  break  out  iigairi,  and  this  had  the  defired  efFe£t.

>n  without  being  able  to  prevail.    A  declaration  of  the  fame  Utrecht, 
ind  was  made"  to  the  court  of  Great  Britain.     King  John 
erfifted  in  his  fteadinefs  :  the  Spanijh  plenipotentiary  at  the

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beginning  of  this  year  propofed  to  the  Poriuguefe  minifters  at 
Utrecht y  to  adjuft  the  treaty  amongft  themfelves.    When  this 
was  done,  the  court  of  VerfailUs  was  confulted  '^  and  upon  an 
anfwer  coming  from  thence,  a  refolution  was  taken  to  fign  it 
when  the  world  leaft  expeSed  any  fuch  thi,ng  :  but  for  fome 
rcafons  it  was  thought  proper  this  {hould  be  done  very  fccreily, 
and  without  a:ny  of  the  ceremonies  that  ufually  attend  thecon- 
clufion  of  aAs  of  fuch  high  importance.     The  method  taken 
was  this  ;  the  plenipotentiaries  brought  each  a  copy  of  the 
treaty  with  him,  and  under  pretence  of  taking  a  walk  in  the 
Mally  they  met,  and  figned  it  upon  one  of  the  benches  on 
the  rixt;h  day  of  February  ^.     There  were  prefent  only  five 
perfons,  the  dukt  of  OJunay  the  Spanijh  plenipotentiary,  the 
count  de  Tarouca  and  Don  Lewis  d^Acunha^  the  minifters  of 
Portugal^  Mr.  Zancorra^  fecretary  to  the  "duke,  and  Mr.  it 
Zima ^  vfho  flood  irvthe  fame  capacity  to  the  count  and  Don 
Lewis.    This  gentleman  had  the  addrefs  in  framing  the  treaty 
to  name  his  own  mafter  firft,  and  to  fatisfy  the  Spanijh  ple- 
nipotentiary that  it  was  agreeable  to  the  form  ;  in  which  it 
has  been  thought  that  he  was  a  little  too  cuaning  for  him. 
However,  it  eftabliftied  a  precedent  that  Portugal  will  hardly 
depart  from,  and  gave  the  hint  to  that  expedient  which  was 
univerfally  admitted  at  the  conclufion  of  the  laft  general  peace. 
The  reafon  of  the  fecrecy  obferved  in  figning  was  the  duke 
of  OJfuna\  having  fent  a  courier  to  VerfailleSy  to  defire  the  fo- 
lution  of  fome  difficulties,  who  returned  a  little  after  mid- 
night  with  ^fuU  approbation  of  the  duke's  conduct ;  fo  that 
^  h/i         ^^  tranftftion  was  made  public  the  very  next  day. 
ft^^'        By' this  treaty  Portugal  was  in  all  refpefts  a  gainer.    It 
^  was  agreed,  that  the  limits  of  the   two  monarchies  (houl4 

be  the  fame  they  were  before  the  war,  and  in  confequence 
of  this  his  catholic  majefty  confented  to  reftorc  the  caftle  of 
iloudary  and  its  territory  the  ifland  of  Verdoejo^  and  the  terri- 
tory and  colony  of  St.  Sacrament^  renouncing  for  himfelf  and 
his  heirs  all  claim  and  pretenfions  to  them,  and  annulling  the 
provifional  treaty  of  1681 ;  but  with  a  refervati'on  of  a  power 
of  offering  an  equivalent  for  thefe  places  within  eighteen 
months,  which,  if  not  accepted,  the  right  was  to  be  abfolute 
in  the  king  of  PortugaL  His  catholic  majefly  alfo  agreed  to 
pay  fix  hundred  thoufand  crowns  by  three  equal  payments  to 
extinguish  all  demands  *in  relation  to  the  Ajjiento  company. 
He  alfo  admitted  the  three  (hips  belonging  to  Buenos  Ayres^

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feizcd  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  to  be  good  prizes.  On 
the  other  hand,  his  Portuguefe  majcfty  undertook  to  i*eftore 
j/lhuguerque  zod  Pudla  in  the  condition  they  then  were,  with- 
out demanding  any  thing  for  the  additional  fortifications,  ar- 
tillery, or  military  ftores :  he  relinquiflied  all  the  claims  and 
preteniions  arifing  from '  the  JJiento  company,  renewed  the 
concordate  of  Don  Sebajlian  for  the  mutual  delivering  up  of 
criminals,  and  the  treaties  between  the  two  crowns  of  1678 
and  1701.    This  treaty  was  declared  to  be  under  the  guar-  ^ 

anty  of  Great  Britain^  and  alfo  of  all  fuch  kings,  princes^ 
and  republics  as  within  the  fpace  of  fix  months  (hould  become, 
and  be  accepted  as  guaranties  by  their  majeflies.  The  rela- 
tion of  this  event  brings  us  happily  to  a  conclufion  of  this 
part  of  our  work.

He  will  alfo  remember,  that  in  treating  of  the  kingdom  of  Jr- 
ragon^  we  referred  the  principal    dimculties  to  the  forma- 
tion of  that  principality,  to  this  part  of  our  work,  where  he  will 
have  a  right  to  expeft  we  fliould  fet  them  in  a  proper  light,  in- 
afmuch  as  we  diflent  in  opinion  from  the  common  current  of 
hiftorians.    A  ftep,  which  as  it  ought  ever  to  be  taken  in  order 
to  foillow  truth,  fo  ought  it  never  to  be  allowed  but  where  it 
is  fupported  by  reafons,  and  even  by  proofs.    In  refpefl  to  the 
other  kingdoms,    we  have  derived  fome  lights  to  ourfelves 
and  to  the  reader,  by  explaining  the  etymology  of  their  names, 
and  by  a  fuccinfl  defcription  of  their  fituation  and  bounda- 
ries ;    but  in  reference  to  the  prefent  cafe,  we  can  draw  no 
affiftance  from  either,  the  firft  being  fo  intricate  and  dubious, 
that  nothing    relating  to  it  can   be  relied  on  ;    and  there 
being  fo  much  uncertainty  and  variation  in  refpeS  to  the 
latter^  that  to  give  it  the  reader  here  would  only  ferve  to  mif- 
lead  and  to  deceive  him. 
Se^aal  As  to  the  name  of  Navarre^  it  is  of  equal  or  rather  earlier . 

etjmUgles  antiquity  than  the  fovereignty  j  but  what/it  meaos,  or  whence 
^tbs^^Gtd  derived,  is  very  far  from  being  clear.  Some  fay  that  one  of 
^^T^^'  the  moft  confpicuous  mountains  on  the  frontiers  of  this  king-

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that  trria^  in  the  ancient  Cantabrian  language,-  Hgnt^ed  land ; 
and  taking  thefc  together  the  cguntry  wai  firft  called  ^^-ya  erria^ 
^  which  was  gradually  changed  into  Navarre'^,  It  is  feme  what 
more  certain  that  Nova  fignifies  in  Spanijh^  but  perhaps  they 
Ijorrowcd  the  word  from  the  Moors,  a  valley  with  rocks  on  both  ' 
iides  ;  and  the  reader  m^  read  the  decifive  vidory  gained  by 
the  Chriftians  over  the  Moors  at  the  Nova  de  Tolofay  which  is 
a5  much  2&  to  fay  the  pals  of  Tolofa  **.  As  this  country  con- 
tains many  fuch  vallies,  or  nava's,  it  is  poffible  the  appella- 
tion might  come  from  thence.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  juft 
toebferve,  that  the  firft  time  the  appellation  occurs,  it  is  in 
L&tinj  and  u  Navarri%  and  is  applied  not  to  the  country 
imt  to  the  people,  v^rhich  makes  againft  all  thefe  etymologies, 
which  juftifies  what  we  faid  of  them,  that  they  are  dubious 
and  little  to  the  purpofe. 

MARIANA  tells  us,  that  €he  inhabitants  of  the  Pyrenees,  Mariana^ 
taking  the  advantage  of  their  fituation,  defended  themfelves  account  if 
againft  the  Moors,  but  without  being  fubjeft  to  any  regular  the  origin 
form  of  government,  till  they  wer^  induced  to  ercdl  a  prin-  ofthefrin- 
cipaiity  by  the  following  extraordinary  accident  ^     There  was  cifalUy  of 
a  pious  hermit,  whofe  name  was  "John,  who  in  thefe  times  of  Sobrarva 
diftrefs  anddefolation  retired  to  the  fteep  mountain  t^iVrueh,  *""  ^^^ 
ki  the  neighbourhood  of  the  city  of  Jacca  \  and  upon  one  of  '^^^* 
its  eminences,  built  in  the  beft  manner  he  was  able,  though 
but  meanly,  a  chapel,  which  he  dedicated  to  St.  John  the  Bap* 
tijl.  There  he  remained  with  four  of  his  difciples ;  and  dying 
with  the  odour  of  fan£lity,  there  .reforted  incredible  multi- 
tudes of  people  to  his  funeral.  Antongft  the  reft  there  were  no  ' 
\Aii  than  fix  hundred  gentlemen  ;    but  whether  they  reforted 
Either  purely  by  chance,  or  that  this  meeting  was  concerted 
,1^  feme  of  the  moft  diftinguifhed  amongft  them,  fo  it  was  that 
they  took  occafion  to  difcoarfe  together  on  the  miferies  to 
which  their  country  was  expofed  ;  the  rage  and  cruelty  of  the 
MoGTs }   thfe  glory  that  would  rdbh  from  throwing  off  their 
yoke ;  the  natural  ftrength  of  the  adjacent  country  \   its  vici- 
nity to  France,  from  whence  they  might  hope  fupport ;    and 
the  example  given  them  by  their  neighbours  in  the  AJlurias, 
*  who  had  proclaimed  and  fttpported  Don  Pelagio  againft  the 
Whole  force  of  the  Infidels.    After  mature  deliberation,  they 
unanimoudy  ele£ted  Don  Garcia  Xtmenes  for  their  chief.     It 
does  not  appear  that  he  was  of  royal  defcent,  or  fo  much  as

diftindtion,  being  lord  cA  Amefcua  and  Abarfufa,  in  that  neigh- 
bourhood V  and  he  had  ,efpoufed  Donna  Iniga^  who  was  alfo 
of  an  illufirious^ace.    It  is  not  agreed  whether  he  was  pro- 
/     perly  king  of  Sobrarva  or  Navarre ;    but  he  recovered  Ainfa^

at  the  foot  of  them  <m  both  fides,  were  occupied.   Tbefe  were 
iheMotfrs^  who  held  ibme  fortified  places,. as  conquerors  in 
right  of  arms ;   the  Gotbsj  who  had  retired  into  the  inao^f- 
fible  mountains,  in  hopes  of  enjoying  freedom  and  their  reli- 
gion ;    and  a  third  people,  who  were  th6  Vafcimsj  Bafcons^ 
Bmfques  or  Gafconsj  for  it  is  all  but  one  name,  and  one  na* 
tion  \    If  there  is  any  diftindnon  to  be  made^  thofe  on  die 
Spanijh  fide  c^  the  mountains  are  ufually  ftiled  Fa/cms^  and 
that  of  Gafcons  beloog  to  thofe  on  the  French  fide.   They  were 
an  afiive,  martial,   fickk,   turbulent,  and  cunning  people, 
who  availed  themfelves  of  their  Situation,  took  that  part  bj 
which  they  could  get  moft,  and  left  it  when  they  could  get 
no  longer.    Thefe  wer€  the  people  who  defeated  Charlema^^ 
aod  who,  in  point  of  numbers  and  of  power,  exceeded  both 
the  Goths  and  the  Moers ;    that  is  to  fay  in  this  country  of 
theirs,  which  tho'  ill  governed  was  well  peopled. 
Navarre        CHARLEMAGNE  having  ^iven  Aquitatne^  with  the  con- 
€t  this       quefts  on  the  fide  of  Spatn^  to  his  fon  Lewis^  wi|h  the  tide  of 
junauri      king,  he  turned  his  aitns  againft  the  Infidels  ;    and  having 
hdoHged  to  made  a  fuccefsful  expedition  into  Catalonia,  pafTed  from  thence 
him^  and    Jd^q  Arragm^   and  returned  thro*  Naoarre  into  Prima.    At 
to/^eral  ^jjjj  jj^jg  he  recovered  Pampeluna^  which  was  again  fallen 
r    %^s     "**^  ^^^  hands  of  the  Moors  ;   and  in  the  hiflory  of  this  cxpe- 
/uccefin.    jitjon^e  g^ft  ,j,^  ^jth  the  v9ord  Navarre''.    After  theft 
cooquefts  he  eftablifhed,  accordirlg  to  the  mode  of  the  times, 
and  of  the  Gallic  government,  counts  in  all  the  confiderable 
places  which  he  r^uced,  and  which  the  reader  will  pleafe  to 
obferve  comprehended  the  new  kingdom,  and  its  dependant 
county,  which  the5^m^  iiiftorian  has  defcribed,  wherever 
fituated  or  however  bounded ;   and  as  we  have  the  hiftories  of 
thofe  times  written  by  fome  who  lived  in  them,  we  muft  hM 
had  fome  notice  or  hint  at  leaft  of  thefe  princes,  if  there 
A.  D.    had  been  any  fuch  p.     About  eighteen  years  aft^r  this,  under 
,  806.      f^  reign  of  the  cmptrot  Lewis  IcDehonnaire^  a  French^' 
my^  commanded  by  two  counts,  was  fent  to  drive  the  Mmts 
'    out  of  Navarre,  which  they  performed,  and  having  fecareJ. 
Pampeluna,  marched  back  into  Prance  ;  but  the  monarch  of 
Cordova  having  the  Vafitms^  or  Gafcons,  in  his  intereft,  dief 
attacked,  and  totally  defeated  them  in  their  paflage,  taking 
A.  D.    both  the  counts  prifoners.    One  ^of  tiieai,  whofe  name  was

The  emperor  Z^ww  having  given  Aquitainey  with  the' title  Aznar 
of  king,  to  his  fon  Pepiity  that  prince  fbme  way  or  other  <lif-  ^/^^  A 
obliged  this  count  J%nar^  who  withdrawing  from  the  French^  king  Pe- 
retired   amongft  the  Spanijh  Fafcons^   and  in  the  country  of  pin,  ani^ 
Sobraruay  by  the  affiftance  of  his  relations  and  dependants,  efiablijhes 
excited  a  revolt  ;  and  liere  in  reality  commenced  that  fove-  himfelf 
reignty,  of  which  we  have  undertaken  to  give  an  account :  amongft 
but  in  what  manner  this  revolt  was  carried  on,  or  to  what  ^^f  ^P^- 
extent  he  carried  it,    does  not  appear,    the  brevity   with  "*^  ^*^- 
which  things  are  mentioned  in  ancient  chronicles  not  permit-  ^^^' 
ting  us  to  expe<Si,  and  the  laws  of  hiftory  forbidding  us  to        ' 
invent  any  circumftances'.     However,  from  this  deduction    ^*  ^* 
the  reader  cannot  but  difcern,  that  what  has  been  before  re-      ^3'* 
ported  of  the  ancient  kingdoms  of  Sohrarva  and  Pampeluna, 
are  mere  fidions,  at  leaH;  in  the  manner  in  which  we  hat^e 
feen  them   related  ;  for  during  the  period  in  which  thofe 
principalities  arc  fuppofed  to^have  exifted,  we  have  (hewn  that 
thefe  countries  belonged  fometimes  to  the  French^  fometimes 
to  the  Moorsy  but  never  to  any  independent  fovereign  great 
or  little.  '  We  have  likewife  made  it  evident,  that  this  prin- 
cipality did  not  fpring  as  that  o^  AJluriai  did  from  the  valour 
of  the  Goths  \    neither  was  it  eredad,  properly  fpeaking,  at 
the  expence  of  the  Moors^  but  by  throwing  off  the  yoke  of 
France.    It  mAift,  however,  be  admitted  that  the  moft  au- 
thentic hiftories  of  the  kingdoms  of  Oviedo  and  Lem '  affert, 
that  their  monarchs  were  fometimes  rtiafters  of  Alava^  B'tfcof^ 
and  part  of  Navarre ;    nay,  and  even  of  the  city  of  Pampe- 
luna^  which  may  be,  and,  as  we  have  (hewn  elfewhere,  pro- 
bably is  true ;  but  then  this  is  fo  far  from  confirming,  that  ic 
is  a  farther  proof  of  the  impoflibilty  of  the  foregoing  relation, 
fince  there  is  not  the  leaft  mention  in  thofe  hiftories  of  thefe 
kings  of  Sohrarva^  or  counts  of  Arragon ;  but  the  expeditions 
of  the  Frenchy  and  the  efforts  of  the  Moorsy  are  recorded  there  ; 
and  therefore  all  that  we  have  related  is  as  confiftent  and  as 
well  atlefted  as  can  be  expefied,  confidering  the  great  obfcu- 
rity  of  thefe  times,  and  the  fliort  and  unpdiflied  method  in 
which  their  chronicles  were  written. 

Count  Axnar^  by  his  revolt  from  Pepin  king  oi  Aqui-  jjj^^gi^ 
tainey  gave  beginning  to  this  fovereignty  ^ ;  which  is  a  faft  ^f  count 
naked  indeed  of  circumftances,  but  not  deftitute  of  proof.  Aznar.

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We  know  little  of  thofe  times,  and  amongft  the  little  we 
know  is  this,   that  count   Aznar  retired  with   the  Gafconsy 
who  would  follow  him  out  of  the  more  acceffible  vallies  on 
the  fide  of  France^  into  the  almoft  impenetrable  mountains  on 
the  frontiers  of  Spain  ;  where  he  provided  in  the  beft  manner 
hfe  could  for  the  fubfiffance  of  his  people  in  a  wild  and  barren 
country,  and  for  their  fafety  againft  the  Moors  on  one  fide, 
and  feveral  Chriftian  princes  on  the  other,  none   of  whom 
had  any  reafon  to  confider  either  l\im  or  them  in   a  very  ad- 
vantageous light.     The  difturbances  that  happened  in  the 
Imperial  family  hindered  Pepin  king  of  Aquitaine  from  purfu- 
ing  this  rebel,  though   it  is  not  altogether  certain  that  he 
continued  fgch  during  his  life  :  it  is  more  probable,  that  he 
cither  compromifed  his  quarrel  with  him,  or  that  he  was  re- 
ceived into  his  friendfhip  as  an  ally,  (ince  he  is  thought  to 
have  loft  his  life  in  the  quarrel  thatenfued  upon  the  emperor's 
beftowing  the  dominions  which  his  fon  Pepin  had  enjoyed 
upon  his  other  (on  Charles,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  children 
of  Pepin  %  whofe  part  was  taken  by  the  lords  o^  Aquitmnty 
and  even  by  this  count  Aznar^  who,  though  he  revolted  from 
A.  D.     ^^^*'*  father,  died  in  the  field  in  their  caufe  and  his  own  i  be- 
827,       ing  fenfible  that  whoever  wks  ftrong  enough  to  fpoil  them  of 
their  patrimony,  would  never  allow  him  to  poflefi,  in  the 
manner  he  defired  to  poffefs  it,  the  little  country  he  held, 
where  or  wbatfoever  it  might  be. 
D    San         Count  Sanchoy    the  brother   of  the  deceafed,    fucceeded 
cho  fuc'     ^*"^  ^^  his  fmall  eftates,  and  governed  them,  according  to  his 
£eeds  his     n^^xims,  paying  fonietimes  great  refpedt  to  Pepin  the  fecond, 
brother.       *"^  ^^  others  atfeding  to  acknowledge  no  fuperior.     He  ex- 
tended his  territories  in  fuch   a  manner  as  to  join  part  of  i/r- 
ragon  and  Navarre  to, Sobr aha  ;  and  he  alfo  treated  with  the 
princes  his  neighbours  fo  as  to  live  with  them  on   tolerable 
terms  ^.     He  had  likewife  fome  tranfafiions  with  Charles  tb$ 
Baldy  to  whom  he  fometimes  gave  fair  words,  and  acknow- 
ledged him  in  general  terms   for  his  prince ;  but  this  was 
with   a  defign  to  have  recourfe  to  Jiis  proteftion  in  cafe  Or- 
dogyio  king  of  Ajlurias  fliould  form  any  pretenfions  to  his  pre- 
jyiiice  ;  for  that  prince  having  reduced  the  Gafcons  in  the  pro- 
vince of  AlavOy  was  fufpedled  of  a  defign  to  carry  hfs  arms 
farther,  againft  which  count  Sancho  took  the  beft  meafureshc 
was  able.     We  have  it  not  in  bur  power  to  fpeak  with  an/ 
certainty  of  the  extent  of  his  territories,  or  the  place  of  bis 
lefidence,  the  few  contemporary  writers  we  have  being  con*

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tent  to  report,  that  the  people  of  Navarre  were  at  this  time 
Chriftians,  and  were  governed  by  a  prince  whofe  name  was 
Don  Sancho.  He  died  at  a  very  critical  juncture,  and  feft  his 
principality  then  in  great  danger  of  being  overwhelmed  by 
the  power  of  Charles  the  Bald^  to  his  fon,  who  was  either 
wife  or  fortunate  enough  to  avail  hitnfelf  of  that  very  dan- 
ger to  (hake  off  all  dependance  \  and  become  truly  a  prince. 

Don  Garcia^  at  his  entrance  on  the  government,  found  all  Don  Gar- 
the  fovcreignties  about  him  in  the  utmod  confufion.     Mwza^  cii  comes 
governor  of  Saragojfa^  who  is  generally  reputed  to  have  been  '^  the  Jo- 
a  Chriftian  and  a  Goth  by  birth,  but  who  had  raifed  himfelf  '^^eignty. 
to  the  higheft  honours  by  the  difplay  of  his  military  virtues 
amongft  the  Mo^rsj  underftanding   that  his  old  mafler  was 
dead,  revolted  from  the  new  king  of  Cordova.     Charles  the 
Baldy  having  fliut  up  the  fons  of  Pepin  in  a  monaftery,  gave 
the  kingdom  of  Jquitaine  to  his  fon  j  which  difobliged  m^ny 
of  his  fubjefts,  and  none  fo  much  as  the  Gafcons,     Upon  this 
many  of  their  little  chiefs  reforted  to  Don  Garcia^  to  take 
his  advice,  and  to  demand  his  proteflion.    ,He  received  tHem. 
kindly,  and  denied  them  neither.     He  told  them,  that  brave 
men  in  a  country  ftrong  by  fituation  might  be  always  free,  and. 
cave  them  broad  hints,  that  in  a  fituation  like  theirs  (iibmif- 
fion  mutt  be  neceffarily  attended  with  llavery  at  lead,  i{  not 
extirpation.!     This  induced  them  to  fix  under  his  government 
for  their  own  fecurity,  and  rendered  him  much  more  formi- 
dable than  his  predeceflbrs.     In  order  to  ftrengthen  himfelf 
ftill  more,  and  that  he  might  have  nothing  to  fear  from  that 
fide  on  which  his  dominipns  lay  moft  open,  he  thought  fit, 
perhaps  with  the  advice  of  thofe  chiefs  who  had  lately  fub- 
mitted   to  his  authority,  to  efpoufe  the  daughter  of  Muza^ 
whofe  revolt  had  been  attended  with  fiich  fuccefs  that  he  af- 
fumed  the  title  of  king,  by  which,  as  a  royal  author  y  ob- 
ferves,  there  were  now  three  monarchs  in  Spain  ;  that  is.  Or- 
dogno  king  of  Ovredo^  Mohammed^  king  of  Cordova,  ajid  this 
new  king  Mu%a^  which  is  as   clear  and  decifive  a  proof  as 
can  be  well  defired,  that  hitherto  there  was  no  king  of  Sobral- 
va,  Pampelunay  or  Nayarre ;  fo  that  all  Mariana  and  other 
writers  have  publifhed  on  this  head,   muft  pafs  for  fable  and 
fiftion,  fo  far   as  it  regards  royalty  at  leaft  ;  for  that  there 
might,  be  fome  degree  of  truth  hid  under  the  ftories  they  have 
related,  we  pretend   not  to  deny,  and  how  much  this  truth 
may  amount  to,  we  have  been  labouring  to  point  out  chiefly^ 
from  fa(Sts,  and  from  deductions  founded  on  them  where  fa£b 
failed.

Is  killed  in     ^His  prince  of  the  Gafcons^  who  was  in  truth  a  great  poli- 
hattle        tician,  was  artfo  very  brave ;  but  as  his  prudence  did  not  go  fo 
agaifift  the^^^  as  to  make  him  afraid  of  war  when  it  was  neceffary,  fo 
king  of     his  martial  fpirit  never  fiipgefted  to  him  difturbing  his  neigh- 
Oviedo.    hours  purely  to  enlarge  his  dominions.    He  thought  it  more 
Aiitable  to  his  circumftanccs  to  bring  what  Be  had  acquired 
into  regular  order,  and  a  good  condition :  with  which  view  he 
began  to  ere<a  fome  fortrefles,   and  to   enlarge  the  towns 
within  the  compafs  of  this  little  principality.     The  fame  con- 
dud  he  purfued,  he  recommended  alfo  \oMu%a^  who,  that  he 
'       might  carry  on  the  war  againft  the  king  of  Cordova  with  greater 
vigour,  refolved  to  fortify  the  town  of  Albayda^  that  it  might 
cover  his  country  frotS  the  incurfions  of  theChriftians  oCaJ- 
turias.  The  king  Don  Ordogno  taking  umbrage  at  this,  and  be- 
ing apprehenfive  that  when  his  affairs  filould  be  in  better  order 
the  king  of  Saragojfa  might  from  thence  make  irruptions  into 
his  territories,  aflembled  an  army,  and  laid  fiege  to  Alhayda 
,  as  foon,  or  perhaps  before  its  fortifications  were  fmifhed.   This 
obliged  Muza  to  march  to  its  relief,  and  his  fon-in-law  Don 
Garcia  made  no  fcruple  *of  joining  him  with  a  body  of  aux- 
iliaries.   They  encamped  upon  a  mountain  not  far  diilant 
from  the  place,  in  hopes  perhaps  that  this  might  induce  Don 
Ordogno  to  raife  the  fiege.    But  that  monarch,  who  had  a 
great  confidence  in  the  valour  of  his  troops,  refolved,  not* 
witbftanding  the  ftrength  of  their  camp,  to  attack  them  without 
delay ;  which  he  performed  with  fo  much  vigour  that  the  Moon 
were  quickly  brolce,  and  Mu%a  having  received  three  dangerous 
wounds,  made  his  efcape  on  a  horfe  given  him  by  one  of  Don 
A.  D.    Ordogno's  officers  oiit  of  perfonal  friendflifp.    But  Don  Garcia 
^S7-      having  either  advanced  too  far,  or  difdaining  to  fave  his  life 
by  a  retreat,  was  killed  upon  the  fpot,  to  the  great  grief  of 
his*  fubjedts  *,  who  with  great  reafon  revered  the  virtue  and 
,       valour  by  which  he  eftabliflied  fo  regular  and  powerful  a  prin- 
cipality. . 
Don  Gar-      Don  Garcia  Iniguez^  as  he  is  called  by  fome,  or  Don  Gar- 
cia Jtrft     cia  XimeneSy  as  he'is  ftiled  by  others,  fucceeded  his  fatl^er,  and 
king  of      either  at  his  acceffion^  or  within  three  years  after,  affumcd 
Navarre,   the  title  of  king,  as  appears  by  authentic  charters,  and  was, 
properly  fpeaking,  the  firft  monarch  of  Navarre.    There  our 
hiftory  falls  in,  at  leaft  in  fome  meafure,  with  that  of  Mart- 
ana,  who  after  the  interregnum,  in  which  he  aflures  us,  the 
famous  body  of  laws  were  made,  affirm^,  that  Inigo  Arifia,

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^111  fee  he  met  with  fufficient  pfbvocation  in  the  notes  (A). 
But  to  return  to  Don  Fortune  Garctasy  he  governed  his  domi- 
nions many  years  both  wifely  and  worthily,  as  we  gather  from 
efFe<9s,  arid  from  the  high  character  given  him  in  the  old 
chronicles  of  this  nation.    He  was  a  great  benefe£tor  to  the

*•  wife.  A  generous  knight, 
**  whofe  name  was  Don  Sanchez 
**  de  Gue'varoj  paffing  over  the 
**  field  of  battle  faw  the  queen's 
*•  dead  body,  and  through  one 
**  of  the  wounds  appeared  a

<<  having  declared  to  them  his 
«*  defcenty  and  the  wonderful 
*^  manner  of  his  prefervation, 
"  they  acknowledged  him  for 
«  their  king;  and  from  the 
"  fhoes  that  he  wore  when  he 
"  was  thus  produced,  he  had 
"  the  furname  of  Abarca  "  It 
is  vifible  enough  that  to  hdimt 
fbme  account  of  this  whimfical 
furname,  this  idle  flory  was  in- 
vented (2).  But  it  happens  un- 
luckily that  this  was  not  the 
Sancho  that  had  this  furname, 
but  his  grandfon'  (3).  It  is  by 
giving  credit  to  thefe  old  au- 
thors, who,  to  cover  their  igno- 
rance, made  no  fcruple  of  cx^ 
ertiilg  their  invention,  that  t\ai 
great  hiftorian,  and  thofc  who 
follow  him,  introduced  fo  ma- 
ny impertinent  improbabilities, 
which  it  is  a  pain  to  read,  and 
at  the  fame  time  impofliblcto 
believe  (4).

on  Garcias.    About  four  years  after  this  he  thought  fit  to  ,  j^^  p^ 
retire  into  thb  monaftery,  which  accordingly  he  did  ;  and     qq^^ 
having  fent  for  his  brother,  he  firft  gave  him  his  bleffing  id 
U  fclcmn  manner,  iind  ♦^hert  placed  the  crown  upon  his  head.  * 

He  fpeftt  the  remainder  of  his  days,  i A  that  monaftery  in  great 
tranquility.  In  thofe  days  perhaps  this  might  not  be  an  a£b  , 
of-  wcaknels,  or  fupcrftition.  What  little  learning  there  was 
the  monks  pofleflTed,  and  were  confequently  of  great  ufe  in 
the  regulation  of  thefe  little  kingdoms,  the  laws  of  which 
manifeftly  prove  they  were  made  by  men  of  fenfe,  and  lo- 
verjof  liberty.  They  found  means  to  conned  this  not  only 
with  a  martial  fpirit,  but  a  martial  government ;  and  as  in 
thofe  days  it  was  abfolutely  necefiary  that  princes  flipuld  be 
very  aSive,  and  command  for  the  moft  part  their  armies  in 
perfon,  fo  when  age  or  infirmities  rendered  them  unfit  for 
this,  it  was  really  an  aft  of  prudence,  and  a  teftimony  of 
public  fpirit,  to  retire  as  this  monarch  did,  after  a  glorious 
reign  of  twenty-five  years,  that  the  government  might  avail 
itfelf  of  the  abilities  of  his  brother ;  who  was  iii  the  flower  of 
his  age,  and  confequently  fit  to  defend  and  enlarge  his  domi- 
nions by  feats  of'irms  againft  the  Jf^^n.  Neither  is  it  at  all 
improbable  that  he  might  from  time  to  time  have  rccourfe  to 
his  brother  for  advice ;  fo  that  the  ftate  had  a  double  advantage 
from  the  wifdom  of  the  one,  and  the  prowefs  of  the  other. 
As  thefe  remarks  are  founded  on  fafts,  and  as  they  ferve 
very  much  to  illuftrate  the  hiftory,  the  reader  will  not 
be  difpleafed  td  find  them  here,  or  be  unwilling  to  extend 
them  farther  than  it  would  be  proper  for  us  to  do  in  this 
place. 

t)oN  Sancho  Garcias  thus  feated  in  the  throne  by  the  refig-  Don  San- 
nation  of  his  brother,,  found  himfelf  quickly  called  upon  to  cho  I. 
deliver  his  countrymen  the  Gafcons  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
mountains,  who  being  attacked  by  the  N<?rm<2«j,  folicited  his 
affiftance  '.  He  marched  accordingly  through  the  paffages  of 
l^t  Pyrenees  \  and  having  accomplifhed  all  they^  could  defire, 
difpofed  every  thing  for  his  return.  But  Aben  Lop,  governor 
o(  Sarag6j/a,  and  vaflTal  to  Abdallah,  king  of  Cordova^  judging 
this  a  favourable  opportunity  to  fall  upon  the  people  of  Na- 
varre^ when  their  king  and  tHe  heft  part  of  his  forces  were

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abfent,  and  at  fuch   a  diftancc  as  feemed  to  render  it  im- 
praflicablc  for  them  to  return  time  enough,  to  give  any  dif- 
turbaoce  to  his  plan,  communicated  it  to  Jbdallahf  and   hav* 
ing  received  a  numerous  reinforcement,  marched  with  the 
whole  force  of  the  Moors  at  the  entrance  of  winfier>  and  in- 
A.  D.     vefttd  Pampeluna  «.     The  inhabitants  were  but  in  a  very  in- 
*     '     difiFerent  condition  to  fuftain  a  fiege,  and  the  Moors  prefled 
^' *       the  place  wjjth  all  poflible  vigour.    Dpn  Sancbo^  informed  of 
the  diftrefs  of  his  fubje<9:s,  immediately  began  his  march  for 
the  Pyrenees^  but  found  the  froft  fo  fet  in»  and  the  rocky  paf« 
fages  fo  very  flippery  that  his  men  were  able  to  make  no  pro- 
gre&.    In  this  unfortunate  fituation  he  ordered  the  greateft 
part  of  the  animals  of  all  forts  belonging  to  the  army  to  be 
killed,  and  directed  his  foldiers  to  tie  pieces  of  their  skins  with 
packthread  about  their  feet,  with  the  hair  next  them,  by 
which  they  were  enabled  to  get  over  tbofe  precipices  which 
obilru£te^  their  march.     As  this  kind  of  moe^  ftiil  in  ufe 
amongft  the  peafants,  is  called  in  the  language  of  the  country 
Abarca^  fo  many  have  thought  ^  he  received  that  firname  from 
being  the  inventor.     The  reader,  however,  will  fee  that  this 
is  not  quite  fo  ^  certain,  and  that  thofe  who  give  hiin  this  fir- 
^        name,  confound  him  with  another  prince.  However  that  mat* 
ter  may  be,  it  is  out  of  difpute  that  arriving  unexpe£tedly,  he 
attacked  the  Infidels  with  fuch  fpirit  and  fuccefs,    that  he 
gained  a  complete  victory,  and  entered  the  city  c^  Pampeluna 
in  triumph.    But  the  joy  of  the  victory  did  not  efface  from  hb 
memory  the  remembrance  of  the  danger  ^. 
He  fortifies      The  very  next  year  Don  Sancho  Gar  das  attacked  the  caftle

^,  D^     2is  Milagrq.    He  afterwards  paffed  that  river,  reduced  JViy/Vj, 
^i^,       and  the  fortrefs  called  Biliiio^  fihce  better  known  to  the  world 
by  the  name  of  the  caftle  of  Haro.    This  infpired  him  with 
the  hopes  of  driving  the  Moors  out  of  the  whole  province  of

the  fources  of  the  xXwtx^Due^.    But  being  well  apprifed  that    A,  D. 
conquefts  were  of  little  value  that  were  not  well  fecured,  he      915. 
not  only  applied  hitnfelf  with  diligence  to  repair  fuch  as  might 
be  moft  ferViceable  to  him  \  but  alfo  gave  dire£lions  for  forti- 
fying Pampeluna  fo  regularly  aind  fo  eiFc<9ually,  that  he  ren- 
dered it  in  the  eftioiation  of  thofe  times  a  place  impregnable. 
He  next  cleared  all  th^  country  between  the  rivers  Arragon  and 
Ebro  from  the  Infidels,  and  proje£led  fome  other  expeditions    ' 
of  ftill  greater  imponance ;  but  finding  his  health  much  im- 
paired by  the  fatigues  he  had  already  undergone,  he  retired  to 
the  monaftery  of  Leyra  ",  and  placed  his  fon  Don  Garcia  at 
the  head  of  the  army ;  but  without  refigniag  to  him  the  crown, 
as  either  hoping  to  recover  his  health,  or  efteeming  him  as 
yet  too  young. 

T'he  Maorijh  governor  of  Saragojfa  applied  himfelf  to  Ab-  Hisglori* 
deramen  the  fourth  king  o(C$rdovay  in  order  to  obtain  fuch  a  ^«^  '•«i^« 
fupply  of  forces  as  might  enable  him  to  reftraia  the  Chriftians  ^^^  deaib. 
of  Navarre  within  their  ancient  bounds.  His  project  was  fo 
plauiible  in  itfelf,  and  fupported  by  fp  many  argumentSi 
that  the  Maorijh  monarch  approved,  and  refolved  to  carry  it 
into  execution  :  in  order  to  which  he  drew  over  great  num- 
bers of  men  from  Barbarj^  and  having  joined  thefe  with  the 
whole  force  of  his  dominions^  fent  them  under  the  command 
of  an.  experienced  general  to  the  general  rendezvous  appointed 
by  the  governor  oi&aragofa^  in  the  neighbourhood  o^Agreda^ 
of  which  place,  together  with  Tff^razona^  Tudela^  Logrogno^ 
Vigueira,  and  Najera^  they  foon  became  mafters ;  after  which 
they  entered  the  kingdom  o( Navarre  by  the  way  of  Fiana  and 
Ejlella,  The  king  Don  Sancho  came  out  of  his  monaftery, 
and  aflembled  a  confiderably  body  of  trodps  that  were  to  be 
employed  as  a  corps  de  referve,  while  the  infant  Don  Garcia^ 
with  the  army  of  Navarre^  retired  into  Alava^  where  he  ex- 
pedled  Don  Ordogno  king  of  Leon,  The  junction  being  made,  p^^  jy^ 
the  Chriftian  army  under  thefe  two  princes  advanced  towards  -qh. 
the  MoorSf  who  gave  them  battle  zt  yaVdeJungueray  near 
Salinas  d'Oroy  where,  after  a  warm  and  obftinate  engage- 
ment, the  Chriftians  were  totally  defeated  ".  After  the  battle 
Don  Ordogno  retired  into  his  own  territories,  and  the  infant  Don 
Garcia  towards  Pampeluna.  As  the  whole  force  of  the  Chrif- 
tians in  Spain  was  in  a  great  meafure  broke  by  this  unfortu- 
nate adion»  one  would  naturally  imagine  that  it  muft  in  its 
confequences  have  been  extremely  htvX  to  them,  and  advan«

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tagcous  to  tnc  Moors ;  but  the  very  reverfe  happened.  The 
general  of  the  Moors^  feeing  the  country  open  before  him, 
deOroyed  it  in  a  cruel  nianner  with  fire  and  (word  ;  and  then 
penetrating  through  the  paifes  of  the  PyreneeSj  made  an  ir- 
ri^ption  into  France^  where  his  forces  advanced  altnoft  as  far  as 
^oulouze^  and  acquired  an  immenfe  booty.  While  he  was 
,  thus  employed,  the  king  of  Leon^  having  reeruited  and  aug- 
'  mented  his  army,  made  a'  bold  expedition  into  the  Moorijh 

territories,  and  wafted  them  without  mercy.  The  king  of 
Navarre^  on  the  other  fide,  marched  with -his  corps  de  re- 
ferve,  and  poflefled  himfelf  ofthe  pafles,  that  he  might  reckon 
with  xthe  iA/tf0rx' at  their,  return.  The  greateft  part  of  their 
army,  commanded  by  their  general  in  perfon,  took  the  road 
of  Rontd ;  where,  after  being  harraffed  for  feveral  days,  they 
were  at  length  totally  broken  and  difperfed,  and  their  general 
ftabbed  by  a  woman  ;  fo  that  none  of  them  efcaped,  and  all 
their  booty  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Chriftians.  The  other 
corps  repaired  the  Pynttees  by  the  fame  way  they  entered  Ifaem, 
and  without  much  oppofition;  but  Don  Sancho  purfuing  them, 
prevented  their  paffing  the  Ebro^  and  attacked  them  with  fuch 
fury  that  very  few  of  them  returned  home  ^.  About  this  time 
Don  Sancho  is  reported  to  have  recovered  his  health  in  a  miracu- 
'  lous  manner  by  the  interpofition  of  St.  Peter  p  ;  and  in  conjunc- 
tion with  his  fon,  and  by  the  aflifiance  of  his  good  ally  the  king 
oiLeon^  retrieved  all  the  places  he  had  lofl:^  sind  remained  in  full 
poiTeHion  of  what  is  now  fliled  the  Upper  Navarre  (B).

a  marriage  was  concluded  between  Don  Ordognot  and  the  in- 
fanta 
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tolerable  breed  of  black  cattle, 
and  a  very  good  one  of  horfes. 
The  mountains  are  covered  with 
timber ;  and  very  few  countries 
have  veniibn  and  wild  fowl  in 
greater  plenty.  The  inhabitants 
are  taller,  have  better  complex- 
ions, and  are  n^ore  robuft  than 
the  Spamards ;  as  a^ive  and  as 
martial,  but  not  fo  capricious  or 
h  volatile  as  the  French ;  and 
though  not  comparable  in  point 
of  fize,  yet  it  is  equal  in  its 
number  of  people  to  any  of  the 
SpoHtp  kingdoms.  It  can  fcarce 
boaft  of  any  great  river  except 
t\it  Ehro^  and  this  ferves  only 
for  its  frontier.  The  Arragon^ 
the  Arga^  and  the  Ega^  water 
fome  of  its  towns ;  but  would 
fcarce  deferve  to  be  mentioned 
if  this  country  had  any  bet- 
ter (6).  This  kingdom  was  an- 
ciently divided  into  fix  provin- 
ces, or  as  they  ftile  them  in  their 
own  language  merindades.  The 
*rft  of  thelc  is  that  of  Pom- 
feluna.  On  the  eaft,  towards 
the  kingdom  o^  Art  agony  lies 
themerindadof^afli^tt^,  which 
comprehends  a  city,  twelve  large 
towns,  and  one  hundred  and 
fixty-cight  villages.  Sangutfa^ 
'  which  IS  the  capital,  and  was 
anciently  Iturijfay  ftands  on  the 
river  Arragon^  and  was  hereto- 
fore a  place  of  ftrength  and 
beauty.  It  is  fbmewhat  more 
than  twenty  miles  from  Pampe^ 
htna^  and  was  looked  upon  as 
the  key  ofNa<varre  on  that  fide ; 
at  a  (mall  diftance,  bn  the  north- 
taft,  ftands  the  famous  old  mo- 
nattery  of  St.  Salvador  de  Leyra^ 


to  which  the  bifliops  ofPampe- 
luna  retired  while  that  place  was 
in  the  hands  of  the  Moors,  The 
merihdad  of  Olita  lies  in  the 
heart  of  the  country.  It  con- 
tains one  city,  nineteen  large 
towns,  and  twenty-fix  villages. 
Olita^  the  capital,  received  the 
title  of  a  city  from  Philip  the 
fourth,  in  1630.  It  is  a  well-built 
pleafant  place ;  and  the  remains 
of  the  palace,  built  by  Don  Car" 
los  the  third,  and  in  his  days  the 
fineft  in  all  Spain,  are  yet  vifible. 
The  country  about  it  is  the  very 
beft  of  Navarre f  abounding  in 
>corn,  vines,  fruit  of  all  forts, 
fuch  as  apples,  pears,  pluml^s. 
It  produces  ^Ifo  flax  and  hemp ; 
and  being  well  watered,  by  fe- 
veral  little  ftreams,  there  are 
excellent  paftures,  covered  with 
(heep.  The  merindad  of  T/ide- 
la,  which  lies  on  the  right  of  the 
river  ESro,  contains  two  cities, 
and  twenty -two  large  towns. 
The  city  of  Tudela  is  rather  lar- 
ger and  better  built  than  that  of 
Pampeluna  ;  but  as  it  lies  on  the 
frontiers  of  Navarre^  Cafiile^ 
and  Arragon.  It  labours  under 
the  imputation  of  giving  fhelter 
to  aiTafiins  and  banditti,  who  re- 
tire thither  to  efcape  the  hands 
of  juftice;  Puente  de  la  Rina^ 
which  lies  on  the  Arga^  is  fa- 
mous for  its  red  wine,  as  PeraU 
ta,  which  is  fix  leagues  from  Tu- 
leda  is  for  its  white  wine,  which 
is  ftronger  and  better  flavdured 
than  the  Fin  Ji  St.  Laurent,  fo 
much  eileemed  in  France.  The 
merindad  of  Eftdla  is  on  th^ 
frontiers  o^BiJcay,  and  compre-

Within  rhis  diitridl  lies  the  city 
of  Fianaf  over  sigsind  Logrogns^ 
pn  the  river  £^rd,  which  for- 
merly gave  the  title  of  prince  to 
the  heir- apparent  of  NaiMirrg, 
The  fixth  merindad,  is  that 
which  is  now  called  the  Lcvuer 
Navarrey  and  belongs  to  Franc* 
{^y  The  north-eaft  fide  of  this 
Kingdom  is  bounded  by  the /^ 
renean  mountains,  which  boun- 
dary is  two  and  twenty  leagues 
in  length.  Through  Sieie 
mountains  there  are  ten  pafTes 


the  defeat  of  the  emperor  CAar- 
hmagne.  In  the  church  of  Ron^ 
cc'vauXf  which  is  an  hundred 
paces  beyond  Burguet^  they  fhcw 
you  two  clubs  covered  with  iron, 
which  were  taken  in  the  battle 
of  Ronc^vaux,  and  one  of  the 
ftirrups  of  Orlaruia  the  great 
champion  of  France^  and  the 
flippers  of  Turf  in  the  hiftorian 
and  archbifhop  pf  PariSf  who 
accompanied  the  emperor  in  that 
expedition.

Their  habits  are  of 
a  very  ancient  mode,  parti- 
cularly the  women's.  The  men 
are  all  bold,  nimble,  and  dex- 
trous in  the  handling  of  their 
arms,  and  are  all  gentlemen  by 
their  blood.  The  valley  of  Ron- 
ce'vaux  lies  to  the  north-eaft  of 
Pampeluna,  and  carries  you  thro' 
a  village  called  Burguety  which 
is  the  laft  in  Navarre  to  St  Juan 
Pie  de  Port,  in  the  Baffe  Na<uarre. 
This  is  the  eafieil  and  moft  fre- 
quented pafs,  and  is  famous  for 


remarkable  for  the  defeat  of 
Ahderrcmen^  king  of  CmrdofVA^ 
upon  his  return  from  Framu 
through  that  pafs.  The  extream 
parts  of  this  valley,  towards 
the  north,  are  the  boundaries 
between  Spain  and  France^  on 
that  fide  the  principality  of 
BearUf  being  the  next  country 
adjoining,  with  the  borders  q£ 
which  province  thefe  of  Romctd 
having  had  many  conflids  and 
difputes  about  certain  rights  and 
privileges,  it  was  at  length  agreed 
that  the  inhabitants  oT  the  moun- 
tains, on  the  fide  of  Beam^ 
ihould  fubmit  to  be  feudatory 
to  thofe  of  Roncal  (9).  A  no- 
ble inftance  of  the  martial, 
independant,  and  heroic  fpirit 
of  thefc  people.

Neither  of  the  kings  furvived  thrs  match  long,  the  for-     A.  D, 
mer  dying  immediately  on  his  return  home,  and  Don  Sanchi      925, 
much  about  the  fame  time  in  the  monaftery  of  Leyra^  full  of 

I  ears,  and  covered  with  glory.  Mariana  indeed  fays  he  was 
ifled  in  battle  by  Don  Ferdinand  Gonfalez^  count  of  Co/file  ; 
and  in  this  he  has  been  followed  by  the  bulk  of  modern  hif- 
torians  :  but  the  error  has  been  learnedly  refuted  by  the  judi- 
cious father  Moret ',  who  has  done  more  towards  the  recovery  ' 
of  thisihiftory  th^n  all  the  writers  who  went  before  him. 

Don  Garcia  Sanche%  fucceeded  his  father  in  the  flower  of  ^^»  Gaf- 
his  age,  and  when  his  reputation  for  courage  and  conduft  was  ^^^  "* 
folly  eftablilhed.  He  faw  the  Moors  much  embarraffed  by  fp-  f^^^^^'^ 
reign  wars,  and  fa£Uons  amoAgft  themfelves:  he  laid  hold  there- 
fore of  this  opportunity  not  to  extend,  but  to.  ftrengthen  his 
dominions,  and  to  put  every  thing  into  the  beft  order  poiHble.  ■ 
With  this  view  he  repaired  (pme  towns,,  and  built  others  :  he 
fortified  feveral  t)laces  on  his  frontiers,  and  appointed  officers 
of  great  experience  to  cortimand  in  feveral  province  5  and 
ambngft  thefe  was  Don  Fortune  Ximenes,  count  of  Arragon  : 
at  whole  Fequdl  he  viTited,  and  granted  many  favours  to  the 
monafteiy  of  St.  5^<2«  ^3fe/»P^^«^?^  He  fupported  his  near 
relation  Don  £^«(:£^  againft  his  brother  the  king  of  Leon  \ 
and  for  that  purpofe  entered  into  a  clofe  friendlhip  with  Don 
Ferdinand  Gonfalez^  count  of  Cajiile,  Afterwards  when  Don 
Sanchof  upon  the  death  of  his  brother,  fucceeded  to  the 
kingdom  of  Leon^  and  was  driven  out  by  his  rebellious  fubje<9s, 
with  the  afliftance  of  his  old  ally  the  count  of  Cajiile^  Don . 
Garcia  received  him  with  open  arms,  fent  him  to  Cordova  to 
be  cured  of  the  dropfy,  and  in  conju6lion  with  that  Moorijh 
monarch,  reftored  him  very  honourably  to  his  dominions  ^ 
The  method  concerted  between  the  two  monarchs  required 
that  Don  Garcia  (faould  advance  into  the  territories  of  CW^/7^, 
in  order  to  hinder  the  count  from  affifting  his  fon-in-law,  while 
Don  Sancho^  with  his  Moorijh  auxiliaries,  entered  his  own 
dominions.  The  cpunt  Don  Ferdinand  Gonzalez  of  CaJliU^ 
the  moft  afiive,  and  the  mod  ambitious  man  of  his  time,  was 
fo  much  piqued  by  feeing  the  king  of  Navarre  at  the  head  of 
his  forces  in  his  territories,  that  he  marched  with  an  army  to 
give  him  battle,  though  he  was  fenfible  that  Don  Ordogno

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could  nfot  bring  troops  enough  into  the  field  to  look  his  enemy 
in  the  face,  and  himfelf  had  niarried  Donna  Urr^zco,  fifierto 
the  king  of  Navarre^  through  whofe  mediation  peace  might 
A.  D.  l^^ve  been  eafily  reftored ".  His  impetuofity  brought  on  an 
^60.  acElion  near  a  place  now  called  Ciruena^  where  his  army  b^- 
ing  defeated,  he  was  himfelf  taken  prifoner,  and  carried  to 
Pampeluna,  There  Don  Garcia  entertained  him  as  a  brother- 
in-law  \  but  that  Don  Sancho  might  have  time  to  eftablifli  him- 
felf in  his  kingdom  of  Leon^  he  protra(^ed  things  as  much  as 
he  could  ;  and  when  there  was  no  farther  danger  of  the  count's 
embroiling  matters  any  more,  be  very  nobly  fet  him  at  liber- 
ty, without  exacting  from  him  any  thing  more  than  that  for. 
the  future  he  ihould  let  his  neighbours  be  quiet;  which 
was  a  ihairi  pf  dif^nterei^ednefs  pQt  very  common  in  thofe 

His  reign       The  remaining  p^rt  of  t^e  reign  of  Don  Garcia^  who 
an^  det^h.  lived  to  a  very  advanced  age,  was  fpent  in  cultivating  th?  ?ut$ 
of  peace,  in  the  iniproyeqfient  of  tlie  territories  th^t  h^  de- 
fcended  to  him»  and  in  fortifying  thofe  which  he  had  ^- 
quired;     The   acc6unts  that  ?re  giv^n  by  Mariana  and  tjjc 
hidorians  who  have  followed  him,  are  io  confufed,  fo  indif 
^in(^i  and  fo  ill  fupported,  that  it  would  be  giving  the  reader 
|i  great  deal  of  needlefs  trouble  to  produce,  and  to  refute  their 
errors  j  and  from  doing  this  wf  could  derive  no  merit,  fince 
^11  we  have  to  fty  muft  be  derived  from  thofe  learned  and  ju- 
dicious authors  *,  who  with  wonderful  fa^city,  and  incrediUe 
dilfgence,   h^v^  waded  through   all  thife  perplexities,  an4 
ranged  the  few  f?i6ts  regarding  the  hiftory  of  diis  country  ifi 
A;  D.    ^  proper  method.     The  corpfe  of  Don  Garcia  was  depofited  in 
070.       the  chprch  of  St.  Stephen^  wi^h  thofe  of  his  anceftors,  where 
the  fimplicity  of  the  infcriptipns,  and  the  frequent  repetition 
of  the  fame  narpe,  has  been  one  great  fource  of  that  obfcu-

amity. 
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amity  with  the  Moors,  for  which  reafon  the  former  refufed 
it ;  but  Don  Sambo,  who  thought  the  unjuft  invafton  of  bis 
neighbour  an  indiredt  breach  of  the  peace  with  himfelf, 
marched  with  a  great  body  of  forces  into  Cajlik ;  and  having 
joined  the  count  Don  Garcia,  advanced  towards  die  MoorSf 
attacked  aiid  defeated  them  with  great  flaughter  ^.  This  eX'- 
ceedingly  provoked  Mohammed- Abenamir  Almanfor,  alhagib  or 
vizir  to  the  king  of  Cordova,  who  brought  the  next  year  a  p^^  jj^ 
yaft  army  into.the  field,  with  which  be  over-run  great  part  of  070, ' 
CafiiU,  which  induced  Don  Sancho  of  Navarre  to  ftrengthen 
his  frontiers,  and  to  content  himfelf  with  fending  a  (malj^ 
fcodyof  troops  to  the  affiftance  of  bis  coufin  cownt  Garcia* 
This  war  continued  for  many  years,  and  was;  one  of  the  moft 
unfortunate  in  which  the  Chriftians  were  ever  engaged,  M* 
marifor  was  fo  great  an  enemy  to  all  the  difciples  of  the  gofpel^ 
that  provided  it  promoted  their  deflru£lion,  it  was  indifferent 
to  him  on  which  fide  he  turned  his  arms  *.  The  frontiers  of 
Cajiile  be  turned  into  a  defart ;  the  city  of  Leon  he  took,  and 
after  putting  the  inhabitants  to  death,  burnt  it  to  the  ground^ 
He  ufed  no  lefs  cruelty  m^Catalonia,  where  he  alfo  facked  and 
deftroyed  Barcelona^  Tbefe  hSis  are  mentioned  to  ihew  the 
genius  of  this  conqueror,  and  the  motives  Don  Sancho  had  to 
embark  in  this  war. 

At  length,  having  opened  the  paflages  into  Navarre,  he  His  rctgu 
jidvanced  with  a  numerous  and  viftorious  army  towards  Pam-  and  death* 
peluna,  which  he  invefted.     This  expedition  he  undertook, 
from  two  motives :    the  firft  was  to  reftore  Don  Fela  to  his 
county  of  Ala^a,  on  whofe  behalf  this  war  was  faid  to  be 
ipade  J  and  the  other  was  reduting  the  laft  and  ftrongeft  place 
}Xi  Spain,  which  he  flattered  himfelf  would  quite  difpirit  the 
Chriftians,  and  prevent  sdl  future  and  further  refiftance.    But 
Don  Sancho  Abarca^  who  had  confidered  the  fituation  he  was 
in  very  attentively,  had  provided  his  capital  in  all  refpeds  io 
well,  and  placed  therein  fo  good  a  garrifon,  that  the  Moors 
found  themfelves  oppofed  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  created  infinite 
^rouble,  and  a  great  expence  of  blood.    At  length,  when     a,  j)^ 
theit  yigpur  was  abated,  Don  Sancho  advanced  with  his  army,     990,  * 
and  gave  them  battle  with  fuch  fuccefs,  that  he  gained  a 
great  advantage  over  them,  and  profecuted  it  with  fuch  vigi-, 
lance,  that  they  were  conftrained  to  quit  his  dominions*. 
There  are  many  vj£lories  of  greater  eclat,  but  few  of  more 
importance,  recorded  by  the  Spanijb  hiftorians,  fince  it  gave

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the  firft  check  to  the  moft  fortunate  of  the  Moorljh  captains, 
and  who,  from  a  principle  of  falfe  piety,  profecuted  the  total 
deftrufiion  of  the  Chriftians  with  indefatigabfe  induflry.  The 
calamities  that  had  -fallen  on  their  refpeftive  dominions  hav- 
ing taught  the  Chriftian  princes'  their  true  intereft,  the  kings 
of  Leon  and  Navarre  entered  into  a  clofe  alliance  with  Don 
Garcia,  count  of  CaJHUy  which  quickly  brought  things  into 
better  order,  and  gave  them  befides  a  probable  expeftation  of 
future  facceft,  wHich,  however,  did  not  fall  out  tiJl  Don  San^ 
A.  D.    chd  Aharca  was  in  his  grave.    He  deceafed  after  a  reign  of 
994,       twenty -four  years,  and  was  interred  with  his  anceftors  in  the 
church  of  St-  Stephen  ^,  after  adding  to  the  fecurity  of  his  do- 
minions by  fortifying  feveral  places. 
Dm  Gar-      Hfi  was  fucceeded  in  his  dominions  by  his  fon  Don  Garcia 
cia  III.      SancheZy  furnamed  the  Trembler,  which  fome  fay  was  occa- 
theTrem-fioned  by  his  (baking  violently  when  he  entered  into  a£lion  ; 
^^*^*  not  thro'  fear,  but  from  a  kind  of  tumult  in  his  mind,  which, 

however,  quickly  fubfided  when  the  engagement  grew  more 
warm.  Some  charters  there  are  of  this  prince,  in  which  men- 
tion is  made  of  his  brother  Don  Ramiro,  who  in  them  is  Hiled 
king  of  jfrragon  5  and  of  their  mother  Donna  Urraca  :  and  in 
other  charters  we  read  of  another  brother,  Don  Gonzalo,  cal- 
led iikewife  king  o(  jfrragon  i  but  as  Mariana  well  obferves, 
the  authority  of  thefe  pieces  is  fqarce  fufficient  to  eftafolifli 
thcfe  fa6ls  as  certain,  more  efpecially  as  the  hiftorians  and  an- 
cient chronicles  have  prcferved  nothing  concerning  thefe 
princes  *.  It  is,  however,  not  at  all  itnprobable,  that  in  thofe 
days  fuch  young  princes  were  intruded  with  the  government 
of  provinces ;  and  on  the  fcore  of  their  high  birth  might  aT- 
fume  fome  title  fuperior  to  that  of  count ;  and  as  we  have  no 
diftind  relations  of  the  manners  of  thofe  times,  it  may  be 
that  we  confider  as  marks  of  poffeffioh  what  in  reality  were 
only  phrafes  of  compliment.  However  thi&  might  be,  there 
N  is  nothing  more  certain  than  that  Arragon  made  a  part  of  Don 
Gardd%  dominions  ;  in  defence  of  which  he  afled  vigoroufly 
againft  the  Moors,  from  the  very  time  he  afcended  the  throne. 
This  kind  of  war,  however,  appeared  in  procfefs  of  time  in- 
jurious to  riie  honour  and  to  the  interefts  of  all  the  Chriftian 
princes  concerned,  who  therefore  entered  into  a  clofer  alli- 
Since,  by  which  they  engaged  to  a£l  jointly,  and  with  their 
whole  force,  againft  the  common  enemy,  which  ever  of  the 
confederates  he  fliould  next  attack,  and  this  the  rather,  be- 
caufe  fome  advantage?  gained  by  the  Moon  had  drawn  over

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many  adventurers  frotn  A/rictt^  who  flattered  them&tves  with 
the  hopes  of  having  fcttlemcnts  affigned  them  in  the  new  con- 
quers, which  if  ever  they  attained,  it  was  not  at  all  difScult 
toforefee  that  the  Chriftians  might  be  quickly  reduced  to  as 
bad  or  worfe  circumftances  than  thofe  from  which  their  an- 
ceftors  had  emerged  by  their  valour  **.  •  A  refolution  founded 
in  good  fenfe,  and  which  came  in  time  to  item  this  torrent 
that  had  been  hitherto  irrefiftible. 

MOHjfMMED'JBENJMIR'ytLMyfNZORzdyancal  Alman9or 
with  a  potent  army,  after  facking  and  deftroyitig  Campojlella^  at  length 
into  the  territories  pf  the  count  of  CaftiU^  as  far  as  Ofma^  beat. 
where  he  w«s  met  by  the  Chriftian  army,  which  was  not  only 
codapofed  of  the  trpops,  but  commanded  by  all  the  three 
princea   in  perfon.     Don  Btrmudo^  king  of  Leon^  being  difa- 
bled  by  the  gout  from  mounting  on  horfeback,  was  placed  in 
a  chair  at  the  head  of  his  own  guards.     Don  Garciay  at  the 
head  of  the  forces  of  Navarre  ind  Arragorty  was  in  the  other 
wing^  and  the  count  of  Caftik  in  the  center.     The  battle     A.  D* 
lafla?d*  as  we  have  (hewn  el fewhere>  till  night,  and  feemcd      99^^ 
to  end  doubtfully  ;  but  the  Mborijh  general,  decamping  in  the 
night,  abandoned  the  field  of  battle  to  the  Chriftians,  and 
himfelf  to  defpair ;  To  tha:t  refufmg  to  take  any  fuftenance,  he 
expired  at  Medina  Cofli^  and  with  him  the  fortune  of  the 
Cordevan  Moors  ^.     It  is  true  that  his  fucceffbr  Abdilmelecht 
endeavoured  to  revive  the  war,  by  making  an  irruption  into 
the  kingdom  of  Le9Hy  from  a  prefumption  that  upon  the 
deadi  of  the  king,  he  ihould  find  things  in  fome  confullon  ; 
but  the  count  Don  Garcia  of  Cajiile  haitened  thither  with  all 
the  force  he  could  raife,  and  being  entrufted  with  the  entire 
command  of  the  troops  of  that  kingdom^  he  obtained  ano- 
ther complete  vi£ldry,    which  changed  the  face  of  affairs, 
raifed  the  courage  of  the  Chriftians,  and  abated  the  fpirit  of 
their  oiemies  ^  '       ' 

The  progrefs  of  this  war  taught  the  Chriftian xprinces  in  ^be  Chrif- 
general,    from  the  light  of  experience,  wh^n  found   policy  tian  exiles 
might  have  taught  them  long  before.     They  faw  that  a  gene-  reftored^ 
peral  war,  more  efpecially  for  any  length  of  time,  had  a  ne-  ' 
ceffary  confequence,  which  it  was  their  bufinefs  to  avoid,  that 
of  keeping  the  Mosrs  in  a  manner  by  force  dofely  united,  and 
in  perfeQ  harmony  with  each  other.    They  likewife  found, 
that  as  the  original  fource  of  the  war  was  the  inftigation  of

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the  malcontents  fled  from  Q^ile  and  Leon,  to  the  court  of 
Cordova^  and  more  efpecially  the  family  of  Vela^  fo  in  the 
courfe  of  it  moft  of  the  misfortunes  they  had  met  with  arofe 
from  the  affiftance  they  gave  the  enemy;  from  their  inftruding 
them  in  the  military  maxims  and  difcipline  in  the  Chriftian 
armies ;  and  from  the  intelligenee  they  held  with  their  rela* 
tions  and  friends  in  their  refpedive  countries  K    This,  there- 
fore, determined  them  to  recal  thofe  exiles,  particularly  the 
fons  of  Don/^ifA?,  count  of  Jlava\  and  this  refolution  be- 
ing taken  at  a  time  when  a  change  ©f  fortune  rendered  thofe 
banifiied  perfons  more  inclined  to  return,  as  being  not  fo  much 
careffed  by  the  Infidels  as  formerly,  it  took  place  according 
to  their  wi(h ;    and  after  long  abfence  from  their  own  coun- 
tries, thefe  exiles  were  not  only  recalled,  but  reftored  to  their 
honours  and  their  patrimonies,  thefureftand  moft  prudent  me- 
thod no  doubt  for  extinguifliing  alt  jealoufies  and  heart-burnings ; 
but  which,  notwithftanding,  in  its  confequences  was  not  fpund 
altogether  fuccefsful.    They  had  met  with  much  kindnefe,  and 
formed  many  friendfliips  amongft  the  Moors  j    they  had  done 
many  injuries  to  the  Chriftians;    and  by  degrees,  as  the  mo« 
tives  to  their  pardon  and  reconciliation  grew  out  of  remem- 
'    brance,  the  inftances  of  refentment  they  met  with  from  the 
latter,  put  them  upon  renewing  theic  correfpondence  with  the 
former,  which  proved  the  occafion  of  frefh  diftuibances,  as 
we  have  already  (hewn  in  other  parts  of  this  hiftory,  and  as 
we  fhall  be  obliged  to  fliew  likewife  in  the  courfe  of  this  ^ 
So  dangerous  a  thing  it  is  to  drive  great  families  to  defpair, 
and  fo  dii^ScuIt  to  recover  to  a  right  temper  minds  that  have 
been  once  tainted. 
Thedtath       ^^  ^*^^  "^  Other  particulars  in  regard  to  the  reign  of 
tfDon       1^0"  Garcia  the  Trembler^  only  it  is  faid  that  the  beft  hiftori- 
(Sarcia.     ^J^s  have  doubted  whether  the  tenour  of  his  government^  and 
the  temper  of  his  mind,  deferved  praife  or  blame.     He  was,

any  occafion.    A  condu<9:  which,  tho*  it  expofed  him  \o  the 
cenfureof  thofe  who  furvived  him,  made -him  generally  and 
defervedly  beloved  by  thofe  with  whom  he  lived.

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name,  abtet  of  the  monaftdry  of  St.  Salvador  de  Leyray  who 
was  a  perfon  of  learning  and  probity,  and  who  took  care  to 
infufe  into  his  pupil  not  only  prinoiplea  of  religion,  but  the 
maxims  a^lfo  of  good  fenfe  and  honour,  which  his  own  expe- 
rience taught  him  to  frame  into  a  fcheme  of  policy,  much 
fuperior  to  any  that  had  been  known  to  his  predeceflbrs  ^* 
Don  Garcia  left  him  his  dominions  after  a  fhort  reign  of  iix 
years.  Authors  are  not  agreed  as  to  the  place  of  his  burial,, 
which  fome  fay  was  in  the  church  of  the  monaftery  of  St.  Juan 
de  la  Pegnay  ahd  others  in  that  of  the  monaftery  of  St.  S^U 
vador  de  Leyra^.  With  his  reign  the  obfcurity  of  this  hiftory 
in  fome  meafure  ends  ;  fo  that  for  the  future  we  fhall  be  able 
tp  proceed  with  greater  perfpicuity,  as  having  more  numerous 
guides,  and  diofe  of  more  eflablifhed  authority. 

S    E   C   T.    II. 

From  the  Reign  of  Don  Sancho  the  Great  to  that 
of  Don  Sancho  V.  who  united  this  Kingdom  to  Ar» 
ragon. 

TT  is  very  uncertain  at  what  age  Don  Sancho  fucceeded  his  W^  reign 

^  father  j  but  it  is  iqipoffible  that  he  ihould  be  in  his  infan-  ^f  Sancho 

cy,  as  fomp  have  written  *,  bccaufe  we  find  him  married  the  *^  Grcatt 

next  year  ;  and  as  improbable,  what  others  have  aflerted,  that 

this  was  his  fecond  marriage,  which  is  a  fable  devifed  to  fup- 

port  the  ftory  which  we  have  elfewhere  related  of  his  erecting 

Arrugon  into  a  kingdom  in  favour  of  his  fon  Don  Ramiro  ^. 

It  appears  from  indifputable  authority,  that  he  began  his  reign    ^^  j^^ 

by,  entering  into   aclofe  alliance  with  the  houfe  ofG^/^/T?;      i^|,' 

which  he  (Irengthened  by  marrying  Donna  Munia  Elvira^ 

the  daughter  of  Don  Sancho^  and  the  grand-daughter  of  the 

count  Don  Garcia^  Which  marriage,  though  it  feams  to  have         \ 

proceeded  chiefly  from  inclination,  contributed^  not  a  little  to 

bia  intereft*^.     He  did  not,  however,  take  any  (hare  in  the  dif- 

putes  that  arofe  between  his  father-in-law  Don  Sancho ^  and  his 

own  father  the  count  Don  Garcia  \  nor  does  it  appear  that  he 

embarked  in  the  war  againft  the  Moors\^  carried  on  by  the  laft  of 

thefe  two  princes,  and  in  which  he  was  flain  ^,    In  all  proba*

bum,  Materite  Turquet,  s 
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bility  our  king  of  U4varrj  was  defirous  of  fettlii^  and  im« 
proving  what  his  anceftors  had  a^qutrej  be&ire  he  engaged  in 
-^     any  militaiy  expedition ;  but  when  this  was  once  done,  be 
^'  pafed  the  river  GaUeg^^  and  began  to  expel  the  M$9r$  out  of 

*^*'*     mcA  of  the  places  they  held  on  his  eaftern  frontitr ;  and 
having  performed  this,  he  profecuted  the  war  with  fuch  fiic« 
CC&  that  he  fwept  the  vaHies  of  the  country  of  S^haivaf  and 
the  county  of  Ribag^rfa  of  the  Infidels :  which  is  a  plain 
proof  that  if  the  iirft  fovereigns  of  ibis  country  were  really 
fettled  in  Soirarva^  they  held  but  a  very  fmall  part  of  it, 
though  the  whole  is  hr  from  being  large,  or  otherwife  had 
^'  ^'     loft  it  again  to  the  Moors  while  they  wecc  extending  their  do- 
'°*^-     minions  towards  the  ^eft  «. 
Ws  coft'         We  muft,  however,  obferve,  "diat  in  thefe  ccttiquefts  Dob 
fuefis  over  Sancbo  was  very  much  aififted  by  the  natives,  of  whom  a 
ibeMoon,  great  number  were  Chriftians,  and  confequently  very  defirous 
of  being  freed  from  the  yoke  of  the  Moors.     There  was  alfo 
a  certain  count  of  Ribagor^a^  whofe  name  was  William^  ixA 
who  was  matter  of  a  part  of  this  country,  who  looked  with 
9k  jealous  eye  upon  thefe  conqueAs  of  Don  Sancba^  and  tho' 
he  had  not  been  able  to  drive  out  the  Moors^  attempted  to 
difpoflefe  him  ^     The  confequence  of  this  a3  of  raihnefs , 
«   was,  that  he  was  entirely  defeated  by  Don  Sancho^  and  loft 
his  dominions,  or  at  leaft  his  independency  by  his  ambition. 
But  while  he  was  Ithus  employed  in  the  eaftern  extreinity  of 
his  dominions  ^  Mundir^  alcaydc  or  governor  of  Saragoffk^ 
thought  a  fair  opportunity  offered  for  ravaging  Navarre^  and 
for  recovering  part  of  the  places  that  had  been  taken  from 
his  predecefTors.     In  the  firft  part  of  his  fcheme  he  fucceeded, 
and  loaded  his  army'  with  booty;  but  in  the  latter  he  failed 
entirely :  for  Don  Sanchoy  returning  with  his  viftorious  army, 
A.  D.     fcU  upon  the  Moors  with  fuch  vigour  that  he  entirely  routed 
*°'S'     them,  and  obliged  them  to  repals  the  ^Ara  with  great  lofs, 
infomuch  that  it  may  be  doubted  whether  ihey  ever  recovered 
the  weight  of  this  blow  **.     As  the  ancient  boundaries  be- 
tween this  monarch's  dominions  and  the  country  of  CaftlU 
were  become  very  doubtful  and  precarious,  and  as  this  might 
A*  ^*     hi  fucceeding  times  prove  the.occafion  of  very  fatal  difputes, 
loio.     Y^Q^  Sancho  and  his  father  in-law  appointed  pcrfoni  in  whom 
they  could  confide  to  ffttle  thefe  limits  effeftually  *. 

'VnE  king  Don  Sancho  obferving  that  the  monks  throughout 
his  dominions  had  loft  much  of  their  primitive  fanSity  uf

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manners,  which  of  coiirfe  rendcfod  fheoi  very  unfit  inftru-  Reforms   , 
ments  for  government  in  the  inftru£liiig  his  fufoje^b,  be  fent  allranks  of 
deputies  to  Adihn^  abbot  of  the  famous  Beoedt^Eie  monaf*  bis  fub- 
tery  ofCiugni,  to  iiifpciSt  the  regulations  of  that  houfe,  znAje^s. 
to  bring  back  with  them  fome  perlans  of  piety  and  probity, 
capable  of  reforming  the  monai^ies  in  his  dominions.   This 
being  done,  he  placed  Paterrmif   who  was  the  chief  of  thefe 
reformers,  in  quality  of  abbot  in  the  convent  of  St.  Juan  dc 
la  Pignoy  and  fent  others  to  St,  Sahadorde  Leyra^  and  to  St. 
Maria  d"  TracheK    By  their  vigilance  and  care  the  monks 
were  every  where  brought  into  good  order,  aod  the  king  by 
their  advice  repaired  and  refiored.the  ancient  abby  of  St.  f^k* 
taria.    He  beautified  likewife  the  cathedral  ofPampilunay  and 
regulated  the  limits  of  the  diocefe  very  exafily.    Thefe  faiSls 
are  mentioned'  to  Ihew  that  in  thefe  ancient  times  the  piety  of    ^'  ^^ 
priiK^es  was  in  a  great  meafure  the  true  point  of  policy,      1027* 
ad^ted  in  all  refpedts  to  the  naiture  of  their  government,  ' 

and  calculated  alike  to  maintain  tranquility  amongft  their 
fubjeSs  at  home,  and  to  iofpire  them  with  that  zeal  which 
was  fo  abfolutely  neceffary  to  procure  fuccefs  in  their  ejcpcdi- 
tians  againft  the  AUsrsK  A  circumflance  which  duly  attended 
to  will  enable  us  to  form  a  true  judgment  of  thefe  times. 

The  family  of  Don  Fela^  count  of  Jiava^  bating  taken  ff^-j  ^ccefi 
fomefreih  umbrage  at  the  count  afCafiik*  bad  withdrawn  yc^ff/^/^^ 
tkemfelves  into  the  territories  of  the  king  of /^^im,  where,  at  county  $f    , 
the  diftancc  of  many  y-ears  )they  took  a  bloody  revenge  by  mur-  CaftUe. 
dering  the  young  count  Don  Garcia  Sanchez^  the  laft  iieir  nrtale 
of  the  family,  and  the  fon  of  the  prince  with  whom  they 
quarrelled  *".     By  the  death  of  this  prince,  hia  brother-in-law 
the  king  of  Navarre^  faw  himfelf  legally  entitled  to  this  noble       / 
^county  in  pght  of  his  wife,  of  which  he  accordingly  took  pof* 
Veffion,  and  immediately  inveAed  the  caftk  of  AAnfon,  faito 
which  the  aflaflins  had  retired^  and  havio|Kduced  it,  put  all  he 
found  therein  to  the  fwqrd ".  This  was  a  very  great  accedlton  of 
territory,  and  might  very  probably  alarm'his  neighbours  ;  for 
even  in  thefe  times  the  Spamjb  princes  were  exceedingly  jea- 
lous of  each  other,  and  bore  with  great  impatience  fuch  con* 
fiderable  additions  of  power.     An  accident  which  foon  after 
fell  out  blew  the  fmothered  embers  of  difcontent  into  a  flame : 
the  king  Don  Sancho  refolved  to  reftbre  the  ancieht  city  of 
Pdmtiay  and  committed  the  diredion  of  this  work  to  the  bi-

The  reafofi  of  this  is  faid  Co  have  been,  that  the  king  hunt- 
ing in  a  wood  which  now  fhaded  the  ruins  of  the  old  city, 
putfued  a  wounded  ftagf  into  a  cavern,  where  he  perceived  an 
altar,  and  is  faid  to  have  felt  his  arm  fo  numbed  thslt  he  Was 
unable  to  ufe  it.    Upon  enquiry  this  was  found  to  have  been 
a  chapel  dedicated  to  St.  Anthony^  which  induced  him  to  make 
a  vow  to  reftore  the  city,  and  to  build  a  cathedra)  upon  that 
verv  fpot  in  honour  of  this  iaint ;  which  he  accordingly  did,' 
ana  which  ftill  remains  p.    In  proof  of  this  there  are  as  au- 
thentic vouchers  as  a  thing  of  this  kind  can  require  \  and 
yet  Mariana  and  fome  other  hiftorians,  who  are  well  enough 
pleafed  with  miracles  in  other  cafes,  reje<ft  this^i.    There- 
building  of  Palentia  fo  difturbed  Don  Bermudo  the  .third  king 
cf  LioH^  that  he  took  up  arms ;  but  Don  Sancho  entered  bis 
dominions  with  a  fuperior  force,  and  took  Aftorga  i  on  which 
the  principal  prelates  and  peers  in  his  dominions  interpofed, 
and  obliged  him  to  make  a  peace  :  the  principal  articles  of 
which  were,  that  he  fiiould  give  the  difhi^l  in  difpute  to  the 
infanta  Donna  Sancbai  who  was  to  efpoufe  Don  Ferdirumdihe 
youpger,  fon  to  the  king  of  Navarre^  who  was  to  have  the 
country  of  Cajlile^  with  the  title  of  king '.    This  feetns  to 
have  been  a  very  fair  and  equal  agreement,  ^nd  was  conikmed 
by  both  kings  atthe  monaftery  ofS^^^m,  where  thejtnam- 
age  was  performed  with  great  magnificence*.    But  on  the  part 
of  the  king  of  Lion^^  as  it  afterwards  appeared,  it  was  a  recon* 
dilation  only  in  (hew. 
Ki  deAth       ^^^  Sanch  having  thus  reftored  the  public  tranquility, 
and  difiri'  ^PP'i^^  himfelf  to  reform  the  monafteries  in  Cajlile  upon  the 
haion  of    i^me  plan  which  he  had  purfued  in  refpe£l  to.thoie  in  hi^he- 
his  eftaies.  reditary  dominions*      In  compaffion  likewife  to  thofe  who 
made  pilgrimages  tj^the  tomb  of  St.  James  at  Campoftelki 
he  caufed  a  new  anir  fafe  road  to  be  made  thro'  his  domi- 
nions, by  the  foot  of  the  mountains  Birbiefca  and  Jmaya^  and 
fo  thro'  Carrion^  Leon^  and  AJiwga^   to  CampoJieUa  :  this 
raifed  his  reputation  highly,  and  was  -  at  the  fame  time  very 
A.  D.    advantageous  to  his  futneds  ^    As  he  was  advanced  in  years, 
1034.     he  was  defirous  to  fee  the  four  princes  his  fons,  fettled  in  bis 
*    life-time,  and  therefore  divided  his  dominions  amongft  them

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in  the  following  manner  :  to  Don  Garcia  he  gave  what  Is 
nowiftiled  the  kingdom  of  Navarre^  with  the  noble  country 
of  Bi/cayy  then  filled  as  fome  affirm,  the  dutchy  of  Canta^ 
May  and  the  province  of  Rioja  ;  to  Don  Ferdinand^  CaftiU% 
to  Don  Gotifahy  Sobrarva  and  Ribagorca  ;  and  to  Don  Ra* 
tniroy  Arragon  ".  As  to  the  fable  upon  which  this  divifion  is 
faid  to  be  grounded,  we  have  given  the  reader  an  account  of 
it  in  another  place,  and  to  have  mentioned  it  once  is  full 
enough.  Having  fent  all  his  fons  into  their  refpefiive  go- 
vernments, where  they  affumei  the  titles  of  kings,  he  ended 
a  long  life  and  a  glorious  reign  in  the  month  of  February  fol- 
lowing^. He  was  firft  interred  in  the  monaftcry  of  Ow,  from 
whence  his  fon  Don  Ferdinand  caufed  his  body  to  be  removed 

•  to  the  city  of  Leon  *.    As  to  the  tale  of  his  being  flain  by  af- 

•  faffins,  in  a  pilgrimage  to  Oviedo^  we  have  already  declared 
our  reafons  for  rejedting  it,  and  therefore  we  need  not  dwell 
upon  them  here.  It  may  be  we  ought  to  pafs  the  fame  cen- 
fure  upon  what  is  faid  of  his  afluming  the  title  of  emperor  of 
Spain  ;  as  to  which  the  moi;e  ancient  writers  are  filent,  and 
thofe  who  report  it  without  authority  fcarcc  deferve  to  .be 
believed  y. 

Don  Garcia  Sanchez  of  Najara^  fo  called  from  the  place  of  Don  Gar- 
his  birth,  fucceeded  his  father  in  his  hereditary  realm  o^Na-  cialV. 
varrcy  but  defpoiled  of  fo  mxich  of  Arragom^  hzd,  ever  hGcn  fucceeds  bis 
united  to  it,  and  of  the  hew  conquefts  in  Sobrarva  and  Riba-  father, 
gorca,    Mariana  affures  us,  that  this  monarch  was  gone  in 
pilgrimage  to  Rome  at  the  time  of  his  father's  demife,  in  order 
to  obtain  abfolution  there  for  the  falfe  charge  he  had  brought 
againft  his  mother,  which,  however,  is  refuted,  as  well  by 
the  charter  ftill  remaining,  which  fhews  he  was  then  in  Na- 
varrey  as  by  his  mother's  continuing  to  refide  in  his  domi- 
nions, which  afTuredly  fhe  would  not  have  done  if  he  had 
been  guilty  of  fuch  an  aft  of  bafenefs  towards  her  ;    and  (be 
had  in  refentment  caufed  him  to  be  defpoiled  of  Caftile  and- 
Arragon  *.     Fidtion  is  often  plaufible,  but  true  hiftory  \%  al- 
ways confiftent.     The  quarrel  that  happened  between  the 
kings  of  Cajiile  znd  Leon^  gave  Don  Garcia  an  opportunity  of 
Ihewing  his  fraternal  afFeftion,  by  fending  a  corps  of  auxilia- 
ries to  the  affiftance  of  Don  Ferdinand;    but  when  by  the 
defeat  and  death  of  Don  Bermudo  he  became,  in  right  of  his  * 
|ueen,  who  was  that  monarch's  fifter,  the  heir  of  that  king- 

w  Pierre  Marsilio,  Ferrbras.  ^  P.  Moret,  May- 
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^om  tlfo.  It  is  fuppofed  that  Don  Garcia  began  to  entertain 
fome  jealoufy  of  him,  which,  however*  will  appear  improba- 
ble from  the  fequel  of  their  hiftory;  and,  perhaps,  fo  long  as 
the  queen  their  mother  lived,  the  brethren,  at^  leaft  in  out: 
ward  appearance,  were  upon  good  terms  with  each  other,  of 
which  the  firft  ftep  of  confequence  made  by  this  ^vng^  after 
his  acceffion,  will  appear  to  be  an  incontefiible  inUance*. 
He  had  concluded  a  marriage  with  Donna  Eftafana^  infanta 
of  Catalonia ;  and  going  to  Barcelona  to  folemhize  his  marri- 
age, he  pafled  thro'  the  dominions  of  Don  Ramiro  and  of  Don 
Gonfahy  and  was  treated  by  both  with  all  the  marks  of  afiec- 
tion  and  efteem  poffible.  He  returned  the  fame  way,  and 
vifited  in  his  journey  the  monaftery  of  St.  Juan  de  la  Pegmty 
as  appears  by  an  authentic  privilege  belonging  to  that  mona- 
ftery,  which  is  ftill  prefcryed ''.  We  have,  therefore,  no  rea- 
fon  to  believe  that  the  feeds  of  difTention  were  hitherto  Qmn  \ 
amongil  the  defcendants  of  Sancho  ihe  Great ;  but  that  fooa 
after  they  were,  and  that  they  produced  an  abundant  harvcft 
of  mifchief  will  be  our  bufmefs  to  make  appear,  and  we 
(hall  thereby  juftify  Mariana*^  fentiment,  that  Sancho  tk 
Great  hazarded  the  fafety  of  Spain  by  thus  dividing  his  df* 
minidns. 

The  very  fame  year  h\$  hrothtt  Don  Ganfab  was  barba- 
roufly  murdered  in  pailing  the  bridge  of  Monclus  by  a  iervaot 
of  his,  one  Ramonety  wh&fe  motive  to  that  deteftable  aSiot 
was  never  known  ^.  Immediately  on  his  demife  his  fubjefis 
called  in  his  brother  Don  Ramiro  king  of  Arragm^  who  bf 
this  means  united  Sobrarva  and  Ribagorca  to  his  dominioDb 
We  do  not  find  that  Don  Garcia  gave  him  any  diflurbanoe 
upon  this  occaflon  ;  but  contented.himfelf  with  endeavouriif 
to  provide  for  the  happinefs  of  the  fubje£):s  he  had,  witbolt 
invading  his  neighbours  ^,  Befides,  at  this  time  the  country  4 
Navarre  was  eaten  up  by  locuils,  againft  which  plague,  whfll 
all  methods  of  prudence  failed,  he  demanded  the  advice  of  Pope 
BenediSi  the  ninth  ;  who  fent  Gregory  bifhop  oWJlia  to  vifit  die 
country,«to  preach  repentance  to  the  people  in  general,  and  ro^ 
gularity  to  the  monks.  It  feems  before  this  fall  of  locufts  prodiip 
ced  a  fcarcity,  this  kingdom  was  in  a  ftate  of  full  profperity,  aoi 
the  people  from  thence  fallen  into  luxury,  were  gradually  de- 
clining from  that  high  chara<Sler  which  the  virtues  of  their  an-' 
ceftors  had  obtained  ^.    T.hefe  circumftances  encouraged  Doa

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RamtrOf  who  had  already  attacked,  and  rendered  tributary  t^ 
him  feveral  little  princes  amongft  the  Moors,  to  think  of  fpoil- 
ing  his  brother  of  fome  places  which  lay  convenient  for  him  j 
and  accordingly  having  aflembled  an  army,  under  pretence  rf 
profecuting  his  defigns  againft  the  Infidels,  he  fuddenly  fum- 
moned  his  Moorifl)  auxiliaries,  and  very  unexpeftedly  entered 
the  kmgdom  of  Navarre,  where  he  laid  fiege  to  TafaUay  a 
place  of  fome  ftrength,  and  of  great  confequence  \  The 
king  Don  Garcia  affembled  a  confiderable  body  of  his  father*s 
old  troops,  with  whom  he  feemed  difpofed  to  intruft  the  de-  ' 
fence  of  Pampeluha  ;  but  marching  from  thence  in  the  even- 
ing, he  furprifed  the  army  of  Arragon  in  tne  depth  of  the 
night,  forced  their  camp,  and  obliged  his  brother  to  fly  on  a 
borfe  without  faddle  or  bridle  *.  Don  Garcia  having  thus  re- 
lieved Tafqlla,  finding  his  army  reinforced  by  the  arrival  of 
feveral  frefh  corps  of  troops,  marched  direftly  into  Arragon^ 
where  moft  of  the  great  places  'opened  their  gates,  and  his 
brother,  unable  to  oppofe  him,  retired  into  the  mountains  of 
Ribagorca ;  from  whehce  he  fent  certain  bifhops  to  affure  Don 
Garcia  of  his  forrow  for  what  was  pafied,  and  to  intreat  him 
to  remember  he  was  flill  his  brother :  upon  which  the  king  of 
tfavarre  having  |ilrfl  admonifiied  him  not  to  forget  that  him-  p^^  j)^ 
felf,  retired  into  bis  own  dominions,  and  quitted  all  the  places  1042,  • 
be  had  taken\  Thefe  event?,  for  want  of  attending  to  chro- 
nology, are  ftrangely  disfigured  by  Mariana,  who  has  had 
lotwithftanding  many  followers. 

This  war  thus  happily  over,  Don  Garcia  applied  himfelf  Don  Gar- 
mxh  great  fpirit  and  diligence  to  regulate  the  domeflic  affairs  cia*/  gre^ 
>f  his  kingdom,  and  in  imitation  of  his  predecefTors,  laid  the  ^^^.'^ '^' 
bundation  of  the  fuperb  abby  of  Santa  Maria  de  Najara ;  but  ^^f"y" 
lirhile  he  was  thus  employed  the  Moors  made  an  inroad  into  ^^]^J^ff^ 
lis    country,  and  having  carried   off  a  confiderable  ^^^^y^ranksofbis 
edged  it  in  the  fortrefs  of  CalahorraK    Thfs  gave  the  mo- a  z^^^^ 
larch  of  Navarre  a  fair  opportunity  of  annexing  that  place  to 
lis  dominions,  and  he  took  his  meafures  for  that  purpofe  with    ^^  p^ 
b    much  fecrecy  and  celerity,  that  he  not  only  invefled,  but     1043.* 
00k  it  by  ftorm,  before  the  Moors  were  in  any  condition  to         • 
elievc  it.    This  added  highly  to  his  reputation,  more  efpc- 
iaJly  ashe  immediately  reilored  it,  and  made  it  a  bifhop's

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fee  ^.    In  Bifcay  the  clergy  complained  that  they  were  fcan- 
daloufly  opprefTed  by   the   nobility  and  gentry,  who  treated

A.  D.     breed  up  and  feed  their  dogs.     The  king  interpofed,  and  ren- 
^    1045.      dered  them  all  the  juftice  they  could  defire,  fettled  their  liv- 
ings in  fuch  a  manner  as  that  they  might  live  comfortably 
upon  them,  and  thereby  merited  great  commendation  *.     Wc 
hiuft  here  put  the  reader  in  mind,  that  from  thefe  fa£ls,  which 
Are  related  nakedly,  and  admit  of  no  contradidlion,  he  ought

Is  /aid  to      The  vaft  cxpence  incurred  by  building  the  new  monaftery 
ha've  de-     of  our  lady  of  Najara^  exhaufted  the   treafury  of  Navarrt^ 
jigns  fome-  and  made  it  very  difficult  for  Don  Garcia  to  perform  his  pur- 
*what  in-     pofe.     Upon  this  he  applied  himfelf  to  the  convent  of  St. 
jurious  to-    Millan^  and  defired  to  borrow  a  part  of  their  wealth,  in  or- 
nnards  his  der  to  perfeft  his  new  foundation.     The  abbot  was  not  alto- 
ifTotbeTf       gether  averfe  to  this  ;  but  the  prior,  whof<!:  name  was  DohA- 
^ho fdz.es  ^j^^^  obftlnately  oppofed,  and  prevented  it;  which   fo  pro- 
.    f^J^'*    voked  the  king,  that  he  ordered  the  abbot  to  exclude  him  the 
in  revenge,  doifter™.     Not  long  after  Don  Garctas  fell  dangeroufly  !Uj 
upon  which  his  brother  Don  Ferdinand^  king  of  Caflitej  came 
to  Najara  to  make  him   a  vifit.     It  is  faid  that  the  latter 
claimed  this  very  city,  with  the  province,  belonging  to  it,  anJ 
fome  other  places,  as  having  been  anciently  dependant  on  the 
kingdom  which  his  father  had  given  him  :    whereas,  on  the 
other  hand,  Don  Garcia  afierted,  that  in  the  fame  inftrumedl 
by  which  the  king  gave  his  brother  a  kingdom,  he  exprcfs^ 
.  alfigned  to  him  thefe  places  which  he  kept-,  and  would  kcep\ 
However,    he  received  Don  Ferdinand  with   all   the  kind- 
A.  D.     ^^^^  ^"^  refpedt  poflible  ;  but   in  a  little  time  it  was  infufd 
\QC2.     i'^^o  tl^^  1^^^^  of  the  Cajiilian  monarch  that  his  brother  ha' 
an  intention  to  fecure  his  perfon  ;  and  he  thereupon  retired  r 
fuddenly  and  as  fecretly  as  poiTible  jnto  his  own  territorie 
highly  offended  at  the  injury  which  had  been  ofFered  bin 
not  yielding  any  credit  to  ihe  afllirances  that  his  brother  gave 
.    him,  that  he  was  impofed  upon  by  fome  of  his  favourites,  and|

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t:tiat  never  gny  fuch  defign  had  entered  into  his.  head  ^.  .  Some 
Jirftorians  oi Navarre  would  perfuade  us  that  Don  Ferdinand  was 
lb  well  fatisfied  as  to  come  a  fecond  time  into  Navarre^  and  f^e- 
trurned  without  the  leaft  injury  or  moleftation.  But  however  that 
might  be,  fbme  years  after,  this  prince  being  extremely  fick  at  '  - 
£itrgos^  Don  Garcia  went  thither  to  lee  him,  where,  tho'  he  was  ' 

dt  firft  received  with  all  imaginable  afFeftion  and  regard,  yet  was 
fce  very  fpeedily  feized  by  his  brother's  order,  and  fent  prifoner  to. 
the  caftle  Oi  C^ea  p.  He  remained  not  long  there,  but,  by 
flattering  or  bribing  his  guards,  made  his  efcape  ;  and  on  his 
returning  into  his  own  dominions  he  began  to  raifc  forces,  in 
o/der  to  take  a  fevere  reyenge.  It  is  faid  that  to  do  this 
the  more  efFedtually  he  folicited  the  Moors  of  Saragojfa  and 
^udela^  to  lend  him  their  aflifta nee,  which  they  very  readily 
dicf^^^fo  that  he  was  quickly  in  a  condition  to  inyadQ  Ca/Iile 
with  a  very  numerous  and  potent  army  *'. 

As    his  long  illnefs  was  attributed  to  his  offending  prior  Z)c»  Gar- 
Dominick  of  the  convent  of  St.  MiHariy  fo  all  that  happened  cia  ha<viffg 
afterwards   is  referred  to  another  quarrel  with  the  fame  holy  madehh 
perfon  ;  who  having  prevented  the  king  by  a  miracle  from  ^^/^>  '** 
removing  the  body  of  their  patron  to  his  new  convent  at  Na-  '^^^^^sCai- 
jara^  was  by  him  fo  roughly  handled  that  he  withdrew  into  .^i  .    .   ' 
the  dominions  of  Don  Ferdinandy  where  he  became  abbot  of  y-^^'"'*^ 
S/7^^,  and  was  employed  with  other  venerable  perfons  by  the 
king  of  Leon  and  Cajiile  to  mediate  with  his  brother,  and  to 
ihake  up  this  diiFerence.     But  Don  Garcia  was  inflexible  ;  fo      ' 
that  when  his  preparations  were  over,  and  his  whole  army 
aflembled,  he,  in  the  latter  end  of  Augujl^  began  his  march 
into  Cajiile^  and   advancing  direftly  towards  Burgos^    in  a 
plain  between  Atapuerca  and  Afes^  about  nine  miles  from  that 
city,  Don  Ferdincfnd  met  him  with  his  troops,  and  on  the 
firft  of  September  the  two   armies   engaged  ^     The  difpute 
continued  for  a  long  time  equal  ;  but   at  length  an  officer, 
whofe  name  was  Sanchez  Fortune^  who   had  defer  ted  the  fer- 
vice  of  Don  Garcia^  and  entered  intp  that  of  his  brother,  pe- 
netrated  the  guards  of  the  former,  and  piercing  the  king 
through  with  a  lance^  bore  him  with  his  horfe  to  the  ground. 
Others  fay,  that  two  deferters  out  of  his  own  guards,  bejrig 
well  acquainted  with  his  perfon,  fingled  him  out  in  the  bat- 
tle, and  each  of  them  ran  him  through  with  a  lance  at  the

my retired,  and  arc  faid  to  have  left  the  Mohammedans  to  be 
A.  D.    furrounded,  and  cut  to  pieces  *.    His  corpfe  was  interred  the 
1054.     third  day  after  his  death  in  the  royal  monaftcry  of  our  lady  of 
Najara^  which  had  coft  him  fo  dear.    Some  ancient  writers  lay, 
that  the  king  of  Cajiile  availed  himfelf  of  this  viftory  to  dif- 
member  from  the  kingdom  of  Navarre  the  countries  which 
had  given  rife  to  the  difpute  between  him  and  his  brother ; 
but  a  very  accurate  and  judicious  hiftorian  has  fhewn  the  fad 
.   to  be  otherwife,  and  that  he  gave  his  nephew  no  difturbance. 
iThe  deceafed  monarch  is  faid  to  have  left  behind  him  four  fons, 
and   as  many  daughters  :  thefe  were  Don  Sanchoy  who  fuc- 
ceeded  him;    Don  Ramtroy  to  whom  his  father  gave  the 
feignory  oiCalahorra\  Don  Fer^tnand^  and  Hon  Raymond : 
the  infantas  were  Donna  Ermefinda^  Donna  Ximenay  Donna 
Myo^'%  and  Donna  TJrraca  ^ 
JUceffhn  of     60N  Sancho  Garcias  afcended  the  throne  after  the  unfortunate 
J[)tfjrSan-   death  of  his  father,  and  as  fonje  writers  fay,  proved  a  prince  no 
cko  IV.     way  diftinguifhed  either  forwifdom  or  valour.  He  flood  much  in 
iQ  tbekittg-  awe  of  his  uncle  Don  Ferdinand^   and  though  he  hated  him 
dma  of      for  his  father's  death,  and  was  jealous  of  his  exorbitant  power^ 
Navarre,    yet  at  firft  he  feemed  to  take  in  good  part  fuch  excufes  as  he 
mndfrind'  thought  fit  to  maice,  and  alfo  to  comply  with  whatever  terms 
pid  events  |^g  judged  it  proper   to  demand  ".     But  when  thoroughly 
•fburetgn.  eda^yifhed  in  his  government,  he  entered  into  a  clofe  corrc- 
fpondence  with  his  other  uncle  Don  Ramiro  of  Arragoriy  who 
having. the  fame  interefls,  and  the  fame  fears,  propofed  to  him 
a  defenfive  alliance,  as  the  mofl  effecSual  fecurity  for  them 
both,  againft  a  king  who  was  equally  formidable  to  his  Chrif- 
-.      tian  and  to  his  Mohammedan  neighbours.     This   treaty  pro- 
duced  in  a  great  meafure  the  defired  effeiij    but  the  king 
"'     of  Zri'^w  and  Cj////?  chancing   to  die,  divided  his  dominions, 
leaving  Don  Sancho  CafliUy  Don  Alonfo  Leon^  and  Don  Qar* 
etas  Galicia  and  Portugal"^,     Before  this  Don  Ramiro^^  king 
oi  Arragofiy  was  killed  in  a  battle  ^gainfl  the  Moors  oi  Sara- 
goffhy  whom  the  king  of  Caftile  had  taken  under  his  protec- 
tion :  this  induced  Don  Sancho  of  Navarre  to  renew  his  treaty 
with  his  coufin  Don  Sancho  of  Arragon^  which  enabled  him  to 
.repel  the  invafion  oTDon  Sancho  of  CaJiiU,  who  was  thoroughly 
beaten  by  the  allied  princes  s  though  afterwards  turning  bis

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^rms  againfi  his  brethren,  he  united  once  more  all  his  &ther*8 
territorks,  and  confequently  became  in  every  rcfpeS  as  for- 
midable to  his  coufins  as  ever  his  father  Don  Ferdinand  h^d 
been.     But  the  death  of  that  ambitious  prince  foon  releafed 
them  from  their  apprehenfions*  notwithftanding  his  brother 
Don  Alonfo^  whom  he  had  forced  to  take  refuge  amongft  the 
Moors  of  Toledo^  fucceeded  him  in  all  his  dominions  *.  Some     A.  D, 
fa£ts  there  are  which  fcem  to  contradift  the  charaHer  before      1063. 
given  of  this  prince  ;  for  when  Don  Sancho  of  Arragon  at- 
tacked the  Moorijh  king  of  Saragoffa^  our  Sancho  of  Navarre 
received  him  as  his  tributary,  a  id  thereby  fecured  him  from 
l)eing  the  viftim  of  his  coufin*s  ambition  y.    He  alfo  refifted 
all  the  importunities  of  Pope  Alexander  the  fecond,  wboprcfr 
fed  him  to  lay  afid    the  old  Gothic  form  of  celebrating  divine 
worfliip,  and  introduce  the  Roman  liturgy,  and  this  notwith- 
ftanding the  king  o^  Arragon  yielded  to  his  demand;     But 
"he  did  not  at  all  oppofe  the  holding  a  council  for  reforming 
fimony,  and  other  vices,  which  prevailed  amongft  the  clergy; 
on  the  contrary,  he  took  care  that  the  canons  made  for  that 
purpofe  were  duly  executed.     He  was  alfo  fteady  in  conjunc- 
tion with  his  coufins  in  treating  with  the  contempt  they  de- 
ferved  the  wild  pretences  of  Pope  Gregory  the  feventb,  whp 
by  a  fcandalous  and  ridiculous  forgery,  as  we  iiave  fhewn  in 
another  place,  pretended  to  render  all  the  Chriftian  princes  in 
iSpain  feudatories  to  the  fee  of  Rome^  than  which  there  could    ^ 
not  be  any  thing  more  idle  pr  prepofterous,  notwithftanding 
the  learned  cardinal  £^rW«j  undertook  to  defend  it*,  Thefe     AD       - 
feems  to  be  proofs  that  Don  Sancho  o^  Navarre  was  not  either     10**/ 
a  weak  or  pufillanimous  prince,  though  he  was  of  a  very  pad-  ■ 

fie  difpofition  ;  or  it  may  be  that  fome  domeftic  misfortunes 
reftrained  him  from  endeavouring  to  raife  his  reputation  by 
feats  of  arms,  in  the  fame  manner  his  father  and  other  illi^f- 
Uious  anceftors  had  dond  :  but  we  can  only  guc;fs  at  thrfe 
.things,  the  ftory  of  his  reign  being  particularly  obfcMre,  and 
even  the  few  fads  that  are  prefervcd  being  differently  related, 
and  fome  of  them  with  contradiaory  circumftances :  hpwev.er, 
we  muft  take  them  as  th^ey  are,  and  without  pretending  tp  help 
them  by  conjeftures. 

Don  Raymond^  the  brother  of  the  king  of  Navarre^  being 
feduced  by  fome  young  men  with  whom  be  had  con^ta^ted 
too  great  an  intimacy,  began  firft  to. treat  his  brother  with 
lefs  refpedt  than  was  due  to  him,  and  next  eiideavoMred  ^

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^hiking    difFufe  this  fpirit  of  contempt  amongft  his  fubje£b.      He 
//  barba-    treated  his  piety  as  meann€;fs  of  fpirit  \  ridiculed  his  conftant 
roujly  af-    attention  to  bufinefs  as  unworthy  of  his  dignity  ;    and  com- 
fajjinated    plained  that  he  had  made  no  additions  to  his  territories  by  con- 
hy  hisbro-  queft «.     He  made  no  impreflion  upon  the  bulk  of  the  pco- 
th^  Z)<7»     pjg^  ^j^Q^  perfuaded  that  their  fovereign  had  nothing  fo  much 
Kaymond.  ^^  heart  as  their  happinefs,  were  entirely  devoted  to  his  fer- 
vice  ;    but  he  drew  his  fifter  Donna  Ermejinda  into  his  in- 
trigues, and  had  a  numerous  fet  of  ruffians,  who  were  his 
partizans,  and  whom  he  protefted  from  the  puniihment  which 
the  laws  woulci  have  inflifted  for  their  offences,  which  made 
them  fo  infolent  that  they  committed  openly  the  greateft  vio- 
lences, to  the  terror  of  all  the  fober  part  of  mankind  ^.     The 
king,  having  at  firft  tried  all  methods  poilible  to  reclaim  him, 
at  length  declared  him  and  his  affociates,  rebels  arid  public 
enemies.     Don  Raymond^  who  either  perfuaded  himfelf,   or 
was  perfuaded  by  his  bravoes,  that  if  his  brother  was  dead, 
the  people  would  fet  afide  his  children,  and  receive  this  gal- 
lant prince  for  their  king,  with  univerfal  applaufe,    having 
caufed  fome  caflles  to  be  fortified,  and  drawn  about  him  as 
great  a  number  of  thefe  mutinous  people  as  he  was  able,  he 
began  to  pra6life  againft  his  brother's  life,  and  foon  brought 
his  barbarous  defign  to  bear,  tho'  authors  differ  a  little  about 
the  manner  in  which  the  affaffination  was  perpetrated.  ^  Some 
fay,  that  Don  Raymond  fent  a  confiderable  number  of  his  at- 
tendants into  the  city  difguifed,  in  order  to  defend  the  perfon 
who  was  inftru6led  to  kill  the  king,  and  that  at  length  this 
was  executed  at  Roda^  where  Don  Sancho  was  ftabbed  by  his 
brother's  appointment '^.     Others  afTert,  that  while  he  was 
hunting  on  the  mountains  between  Funes  and  Alilagro,  Don 
Raymond,  who  was  reconciled  to  him  in  appearance,  obferv- 
ing  that  the  greateft  part  of  the  company  were  left  behind  by 
the  king's  eagcrnefs  in  purfuing  a  wild  hoar,  he  and  his  aflb- 
ciates  took  that  opportunity  to  throw  him  and  his  horfe  over 
the  rocks,  by  which  he  was  beat  to  pieces  '^     This  execrable 
A.  D.    ^^  was  committed  on  the  fourth  of  June,  when  the  king  had 
1076.    /signed  twenty-two  years.     His  body  is  faid  to  have  been  in- 
terred in  the  church  of  the  royal  monaflery  of  St.  Maria  de 
Najaray  univerfally  lamented  by  his  fubje<9s  *.

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The  generality  of  hiftorians  tell  us,  that  this  king  .efpoufed  Bifcay, 
Danna  Placentiaj  and  had  by  her  three  fons,  of  whom  the  Rioja, 
ddcft  was  Don  Ramiro;  and  both  the  others  were  called  Gar-  and  other 
cia\  but  this  is  a  miftake,  for  in  reality  Don  Ramiro  was  not  countries 
his  fon,  but  the  two  Don  Garcid*s  were,  and  being  ver\'  young  ^^  fiP^' 
at  the  time  of- their  father's  death,  were  carried  for  fafety  into  ^^^^  fiom 
the  territories  oUCaftile.    The  confufion  was  fo  great  that^^^^*?' 
very  few  knew  what  they  were  doing,  or  what  they  would  f  ^^^ 
have  done ;    in  this  only  they  agreed,  thit  the  ftain  of  this  ^ndLton 
treafon  could  be  effaced  by  nothing  but  the  blood  of  the  infa- 
fxious  Don  Raymond Zttd  his  aflbciates ;    upon  which  he  fled 
immediately  to  Jlmutadir^  king  of  SaragoJJh^  whoi  in'  pity  to 
his  diftrefs  gave  him  a  fubfiftance  ^.     Don  Ramiro^  lord  of 
Calahorray  laboured  to  pacify  the  minds  of  the  people,  and 
engage. them  to  place  him.  on  the  throne  with  his  brother,  to 
ho  purpofe ;  for  they  perfifted  in  the  ftrange  refolution  they 
had  fomied,  not  to  admit  any  of  the  family.     Don  Rfimiro 
upon  this  immediately  proclaimed  in  Calahorra  Don  Alonfo  king 
aiCaJiile  and  Leon ;  and  on  his  detaching  a  confiderable  body  of 
troops  to  his  afliftance,  feized  the  provinces  of  Rioja  and  Bif- 
cay  ;  all  which  wrought  not  in  the  lead  on  the  people  of  Na^ 
varre^  who,  in  purfuance  of  their  own  inclinations,  called  in 
the  king  of  Arragon^  (hewing  no  concern  for  the  children  of 
their  deceafed  king,  who  were  left  to  the  compaffion  of  the 
king  di  Leon  and  Cajlile^  who  caufed  them  to  be  well  educa- 
ted, the  younger  dying  a  child,  and  the  elder  being  killed  in 
battle  by  the  Mooy$  as  fome  fay,  though  Ferreras  conjeflurej 
from  their  being  both  of  the  fame  name  that  one  was  illegi- 
timate, and  that  both  died  in  their  childhoods.     As  Don 
Sancho  brought  a  great  body  of  troops  with  him  to  Pampeluna ; 
and  as  Don  Alonfo  reinforced  his  army  in  the   province  of 
JRJoja^  it  looked  as  if  the  poflefEon  of  Navarre  was  to  be  de- 
cided by  force  of  arms  ;    but  the  prelates  and  peers  Interced- 
ing, and  reprefenting  to  both  princes  that  they  were  fighting 
the  battles  of  the  Infidels,  in  fighting  againft  each  other,  it 
was  at  laft  agreed  that  each  Ihould  keep  what  he  had  already 
obtained,  and  that  the  river  Ehro  ihould  be  the  bounds  of 
their  refpeftive  dominions  •".    It  was  by  this  unfortunate  event 
that  the  kingdom  of  Navarre  loft  thofe  fertile  and  great  pro- 
vinces, all  communication  with  the  ocean,  and  that  part  of 
O/d  Cattle  which  had  been  hitherto  annexed  to  it.     As  for 
the  infant  Don  Ramiro^   and  the  infantas  Donna  Urraca^ 
Donna  Major^  and  Donna  Ximena^  they  withdrew  into  Caf-

ragon .  were  again  united,  after  a  feparation  of  upwards  of 
forty  years,  we  (hall  conclude  this  fe£lion.

Z)«jSan-    lr\ON  Sambo  Ramirez^  or  Don  Sancho  the  fifth,    thus 

cho^V.       jLJ  mounted  the  throne  of  Navarre  by  the  confejujt  of  the 

ii«^  tf^Ar- people,  and  aflumed  the  title  ^of  Don  Sancho  the  fifth.     As 

ragon  and  we  have  given  the  hiftory  of  this  prince  already,  in  ipeaking 

Navarre,    of  his  hereditary  kingdom,  we  (hall  confine  ourfelves  here  to 

reigns  tuith^xxch.  fads  as  have  a  ftrifl  relation  to  Navarre.    He  found 

benom       himfelf  frequently  obliged  to  pay  much  higher  refpefl  to  Don 

ewr  bath    JiQ^fo^  king  of  Leon  and  Qajiiky  than  he  was  by  any  means 

kingdoms,    inclined,  and  that  on  two  accounts  ;  one  becaufe  of  his  pre- 

tenfions  to  Nauarre^  which  were  at  leaft  as  good  as  his  owns 

and  the  other  becaufe  he  gave  a  protedion  in  his  dominions 

to  tbofe  who  had  a  better  title  than  either.    It  was  this  that 

^  engaged,  him  to  affift  at  the  fiege  of  Toledo^  where,  to  conceal 

his  jealoufy  of  that  monarch's  power,  he  contributed  not  a 

little  to  make  him  much  more  powerful  than  he  was.     On 

the  other  hand,  Don  Alonfo^  not  fatisfied  either  with  thofe 

provinces  which  he  had  torn  from  his  kingdom,  or  with  the 

fubmiffions  paid  him  by  Don  Sancho^  fecretly  hated  him  for 

the  acquifition  he  had  made  of  Navarre^  and  for  this  leafon 

prote£ted  the  Moorijh  princes,  their  common  neighbours ;  (b 

that  during  their  whole  reigns  thefe  monarchs  lived  in  appa- 

|[ent  amity  and  private  enmity  with  each  other,  till  it  wrought 

tiic  death  of  one  of  them*.     In  his domeftic  government  king 

'Sancho  was  equally  zealous  for  the  welfare  of  his.fubjeds  and 

the  glory"  of  .his  crown;   he«  made  many  good  laws  that  are 

contained  in  a  code  that  bears  his  name  ^ ;    he  built  the  city 

ti  Bfiella^  or  Stella^  in  a  pleafant  plain,  on  the  banks  of  the 

'river  ErgOy  covered  by  a  ftrong  caftle,   and  which  is  now

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looked  upoti  to  be  the  fecond  place  in  the  kingdom ;  he  made 
reftitution  and  did  penance  for  having  taken  the  tireafure  of 
the  church  to  fupport  his  wars  againft  the  Mtiors^  who  in  the 
times  of  public  confufion,  had  found  means  to  feize  feveral 
places  in  the  mountains,  of  which  he  difpoflefled  them ;  to 
prevent  which  inconvenience  fiom  ever  happening  again,  he 

fave  the  countries  of  Sobra/va  and  Rrbagorca  to  his  fon  Don 
^edroy  in  his  lifetime^  and  this  as  fome  fay  with  the  title  of 
king*=.     The  laft  great  adlion  of  this  monarch's  life  was  thit 
which  put  an  end  to  it;  for  having  invefted  the  city  oSHuefca^ 
which  was  defended  againft  him  by  the  whole  force  of  the 
Moors^  not  without  the  aififtance  of  fome  Cajiilians,  be  was 
fliot  as  he  extendedjiis  arm  in  giving  dircSions  under  it  with  . 
an  arrow  into  his  body,  of  which  vround,  being  carried  into 
ftis  tent,  befpeedily  expired,  as  fome  fay  on  the  firft,  but  as     A.  D* 
others  on  the  fourth  oijurte^  when  he  had  reigned  in  Navarre     i'qql^ 
eighteen  years '^. 

Don  Pidro^  reputed  by  ifome  king  of  Sobrarva  fevergl  years  DonVe^ 
before,  fucceeded  his  father  in  all  his  dominions  ;    and  hav-  dxt^^s  Jhart 
ing,  in  conjun£lion  with  his  brother  Don  Alonjoy  promifed  reigiu 
never  to  put  an  end  to  this  war  till  Hutfca  was  reduced,  he, 
to  fulfil  that  promife,  gave  battle  to  a  numerous  army  of    A.  D« 
Jlfoors^,  under  the  king  of  Sarag^ffa^  end  of  Chiiftians,  un-     1096.. 
der  the  count  of  Cabra^  in  the  great  plain  of  Jlcoraz^  and 
by  their  total  defeat  made  way  for  the  furrender  of  that  place, 
tt  was  in  this  battle  that  the  hiftorians  of  ^/warr^  pretend 
that  St.  George  was  feen  fighting  On  horfeback,  at  the  head  of 
pne  of  their  (quadrons,  and  from  thence  they  have  a  particular 
devotion  for  that  faint®.    The  beft  part  of  his"  reign  was 
fp6nt  in  feveral,  expeditions  agmnfl  the  Infidels,  from  whom 
lie  took  m^ny  ftrong  places,  and  thereby  extended  his  domi- 
nions on  every  fide.    Bilt  if  he  was  fonunate.in  his  wars,  he  was 
yery  far  from  being  fo  in  his  family,  fincc  his  fon  the  infant  Don 
Pedro^  and  his  daughter  the  infanta  Donn2i  Ifabella,  died  both  oh 
the  eighteenth  olAuguJi^  and  himfelf,'as  fome  fay,  on  the  tWen*    A.  D. 
ty-eighth  of  September  following,  partly  of  a  lingering  difeafe,     1 104. 
and  partly  of  grief  for  his  children,  when  he  had  governed 
the  kingdoms  of  Navarre  and  Arragm  ten  years '.     He  wias 
interred  with  his  children  in  the  church  of  the  monaftery  of

I^«Alon-      Don  Alonfo  fucceeded  his  brother,  who  died  without  po- 
fo  I.  by      fterity,  and  became  in  a  very  (hort  fpace  of  time  from  the 
fo.tit  filled  younger  brother  of  a  little  king,  the  moft  powerful  of  the 
emperor  «/'Chriftian  monarchs,  which,  fince  the  ruin  of  the  G<?r*/V  king- 
^P^"»        dom,  had  reigned  in  Spain,     He  was  the  firft  of  his  name 
Jtrnamea     ^^^  j^^j  reigned  cither  in  Arragon  or  Navarre ;    but  after 
Ga'ncr  of  ^'^  marriage  with  Donna  Urraca,  he  entitled  himfelf  Don 
Battles,      -^l^^fi^  the  fecond  o(  Leon,  and  the'feventh  ofCqfiile\  but 
that  he  ever  entitled  himfelf  emperor  is,  if  not  falfe,  of  viery 
doubtful  authority  K    We  have  faid  fo  much  of  this  gallant 
prince  in  the  hiftories  of  Leon^  Cajlile^  and  Arragon^  that  it 
is  unneceffary  to  dwell  upon  his  great  a£tions  here.  We  fliall, 
therefore,   only  obferve  that  he  reduced  Saragoffoy  Tudeh^ 
Terrafona,  Calatayud^  Daroca^    and  all   the  country  on  the 
fouth  of  the  Ehro^  which  he  annexed  to  the  kingdom  o^^Ar- 
ragon  **.     He  was  the  firft  who  carried  the  arms  of  the  Chrif- 
"^  tians  into  the  fruitful  province  of  Andalufia  ;    and  fo  brave  in 

his  perfon,  and  fo  fortunate  in  his  military  expeditions,  that 
he  obtained  the  lirname  o^the  Gainer  of  Bailies.  His  valour 
was  no  lefs  confpicuous  in  France^  where  he  took  Bayonm^ 
than  in  Spain^  and  the  very  fame  of  his  exploits  drew,  as  the 
cuftom  of  thit  age  was,  to  his  ftandard  the  moft  gallant 
knights  from  all  the  countries  in  Europe  ^  But  this  noble, 
and  in  the  general  acceptation  of  thofe  times,  pious  prince, 
jperfiftingobftinately  in  the  fiege  of  Fraga,  and  giving  battle 
to  a  much  fuperior  army  of  Moors,  who  advanced  to  the  re- 
lief of  it,  was  totally  defeated  on  the  feventeenth  of  J^^fyl 
and  having  loft  upon  the  fpot  moft  of  the  generous  cavaliers 
that  came  to  him  out  of  foreign  countries,  and  the  flower  of 
the  nobility  of  both  his  kingdoms,  efcaped  with  difficulty  to 
the  monaftery  of  St.  Juan  de  la  Pegnay  and  there  died  in  two 
days  of  grief,  as  cotemporary  writers  fay  "^ ;  fo  that  there  is 
not  the  leaft  reafon  to  credit  the  fables  reported  by  fome  au- 
thors of  hisfurviving  this  aftion  feveral  years,  and  leading 
a  retired  life  in  the  guife  of  a  hermit  near  JerufalemK  He 
died  without  Jflue  ;  and  by  his  will,  which  wa^  made  at  J?tff- 
cnney  left  prodigious  legacies  to  the  church,    and  both  bis

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kingdoms  to  the  knights  templars ;  but  his  fubjefls  were  wife 
enough  not  to  fufFer  themfelves  to  be  difpofed  ot  in  that  manner, 
and  therefore  as  foon  as  they  had  recovered  the  great  confterna- 
tion  they  were  under,  they  convened  an  aflembly  of  the  ftates  "». 

It  w^as  of  the  greateft  confequence  to  come  to  a  fpeedy  The  ftatet 
election,  and  the  greateft  part  of  the  affembly  had  caft  their  of  Na- 
eyes  upon  Don  Pedro  AtareZj  a  man  of  great  virtue  and  abi-  varre  af 
lity,  and  defcended  from  Don  Ramiro  the  firft,  king  oi  Arra- 1^^^^^ '^^ 
gon.    Againft  this,  however,  Don  Pedro  Tizon  de  Cadreiia^  and  P^nipelu- 
Don  Peregrin  Cajiellezuelo  fet  themfelves  violently,  affirming,  ^  ^^^ 
that  he  was  a  perfon  of  auftere  manners,  and  already  ex-    -^'^^  ^r 
ceflive  proud  ;    fo   that    raifing  him  to  the  throne   would  ^^^  ^j^^-^  * 
be   making   themfelves    and  their  countrymen   miferable ".  ^^^^^ 
Warm  debates  arifing,  the  affembly  was  transferred  to  Mon- 
con^  where  it  quickly  appeared  that  the  only  means  to  prevent 
a  civil  war  confifted  in  the  elevation  of  Don  RamirOy  brother 
to  the  deceafed  king,  to  the  throne,  though  a  monk,  and  in 
prieft's  orders^.     The  nphility  o^ Navarre  feeing  this,  retired 
home,  and  affembling  2xPampeluna  fuddenly,  unanimoufly  eledl- 
ed  Don  Garcia  Ramirez^  and  having  fent  for  him  from  Mon- 
con^  declared  him  king  p.     All  authors  agree  that  he  was  of 
the  royal  family  ;    but  many,  and  Mariana  among  the  reft, 
will  havp  him  to  be  the  fon  of  Don  Ramiro^  and  the  grand- 
fon  of  Don  Sancho^  whom  his  brother  affaffinated  *J :  yet  upon 
a  ftriift  examination  of  the  charters,  and  other  authentic  in- 
ftruments  of  thofe  days,  it  very  clearly  appears  that  he  was 
in  reality  the  grandfon  of  Don  Ramiro^  the  brother  of  Don 
Sanchoy  who  retired  into  Cajlile  during   the   troubles  of  Na^ 
Hjarre  ;  fo  that  his   new  fubjeds  might  be  truly  faid  to  render 
him  that  jufticc  which   they   had  refufcd  his  grand-father '. 
He  was  in  the  flower  of  his  age,  and  very  capable  of  that  high 
dignity  to  which  he  was  advanced,  perfonally  brave,  but  po- 
litically cautious  :    jealous  of  the  honour  of  his  crown,  but 
tender  of  his  people's  fafety  :  in  a  word,  very  able  to  main- 
tain war  when  forced  to  maintain  it ;  but  by  no  means  difpofed 
to  difturb  his  neighbours,  or  to  expofe  thofe  who  had  chofen 
him  for  their  protestor  to  gratify  his  ambition. 

He  had  fcarce  felt  the  weight  of  a  crown  before  he  found  Difficulties 
two  princes  equally  defirous  of  eafing  him  of  his  burthen  :  the  to  nuhich 
firft  was  Don  Alonfo  Raymond ^  king  of  Leon  and  Cajiile^  who  he  found 
'preterided  to  the  fovereignty  of  A'tfiy^zrr/f,  as  being  defcended  ^^^filfex^ 

from  Don  Sancho  the  Great  in  a  diredl.  line  ;  _the  other  was-^^^f^'^" 

mediately

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Don  Ramtroy  king  .of  Arragon^  who  conceived  that  as  the  heir 
of  his  brother  he  was  as  much  entitled  to  one  kingdom  as 
the  other  *.     Don  Garcia  with  great  addrefs  wound  himfelf 
out  of  thefe  difficulties.     He  went  to  pay  his  devoirs  to  Doq 
4lonjoy  and  by  this  condefcenfion  concluded  a  treaty  with 
bim  much  to  his  own  advantage.     With  the  like  dexterity  he 
infinuated  to  the  nobijity  of -/frr^7^^»,  that  a  war  would  be  fa- 
tal to  both  nations  ;  and  that  though  he  had  juft  pretentions 
as  the  hbir  of  Don  Garcia  de  Najara  upon  the  fovereigrity  of 
Arra^Hy  yet  he  was  content  to  remit  things  to  an  arbitratfon  : 
the  refult  of  wjjich  was,  that  his  right  to  Navarre  was  ac- 
knowledged, the  nobility  of  Arragon  being  fatisfied  that  Don 
jRamiro  Would  have  enough  to  do  to  govern  one  kingdom* 
A.  T>.    They  infifted  only,  that  in  reverence  to  his  age,  Don  Gar^ 
1I35«     ^^^  mould  pay  him  a  kind  of  homage,  which  he  very  rea- 
dily performed,  hoping  in  cafe  he  furvived  him  to  be  chofen 
his  fucccflbr '. 
Zueeijfesof     Things  did  not  long  continue  \s\  this  pacific  fituation  ; 
tUs  m-     for  Don  Garcia  having  demanded  the,  reftitution  of  the  pro- 
narch^  and  vinces  that  had  been  difmembered  from  his  kingdom,  and  an- 
bU  deceafe  htxcd  to  Cajiiky  and   having  received  a  rough  anfwer  from 
^eragio-xhe  emperor,  for  fo  Don  Aionfe  was  now  ftiled,  he  entered 
rieus reign,  j^^^  2X\  alliance  with  Don  Alonfo  Henriquez^  prince  d[  Portu- 
galy  and  endeavoured  to  obtain  it  by  force  of  arms ;  but  failing 
in  this,  the  difpute  was  at  length  compromifed  °.     This  was 
fuccecded  by  a  new  quarrel  with  Don  Raymond Berenger^  who, 
on  the  abdication  of  Don  Ramiro^  had  aflumed  the  title  of 
prince  oi  Arragon^    and  was  count  of  Barcelona  in  his  own 
right.     The  emperor  Don  y//<?»/J  aflifted  his  brother- in- layir 
Pon  Raymond  in  this  difpute  ;  but  Don  Garcia  managed  the 
war  with  fo  much  courage  and  condud,  that  he  beat  the  prince 
oiArragony  and  obliged  the  emperor  to  raife  the  fiege  of  Pam- 
peluna ;  and  at  length  the  peers  and  prelates  of  his  realm  in- 
A.  u.     terpofmg,   the  emperor    concluded  a  treaty  with  him,    by 
^^^  ■     which  an  end  was  put  to  all  their  differences,  and  for  the  con- 
firmation of  it  his  fon  Don  Sancho  married  the  infanta  Donna 
Blanch  of  Navarre  ^.     The  w^r  with  Arragon  was  ft  ill  conti- 
nued ;  in  which  Don  Garcia  gained  feveral  advantages  ;  but 
bis  queen  Donna  Margaret  dying,  he  thought  fit,  to  promote 
his  Own  intereft,  to  marry  Donna  Urraca^  the  natural  daugh- 
ter of  the  emperor;  who  compromifed  the  difputes  with  >fr-

againft  ^t  Moors  i  which  they  very  honourably  performed,     1147. 
and  the  emperor,  by  their  affiftance,  managed  that  war  with  ' 
great  fuccefs  *.    This  /was  one  of  the  laft  great  aSions  of 
Don  Garaa's  life,  who  after  managing  very  prudently  that 
perplexed  ftate  \a  which  he  found  the  affairs  of  his  monarchy, 
and  having  cellored  it  to  its  ancient  independency,  died  m 
pe^ce  at  Pampeluna  on  the  twenty-firft  of  November^  and  w^     A.  D. 
buried  in  the  cathedral  church  of  that  capital,  equally  re-     11  &0*. 
gretted  by  his  fubje£):s  apd  by  the  princes  his  allies  ^, 

Don  Sanchoj  lirnamed  the  Wtfe^  fucceeded  his  father,  and  Don  San- 
very  fteadily  purfued  liis  maxims.   He  delivered  his  fifter,  who  cho  VII, 
had  been  married  while  a  child,  and  who  was  now  become  a  ^  the 
woman,  to  the  infant  Don  Sancho  \  and  at  the  fame  time  his  Wife, 
mother-in-law  Donna  Vrraca  returned  to  her  father's  court  *. 
The  war  with  Arragon  being  revived,  he  carried  it  on  with 

treat  fpirit  and  fuccefs,  notwithftanding  the  emperor  affifted 
>on  Raymond^  and  at  length  obliged  the  latter  to  termgiate 
the  difputes  that  had  lafled  To  long  between  the  two  crowns  by 
an  equitable  and  folid  peace.  After  the  death  of  the  emperor 
he  attempted  the  recovery  of  the  places  that  to  the  prejudice 
of  the  crown  of  Navarre  had  been  annexed  to  CaJiiU  ;  and 
though  he  failed  in  his  firft  attempt,  yet  taking  afterwards  ^ 
more  favourable  opportunity  he  fucceeded,  and  by  the  like 
prudent  management  hindered  the  coalition  of  the  fmall 
Moorijb  principalities,  by  aififting  the  weaker  againft  the 
ftrojiger,  by  which  he  kept  their  forces  ftill  divided,  and  at  thc^ 
fame  time  employed  in  ruining  each  other  '•  It  was  from  the 
exercife  of  thefe  refined  arts  of  policy,  as  well  as  from  his  di- 
ligence and  attention  to  domeftic  improvements,  that  he  ob« 
tained  the  firname  of  Wlfe^  and  retrieved  and  reftored  the 
broken  forces  of  his  monarchy  in  fuch  a  manner  that  he  be- 
gun to  be  as  much  confidercd  both  by  the  Chriftian  and 
Moorijh  princes  ^  any  of  his  predeceflbrs  had  been  ^.  An 
extraordinary  inftance  of  this  comes  in  properly  here,  and 
ftiall  be  the  more  largely  explained,  becaufe,  though  occa- 
fionally  mentigned  elfewhere,  yet  the  particulars  were  referved 
for  the  hiftory  of  Navarre  and  the  reign  of  this  prince,  to 
both  yirhich  they  naturally  belong. 

We  have  (hewn  in  how  uneafy  and  precarious  a  {Ituation 
Don  Sancho^s  affairs  flood  witji  regard  to  the  kings  o^  Arragon

currenci  have  likewife  fhewn  upon  what  motives  he  affifted  the  Moors: 
imdad'oice  the  point  now  in  hand  is  to  give  the  reader  a  clear  idea  of 
jDiOT  Pedro  the  immediate  advantages  which  refulted  to  him  from  a  mea- 
Ruiz  fure  that  feemed  to  promife1)ut  very  remote  benefits   at  the 

d'Azagra  moft.     The  Moorijh  prince  he  affifted  was  Mohammed  Aben- 
becomes  jo'i^p^    king  of  Valencia  and   Murcia^   whofe  dominions  were 
aIiT*^"  ^fcarce  contiguous  to  his,  apd  with  whom  therefore  it  might 
arra-    ^^^^^  ^^^^  apprehended  he  hacjl  little  to  do  *=.     His  auxiliaries 
'   '  were  commanded  by  Don  Pedro  iRuiz  d'Azagra^  by  whofe  af- 

fiftance  he  not  only  repulfed  and  defeated  his  enemy,  but 
likewife  befieged  and  made  himfelf  mafter  of  Granada  ^,  and 
out  of  gratitude  for  fo  fignal  a  fervice,  the  generous  Moor 
made  him  a  prefeht  of  the  town  and  fortrefe  of  Albarracin: 
This  is  a  fmall  place,  but  of  great  ftrength,  ftanding  on  an 
eminence  near  the  Guadalavir^  commanding  a  pleafant  dif- 
tri6^  on  the  frontiers  of  Cajlilc  and  Valencia^  as  well  2isArragonj 
within  which  kingdom  it  lies  *.  The  king  o^  Navarre  gave  Don 
Pedro  leave,  and  furnifhcd  him  with  the  means  to  fortify  this 
place,  to  people  it  thoroughly,  and  to  keep  a  ftrong  girrifon  in 
it  }  fo  that  before  they  were  aware  the  kings  o^CaJlUe  and  Ar^ 
"    '  ragon  faw  a  new  fovereignty  erefled,  equally  troublefome  to 

both  J  tho'Don  Pedro ^  to  fave  appearances,  ftiled  himfelf  tHe 
vaffal  o(  our  hdy  of  Albarracin^  becaufe  the  cathedral  was  dedi- 
cated to  th^e  Blefled  Virgin ^  This  new  prince,  who  had  i  long 
head,  as  well  as  a  flout  heart,  adled  conftantly  in  conjundlion 
with  his  old  mafter;  and  whenever  he  endeavoured  to  enlarge 
his  weftern  frontier  the  lord  of  Albarracin  was  fure  to  make 
a  diverfion  in  his  favour,  by  an  excurfion  into  the  very  heart  of 
^^  I>,  '  Cajiile.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  king  oi  Arragon  invaded 
1161.  Navarre^  Don  Pedro,  vi2!^  prefently  at  his  back;  fo  that  by 
the  help  of  this  ally,  the  wife  Don  Sancho  flood  no  longer 
in  awe  of  either,  or  of  both  thefe  princes  ^.  Such  were  the 
effedts  of  this  fingular  expedient,  nothing  fimilar  to  which  is 
perhaps  to  be  met  with  in  any  hiftory.  But  we  pafs  to  in- 
flances,  though  of  a  Icfs  ftriking,  yet  of  a  more  general  na- 
4  ture,  which  will  give  a  true  idea  of  this  princess  govern- 
ment. 

We  muft  allow  the  hlftorians  of  Navarre  to  have  had  a 
juft  right  to  fet  this  monarch  on  a  level  with  any  of  thofe 
who  ftouriflied  in  his  time  :  he  entered  on  his  dominions  when 
they  had  been  harraifed  by  a  long  war,  and  curtailed  through 
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a  feries  of  ill-fortune.     He  had  fcarce  a  fingle  power  that  was  Other  in* 
fincerelv  allied  to  him,  and  even  in  his  own  tmiiori^  iomt  ftances  0/ 
inclined  to  the  Vxr^g  p[CaftiIe^  and  piore  td  hjm  oi  Arragon*  Don  San- 
To  balance  this  he  kept  at  firft  on  the  defenfive.;  entered  into  cho'//n^. 
a  league  with  Lewis  the  feventh  of  Francey  which  fubfifted  ^'f^^e  and 
during  both  their  Veigns  5    enlarged  the  privileges  of  moft  of  P^^9  fy 
flie  great  towns  5  tuift  fome  hew  ones  and  fortified  ^U ;    ex-r  '**'^«^^Na- 
cmpted  the  inhabitants  of  the  vaUies  that  were  moft  barren  ^^^  f^ 
from  taxes,  by  which  indulgence  they  wer^  always  ready  to  ^^fi^^^^*^ 
tkke  arms  as  occafion  required  ^,.   Wis  court  was  the  afylum    ^^^^ 
0f  the  injured  and  ppprefledj  \yhe|:herCh;i(lians  or  ^(7^ri;  fa.^ 
that  he  had  ever  in  .his  fervice  men  of  diilinguifhed  cour^gq 
and  gr^at  experience.    He  was,  for  thbfe  times,  a  prince  of 
learning,  which  he  encouraged  amongft  his  clergy  and  nobi- 
«ty.    He  had  a  good  correfpondence  throughout  iVr?^^,  and 
fo  good  intelligence^  that  he  let  flip  '^10  opportunity  of  reco- 
vering the  places  that  had  been  torn  from  his  ^predeceltors. 
His  alliance  with  Ptfr/K^tz/ was  of  great  ufe  to  hirpi  and- his 
ihduftry  and  a£tiyity  in  time  of  peace  enabled  him  to.  make 
cr  fuftain  war  fodner  and  Readier  than  any  of  bis  neighbours. 
He  loft  feveral  battles,  and  fome  towns ;    but  he  rej££led  all 
offers  of  peace  ,tijl  thefe  were  reijtored  ;   and  his ,  abilities  ^nd 
experience  furniftied  him  with  iuch  refburces,  that  fooper  01^ 
liater  he  procured  his  own  terms  *.'  His'generofity  in  the  ufage 
pf  fuch  as  he  made  prifohers  ,ga}hed  him  an  high  rejputation, 
ind  was  in  other  re^£b  very  uf^flil.;   his  modefty  and  bis  fi- 
lence  rendered  his.dpfigns  impenetrable ;    and  his  readipefs  in 
forgiving  paft  ofFenc^,  broug^t.I^ack  injlo  hisdominion§  oioft 
cirniofe  who  had  retired  ipto  Arragon  or  Caflile.    He  firft  in- 
troduced the  title  of  coMnt  into.^tfv^rr^,;    and  was  fo  ready 
to  ^ckhowledgie  whatever  fervices  were  rendered  him  by  th^ 

Sobility,  and  paid  them  fo  much  r^fped  upon  all,  occafions, 
lat  they  let  flip  no  opportunity  of  expreffing  their  zeal,^  or 
of  conforming  to  his  will,  by  which  he  wrought  fo  great  a 
change  in  the  order  and  ceconomy  of  the  ftatc,  that  at  the 
fame  time  he  raifed  his  own  revenues,  the  people  in  general 
were  much  richer  than  before  his  acceiSjion  to  the  crown  ^, 
His  addrefs  and  hb  experience  might  have  given  him  a  bound- 
le(s  authority,  if  he  had  (ought  it;  but,  except  in  great  emer«] 
gencies,  he  did  nothing  but  by  the  advice  of  the  itates^  or 
at  leaft  with  their  confent ;  and  was  fo  far  from  abridging  tbQ 
liberties  of  the  people,  that  in  many  inftances  he  extended 
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ihem^    Wben  he  found  it  imprafticablc  to  recover  all  Bj/- 

tof^  lie  iniinuated  to  the  lords  of  it,  who  were  vafTals  to  tbe 

crbwn  of  Ctf/?i7f,  that  hoftilities  might  prove  Ae  deftruftion, 

but  could  never  turn  to  the  advantage  either  of  ^thijcap 

hers^   or  the  people  of  Navarre ;  and  therefoi^e  he  advifed 

them  to  keep  a  tacit  and  perpetual  neutrality  wKeh  the  two 

trowns  were  at  war,  the  advantages  of  which  were  quickly  io 

apparent,  and  the  lords  of  5//2^tf;r  became  by  this  means  fo  in- 

dependant,  that  the  monarchs  of  Cajiile  could  never  engage 

*^  them  to  break  through  it,  while  the  kings  of  A'iwflrr^  drew 

little  lefs  benefit  from  that  province  than  they  would  bave^ 

done  if  it  had  been  held  of  them  ;    which  beneht,  tho'  fore- 

feen  by  him,  was  not  felt  in  its  full  extent  but  by  bis  fuc* 

ceflbrs".

their  engagement ",  Don  Sancho  was  never  in  fo  great  peril  be^ 

fore.    At  the  time  appointed,  the  troops  oiArrctgon  entered 

Navarre^  and   took  feveral  places ;  but  they  were  fo  wfll, 

imd  fo  long  defended,  that  by  the  end  of  th^  campaign  the 

arniywas  much  reduced.     On  the  other  hand,  the  king  of 

Cajiile  in  perfon  penetrated  almoft  as  far  as  Pampeluna  wiA  t 

fuperior  army,  Don  Sancho  retiring  before  him  all  the  way, 

.  -  and  fulFering  him  to  burn  and  pillage  the  country  at  his  plea- . 

fure ;  but  in  his  retreat  he  harrafled  his  troops  exceedingly,  and 

J-ecovercd  a  great  part  of  the  booty  ^.    The  next  year  the 

War  was  canied  on  in  the  fame  manner;  but  while  the  king 

6f  Arragon  pleafed  himfelf  with  the  taking  of'  feveral  fmaU 

J)Iaces,  he  was  alarmed  with  the  news  that  Don  Sancho  had 

made  an  irruption  into  Arragon^  had  taken  CijueloSy  znism 

preparing  to  cut  off  his  retreat.    As  for  the  Cafiiliansy  finding 

^he  country  in  the  fame  manner  as  they  left  it,  and  meeting 

with  no  oppofitioD,  they  were  afraid  of  advancing  too  far,  from 

an  apprehenfion  of  fufrering  by  that  famine  which  they  had 

eaufed.    Events  of  the  like  nature  foHowed  in  feveral  cam- 
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pai'gns-^  tiU'at  length  aill  parties  weary  6f  ivkt  by  which 
none  were  gainers,  confented  to  leave  all  their  difputes  toth^ 
arbitration  of  Hinty  king  of  England^  to  whofe  court  each  of 
the  princes  fent  ambafiadors,  and  gave  fecurity  tb  fubmit  td 
his  decifion  p»  In  the  mean  time  a  cefiation  of  arms  t6ok 
place^  which  continued  for  feveral  years.  It  was  in  this  in- 
terval of  pefte  that  two  queens  of  Navairt  died  almoft  at  A.  I^* 
the  fame  time,  Donnz  Sancha^  (lAer  io  Don  F€rdifiafid  king  1181; 
of  Leofty  and  aunt  to  Don  Jlottfo  of  Cq/hle,  who  was  bUried 
in  the  cathedral  at  Pampduna^  and  Donna  VraccOy  the  widow  •  \ 

of  Don  Garda  Ramirez  ^. ,  The  ufe  Don  Sancho  mgde  of  this 
calm  was  to^  build  in  the  province  of  Jlava  the  beautiful  town 
ef  Vi^oria^  to  cover  his  country  from  irruptions  on  the  fide 
of  Caftile\  and  he  chofe  the  fituation  fo  happily,  that  in  procefi 
6f  time  it.  became  a  fine  city,  and  the  capital  of  this  country^ 
after  ]t  fell  during  the  reign  of  his  fon  under  the  dominion  of 
the  crown  of  Cajiile^  to  which  it  has  been  united  ever 
fince  ', 

The  deciiion  of  king  Henty  oi  England wzi  not  accepted^  0/^^  mgm 
and  yet  the  truce  ftill  continued.    But  the  king  of  Cqfiile  ^f^Mf 
reflating    that  while   this  mifqnderftanding    continued,    x^aas^  hni 
would  be  always  the  intereft  of  Don  Sancho  to  hinder  as  much  ^^'^  ^f 
i»  in  him  lay  the  fuccefi  of  his  expeditions  againft  the  Moors  \  ^^  ^^*** 
and  alfo  that  the  campaigns  againft  that  monarch  were  at-  S^?-      ^ 
tended  with  great  lofs  of  blood,  and  little  or  no  profit,  i^hile  W"^»  ^f" 
the  common  enemy  was  increafin^  in  ftrengtb,  which  muft  '^.  ^   ^^ 
he  attended  wirb  great  ill  confequences  in  procefs  of  time,  ^^S^  ffjf^ 
lie  demanded  an  interview  with  that  monarch ;  in  which,  '^^l^J-^ 
once  for  all,  they  adjufted.the  difputes  that  had  fo  long  fub-  ^'^ 
iifted,  fettled  the  froiitier  between  both  their  kingdoms,  and 
gave  each  other,  according  to  the  mode  of  thofe  times,  fecu- 
rity  for  the  due  performance  of  thi$  treaty,  which  was  one  ot 
the  greatcft  and  happieft  events  in  his  reign*.     The  king  of 
jiirragon  alfo,  tired  out  with  unfuccefsful  expedition^,  and  de- 
Groud  of  applying   his   attention  to  affairs  *  of  another  na- 
ture^   took  the  hke  method,    and  concluded    a  definitive 
peace. ,  Thus  Don  Sancho  carried  his  two  great  points,  and 
obliged  both  his  potent  neighbours  to  renounce  thofe  prcten- 
ftons  which  ambition  fuggefled,  and  which  for  futh  a  length 
pf   time  had  been  feconded  by  force  ^     One  thing  aimed  at 
by    this  treaty  would  have  been  very  injurious  to  the  interefts 
ot  JNavarre  had  it  taken  place.     The  two  kings  of  Caf^iU 
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and  Arra^on  had  thoughts  of  attacking^  and  reducing  Don 
Pidrokuizd^  Azagra%.yf^ok  independency  gave  them  great 
difquiet.    The  opportunity  was  favourable :  the  king  of  Na^  \ 
varre  could  not  now  defend  him  ^  and  ^ainft  the  combined  forces  i 
of  the  two  crowns,   it  was  impoffible  he  (hould  defend  him*  i 
felf.     In  this  defperate  (ituation  Don  Sancho  fuggefted  to  the 
two  crpwns  he  might  demand  the  protediion  of  the  AUors; 
and  in  that  cafe,  inftead  of  bebg  eafily  fupprefied,  he  might 
prove  a  more  foin^iidable  enemy  than  ever.   The  confederates,  , 
having  confidered  thi99  refolved  to  purfue  their  true  intereft, 
in  aSiog  againft  the  Moors^  referring  the  fiege  oiAlbarradn  to 
a  more  convenient  feafon ".   Richard  the  firft,  king  of  England^ 
having  demanded  Donna  Birengarat  Don  Sanch(f%  eldeft  daugh- 
'     terin  marriage,  he  readily  confented ;  and  that  princeis  being  de« 
livered  tp  queen  Eleanor y  the  king's  mother,  was  by  her  carried 
ifito  Flanders i  and  from  thence  on  board  a  fleet  to  the  iflandof 
A.  D.     Cyprus^  where  their  nuptials  were  folenuiized  on  the  twelfth  of 
ligi.     May  zi  Limiffi'^.     The  very  next  year  the  EngUJh  monardi 
being  in  the  Holy  Ldnd^  the  count  de  Touloufe  attacked  his 
fenefchal  in  Qafcony^  fuppofing  that  he  {hould  d)tain  an  eafy 
conqueft ;  but  the  king  of  Navarret  being  acquainted  with  i^ 
fent  the  infant  Don  Sancho  with  eight  hundred  men  at  arms  to 
the  affiflance  of  the  fenefchal,  which  entirely  difconcerted 
the  count's  fcheme;  \    Thi$  was  one  of  the  lafi  great  a^oos 
of  his  life  ^  for  the  king  being  feized  with  a  conlumptive  <&f- 
temper,  funk  by  Wradual  decay,  breathed,  his  laft  on  die 
A.  D.     twenty- feventh  of  jum,  leaving  behind  him  the  reputation  i 
I J  94*     ^f  being  the  moft  accompliflied  monarch  that  ever  iat  on 
the  throne  of  Navarre  y, 
Accijptmof     Great  hopes  were  conceived  of  Don  S^/^r^^^,  whofuc* 
Don  San-   ceeded  his  father  of  the  fame  name,  and  who  in  the  former 
cho  VIII.  part  of  his  reign  was  firnaiped  the  Strongs  or  the  Brave  i  but 
the  Strong  towards   the   end,    for  a  reafon   that  will   be  given,    At 
Hidden^  Or  Inclofed.    He  was  certainly  a  prince  of  lively  parts» 
as  well  as  (leady  courage ;  but  either  he  did  not  underftand, 
or  at  lead  he  did  not  purfue  the  maxims  of  Don  Sancho  tk 
fVife"^.    Immediately  after  his  acceffion  he  promifed  Don 
Jlonfo  king  of  CaJiiUy  to  bring  him  a  confiderable  reinforce- 
ment, ^n  order  to  enable  him  to  make  head  againft  the  whole 
Arength  of  tbd  Moors ;  and  there  is  no  reafon  to  doubt  that 
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he  woulcl  have  been  as  good  as  his  word,  as  well  as  the  king 
of  Arragoity  who  had  made  the  fame  promife,  in  cafe  that  mo- 
narch had  given  them  time  to  accomplifli  their  defigh.  Bujt 
by  an  unaccountable  ftroke  of  vain- glory,  and  a  prepofterous 
xlefire  of  defrauding  his  allies  of  the  J  uft  (hare  of  reputation) 
he  advanced  with  the  troops  of  Cajile  agkinft  a  numerous 
army  o^  Moorsy  by  which  he  loft  the  great  battle  of  jtlarcosy 
which  might  have  been  fatal  at  leaft  to  his  own  dominions, 
if  the  Infidels  had  profccuted  their  viftory.  The  kings  of 
Nttoatre  and  Arragon  were  fo  much  provoked  at  this  behavi- 
our, that  they  disbanded ^their  forces  :  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  king  of  CtiJiiU  took  this  fo  ill,  that  having  made,  or  ra- 
ther obtained  a  truce  from  the  Moors^  he  made  an  attempt 
Upon  their  dominions ;  but  with  little  fuccefs  *.  Some  time 
after  hd  ftruck  up  an  alliance  with  the  king  of  Arragon^  and 
promifed  to  af&ft  him  in  cafe  he  would  revive  his  old  pretenfions 
to  the  crown  of  Navarre^  The  king  of  Morocco^  being  well 
informed  of  all  that  had  pafled,  as  well  as  the  forces  and  ' 
fdifpofttions  of  thefe  princes,  began  a  fecret  negotiation 
with  the  king  of  Nafuarre ;  by  which  he  promifed  hfm  hb 
daughter,  and  offered,  by  way  of  portion,  to  give  her  all  the 
large  dominions  which  he  held  in  Spain.  Alarmed  on  the  one 
fide,  and  allured  on  the  other,  Don  Sancboj  whofe  ftrength 
lay  rather  in  his  arm  than  in  his  head,  embraced  this  propo- 
fition^  fo  far  at  leaft  as  to  enter  into  conferences  with  the 
emiflaries  of  this  potent  prince  ^  but  with  what  view  cannot  be 
lb  clearly  determined  ^ 

This  intrigue  could  not  be  carried  on  fo  fecretly  as  to  ef-  His  'voyage 
cape  the  knowledge  of  other  Chrifiian  princes  ;  who  there-  '^  Africa, 
upon  attacked  the  charafter  of  the  king  of  Navarre  with  **^'^' ^^' 
.  the  utmoft  marks  of  refentment,  giving  out,  that  he  intended •^^*^^^* 
to  enter  into  a  clofe  alliance  with'  the  Moors^  and  perhaps  to 
abandon  the  Chriftian  religion.   This  induced  him  to  fend  the 
bifhop  of  Pampeluna  to  Rome^  to  affurePope  CeUJlin  the  third, 
that  thefe  were  downright  calumnies,  and|  that  he  intended 
nothing  of  that  kind ;  and  the  pontiff  thereupon  wrote  him  a 
very  tender  and  obliging  letter,  which  is  ftill  extant  S    How- 
ever,  notwitfaftanding  thefe  affurances,'  Don  Sanchoy   being 
perfeftly  informed  that  the  kingsiof  Cqftile  and  Arragon  were 
concluaing  a  peace  with  the  Moort  in  order  to  attack  his  do- 
minions, not  only  perfifted  in  his  negotiations  with  the  In- 
fidels, but  proceeded  at  length  to  quit  his  own  dominions^

turned  without  delay  into  his  owp  territories,  but  was  quickly 
inade  fenfible  that  this  was  alfo  imprafticable  ;  for  the  new 
^  monarch  6i  Morocco  infifted  on  bis  going  with  hini  in  pcrfon 

iagaihft  his  rebels ;  which,  not  being  able  to  avoid,  he  di^ 
with  a  g9od  grace,  and  acquired  great  reputation  by  his  be- 
haviour*. 
Tbi  tings       In  the  mean  time  the  kings  of  Cajl'tle  ^nd  Arragon   did  nol 
^CaftHe   Jet  this  favourable  occafion  flip;  but  attacked  the  kingdom 
^^'^  '^"**  of  JVJw^jrr^  with  all  their  forces.  la  the  very  firft  campaign  the 
I?"  5^f    ting  oi  Arragon  made  himfelf  matter  of  feveral  places,  fome  by 
"   ^r.  force,  and  fome  by  compofition  :    6ut  the  king  of  CqfiiU^ 
^f^  "  though  he  had  the  better  army  of  the  two,  was  by  ho  means 
andmaki    ^^^^  make  fo  rapid  a  progrefs^    He  had.  made' an  irrup- 
great  con-  ^'^^  *^'^  ^^  province  of  Alava^  and  had  na^de  himfelf  maif- 
ter  of  feveral  inconflderable  places,  and  moft  oJF  the  open 
country ;  but  ViSioria^  which  was  well  fortified,  and  had  a 
good  garrifon,  made  a  long  and  obftinate  refiftance ;    fo  that 
ne  was  obliged  to  leave  the  redudion  of  it  to  Don  Lopm  dt 
Haroy  lord  of  Bifiayj  who  brought  It  by  the  beginning  of 
the  next  fpring  into  fuch  a  fituation  that  the  garrifon*  and  the 
inhabitants  defired  leave  to  fend  the  bifhop  of  Pampeluna  intp 
Barbary,  to  know  whether  they  had  any  relief  to  exped;, 
and  promtfed  to  furrender  upon  his  return.   This  was  granted; 
the  bifhop  went  accordingly,  and  the  king  told  him,  that  be 
was  obliged  to  his  faithful  fubje£b  for  the  long  and  gallant  re- 
>Jlftant:e  they  had  malde  ;  but  that  not  having  it  in  his  pow^ 
to  bring  them  any  fuccours,  he  did  not  pretend  to  hinder 
them  from  making  the  beft  terms  they  could  for  themfelves. 
Upon  this'the  inhabitants  of  A^i^^r/tfdemandedv  that*  the  king 
of  Ca/lile  fhould  promife  to  maintain  them  in  all  their  privi- 
leges and  ininnuhities  ;  and  this  being  granted,  they  immedi- 
ately opened  their  gates.    The  fate  of  FUf^ria  not  only  drew 
after  it  the  loJTs  of  the  whole  province,  but  that  alfo  of  Gb/-

Btfcay^  particularly  jthe  port  of  St.  Sebajitan  ;  all  which  were 
from  this  time  united  to  the  king()om  qf  Caflilt^  and  was  an 
irreparable  lofs  to  this  foyerfignty*.  Inftead  of  wondering 
that  fp  much  was  torn  from  the  temt^ries  of  Navarre^  we  havi?  .  ^ 
reafoi?  tp  befurprifed  that  any  thing  was  left,  confidcrjng  thie  ,200* 
power  of  the  monarchs  who  attackedjt,  the  addrefs  by  which 
the  king  of  Cq/lile  gradually  detached  the  crown  of  Frarue^ 
and  the  reft  pf  Don  SanMs2\\\ss^  and  the  fupineneis  of  the 
.  kings  of  Liop  and  Portugal^  who  had  an  intereft  in  preferv- 
ing  a  monarchy  ji^y  which  themfelves  had  been  niore  that^ 
iOnce  preferved  ;  and  this  was  fo  much  the  more  aftonifl^ing  a$ 
^he  alliance  which  had  driveq  Don  Sancho  in  a  n^anner  to  de? 
fpair,  and  the  war  that  had  deprived  him  of  his  domini- 
ons, was  the  pure  effects  pf  jealoufy  an()  apibition,  and  did 
not  proceed  from  any  thing  this  monarch  had  done,  or  at 
leaff  he  had  given  no  adequate  oiFpnce  ^.  The  outcry  made 
;is  to  his  treaty  with  the  Infidel^  being  fully  anfwcred  by  its 
motive,  which  was  that  ill-ufage  he  received  from  Chrif- 
Allans,  without  meeting  witl^  fp  qtiucl^  'a$  one  Chriftiai^ 
friend. 

It  muft  appear  ftrange,  that  tvhile  hJs  fubje£b  were  thus  BonS^n- 
pppreffed,  when  two  foreign  armies  were  in  the  bowels  of  his  <^o  re^ 
couhtry,  Don  Sancho^  who  had  the  reputation  of  being  ib  turns  into 
|>rave  a  piince,  flxould  remain  abroad  in  the  fervice  of  the  bis  territp 
MoarSy  and  without  attempting  to  afford  them  the  leaft  fuc-  «V^»  ana 
icour.    The  writers  of  thofe  times,  however,  own  that  Doa  ^^^^"^ff  ^ . 
Sancho  was  not  inexcufable.    Ht  was  feized,  either  through  /f^.***^'?^ 
fatigue  or  difturbance  of  mind,  with  a  very  dangerous  fever  in  *^ l!^^  ^ 
his  paffage ;    and  this,  either  through  the  malignity  of  the  ^**"^^* 
4tfeafe,  want  of  (kill  in  thofe  who  treated  it,  or  want  of  pa- 
tience in  the  king  himfelf,  fell  into  his  foot,  and  turned  after- 
wards into  a  cancerous  humour,  which  never  couM  be  cured. 
It  1$  mod  probable  that  this  happened  after  his  expedition 
ag^nft  tbpfe  who  had  taker^  up  arms  in  oppofition  to  the  mi- 
ramamolin,  and  that  a3  foo)fi  ^s  he  was  a  little  better  he  pre- 
pared for  hb  return  home*.     We'are  alfo*  told, 'that  though 
he  was  in  the  higheft  credit  with  the  monarch  he  had  fervwl, 
yet  he  abfolutely  refufed  to  make  a  diver^on  in  his  ^vour,  by 
attacking  the  Jcings  of  Cqftile  and  Arragon^  ^  though  he  might 
h^ve  done  it  very  conveniently,  becaufe  he  had  made  a  truce 
for  ten  years,  and  had  fworn  to  the  due  obfervance  of  that

B,ut  he  (hewed  his  gratitude  to  the  king  of  Navarri 
another  way;  for  on  his  departure  he  not  only  loaded  him 
with  prefeiits,  but  furnifhed  him  likewife  with  a  vaft  fum  of 
money,  that  he  might  be  the  better  enabled  to  change  the 
face  of  his  affairs  *=.     He  landed  at  Carthagena,  and  took  his 
meafures  fo  well  that  he  paffed  from  thence  into  his  own  dd- 
miniom  without  being  difcovefcd.     On  the  news  of   hk 
arrival  the  Cajiiliam  raifed  the  fiege  of  a  place  on  the  veiy 
point  of  falling  into  their  hands  K    There  happened  foon  af- 
ter an  event  of  much  greater  importance  :   Don  Diego  Lopez^ 
who  thought  himfelf  ill  treated  by  the  king  oF  Cqfiile  his 
mafter,  revolted  and  withdrew  with  hi^  dependants,  and^  a 
good  body  of  troops  into  Navarre^  from  whence  he  made  in- 
A.  D.    roads  into  the  very  heart  of  Cafiile.    His  mafter,  Don  AUnJi 
laoi.     thiNohU^  marched  with  the  joint  forces  of  CaJiiU  and  Lemi 
againft  him,  and  at  length  (hut  him  up  in  Eftella^  where  he 
made  fb  good  a  defence^  that  the  king  found  himfelf  con-^ 
ftrainei  to  raife  the  fiege  ".     The  Pope  having  received  ex- 
a£t  information  of  the  fituation  of  things  in  Spairty  and  the  ill 
ufage  the  king  of  Navarre  had  met  with,  interpofed  his  good 
offices  ^ ;  and  Don  Diego  LopeZy  having  made  his  peace  with 
his  mafter,  remembered  the  obligations  he  was  under  to  Don 
SanchOf  and  concluded  a  treaty  for  him  upon  the  beft  terms 
that  could  be  obtained  ^.     By  this  the  confumption    that 
wafted  his  ftate  was  for  the  prefent  flopped. 
Sepmeeds     ^^^  ^'^Z  ^'^^  Ac  opportunity  of  this  interval  of  peace, 
wrypru-   ^^^  ^^  ^^^  ^"^^  Arragon  was  alfo  fufpended,  to  put  his  coun- 
dituly  \in  .  ^^7  ^i^to  a  pofture  of  defence,  and  to  repair  the  lodes  be  had 
bis  endear  fuftained  in  fome  meafure,  by  making  better  the  dominions 
«wsr/  to     he  had  left.     He  was  either  by  nature,  or  in  confequence  of 
recover  his  his  misfortunes,  ^extremely  frugal ;    but  this  di(pofition  was  fo 
h'ngdm*    far  from  being  grievous  ^to  his  fubjefls,  that  it  turned  to  their 
benefit;  for,  having  his  coffers  full,  he  remitted  feveral  grievous 
impolitions,  proceeding  o^  the  true  maxim,  that  wherever 
the  people  were  opprcfTed  the  prince  muft  be  poor  p.    This 
had  a  wonderful  efFed ;  for  his  fubje£b  continually  boafted 
that  the  father  was  the  wifeft,  and  the  fon  the  beft  prince 
ever  feated  on  their  throne  :    and  hence  followed  an  event

and  the  country  adj^ent,  finding  themfelves  harrafied  by  the 
continual  wars  of  the  princes  their  fovereigns,  and  thoftf  who 
pretended  to  be  fo,  put  themfelv^  under  the  protedion  of  the 
king  of  Nceuarrip  which  was  a  thing  extremely  commodious 
for  him  in  many  refpcfls.     The  truce  ftill  fubfifting  with    A#  T). 
the  king  ofCa/iilcy  that  monarch  demanded  an  interview  with     1 107* 
Don  Sancho  at  Guadalaxara^  where  it  was  renewed  for  five  yea4r3 ; 
and  Don  Jknfo  at  the  fanxe  time  undertook  to  mediate  a  peace 
with  Jrragon,   On  his  return  from  this  interview  to  Pawpeluna^ 
there  fell  out  a  difmal  accident;  for  the  king's  only  brother, 
Don  Ferdinandj  running  at  the  ring,  was  thrown  by  his  horfe 
againft  a  ftone  pillar,  and  died  upon  the  fpot '. 

Don  Jlonfo  the  Noble^  king  'of  Gaftik^  perceiving  the  ten  P^aceamtt 
years  truce  with  the  Moors  drawing  towards  a  clofe,   and  Arragon 
knowing  how  affiduous  they  had  been  in  improving  the  quar-  ^^Mr/« 
rels  amongft  the  Chrifiian  princes  tP  their  own  advantage, 
reprefented  in  very  ftrong  terms  to  Don  PeJrOy  king  of  Jrra'- 
gotif  the  neceiSty  of  turning,  the  truce  with  Navarn  Into  a 
folid  peace,  that  they  might  be  in  a  Condition  to  a6);  offen- 
fively  againft  the  Infidels,  as  the  moft  efFedual  means  to  pre* 
fcrve  their  own  territories  from  becoming  the  feat  of  war  •. 
Upon  this  remonftrance  an  interview  was  appointed  between 
die  three  kings,  at  a  place  called  Mallm^  'where  a  peace  wa^ 
concluded  between  Don  Sancho  of  Navarre^  and  Don  Pedro 
of  Arragofiy  to*  their  mutual  fatisfa£tton ;    and  at  the  fame 
time  both  kings  promifed  Don  Alonfi  to  bring  the  flower  of 
their  forces  to  nis  affiflance.     But  Hon  Pedro  of  Arragon  inti-r 
mating  that  his  finances  were  in  great  diforder,  Don  Sancho  of 
Navarre  generoufly  offered  to  lend  him  twenty  thoufand  pieces 
o(  gold,  which  he  alfo  performed,  and  had  a  certain  number  of 
cafties  and  towns  conGgned  to  him  to  fecure  the  repayment  ^ 
The  next  year  there  was  another  congrefs  held,  and  the  fol-    ^^  jy^ 
lowing  was  entirely  fpent  ip  preparations;  and  in  the  fucceed*     1209* 
ing  fpring,  the  war  being  xommenced,  Don  Sanchoy  in  per- 
formance of  his  promife,  marched  with  a  fine^orps  of  troops 
to  join  the  Chriftian  army,  and  was  not  only  prefent  com- 
manding the  right  wing  in  the  decifiveviflory  gained  y^iy  the    ^^  jy^ 
1 6th,  but  was,  by  the  uhiverfal  confent  of  all  writers j  the     121 1.* 
principal  inftrument  of  providence  in  obtaining  it ;   for  Don 
Sancho  with  his  cavalry  breaking  the  iron  chain,  and  pene- 
trating into  the  center  of  the  Ajloori/b  army,  compelled  the

R^umi         At  his  return  to  Pamp$lunai  he  refumed  his  former  ^efi^s 
hisdefigni  for  the  benefit  of  his  fubjeds.    He  had  already  inftitutedan 
far  tbt  be  q^^^i  q{  knighthood  for  the  fecwity  of  the  roads,  and  the  pro- 
ne/^  of  hU  tefiion  of  paflengers.     He  now  caufed  a  body  of  laws  to  be 
J^h^  r  V^^^'^^y  which  had  thfe  fame  thing  in  view,"  as  wp|l  as  the 
anat    Je^  fuppreffing  robberies,  murthers,  and  whatever  clfe,  fj-QpAthe 
AfTXw-    violence  of  thofe  times,  carried  in  it  reproach  to  civil  govcm- 
mons.         naent^.     He  caufed  alio  ibmc  convents  to  be  repaired,  and 
others  to  be  ere&ed,  having  chiefly  in  view  the  drawing  peo- 
ple into  his  dominions,  and  increafmg  the  number  of  towns 
and  villages,  which  were  commonly  the  effe£b  of  fuch  fdun-. 
dations.    Hiis  liberality  appeared  fufEciently  upon  thefe  and 
other  public  occafions :    at  others  he  was  fpaifing  to  a  great 
A.  D.    degree,  and  indeed  it  could  not  well  be  otherwife.    The  for- 
1219.     trefs  of  Fiona  he  conftruQed  for  the  fecurity  of  his  country, 
in  cafe  the  fpirit  of  ambition  (hould  revive  in  the  court  of 
Cajlile  I  and  he  took  his  meafures  fo  well,  and  profecuted  his 
defign  with. fuch  vigilance,  that  the  place  was  very  foon  in  a 
pofture  of  defence  *,  and  from  its  happy  fituation  became  in  a 
very  (hort  fpace  of  time  one  of  the  moft  confiderable  places 
in  the  kingdom  *«    He  alfo  repaired  and  improved  fhe  town  of 
Tudela^  which  he  made  the  principal  place  of  his  reiidence, 
partly 'on  account  of  the  excellency  of  its  air,  and  partly  from 
its  vicinity  to  the  frontiers  ofCaftile ;  whence  he  judged  it  ab- 
folutely  necefiary  that  it  fliould  be  rendered  one  of  the  ftroiigeft 
and  moft  populous  places  in  his  dominions.    Here,  as  fome 
writers  ailert,  he  ibut  himfelf  up  dofely  in  the  caftle,  and 
was  feldom  feen.  by  any  but  his  domeftics,  on  accoutit  oif  that 
cancerous  humour,  which  in  procefs  of  time  extended  itfelf 
from  his  foot  upwards ;   and  from  hence  it  is  pretended  that

tiliued  to  form  and  execute  various  fchemes  for  increafing  the 
ji^Oiber,  an<i  promoting, the  welfare  of  his  fubjeds,  in  which 
Providence  blefled  him  with  as  great  fuccefs  as  be  could  de- 
iire.  He  was  alio  equally,  fortunate  in  amaffing  wealth,' by 
leading  almoft  a  private  life,  without  oiFending  his  peopled 

.W£  come  now  to  the  laft  and  moft  obfcure  point  of  this  Don  San- 
prince's  hiftory.     Son;ke  writers,   and  particularly  Mariana^  ^o  adopu 
fay,  that  being  very  old  and  infirm  his  fubje£ls  began  to  flight  James  iii^ 
his  authority,  infomuch  that  there  were  various  fedidons  ia  ^ Arra- 
Pampeluna ;   that  thefe  were  excited  by  his  ndphew  Thibaut^  gO"»  ^^f*" 
carl  of  Champagney  who  being  his  next  heir  was  weary  of  ?^^^^'' 
waiting  for  the  crown  till  it  fell  of  itfelf,  and  was  therefore  ^''^^^^w. 
defirous  of  fliaking  it  ofF  the  old  man's,  head.    They  add^ 
that  Lopez  Diaz  de  Haro^  lord  of  B'tfcay^  had  invaded  Na^ 
varre,  and  committed  great  outrages  there,  which  he  attri' 
buted  to  the  ambition  of  St.  Ferdini^d;   and  upon  thefe  mo* 
tives,  it  is  faid,  he  invited  ^losw^i  king  of  Jrragon  to  Ti'.dela, 
where  after  many  conferences,  in  which  he.invpighed  bitterly 
againft  the  want  of  fidelity  and  duty  in.  his  nephew,  and  the 
exorbitant  luft  pf  dominion  in  I>on  Ferdinand^  he  made  ^ 
agreement  with  the  king  oi  Arragon^  that  thby  Ihould  recipror 
cally  adopt  each  other,  in  order  that  the  fMrvivor,  being  pof^ 
feft  of  both  kingdoms,  might  have  power  fufficient  to  defend 
their  independency,  and  to  prote£b  their  fubjedts  in  the  en^ 
joyment   of    their    liberties.      He    alfo   lejpt.  him  at    this 
tioie  one  hundred  thouland  crowns,  that  he.  might  be  the 
|)etter  able'to  profecute  his  wars  againft  x}[it  Moors*.  .The 
adoption  and  the  loan  are  things  certain ;    but  the  other  ci^- 
pumftances,  as  they  are  very  improbable,  fo  they  are  far  from  .  -^ 
being  well  fupported.    The  whole  of  this  tranfa£lion,  when 
clofeiy  and  impartially  examined,  may  (Perhaps  be  reduced  to  r    . 

this.  Don  Sancho  being  grown  old,  and  having  nothing  at 
lieart  fo  much  as  the  welfare  of  his  fubje£b,  believed  that  as 
the-lail  heir  male  of  Don  Garcia  Ramir^Zy  h^  might  call  to 
the  fuccdHon  whom  he  pleafed,  by  way  of  adoption  ;  and 
|ie  preferred  James  king  of  Arragon^  as  defcehded  .from  5tf«- 
cho  thie  Greats  in  hopes  that  the  kingdom  oi  Navarre  might 
jparticipate  of  the  mapy  advantages  daily  flowing  to  Arragon^

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ftom  the  martial  fpirit  and  great  capacity  of  this  vidorious 
prince,  who,  if  his  pretefifions  ha<}  not  heen  this  way  adtnit- 
ted,  might  cafily  fwallow  it  up  by  conqueft.    That  this  was 
•   really  the  cafe,  and  that  there  was  no  retiprocal  adoption,  ap- 
pears manifeftly  from  the  condudt  pf  king  James^  who  the 
very  next  year,  and  during  the  life* time  of  this  prince,  caufed 
I         the  ftates  of  his  kingdom  to  fwear  allegiance  to  his  fon, 
which  would  have  been  a  wanton  infraAion  of  his  treaty  with 
the  king  <A  Navarre^  had  it  been  really  made  oh  thefe  terms  ^ 
It  is  al£  probable  that  what  is  faid  of  the  count  of  Cbampagm 
h  faid  Without  foundation,  fince  it  is  a  fad  out  of  difpute  iliat 
this  prince,  to  pleafe  his  uncle,  aAually  did  homage  to  the 
king  of  Jirag9n^  in  prejudice  of  his  own  right,  which  cer- 
tainly he  would  never  have  done  if  he  had  been  of  fuch  a 
temper  as  is  fuggefted,  or  if  he  had  had  fo  ftrong  a  party  in 
Navarre  :    b  that  after  all  the  truth  feems  to  be,  Don  SaH^ 
€ho  was  fo  univerfally  beloved  by  his  Aibjedls,  that  they  fub- 
mitted  implicitly  to  his  will,  not  becaufe  he  was  an  abfolute 
prince,  but  becaufe  a  long  and  wife  adminiftrarion  had  given 
.   «^     them  an  entire,  confidence  in  him,  which  is  true  abfolute 
1212;     V^^^ »  *"**  ^^^  nephew  Don  Thibaut  took  this  extraordinary 
^  *'    ftep  of  relinquifliing  what  he*  took  to  be  his  right,  as  well  to 
pleafe  the  people,  as  to  pleafe  his  uncle  ^,  who  in  hGt  had 
nothing  elfe  in  view,  but  to  provide  for  their  future  happinefi 
and  pcrfefk  independency,  by  procuring  them  a  potent  pro- 
tedor  when  he  (hould  be  no  more.    The  courfe  of  the  hifto- 
ly,  we  flatter  ourfelves,  will  convince  the  reader  that  thcjfe 
conjedures  are  founded  in  truth ;  and  that  Don  Sancbo,  tho* 
he  led  a  life  of  continual  pain  and  mifery,  and  was  now  bro* 
ken  With  old  age  and  many  infirmities,  was  notwithftanding  a 
wife,  a  great,  and  a  good  prince  to  the  laft. 
Puah  9/       The  generality  of  hiftorians  inform  us,    that  after  this 
JDMvSan-    Don  Sopuho  led  a  very  uneafy  and  unfettled  life,  fometimes 
cho  VIII.  inclined  to  embark  his  adopted  fon  the  king  of  Arragon  in  a 
war  with  Coftile^  and  at  others  out  df  humour  with  that  piince, 
as  well  as  difpleafed  with  his  own  fubjeds  ''•    But  it  is  very 
doubtful  whether  thefe  fa6h  be  true.    It  is  at  leaft  certain, 
that  tbofe  who  report  them  fall  into  evident  confufion  in 
refpeA  to  dates,  and  intermix  various  circumflances,  as  to 
which  the  hiftorians,  who  lived  in  or  near  thofe  times,  are 
altogether  filent.    There  may,  however,  be  good  grounds  to 
fuppofe,  that  Don  Sancho  might  be  much  chagrined  at  the 
forefight  of  thofe  evils  that  were  like  to  come  upon  his  fub»-

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jeds  by  bis  dying  not  only  cbildlefs^  but  without  \^vtt  hide 
ctf  the  whole  bloo^;.  His  eld^ft  fifter  Berengara  had  married 
Richard  king  of  England^  who  died  without  ifllie^  His 
younger  iifter  Donnai  Sancha^  who  efpqufed  the  count  oiChem'* 
papu  and  jSri/,  had  left  by  him  a  (bo^  Don  Thihaut,  who 
Succeeded  in  his  fatber'a  eftates,  and  was.aow  upwards  of  thir** 
ty,  whofe  accefiion  tO'the  thrcMie.pf  JV^v^irr/  the  king  judged 
inexpedient  for  himfelf  and  for  the  nation ;  for  be  apprehendcii  ' 
that  if  he  came  into  Naviarri  his  hei'edttary  .pofieffions  vmsAA 
fiiiier  extremely  ;'and  that  on  the  odfer  hand»  if  he  paid. only 
a  proper  attention  to  his  patrimony,  it  Would  excite  great  di(^ 
turbancesand  fa^Aions  in  Kavarre.  On  the  other  handy  the 
king  o{  Arragon  was  defcended  from  the  male  line' of  the 
kings  of  Navarre^  his  territories  had  been  formerly  united  td 
that  crown^  the  laws  were  nearly  the  fame,  and  thefe^  with 
other  caufes,  had  detennined  the  king  to  a3  as  he  did  ;  and  , 
for  a  ti^e  all  parties  feemed  to  acquiefce  in  his  plan  ^.  But; 
the  people  of  Navarre  afterwards  changing  their  minds,  we 
may  very  eafily  conceive  bow  their  hifk>rians  came  to  impute 
to  age,  infirmities,  and  a  fplenetic  difpofition^  that  proje^  of 
thdr  king's,  which  in  reality  proceeded  from  his  2veal  for 
their  welfare.  However  this  might  be,  Hon  Sancho  tnAQA 
bis  days  ztTudela  on  the  feventh  of  April  one  thou&nd  two> 
hundred  thirty-four  ;  in  whom  expired  the  male  line  of  Don> 
Garcia InigueZy  after  they  had  heldthe  kingdom  of -Win/<7rr/ near 
four  hundred  years.

The  clergy,  nobility,  and  ^to^lt  o^  Navarre^  as  foonas  the^jijijiiutl^ 
king  was  dead,  determined,  notwithftanding  all  that  had  palied,  fucceeds  bis 
t^  call  his  nephew  the  earl  oi  Champagne  to  the  fucceffion,  pre-  uncle^ 
ferring  as  it  feems  th^  independency  of  their  crown  to  their  own- 
interefts,  which  had  been  very  exculable  in  Don  Sancha,  v/hat*- 
ever  it  might  be  in  them.    However,  that  they  might  proceed' 
with  caution  and  fafety,  they  fent  deputies,  taking /tf»»^  of-<^r- 
ragofiy  to  let  him  know  their  refolution,  and  to;"defire  that  he 
would  releaf<b  thena  from  the  homage  which  they  had  fwoFn  to 
him  at  the  requeft,  and  purely  with  a  view  to.  gratify  their  de- 
ceafed  king,  which  that  monarch  readily  granted  ^.  Some  indeed' 
fay,  that  he  diflembled '^,  and  that  he  afterwards  endeavouFed' 
to  vindicate  his  right  by  arms,  which  does  not  appear  ;  birt^ 
the  contrary,  as  will  be  hereafter  feen  very  plainly.    This

rcpig  not  a  little  chagrined  at  this  misfortune,  which,  how-    A.  D» 
ever,  did  no  prejudice. to  his  reputation,  fince  it  was  on  all     124.0^ 
han^s  allowed  that  Ms  behaviour  was  without  blame ;   that 
the  mifchiefs  whi(Ji  had  happened  arofe  from  difobeying  his 
orders  s   and  that  it  was  owing  to  his  prudence  and  patience 
that  fo  great  a  part  of  the  army  was  preferved  atul  brought 
home^.     His  fubjeSs .  received  him  with  great  fatisfa^ion,- 
and  the  pofture  of  affairs  in  Spain  left  him  at  full  liberty  to 
gratify  his  natural  inclination  to  improvements  of  all  kinds, 
which  he  purfued  to  his  own  fatisfaftion,  and  to  the  no  fmall 
pleafure"^  of   his '  Aibje£b,  by  whom  he  was   generally  and  ^      -  .  \ 
defervedly  beloved. 

.   The  preceding  monarchs^  of  ^^v^rr^  had  bounded  their  ff/V  ntf arm 
views  by  erecting  fortreiTes,  churches*  or  convents  ;  but-Don-^^v^*' 
Thihaut  introduced  elegance  and  magnificence,  as  well  as  uti-  **'^^**^- 
lity.     His  genius,  admirable  in  itfejf,  had  been  cultivated  by  '^T^^ 
an  excellent  education,  and  by  travel,  which  fumiOied  him-^.  /j^^ 
with  notions  much  fuperior  to  thofe  of  princes  unaffifted  by. 
thefe  advantages.    He  brought  with  him  from  the  Eafi  many* 
diiFerent  kinds  of  rich  fruits  into  his  territories  in  France^  and 
thefe  he  tranfplanted  again  into  Navarre^  to  which  the  people 
of  that  country  owe  their  moft  delicate  wines,  very  little  infe- 
rior to  thofe  of  Ftdnce-y  and  an  excellent  fort  of  pears,  whicb 
in.  bpilour  of  him,  and  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  this 
prince,  are  called  Thibaudiries,     He  was.  ftill  more  careful 
with  regard  to  agriculture,  which  hitherto  his  fubjeds  had 
pradifed  but  rudelv,  and  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the  foil  and 
climate  were  unjulily  reproached  for  what  was  in  truth  owing- 
to  their  want  of'^fkill  and  application.     He  built  fome  palaces  ^^^  jy^ 
bimfelf,  which  remain  no  contemptible  monuments  of  his     1247. 
tafte';  and,  led  by  his  example,  many  of  the  nobility  did  the 
like,  fothat  in  a  ihoft  tiipe  the  court  of  Naiua^re  became 
one  of  the  moft  brilliant  in, Spain  p»     But  as  human  happinef? 
£s  never  folid  or  fincere,  fo  what  Don  Sancho  hzd  forefe&n, 
in  procefs  of  time  came  actually  to  pa&  ;    that  is,  the  nobility 
began  to  form  cabals  againft  him,  which  he  was  compelled 
to  pacify  by  grants  of  offices  aM  lands,  to  the  great  impo- 
veriihment  df  bis  treafury,  and  with  fon^e  dimunition  of  hia

A.  D.    fufion  "i.   At  length,  after  a  tedious  ftruggle,  the  king  accbm- 

1249.  modated  matters  with  the  bifhop,  who  thereupon  removed  the 
excommunication'.  There  remained,  however,  fo  many 
doubts  a|id  fcruples  on  the  minds  of  the  more  ignorant  part 
of  his  fubje^,  that  he  found  it  abfolutely  requifite  to  go  to 
Rmnit  in  order  to  obtain  a  general  ;ibfoltrtion  from  tl^e  Pope, 
which  was  gradually  granted  to  him '. 

Itmainder  Aftbr  his  return  things  went  on  quietly  enough ;  and 
•fbts  reigit  he  continued  to  govern  and  to  adorn  his  territories  with  die 
md  dioth^  loVeof  hfe  ful:ge£b,  and  the  efteeni  of  his  neighbours,  to  the 
A;  D.  time  of  his  deceafe,  which  happened  on  the  eighth  cXJuly^  when 
1255.  be  was  in  the  flower  of  his  age»  and  very  little  turned  of  fifty. 
He  had  a  graceful  perfon,  was  excellently  ikiUed  in  muuc 
and  p6etry,  a  greait  lover  of  learning  and  leairhed  men.  His 
rei^utation  for  courage  fo  well  cftabliflied,  that  none  of  his 
neighbours  were  willing  to  provoke  him ;  and  his  apibitioh 
fi>  regulated  by  his  rdped  to  juftice,  that  he  made  no  at- 
tempts to  their  prejudice  K  He  was  thrice  married*;  firft  to 
the  daughter  of  the  count  of  Mitz^  from  whom  he  was  di- 
vorced by  the  Pope,  and  by  whom  he  had  no  ifliie ;  die  fe- 
cottd  was  the  daughter  of  the  lord  of  Beaujeuy  by  whon^  he 
had  Donna  Bbntca,  who  efpoufed  Johrtj  firnamed'  the  Red, 
duke  of  Bretaghi  \  His  laft  confort  was  Margaret,  dao^tec 
tb.th<^  count  de  Foix,  by  whom  he  had  three  fons,  Tbibaut, 
Pedro,  and  Henry,  the  firft  aiid  laft  fucceffively  kings  of  iV^- 
varrei  and  a  daugh^eV,  Donna  .<^^r,  whomotbers'callZ^^ 
nura,  married  ten  years  before  her  father's  death  to  Don  Al- 
varoPtreude  Azagra,  lord  oi  AWarracin'^.  On  his  death- 
bed he  recommended  the  queen  and  her  children  to  the  pro- 
tection of  the  king  of  Arragm,  with  whom  he  bad  alwiay^ 
lived  in  peace  and  friendfhip.  An  inconteftable  proof  tbai^ 
Alariana  and  the  reft  of  the  hiftorians  who  fufpe3  his  can-

The  fame  hiftorians,  who  reprefcnt  king  5^tf;w^i  of  y/rr^/-  Thihaut 
gon  as  a  diiTembler  in  the  cafe  of  his  renunciation,  beftow  on  IL/uceeeiii 
hirii  the  higheft  praifes,  in  regard  to  that  fpirit  and  punflua-  his  father^ 
lity  with  which  he  executed  his  charge  as  guardian  to  the  ««^  f^* 
royal  family  oi  Navarre.    They  tell  us  that  he  went  in  per-  p^oteBioit 
fon  to  Pampeluna  9  contrafted  an  alliance  ofFenfive  and  defen-  ^ J^n*^* 
five  with  the  young  king  againft  Caftile-y  treated  of 'a  marri-  ^^  ^f 
age  between  him  and  his  daughter ;  and  entered  into  other  en-  '^'^^S^"* 
gagements,  which  were  ratified  and  confirmed  by  a  fubfequent 
treaty,  after  the  king  of  Navarre  became  of  age  ^.     But  per- 
haps thofe  come  nearer  the  truth  who  content  themfelves  with 
faying,  the  king  of  Arragon  difcharged  his  truft  with  fidelity, 
by  which  the  two  kingdoms  enjoyed  peace^and  happinefs  for 
feveral  years.     The  queen  dowager.  Donna  Margaret^  went     a.  D. 
to  make  a  tour  into  her  fon's  eftates  in  France^  where  Ihe  was     1 156* 
feized  with  a  diftemper  that* very  foon  condu6ted  her  to  her 
tomb,  which  (he  found  in  the  monaftery  of  Clervaux.     The 
death  of  the  queen  his  mother  made  it  rcquifite  for  the  young 
king 'to  take  a  tour  into  France^  and  was  on  the  very  point 
of  beginning  his  journey,  when  he  underftood  that  feme  of 
his  fubjeds  had  made  an  inroad  on  the  territories  of  the  king 
of  Arragon.    Upoa  this  he  gave  that  king  the  ftrongeft  affu- 
ranees,  not  only  of*  its  being  done  without  his  privity  or  con- 
fent,  but  alfo  of  his  fincere  intention  to  give  him  adequate 
fatisfa£iion,  in  cafe  any  of  the  offenders  fliould  fall  into  his 
hands  %  by  which  he  prevented  any  mifunderftandings  between 
the  two  crowns,  and  gave  the  world  a  juft  idea  of  his  own 
charader.     He  then  proceeded  in  his  defign  of  vifiting  his 
territories  in  France^  where  his  prcfence  was  very  acceptable, 
and  where,  by  his  mildnefs  and  afFftble  behaviour,  he  efla- 
blifhed  his  reputation  as  a  moft  accomplifhed  prince,  which  ' 

induced  St.  Z^w/j  to  invite  him  to  his  court,  and  to  propofe 
to  him  a  very  advantageous  alliance,  which  he  received  with  . 
great  refpedi,  and  very  willingly  accepted  both  the  invitation 
and  the  propofitio.n  that  attended  it,  a&  being  equally  honour- 
able in  itfelf,  and  very  advantageous  as  his  afFairs  were  then 
circumftanced,  which  was  a  father  proof  of  his  penetration 
and  capacity,  and  proved  in  many  refpefls  high\y  beneficial 
to  his  fubjeds.

France)  for  in  the  tranfaflions  of  thefe  times  the  more  authorities  that 
andejpovfes  occur,  the  more  difFerences  commonly  happen  with  regard 
^-^tl^J^^i^  to  dates  \  but  as  to  fafls  we  may  report  them  with  greater 
certainty.  King  Lewis  confented  to  his  marriage  with  his 
daughter  Ifabely  provided  h«  compromifed.  the  claim  made  by 
his  fifter  the  dutchefs  o^  Bretagne  upon  parts  of  his  eftatcs  in 
France^  which  was  done  by  the  grant  of  an  annuity,  of  three 
thoufand  livres  per  annum^  which,  as  the  French  hiftorian  ob- 
ferves,  fall  but  little  (hort  of  thirty  thoufand  livres  at  this  day*. 
This  and  all  other  points  being  adjufted  to  the  mutual  fatis- 
fadlion  of  both  princes,  the  marriage  was  celebrated  at  Melun^ 
where  Don  Thibaut  received,  as  the  portion  of  the  pfinccfe 
Elizabeth,  ten  thoufand  livres,  being  the  fame  fum  that  was 
given  to  her  fifter^.  This  marriage  gave  him  a  great  intercft 
at  the  court  of  France^  which  he  employed  in  favour  of  his  I 
fi  iend  and  guardian  the  king  pf  Arragon ;  and  was  very  in- 
ftrumental  in  making  that  treaty  by  which  all  difputes  were 
compromifed,  and  all  claims  regulated  between  the  two 
crowns'^.  He  continued  for  fome  time  after  this  in  Frarut^ 
where  he  conftituted  his  brother,  the  icfant  Don  Pedroy  go- 
vernor of  Champagne^  which,  however,  he  did  not  long  en- 
joy, being  removed  by  death  when  he  was  a  very  young  man'. 
On  his  return  into  Navarre  fome  difputesl  arofe  between  him 
and  his  nobility,  who  entered  into  a  league  againft  him,*anit 
chofe  one  of  their  number  to  oppofe  all  ads  of  their  fovereigo^ 
which  they  judged  to  be  inconfiftent  with  therr  privilege 
But  the  Pope,  having  intelligence  of  this,  di reded  the  arcb* 
biftiop  of  Bourdeaux  to  make  a  tour  into  Navarre^  a\id  to  \A 
his  beft  endeavours  to  put  an  end  to  thefe  heart-burnings  aol 
jealoufies,  which  he  did  very  effedually®.  This  Pope  .w» 
Urban  the  fourth,  who  died  the  fame  year,  as  appears  by  tbtf 
king's  letters  of  felicitation  to  his  fucceflbr. 

The  death  of  his  brother  before-mentioned  made  itrequi- 
fite  for  the  king  to  return  again  into  FrTince^  as  well  to  pro-j 
againy  and  cure  a  fit  marriage  for  the  infant  Don  Henry ^  his  only  fun«*!

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The  lady  upon  whom  he  had  caft  his  eyes  was  Donna  Con^ 
^antia^  the  daughter  abd  heirefs  of  Don  Gajion  de  Mmcada^ 
vifcount  oi  Bearky  which  would  have  been  a  very  advanta- 
geous alliance  if  it  had  taken  place.     In  his  return  to  JViz-     A*D- 
'  varre  he  received  for  his  vaffals  th6  counts  of  Cohforans^  Com-     1265. 
mingesy  and  EJiarac^  not  that  their  eftates  fell  to  the  crown  of 
Navarre^  as  fome  have  thought,  but  bccaufe  it  was  the  cuf- 
torn  in  thofe  days  for  the  leffer  nobility  to  engage  themfelves 
in  the  fervice  of  great  princes,  to  follow  them  in  their  wars 
when  required,  for  which  they  had  an  annual  penfion  in  time 
of  peace  ^    In  all  probability  the  king  might  then  have  in  view 
the  expedition  which  he  foon  afterwards  undertook.     Pope 
Clement  the  fourth  having  prevailed  upon  St.  Lewis  gf  France 
to  affume  theCrofs,  in  which  expedition  he  was- accompanied 
by  his.fons-in-law  TA/^<7«/  king  of  Ncn^arre^    and  Edward 
prif^ce  of  England,    This,  and  the  preparations  requifite  for 
aflembling  an  army,  and  equipping  a  fleet,  took  up  a  confi- 
derable  fpace,  during  which  the  king  negociated  and  con- 
cluded a  marriage  between  his  brother  the  infant  Don  Henry ^ 
to  whom  he  committed  the  regency,  and  the  princefs  Blanch^ 
daughter  to  Robert  count  of  Artois^  brother  of  St.  Lewis,  with 
whom  he  obtained  the  county  of  BJmms  2,     On  the  return  of     A*  ^* 
his  brother  into  Navarre^  he  confided  to  queen  Ifahel  the  go-    .  *  209. 
vernment  of  Champagne^  and  the  reft  of  the  territories  that  he 
held  \x\  France  \  and,  by  the  interpofition  of  St.  Lewis^\iz  . 
renewed  for  five  years  more  a  truce  formerly  concluded  under 
the   fame  mediation  with  the  king  oi  England^  in  refpefl:  to 
the  toWn  of  Bayonne,  upon  which  he  formed  fome  pretenfions. 
In   fine,  all  obftacles  being  removed,  he  embarked  with  his 
troops  in  order  to  follow  his  father-in-law,  who  was  already 
failed  with  his  fleet  and  forces  to  Sicily^  \  and  Nvith  him  went 
many  lords  of  Champagne  and  Navarre. 

In  the  abftnce  of  the  king  a  civil  war  broke  out  in  Cajlile^  ^i^  broiher 
and  the  infant  Don  Philip,  who  embarked  therein  againft  his  ^^^  ^^i^ 
father,  went  into  Navarre^  to  perfuade  the  regent  to  fupport  ^"^  goyerns 
him  and  the  reft  of  the  nobility  in  their  pretenfions;    but  ^y  ^^^S;

large  conceflions  in  his  favoury^^ith  refpe£t  to  thofe  provinces  ^^n^/ij^^i^ 
and   their  dependencies,  which  nad  heeti  detached  from  ^^^  ab fence. 
kingdom  oi Navarre^  with  little  appearance  of  right,  in  former 
reigns,  yet  he  v  ^ry  wifely  anfwered,  that  tho' he  adminiftred

,  the  misfortunes"  that  he  met  with  in  his  family,  and  the  op-  dignity  buh 
pofition.  given  him  by  the  infant  Don  Pedro  of  Arragon^  who  ^.  fi^^ 
pretended  to.  revive  thofe  pretenfions  which  his  father,  ftill  ^^^^' 
living,  had  difclaimed.  This  king  having  married  the  niece  A.  D. 
of  St.  Lewis,  depended  on  the  friend(hip  and  afliftance  of  his  1271. 
coufin  king  Phijip 'y  and  governed  fo  fleadily  that  tho*  his 
neighbours  were  willing  enough  to  have  given  him  drftur- 
bance,  yet  perceiving  him  always  in  a  condition  to  defend  his 
territories,  they  did  not  think  fit  to  attack  him  ^.  He  had  by 
his  queen  a  fon,  called  after  his  father  and  brother  Thibautj 
.  who  was  bred  up  at  EJlella^  where,  as  fome  writers  fay,  his; 
nurfe  let  him  h\\  out  of  a  gallery,  by  which  he  w^s  killed 
upon ,  the  fpot  P.  Others  affirm,  that  it  happened  thro' the. 
carcleflhefs  of  his  governor,  who  in  a  fitof  defpair  threw  him- 
felf  frdm  the  fame  gallery,  and  periflied  with  him  ^.  Befides 
this  fon  he  had  a  daughter^  the  infanta  Donna  JooTina,  abou|: 
two  years  old  at  the  time  this  lamentable  event  happened, 
whom  he  immediately  caufed  to  be  acknowledged  heirefs  of 
the  crown  by  the  ftates '.  '  He  not  long  after  made  a  treaty 
with  EdiJuard  the  firft,  king  of  England^  by  which  he  pro- 
mifed  to  give  this  princefs  in  marriage  to  one  of  his  fons,  when 
ihe  fhould  attain  to  a  fit  age  *.  But  it  is  very  probable  this 
circumdance  was  not  made  public,  fince  many  hifiorians  af- 
firm,, iYiTit  James  king  of  Arragon,  in  hopes  of  marrying  hen' 
to  a  prince  of  his  bbod,  concluded  ain  alliance  with  king 
Henry^  which  was  of  no  fmall  advantage  to  his  affairs.  He 
did  not,  however,  furvive  long  enough  to  avail  hirtifelf  of

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thofe  troubles  that  might  have  given  him  an  opportunity  of 

recovering  fome  of  the  provinces  which  he  claiified,  as  dif- 

meml^ered  from  his  monarchy  by  the  kings  of  C^//pj  for  as 

moft  v^riters  agree,  he  was  choaked  with  fat  on  the  twenty- 

•    fecond  of  y«/p,  one  thoufand  two  hundred  and  feventy-four, 

leaving  his  daughter  fole  heirefs  of  his  dominions,  under  the 

tutelage  of  the  queen  dowager',  whom  fome  hiftorians  call 

Blanch^  others  yoan  of  jfrtois^  ahid  Ferreras  mentions  her  by 

hpth  names.

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cafe ;  but  as  the  tranfaSion  before  us  is  in  kfelf  of  a  very  cu- 
jious-nature,  one  of  th^  moft  important  that  ever  happened 
with  regard  to  the  kingdom. of  Navarre^  and  which  had  fome 
degree  of  influence  on  the  affairs  oi  Europe  in  general,  it  is 
requifite  that  we  fliould  explain  it  more  particularly ;  the  ra- 
ther becaufe  both  the  French  and  Spanifn  hiftorians,  who  have 
treated  this  fubje<ft,  are  not  in  all  refpefls  fo  impartial  as  one 
could  wilh ;  and  therefore  it  is  ileceflary  to  confider  and  com- 
pare the  feveral  relations  they  have  given  us,  in  order  to  dif- 
cover  the  truth,  which  is  all  we  aim  at,  as  not  having  any 
kind  of  byifs  to  fway  us  either  on  this  fide  or  on  that  in  the 
difpute  ^

ana^  the'  firft  ftrong  place  he  befieged,  made  fo  good  a  re- 
fiftance,  that  after  confiderable  lofs  he  was  obliged  to  retire  ^ 
On .  the  other  fide,  yames  king  of  Arragon  was  grown  old  and- 
feeble  in  body  and  in  miridj  the  infant  Don  Pedro^  his  heir  . 
apparent,  fet  up,  as  we  have  obferved,  a  kind  of  cl^im  to  Na^ 
varre^  but  managed  it  with  a  great  fhewof  temper  and  mode- 
ration  ;  oflFered  the  ftates  the  choice  of  either  of  his  fons  for 
the  young  queen,  and  to  leave  him  in  the  entire  pofleilion  of 
the  kingdom,  with  a  promife  of  fuch  fuccours  as  (hould  be 
ncceflary  to  defend  them  againft  Caftile  ^.  .  It  was  this  that

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engaged /Don  Pedro  Sanchez  deMontagUf  arid  other  noblemen 
of  the  firft  houfes  in  Navarre^  to  lean  to  his  party;  fo  thatthc 
kingdom  in  general,  moft  of  the  great  towns  in  particular, 
and  the  city  of  Pampeluna  more  efpecially,  flood  divided  into 
three  faftions,  the  Cajiiliartj  the  Jrragoftian^  and  the  Frefd, 
f^hilip  the  Hardy  had  received  and  fuccoured  the  queen  wiA 
great  generofity  ;  but  he  likcwife  had  his  views,  and  wa«  in 
truth  more  nearly  interefted  than  either  of  the  other  princes^. 
T^he  young  queen  was  heire6  of  Champagne  and  Briit  in  the 
very  heart  of  his  dominions ;  he  judged,  therefore,  and  it  was 
very  natural  for  him  to  judge,  thait  there  could  noibe  a  more 
expedient  match  for  this  young  princefs  than  one  of  his  fow, 
and  he  had  three  by  his  firft  queen,  Lewis^  Philips  and 
Charles.  His  own  inclination  was  to  marry  her  to  the  eldeftj 
but  Pope  Gregory  the  tenth,  tho'  he  had  a -great  kindncfsfor 
the  king,  woula  not  hear  of  this  ;  and  a  difpenfation,  accord- 
ing to  the  mode  of  thofe  times,  being  neceffary,  he  was 
obliged  to  accept  that  favour  in  behalf  of  Philips  who  cf- 
poufed,,  or  rather  was  contrafled  to  that  princefs  by  the  ton- 
ient  of  the  queen  her  mother  ^ :  and  this  anfwcred  the  king's 
purpofe  much  better  than  his  own  choice  would  have  done; 
for  Lewis  being  quickly  after  poifoned,  Philip  became  his  heir, 
and  confequently  all  the  dominions  and  eftates  of  the  young 
queen,  which  was  what  he  aimed  at,  were  annexed  to  the 
crown  8.  Having  ftated  this  matter  clearly,  let  us  now  pro- 
ceed to  the  thread  of  the  hiftory. 

As  foon  as  things  were  thus  far  fettled,  the  queen  dowager 
of  Navarre^  by  the  advice  of  king  Philips  dccUred  Euftaie  dt 
JBeaumarcbais  {tndchzl  o^Thoidoufe^  viceroy  or  regent  of  Ai- 
iarre^  and  fent  him  with  a  good  corps  of  troops  to  take  pof- 
feflion  of  his  government.  He  met  with  greater  fuccefi  than 
could  well  have  been  expefied  ;  for  he  not  only  penetrated 
into  Navarre^  but  got  poffeiBon  alfo  of  part  of  the  city  of 
Pampeluna  K  A  foreigner,  whh  the  title  of  regent,  fiipported 
by  an  army  of  ftrangers,  could  not  be  very  welcome  to  a  free 
people,  who  had  enjoyed  them  Jong,  and  were  therefore  veiy 
jealous  of  jheir  liberties.  But  Eujface  was  a  wife  man,  be- 
haved with  great  moderation  to  fuch  as  fubmitted,  and  pu- 
fiifhed  thofe  who,  taking  advantage  of  the  fituation  things 
were  in,  committed  either  murthers  or  robberies,  with  great

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feverity,  which  foon  gained  hitn  refpefl,  and  in  procefs  of 
time  affedion  K  However,  Don  Garcia  Jlnuravides  held  one 
part  of  the  city^  with  his  faflion,  in  favour  of  CaJiiU\  Don 
Pedro  Sanchez  de  Montagu  had  alfo  a  corps  of  troops  with- 
out, and  looking  upon  Eujlace  as  one  who  had  deprived 
him  of  his^poft,  patched  up  an  agreement  witli  Don  (p^Traa, 
conftrained  the  French  viceroy  and  his  garrifon  to  retire  into 
die  ca(Ue,  and  held  them  uiere  befiegbd.  As  foon  as  this 
was  known  in  France^  an  army  was  alTembled  for  the  relief 
of  Navarre^  and  the  command  of  it  given  to  the  king's  un* 
cle,  Robert  count  oi  Jrtoisy  and  father  to  the  queen  dowager  ^m 
The  malcontents  had  feized  all  the  pafTes  in  Navarre ;  but 
the  count  making  a  feint,  marched  his  army  thro'  the  territo* 
ries  of  Arragon^  and  appeared  before  Pampeluna  on  Chrijimas^ 
eve,  Don  Garcia  de  Almoravides  fufpefiing  Don  Pedro  de 
Montagu^  caufed  him  to  be  afiaflinjted,  and  demanded  very 
importunately  the  aid  of  Ca/iile :  upon  which  {Don  Jlonfif 
marched  a  powerful  army  to  fupport  him ;  but  underftanding 
the  ftrength  of  the  count  de  Jrtois^  and  how  well  he  was 
pofted,  fuddenly  retired  *•  Don  Garcia^  havings  early  intelli- 
gence of  this,  pretended  to  receive  news  of  a  very  different 
kind ;  and  cauiing  great  rejoicings  to  bemade  in  that  quarter  of 
the  town  which  he  heM,  took  an  opportunity  in  the  night  to 
flip  out,  and  withdrew  with  his  chief  partizans  into  the  domi- 
nions of  Cajiile.  His  fadion,  thus  deferted,  fent  to  the  count 
fit  Artois  to  demand  terms,  whodirefled  the  conftable  Imbert 
to  fettle  the  capitulation-.  While  this  was  doing,  fome  of  the 
ibldiers  perceiving  that  the  garrifon  had  quitted  their  pofls 
fcaled  the  walls,  and  having  admitted  their  companions,  put 
to  the  fword  all  they  met  with,  fo  that  greater  cruelties  were 
fauce  ever  exercifed  than  in  this  place.  At  length,  the  vice- 
loy  iflumg  from  the  caftle  with  his  garrifon,  put  an  end  to 
thefe  diforders,  and  protefted  the  people  that  were  left.  He 
afterwards  recovered  as  much  of  the  plunder  as  he  was  able  ; 
and  by  refloring  it  to  the  right  owners,  acquired  much  ho- 
nour and  efteem,  from  an  event  that  mufl  otherwife  have 
rendered  the  French  nation  odious  in  Navarre  to  the  laft  de- 
gree". 

Count  Robert  of  Artois^  perceiving  how  great  a  terror  this 
had  ftruck  throughout  the  whole  kingdom,  and  being  very

THE  difputes  between  Philip  the  Hardy  and  Don  Alonfo  The  ivar 
the  SagCy  king  of  CaJiiUy  ran  very  high,  and  brought  continues 
both'monarchs  fomctimes  ifito  the  field,  but  negociations  ge-  het^een 
nerally  intervened  ;  and  as  war  was  alike  difficult  to  both  par-  France 
ties,  fo,  without  reconciliation  or  friendlhip,  intereft  drew  ^"^     ^^f' 
them  from  time  to  time  to  conclude  truce  after  truce*.  The  ^^"/''i 
chief  reafon  of  this  was,  that  if  France  had  made  war  in  ear-  /^,  ^i 
neft,  the  feat  of  war  muft  have  been  in  Navarre^  which  being  ^  * 

at  this  jundure  united  to  France^  (he  was  inclined  to  fpare. 
But  it  was  far  otherwifc  with  regard  to  king  Phiiip's  quarrel 
with  the  houfe  of  Arragon^  on  the  fcore  of  the  Sicilian  Vejpers^ 
in  which  t^t  French  having  received  a  national  injury,  the 
^  Jcing  employed  the  whole  force  of  his  realm  to  revenge  it, 
fuppoirting  at  that  time  the  thunder  of  i^<9/«^  by  that  of  his 
arnas  **.  King  Philip  of  Navarre  attended  his  father  in  his 
expedition  into  Catalonia ;  in  which,  with  a  prodigious  ex- 
pence  of  men  and  money,  he  with  much  difficulty  made  him- 
felf  matter  of  Gironne :  a  conqueft  equally  dear  to  both  kings ; 
for  Don  Pedro  of  Arragon  foon  after  breathed  his  laft,  chiefly 
thro*  the  exce&  Ji  fatigue,  which  he  had  endured  in  the  laft 
campaign  ;  and  king  iPhilip  expired  at  Perpignan^  in  his  re- 
turn to  his  own  dominions,  of  a  difeafe  which  he  had  got  at 
the  fiege  *^,  Thefe  wars,  however  ruinous  to  other  countries, » 
were  highly  ferviceable  and  beneficial  to  Navarre ^  where  the 
viceroys,  tho'  frequently  changed,  were  all  of  them  tied  by 
their  inftruclions  to  aft  upon  the  fame  plan  ;  and  this  cdn- 
fifted  in  the  iniprov-ement  of  the  interior , part  of  t)ie  country, 
and  in  finding  employment  for  reftlefs  fpirits  on  the  frontiers,  a.  D. 
or  fending  them  to  exercife  their  valour  in  the  armies  of 
France^  where  they  w%re  always-  well  received,  and  fome  of  ^  ^ 
the  nobility  highly  advanced  and-amply  rewarded  ^,.  ■

oBions  in   vigour,  but  continued  the  traces  with  Cajiile  to  the  demtfe  of 
Navarre,    king  Sancho^  when  the  viceroys  of  Navqrre  altered  tKeir  mea- 
t9  the  death  fures,  adjufted  their  diflFerences  with  Arragmj  and  endeavoured 
rf  Donna    j^  ^^^W  themfelves  of  thofe  inteftine  troubles,  which  difturbed 
Joanna  I.  ^j^^  kingdom  of  Caflik.    The  apparent  reafon  of  this  altera- 
tion in  their  conduft,  was  the  conjundion  of  the  two  crowhS) 
in  favour  of  Don  Alonfo  de  Cerda^  whom  they  pretended  to 
sulvance  to  the  thrones  o^  Cajiile  and  Leon^  but  the  genuine 
^  and  real  caufe  upon  which  they  a£led,  Viras  to  extend  the  ter- 
ritories of  Navarre  and  Arragon^  at  the  expenfce  of  the  youDg 
monarch  of  Caflile^  whofe  affairs  were  adminiftred  \rj  the 
queen  dowager  his  mother  ^    It  was  to  fave  appearances  in 
fome  meafure  that  Alonfo  de  Roleed^  being  viceroy  of  Navarrti 
and  veryaftive  in  this  corjfederacy,  fent  a  knight  of  Navam 
with  a  mefiage  to  the  queen  regent  of  Cajiile^  demanding  re- 
ftitution  of  all  the  places  and  provinces  of  which  their  maje- 
fiies  predeceflbrs  had  been  defpoiled,  by  the  anceftors  of  the 
king  of  CaJlile ;    and  this  claim  went  as  far  as  Atapuerca^  at 
.jlo  great  diftance  from  Burgos.    The  queen  gave  a  foft  an- 
fwer,  and  the  viceroy,  havinj^  obtained  his  matter's  confent, 
acknowledged  Don  Alonfo  de  la  Cerda  for  king  of  CaJlile^  by 
which  all  the  country  as  far  as  the  river  Oia  was  yielded  to 
Navarre  ^     But  king  Philips  being  engaged  in  the  war  of 
Flanders^  could  not  affift  the  confederates  fo  powerfully  as  to 
enable  Don  Alonfo  to  comply  with  his  agreement.     While 
this  war  was  carried  on  flowly,  and  with  little  fuccdfs,  died 
Donna  Joanna^  queen  of  Navarre^,  on  the  fourth  of  Apr'tU 
one  thoufand  three  hundred  and  five,  when  ihe  had  home  that 
title  thirty-one  years  «.    The  moft  memorable  adion  of  her 
life  was  the  building  the  college  oi  Navarre  at  Parisj  for  pro- 
moting ufeful  literature,    and  which  fhe  liberally  endowed 
with  lands  in  her  county  oi  Champagne.    She  had  by  herhuf- 
band  the  following  children,  Lewisy  Philips  and  Charlesy  fuc- 
ccflively  kings  of  Frame,  Rohert  who  died  young,  MargartU 
Ifahel  who  efpoufed  Edward  the  fecond  of  England,  in  whofe 
right  Edward  the  third  hcD  fon,  claimed  the  French  crown* 
and  Blanch  who  died  young  ^.     This  queeri  is  much  blamed 
for  her  hatred  to  the  Flemings  K

LEIVIS  HUTIN,  that  is  the  ^arrelfomiy  affumcd  the  The  reigm 
title  of  king  of  Navarre^  on  his  mother's  deaths  being  then  of  Lewrs^ 
about  fifteen  years  old  ;  and  efpoufed  tlie  fame  year  Margaret^firniMd 
daughter  to  ictf^^r^  duke  of  Burgundy,  hy  Agnes,  daughter  of  Hutm, 
St.  Lewis  ^.     The  death  of  the  queen  was  no  fooner  known  in  ^'^^  N*' 
her  dominions  than  the  ftates  of  Navarre  fent  a  deputation  to  ^^*  '* 
the  court  of  France^  defiring  that  their  young  king  might  be  "^^^ 
fent  into  his  own  dominions ;   which  demand  they  fupported  ^^ y 
by  fo  many  reafons,  that  both  the  kings  admitted  them  to  be  ^^  ^^^  r^^ 
juft,  and  promifed  to  comply  with  them.     The  circumftances  f^^,^. 
oi  their  affairs,  however,  were  fuch,  that  it  was  two  years  be- 
fore he,  went  thither  ;  and  on  his  arrival  at  Pampeluna  was  fo-     A.  D* 
iemnly  crowned  in  the  cathedral,  with  the  acclamations  of     ijo/. 
all  his  fubjefh  K     He  did  not  continue  to  refide  there  long ; 
and  even  during  his  ftay  there  happened  fome  difputes,  occa- 
iioned  by  his  imprifoning  two  noblemen  oi  Navarre^  who  had 
oppofed  the  Frendh  viceroys,  and  whom  he  carried  with  him 
at  his  return  into  France.     He  was  likcwife  attended  by  two' 
hundred  young  noblemen  and  gentlemen,  all  of  whom  he 
provided  for,  and  thereby  a^ttached  fo  many  families  to  his 
perfon  and  government^  as  rendered  his  adminiftration  quieter 
than  otherwife  it  would  have  been  ".     The  quarrels  on  the 
frontiers  of  Arragon  were  about  this  time  renewed,  which 
yames  then  king  of  that  country  fo'  much  tefented,  that  he 
fent  an  army  to  invade  jNit^^^rr^,  which  was  defeated,   and 
the  royal  ftandard  of  Arragon  taken  by  the  militia  of  the' town 
of  Sanguejfa ;  for  which  reafon,  by  a  grant  from  Lewis  Mutiny 
they  have  borne  it  ever  (ince-  in  their  arms  °,     The  king  of 
Navcfrre  being  zt  Lyons,    to  pacify  fome  troubles  that  had 
arifen  there,  a  ftrange  misfortune  befel  him  and  all  the  royal 
family ;  for  Margaret ^  queen  of  Navarre,  Jane,  wife  to  his 
brother  Philips  and  Blanch  of  Burgundy y    who  had  efpoufed 
prince  Charles,  were  all  charged  with  adultery ;  and  the  firft 
and  laft  of  thefe  princeffes  were  on  a  ftrift  trial  found  guilty, 
and  imprifoned  in  the  caftle  of  Galliard,  where  not  long  after 
the  queen  of  Navarre  was  ftrangled  by  her  hufband's  orders  % 
now  become  king  of  France  by  his  father's  d^ath.     He  tbea 
married  the  princefs  Clemence  of  Hungary,  and  died  after  a 
very  fhort  and  trouUefome  reign,  June  the  fifth,  one  thoufand 
three  hundred  and  fixteen,  at  the  caftle  of  Vincennes,  as  is 
faid  of  poifon  ?.    At  his  deceafe  he  left  one  daughter.  Donna

ther to  the  deceafed  king,  was  declare<;l  regent  oi  France  and 
Navarre^  till  the  king,  in  cafe  the  queen  fhould  be  delivered 
of  a  fon,  attained  the  age  of  fourteen.  This  happened,  and 
the  fon  was  baptized  by  the  n2imt^ofjohn  ;  but  as  he  lived 
only  a  week,  his  name  was  never  inferted  in  the  lifts,  either 
of  the  kings  of  France  or  Navarre^  tho'  he  had  an  unqueftion- 
able  title  to  both,  and  one  would  have  thought  Ihould  have 
/  been  proclaimed  upon  his  births 

^he  reign       PHILIP  the  Long^  fo  called  from  his  extraordinary  ftatufe, 
•Z"  Philip    aflumed  the  regal  title  immediately  upon  the  de^^th  of  his  ne- 
II.  ^Na-  phew,  and  made  all  the  hafte  he  could  to  be  crowned.     But 
varre.         notwithftanding  this,  Eudes  duke  of  Burgundy^  uncle  to  Donna 
Joanna^  the  daughter  of  Lewis  Hutln^  declared  publicly  that 
her  right  to  Navarre  was  inconteftable,  and  that  he  held  her 
claim  to  the  crown  of  France  to  be  as  good  ^     In  this  he  was 
fupported  by  the  count  of  Nevers^  the  dauphin  of  Fiennots, 
and  which  is  very  extraordinary,  by  Charles  the  Fair^  the  king's 
*        only  brother.    Their  intrigues  did  not  hinder  his  coronation, 
and  his  right  was  afterwards  folemnly  confirmed  by  an  aflem* 
bly  of  the  nobility  and  clergy  ^     However,  to  appeafe  the 
malcontents  he  gave  his  eldeft  fifter  in  marriage  to  the  duke 
of  Burgundy^  with  the  county  of  the  fame  title  ;    another 
fifter  to  the  dauphin,  and  conferred  various  favours  on  the 
reft,  which  had  fo  good  an  effe<Sl  that  he  aftumed  the  title 
alfo  of  king  of  Navarre^   to  th6  apparent  prejudice   of  bis 
niece,  but  without  th^  leaft  contradlSion  from  the  duke  of 
Burgundy  ".     He  did  not  long  enjoy  the  regal  dignity.     As  to 
the  kingdom  of  Navarre^  he  added  to  the  viceroy  a  royal 
council,  that  his  power  might  be  the  more  reftrajned,  and 
that  a  greater  number  of  ears  might  be  open  to  juftice.     His 
only  fon  Letvis  died  in  his  cradle  ;  and  he  died  himfelf  on  the 
third  of  January^  one  thoufand  three  hundred  twenty-two  *.

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liis  brother  had  dofte  in  quality  of  guardian  to  his  niece  *.  He 
had  as  little  inclinations  as  his  predeceffor  tovifit  that  country, 
where  the  nobility  on  the  frontiers  took  great  liberties,x  and 
-made  frequent  excurfions  into  the  territories  of  Cajiile  and  Ar-^ 
ragon^  which  provoked  thdr  neighbours  to  make  reprifals, , 
for  which  in  return  the  people  oiNcmarrt  were  not  at  all  flow 
in  taking  revenge.  In  one  of  thefe  expeditions  they  received 
a  fevere  check  at  Baltibar^  wherein  the  beft  part  of  their 
troops  were  cut  ofF  by  the  inhabitants  of  Gutpufcoa  ^.  On 
the  fide  of  Arragon  they  were  more  fuccefsful,  inlbmuch  that 
the  king  of  that  country  complained  to  king  Charles  in  France^ 
v^ho  promifed  redrefs,  and  fent  orders  for  that  purpofe  into 
Navarrty  which  were  but  indifferently  obeyed.  It  feems  the 
nobility  had  no  great  opinion  of  the  uprightnefs  of  his  inten-  / 
tion  ;  for  when  Alonfo  Robora,  his  viceroy,  demanded  an  oath 
of  allegiance,  they  abfolutely  refufcd  it,  infifting  that  in  Na^ 
imrre  tho'  they  obeyed  their  princes  wherever  they  were,  yet 
they  never  fwore  to  any  but  in  their  prefence  ^,  The  difor- 
ders  that  had  broke  out  in  the  former  reign,  increafed  ex- 
tremely under  this  ;  infomuch  that  all  things  had  a  ftrong  ten- 
ancy to  anaVchy  and  confufion,  at  the  time  of  this  mbnarch's 
death»  which  happened  the  firft  oH  February^  one  thoufand  , 
three  hundred  twenty-eight,  when  he  had  juft  entered  the  fet- 
venth  year  of  his  reign*.  At  the  time  of  his  demife  he.  left 
his  queen,  the  fifter  of  the  count  de  Evereux ^h\g  with  child, 
upon  which  Philip  de  Valois^  fon  ,of  Charles  de  Valois^  and 
grandfon  of  Philip  the  Hardy^  in  quality  of  firft  prince  of  the 
blood,  was  declared  regept  o^  France ,  not  without  fome  dif- 
tafte  to  the  reft,  of  whom  there  were  about  thirty  ^.

hiftorians  relate,  not  fewer  than  ten  tboufand  \  ^  In  order  to 
appeafe  thefe  tumults,  the  viceroy  and  his  council  fiunmoned  • 
,  the  clergy  and  nobility  to  aJTemble  ztPont-ala-Royne,  where 
they  took  order  indeed  for  fuppreffing  thcf^difturbances ;  but 
inftead  oY  putting  an  en4  io  their  feffiqui,  the  ftates  adjournfed 
^  to  Pampelumu  where  they  undertook  to  examine  and  decide 
the  difputes  that  had  arifen  about  the  fucceffion  of  the  crown  *. 
A.  D.  The  daughters  of  Philip  the  Long^  and  Charles  the  Fair^  pu^ 
J3^^-  in  their  claims,  on  acpount  of  their  father's  dying,  as  they  af- 
firmed, poffeffed  of  the  crown  of  Navarre^  wbidi  was  but  lit- 
tle regarded.  But  Edward  the  third  of  Bnghnd  had  a  ftrong 
party.  His  pretenfions  arofe  from  his  being  the  fon  oilfaheU 
the  daughter  of  Philip  the  Fair^  by  Joanna  queen  of  tJavarre  ^. 
At  length,  after  much  debate  and  mature  deliberation,  th« 
ftates  took  upon  them  to  declare  that  the  right  was  in  Jjanna, 
daughter  to  Lewis  Hutin^  the  fon  of  Philip  the  Fair,  by  Joanna 
€{\xttnoi  Navarre  K  Philip  deValois,  in  the  fame  affembly, 
which  decided  in  favour >>f.  his  right  againft  Edward  the  third, 
difclaimed  all  pretenfions  to  Navarre,  which  be  acknovfh 
ledged  to  tclong  to  Philip  count  of  Evreuxy  his  brother- !»&« 
law,  in  right  of  his  confort  K  But  the  ftates  of  Navarre  did 
not  either  wait  for  or  take  notice  of  this,  but  proclaimed  her 
queen  immediately,  appointing  Don  Juan  Corboran  de  Lehetj 
and  Don  Juan  Martinez,  de  Medrano,  lord  of  Arroniz,  to  ad- 
minifter  public  affairs  in  her  name,  with  the  title  of  regents^. 
A  folemn  embafly  was  alfo  fent  to  Romey  in  the  name  of  die 
queen,  which  was  extremely  well  received.  As  for  the  coun- 
t  ties  of  Qhampagne  and  Brie,  both  the  French  and  Spanijh  hifto- 
rians fay,  that  Philip  de  Valois  gavie  his  brother-in-lavv,  Philip 
diEvreuXy  Angouleme,  Molain,  and  Longueville  for  them ;  but 
this  is  a  matter  not.to  be,  run  over  lightly,  and  which  deferv6s 
a  ftridl  difcuiBon,  as  it  will  enable  us  to  fomi  a  right  idea  of 
the  terms  upon  which  the  twb  laft  kings,  Philip  and  Charles^ 
held  the  country  of  Navarre,  and  their  kind  intentions  to- 
wards their  niece  ^. 

The  ftates  oi  Navarre,  in  purfuance  of  what  they  had  al- 
ready done,  fent  to  invite  their  fovereign  queen  Joanna,  and

tisfaftion  they  beheld  their  lawful  fovereigns  in  the  capital  of  ^^^^^^  ^^ 
Aeir  dominions  -,   but  that  it  was  fit  they  (hould  be  informed  ^^^  ^^ . 
that  as  for  many  years  paft  there  had  been  fcarce  any  face  of 
government,  by  which  their  fubjedts  were  not  only  grievous 
ftifferers,  but  alfo  the  form,  and  even  the  cflcnce  of  meir  an- 
cient conftitutionin  danger  of  being  loft,  they  took  it  there- 
fore to  be  for  their  honour  and  intereft,  as  they  were  fure  it 
was  their  duty,  to  reftore  both  :    that  they  had  fufHciently 
ihewn  a  fpirit  of  juftice  and  loyalty  in  afferting  their  rights, 
and  bringing  them  to  the  peaceable  poffeffion  of  their  dignity  ; 
but  having  done  this,  they  were  now  bound  to  difcharge  their 
truft  to  th©  people,  which  they  could  no  otherways  perform 
than  by  prefenting  them  a  bill  of  rights,  to  the  due  obfervance 
cf  which  they  were  to  fwcar  at  the  time  of  their  inauguration,    • 
belceching  them  to  believe  that  as  their  freedom  conftfted  in 
living  according  to  the  known  laws  of  Navarre^  fo  the  pre- 
rogative and  fucccflion  of  the  crown,  being  defcribed  and  af- 
certained  by  thofe  laws,  they  were  ready  to  fupport  and  de- 
fend both  "*.    The  king  and  queen  accepted  this  paper  very 
gracioufly,  and  having 'iignified  their  approbation  of  it,  were 
folemnly  crowned  in  the  cathedral  of  Pampeluna^  on  the  fifth     A.  Dj 
of  Afarch^  with  the  univerfal  applaufe  of  their  faithful  fub-     ^329. 
jeds  ".  At  the  fame  time  they  fwore  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
people's  rights,  and  what  thefe  were  will  appear  at  the  bottom 
of  the  page  (A).     By  this  firmnefs  in  the  ftates  the  old  con- 
ftittttton  in  the  kingdom  was  revived  and  confirmed.

ne  king  KiMG  Philip  being  invited  by  his  brother-in-law  to  accom- 
returns  into  pany  him  in  hi$  wars  in  Flanders^  he  returned  into  France'^  but 
France,  left  the  queen  at  Pampeluna ;  and  having  given  great  proofs 
of  valoiir  in  the  famous  battle  of  Cajfel^  he  returned  into  \Ai 
own  dominions  °.  He  had  not  been  long  at  home  befojre  he 
clearly  perceived  that  the  power  of  Don  Alonfo  of  CafiiU  was 
io  great,  that  war  could  not  be  undertaken  againft  him  with 
any  probability  of  fuccefs  ;  and  that,  on  the  ,other  hand,  tb« 
difordered  ftate  of  their  own  dominions  required  fuch  regula- 
tions^ as  could  never  be  carried  into  execution  but  in  a  time 
of  profound  peace.  Thefe  reafons  determined  the  king  and 
queen  firft  to  compleat  the  one,  and  then  to  attempt  the 
©dier,  which  refolution  of  theirs,  as  it  was  wifely  taken  fo  it 
was  alfo  worthily  performed.  Their  ^mbailadors  acquainted 
the  kuig  ofCaJiile^  that  as  it  was  many  years  fince  their  domi- 
Bions  had  enjoyed  the  prcfence  of  a  fovereign,  they  were  not 
unacquainted  that  fome  extravagancies  had  been  committed, 
more  efpecially  by  their  youth  upon  the  frontiers ;  that  being 
now  in  Navarre  they  determined  to  put  an  end  to  fuch  prac- 
tices, to  live  in  ftri<^  friendfhip  with  dl  their  neighbours,  and 
to  refped  in  a  particular  degree  the  king  of  Cajiile.    Don

been  done  to  the  prejudice 
thereof,  by  the  kings  their  pre- 
decefTors,  arid  by  their  minillers, 
without  delay.  III.  That  for 
the  term  of  twelve  years  they 
Ihould  not  coin  any  money,  but 
fuch  as  was  then  current  within 
the  realm,  and  that  during  their 
lives  they  fhould  not  coin  above 
one  fort  of  new  money.  IV. 
That  they  ihould  not  receive  into 
their  fervice  above  four  ilrangers . 
y.  That  the  command  of  forts 
and  earrifbns  of  the  realm 
ihould  be  given  to  gentlemen 
bom  and  dwelling  in  the  coun- 
try, who  fhould  do  homage  to 
the  queen,  and  prpmife  to  hold 
them  for  her  and  the  lawful 
heir.  VI.  That  they  fliould 
not  exchange  nor  involve  the 
lealm  for  any  other  eftate  what- 
ibever.  VII.  Tliat  they  fhould 
not  fell  ncr  mortgage  any  of  the 


.  revenues  of  the  crown,  or  do 
any  adl  to  prejudice  the  realm, 
nor  againft  them  that  by  law 
were  to  fucceed.  .  VIII.  That 
to  the  eldeft  fon  which  God 
fhould  give  them,  coming  to 
the  age  of  twenty  years,  mcy 
fhould  leave  the  kingdont  fnc 
and  without  factions,  upon  con- 
dition that  the  flates  ihould  pay 
unto  them  for  their  expences  a 
hundred  thoufand  pieces  of  gold. 
IX.  That  if  God  gave  them  no 
children,  in  that  cafe  they  fhould 
leave  the  realm  after  them  free, 
with  the  forts  in  the  hands  of 
the  fbtes,  to  in  veil  in  themthofe 
to  whom  by  right  they  fhould 
belong.  X.  That  if  diey  in- 
fringe any  of  thefe  articles,  of 
any  part  of  them,  their  fubje& 
fhould  be  looked  on  as  free 
from  their  oath  of  fubjedlion* 
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jiltfhfi  knew  the  motives  and  the  fcope  of  this  cmbafly,  which 

fell  exa^ly  in  with  his  views.    He  anfwered,  therefore,  that

*named  fuch  to  have  feats  and  voices  therein  as  were  recom- 
mended to  them  by  the  flates,  which  gave  great  content  ^. 

It  was  not  Jong  after  this  that  either  the  affairs  or  the  in-  By  the  itt" 
clinations  of  the  king  and  queen  led  them  back  to  the  court  difcretion

■judged  the  mofl  effedual  method  of  extending  this,  was  to  '    ■     ^^" 
♦fall  in  with  the  paiHons  of  the  nation.    It  was  with  this  view  l^c^ecn^ 
.that  he  fet  on  foot  a  negociation  for  the  marriage  of  the  in-  Caftilc^«<^ 
Avciti^'jQanna  of  Navarre,  with  the  infant  Don  Pedro  oiJrra-  Navarre^ 
'goh,  in  order,  with  the  alfiflance  of  that  crown,  to  fall  upon  > 
:the  dominions  of  Cajiile,  where  he  had  long  had  a  clofe  cor-  ' 

-refpondence  with  the  malcontents.    In  the  courfe  of  this  ne- 
gociation Don  Pedro  altered  his  mind,  and  '  made  choice  of 
the  younger  fifter  Donna  Maria,  which  was  foon  after  con- 
cluded, and  ratified  by  an  affcmbly  of  the  ftates*.    This  alii-     A.  D. 
ance  had  no  fooner  taken  effect  than  the  viceroy  and  his  new     1335  • 
ally  began  to  aflembly  an  army,  for  the  invafion  of  Cajiile. 
.  Don  Alonjo  endeavoured  to  prevent  this,  by  informing  Henry 
de  Solis  that  if  his  fubje£(s  had  done  any  wrong  to  thofe  of 
'Navarre,  he  was  ready  to  make  fatisfadlion.    The  viceroy  was 
-fo  bent  upon  the  war  that  he  knew  not  what  would  content 
.'  him ;   and  befides,  he  thought  he  had  taken  his  meafures  fo 
well  that  vidtory  and  conquetl  muCt  of  neceffity  attend  his 
,  arms  *.    In  conjunflion,  therefore,  with  the  troops  of  Jrra- 
gon,  he  made  an  irruption  into  Cajtile,  where,  chiefly  thro*

we  liave  fliewn  in  the  hiftory  of  that  kingdom  :    however, 
Gafton  count  de  Foixy  embarking  in  this  quarrel,  the  fortune  of 
war  might  have  changed,  if  the  court  %A  France  had  not  inter- 
fered ;    firft,  in  obliging  the  count  dt  Foix  to  return  into  his 
own  dominions ;  and  next,  in  prevailing  on  the  king  of  Na^ 
varn  to  confent  to  a  negociation  ".     The  rcafon  of  this  mo- 
derate and  juft  behaviour  in  the  French  monarch,  was  the  di- 
ftreis  of  his  affairs  thro'  the  war  with  England.    By  this  inter- 
pofition,  therefore,  a  kind  of  congrefs  was  eftaUiflied  at  Pam^' 
pelunay  upder  the  mediation  of  the  ardibiihop  o^  Rheimsi  their 
majefties  of  Navarre  having  alfo  feiK  a  new  viceroy,  Salazin  ii 
AngUray  with  full  powers  to  conclude  a  peace, which  was  fi3oa 
after  ftenedj^upon  terms  very  honourable  for  them  ^. 
DwPhflip      In  tome  time  after  the  peace  was  concluded  between  Ar- 
In.  die$     ragm  and  Caftile^    Don  Pedro,  now  (eated  on  the  throne 
tfanindif'of  the  firft- mentioned  kingdom,  confummated  the  tnarriagt 
fofitipttf      concluded  fome  years  before  with  the  infanta  Maria  of  Wi- 
em^bt  at   ^jorre.     As  foon  as  the  affairs  of  France  permitted  him  to  re- 
^^*  attire  with  decency,  king  Philip  refolvcd  to  return  into  his  own 
^u3^    dommions,  together  with  the  queen  his  fpoufe,  where  their 
^T^iT^   prefence  was  become  highly  neceiTary  *.     Thefc  diforders 
were  fcarce  redrefied  before  the  news  of  the  fiege  of  Algezira, 
carried  on  by  Don  Alonfo  of  Cajlile  againft  the  Moors,  alarmed 
in  a  manner  all  Chrijiendom.    We  have  defcribed  it  particu- 
larly elfewhere,  and  (hall  therefore  fay  nothing  of  it  here  but 
what  is  ftridly  connedted  with  our  fubje£t.   The  king  of  Na^ 
varre  piqued  himfelf  fo  much  on  the  charader  of  an  accom- 
pli(hed  Chriftian  knight,  that  he  refolved  to  prefent  himfelf 
before  the  walls  of  AlgeTjra.    He  fent  provifions  and  his  equi- 
page hy  iea ;  and  with  a  fmall  corps  of  choice  troops  marched 
by  land  into  Andalujia.    He  had  all  the  honours  paid  him  in 
-    his  pafiage  that  would  have  been  paid  to  Don  Al»nfo  himfeif ; 
and  on  his  arrival  in  the  camp,  was  treated  wkh  all  poffible 
marks  of  refped^    His  condud  and  his  valour  are  highly 
commended  by  Spanijh  hiftorians ;  but  thro'  ibme  irr^ulari^r 
in  his  diet,  he  was  fetzed  With  a  malignant  fever,   whi(» 
obliged  him  to  retire ;    and  his  msdady  increafing,  he  died  at 
Xeres  in  his  return  home,  on  the  twenty-fixth  oi  September, 
one  thoufand  three  hundred  forty^three,  in  the  fixteenth  year 
of  his  reign.     His  body  was  carried  to  Pampeluna   by  his 
/        troops,  haviiig  all  poffibk  honours  (hewn  it  in  its  pafiage,  and

,  Ths  queen  Donna  7^tf/;»<;7  governed  the  kingdom  oi  Na-  Betahof 
^fam^  after  her  husband's  deceafe,  with  equal  dignity  and  dif-  ^uee»  J<v» 
cretion.    She  made  choicp  of  the  wifeft  and  ahlefl:  of  h«r  fub^  anna  II. 
jeSs,  CO  whom  (he  gave  a  place  in  her  council,  and  reguls^tec) 
all  her  afikiojis  by  their  advice ».     Ho*  affedlion  to  France  in-     a,  d^ 
iiuced  her  to  fend  a  body  of  good  troops  to  the  aiSftance  of  .  1346.* 
king  Philips  in  whofe  fervice  they  acquired  great  reputajtion  ^. 
The  martial  fpirit  of  the  nation,  however^  gave  her  feme 
trouble ;   for  die  inhabitants  of  Tud^la  and  Corolla  having 
xpade  an  inroad  into  Ca/iiley  oi)  account  of  fome  difFt^ren^s 
lihey  had  with  the  people  of  Alfaro^  the  inhabitants  of  the 
mstrchcs  of  Ca/iih  affembled  to  revenge  this  breach  of  the     A.  D.  ' 
peace;    but  the  king^^Don  Jknfoj  out  of  pure  regard  to  the     134^^ 
/queen,   retrained  them,   and  took  upon  himfejf  to  make 
them  fatisfadion.    But  what  happened  once  on  the  fide  o£^ 
Ca/lik  fell  out  often  on  that  of  Jrrag^n,  and  yet  Don  P^drg 
leldom  troubled  her  with  complaints.    He  knew  that  it  wati 
againft  the  queen's  intentions,  and  that  (he  had  done  all  (hfs 
Qould  to  prevent  it ;  and  he  knew  that  a  war  would  only  in^^ 
crcafe  the  evil,  whichj  by  ftrcngthening  bis  frontiers,   and 
iiich  other  methods  as  prudence  diri^ded>  he  laboured  to  re^ 
neve.    Befides,  he  knew  the  queen  bad  a  great  influence  in 
the  court  of  Prance^  which  (he  was  always  ready  to  exert  Ofi 
bis  behalf  ^    The  death  of  Bona  of  Luxemburgky  the  wife  of 
y^bn  duke  of  Normandy^  eldeft  fon  to  the  French,  king,  gav^ 
that  monarch  an  opportunity  of  (hewing  his  high  refpe^  for 
Ais  prince^,  fince  he  immediately  thought  of  a  marri^e  be<«     , 
tween  her  daughter  Donna  Bhnca^  or  Blamhy  and  tl^  hei^ 
apparent  of  bis  crown.     At  his  requefi:,  therefore,  the  queen 
conduced  her  to  court,  where  the  king,  who  was  but  lately 
become  a  widower,  was  fo  much  ftruck  with  her  beauty  an4 
merit,  that  her  niarried  her  himfelf,  notwithftanding  the  in^ 
^u^ity  of  their  ^ge  *.    The  queen  of  Navarre  did  not  Ipng 
enjoy  this  felicity,  for  the  marriage  was  folemnized  in  thd 
month  of  Augujt^  and  Donna  Joanna  died  at  C^nflans  on  die 
fixth  of  OSfober  following,  in  the  twenty-third  year  erf"  her 
leign,  and  vm  buried  in  the  monaftery  of  St.  Dennisy  near

Uerijfui        This   princefs,   by  Philtp  of  Evrnix  her   confort,   had 
h  king       Cbarksy  who  fucceeded  to  the  kingdom  of  Navarre ;    Philip 
Philip.       count  of  Longueville  and  Normari^  j    Lewis  count  of  Beau- 
mont le  Rogere^  who  had  a  fon  of  the  fame  name^  who  ef- 
poufed  the  daughter  of  the  count  of  Mauleon^  and  bteame 
ftandard-bearer  of  the  kingdom  of  Navarre.    After  the  death 
pf  this  countefs  he  efpoufed  Joanna^  daughter  and  heirefs  of 
the  duke  deDuros  ^     Their  daughters  were  Joanna^  who  ef- 
poufed the  vifcount  de  Rohan,  after  fhe  had  been  refufed  by  the 
king  oi  Arragon  \    Maria^  who  married  that  prince  j    Blanch^ 
the  laft  wife  of  the  French  king  Philip  de  Valois  ;    and  AgneSy 
who  efpoufed  Gajion  Phoebus ^  count  of  Foix.  Thefe  alliances, 
alnioft  wholly  owing  to  the  confummate  prudence  and  high 
reputation  of  the  queen,  bad  rendered  the  houfe  of  Navarre 
infinitely  more  powerful  than  in  times  pad:,  and  gave  them  fo 
great  a  weight  both  in  France  and  in  Spain^  as  made  them 
xkiuch  more  confidered  and  refpefted  than  could  have  refulted 
from  their  dominions ;  tho'  thefe  were  fo  fituated,  and  their 
fubjeds  had  acquired  fo  great  a  chara£ber  for  their  military 
virtues,  that  they  might,  generally  fpeaking,  have  held  the 
balance,  before  the  reft  of  the  kingdoms  of  Spain  came  to  be 
united  under  one  head  s.    But  all  thefe  advantages,  tho'great 
in  themfelves,  required  fuch  a  degree  of  prudence,  and  fuch 
a  dexterity  in  management,  as  is  very  rare  amongft  priticer; 
and  therefore  it  might  have  been  eafily  forefeen,  upon  the 
death  of  queen  yoanna,  that  the  next  reign  muft  either  have 
been  the  moft  glorious,  or  th^  moft  unhappy,  to  the  people  of 
fJffUarre^  that  they  had  ever  feen.     The  charadter  of  the 
'  young  prince,  heir  apparent  of  their  crown,  gave  them  reafon 
to  hope  the  former ;  but  experience  taught  them  that  nations 
maybe  fometimes  deceived  in  profpe£b  of  afFedion  as  well  as 
parents. 
Charles  CHARLES  LE  MEAUVAIS,  or  as  the  Spanijh  writers  ftilc 

^c  ^ick-  hinn^  Don  Carlos  thetVicked^^  fucceeded  his  mother;  and  having 
*!^  hi  ^^^'^^^^^  her  into  Ffance^  in  order  to  be  prefent  at  his  fifter's 
'/^N  *"'  marriage,  received  there  the  deputies  of  the  fbtes,  who  came 
y^xxt-  b'  ^^^^^^^^^'^^  home.  This  young  prince  was  then  in  the 
^^^^^"  eighteenth  year  of  his  age,  had  been  brought  up  chiefly  in  the 
and^coM.  ^ouTt  of  France,  and  was  one  of  the  mcS  accompliflied  p'er- 
dudetttbat  ^^^  ^^  h*®  ^^°*^  **•  ^e  ^*^  courteous,,  well-bred,  eloquent 
juttQure.

lofing  his  dignity :  qualities  which  attraded  the  admiration  of 
all  Europe  before  he  afcended  the  throne  ;  and  which  he  af- 
terwards abufedin  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  be  the  obje<Sl  of  their 
deteftation  ^  He  received  the  addrefles  of  his^  fubiefls  very 
gracioudy,  and  promifed,  that  as  foon  as  he  had  adjufted 
fome  affairs  of  great  confequence  to  his  family  in  France^  he 
would  return  to  Navarre.  He  did  fo ;  and  after  making  the 
nfual  conceffions,  and  taking  the  accuftomed  oaths,  he  was 
crowned  with  great  folemnity  m  the  cathedral  church  of 
PaTnpeluna  on  the  twenty-feventh  ofJuTieK  There  brolce  A.  D^ 
out  not  long  after  a  rebellion,  under  pretence  of  a  violation  of     '35^' 

Brivileges :  in  which  it  Js  faid  the .  king  was  not  at  all  to 
lame ;  but  having  difEpated  thefe  mutineers,  he  punifhed 
Diany  of  them  wijh  fuch  feverity  on  the  Pont  de  Meluce^ 
which  is  le&  than  a  mile  from  Pampeluna^  that  it  alarmed 
his  fubjefts,  and  gave  them  an  ill  impreflion  of  a  reign,  the 
firft  page  in  the  annals  of  which  was  marked  with  blood  *• 
But  the  king  troubled  his  head  little  with  whdt  was  faid  :  he 
followed  on  all  occafions  his  own  opinion ;  and  though  he 
changed  this  very  often,  yet  it  was  commonly  without  rea- 
fon,  and  always  without  advice. 

Don  Pedro  the  Cruel  h2i6  juft  mounted  the  throne  of  Cq/lile,  Treats 
In  point  of  age  there  was  no  great  inequality,  and  in  point  '"¥'^  ^** 
of  temper  thefe  princes  were  but  too  like  each  other.     Don  ?f^.?  ^ 
Carlos,  who  was  really  a  politician,  believed  it  to  be  for  his  ^^"^ 
intereft  to  have  a  perfonal  acquaintance  with  the  princes  who  ^"    V^^^ 
were  his  neighbours  :  he  took  therefore  the  firft  feir  occafion  ^^^^  jy^ 
of.  making  a  tour  to  Burgos  ;  and  tht  Spantfl>  writers  fayiPedroo/* 
that  there  never  was  any  interview  more  magnificent,  or  bet-  Arragpn, 
ter  conduced  "».     The  two  kings  were  as  yet  unftained  in  and  J^as 
their  characfters ;   young,  gay,  and  fplendid  in  their  courts ;  inter'vie'ws 
extremely  well  pleafed,  and  perfeftly  complaifant  one  to  the  ijoith  both* 
other,  fo  that  the  alliances  between  the  two  courts  was  fpeedily 
concluded  ;  and  they  parted,  as  thev  met,  with  equal  fatisfac- 
tion  on  both  fides".     This  interview  did  not  at  all  pleafe 
JDon  Pedro,  king  of  Arragon,  who  hated  Don  Pedro  of  Caf-- 
tile,  and  was  jealous  of  Don  Carlos,    He  fent,  therefore,  two 
lords  of  great  diftinfiion  to  the  court  of  Pampeluna,  to  renew

$pain^  who  was  his  favourite.  This  Charles  was  the  ion  of 
ijon  Jlonfo  de  la  Cerda^  and  the  king  0/  Navarre  hated  hia^ 
mortally.  This  gift  of  a  county  that  had  been  his,  inflamed 
him  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  hearing  the  conftable,  who  fuf? 
pedled  nothing,  was  at  Jigle  in  Normandy ^  he  went  thithe^ 
with  his  brother  Philips  and  a  fn^all  retinue  of  determined 
men,  furrounded  the  inn  where  the  conflable  w^s,  and  caufed 
him  to  be  murthered  in  his  bed  \  In  order  to  avoid  thepu* 
nifliment  due  for  this  murther,  his  next  thing  was  to  raife  a 
rebellion.  He  fortified  feveral  places  jn  Norman^h;  wrote 'ckr 
cular  letters  to  juftify  what  jie  had  done  to  inolt  of  the  great

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cities  \ti  France  \  and  entered  into  a  correfpondence  vniSxJohn. 
of  Gaunt  J  duke  of  Lancqfter^  fon  to  Edward  the  third.  King 
Johi  found  himfelf  at  this  time  in  great  perplexity ;  his  dig- 
nity and  his  difpofition  inclined  him  to  feverity ;  but  he  found 
it  equally  dangerous  to  declare  his  refentments,  or  to  diflemUe 
them :  yet,  upon  mature  deliberation,  the  laft  feemed  mod  ex- 
pedient ;  the  two  queens-dowagers  of  France,  one  the  aunt  and 
the  other  the  fifter  of  the  Ving  of  Navarre ^  interpofing  power- 
fully on  bis  behalf  ^ 

A  NEGOCiATiON  beiDg  fet  on  foot,  the  king  of  JViwtfrr^  A  formal 
made  very  high  demands  in  fatisfadion  for  his  pretenfions  to  ^ta  infin- 
Champagne  and  Brie ;    and  king  Johny  who  had  already  taken  cere  recom^ 
his  refolution  to  content  him  if  was  poffible,  after  a  little  al-  ciUation 
tercation,  confentcd  to  them  all,  provided  the  king  of  Navsare ^^''^^ 
came  and  demanded  pardon  in  perfon  for  his  offence ;    to  ^^f  '*"'* 
which  he  yielded  :  but  on  the  other  hand  infifted  upon  having  ^^g^^^^jf 
the  king's  fon,  the  duke  of  Jnjou,  as  a  hoflage  for  his  fafety  j  ^r  ^/'^ 
to  which,  the  neccflity  of  his  affairs  requiring  it,  the  king  con-  ^^  ^ 
fented ".     Things  being  thus  fettled  the  king  held  his  folemn   *^     '^^ 
bed  of  juftice,  where  the  king  of  Navarre  appeared,  excufed 
himfelf  for  the  death  of  the  conttable,  which  he  acknow- 
ledged to  hav?  been  done  by  his  orders,  but  upon  juft  motives, 
as  at  a  proper  time  he  promifed  to  fhew  y  exprefled  great 
forrow  for  the  offence  given  to  the  king ;  and  defired  that  h© 
would  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  pardon  him.    King  John  or- 
dered the  conflable  of  Bourhon  to  arreft  him,  which  he  did, 
?md  carried  him  prifoner  out  of  the  court.     The  two  dow- 
agers, his  aunt  and  fifler,  then  threw  themfelves  at  the  king's 
feet,  to  implore  bis  grace ;   and  after  fome  tiitie  the  conflable, 
was  ordered  to  produce  his  prifoner ;  and  the  king  having 

E anted  him  liis  pardon,  according  to  wh^t  had  been  ftipu- 
ced,  he  was  fet  at  liberty ;    but,  as  the  reader  will  eafily  be- 
lieve, the  two  kings  were  far  from  being  reconciled  ^.  Charlei 
^fter  this  retired  into  Normandy^  where  he  fortified  mofl  of  the 
(owns  in  his  poflef&on,  and  put  flrong  garrifons  into  fuch  as 
were  capable  of  making  the  beft  defence  *.    He  then  went  fe-     A.  D. 
^xci\y  to  Jvignony  where  conferences  were  held  for  a  peace     >354* 
isetween  the  crowns  of  France  and  England  5   and  having  had 
feveral  private  interviews  with  the  duke  of  Lancajier^  he  with- 
drew with  all  poffible  fecrefy  into  Navarre^  with  a  refolution  ^ 
to  carry  into  execution,  in  a  proper  feafon,  the  mcafures  he 
Jiad  concerted,

tri'ves  luw  loarcfaed  imoicdiately  with  a  confiderable  anny  into  Normandfj 
fcbemsi  to  and  feized  the  beft  part  of  the  eftates  which  the  king  of  Atf- 
tbefrgw  varrehtXA  there  into  his  hands;  hnt  Evreuxj  Pont-au-^nurj 
dm  of  king  Cherbourg^  Avrancheiy  Mortainy  and  Gavre^  were  too  ftrong, 
Jolmy  and  ^nd  their  garriibns  too  numerous  to  be  reduced.  The  king 
Jjtdncuhis  q^  J^avam  demanded  a  fafe  condud,  and  offered  to  clear 
J^  '^.  himfelf  of  all  that  was  laid  to  his  charge.  King  yohn  granted 
~^^  It ;  but  inftead  of  coming  in  the  manner  he  expeded,  he 
"2^  '  landed  at  Cherbourg  in  the  month  of  Augufty  with  a  body  of 
^^"^  troops.     However,  he  entered  into  a  new  negociation  ;   and 

upon  the  promife  of  a  hundred  thouiand  crowns,  profefled  that 
he  was  fully  fatisfied,  and  that  he  meant  not  to  iet  up  any  far- 
A  x\  ther  claim  or  pretence  ^.  In  the  month  of  September  he  went  to 
2*  '  Paris  J  faw  the  king,  and  gave  him  in  perfon  the  fame  afiii* 
ranees,  which  he  either  believed  or  feemed  to  believe,  fo  that 
they  parted  in  all  appearance  good  friends.  But  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  next  year,  the  king  of  Navarre  z&eA  a  new 
part ;  and  (etting  up  for  a  patriot,  endeavoured  to  hinder  the 
king  from  le\-)'ing  taxes  and  impoiitions,  tho'  by  authority  of 
the  ftates  of  France^  This  offended  the  king  but  very  flightly, 
in  comparifon  of  an  intrigue  which  he  had  been  fome  time 
carrying  on,  and  which  was  now  difcovered  ^  He  had  fe- 
duced  the  dauphin  Charles^  then  about  eighteen  ;  and  by  that 
peftilent  eloquence,*  of  which  he  was  matter,  perfuaded  him 
that  he  was  extremely  ill  ufed  in  not  having  a  government. 
He  advifed  him,  therefore,  to  retire  to  the  court  of  his  ^m- 
cle  the  emperor  Charles  the  fourth  ;  promifed  to  accompany 
him  thither;  and  laid  down  a  method  of  proceeding,  hf 
which  the  king's  perfon  was  to  be  feized ;  after  which  he 
Was  to  be  dealt  with  as  they  thought  expedient.  The  kii^ 
pardoned  his  ion,  and  gave  him  the  dutchy  of  Normandy  ; 
upon  which  he  gave  a  hint  to  the  king  of  Navarre  that  diey 
were  fufpeded,  and  all  things  were  buried  in  oblivion  for  the 
prefent,  that  is,  in  appearance;  for  the  dauphin  feemed  to  be 
deterred  from  ading  by  the  king's  fufpicions,  but  to  perlift  in 
bis  fentiments  \ 

This  young  prince,  to  make  fome  amends  for  his  offence, 
or  rather  in  confequence  of  that  difpofition  which  led  him  into 
it,  contrived  in  conjundion  with  his  father  to  feize  the  king 
of  Navarrej  with  whom  he  ff ill  lived  in  all  poffible  intimacy. 
That  the  blow  might  be  the  more  effe£tually  ftnick,  they

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would  precipitate  nothing.    At  length  the  dauphin  invited  The 
the  king  oi  Navarre^  and  fome  of  the  principal  ^x{oii%,oi  dauphin 
his  party  to  dine  with  him,  on  the  fifth  of  J^pril^  in  th^  c7l^<^  httra^shim 
oiRouent  where  they  were  furprized,  juft  as  they  were  fitting  into  bis fa-^ 
.down  to  table,  by  the  king  in  perfon,  having  with  him  his 7^^** 
brother  the  duke  of  Orleans^  his  fon  the  count  de  Anjou^  fome  ^««^> 
other  great  lords,  and  a  handful  of  rcfolute  men  ^.    The  *^^  f^ 
king  caufed  the  count  de  HarcourU  the  lords  of  Gravelle  and  ^^J^^^ 
Mauhue^i  and  Oliver  Doublet^  to  be  beheaded  in  a  field  adja-  ^1%        j 
cent :    the  next  day  the  king  of  Navarre  was  carried  prifoner  ^J^^^ 
to  the  cafile  oiGaiUafdy  and  transferred  from  thence  to  the  king  of 
chatelet  at  Paris.    His  fchemes,  however,  were  fo  well  con^  N^arre 
txived,  that  what  king  ^ohn  hoped  would  have  put  an  end  to  inprijhn. 
them  all,  ferved  rather  to  promote  them  ^.   His  brother  PA/V/jfc 
put  himfelf  at  the  head  of  the  troops  5  Jeffry  Harcourt  raifed 
a  great  party  in  Normandy ^  to  revenge  the  ^eath  of  his  bro- 
ther  i  the  duke  of  Lancajier  quickly  landed  with  a  reinforce- 
ipent  from  England;  and  Lewis^  the  king  of  Navarre's  third 
brother,  went  into  that  kingdom  to  take  the  beft  meafures  he 
could  to  fpread  confufion  on  all  fides,  and  if  pofEble  to  en- 
gage the  king  of  Arragon  to  break  with  France^  and  to  make 
an  irruption  >nto  the  provinces  adjacent  to  his  dominions.    It 
\&  true  that  a  part  of  thefe. fchemes  failed  ;    but  it  is  alfo  tri^e 
that  the  grcateft  part  of  them  took  effed,  infomuch  that  Don 
Carlos  was  more  at  eafe  in  his  prifon,  notwithdanding  he  was 
threatened  with  a  proceis  againft  him  for  treafon,  than  the 
king  whofe  prifoner  he  was,  and  who  became  himfelf  a  prifo- 
ner the  next  year,  by  the  lofs  of  the  battle  oi  Poitiers  to  the 
EngliJhK 

CHARLES  of  Navarre  had  been  removed,  that  he  might  jj^^  gfi^pt 
be  more  fafely  kept,  to  the  caftle  oi  Arleux  in  Cambrefts ;  andy^^^,  the 
after  king  John  was  taKen  prifoner,  and  all  France  in  confu^  caftle  of 
fion,  his  brother  Don  Philip  refolved  to  make  fome  bold  at*.ArIeux, 
tempt  for  reftoring  him^  to  his  liberty.     With  this  view  Don  entry  into 
Roderic  Urtiz^  Don  C^rbaran  Lehet^   Don  Ferdinand  Ayanz^  Paris;  and 
and  Don  Carlos  iArtieda^  four  valiant  knights  as  any  in  his  /'^^^  *^''^ 
fcrvice,  accompanied  by  a  few"determined  perfons,  and  con-  *^f^,  ^^^^ 
du£ted  by  John  the  brother  of  Monfieur  de  PequigneZy  to  whofe  ^     * 
cuftody  he  was  committed,  wenr  to  the  fortrefs  in  the  dif- 
guife  of  colliers,  fcaled  the  walls,  and  carried  him  to  Amiem^ 
^ough  not  without  fufpicion  of  coliufion  in  the  governor  %

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He  was  there  met  by  his  brother  Philipy  and  bodi  began  to 
raife  forces.  In  the  mean  time  the  people  oi  Parity  havinj; 
differed  with  the  dauphin,  who  had  afiiimed  the  government 
of  the  kingdom,  with  the  title  of  lieutenant,  invited  the 
king  of  Navarre  thither,  and  when  he  came^  treated  him 

-  with  great  rerpe£L  It  was  upon  this  occafion  he  made  bis 
famous  harangue  to  about  ten  thoufand  perfons  of  all  ranks 
in  an  open  fquare.  He  chofe  for  his  text  thefe  words, 
Juftus  Domnus  et  juftitiam  diUxit,  i.  e,  ^  The  Lord  is  juft, 
and  in  juftice  is  his  delight.'  He  began  with  the  zead  and  af- 
fedion  which  every  man  ought  to  have  for  his  country  and 
the  public  good  :  he  glanced  on  the  fierceneis  and  haughti- 
nefsof  the  king's  temper,  mentioned  the  iniquitous  deaSi  of 
Ae  count  d'Eu^  conftable  of  Franu^  beheaded  on  falie  fuf* 
picions  by  the  artifice  of  Juan  de  la  Ctrda,  who  was  rewarded 
with  his  place ;  juftifiied  the  manner  in  which  he  <:aufed 

.  that  man  to  be  put  to  death  ;  exclaimed  againft  the  heavy 
taxes  that  had  been  laid  upon  the  kingdom;  infifted  that 
his  greateft  crime  was  endeavouring  to  prevent  them;  de* 
plored  the  mifchiefs  ariftng  from  a  difputed  title ;  hinted  that 
his  own  was  better  than  either  of  the  competitors ;  expatiated 
on  the  fufFerings  he  had  gone  through  in  eighteen  months 
confinement ;  and  concluded  with  aikiring  them,  that  they 
were  pleafant  to  him  in  comparifon  of  his  forrow  for  the  dif- 
trefTes  of  France  \  The  people  wept  all  the  time  be  was 
fpeaking ;  and  his  party  grew  fo  flrong,  that  the  dauphin  was 
obliged  to  promife  him  fuir  fatisfadion,  let  his  demands  b$ 
what  they  would.  He  gave  upon  this  occaAon  a  new  fpeci* 
men  of  his  art :  he  did  not  fet  thenj  very  high  ;  but  he  de« 
manded  that  the  memory  of  thofe  w^  had  fuffered  when  he 
was  taken  prifoner  fliould  be  reflored,  their  families  reinftated^ 
and  a  general  amnefi'y  granted  to  all  who  had  aififted  him 
before  or  fince  ^,  After  public  teflimonies  of  reconciliation 
widi  the  dauphin,  he  left  Paris^  and  went  t6  Rouen  ;  viinett 
upon  Innocent' S'day  he  went  accompanied  by  the  clergy,  no- 
bility, and  people,  and  ftanding  on  foot  under  the  gibbet^ 
A.  D.  cauied  the  bodies  of  his  three  friends  to  be  taken  down,  (for 
J3J7.  that  oi  ihp  coMXit  de  Har court  had  been  taken  away  by  his 
relations  before)  embraced,  put  them  into  chariots,  caufed 
them  to  be  interred  with  the  utmoft  folemnity  ;  and  not  only 
affiiled  himfelf  at  the  ceremony,  but  made  a  funeral  oratioa 
in  their  praife,  which  was  often  interrupted  by  the  feeming

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violence  of  his  grief  ^.    This  had  all  the  cffeift  he  could  di-   ^ 
fire  upon  the  Normans^  who  attached  themfelves  to  him  as  if 
they  hadiyeen  his  fub^e£b.. 

The  conditions  with  the  king  of  Navarre^  as  they  were  ^fings 
made  hy  force,  were  but. indifferently  performed:  the  places  France  Bf 
that  were  to  have  been  yielded  to  him  in  Normanny  refufed  to  ^'f  '*" 
open  their  gates  in  obedience  to  the  dauphin's  orders,  their  ^l^^f^,  '* 
governors  pretending  they  were  placed  there  by  the  king*.  ^^   .  ^ 
The  war  upon  this  broke  out  afrefh ;  artd  having  obtained     j^l 
fomc  affiflance  from  the  EngUJhy  he  began  to  wafte  the  ^^^^^-j^ contM 
try  on  one  fide^  while  his  brother  Don  Philip  did  the  like  on  /^  y^^  ^Y 
the  other.    At  this  time  the  dauphin  Was  at  Paris^  where  he  hy  apedcu 
had  called  an  aflfembly  of  the  flates ;  but  having  fome  way 
difobliged  the  people,  they  invited  the  king  of  Navarre  thi- 
ther, and  turned  the  dauphin  out  \     But  carrying  with  him 
fome  of  bis  Englijh  auxiliaries,  this  gave  colour  for  a  rumour, 
that  he  intended  to  put  the  capital  into  their  hands  :  uppa 
which  the  people  in  hi$  turn  forced  him  out,  and  recalled  the 
dauphin  ;  which  provoked  him  to  fuch  a  degree  that  he  de- 
clared, he  would  never  acknowledge  the  princes  of  the  houie 
afValois:  that  he  looked  upon  himfdfto  have  a  better  title 
to  the  crown  than  they,  and  would  make  his  claim  good  by 
force  of  arms  *•     When  he  publifhed  this  he  made  no  ques- 
tion of  recovering  Paris  by  the  help  of  Stephen  Marcely  pro- 
voft  of  the  merchants,  and'  others  of  his  adherents ;  but  at  the 
time  they  were  opening  the  gates,  they  were  attacked  and 
ilain :  notwithftanding  which  he  continued  the  war.    He  paid 
bis  troops  fo  liberally,  behaved  towards  them  fo  courteoufly, 
and  gave  them  in  all  refpeds  fo  great  encouragement,  that 
be  h»l  foon  a  very  numerous  army,  with  which  he  blocked 
up  the  dauphin  in  Paris^  and  brought  him  to  fuch  diftrefi  ay 
forced  him  to  offer  any  terms.    The  French  hiftorians  ac- 
knowledge, that  upon  this  occafion  the  king  of  Navarre  be- 
haved with  great  generofity ;  and  when  their  refpeftive  plenipo- 
tentiaries were  on  the  pbintof  breaking  off  the  confererKes,  he 
defircd  an  interview  with  the  dauphin  at  Pontoifey  where  he    A.  D. 
Cold  him  in  few  words,  that  the  kingdcnn  mufl  be,  undone  by     1359J 
the  continuance  of  the  war,  and  that  by  rendering  him  his  inhe- 
ritance in  Normandy  the  peace  fhould  be  made  ".    His  brother 
Don  Philip  was  fo  much  offended  at  this,  that  he  retired  to  the

Burgundy  having  opened  a  paflage  for  him  to  that  valuable 
fucceffion,  and  to  which  he  had  in  truth  a  very  plaufible  title, 
in  fupport  of  which  the  friendfhip  of  the  king  of  Cajiik  might 
be  of  fome  confequence     In  the  fpring  he  went  to  Soria^  to 
that  conference  which  Don  Pedro  had  fo  earneftly  prefled  ; 
.and  there,  after  he  had  been  magnificently  entertained,  Don 
Pedro   informed   him   of   his  defign    to  enter  Arragon    by 
furprize,  and  demanded  his  aflift^nce.    Don  Carlos  was  cha*

alfo  concluded/.  It  was,  however,  found  necefiary  to  have  ano- 
ther meeting,  to  which  Henry  count  of  Trajiemaray  brother 
to  Don  Pedroy  was  to  be  admitted ;  and  the  place  agfeed 
upon  for  this  purpofe  was  the  caftle  of  Sos ;  but  the  count 
would  have  it  put  into  the  hands  of  Don  Juan  RamireZj  be- 
fore he  would  confent  to  truft  his  perfon  there.  And  if  we  may 
depend  upon  fome  of  the  beft  hiftorians,  that  prince  was  not 
at  all  to  blame,  fince,  having  drawn  from  him  all  the  lights 
they  could  defire,  the  two  kings  would  have  prevailed  upon 
Don  Juan  to  have  fufFered  their  troops  to  enter,  who  had 
orders  to  cut  the  count  de  Trqftemara  and  his  adherents  to 
pieces,  for  which  they  promifed  Hon  Juan  an  immenfe  fum  ; 
who  anfwered  that  he  knew  reputation  was  to  be  purchafed^ 
but  not  with  money,  and  therefore  they  muft  excufe  him  for 
parting  with  it  on  any  fuch  confidecation '. 

King  John  being  dead  in  England^   and  his  (on  Charles  He  con* 
feated  on  the  throne  of  France^  the  king  of  Navarre^  not-  dudes  a 
withftanding  the  great  defign    he  had  entered  into  nearer  new  feact 
home,  refolved  to  renew  the  war,  which  he  did,  as  well  by  *wi/A 
an  open  declaration,  as  by  fending  orders  to  the  troops  of  ^'^^^ 
Navarre  in  Normandy  to  begin  hoftilities  without  delay  ^  The  ^^«'^' 
new  king  had  annexed  Bur  gundy  j  to  which  Charles  of  Navarre      .  ^^^ 
had  as  good  or  better  title,  to  his  crovvn ;  and  not  fatisficd  with  '^^*^  ^ 
this,  had  likewife  united  to  his  domain,  in  a  more  folemn  man-  /j^cetds. 
ner  than  his  predeceflbrs^  the  counties  of  Champagne  and  Brie^ 
without  troubling  himfelf  about  the  pretentions  of  the  king  of 
Navarre,  and  this  the  latter  could  not  bear.     Charles  fent 
Bertrand  du  Guefclin  to  command  his  forces  in  Normandy  ; 
and  the  king  ox  Navarre  fent  thither  7^A«  de  Grailli  captal, 
that  is,  lord  of  Buch,  with  a  reinforcement,  to  command  his ; 
but  he  was  defeated  at  the  Cocherel,  on  the  fixteenth  of  May^ 
and  taken  prifoner  ^    The  king,  notwithftanding  this,  fent 
his  brother  Don  Lewis^  his  other  brother  Don  Philip  being 
dead,  with  a  new  army  into  Auvergne,  where  he  committed 
telfible  diforders,  and  gave  out  that  he  would  unite  himfelf 
again  more  clofely  with  the  Englijh  than  ever,  in  order  to  be

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revenged  for  the  injuries  he  had  received^  :    for  Don  Car  Us 

infiAed  that  fome  puces  were  taken  from  him  by  furprize  be* 

fore  he  declared  war ;  that  feveral  adhered  to  him  during  the 

troubleii  at  Parisy    contrary  to  the  amnefty  that  had  been 

granted  them ;  and  whatever  his  faults  werc^  this  prince  was 

remarkably  firm  to  fuch  as  hadrifqued  their  fafety  in  his  caufe. 

The  captal  de  Bucb^  who  was  extremely  well  treated  by  the 

Frtnch  court,  difcovercd  that  there  was  a  fecret  negociation 

on  the  cai>pet  with  the  king  of  Arragan ;  of  which  Don  Carlos 

•having  notice,  he  was  fo  much  alarmed  that  he  fent  the  queen 

of  Navarre^  tho*  big  with  child,  to  Paris^  to  conclude,  by 

the  advice  of  the  captal  de  Buchj  a  folid  peace  with  her  brother ; 

and  after  much  altercation  it  was  accordingly  concluded  and 

A.  D.     fig*^^  on  the  fixth  of  March  '.    By  this  treaty  the  {aicty  of 

1365.    ^^  friends,  and  the  releafe  of  the  captaW/ J?^/^^,  werefirfi 

fiipulated ;    in  the  next  place  the  county  of  Evreuxy  and  all 

that  he  ftill  held  in  Normandy,^  were  confirmed  to  him  j  and 

in  full  falisfa^^ion  of  his  pretenfions,  as  well  on  the  dutchy 

of  Burgundy  as  the  counties  of  Champagne  and  Brie,  he  bad 

Jkhntptllier  with  its  dependencies  yielded  to  him.     He  not 

only  ratified  this  treaty  as  foon  as  that  was  demanded,  but 

likewife  fent  the  French  monarch  a  bean  curioufly  wrought,  in 

gold,  as  a  teflimony  of  the  cordiality  of  their  reconciliation  J^. 

The  peace  was  proclaimed  at  Pans  on  the  twentieth  of  yune^ 

which  made  way  for  the  expedition  of  the  disbanded  troops 

that  opprefled  France,  under  the  command  of  Bertrand  du 

Guifckn  againft  Don  Pedra-^oi  Cajiile^  in  which  the  crowns  of 

France^  Arragm,  zxANanjorre  concurred,  and  as  he  was  de- 

ferted  by  his  own  fubjwfts,  it  was  without  difficulty  executed  '^ 

as  we  have  ihewn  at  large  in  the  hiftory  of  that  kingdom, 

and  in  confequence  of  which  Henry  count  of  Trajiemara  was 

feated  in  that  throne.

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were  to  be  made  *.    But  IJloii  Pedro  the  Cruel,  having  obtained 
the  protection  of  Edward  the  Black  Prince,   threatened   to 
avenge  by  the  fword  the  wrongs  he   had  received.     This 
alarmed  the  king  in  poITeffion,  who,  di^erning  cleaHy  that  his 
fafety  depended  on  the  condu£l  of  the  king  of  Navarre,  invited 
him  to  a  conference,  where  a  treaty  was  concluded  between        i/-  . 
them,  in  v/hich  Henry  promifed  to  make  a  ceffion  of  Logrogno^     ^3  7* 
and  paid  him,  as  a  greathiftorian  fays,'fixty  thoufand  piftoles  in   . 
gold  **,  upon  the  king  of  Navarre's  undertaking  to  defend 
the  padages  into  his  country,  which  he  might  eailly  havt 
done.    The  archbiChops  of  Toledo  and  Saragoffa,  with  the 
count  of  Ribagorca,  and  feveral  other  perfons  of  diftindion; 
were  witneiles  to  this  treaty  ^.     Don  Pedr^  and  the  prince  of 
Wales  were  no  fooner  acquainted  with  it  than  they  likewife 
entered  into  a  negociation  with  the  king  of  Navarre,  and 
promifed  him  not  on\y  Logrogno  but  Fi^orta\  upon  which  he 
concluded  a  treaty  with  them  ^.    All  the  world  imaginiKl  that 
he  could  execute  but  one  of  thefe  two  treaties ;    but  tlie  mo- 
narch of  Navarre  flattered  himfelf,  notwithftanding  the  en-         , 
gagements  were  contradidory,  that  he  (hould  be  able  to  exe- 
cute both.     With  this  view,  when  he  heard  the  army  of 
the  prince  of  TVales  had  begun  their  march,  he  fent  for  O//- 
ver  de  Mauny,  the  coufm  of  Bertrand  du  Guefclin,  for  whom 
be  held  the  fortrefs  of  Borja ;   and  having  promifed  hihi  the    ' 
government  of  Cherbourg  in  Normandy,  and  the  fum  of  three 
thoufand  franks,  if  he  managed  the  defigh  dextroufly,    di- 
re£ied  him  to  lie  in  wait  with  a  fmall  party,  and  to  take  him 
prifoner  as   he  rode  a  hunting,    which  Oliver  performed. 
While  the  kin^was  thus -prifoner  zt  Borja,  Dbn  Pedro  and 
the  prince  of  f^ales  paflcd  thro'  Navarre  with  their  armyj 
and  were  well  fupplied  with  proviiions  ^.     After  the  battle  d 
N^jara,  as  the  Spaniards  call  it,  or  of  Navaret,  as  it  is  fliled 
by  the  French,  in  which  Henry  was  defeated,  and  by  which 
Don  Pedro  was  reftored,  the  Icings  whofe  purpofe  was  noviir 
anfwered,  defired  Oliver  de  Mauny  to  fet  him  at  liberty ;  td 
which  he  anfwered,  '<  With  all  his  heart,  provided  he  had 
*^  a  large  ranfom  paid  him  in  ready-money."    To  this,  with- 
out feeming  at  all  ofFended,  the  king  yielded ;.  and  leaving 
his  fon  the  infant  Don  Pedro  with  the  garrifon,  carried  Olruer

However,  the  garrifon  of  Borja  abfolutely  refufed  to  deliver 
the  child  ;  but  the  king  of  Navarre^  having  demanded  the  af- 
fiftance  of  the  king  of  Arragon^  on  the  frontiers  of  whofe  do- 
minions it  lay,  he,  to  preferve  a  good  underflanding  with  a 
neighbour,  who,  in  this  perilous  jundtare,  was  able  to  do 
him  much  good  or  much  hurt,  forced  the  garrifon  of  Borja 
to  part  with  the  child  ;  fo  that  in  this  bafe  and  artificial  con- 
trivance he  very  efFe£lually  carried  his  point  ^ 
Jfier  D&n      Xhe  French  were  fo  much  difpleafed  with  the  king  of  Na^ 
Henry  re-  ^arre%  condufl,  that  they  feized  upon  the  town  of  Montpeh

fortreiTes  and  dependencies ;    Alfaro^  Tiferoy  Tudegen^  Cala- 
horray  Navarettey  Logrogm,  Trifino,  Najera,  Brione's^  Harc'^ 
and  in  a  word  all  Ridja^  as  far  as  the  mountains  of  Oca  K 
The  French  and  Spanijh  hrftorfans  declaim  loudly  upon  this, 
without  confiderkig  that  all  thefe  places  had  in  times  paft 
been  taken  from  Navarre^  in  timesr  of  £uch  confufion^  and 
were  ne^^er  like  to  be  recovered  but  at  iucb  a  conjunfhire. 
The  count  Don  Henry  made  his  paffage  into  Cq/iile  thro*  the 
kingdom  ofArragen^  and  was  well  received  wherever  he  came, 
Vi£ioriay  Sahaterra^  Logrogno^  and  other  places,  vvere  equally 
prefled  by  the  troops  of  Don  Henry  on  the  one  fide,  and  thofe 
of  the  king  of  Navarre  on  the  other  ;    of  which  Don  Pedro 
being  informed,  he  fent  the  inhabitants  orders  to  furrender

the  king  oi  Navarre  s  garrifons*.     Don  Henry  was  fcarce    -A.  D* 

feated  on  the  xhronc  oi  Cajiile  before  he  difcovered  plainly     ^368* 

that  he  meant  not  to  comply  with  the  treaties  he  had  mad^ 

with  Jrragoriy  and  that  he  was  difpofed  to  take  ^  itvere  re<> 

venge  upon  the  king  of  Navarre  j    in  both  which  defigns  he 

was  vigoroufly  fupported  if  not  excited  by  Frame  ^.    For  this 

reafon,  therefore,  the  kings  of  Navarre  znA  Arragon  tnitxtd 

into  a  defenfive  alliance  ^  and  the/ former  continued  his  nego« 

ciationwith  iha  Englijh^  in  breach,  fay  fome  writers,  of  his 

alliance  with  France  ;    in  revenge,  fay  others^  for  the  lofs  of 

AfofitpellierK     In  fa£b  of  this  nature  one  cannot  di^cide  with 

too  much  caution,  or  leave  things  too  open. 

Through  the  prudent,  or  as  fome  will  call  it,  the  artificial  Treaty  kef' 
condudl  of  Charles  the  fifth,  France  had  in  a  great  meafurcj  t<ween  Ed- 
tho'  not  totally,  recovered  the  miferies  of  .that  long  war,  by  ward  III. 
vO'hich  (he  had  been  oppreffed  \    in  confequence  0/  which  he  ^  ^'^S  sT 
began  to  undermine  the  power  of  his  neighbours.    By  hi?  al-  England 
liance  with  the  new  king  of  CaJliUy  he  avsliled  himfelf  of  the  ^^ 
great  naval  power  of  that  crown  againft  the  Englijh,  and  of    \^^^ 
his  numerous  and  victorious  armies  againft  the  kings  of  Jrra^  q' 7    ?5 
^on  and  Navarre.    At  the  fame  tiriic  he  encouraged  the  great  Navarrd* 
lords',  who  were  feudatories  to  the  prince  of  Waks  in  jfquitaine^ 
to  ftand  upoti  their  privileges,  and  to  oppofe  them  in  every 
thing,  while  the  nobility  in  Normandy  fhcwei  a  like  fpirit 
from  the  like  hopes  of  fupport"*.    The  king  of  iVii;^rr^  faw 
thro'  thefe  defigns  perfeftly  i    and,  by  the  advice  of  Eujlace 
d^Juberticourj  a  knight  of  great  reputation,  refolydd  to  unite 
himfelf  more  clofely  than  ever  to  Edward  the  third  of  Eng^ 
land^  as  the  only  prince  whofe  alliance  could  defend  him  front 
the  mifchiefs  that  he  feared.    In  confequence  of  this  refolu- 
tioh  he  went  himfelf  to  the  court  of  king  Edward^  tho'  with 
great  fecrefy,  and  there  laid  the  plan  of  a  definitive  treaty^  ' 

which  was  afterwards  figned  at  Clarendon^  and  ratified  at  Lon- 
don \  The  fcbpe  of  this  treaty  fliers  how  confiderable  a' 
prince  Churks  of  Navarre  was  in  the  opinion  of  Edward^  than 
whom  there  conld  not  poffibly  be  a  better  judge.    By  this

ArragoKy  who  it  was  known  had  ^  begun  to  negociate  with 
thefe  princes.     On  the  pare  of  Edward^  it  was  ftipulated, 
that  as  foon  as  it  was  in  his  power  he  (houldi  put  the  king  dr     I 
Navarre  in  poflcffion  of  die  dutchy  of  Burgundjf ;  of  the  coun- 
ties of  J3nV,    ChampagrUj   ManU-Miulan^  and  LonguruiUe^ 
of  the  town  and  barony  of  Montpellier ;    of  the  county  of 
Maru  'y    and  of  other  places  upon  which  he  had  juft  preten* 
fions.     Edward  farther  agreed,  that,  in  confideration  of  the 
loiTes  he  might  fuftain  from  the  fuperior  power  of  the  king  of 
CaftiUy  he  would  yield  him  Sauveur-le-VicomU  in  Ntrmandy^ 
and  alio  yield  to  him  Briquebec  and  Coutanas^  as  foon  as  they 
ihould  be  taken.    He  farther  agreed  to  give  him  the,  viicouoty 
of  Limoges^  and  all  its  dependencies,  together  with  the  counqr 
ci  JngeuUfme  \    and  to  aidvance  him  four  hundred  thouiand 
crowns  in  fpecie  to  begin  the  war.     On  the  other  hand,  Ae 
king  oi  Navarre  undertook  to  do  homage  to  Edward  as  king 
of  England,  for  all  the  places  yielded  to  him  within  the  prin- 
cipality of  Guienne ;    and  to  do  him  likewife  homage  as  king 
oiFranccy  for  the  counties  of  Brie  and  Champagne ;  and.  he  was 
likewife  to  put  into  king  Edward^s  hands  Nogent-k-Raiy  N^- 
A.  D.     nancourty  4^^^  »^d  Jvri.    In  confequence  of  thefe  engage- 
15-70*     ments,  and  indeed  before  the  treaty  was  concluded,  Don  C^- 
los  paiTed  into  Normandy  with  a  view  to  carry  it  into  execu- 
tion ;  but  he  did  not  find  either  the  troops  or  the  money  that 
he  expeded,  fo  that  he  was  under  a  neceffity  of  obferving  a 
kind  of  neutrality  ^.    Thofe  who  charge  the  king  of  Navam 
with  breaking  this  alliance  (hould  .fliew  he  was  enabled  to    <

His  trea-  While  the  king  was  thus  employed,  Don  Henry  of  CafiUi^ 
itesj  dif'  in  eonfequencc  of  his  engagements  with  the  crown  of  Franu^ 
putett  and  ^pj  ^j^jj  ^  yj^^  ^f  recovering  the  places  the  king  of  Navarre 
compro  j^^j  taken  during  the  late  troubles,  made  an  irruption  into  bii 
d!r%e^  dominions,  took  feveral  places  of  lefs  confequence,  and  bc- 
diationof  ^^^8^^  Logrogno  and  ViSoria^  to  deliver  which  the queen-re- 
Fope  Gre-  8®"^»  Donna  Joantta^  by  the  interpofition  of  the  Pope's  Ic- 
goC.  XI.  g*^Cj  entered  into  an  agreement  with  that  king  to  put  Ae 
with  the  two  places  into  the  hands  of  anoblenun,  who  was.  to  hold 
tfinvn  of  them  in  the  name  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  Pope,  till  the  difputes 
France,  between  the  two  crowns  fiiould  be  terminated  by  a  negocia- 
tion  P.    On  the  other  hand,  the  king  of  Navarre  being  in-

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-formed  of  this,  and  t>erceiving  that  the  advantages  fae  ex- 
pelled horn  his  alliance  with  England  were  very  doubtful,  he 
xonfented  to  an  interview  that  was  propofed  with  the  French 
monarch  at  Vernon^  where,  after  feveral  conferences,  in  which 
the  two  kings  behaved- towards  each  other  with  all  apparent 
marks  of  friendfliip  and  goodwill,  a  peace  was  concluded,  by 
^hich  Montpelliir  was  reftored  to  the  king  of  Navarre^  who, 
having  now  nothing  farther  to  do  in  Normandy^  made  a  tour  to  A.  D. 
Paris;  and  leaving  there  the  two  young  princes  his  fons  to  ij'y*- 
he  educated,  he  returned  by  way  of  j/vignan  into  his  hertidi-^ 
tary  dominions  ^.  The  French  hiftorians  chaise  the  king  of 
J^avah^e  with  pcrfcvering  in  his  intrigues,  notwithftanding 
the  peace  '.  But  it  appears,  from  very  authentic  evidence^ 
that  the  caufes  of  thefe  mifunderftandings  were  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  French  court,  who,  on  the  declenfion  of  the  Eng^ 
Itjh  power,  began  to  queftion  Don  Carlos^  right  to  the  barony 
and  town  oi  MontpelSer,  Thefe  new  differences  were  left  to 
the  arbitration  of  Pope  Gregory  the  eleventh,  who  adjudged  the 
|>oflef!ion  to,  the  king  Don  Carlos  for  four  years  j  at  the  end 
"of  which  fpace  he  was  to  accept  an  equivalent,  and  the 
&igniory  was  from  thence  forward  to  be  united  to  the  crown 
of  France  :  in  confequence  of  which  arbitration  the  king  of 
Navarre  went  thither  in  perfon,  made  his  public  entry  oBt 
the  twentieth  of  Marchy  confirmed  the  people's  privileges, 
received  their  oaths  of  homage  and  fealty,  and  fet  out  from 
thence  on  the  twenty-fecond  of  y«i^*  for  Pampeluna^  where 
heivas  received  by  his  fubjedb  with  great  joy,  as  hoping  he 
would  redrefs  many  grievances,  under  which  they  had  la- 
boured, durihg  hts  abfence,  from' the  btfhop  of  Pampeluna  and 
the  dean  of  iMela^  in  whofe  hands  he  intrufted  the  govern- 
ment, and  whom  he  called  to  a  fevere  account  The  bi&op  A.  B. 
indeed  fled  te  Mignan ;  but  the  dean  was  arretted,  .and  all  his  1 372. 
-effeds  confifcated  ^ 

The  king  of  Cq/lrtey  notwithftanding  the  treaty  of  pacifi- 
cation made  with  the  queen  of  Navarre^  having  compromifed 
his  difputes  with  Arragon  and  Portugal^  marched  all  his  forces 
to  the  frontiers  of  Navarre^  and  demstnded  FiSforJa  and  Lo^ 
grogno  to  be  ftirrendered.  Don  Carlos^  who  had  not  cither 
troops  to  defend,  or  allies  to  fupport  him,  defired  the  affair 
«aight  be  left  to  the  arbitration  of  cardinal  Guy,  the  Pope's  le-

io  dranv     ^^^  infant  Don  Carlos  of  Navarre^  when  of  age,  fhould  ef- 
him  into      poufe  the  infanta  Donna  Leonora  of  Cajiile,  and  receive  with 
hispartyy    her  a  very  large  portion  in  ready  money.     The  two  kings, 
and  into  a  having  figncd  the  treaty,  and  given  reciprocal  fecurity  to  each 
hagm        other  for  the  due  performance  of  it,  fepa rated  :    but  the  car- 
W/^Eng-  dinal  legate,   being  fick,   remained  and  died  there  ;    upon 
^^"^*         which  a  rumour  prevailed  that  he  was  poifoned  by  the  king 
A.  D.     of  l^favarr^s  order;    into  which  the  Pope,  having  caufed  a 
^fl7Z*     very  ft  rift  enquiry  to  be  made,  declared  it  to  be  abfolutely 
felfe,  and  void  of  all  foundation  ^.     The  queen  of  Navarre 
had  been  fent  by  the  king,  in  the  month  of  March,  to  take 
upon  her  the  government  of  liis  French  dominions.     Sbe  re- 
fided  alL  the  fummer  at  iJ/<>«//>f///>r ;'  and  departing    from 
thence  in  September^  went  to  Evreux  \i\  Normandy,  where 
fhe  idled  on  the  third  of  November  ;  and  her  body,  being  tranf- 
ported  to  Paris,  was  interred  near  that  of  her  father,  in  the 
monaftery  of  Su  Dennis^.     About  the  time  of  the  queen's 
death  Dion  Carlos  made  a  journey  to  Madrid,' where  he  re- 
prefented  to  the  king  of  Ca/iile  all  the  injuries  that  he  had 
received  from  France,  and  the  juft  reafons  he  had  to  fear  they 
would  allow  him  to  keep  nothing  they  could  take  from  him. 
At  the  fame  time  he  magnified  the  power  of  England,  and  the 
wifdom  and  courage  of  John  of  Gaunt,  duke  of  Lancajiery 
whofe  claim  to  Caftile,  in  right  of  his  wife  Donna  Philippaj 
he  fu^efted  to  Don  Henrys  might  be  compromifed  for  a  futn 
of  moriey,  provided  he  entered  into  the  general  alliance  againft 
'     France,  which  would  dcterminie  the  king  of  Arragon  to  the 
fame  meafure  "f,     Don  Henry  anfwered,    that  he  owed   his 
cjrown  to  the  afliftance  of  France,  and  would  not  therefore  en- 
ter into  any  alliance  to  her  prejudice ;   but  in  regard  to  com- 
pounding with  the  duke  o^  Lancafter  fox  his  pretenfions,  it 
was  a  flep  to  which  he  was  by  no  means  averfe.    He  is  alio

A  PEAC£  being  at  length  concluded  between  the  kings  of  The  infant 
^aflili  and  ^rragon^  the  former  having  appointed  8oria^  on  Don  Car- 
the  frontiers  of  CaJHle^  for  the  place  where  the  ceremony  was  los  6f 
to  be  performed  of  the  manage  of  his  heir-apparent  to  the  Nay^re 
•princefs  of  Arregon^  fumraoned  the  king  of  Navarre  to  the  ^fP^^fi^  ^^^ 
performance  of  his  contract,  on  behalf  of  the  infant  Don  Car-  '^^"^^ 
Aosj  who  came  accordingly  the  firft  to  the  propofed  interview,  ^/!r\2S 
where  he  way  treated  with  all  poflH)le  refpeft  and  kindnefs  ;^  ^* 

and,  having  received  5000  pifloles  as  a  marriage  portion  with 
<the  infanta,  king  Hmry  paid  at  the  fame  time  20,000  more, 
in  full  fatisfa£tion  for  the  repairs  made  to  the  places  which 
liad  been  rendered  to  him  by  the  laft,treaty  *•  The  next  year  A.  D. 
Don  Carlos^  king  of  Navarre^  caufed  Don  Rodrigo  Urrizj  I375* 
-one  of  the  principal  lords  of  his  court,  to  be  arretted,  upon 
an  information  that  he  bad  embarked  in  a  djcfign  of  betraying 
^udela  and  -Gaparrofo  to  the  king  of  Cajiile.  Upon  enquiry 
it  appeared  th<it  this  nobleman  ^as  about  to  mdrry  and  retire 
into  the  don>inions  of  that  -prince  ;  and  on  this  ana  -other  cir- 
cumftances  he  was  fccretly  put  to  deaiti  ^.  Some  writers  hive 
condemned,  and  others  juftified,  the  condu6l  of  the;  king  of 
Navarre*^.  A  celebrated  Spantjh hiftorian,  having  reported  this 
fairly,  inclines  to  the  former,  becaufe  Don  Henry  had  a  fairer 
character  than  Don  Carlos  \  which  perhaps  the  critics  of  other 
countries  may  not  think  this  ought  to  be  taken  for  granted.  W^ 
come  now  to  thofe  tranfa£lions  of  this  king's' life  which  bear 
the  hardefl  on  his  memory,  and  of  which  the  French  hifto- 
rians  aflert  the  moft  authentic  teftimontes  are  fiill  remaining* 
We  (hall  endeavoi»r  to  date  things  clearly  and^oacifety,  with- 
out leaning  to  either  pafty.

Cherbourg  only  accepted  ;  and  thefe  fortreiles  were  difmantled 

a$  foon  as  they  were  taken.     The  infant  DonPedroy  and  the 

infanta  Donna  Maria^  were  alfo  made  prifonei^s ;    and  the 

tovfn  of  Montp^llier,  with  its  dependencies,  was  likewife  re^ 

duced;  fo  that  Don  Carlos  was  compleatly  firipped  of  his 

cftatcs.  \n  France  J  and  this  too  in  a  manner  that  left  him  nq 

hopes  of  feeing  them  reftored  ^.

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of.  his^meftics,  it  was  a  ftrange  thing  to^  fend  his  ddeft  Ion 
and  his  principal  minifters  into  France^  where  they  might 
have  been  probably  facrificed  if  his  plot  had  taken  effect. 
There  was  another  circumfiance  fiill  ftranger,  which  was, 
that  the  governors  of  the  principal  places  in  Normandy  like- 
wife  accompanied  the  prince,  were  taken  with  him,  ^nd  it 
w:as  by  this  means  thofe  places  fell  fo  eafily  into  the  hands  of 
the  FrencL  It  is  certain  and  inconteilible  that  they  were 
gr^at  gainers  by  thefe  events,  and  that  there  are  many  -cir- 
cumfiancesi  very  incondfteht  in  their  own  relations  of  this  mat- 
ter, which  are  perfedly  well  calculated  to  blaft  the  chara6^er 
of  the  king  of  Navarre^  and  to  cover  this  extraordinary  pro- 

,  ceeding  of  depriving  him  of  his  children  and  dominions  a€ 
once  K  We  lauft  alfo  obferve,  that  the  French  writers  pofi^ 
tjvely  afiert  the  king  of  Navarre  had  caufed  rheir  monarch  to 
be  poifoned,  while  he  bore  only  the  title>of  dauphin  ;  tbaC 
the  emperor's  phyfician  faved  his  life  by  opening,  or  rather 
keeping  open,  a  fiftula  ia  his  arm  ;  and  that  after  confuming 
for  twenty  years,  by  the  effe£b  of  this  venemous  drug,  he  died 
of  it  at  hft  ^  Stories  of  this  kind  were  more  eafily  believed; 
ia  thofe  days  than  th^  have  been  fmce,  and  whether  true  or 

*falfe  they  had  a  great  efFeA  in  rendering  the  king  q^  Navarn 
pdious,^  and  in  qualifying  the  violent  proceedings  by  which  he 
was  deprived  of  gueat  countries,  to  which  he  had  very  plaufible 
tides,  as  well  as  in  his  own  opinion  to  the  crown  itfelf,  the 
declaration  of  which  was.  indeed  the  principal  caufe  of  aU  his 
niisfoitun^s,  fioce  it  hindered  the  Englijh  monarch  from  iiip- 
porting  him  powerfully,  becaufe  he  made  the  like  claim^  and 
left  the  kings  of  the  houfe  of  Vahis  no  other  way  of  maintain-  ^ 

ing  their  own  poflieiEon,,  than  by  depriving  him  of  all  means 
tO' maintain  a  claim^  which  in  the  perfon  of  his  mother  ibme. 
of'  the  peers^  of  that  kingdom  had  judged  to  be  better  than, 
their  own  °^«  Such  was  his  principal  crime,  and  fuch  the  pu- 
niihment  attending  it. 

Thesi:  extremities  did  not  force  the  king  of  JV^t^^rr^,  ^  Jnew 
wasexpeQed,  to  an  abfolute  fubmiffion.     On  the  contrary,  c^y^r  ^tf- 
he,rcn6wed  his' treaty  with  Richard  the  fccond,  -and  procured, 7«m;^^ /^^  ^ 
thro' the  friendftip  o^Jchn  of  Gaunty  duke  of  Lancajier^  2i  kings  of 
coi^fiderable  body  oi  Englijh  troops,  who  fcrved  him  very  gal-  Caitilc

that  war ;  and  therefore  applied  himfelf  by  his  minifters  to 
*  Don  Henry^  in  order  to  know  upon  what  terms  he  might  ^- 
A  D  P^*  peace.  Thefe  minifters  were  well  received  ;  and  it  was 
''  intimated  lo  them,  that  notwithftanding  the  great  advantages 
^'  gained  by  the  arms  of  CaftiU^  the  king  defircd  nothing  nwrc 
than  that  he  would  detach  himfelf  entirdy  from  the  EngKJb^ 
9od  fequeftqr  fomc  of  his  principal  fortrcffes  by  way  of  feca- 
rity,  for  his  performing  duly  what  fliouid  be  ftipulated  in  ^e 
intended  theaty.  The  king  of  Noffarre  reprefented,  that  in 
die  diftrefled  circumfiances  of  his  affairs  he  was  willing  to  ac- 
cept bf  thefe  terms,  and  to  quit  allies  to  whom  he  could 
now  be  of  no  ufe,  and  who  were  but  of  very  little  ufe  to 
him ;  but  there  was  one  obftacle  he  knew  not  how  to  get 
over,  which  was,  that  he  was  indebted  to  the  Englifi^  troops 
a  large  fum,  which  it  was  abfolutely  out  of  bis  power  to  pay. 
The  king  of  CaftUe^  deiirous  of  compleating  his  own  icheme^ 
er  touch^  with  compaiion  for  this  unfortunate  prince,  pro- 
mifed  to  advance  him  twenty  thoufaaid  piftoles  as  foon  as  the 
yeace  was  iigned,  which  he  accordingly  ^performed  ;  and  the 
Englljb  fuccours  returned  into  Guienme  ^.  After  the  ooncJu- 
fion  and  ratification  of  this  treaty,  the  king  of  Ca/liU  invited 
'  his  brother  of  Navarre  to  his  head-quarters,  for  at  the  time 
•Qf  this  tranfa'fiion  he  was  in  the  field  with  a  numerous  army. 
Don  Carlos  accepted  the  invitation,  and  was  received  by  the 
Cqftilian  monarch,  as  the  writers  of  thefe  times,  and  of  that 
natioo,  iay,  yvith  all  poflible  marks  of  kindneft  and  efteem, 
whk:h  furely  agrees  not  over  well  with  the  flory  of  his  attempt 
on  the  perfon  of  Charles  the  £ftfa  of  france  p.  Thefe  kings, 
after  remaining  fome  time  together,  parted  in  great  firiend* 
ihip  \  and  immediately  after  Don  Henry  died,  with  ftrong  fuf- 
picion  of  poiibn.  It  fell  out  very  happily  for  the  king  of  Nar 
fjarre  that  it  was  faid  to  be  difcovered.  This  wicked  fz&  was 
V  perpetrated  by  the  orders  of  the  king  of  Granada  j  for  other-* 
wife,  in  all  probability,  it  had  been  placed  to  his  account, 
Dotwitbftanding  it  was  vifibly  againft  his  intereft,  as  he  had 
now  all  things  to  hope  and  nothing  to  fear  on  the  part  of  that 
|]!Oweiful  prince^.  His  fon  and  fuccefror  Don  Juan^  as  foon 
as  decency  would  permit,  notified  to.  him  his  acceiSon,  af- 
fured  him  of  his  frtendfhip,  and  promifed  to  give  him  marks 
of  it,  by  interpofing  his  good  ofHces  with  the  court  of  France^ 
y^hexc  king  Charles  the  fifth,   his  old  antagonift,  was   alfi)

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ciead ;  and  in  the  minority  of  his  fon  things  were  ex^^eedingly 
altci^ed'.     ' 

In  confequence  of  that  long  fcries  of  nriisfortune^  to  which  jin  infitr* 
this  prince  had  been  expofed,  and  of  the  temper  a!(b  of  the  region 
times,  fomeofhis  nobility  began  to  take  great  liberties  with  y^^^^f^i/; 
him,  and  aimed  at  mending  their  own  fortunes  at  his  expence, 
and  that  of  the  public.  With  fomething  of  this  kind,  and 
even  with  fome  intention  againft  the  king's  perfon,  the  baron 
of  Jgramont  charged  the  baron  of -^^j^»,  who  dented  it,  and 
challenged  the  other  to  fm^le  combat)  according  to  the  rc^* 
ceived  dodrine  of  thofe  times,  that  private  men  as  well 
as  princies  might'  appeal  to  God  by  arms,  fiut  as  tj^is 
nobleman  was  allied  to  the  bed  families  in  Navarre^  they  inr 
terpofed  with  the  king,  ahd  defircd  that  fome  other  end  might 
be  put  to  this  matter,  according  to  his  difcretion ;  upon 
which  the  king  committed  the  baron  oi  Ajjian  to  the  caftleof 
Tafalky  and  fent  the  baron  of  Agramont  prifoner  to  St.  Jem" 
fie-de-Port^  till  either  this  matter  could  be  thoroughly  looked 
'into,  or  their  private  quarrels  fome  way^  adjufted.  The  gar* 
ji(on  of  Tafalla  were^  Picards^  whom  the  baron  ^^  y^^;;  won 
.fo  much  to  his  fervice,  that  they  not  only  fet  him  at  liberty 
but  revolted,  and  put  him  in  poireffion  of  the  place*.  In  all 
probability  they  had  flattered  themfelves.with  the  hopeseither  of 
a  general  revolt,  or  of  a  foreign  affiftance :  but  their  expecta- 
tions were  difappointedj  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  adjacent 
country  immediately  invefted  the  place,  and  the  king  refufing 
to  liften  to  any  terms,  caufed  the  place  to  be  carried  by  ftorm, 
and  the  garrifon  to  be  put  to  the  fword,  except  the  baron 
de  AJ/ian^  who  was  taken  and  beheaded.  The  baron  de  Agra^  .  ^ 
fjjont  V/3S  foon  after  fet  at  liberty*.  There  is  fomething  of  ,1q.* 
feverity,  but  nothing  of  injuftice  in  this  proceeding,  which  ■ 
alfo  {hews  that  the  king  was  in  the  main  refpeded  and  obeyed 
hy  his  fubjefts.  Indeed  the  hiftorians  of  Navarre  fay,  that 
being  a  great  patron  of  learning  and  learned  naen,  he  had  the 
clergy  much  at.  his  devotion;  and  yet,  whatever  his  own 
vices  were,  he  .would  iufFer  none  in  them,  that  the  dignity 
of  their  order  might  not  be  leflened  in  the  eyes  of  the 
people.^  In  this  no  doubt  he  a£led  difcreetly ;  for  a  vicious,  and

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Sut  notwithftanding  this  is  b  particularly  fet  hr\%  -aii^  that 
from  the  very  procefs,  yet  it  is  fubjed  to  various  objections, 
^Kfhich  are  not  eafy  tb  be  foived  ^  and  it  is  very  probably  ow- 
ing to  this  that  in  fome  ancienf,  and  in  fome  modern  hifto- 
ries,  the  whole  affair,  though  of  fo  a  remarkable  a  nature^ 
is  buried  in  oblivion  ^. 

The  king  Don  Juan  of  CqftiU  having,  as  we  have  flicwn  ^^  ikfai» 
ki  its  proper  place,  very  ftrong  pretcnfions  upon  P^tugnly  in  /)^,  q^^ 
right  of  bis  confort,  the  only  daughter  and  heirefe  of  the  de-  los  goes 
ceafed  king,  and  being  determined  to  fupport  thofe  j^xeXQn- to  the  affif^ 
fions  by, force  of  arms,  his  brother-in-law,    the  m^^ait  V)on  ftance  of 
Carlos  of  Navarrey    out  of  gratitude  as   well   as  aiFediion,  hisbrotbtr^ 
thought  himfelf  obliged  to  march  to  his  affiftance  with  aeon-  in-la=w  tbtn 
fiderable  body  of  forces.     He  joined  the  army  of  CafiUe  at  the  ^S^f 
liege  of  Ziihon^  and  was  received  with  all  poffible  teftimonies  CafHic. 
of  efteem  by  the  king,  and  of  joy  and  fatisfadion  by  the         q 
whole  army.    The  next  year  he  made  an  inroad  into  Portu-     ^^^ 
galy   under  that  monarch's  orders,  but  was  not  in  the  fatal 
battle  of  Aljubarrota^  which  gave  him  an  opportunity  of  fav- 
ing  feveral  fmall  corptf  of  the  Caftiiian  army,  that  in  their 
efcape  from  that  difafter  would  otherwife  have  been  furrounded 
and  cut  to  pieces  by  the  Portuguefe  *.     He  went  aftenyards     .    -^ 
to  Seville  to  confole  that  prince  under  his  misfortunes ;   and        * « 
having  accompanied  him  to  Valladolid^  where  he  held  an  af-       ^  ** 
fembly  of  the  ftates,   the  infant  Don  Carlos  returned  from, 
thence  into  his  father's  dominions  \     About  this  time  his* 
filler  Donna  "Joanna  efpoufed  John  de  Montfort^  duke  ofBrit-^ 
tany^  which  was  an  alliance,  in  all  refpeds,  very  favourable 
to  the  family,  and  contributed  not  a  little  to  its  fupport^  The 
news  of  the  duke  of  Lanca^er*s  failing  to  Portugal^  with  a 
^numerous  fleet,  and  a  powerful  army  on  board,  with  a  view? 
not  only  to  fupport  the  mafter  of  Jvisy  who  had  now  takert 
the  title  of  king  of  Portugal^  but  to  aflert  his  own  right  tO' 
Ca/iile,  (o  much  alarmed  the  king  Don  Juan^   that  he  ap« 
plied  himfelf  to  the  Pope,  Charles  the  fixth  of  France^  and  hi^        * 
other  allies,  for  ai&ftance ;  upon  which  the  infant  Don  Car- 
fifs  of  Navarre  put  himfelf  once  more  at  the  head  of  his  fa-     .    ^ 
ther's  forces,  marched  them  to  the  relief  of  his  brother-in*     ilgdT 
law,  and  remained  with  the  king  of  Ca^iU  all  this  year^.  *

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Death  of  Wb  are  aiTured,  by  the  hiftorians  o^Navarrty  that  the  king 
the  king  e/ Don  Carbsvrz%  become  miferably  infirm  thro*  a  Icprofy,  or 
Navarre,  foroe  other  grievous  diftemper,  brought  upon  him  by  his  de- 
bauches, which  difabled  him  from  appearing  in  public,  and 
inclined  him  to  bend  all  his  thoughts  towards  preparing  htm^ 
fetf  for  his  laft  hour ;  for  notwith  (landing  the  deteftable  eha-^ 
radler  given  him  by  the  French  writers,  he  certainly  afield  to 
be  thought  religious,^  and  did  every  thing  that  might  contribute 
toimpofeupon  the  world  in  that  particular '^^  But  while  the 
king  was  thus  in  fome  meafure  confined,  one  Andrew  de  Ti- 
rellasy  a  perfon  of  itocan  rank,  excited  a  fedition  in  Pampe* 
lunoy  under  colour  that  the  city  was  not  fufficiently  fupplted 
with  corn,  and  the  public  revenue  but  indifFerently  managed : 
but  the  king,  feeble  and  infirm  as  he  was,  exerted  himfelf  in 
fuch  a  manner,  that  the  tumult  was  quickly  fupprefled,  An* 
drew  ToreUas  apprehended  and  hanged,  and  fome  of  his  prin- 
cipal aflbciates  fevcrely  puniihed  ®.  This  was  the  laft  effort 
of  his  authority ;  for  foon  after  he  fell  into  a  low  and  languiOi-^ 
ing  ftate,  ana  having  prepared  himfelf  for  death,  with  all  the 
efxterior  marks  at  leaft  of  a  deep  and  fincere  repentance^ 
breathed  his  laft  on  the  firft  day  of  the  new  year,  in  the  fifty- 
lixth  year  of  his  age,  and  in  the  thirty-eighth  of  his  reign^ 
and  was  buried  in  the  cathedral  church  oi  Pampelunoj^  with 
the  ufifal  ceremonies  ^. 

'  But  hiftorians  are  as  mtich  divided  about  the  manner  of 
his  death,  as  in  regard  to  the  principal  events  of  his  life,  and 
it  may  be  juftly  expefled  that  out  of  regard  to  truth  we  Chould 
fay  fomething  of  thefe.  The  common  ftory  which  we  find 
uuially  inferted  in  the  French  chronicles  is  this.  The  king^ 
having  in  a  great  meafure  difSpated  and  extingui(bed  the  na« 
tural  heat  of  his  body,  by  the  vices  to  which  he  was  addified^ 
was  wont  to  be  wrapped  up  in  large  fheets,  or  fear-cloths, 
dipped  in  aqua  vitae,  and  powdered  over  with  fulphur,  iii 
which  being  fewed  up  as  ufual,  one  of  his  pages,  inftead  of 
cutting  the  thread  with  a  pair  of  fciffars,  went  to  burn  it  with 
a  wax-candle,  by  which  the  wrappers  about  the  king's  body 
took  fire,  and  before  it  could  ht  exting^uiflied  his  bowels  were 
fo  burnt,  that,  after  lying  three,  days  in  excruciating  torment, 
he  expired  «.  The  inferehces  that  are  copioufly  drawn  from 
hence,  as  to  its  being  an  apparent  judgment  upon  him  for  his 
horrible  crimes,  make  thi§  fa£l  and  thofe  crimes  equally  fuf-

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Eicious.  The  hiftortans  of  Ngvarre  have  &ewn  this  ftory  to 
e  a  fable,  tho'  there  was  a  circumftance  thrown  in  to  makq 
the  judgment  lean  a  little  on  their  fide,  by  alledging  that  he 
had  impofed  a  tax  of  two  hundred  thoufand  florins  upon  his 
dominions,'  againft  which,  the  deputies  from  feyeral  provinces  ^ 
being  fent  i^Pampeluna  to  remonftrate,  he  had  ordered  them 
all  to  be  put  to  death,  from  which  they  were  faved  only  by 
his  ending  his  life  fuddenly  in  this  manner  K  Froiffixrty  who 
at  this  very  time  was  in  the  county  of  Foix^  and  consequently 
very  near  rempeluna^  relates  the  matter  as  he  had  it  from  per« 
fens  belonging  to  the  court  of  Navarre^  very  differently.  He 
fays,  that  the  king  ufed  to  have  a  globe  of  metal  filled  with 
hot  water,  and  other  things,  to  put  on  his  bed  to  keep  hiia 
warna,  and  that  by  means  of  this  the  bed-cloaths  fome  way  or 
other  took  fire,  by  which  he  was  fo  much  injured  that  it 
proved  the  caufe  of  his  death,  tho'  he  furvived  a  fortnight  ^^ 
£ed-cloaths  fet  on  fire  by  hot  water  is  certainly  very  extraor- 
dinary, and  unlefs  we  are  difpofed  to  take  it  for  a  judgment, 
will  hardly  be  believed.  But  in  a  very  ancient  hiftory,  c6m« 
pofed  when  thefe  things  were  fre(h  in  memory,  there  is  pre« 
ierved  a  letter  from  the  bifhop  of  Jcqs^  who  was  prime-mini- 
fter  to  this  prince^  written  to  his  After  queen  Blanch^  dowag^ 
of  Philip  de  Falois ;  in  which  he  acquaints  her,  that  the  king 
his  mafter  died  of  a  moft  painful  and  tormenting  difeafe,  ia 
which  he  gave  the  ftrongeft  marks  of  fincere  penitence,  and 
fupported  the  mifery  he  endured  with  invincible  patience,  and 
the  moft  perfeft  refignation  to  the  will  of  God  ^.  Not  a  word 
here  of  the  flaming  winding- (heet,  or  the  fcalding  water  fet* 
ting  the  bed  on  fire  ;  upon  which  z,  modern  hiftorian  very 
candidly  obferves,  that  it  is  very  likely  the  extreme  hatred  the 
French  bore  to,  this  monarch  induced  the  French  writers  to 
invent  thofe  ftories,  that  his  death  might  have  the  more  in 
it  of  a  judgment  from  heaven  ^  We  may  venture  to  add^ 
that  they  might  alfo  propofe  giving  an  air  of  juftice  to  their 
own  proceedings  \  and  at  the  fame  time  ftamp  the  charader 
of  authenticity  on  all  the  horrid  ftories  told  by  them  of  this 
monarch,  of  whom  Ferreras  fays  truly,  that  he  was  far  from 
being  a  faint,  but  that  he  was  as  far  from  wanting  good  qua-» 
lipies  i  and  that  we  ought  not  to  believe  all  that  is  faid  of  nin» 
by  thofe  who  were  bound  in  intereft  to  blacken  him,  that  the;/ 
Blight  acquit  themfelves.

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Jcceffhnof  DoK  CarhsAt  tbtfd,  at  the  time  of  his  father's  demHe, 
Don  Car-  was  with  the  queen  Jiis  confort  and  their  children  at  Penafid 
loilll.thc  in  Caftile^  with  her  brother  the  king  Don  7«tf«,  He  imme* 
Noble.  diately  prepared  for  his  departure  to  his  own  dominions,  where 
his  prefence  was  abfolutely  neceflary ;  and  the  CaJHUan  mo- 
narch, to  ihew  how  grateful  a  fenfe  he  had  of  the  friendihip 
fliewn,  and  affiftance  given  him  by  this  prince,  not  only  re* 
mitt^d  the  caftles  and  fortre&s  which  had  been  fequeftexed 
for  the  debt  due  to  his  father,  but  alio  forgave  that  debt,  and 
the  fum  of  two  thoufand  pounds  fierling,  which  he  had  en- 
gaged himfelf  to  pay,  as  a  ranfom  for  an  Englijh  noUcman, 
who  was  prifoner  in  CaftiU.  He  was  received  on  his  arrival 
ztPampeluna  with*  all  poffible  marks  of  joy  and  (atisfaflion, 
and  with  much  folemnity  proclaimed  on  the  28th  of  yamtaryi 
but  for  various  reafons  his  coronation  was  deferred '°.  •  He 
was  at  this  time  about  twenty-five  years  of  age,  poflei&ng^ 
as  the  Spanifl)  writers  fay,  all  the  great  qualities  of  his  father  ; 
4md  as  the  Fnnch  writers  own,  without  any  tin£hire  of  his  de- 
feds.  In  a  word,  if  we  may  depend  upon  any  thing  in  the 
faiftories  of  thofe  times,  we  may  conclude  that  this  young  king 
was  a  moft  accompliihed  prince ;  as  the  ftrongeft  proof  of 
which  we  may  aliedge  that  he  was  ftiled  Charles  the  NebU 
by  his  neighbours,  and  Don  Carhs  the  Liberal  by  his  own 
fubjeds.  The  firft  public  zQ.  of  his  reign  was  acknowledging 
Clement  the  feventh,  who  refided  at  ^vignotiy  for  the  true 
Pope,  notwithftanding  the  claim  of  Urban  the  fixdi,  who  had 
fixed  his  refidence  at  Rome  \  This  was  contrary  to  his  fa- 
ther's maxim,  who,  tho'  he  had  always  (hewn  a  great  re^d 
for  the  church,  kept  an  exzSt  neutrality*  and  would  acknow- 
ledge neither,  alledging  very  prudently  that  it  did  not  become 
a  layman,  tho'  a  king,  to  decide  who  was  the  fucceflbr  of  St« 
Peter ;  but  till  this  could  be  determined  by  a  proper  authority, 
he  affirmed  the  fupremacy  in  all  caufes  to  be  in  him.  His 
fon,  indeed,  did  it  with  this  reflridion,  that  his  acknowledg- 
ment was  fubjed  to  the  decifion  of  a  general  council.  Tbis^ 
however,  was  a  very  ftrong  meafure,  as  it  plainly  proved  to 
,  the  world,  that  he  had  embraced  a  new  fyftem,  and  was  gone 
ever  to  the  French  fide,  fince  the  EngEJb  and  their  alli^  were 
zealous  partizans  of  Pope  Urban  ^. 

He  took,  care  to  notify  his  acceffion,  and  to  fend  ambaf- 
fadors  to  the  principal  powers  in  Europe^  particularly  to  thofe

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of  Franct  and  England  9.    He  demanded  from  the  ^^rmer  die  Hk  carg 
refiitution  of  the  eftates  belonging  to  his  family;  but  in  mild  toli'vtom 
and  modeft  terms,  fo  as  to  fhew  at  once  that  he  \^as  deter-  good  terms 
mined  not  to  depart  from  his  claims,  and  that  he  was  by  no  'with  his 
means  averfe  to  the  receiving  jl  fuitable  fatisfaflion.     He  re-  neighhours^ 
prefehted  to  the  latter,  that  feveral  places  in  Normandy  ht^""^^^/^^'^ 
longed  to  him  that  were  in  their  hands,  and  that  he  ftiade"^^?''^. 
no  doubt  of  their  being  reftored  to  him.     He  had  a  Confe-  ^^^ 
;rcnce  with  Don  'Juan  king  ol  Arragon^  in  reference  to  a  mar-/^*'^'* 
riage  between  their  families,  and  to  the  maintaining  ^  ftridl 
correfpondence  between  the  two  crowns,  as  the  fureft  means* 
of  fupporting  the  fplendouf  and  mdependency  of  them  both  ^. 
He>regulated  the  march  of  the  French  fuccours,  under  the 
duke  of  Bourbon^  to  Logrognoy  where  they  received  the  fabfi- 
dies  that  had  been  ftipulated,  and  the  orders  of  the  king  of 
Cqfiile  to  advance  no  farther.     He  contributed  not  a  little  to 
the  treaty  of  pacification  between  that  monarch  and  John  of 
G aunty  duke  o{LancaJler\  and  when  it  was  in  fome  degree  fettled 
he  had  an  interview  \yith  his  brother-in-law,  to  regulate  with     a    r\ 
him  the  meafures  that  in  fo  critical  a  conjunSure  were  fitteft     i^gg* 
to  be  taken.     While  his  mind  was  thus  i/itent  on  thefe'great 
ob}e<5h  of  government,  he  was  alarmed  by  the  indifpofition  of 
the  queen,  and  the  more  fo  when  ihe  intimated  to  him  that 
ihe  had  no  hopes  of  recovery  but  from  returning  to  and  re- 
maining fome  time  in  her  native  country.     He  refolved  to 
comply  with  her  defires ;    and  having  condufled  her  and  the 
princeiles  his  daughters  to  Navarete,  where  he  had  another     * 
conference  with  the  king  of  CajHle^  he  left  them  behind  and 
returned  to  his  own  capital  of  Pampeluna  '. 

The  fituation  of  affairs  in  Europe  was  at  this  time  (b  em-  JPruitlefi 
barraffed,  that  Don  CfiHos  faw  plainly  his  endeavours  to  ob-  endeavours 
tain  the  reftitution  of  his  ellates  ought  to  be  referved  for  a  to  prevail 
more  favourable  opportunity.  .'He  applied  himfelf,  therefore,  on  his  queen 
with  great  induftry  to  rectify  whatever  might  be  amifs  in  the  Leonora 
civil  cecohomy  of  his  own  dominions.      He  reviewed  the  '^  return 
grants  of  his  anceftors ;  he  examined  into'  theftate  of  the  prin-  ^^  ^f 
cipal  cities  and  great  towns  ;    he  h^d  an  eye  on  the  affairs  of  ^^^"**« 
the  church  :    but  he  afted  with  fach  moderation  in  all  things, 
^nd  {hewed  fo  ftrong  an  inclination  to  render  all  ranks  of  ; 
people  eafy,  that  the  reformation  which  would  have  been  at- 
tended with  murmurs  at  leafi,  if  not  with  an  infurre£lion,  un-

even  rendered  him  more  bcfov^d.     However,  the  clergy  ancf 
nobility  prefied  him  verv  mu^ff  oft  the  head  of  his  coronation, 
which  they  would  npt  nave  fufiefed  another  king  to  have  de- 
layed ib  long,  becaufe  hitherto  he  had  taken  no  oath  to  main- 
tain the  immunities  of  the  church,  the  privileges  of  the  no- 
bility, and  the  liberties  of  the  people*.     The  king  thereupon 
fent  nis  ambai&dors  to  the  court  of  Caftile  to  defire  his  confort 
might  return,  that  they  might  be  crowned  together.     Donna 
Leonora  would  by  no  means  con  fent  to  this  ;  (he  indited  upon 
her  brother's  protedion ;  complained  that  (he  was  very  ill  ufei 
in  Navarre^  where  the  people  were  wanting  in  their  refpefls' 
to  her,  or  at  leaft  to  her  attendants ;    that  the  revenue  af- 
figned  her  v^as  ill  paid ;    and  that  her  diftemper  was  owing  to 
certain  dangerous  drugs  given  her  by  a  Jew  phyfician,  whom 
the  king  had  refufed  to  difgracc.    Don  Carlos^  being  informexl 
of  this,  acquainted  the  king  of  Caftile  that  his  fubjedb  indeed 
were  not  accuftomed  to  a^  fo  fubmiflively  towards  their  fo- 
vereigns  as  m  Caftile;  that  his  dominions  were  very  much  im^ 
poverifhed  during  his  father's  reign,    but  that  his  finances 
were  now  in  good  order ;  and  that  as  to  the  aiFair  of  the^ftt; 
phyfician,  he  was  willing  to  fubmit  the  examination  of  it  to 
fuch  as  the  king  of  CaJIile  fhall  appoint ;   when  it  would  ap- 
pear, as  indeed  it  did,  that  the  queen  and  not  the  doftor  was 
to  blame,  who  prefcribed  what  was  proper  enough  for  the 
queen's  indifpofition,  if  it  had  been  fuch  as  (he  gave  out ; 
but  as  it  was  only  a  fiflion,  (he  had  only  herfelf  to  blame  ^ 
The  truth  of  the  matter  was,  the  queen  was  mightily  pleafed 
with  the  honours  paid  her  in  Caftile,  and  with  the  fplendouf 
of  that  court ;  and  therefore  infifted  that  her  hufband  (hould 
engage  the  Pope  and  the  king  of  France ^  to  guaranty  her  be- 
ing well  ufed :    to  which  Don  Carlos  anfweired,   that  the 
French  king  (hould  never  interfere  in  his  affairs  ;    and  hav- 
ing fent  for  his  two  eldeft  daughters,  he  proceeded  to  the 
A,  D.     ceremony  of  his  coronation,  which  was  performed  with  great 
»3QO.     fo'cmnity  in  the  cathedral  at  Pampeluna  on  the  twenty- fifth 
of  July^  when  the  Pope,  to  fliew  his  refpe£t  to  the  king,  pro- 
moted Don  Martin  de  Zalva^  bi(hop  of  Pampeluna^  to  the 
rank  of  a  cardinal  **. 

The  death  of  kinc  *John  of  Caftile^  and  the  acceflion  of  his 
.    fon  Don  Henry^  a  minor,  created  a  great  change  in  the  face

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of  affairs  at  that  court,  where  Donria  Leonora^  queen  of  Na-  Obtains 
^Mzrre^  in  quality  of  aunt  to  the  reigning  prince,  entered  deeply  the  reftitu- 
into  the  intrigues  of  the  court ;    and,  as  we  have  (hewn  in  its  tion  of 
proper  place,  contributed  greatly  to  pacify  thofe  factious  heats  Cher- 
that  would  otherwife  have  thrown  all  things  into  confufion.  hourg 
It  was  in  vain,  therefore,  that  the  king  Don  Carloi  foUicitcd^^^  {^ 
her  return,  and  reprefented  to  her  how  injurious  her  abfence  ,  *^^Ji  ..* 
was  to  him,  how  difpleafing  to  his  fubjeSs,  and  how  deftruc-  ^^^^ 
tive  to  their  fejmily.     But  Donna  Z^(?w<?r«  loved  pomp  ^^^  plication  tp 
power  ;  and,  while  her  fa£lion  prevailed,  was  fure  of  preferving  ^^^  ^ourt 
both;  whereas,  m  Navarre ^  the  king  lived  equally  in  great  ^ France, 
familiariry  With  his  nobility,  and  adminiftred  public  affairs  by 
the  fole  advice  of  his  council  ^.     His  eyes  were  continually 
turned  on  the  vaft  pof&ifions  which  had  been  torn  from  his 
&mily  in  France  ;   and,  in  order  to  make  fome  effort  for  their 
recovery,  he  fent  Don  Carlos  de  Beaumont^  ftandard-bearer 
of  Niwarre,  and  Don  Martin  Henrique^  de  Lacarra^  his  am- 
baffadors,  to  Richard  the  fecond  o^  England^  in  order  to  obtain 
the  reftitution  of  Cherbourg,  and  fome  other  places  which  the 
king  held  by  no  o^her  title  than  that  of  his  grandfather's  troops 
being  admitted  into  them,  as  the  auxiliaries  of  the  deceafed 
"king  of  Navarre,     This  point  being  ftrenuoufly  infifted  upon  , 

by  the  ambafladors,  and  feveral  great  lords  of  the  court  of 
England  knowing  the  thing  to  be  really  as  they  ftated  it,  a 
refolution  was  at  laft  taken  to  do  him  that  juftice  which  he 
required ;  and  accordingly  Cherbourg  and  the  refl  of  the  places 
were  ^(dually  reftored  *.  Upon  this  he  renewed  his  applica-  A.  D.' 
tion  to  the  French  court,  reprefenting,  that  it  would  be  very  ^393* 
hard  to  treat  a  prince  of  the  blood  royal  worfe  than  ftrangers 
bad  done;  but  thejdiforders  in  France  were  fo  great,  and  thofe 
in  power  were  fo  little  pleafed  at  fdcirtg  Don  Martin  Henri- 
quez  de  Lacarra  eftaftlifhed  in  the  govferximent  of  Cherbourgy 
that  he  found  himfelf  obliged  to  poUpone  his  expectations  on 
that  fide,  till  the  ftate  of  their  affairs  fcould  wear  another  afpe<a. 

Hb  was  more  fucccfsful  in  his  negociation  with  the  king  Donna 
of  Jfragon,   who  amicably  regulated  the  frontiers  of  their  Leonora 
refpefiive  dominions,  and  entered  into  all  his  views  with  re-  returns  to  - 
gard  to  a  perpetual  defenfive  alliance  between  the  two  crowns.  Navarre. 
But  his  applications  to  perfuade  his  queen    to  return  were 
as  ineffedual  as  ever ;  neither  could  (he  be  perfuadcd  to  fend 
her  two  younger  daughters  back  \xiK.o  Navarre^  though  her 
:  nephew  king  Henry  the  third  joined  his  folicitations  to  thofe

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of  the  king  \i^  hufband  ; '  for,  upon  his  taking  the  govern- 
ment into  bis  own  bands,  he  found  it  requifite  to  recal  forne, 
and  ta  reduce  all  the  penfions  that  were  p^id  out  of  the  public 
revenue;  and  as  his  aunt's  was  not  excepted,  this  had  created 
a  mifunderftanding  between  them.    By  degrees  thefe  differ- 
ences rofe  higher ;   for  the  queen,  taking  part  with  the  mal- 
contents, ana  prefuming  fo  far  as  to  refufe  the  king  entrance 
into  Roa^  which  was  one  of  the  places  affigned  for  her  fub- 
liflence,  he  came  before  it  with  a  body  of  troops:  upon  which 
the  inhabitants,  who  had  no  (hare  at  all  in  the  quarrel,  opened 
their  gates,  and  the  queen  was  conftrained  to  fubmit  herfelf ; 
and,  dio' received  with  much  feeming  favour  and  complaifance, 
yet  the  king  told  her  plainly^  that  as  Don  Carlos  had  ofiered 
all  that  (he  could  poffibly  demand,  (he  muft  abfolutely  think 
of  returning  with  the  princeiTes  her  daughters,  and  content 
herfelf  with  aSlng  the  queen  in  her  own  dominions.    Yet 
that  every  thing  might  be  tranfaded  in  a  manner  fuitable  to 
the  rank  of  the  parties  concerned,  the  king  withf  his  whole 
court  attended  the  queen  to  Jlfaro ;   and  Don  Carhsy  having 
fent  the  archbi(hop  of  Saragojja^  with  the  principal  lords  of 
his  kingdom,  to  Tudela  to  receive  her,  (he  was  accordingly 
conducted  thither,  and  foon  after  met  by  the  king  himfelf, 
who  received  her  with  all  poffible  demonft rations  of  joy  and 
(atisfa£tion,  which,  with  the  improved  (late  of  the  country^ 
,    reconciled  her  entirely  to  Navarre ;  and  the  fenfe  (be  had  that 
a  new  retreat  into  Cajiili  was  impraSicable,  made  her  fo  affa* 
ble  and  obliging  to  her  fubje£^s,  that  (he  met  with  every  ttfki- 
A.  D.     mony  of  refpe<2  and  fubmiffion    (he  could  dcfireJ^.     The 
1396.     next  year  the  king  held  an  afiembly  of  the  ftates  at  Pampe^ 
luna,  in  which  the  fucceffion  to  the  crown  was  regulated  in 
favour  6f  his  daughters,  in  the  order  of  their  refpedive  births» 
to  prevent  any  difputeis  if  the  king  (hould  die  without  male

He  males       The  cathedral  at  Pampeluna^  had,  for  fome  years,  laia 
0  fWw   ^"  ruins,  with  the  fi^ht  of  which  the  citizens,  and  indeed  all 
jfgfg  the  inhabitants  of  Navarre^  were  very  deeply  afFe£ied  ;    but 

France.  .  ^he  expence  of  rebuilding  it  was  fo  high,  that  however  well- 
inclined,  their  circumftances  rendered  them  unable  to  under- 
take it.  The  king  faw  this,  and,  after  mature  delibera- 
tion, afligned  the  fortieth  part  of  his  revenues  for  this  (ervice, 
which  agreeably  furprifed  the  people,  and  rendered  them  Icis 
Unealy  at  his  departure  for  Francey  upon  the  very  eve  of  which

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he  did  this  pious  and  generous  aflion^.  The  queen  was 
*  Jiot  long  after  delivered  of  a  fon,  who  at  his  baptifm  received 
his  father's  n^ime  ;  and  this  was  another  very  acceptable  event. 
But  in  France  the  king  found  his  ambafladors  had  reprefented 
things  to  him  very  truly ;  for  tho'  Charles  the  fixth  had  fame  lu- 
cid intervals,  yet  being  then  entirely  in  the  hands  of  his  minif- 
ters,  who  reprefented  his  affairs  to  him  in  what  light  they  pleaf- 
cd,  the  king  of  Navarre  chofe  to  return  home  without  doing  any 
thing,  rather  than  make  any  bargain  with  thofe  who  held  their 
authority  by  fo  uncertain  a  tenure,  as  the  will  of  a  diftra£ted 
prince  ^.  After  he  came  back  to  Pampeluna^  he  obliged  the 
clergy,  nobility,  and  people,  to  take  an  oath  of  fidelity  to 
his  fon  Don  Carlos ^  as  heir-apparent  to  the  kingdom,  though  ^ 

he  was  at  that  time  fcarce  a,  year  old.     The  next  year  he  re-     ^'  ^' 
aewed  the  treaties  fubfifting  with  the  crown  of  Jrragon^  upon     ^399* 
the  acceffion  of  Don  Martin  %  and  interpofed  his  good  offices 
.  for  compofing  the  difputes  fubfifting  between  that  monarch 
and  Archamhaud  de  Grailliy  count  de  Foix^  which  was  at  length 
effe(9ed,  much  to  the  fatisfadion  of  both  parties^.     This  ne- 
gociation  produced  another  of  yet  greater  confequence ;  for  the 
king  married  his  eldeft  daughter  Donna  Joanna  to  John  de 
GraiUi,  fon  of  the  count  of  Jl?;^  **.     In  a  mort  time  after  he     A,  D, 
married  his  third  daughter,  the  princefs  Blanch^  to  Don  Mar-      1402. 
tin  king  of  Sicily^  fon  to  the  king  of  Jrragon  5    but  very  fodh 
after  this  marriage  took  effed,  the  infant  Don  Carlos  died,  as 
alfo  his  younger  brother  Don  Louis ;   upon  which  Donna  y^* 
anna  was  acknowledged  for  the  prefumptive  heir  of  Navarre  ; 
which,  tho'  it  could  not  be  pleafing  to  the  king,  yet  fince  it 
appeared  to  be  the  will  of  rrovidence,  the  king  fubmitted 
.  without  repining,  and  his  example  quieted  the  minds  of  the 
nation,  tho'  they  had  the  difagreeable  profpe£t  of  a  foreign 
fucceflbr  in  view  *.  ' 

Thb  king,  defirous  of  having  his  claims  fettled  in  France^  Goes 
and  being  invited  thither  by  the  princes  of  the  blood,  refolved  tbitbera  . 
to  make  another  tour  into  that  kingdom,  and  declared  the  ficoudtimef 
queen  regent  in  his  abfence,  and  at  the  fame  time  made  his  ^^da^ufts 
teftament,  that  as  far  as  in  him  lay  he  might  remove  all    } .     ^ 
fourccs  of  inteftine  troubles,  in  cafe  he  fliould  not  live  to  re-      n^^^ 
turn.     On  his  arrival  at  Paris  he  found  things  in  great  difor-  ^-^ .     il. 
der,  the  king's  health  rather  more  unfettled  than  ever,  and  ^^*''^*     '*

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a  war  with  England  in  a  manner  inevitable.    This  difmal  prof- 
ped  induced  him  to  ufc  all  his  intereft,  in  order  to  conclude  a 
A.  D.     treaty  without  lofs  of  time,  which  was  accordingly  figned  on 
1404.     the  fourth  of  jfune^  and  to  which  his  brother  Don  Pedro^  earl 
of  Alortairtj  acceded.     By  this  agreement  he  relinquiihcd  all 
his  pretenfions  to  the  counties  of  Champapie^  Brie^  arid  Evreux^ 
as  alfo   to  the  reft  of  the  places  which  his  anceftors   had 
held  in  Normandy ;    and  alfo  gave  up  Cherbourg^  in  confidera* 
lion  of  the  town  and  diftrift  of  J^emoursy  which  was  ere<9ed 
into  a  dutchy  in  his  favour,  together  with  an  annual  penficsn 
of  twelve  thoufand  livres,  and  the  farther  fum  of  two  hundred 
thoufand  crowns,  by  way  of  indemnification  for  the  revenues  of 
which  he  had  been  deprived  ^     A  great  Spanijh  hiftorian  fays 
truly,  that  this  was  a  poor  compenfation  for  flich  vaft  cftates ; 
but  there  is  great  reafon  to  doubt  whether,  in  the  fituation  of 
their  affairs,    he  could  have  obtained  eveti  thefe  from   the 
princes  who  governed  France^  if  he  had  not  rendered  fervices 
to  fome,  and  made  prefents  to  others,  that  fome  end  mi^t 
be  made  of  a  controverfy  that  had  fubfiftcd  fo  long,  and  had  coft 
both  parties  fo  dear  5.     The  troubles  which  broke  out  on  the 
death  of  Philip  the  Hardy ^  duke  of  Burgundy^  obliged  him  to 
remain  in  France  longer  than  he  intended ;  and  it  was  in  virtue 
of  his  decree,  in  conjuniftion  with  the  king  of  Sicily  his  fim- 
A.  D.     in-law,  and  the  dukes  of  Berry  and  Bourbon^  dated  the  feven- 
^4^5*     teenth  oi  O£iober^  that  the  pacification  took  place  between 
the  dukes  of  Orleam  and  Burgundy,    At  length,  having  coa- 
N  tributed  all  in  his  power  to  reftore  the  public  peace,  and  hav- 

ing concluded  a  marriage  for  his  fourth  by  biith,  faut  his  third 
furviving   daughter,    with  Jacques  de   Bourbon^  count  de  la 
Marthsy  one  of  the  moft  accompliflied  princes  of  that  age, 
he  fet  out  on  his  return  into  his  own  dominidns  \  leaving 
an  high  opinion  of  him  in  the  French  court. 
Purfuerhis      At  the  requeft  of  Don  Martin ^  king  of  Arragon^  Don 
true  inte-    Carlos  pafled  thro'  Catalonia^  and  was  received  by  him  at  Li- 
refit  at  his  ^^^^  ^.jj^  aj]  poffible  marks  of  afFcftion  and  refpe<a.     From 
return.        thence  the  two  monarchs  went  together  to  &aragoffa^  and  af- 
ter a  {hort  ftay  there,  they  parted  perfeSly  well  fatisfied  with 
each  other,  and  Don  Carlos  returned  to  Pampeluna^  where 
his  fubjec^s  received  him  with  the  moft  fincere  tranfports  of 
«  joy  and  afFeftion.    In  the  beginning  of  the  month  of  Septem* 
ber  arrived  Jacques  de  Bourbony  count  ofMarche  and  of  Cajiro^ 
attended  by  a  great  train  of  French  lords  and  gentlemen ;  and

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there  his  marriage  with  Donnz  Beatrix  of  Navarre  ynn  cdfri 
brated  with  the  utmofl  magnificence  *.  As  Don  Carlos  brought 
with  him  a  great  mafs  of  money  from  Francey  he  began  to  conii- 
der  with  himfelf  what  courfe  was  beft  for  him  to  take,  in  order  to 
diflribute  it  amongft  his  fubjeftsj  and,  after  mature  deliberation, 
he  determined  to  build  two  palaces,  one  at  0//V^,  and  the  other 
;at  Tafalla^  each  in  a  very  pleafant  fituacjon^  and  at  no  more 
than  a  league's  diftance.  By  this  projeil  the  money  was  very 
Ipeedily  difperfed  into  the  hands  of  the  induftrious,  and  actifts 
jof  every  kind  were  encouraged  and  employed  ^ ;  for  with  all 
the  qualities  of  a  hero  and  a  ftatefman,  Don  Carlos  had  like- 
wife  the  talents  and  the  tafte  of  a  fplendid  and  magnificent 
prince,  correfted  by  a  due  regard  to  ceconomy,  and  direfled^ 
as  all  his  meafures  were,  to  the  general  welfare  of  his  fubje£ls» 
It  was  a  full  perfuafion  of  this  that  rendered  him  in  a  coun^ 
jtry  where  liberty  was  idolized  almoft  an  abfolute  prince, 
I^ampeluna  had  been  more  than  once  on  the  very  brink  of  de- 
^ruftion,  from  its  being  divided  into  three  parts,  each  under 
9^  diftin£i  government ;  from  whence,  for  the  moft  part,  there 
were  in  this  city  three  facSUons,  hating  and  thwarting  each 
other  as  much  as  \s^y  in  their  power.  Former  monarcbs  ha4 
feen  and  deplored  this ;  but  durft  not  attempt  the  removal  of 
pf  an  evil^  for  fe^  of  uniting  agatnft  themfelves  thofe  who 
never  coul<}  agree  in  any^ther  meafure*  Don  Carlos  pro- 
pofed  and  accomplifiied  it  at  once,  in  confequence  of  his 
never  having  fhewif  the  leaft  pax?tiali(y  for  any  of  them, 
and  by  his  offering  to  their  ^cc^ptance  a  new  conftitution, 
more  favourable  than  the  old  one  to  them  all.  He  knew  that 
fa£Uons  was  the  bane  of  all  limited  governments,  and  there- 
fore removed  all  fupports  of  it  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power'. 

The  war  between  the  crown  of  Coftile  suid  the  Moors  of  Qm^^  fg 
Granada  gave  the  king  oi  Navarre  an  opportunity  offending  ^^^^  ^ 
fome  of  the  moft  accompliffied  knights  in  his  court  to  the  af-  new  tour 
fiftance  of  his  neighbour,  under  the  command  of  the  count  de  jo  France. 
la  Marche,  his  fon-in*law,  who  carried  with  _him  into  Jnda- 
lufm  z  chofen  corps  of  illuftrious  cavaliers ;  for  which  he  is 
highly  commended  by  the  Spanijh  biftorians,  who  ^re  pleafed 
to  allow  him  the  charadlcr  of  one  of  the  braveft  and  moft  ac- 
compliflied  princes  that  age  produced «".    It  is  not  likely  that 
Don  Carlos  ever  thought  of  making  another  journey  into 
France  i  but  the  barbarous  aflaffination  of  the  duke  of  Orleans^

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by  the  order  of  y^Aw  duke  of  Burgundy y  excited  fud>  convul- 
fions  in  the  court  and  kingdom,  that  the  queen  and  the  reft 
of  the  princes  of  the  blood  fent  a  prefling  invitation  to  the 
king  of  Navarre  to  come  and  affift  them  with  his  advice,  as 
well  as  to  add  weight  to  their  authority  by  his  prefencc.  He 
could  not  well  refufe  this ;  and,  therefore,  leaving  the  queen 
again  regent,  he  went  to  Parts,  where  he  was  received  with 
the  utmoft  kindnefs  and  refped,  and  where  he  exerted  his 
utmoft  abilities  in  fupport  of  the  unfortunate  Charles  the  iixtb, 
and  his  family.  He  was  very  inftrumental  in  bringing  about 
the  two  pacihcations  ofChartres  and  Biajin ;  and  in  this  laft, 
when  it  was  ftipulated  that  all  the  princes  of  the  blood  fhould 
remain  at  a  proper  diftance  from  the  court,  his  brother  'Peter, 
carl  of  Moriainy  was  excepted  °.  One  rcafon,  probably,  why 
fuch  refpeft  was  paid  to  Don  Carlos  and  Don  Pedroj  in  France^ 
inight  be  from  their  clofe  alliance  with  England^  where  Henry 
the  fourth  had  married  Donna  Joanna,  dutchefs-dowagcr  of 
Briiannyy  their  fitter  ;  yet  they  did  not  avail  thcmfelves  at  all 
of  that  alliance,  otherwife  than  to  promote  the  peace  and 
fafety  of  the  kingdom.  At  length,  underftanding  that  his 
daughter  Donna  Blanck,  queen  of  Sicily,  was  beficged  by  (bme 
feditious  barons  in  a  caftle  in  that  kingdom,  he  returned 
fpeedily  into  his  own  dominions,  but  fo  as  to  take  Barcelona 
in  his  way  ;  where  he  found  an  aflembly  of  the  ftates  fitting, 
who  paid  him  great  honours,  and  promifed  to  exert  themfelves 
powerfully  on  the  behalf  of  his  daughter  ^.  He  conferred 
alfo  with  Don  Martin,  king  of  Arragon,  their  fovereign,  who 
even  then-  was  apprehenfive  of  troubles  in  his  dominions, 
and  to  whom  he  promifed  powerful  fuccours  if  ever  they 
Ihould  be  demanded,  which  he  very  honourably  performed. 
After  his  return  iol^ampeluna,  the  duke  of  Benavente^  who 
had  been  long  a  ftate-prifoncr  in  Cajiile,  made  his  efcape,  and 
took  (helter  in  his  dominions,  where  the  king  caufed  him  to 
be  arretted  ;  but  directed  that  he  fhould  be  treated  at  the  fame 
time  with  great  lenity  and  refpeft.  This  great  man  had  been 
of  queen  Z^^n^r^'s  fadion,  which  might  induce  him  to  hope 
the  countenance  of  the  court  of  Navarre  \  but  Don  Carlos, 
well  acquainted  with  his  turbulent  behaviour,  would  not  trou- 
ble the  peace  of  his  dominions  for  the  fake  of  fuch  a  perfon  ^ 
He  promifed,  therefore,  that  Don  Frederic,  duke  of  Benaoente, 
ihould  be  forthcoming,  akid  delivered  up  to  the  king  of  Ca/iile; 
which,  however,  was  not  performed  till  three  years  afterj

It  was  in  a  great  meafure  owing  to  his  care  that  the  The  death 
neighbouring  kingdom  of  ^rr<7^tf«  was  preferved  in  fome  to-  of  queen 
Icrable  degree  quiet;  during  the  interregnum,  which  happened  l«eonora. 
on  the  death  of  the  king  Don  Martin  ;  and  it  was  due  to  his 
friendly  affiftance,  that  the  infant  Don  Ferdinand  of  Cajiik  • 
came  fo  peaceably  as  he  did  to  the  crown.  Indeed  the  atten- 
tion and  refpedl  of  Don  Carlos  was  fo  great,  not  only  to  the 
affaits  of  his  own  country,  but  of  all  the  kingdoms  round 
him ;  and  his  juftice  and  moderation  fo  apparent,  that  tho* 
he  interfered  in  many,  if  not  moft  of  their  quarrels,  yet  he 
took  part  in  none,  but  by  his  good  offices  and  authority  com- 
pofed  them  alH.  The  long  peace  he  had  procured  to  Na* 
varre^  and  the  many  amiabk  qualities  of  this  prince^  had  (b 
enridhed,  improved^  and  peopled  his  dominions,  that  he  was 
far  more  powerful,  and  had  a  much  more  extenfive  influence 
than  any  of  his  predeceffors.  One  great  and  Angular  inftance 
of  his  excellent  temper  was  the  harmony  in  which  he  lived 
with  queen  Leonora^  notwithftanding  the  reludance  (he  had 
fliewn  in  returning  to  him  from  the  court  of  Cajlile ;  and 
this  happy  union  continued  to  the  time  of  her,  death,  which 
fell  out  on  the  twenty-feventh  of  February^  in  the  year  one 
thoufand  four  hundred  and  fifteen,  at  the  new  palace  of  Olita^ 
from  whence  her  corpfe  was  carried  to  Pampeluna^  and  there 
interred  in  the  choir  of  the  cathedral,  with  all  poffible  demon- 
ftratiohs  of  forrow  in  the  king,  and  the  nation  in  general '. 
Many  expected  as  he  had  no  fons  the  king  would  not  have 
continued  long  a  widower ;  but  he  was  fo  good  a  father,  and 
thought  the  fucceffion  fo  well  fettled,  that  it  does  not  appear 
he  thought  of  a  fecond  marriage. 

JOHN  DE  GRAILLIy  count  de  Folx,  who  had  mar-  RgUe^^^ 
ried  the  eldeft  daughter  of  the  king  Don  Carlos^  was  at  this  the  count 
time  a  widower,  and  without  iiTue,  which  rendered  him  very  de  Foix. 
defirous  of  marrying  her  fitter  Donna  Blanch^  que^n-dowager 
of  Sicily.     It  might  pofTibly  be  with  this  view,  that  in  making 
bis  pilgrimage  to  CamfoJleUa^  he  took  Olita  in  his  way,  and 
fpent  fome  time  there  with  the  king  of  Navarre^  with  whom 
he  judged  this  bufinefs  of  the  marriage  to  be  fo  far  advanced, 
that  he  had  procured  a  difpenfation  from  the  Pope ;  but  while 
he  was  intent  on  his  devotions  at  the  tomb  of  St.  Jamesy  his 
neighbour  (but  at  the  fame  time  his  enemy)  the  count  ds

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^^mdgrmc^  invaded. bis  dominions,  and  laid  them  wafte  with 
hre  and  fword  •.  He  no  fooner  received  advice  ^f  this  than 
he  returned  with  all  fpeed  into  Navarre^  and  follicited  the 
kijhg  for  his  affiftance,  who  generoufly  affembled  a  body  of 
forces,  which,  under  the  command  of  \m  natural  fon,  God- 
frey count  dfi  Corteiy  he  (ent  to  the  relief  of  the  count ;  and 
having  afterwards  drawn  together  a  fuperior  army,  he  marched 
in  perfon  to  join  the  count  de  Foixy  and  with  him  marched 
into  the  county  of  Armagnacy  where,  by  way  of  reprifals,  they 
committed  great  devaftacions,  and  returned  afterwards  in 
triumph'.  One  great  reafon  of  doing  this  Mfas  to  prevent 
excufions  of  this  kind  in  the  neighbourhood  of  his  dominions  \ 
and  indeed  the  readinefs  with  which  he  afibrded  fuccours  to 
his  allies,  and  the  efficacy  of  thofe  fuccours  when  afForded, 
contributed  not  a  little  to  his  fpending,  as  he  did,  the  beft 
A*  ^-  part  of  his  reign  in  peace.  In  the  prefent  cafe,  this  correo- 
'4?^«  tion  had  fo  good  an  efFeiS:,  that  John  count  of  Armagnac  en- 
tered immediately  into  a  negociation,  and  fom'e  years  after 
married  Donna  Ifabella^  one  of  the  king  of  Jimjorreh  daugh- 
ters, with  whom  he  had  a  fortune  of  one  hundred  thoufand 
crowns,  which  in  thofe  days  was  looked  upon  as  an  immenfe 
fum  \  and  much  beyond  what,  in  the  like  cafes,  was  eve^ 
,done  by  any  of  his  pr^decefibrs.

Thefe 
pcMnts  fettied,  and  a  difpenfation  obtained  from  Pope  Martin 
the  fifth,  the  infant  Don  Juan  fent  Don  Diego  Gomez  de  San-' 
davely  and  the  bifliop  of  Galaharra^  with  his  full  powers  to 
-conclude  the  marriage  ;  which  was  atcordingly  celebrated  at  .  -. 
0//Vtf,  on  the  fifth  oi  November,  to  the  entire  fatisfafiion  of 
the  coarts  of  Cafliky  Arragon,  and  Navarre  ^.  But  the  con-  *^y* 
fequenees  of  this  marriage  by  no  means  anfwered  the  hopes 
€xcited  from  it. 

•     Trfis  great  point  once  fettled,  he  began  to  indulge  the  The  death 
natural  bent  of  his  inclination  to  magnificence,  and  the  cul-  of  Don 
4i^ation  of  the  arts  of  peace  ;  in  which  he  fucceeded  fo  much  Carlos  tlw? 
the  bet^er,  as  all  the  kingdoms  round  him  were  in  a  ftate  of  Noble, 
confufion  ;  fo  that  men  of  abilities  in  all  profeflions  retired 
into  Navarre^' ?in^  became  the  ornaments  of  a  court,  where 
politenefs  might  be  faid  to  reign.     On  the  nineteenth,  or  a^ 
others  fay,  on  the  twenty-ninth  of  May^  the- queen  Donna 
Blanch  was  delivered  2XArevalo  of  a  fon,  who  was  named  Car- 
hsy  in  honour  of  his  grandfather,  and  whofe  fponfors  were  ' 

Don  Juan  king  of  Cdjiiie^  and  at  his  requeft  Don  Alvaro  de 
Luna  \  who  was  fo  intoxicated  with  this  honour  that  Jbe 
feemed  unacquainted  with  moderation  ever  after.  As  foon  as 
the  young  prince  was  weaned,  the  good  old  monarch  fent  for 
hkn  to  his  court;  and  having  ere<3ed  that  feigniory  into  a 
principality,  declared  him  prince  o^  Viana^  and  heir  of  Na- 
varre^ with  great  folemnity,  and,  by  a  law  publiflied  the  twen- 
.  tieth  of  January,  invelted  the  heir-apparent  of  the  crown  of  ^^  jy 
Navarre  with  that  title,  and  with  the  lands  annexed  to  it  for  ilzj^ 
ever^.  About  five  months  after  he  obliged  the  ftates  of  the 
kingdom  to  acknowledge  the  young  Don  Carlos  in  that  qua- 
lity. He  had  the  fatisfadion  on  the  ninth  of  y^w/?,  in  the 
year  following,  to  fee  his  daughter  delivered  of  the  infanta 
Donna  Blanch  ^ ;  but  he  was  not  fo  fortunate  as  he  expefted^ 
in  his  endeavours  to  prevent  a  rupture  between  the  crowns  of 
Arragon  and  Cajltle,  w^hich  did  not  hinder  him  from  purfuing, 
with  indefatigable  diligence,  fo  good  a  defign.  On  Saturday 
the  eighth  of  September^  one  thou  fa  nd  four  hundred  and 
twenty-five,  he  was  feized  with  a  fainting  fit,  in  his  palace 
at  Olita^  whicl>  wasb  followed  by  an  apoplexy  that  removed

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him  from  this  life  the  fame  day  \  His  daughter  Doima 
Blanch  was  then  with  him,  and  caufed  his  body  to  be  buried 
in  the  cathedral  church  of  Pampelunat  with  all  pofEble  fblem- 
nity  \  He  was,  fays  Ferrtras^  a  prince  equally  illuftrious  by 
the^noblenefs  of  his  fentiments  and  of  hisa&ons,  and  enjoyed 
thie  true  felicity  of  a  great  king,  that  of  being  tenderly  beloved 
by  his  fubje£)s.  He  died  in  the  fixty-fourth  year  of  bis  age, 
and  the  thirty-ninth  of  his  reign ;  and  by  his  own  order  his 
body  was  interred  by  that  of  his  deceafed  queen  Leonora.  His 
daughte/,  the  queen  Donna  Blanch,  after  three  days  mourn- 
ing, fent  the  royal  ftandard  of  Navarre  to  the  camp  of  the 
king  of  Arragon^  where  it  was  difplayed  for  the  infant  Don 
yuan  her  husband,  which  brings  us  to  the  end  of  this  fe&ionS

^rj^^^'T^HE  very  beginning  of  the    new  reign  was  difturbed

but  he  neither  ftaid  long,  nor  took  much  pains  to  render 

himfclf  agreeable  *.     He  had  great  eftltes  in  Cajiile^  where 

himfelfand  his  brethren  enjoyed  v aft  power  j    and,  in  confe- 

Juence  of  their  cabals,  held  the  king  as  it  were  in  leading 
lings,     In  Arragon  he  met  with  the  fame  kind  of  refpeft, 
being  the  brother  and  prefumptive  heir  of  one  of  the  moft

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generous  kings  that  ever  reigned,  himfelf  very  brave,  much 
attached  to  his  countrymen,  and  procuring  them  great  efta^ 
blifliments  in  Cdflile^  fometimes  by  intereft,  and  fometimcs 
by  force  ^.  He  went  therefore  but  by  ftarts  into  Navarre ; 
where,  finding  himfelf  more  retrained,  and  his  authority 
bounded  by  limits  which  he  would  not  give  himfelf  the  trou- 
ble to  underftahd,  he  conceived  a  notion  that  he  was  great  as 
a  prince  and  little  as  a  king,  which  rendered  him  fo  cool  and 
unattentive  to  their  concerns,  that  it  was  near  four  years  be- 
fore he  was  crowned.  At  length  this  ceremony  was  per- 
formed on  the  fifteenth  of  May^  at  Pampeiuna^  when  him-  ^^  jy^ 
felf  and  his  confort  took  the  ufual  oaths  ;  and,  according  to  a  ilig* 
cufiom  that  had  prevailed  from  the  time  of  the  Goths y  the 
king  and  queen  were  expofed  to  the  public  view  of  their  fub- 
je£ls,  each  of  them  feated  on  a  buckler,  fupported  by  the  de- 
puties from  the  principal  towns  in  their  dominions  •=.  , 

The  king  of  Arragon  and  his  brother,  in  conjunSion  with  ^he  death 
the  malcontents  of  C^/7^,  having  renewed  the  war  againft  oftbequeem 
the  king,  that  monarch  in  revenge  commanded  the  people  Dtmna 
of  Bifcayj  and  the  adjacent  provinces,  to  make  irruptions  into  Blanch* 
Navarrey  which  they  did,  and  committed  terrible  devaftations. 
He  likewife  declared  the  king  oi  Navarrey  his  brother  the 
infant  Don  Henrys  and  their  adherents,  rebels ;  confifcated  all 
their  eftates  j   and,  as  the  fureft  way  to  reduce  them,  diftri- 
buted  thofe  eftates  amongft  the  moft  potent  of  the  nobility  in 
'CaJiiUy  which  had  its  eiFe£l,  and  at  the  fame  time  mortified 
the  people  oi Navarre  extremely**.     The  conventions  and 
treaties  made  from  time  to  time  between  the  princes  of  Ar- 
ragon  and  Don  yuan  of  Cafiile,  fubfifted  no  longer  than  either         » 
their  own  or  the  interefts  of  their  refpedive  favourites  directed. 
It  was  in  purfuance  of  this  maxim  that  the  king  of  Navarre    /^^  j^^ 
contraQed  his  younger  daughter  Donna  i^^w^r^?  to  Gq/I^n  4^ -' i^^^l 
Foix ;    and  we  have  an  indubitable  mark  of  the  declenfion  of 
this  kingdom,  in  the  fortune  he  gave  her,  which  was  fifty 
thoufand  crowns  ^*    The  defire  of  aggrandizing  his  family      .    jx 
induced  the  king  o( Navarre  to  accompany  his  brother  into     ,!ir*^ 
Italy y  where  he  was  taken  prifoner  in  an  engagement  at  fea, 
to  the  great  grief  of  the  queen  his  confort,  and  the  aftoniih-

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ment  of  his  fubjedls  K     He  was  releafed  eithef  at  the  clofe  of 
that,  or  the  beginning  of  the  next  year,  when  he  returned 
into  Spain^  with  his  head  filled  with  new  proje6ts  ;  in  feeking 
to  execute  which,  he  exhaufled  the  forces  and  the  treafure 
of  Navarri  and  Arragan.     The  hopes  of  his  fubje<Sfe  in  the 
firft-mentioned  kingdom  refted  entirely  on  his  fon  Don  Car^ 
/«,  prince  of  Vianai  and,  it  was  to  gratify  their  defires,  that  he 
A   D.     ncg^>ciated  and  concluded  a  marriage  for  him  with  the  prin-»- 
j'-g'     c^&Jnney  daughter  to  the  duke  ofCUves^  and  niece  to  the 
duke  of  Burgundy^.    He  had  before  engaged  his  eldeft  daugh- 
ter Donna  Blanch  to  Don  Henryy  prince   of  AJlurias ;    and 
being  fummoned  to  complete  this  marriage,  he  carried  her 
with  the  queen  his  confort,  and  the  greateft  part  of  the  nobi^ 
lity,  to  VaUadolid^  where  on  the  fifteenth  of  September  fee  wa» 
ix>arried  to  the  infant  Don  Henry  ^,  with  fuch  pomp  and  re- 
joicings as  till  then  had  not  been  feen  in  Spain  ;    notwith-< 
flanding  which,  this  alliance  began  and  ended  in  ibrrow,  Don 
Hmry  proving  impotent,  which  the  ftri<Sl  honour  and  modefiy 
of  that  princefe  induced  her  to  conceal,  till  his  own  folly  and 
fiiiy  expofed  it.     The  ceremony  was  fcarce  over,  before,  thro' 
the  intrigues  of  the  king  of  Navarre^  the  prince  put  himfelf 
ftt  the  head  of  a  party  againft  his  father ;    and  the  fenfe  of 
thefe  misfortunes,  joined  to  the  fotefight  of  the  confequences 
that  were  like    to  attend  them,   broke  the  heart  of  queen 
Blo9uh^  who  had  remained  in  CofiUe  from  the  "time  of  the 
marriage,  and  who  left  all  to  her  fbn  Don  Carlot ;    but  with 
an  exprefs  command  not  to  allume  the  title  of  king,  without 
the  leave  of  his  father.    She  deceafed  at  Santa-Maria  de  Nieva^ 
jtpril  the  third,  one  thoufand  four  hundred  and  forty-one,  in 
the  fixteenth  year  of  her  reign,  leaving  her  fon  about  the  age  of 
twenty-one,  and  her  daughter  Donna  Blanch  about  feventeen  ^.

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vitcd  to  his  court,  he  had  a  thorough  tinflure  of  all  pblite^fi- 
terature.    He  dlfapproved  his  father's  meafures  in  fomenting- 
the  troubles  of  Cajiile,  more  cfpecially  after  his  marriage  with 
Donna  %tf««j,  daughter  of  Don  Frederic  Enriquez,  confta* 
ble  of  daftile^  purely  with  a  view  to  unite  him  and  the  reft  of 
the  malcontent  lords  more  clofely  to  his  party.    He  alfo  dir» 
liked  the  feducing  the  prince  of  AfturiaSy  his  brother-in-law, 
from  the  duty  he  owed  to  the  king  his  father ;    and  it  was 
upon  thefe  principles  that  when  the  king  Don  Juanof  Na^ 
varre  had  caufed  fome  inroads  to  be  made  on  the  fide  of  Na-      *    j. 
^arre  into  Caftile^  chiefly  by  the  Gafcons  in  his  pay,  by  whom     ,^8,* 
fome  places  were  taken,  the  prince  Don  Carlos  caufed  them 
immediately  to  be  reftored.    He  oppofed,  from  the  fame  mo- 
tive, tho*  he  had  a  Angular  regard  for  the  governor,  his  fa- 
ther's marching  to  the  relief  of  the  caftle  of  Mauleon  de  SouUy 
in  which  he  afted  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  crown  of  Englarui 
^gainft  the  French^  being  defirous,  if  it  had  been  poffible,  to 
maintain  a  ftrid  tranquility  in  Navarre^  which  he  perceived 
to  be  the  fecret  his  grandfather  ufed  to  render  his  dominions 
rich  and  flourifliing^  while  a  contrary  conduft  weakened  and 
impoveriflied  thofe  of  his  neighbours.    The  king  his  father 
'did  not  reliOi  his  advice ;  but  on  the  contrary,  inftigated  by 
his  mother-in-law,  began  to  look  with  an  eye  of  fufpicion  on 
all  his  adions.     About  this  time,  that  is  on  the  fixth  of  AftiU 
died  his  confort  the  princefs  Anne,  oi  Cleves^  at  the  caftle  of 
Olita^  from  whence  her  corps  was  transferred  to  Pampeluna^ 
and  buried  in  the  cathedral  with  all  fuitable  ceremony,  th^ 
king  being  prefent  ^ 

The  king  of  Navarre^  partly  from  his  own  averfion  to  the  Difpuus 
king  of  C}/?;&,  and  partly  thro'  the  inftigation  of  his  queen,  hetnveen 
tho*  fhe  was  alfo  of  the  blood  royal,  as  defcending  in  a  direft  '^^  ^^^ 
YinQfromT>on  Frederic y  brother  to  the  count  of  Traftemara  ^J^  ^' 
and  Don  Pedro  the  Cruel,  continued  to  pradife  every  method •^''* 
^flible  to  difturb  the  peace  of  that  country,  and  to  augment 
the  mifunderftandings  in  the  royal  family,  which,  in  the  end, 
turned  every  way  to  his  own  difadvantage ;    his  fitters,  the 
queen-dowager  of  Portugal  and  the  reigning  queen  of  Ca/filej 
being  removed  by  poifon,  his  brother  Don  Henry  flain  in  the 
field,  himfelf  beaten,  and,  which  he  refented  moft  of  all, 
after  being  amufed  with  a  fallacious  treaty,  his  fon-in-law, 
the  prince  of  A/lurias,  taken  entirely  out  of  his  hands,  and 
reconciled  to.  t^e  king  his  father  by  the  conftable  Don  Ahara     ^ 
de  Luna,  who  fo  far  merited  his  mafter's  favour,  as  that  by 
thefe  expedients  he  delivered  him  from  his  difficukies,  andf  put

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it  in  his  power  to  revenge  the  injuries  he  had  received  from 
the  king  of  Navarre,  by  Tending  his  Ton  the  prince  of  Ajiu^ 
rias  to  invade  his  dominions,  and  following  him  with  a  fupe-. 
rior  army*.    We  have  already  touched  this  matter  in  the  hiilo* 
ries  of  Cq/iile  Sind  jfrragon  ;  but  there  is  a  neceffity  of  retouch* 
ing  it  here,  not  only  to  preferve  the  thread  of  the  hiftory, 
but  alfo  to  fet  right  fome  fads 'which  Mariana  and  other  Spa-- 
nijh  htftorians  have  mifreprefented  ;    for  they  fugged  that  this 
war  was  undertaken  by  the  crown  of  Caftile^  in  fupport^of 
toon  Carhsy  prince  of /^ftfiw,  againft  his  father:    whereas,  iri 
trutli,  their  differences  were  fo  far  from  caufing  the  com* 
mencement  of  the  war,  that  they  fprang  Only  out  of  the  con- 
clufion  of  it.     Xi^c  prince  of  Afturias  inclined  at  firft  to  be- 
fiege  Viana ;  but  finding  that  place  well  provided,  he  amufed 
himfelf  with  taking  fome  towns  of  lefs  importance,  till  upon 
joining  his  father  they  concluded  to  inveft  EfteUa,     If  the 
prince  of  Viana  had  been  a  wicked. man,  and  a  thorough  poll* 
tician,  he  would  certainly  have  remained  quiet  at  Pampduna  ^ 
more  efpecially  if  he  had  had  any  intelligence  with  tbcCig^/- 
liansy  fince  the  queen  his  mother-in-law  was  in  the  place^ 
and  if  taken  mud  have  fallen  into  their  hands  :    but  he,  as 
ibon  as  the  news  reached  them,  demanded  a  fafe-condud^ 
went  to  the  camp  of  the  king  of  Caflile^  and  having  con- 
cluded with  him  a  treaty  of  neutrality  for  Navarre,  engaged 
him  and  the  prince  his  fon  to  raife  the  fiege,  and  to  retire 
into  their  own  dominions.    The  king  of  Navarre  refufing  to. 
ratify  this  treaty,  and  with  a  body  of  troops  from  Arragun 
committing  on  the  fide  of  Navarre  hoililities  againfl  CaJliU^ 
occafioned  the  breach  between  them,  the  prince  oi  Viana 
thinking  himfelf  obliged  to  adhere  to  th&t  treaty  which  hia 
father  difapproved  °*. 
5i^  frince     BuT  the  great  fource  of  the  war  was  the  ftate  of  the  king- 
defeated      dom  itfelf^     Wealth,  eafe,  and  luxury  had  revived  and  nou- 
^  taken    ^ifhed  that  fpirit  of  fa£lion  always  too  common  in  that  coun^ 
fri/oner.      try.     The  Beaumonts,  at  the  head  of  whom  was  the  conila- 
'       /  blc  of  Navarre,  adhered  to  Don  Carlos :    they  perfuadcd  him 

that  he  had  an  immediate  right  to  the  kingdom  ;  that  it  was 
his  duty  to  maintain  and  exercifc  this  right  for  the  preferva- 
tion  of  his  fubje£b,  ilnce  the  activity  and  intrigues  of  his  fa- 
ther would  otherwife  exh^ufl  and  ruin  it.  The  Gramma,  on 
the  other  hand,  who  had  at  their  head  the  marquis  de  Corteiy 
a  baflard  of  the  royal  blood,  made  their  court  to  the  king^ 
by  afTuring  him  that  he  hM  a  clear  right  to  the  crown  dur- 
ing his  natural  life ;   that  his  meafures  were  perfectly  prudent^

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and  would  certainly  be  attended  with  fuccefs  if  not  counter- 
adled  by  his  Ton  ;    and  that  the  people  of  Navarre  in  general 
V^ere  very  defirousdfefpoufing  his  quarrel  againftC^/7^.  Don 
Juan  and  Don  Carlos  were  both  princes  of  good  qualities  and 
fliining  abilities,  and  yet  were  both  impofed  upon  and  miiled     ' 
fcy  the  infinuations  of  perfons  much  inferior  to  them  in'  all 
xefpefls.     This  brought  on  a  battle,  in  which  the  king's  life 
was  in  the  utmoft  danger  j    and  at  the  clofe  of  which  the 
prince  of  Fiana  was  taken  prifoner  by  the  king's  natural  fon 
Don  Jlonfo  ",  who^  notwiihftanding,  had  a  great  afFe&ion  for      -    -^ 
him  }  and  Mariana  aflures  us  the  prince  was  fo  fenfible  of  itj     i^#*' 
eind  fo  much  afraid  of  his   mother-in  law's  finifter  dcfigns,         * 
that  he  would  take  no  food  during  the  time  of  his  connne- 
ment  but  from  his  brother*^,  which  precaution,  well  or' ill 
founded,  rendered  her  univerfally  detefted.  ^ 

The  king  Donjuan  took  g4reat  pains  to  fecurc  the  perfon  keka/ed^  ** 
of  his  font  fending  him  firft  to  the  caftle  of  Tafalla,  then  to  tiu  ne^ef 
the  fortrefs  of  Molten^  and  from  thence  to  that  of  Monroy  P.  trufynccm'- 
Thefe  precautions  ferved  only  to  heighten  fufpicions,  and  to  in-  ^^^» 
cresife  the  jealoufies  of  his  fubje6ts.     The  ftates  df  Navarre 
were  the  open  partizans  of  the  prince  :    his  uncle  the  king  of     ^ 
Arragon  interpofed  in  his  behalf;  and  the  ftates  of  that  king-*. 
dom  interceded  for  him  with  great  warmth  ^,     In  Cajiile  th6 
prince  of  Ajlurias^  who  had  long  maltreated  his  wife,    th^ 
king  of  Navarre's  daughter,  now  to  fliew  his  hatred  of  hinij 
procured  a  divorce,  and  fent  home' the  princefs  Blanch*^  who 
being  as  ill  treated  by  her  mother-in-law  as  the  prince  Doit 
Carlos^  it  ferved  to  heighten  the  ill  opinion  the  world  enter- 
tained of  that  queen,  which  was  but  too  ftrong  before.    At 
length  Don  Juan^  to  fatisfy  the  defires  of  all  Spainy  admitted     ^^  ^* ' 
of  a  treaty,  by  which  his  own  revenues  were  to  be  reftored     '45 3» 
to  Don  Carlosy  tbofe  of  the  kingdom  to  be  divided  between 
them,  and  the  prince  reftored  to  his  liberty ;  which  laft  article 
D^as  executed  after  many  delays,  and  with  fuch  reludancy 
as  (hewed  that  the  peace  would  not  continue  long  ^    It  would 
require  fome  time  and  fpace  to  point  out  the  pretences  on 
which  the  troubles  of  Navarre  were  renewed.    It  is  fufficient 
for  our  purpofe  to  lay,  that  they  were  no  better  than  pre*

tences ;  and  that  the  fevcrity  of  the  father  on  one  fide,  th^ 
ambition  of  the  fon  on  the  other,  and  the  determined  opiniotl 
of  both  that  they  were  in  the  right,  were  the   real  motives 
which  fruffrated  all  negociations  for  a  folid  peace,  and  ren- 
dered them  after  every  conference  lefs  difpofed  jto  a  reconcilia-^ 
tion  than"  they  were  before  it.    Befides,  the  prince  Don  Gw- 
los  relied  upon  the  afFedions  of  the  people,  who  were  in  rea- 
lity much  attached  to  him,  upon  the  good-will  of  the  king 
oi'Caftile^  tho'  in  truth  that  proqecded  otAy  from  hatred  to 
'       his  father,  and  the  hopes  that  the  ftates  of  Arragon  znd  Cata* 
»    A.  v.    i^j^^  would  interpofe  in  his  favour.    On  the  other  hand,  the 
US4*     king  Don  Jwtfw  piqued  himfelf  upon  his  authority  and  expc^ 
^       rience  ;  his  military  (kill,  as  indeed  he  was  a  great  captain ; 
and  his  ability  in  managing  political  intrigues,  in  which  fae 
always  took,  and  often  followed  the  advice  of  his  queen,  wfao 
was  a  priuceis  of  great  addrefs. 
P  oprefs  nf     ^^  length  the  civil  war  broke  out  again  in  Navarre^  whei^ 
tbe^dif"    *^  ^^^  never  been    thoroughly  compofed.      Thofe    of  the 
tutes.         prince's  party  began  it  by  turprizing  St.  ^ean  de  Pie  de  Pert^ 
the  king  being  then  at  a  diilance,  which  gave  him  an  oppor- 
tunity of  fubduing  the  beft  part  of  Navarre^    the  princefi 
Blanch  giving  her  brother  alt  the  affiftance  (he  could  *.     This 
provoked  Don  Juan  to  fuch  a  degree,  that,  loling  all  fenfe  ci 
paternal  tendernels,  he  eftabliOied  fuch.  a  commiflton  as  de- 
clared, upon  the  evidence  he  produced  to  them,  that  both  the 
prince  Don  Carloi  and  the  infanta  Donna  Blanch  were  guilty 
of  high-treafon,  and  incapable  of  fucceeding.   This  ftep  once 
taken,  he  difmhexited  both  in  the  mod  folemn  manner  j  and 
declared  his  younger  daughter,  and  in  her  right  the  count 
de  Foix,  to  whom  ihe  was  married,  his  heirs«  appointing  him 
genera]  of  his  forces,  and  direding  hinfi  to  reduce  NavarreK 
To  fccure  the  utmoft  fuccefs  to  this  plan,  he  entered  into  a 
treaty  with  the  French  king  Charles  the  feventh,  and  procure 
his  approbation  of  his  condu^  towards  his  fon,  which,  per- 
haps, he  might  not  have  done  if  Charles  had  not  been  at  this 
time  upon  very  bad  terms  with  the  dauphin,  his  heir- appa- 
rent ^.     The  next  fpring  the  count  de  Foix^    having  joined 
a  corps  of  French  and  Arragonefe  troops  to   his  own,   tti^- 
.ttxt6  Navarre,  and,  by  dint  of  fuperior  force,  defeated. and 
diffipated  the  troops  of  Don  Carlos ;    fo  that  having  put  frf- 
ficient  garrifons  into  Pampeluna^  and  other  foitrefles,  which

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he  commttted  to  the  principal  lords  of  his  p^rty,  and  hdWrig 
recommended  them  to  the  protedion  of  the  king  of  Cajiile^ 
he  refoived  to  make  a  totir  himfelf  into  France^  and  pafs  from 
thence  into  Italy.    ItJs  fomewhat  uncertain  whether  he  had. 
an  audience  of  Charles  the  fevcnth  or  not ;    but '  there  is  no 
doubt  that  he  continued  his  journey  to  Ronu^  where  he  was 
treated  with  great  ki^dnefs  s^nd  refpeft  by  the  Pope ;    from 
whence  he  proceeded  to  NapleSy'm  order  to  pay  his  refpedis  to 
his  uncle*.     While  he  was  thus  employed,  the  king  (lis  fa- 
ther fummoned  the  deputies  of  all  the  towns  he  held  in  Na^ 
^arre  to  meet  at  EJitUa^  where  they  confirmed  the  difpofi- 
tion  the  king  had  made,  and  declared  hjs  daughter  Donna 
Leonora  heirefs  of  the  kingdom  y.    On  the  other  hand,  the 
inhabitants  of  Pampeluna^  and  the  other  places  in  the  intereft 
cf  Don  CeTr/?^, .{>roclaimed  him  king;  which  meafure  he  dia      -    j^ 
not  at  all  approve,  as  not  having  force  to  fupport  it.     In  this        ' 
Hate  of  things,  Don  Alonfo  king  of  Arragon  interpofed,  and       ^^' ' 
prevented  the  count  dt  Foix  from  fubduing  the  kingdom,  by 
engaging  Don  Juan  to  leave  his  concerns  to  the  determination 
of  his  brother,  as  the  prince  of  Viana  had  already  done ;    oh 
>which  Don  Alonfo  declared  all  the  proceedings  againft  the 
prince  and  the  infanta  null  and  void  ^     It  is  very  probable 
that  thro'  the  prudence  and  probity  of  this  monarch  tbefe  diff 
putes  might  have  been  compofed ;   but  before  he  was  able'  to 
effect  this,  Don  Alonfo  himfelf  diedy  not  in  the  moft  perfeft 
terms  offriendfhip  with  his  nephew,  on  account  of  the  offers 
that  had.  been  made  him  of  the  crown  of  Naples^  by  fomc 
malcontent  lords,  to  the  prejudice  of  his  natural  fon  Don 
J^erdingnd^  for  whom  he  had  the  higheft  tendernefs.     On  this 
account  it  was  that  he  intimated  to  his  nephew,  that  it  would 
be  prudent  for  him  to  retire  into  Sicily^  where  he  remained 
ibme  time,  much  to  the  mortification  of  his  father,  to  whon:i 
jthat  kingdom  devolved,  with  the  reft  of  the  dominions  oi  Ar^ 
ragon^  from  an  apprehenfion  that  he  would  feize  it  as  an  equi^ 
valent  for  Navarre^  of  which  he  bad  declared  Donna  Leonora^ 
countefs  of  Foix^  vice-queen,  to  the  no  fmall  diiratisfaftion 
X)f  his  fubje<3s.     But  the  prince  freed  him  froni  thefe  per* 
plexities,  by  afluring  him  that  he  was  ready  to  go  into  any 
part  of  his  .^minions  he  pleafed,  and  refide  there  as  a  private 
perfbn  for  the  future  \    A.refolucion  that  would  have  been

CafitU  \   his  being  arretted,  after  ail  the  exterior  tt^arks  of  a 
thorough  reconciliation  with  hb  father  at  Letida  \    bis  being 
reflorcd  to  his  liberty  by  the  infurredion  of  the  Catalans  In 
his  favour  T  the  ceffion  of  that  principality  whieli  his  fathit 
Was  obliged  to  make ;  and  his  death  within  a  fliort  fpace  aftef, 
on  the  twenty-third  of  December^  in  the  year  of  o«r  lord  xmt 
thoufand  fbur  hundred  and  fixtyone,  and  in  the  forty-firft 
^ear  of  his  age,  whether  of  melancholy  or  of  poifoh  is  very 
uncertain.     He  left  behind  him  three  natural  children^  x^^ 
&ns  and  a  daughter;    the  eldelt,  Don  Philips  applied  himfelf 
tb  arms,  and  was  preferred  and  carefied  by  his  uncle  Don  Fer^ 
-dinand^  afterwards  itmamed  ihi  Catlklk ;    the  yoan^r,  Don 

Z)ian  Ahnfo^  became  an  ecclefiaftic.  As  for  the  daughter, 
^or^a  Agnes  di  Navarrij  flie  efpoufed  the  duke  de  Medina 
Cdeii^  who  in  her  right  would  have  laid  claim  to  the  kingdoin 
of  Navanrey  pretending  that  the  deceafed  prince  had  efpoufed 
ber  mother;  which,  however,  is  nfOt  at  all  probable,  fince 
it'  i^'very  ctrtaiil  the  prince  by  his  laft  teftament  called  to  the 
fucceffion  of  I^avarre  his  fifter  Donna  Blanch^  to  whom  of 
right  it  belonged  \  His  death  was  far  from  extingtiifliing 
the  diilurbances  that  had  been  raifed  on  his  account.  In  C^ 
tahnia  the  people  feemed  difpofed  to  obey  any  fovereign  but 
their  own  in  Navarre.  The  CaJlilianSy  under  pretente  of  re- 
venging the  death  of  Don  CarkSi,  committed  horrid  de<rafla<* 
tions ;  and  the  count  de  Foix^  and  his  Gaficnsi  Who  pretelided 
to  be  in  arms  for  Don  Juan^  did  as  much  mifehjef  sis  fhey 
could  to  all  whoni  thc7  iKled  rebels.  Thus  the  eountry  was 
depopulated  and  dcfttoyed  on  every  fide ;  fo  that  ttiott  of  thfc 
iitiproivcments  made  by  Don  Carhs  the  NM  Were  buried  in 
their  oWn  ruins  ;  arid  Don  Jaani  who  had  received  tliil 
crown  in  its  greateft  luftre,  and  when  the  territories  belong* 
ing  to  it  were  in  the  mofl  flourifhmg  ftate^  faw  it  noW 
in  the  moft  low  and  lahguifhing  condition,  and  which  was  an 
additional  mortification^  heard  his  fubjeds  almoft  ttnlverially 
afcribe  his  misfortunes  and ^  their  own  to  his  ambitious  and 
tinquiet  difpofttion  ;  to  the  unjuft  treatment  his  fon  had  met 
with  ;   and  abo^e  all,  to  the  intrigues  of  his  queen,  who  vaa

fflid  to  htve  poifbncd  her  ibn-in-1^^ ;  to  have  been  ftrtick 
with  ;i  cajQQer  as  a  judgment  from  heaven ;  and  to  have  con- 
feilbd  this  cricxie  jupon  bcrde^tb-hed,  at  which  the  king  was 
fo  much  ^iQck&d  that  he  inA^ntly  quitt;ied  the  roooi,  and  could 
never  t^e  jxrevaiJed  upon  tp  vifit  her  after\vards  *^.  But  th.c 
Sp^ijb  hiftpri^^  feyi  nothing  of  this  for  very  obvious  reafons. 

But  Don  Carlos  was  not  the  onJy  vs&Xm  of  .thefe  intrigues ;  And  of  hh 
for  the  king  Dofl  Juan^  fiofiH^?  biipfplf  fo  ernbarrafled  on  ^11  MerUonm^ 
fidts,  lefoJvJed  tq  deliyer  «)?  tfjc  .UAfortua4.lie  Ponna  Blanch^  Blanc}i% 
his  eldcft  d^ghtcr^  i»to  the  power, of  her  younger  fifter  5  and, 
^nder  pretence  of  marrying  her  to  Charles  duke  of  Berry ^  he 
carried  her  by  force  over  tb/5  Pyrenees.  In  her  paffage  fhe 
yrote  fo  naoving  a  letter  to  Don  Henry ^  king  of  Cajiilk^  that 
it  can  fc9.rxie  be  f ead  by  ajiy  perfon  of  comi^on  hunign.ijty  ^t 
this  day  with  4i^y  eyes  \  ,  Shp  a^fterwards  made  a  folemn  prp- 
teft,  that  in  c^ij^  iheVas  qnliged  to  renounce  her  jui^  rights 
to  the  fuccefiipn  \x\  f^VQx^r  o|  her  fifteX;  or  of  her  brother  Dqi^ 
Fer^nand^  fucb  renunciation  ^ould  be  null  and  void,  as  being 
4ire£Hy  oppoiue  to  her  jntentio;^*  afid  extorted  from  her  by  . 
vioJence.  $Qxpe  .few  day^  faft;er  fl^e  n?ade  a  full  and  free  pef-  ^  jj^ 
lion  of  all  ^er  rights  tot^p  lupgdp^^i  of  tfqve^rrf^  in  favour  , '52^' 
5)kf  fimryy  ^j^goiCaJi^le^  ^d  \i\s  heirs,  in  con|[ideratio;i  of 
that  coni};^^Pfpte£iiQin  ^p^hich  %  ^^  ?^  ^  times  afFord.ed  19 
her  d/eceafeij  brother  and  herfelf.  i^fter  fli^e  was  delivered  up 
ihe  wa?  £enjt  «to  the  c^ftle  qfOrthes  in  Beprn^  ^nd  3t}^,ere  kept 
ia  cloi!e  cuilpdy  as  ^  pri^^in^  of  date  by  thofe  who  ought  to 
have  confidered  her  a^  their  fov«reign  *.  This  wicked  pror 
ceedlng  being  attended  wi^h  the  mofi:  difagreeable  eve^ts^ 
Ithc  king;,  either  forced  by  the  pc^ncy  of  his  affairs,  or  be- 
ginning xx>  have  ^  tru^  fenie  of  jthe  cruel  ufage  of  hi?  daugh- 
ter, concluded  a  new  treaty  with  the  B^aumpntSy  )vho  had  al« 
jwrays  adhered  to>her  and  her  bf. other's  iate^eft^  ^eftored  them 
.to  thjeix  e^afie;^  and  digniti/es^  and  undertook  th^t  his  d^ugh* 
ter  Donna  .fii!a«^:i>  fltouid  retur^i  into  iV^^rrir,' and  that  the 
jwhole  afii^r  of  the  f^cceiUon  ihppld  he  regulated  iq  an  aiTem- 
bly  of  the  ftates,  .to  which  the  count  of  IpQtx  vvas  tp  give  his 
jconfent.

Ne<w  trou'     By  this  melancholy  event  the  treaty  before-mentioned  was 
bits  ift       entirely  defeated,  artd  things  ftill  remained  in  a  very  unfet- 
Navarre,    tied  condition  in  this  kingdom,  while  the  reft  of  the  domi- 
nions of  Don  Juan  laboured  under  all  the  miferics  of  a  civil 
war.     However,  Don  Juan  ftill  kept  the  title,  and  in  fome 
meafure  the  poflcflion,  which  at  length  provoked  the  count  de 
Foix  to  fuch  a  degree,  that,  with  'the  afliftance  of  the  Beatt* 
montSj  he  endeavoured  to  make  himfelf  matter  of  Navarre  by 
force  of  arms  ;    but  the  Gramcmts^  taking  up  arms  on  the  be- 
half of  the  "king,  and  receiving  feafonable  fuccours  from  him, 
foon  brought  the  count  to  liften  to  an  accommodation  ^.    His 
fon  Don  6afion  de  Foix^    for  whofe  fake  all  thefe  ftrugsles 
were  made,  and  who  had  married  the  princefs  Magdalen^  fifter 
to  the  king  of  France^  went  about  this  time  to  Bourdeauxy  in 
order  to  aiiift  at  the  marriage  of  the  duke  of  Berry y  where,  in 
a  tournament,  the  fplinter  of  a  laitce  ftru<5k  him  in  the  eye, 
of  whiph  he  quickly  died  ^,  '  He  feft  behind  him  a  fon,  Fran- 
cis Phasbus,  and  a  daughter  whofe  name  was  Katherine.     The 
fame  year  Donna  Leonora;  eouritefs  of  Paix^  held  an  aSembl^ 
of  the  ftates  at  Tafalia  \'whcr^  a  quarrel  arofe  between  the 
.-   ^'      conftableof  Navarre  and  the  bifliop  of  Pampeltmdj  whofe 
great  familiarity  with  the  cpUntefs  had  excited  fome  indecent 
reports.     The  brftiop',  to  prevent  things  from  coftiing  to  ex- 
tremity, retired  to  a  convent ;    bur  the  counters,  importuning 
him  to  m^ke  her  a  vifu,  and  fending  fome  perfons  of  diftinc- 
tion  to  accompany  him,  he  was  fb  imprudent  as  to  venture 
out  of  his  retreat,,  and  was  by  the  conftable  killed  in  his  paf- 
fage,  whiph  threw  the  whole  kingdom  into  diforder,  notwith- 
ftandlng  the  author  of  this  inurther  retired  immediately  into 
Arragon  *  ;    from  whence,  however,  it  was  not  long  before 
he  returned  again  in  triumph.  ^ 
Death  of       The  countefs.  Leonora  had  a  very  high  fpirit,  and  would 
the  count     willingly  have  fliewn  it  by  punilhtng  feverely  fuch  as  had  con- 
dcFoix.    temned   her  authority,  which  in  a  free  country  is  never  ac- 
'ceptable,  the  people  being  unwilling  to  hear  of  any  autho- 
rity but  that  of  the  law,  which  puhi(hes  indeed,  but  with  juf- 
tice  and  in  moderation.     Finding  ft  impradh'cablc  to  execute 
her  defires  by  force,  {he  preffed  the  king  her  father  to  put  an 
end  to  thefe  diforders,  by  cotl'fenting  that  the  goverriment 
ihould  be  entirely  regulated  at  the  will  of  the  ftates  j  fuppoftng

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that  if  {he  was  once  inve^ed  with  the  exeputive  power,  her 
defigns  might  be  eafily  acco0)pliihe.d.     King  John^  who  was 
exceedingly  embarrafTed   at  this  time  by  the  Catalans^  fup- . 
ported  by  the  French  ^  accepted  readily  of  this  expedient;  and 
the  ftates  being  afiembled  at  Olita^  a^  regulatio;)  was  fettled,      ' 
which  confided  of  thirteen  articles  ;    the  titl?  and  the  admi- 
niftration,  when  prcfent,  being  refe^ved  to  the  old  king,  and 
in  his  abfence  invefted  in  the  countefs  Ljsomra^  who  is  fliled 
beirefs  of  ^tf^tfrfff,  and  infanta  of  ^rr/5^d>«  and  5/V/i^''.     Pro- 
vjfion  was  likewifc  made  for  the  paciBcatioo  and  gradual  ex- 
tinf^ion  of  thpfe  feuds  which  liad  fo  long  diftraded  the  kingf 
dom.     By  degrees,   things  might  have  been   reduced  into 
good  order,  but  the  counteis  Leonora  was  too  much  in  hafte  % 
and  having  drawn  the  marihal  of  Navarre  to  her  party,  fhc 
attempted  to  furprife  Pampeluna,  which  had  been  always  in 
the  hands  of  the  BeaumonUj  but  in  which  the  marflial  of  Na^ 
fiarre  had  fomc  correfpondence.     The  fcheme  fucceeded  fo 
f»r,  that  the  maribal  found  admittance  with  fifty  or  fixty  young 
gpntlemen  of  family ;  fcot  they  difcovcred  themfelves  too  foon, 
and  the  inhabitants  taking  arms  they  were  reduced  in  the  place . , 
to  which  they  fled  for  ihelter,  and,  contrary  to  the  caj^tula- . 
tion  they  had  m^de,  were  maJfTacrod  to  a  man  ^     This  adde4 
fr^fh  fuel  to  the  cpunteis's  refentment,  who  began  to  raife 
forces  with  >great  diligence  j  and  preffing  her  husband  to  come 
j^nd  afiume  the  command,  he  pafTed  the  Pyrenees  with  a  con- 
fiderable  force  f  but  what  the  event  of  this  irruption  might ; 
have  been  we  cannot  fay,  fince  the  pount  died  of  a  fever  be-^- 
fore  he  undertook  any  thing,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  of 
Qrtbes  in  Bearn^  in  the  morath  of -//jwfg^^,  one  thoufand  four 
hundred  and  feventy-two  "*.     The  unexpected  death  of  her 
husband    fo  much  difturbed  Ponna  Leonorah  projeQs, .  that 
(he  was  unable  to  do  any  thing  this  year,  which  gave  the 
fadion  of  the  Beaumonts  time  to  fortify  all  the  places  that 
were  in  their  hands ;  and  this  opportunity  they  tooj^  carie  not 
to  lofe.  • 

The  countcfe,  ftill  bent  on  eftabUAing  her  authority,  and  And  of  the 
punifhing  thofe  who  had  laft  offended  her,  turned  herfelf  on^^'^g"  -^«» 
©very  fide,  and  foUicited  fuccours  from  every  quarter ;  but  this  J ***^' 
manner  of  proceeding,  inflead  of  quieting,  increafed  the  dif- 
tra<Sions  of  Navarre^  and  made  the  wcaknefs  of  the  govern- 
ment ftill  more  apparent.      At  length,  when  £be  had  few 
places  remaining,  when  all  her  power  depended  upon  a  mili«

taiyforee,  ^hich  ihe^as  unable  to  pay,  and  ^K^lrich  had  fiai 
waited  the  country  that  it  could  not  pay  herielf,  and  that  her 
revenue  was  come  to  nothing,  |he  applied  herfelf  to-her  f^E^her 
Icing  John  oi  Arragon^  and  her  brother  Don  Ferdinand  of  Cafiiiij^ 
yrho  interpofed  to  np  great  purpofe;  but  who  at  lengdi  had  a 
meeting  with  her  at  Vittorta^  on  purpofe  to  difcufs  thefemat-; 
ters  thoroughly.     There  Don  Ferdinand  infifted  that  die  only 
poffible  method  of  putting  an  end  to  thefe  quarrels  was  to 
reconcile  the  parties*  and  grant  an  indemnity  to  all?  vhicb 
had  always  been  the  opinion  of  his  father,  and  which  at  length 
prevailed.    The  countefs  Donna  Teimora  was  very  little  fatis* 
fied  with  this  interview,  notwithftanding  her  own  adminifti^- 
tion  was.fupported,  and  the  fucceffion  of  her  children  iecured*. 
She  knew  the  count  de  Lerin  had  married  Donna  Leon$r4i  of 
Jrragofij  her  natural  fifter.    She  apprehended  that  the  Btau-!^ 
monts  had  demanded  and  obtained  the  protedion  of  Don  />r- 
dmartd ;  and  that,  in  confeqoence  of  this  pacificacioflt,  her  views 
.   would  be  for  ever  defeated,  her  favourites  remain  unrewarded, 
and  thofe  who  had  oppofed  her  unpuniflied)  which  was  what 
ihe  could  not  bear.    The  violence  of  her  temper,  and  her  in- 
abi-lty  to  conceal  it,  as  it  caitfed  fo  it  increafed  her  misfor* 
tunes  ;    for  thediftafte  flie  fliewed  to  her  brother  hindered  her, 
rfccciving  any  longer  the  penfion  paid  her  from  the  treafiiry  of 
CaftiU,  which  brought  her  fo  low,  that  Ihe  was  obliged  to  icll 
part  of  her  jewels  to  iubiift  the  houfiiold,  rather  than  the  couft, 
ihe  kept  in  the  caftle  oiTafalla.    In  this  JHuation  her  afiair^ 
fiood,  when  her  father,  worn  out  with  years  and  infirmities, 
breathed  his  laft  zt  Bareelcnaj  onTuefday  the  nineteenth  of 
yanuary^  one  thoufand*  four  hundred  and  fevcnty-nirie  ^.     Hia 
irircumftances  were  yet  worfe  than  hers^  fincc  the  very  nnove- 
ables  of  his  palace  were  fold  to  difcharge  the  expences  of  hi^ 
funeral,  which  were  far  from  being  conftderable.     In  the 
midft  of  this  poverty  he  directed  many  foundations,  and  othef 
works  of  coft,  by  his  will,  which  were  pun£kually  performed 
hy  his  fon  Don  Ferdinand  the  Cathoiic^  to  who;n  he  l§ft  s^I  the 
reft  of  his  dominions,  e?fcept  the  kingdom  of  Natiarre^  whtcl^ 
indeed  was  not  his  to  leave,  |md  which  had/fuflFeted  more* 
under  his  reign,    who  either  was  or  might  have  been  <h<i 
inoft  puiflTant  of  its  kings,  than  iinder,  the  fcebicft  of-  its  mo- 
nArchs.     So  little  docs  the  happinefs  of  a  people  depend  Of| 
|he  grandeur,  or  even  on  the  abilities  of  their  prince,  unleft 
hoth  are  direfted  by  a  good  iii|ention,

Ic was  ao  evcot  the  bad  long  and  earneftly  eicpe£led,  and  which  Leonora^ 
fte  flattered  herfeif  would  h^vi:  put  ao  end  to  all  the  mcon- 
veoienctes  to  which  fhe  heea  for  (b  nriany  ye^rs  eypofed.  Bm: 
it  came  too  late ;  for  chagrin  had  made  fo  gjeu  an  impre/Qon, 
that  this  pompous  title  produced  no  tfi^St.  Sjhe  h^d  &^ci; 
tun«  to  know  (he  wa$  a  qu/een  hef(>te  tiajit  difeale  which  her 
grief  had  produced*  removed  her  OMt  of  thi^  life  a/ter  a  retgo 
of  two  and  twenty  days  ^  She  expired  oij  the  tenth  of  /V*-  A.  D. 
ritftfTry ;  and  by  her  will  recoimnoeiided  the  care  of  her  graiMl-  1479* 
thildren  to  their  father's  relations  ;  that  is,  in  eifcd,  to  the 
crown  of  France^  without  tncotioning  her  brother  Don  Frrji- 
nand.  This  princefs  bad  a  nuiQ^rous  pofterity,  of  whom  ic 
ia  fleceflfary  to  fpeak>  a$  it  will  throw  light  on  various  pprts 
of  our  hiftonr.  Of  ihefe  there  were  four  fon?  and  fiv,e  daugb^ 
t^.  Don  (saftink  bore  the  title  of  .prince  of  Viana^  ilain  at  a 
tournament,  as  we  have  before  n^entionf  d,  as  Ibme  fj^y  by  the 
hand  pf  Charles  duke  ofBcrryy  in  lioi^our  of  whofe  oiarriage  it 
^as  celebrated.  John  de  Foix^  lord  of  tfarbonne^  which  hk 
father  purchafibd  for  him.  He  left  two  children,  the  famous 
Qaftm  de  Faix^  who  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Ravenna^ 
where  be  was  generailiflimo  oi  the  army  of  Liw'n  th&  twelfiih  ; 
and  Germana  de  Foixy  who  became  the  confort  of  Ferdinand 
$if  Catholic,  Petir  de  Ftfix^  the  third  fon  pf  this  princefs^  was 
an  ecckiiaftic,  and  bonouricd  by  Pope  Sixtus  the  fourth  widi 
thepuipie.  Jamss^  the  young^ft,  bore  tiie  title  of  count /& 
titrteij  diftinguiflied  bimfelf  in  the  profeffion  of  arms,  and 
was  efteemed  one  of  the  brayeft>men,  and  one  of  the  greateft 
captains  of  his  age.  The  princefs  Mary  efpouied  Jf^illiam 
in^quis  of  Montjerratp  Joanna  piarried  John  count  of  yfr- 
ffkignac.  Mnrgarit  became  the  Qo^nfort  of  Francis  the  fecond, 
(duke  oi  Bretagusi  by  whom  ihel^ad  two  daughters,  Jnne^ixA 
Ifabeli  the  former  ihared  .the  bed  of  Gljarhs  tbe  eighth  and 
i,ewis  the  twelfth,  kings  of  France.  The  prince&  Katherw 
iQarried  Gafton  de  Foix^  count  of  Cand^Uy  by  whom  (he  had 
two  fons  and  adaughcer^  Anne^  who  married  Ladiflauu  iing 
of  Hmgary ;  the  youngeft,  Leonora^  wbo  was  proaiifed  to 
tiie  duke  de  Medina  Coeliy  but  died  unmarried.  It  has  boeit 
remaiicaa  that  there  were  fcx^x  queens  of  this  houfe,  coufio- 
germaos  to  each  other,  living  at  a  time ;  viz,  Katherine  of 
piavarrey  Germana  of  Cajiile  and  Arragon^  Anne  of  France^ 
and  Anne  of  Bohemia  and  Hungary ;  but  this  at  a  jun6faire 
^hen  it  was  far  from  being  happy. 
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FRAKCIS  PHOEBUS^  count  of  Foix^  lord  of  Beam^ 
and  of  various  other  places,  was  immediately  acknowledged 
fovereign  of  Nevarrif  upon  the  deceafe  of  his  grandmother  t. 
He  was  juft  entered  into  the  twelfth  year  of  his  age  ;  and  as  he 
had  received  the  name  of  Phcebus  from  (lis  exqu^ite  beauty,  fo 
he  might  be  faid  to  deferve  it  no  lefs  for  the  qualities  of  his  mind, 
fince  all  vn-iters  agree  that  he  was  the  mod  capable  and  beft 
educated  prince  of  that  age,  his  mother  the  princefs  Magdalen 
of  Frame  having  been  extremely  attentive  to  whatever  con- 
cerned his  health,  and  his  uncle  the  cardinal  having  caufed 
him  to  be  conftantly  inftruSed'in  his  prefence :  but  notwitfa- 
ftanding  the  clearnefs  of  his  right,  and  the  luftre  of  his  birth, ' 
as  being  nepheW  to  the  monarch  of  France^  and  grahd-n^hew 
to  the  king  of  Caftile  and  Arrag$n^  be  had  nothing  moreihan 
the  title  of  king  oi  Navarre ^  the  Beaumonts  and  the  Gramontt 
being  in  full  pofieffion  of  all  the  places  of  any  ftrength  orconi- 
fequence  in  that  country,  except  thofe  in  the  hands  of  kii^ 
Ferdinand^  who  held  them  by  no  better  title '.  But  this  mo- 
narch coming  to  Saragaffa^  in  order  to  receive  the  homage  of 
his  hereditary  fubje£ts,  the  cardinal  of  Fo'tx  and  his  brother 
prince  James  came  thither  to  confer  with  him,  and  to  intreat 
his  interpofuion  for  calming  thofe  troubles  that  had  fo  long 
diftradied  a  kingdom  in  which  he  had  fo  great  an  intereft;  * 
The  king  received  them  with  great  civility,  and  treated  them 
with  much  candour.  He  obferved,  that  feverity  could  only 
render  things  worfe  ;  that  where  all  were  equally  to  blame» 
and  none  could  well  be  pun i (bed,  a  general  pardon  was  the 
fafefl-  and  the  fpeediefl  means  of  reducing  things  to  order  r' 
that  having  publifhed  this,  they  would  do  well  to  go  into  Na^  * 
varre^  and  try  to  the  utmoft  what  fair  means  would  do,  pro- 
fniiing  to  give  them  all  the  countenance  he  could,  and  if 
this  failed  to  affift  them  with  his  forces  *.  They  went  accord- . 
JDgly  into  Navarre,  and  held  an  affembly  of  the  flates,  where 
they  met  with  abetter  reception  than  they  expected.  The 
deputies  from  the  cities  and  towns  told  them  plainly,  that  the 
fource  of  their  misfortunes  was  the  abfence  of  their  fovereigns, 
which  rendered  fome  men  very  confiderable,  who  were  other- 
wife  of  no  great  account ;  that  even  now  the  friends  of  mu-  • 
tiny  and  faftion  were  but  few ;  and  that  tho'  the  great  lords 
With- held  the  cities  from  each  other,  yet  none,  of  them' 
could  with-hold  them  from  the  king,  as  to  whofe  title  there 
was  no  queftion.     Upon  this  the  two  princes  returned,  and. 
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demanded  once  more  the  fentiipents  of  Don  Ferdinandy  Who 
approved  entirely  the  advice  given  them  by  the  ftates,  adding, 
the  young  king  ought  to  bring  With  him  a  good  force  to  a£t 
with  fpirit,  but  to  fpeak  with  i1:iildnersrf  AH  things  .were 
qiiickly  regulated  after  their  return  to  Beam ;  from  whence 
the' young  king,  iri  company  with  his  mother,  his  imcles,  and 
a-  fmall  but  well  appointed  arniy,  entered  his  hereditary  domi- 
nions. It  is  faid,  and  very  probably  with  truth,  that  the  count 
de  Lerin  was  far  from  being  well  pleafed  at  his  arrival  :  how* 
€?veF,  he  went  to  meet  him,  and  found  him  fo  well  accompa* 
hied,  that  he  held  it  expedient  to  deliver  up  Pampelunaj  which 
he  did  with  great  expreffions  of  loyalty;  and  the  king  having  A»'1X 
made  his  public  entry  into  it  on  the  third,  was  crowned  on  1481. 
the  fixth  of  November^  with  the  univeffal  acclamation  of  all 
his  fubje6ts  %  who  were  far  from  apprehending  this  ceremony 
would  be  but  once  more  feen  in  Navarre, 

As  ibon  as  this  ceremony  was  performed,  he  vifited  all  the  ^^ppj  ^w^ 
confiderable  places  in  the  kingdom,  accompanied  by  fuch  a  ^^^ed  0$ 
force  as  hindered  any  difficulty  of  his  obtaining  poflef-  ^'^  ^^'/' 
fion.  He  likewife  made  a  ftrift  enquiry  into  the  government, ^^^^ 
and  how  the  laws  were  carried  into  execution  :  all  which  he 
performed  with  a  gravity  fo  much  fuperior  to  his  age,  that 
flie  great  lords  were  afionlflied,  and  people  received  him 
as  a  king  fent  from  heaven.  This  cphduft  was  very  unufual 
in  a  minority,  the  king  afting  in  perfon,  while  all  the  grants 
and  other  inftruments  ran  in  the  name  of  his  mother,  who. 
ftiled  herfelf  Magdalev^  fifter  and  daughter  of  France^  princeft 
of  Viana^  and  tutorefs  to  her  well-l^eloved  fon  Francis  Phoebus^ 
by  the  grace  of  God  kincr  t)^  Navarre,  This  bright  fcene  was 
but  of  fliort  duration.  This  excellent  young  monarch  was  un- 
der the  eye  of  two  of  the  moft  artful  and  fubtle  monarchs  that 
perhaps  ever  reigned,  Lewis  the  eleventh  otFrance^  and  Doi^ 
Ferdinand  the  Catholic.  Family  and  inclination  bound  his  mo- 
ther blindly  to  the  former ;  whereas  his  intereft,  and  confe- 
quently  hers,  (hould  have  fwayed  them  to  the  latter.  Don 
Ferdinand  propofcd  to  him,  or  rather  to  his  mother,  the  mar- 
riage of  Donna  Joanna^  who  was  afterw^ds  the  heirefs  of  all 
his  dominions ;  and  at  the  fame  time  propofed  to  contradt  the 
"prixic^^s  Katherine  to  his  fon  the  infant  Don  Juan,  If  this  had 
taken  effed  Navarre  had  been  abfolutely  fecure,  and  the 
young  kiiig  might  have  availed  himfelf  of  the  wifdom  and 
power  of  their  Catholic  majefties,  and  of  the  profperity  which 
they  derived  from  both.  On  the  other  hand,  the  French 
nionarch  propofed  a  match  with  the  unfortunate  Donna  ^4^- 
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^na^  daughter  to H/nry  tbe'lmpoHnt^  king  tfCcfiiUy  theo 
in  P^rtugal^  which  muft  have  been  attended  with  a  long  war^ 
to^  which  the  force  oS  Navaryg  wasbjrno  means  equal  %  thqf 
the  young  king,  by  threatening  death  to  any  who  attempusd 
to  revive  the  faSions  of  Beaumont  and  Gramont^  and  the  Hke- 
puniibment  for  the  founding  a  trumpet,  or  exciting  a  tu* 
mult,  had  brought  his  dominions  into  a  furprizing  degree  of 
order  and  obedience  ". 
Sudden  The  .  principal  nobility  of  Navarre^  and  more  eipeciajlf 

and  fuf-  the  count  de  Lerin^  who  it  was  found  abfoiutely  neceflaiyto 
fe^id  cpniirm  in  the  office  of  conftable,  which  he  had  taken  upon 
duakf^  himfelfy  and  was  the  moft  considerable  in  the  kingdom^ 
prei&d  the  marriage  with  gre^t  warmth,  probably  from  a  nao- 
tive  of  intereft  :  but  from  whatever  njotive  it  was,  they,  of- 
fered unanfwerable  reafons  in  its  favour.  On  the  odier  hand^ 
the  French  ambafiador,  and  all  who  virereof  his  fadion^  anuifiul 
,  the  princefs-regent  with  the  viilonaiy  hopes  of  raifmg  i^tcr  fon 
to  the  throne  of  CaJiiUp  by  a  confederacy  then  upon  the  car- 
pet between  Lewis  the  eleventh  of  Franctj  the  king  of  Partu-^ 
.  gaJy  and  other  prince$.  To  rid  her&lf,  therefore,  from  thefe 
importunities,  or  perhaps  that  (he  might  have  the  young. king 
and  his  fifter  n^ore  immediately  ii^  her  power,  ihe  refolved  tp 
carry  them  back  into  Beam ;  and  this,  tho'  diiuaded  frxfm  it 
by  all  the  old  and  wife  counfellors  of  Navarre^  (he  performed. 
A.  D.  Immediately  after  their  return  to  Pau,  the  jufi^al  refidesce  of 
1483.  the  court,  the  king  began  to  decline ;  and  on  the  thirtieiA  of 
January y  one  thou/and  four  hundred  and>ighty -three,  breathed 
his  laft,  and  was  buried  in  the  cathedral  church  of  Le/carK 
All  hiftorians  agree  that  there  were  very  ftrong  (ufpicions  of 
po'^n ;  and  fome  relate,  that  being  much  addlfibed  to  mufic, 
the  young  king  complained  that  he  was  never  well  after  pijit- 
ting  a  new  flute  to  his  mouth  )  yet  the  pbyficians  could  de- 
termine nothing  as  to  his  difeafe,  which  confifted  altogiether  ia 
an  inward  wafting,  without  any  exterior  fymptoms  ^  but  whstt 
contributed  moft  to  the  report  was,  th;^  he  faid  often  to  tho(e 
about  him,  my  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world.  He  was  fia^ 
cerely  regretted  by  his  fubjeSs,  and  with  great  reafoii  ^  for  af 
^hey  had  the  moft  pleafmg  expedations  from  hi^  genius^  qi« 
pacity,  and  ftrong  fenfe  of  juftice,  (b  they  forefaw  very  clearly 
^hat  by  his  death  their  former  troubles  would  be  revived ;  iq, 
which  they  were  (ar  from  being  miftaken ;   for  thecoimt  dit 
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JLerin  had  no  fobtier  informed  their  Catholic  majeftiei  of  thb 
melancholy  events  than  Don  Juan  dt  Ribeyra  was  fent  with 
a  ftrong  corps  of  thoops  to  fupport  the  county  who  had  repof- 
fiefled  bimfelf  of  Pampeluna  and  other  places  '• 

Donna  Katherine  de  Fo!x<'W2&  immediately  declared  queen  Katheritie 
of  Navarre^i  upon  the  deceafe  of  her  brother  j  but  the  princeis  qjteen  of 
\Magdalen  her  mother  quickly  found  that  the  perplexities  Navarre, 
which  fhe  before  thought  intolerable  were  now  increafed* 
I^odor  MaUenatb  was  fent  from  their  Catholic  majefties  to 
CKMiddie  with  her  on  the  dieath  of  her  fon,  and  to  prefs  the 
marriage  of  her  daughter  with  the  infant  Don  Juan^  helr-ap« 
rent  of  their  Catholic  majefties,  as  the  only  means  to  extin- 
gtitfli  the  fa^ons  which  were  again  revived  in  Navarre  % 
and  to  protect  the  young  queen  againft  the  vifcount  de  Nor-' 
ifinney  who  pretended  to  be  the  heir  male  of  the  family  of 
Foix^^  The  princcfs,  determined  to  fupport  the  intcrefts  of 
France^  at  the  expence  of  her  daughter-  as  well  as  her  fon^ 
after  profei&ng^  a  deep  fenfe  of  the  honour  done  her,  told  him 
that Navarrewzs  a  country  which  miift be  governed  by  men  ; 
that  this  compelled  her  to  think  of  marrying  her  daughter 
without  delay,  and  would  not  fufFer  her  to  have  any  thoughts 
ef  their  Catholic  majefties  heir,  who  was  but  an  infant.  The 
Sfanijb  minifter,  who  was  both  an  able  and  an  honeft  iY>aily 
told  her  plainly  what  he  thought  of  her  meafures,  and  of  het^ 
reafonmg ;  remarked  the  change  of  affairs  in  France  by  tht 
death  of  her  brother ;  the  certainty  of  keeping  all  things  quiet 
till  the  prince  oi  Afturias  was  of  a^,  if  (he  confented  to  the 
marriage  ;  and  the  great  rbk  (he  muft  run  in  difpoflng  of  the 
queen  her  daughter  without  the  confent  of  the  ftates  of  iV^^- 
varre^  purdy  to  gratify  the  court  of  France^  who,  tho'  they 
might  promife,  would  find  it  difficult  to  grant  her  fufficient 
affiftance  \ 

All  this  had,  no  eiFe£l  on  the  princeis  Magdaien^  any  more  J^^  d^AI*' 
than  the  vifcount  of  Norhnne'B  entering  bjr  force  into  the  oert^ir^ 
county  of  F^ixy  of  which  he  reduced  the  greateft  part.     It  '•  ^ 
only  taught  her  to  fee  the  neceffity  of  marrying  the  young  ^'i^^t 
queen  without  delay,  which  operated  upon  her.fo  ftrongly, 
that,  at  the  inftance  of  the  court  of  France^  (he  concluded  a 
marriage  for  that  young  princefs  in  the  month  ofjmuaff^ 
with  Jeart'  d* Albert^  fon  to  Ai^n  d'AIberty  count  de  Perig&rdy 
Limoges^  DreuXi  iic%  and,  notwithftanding  the  town  ofTudek 
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declared  they  would  put  themftlves  under  the  protedion  of 
their  Cathohc  majefties,  in  cafe  j(he  married  her  daughter 
without  the  confent  of  the  ftates,  it  wa$- -celebrated  at  Orthu 
A.  D.  on  the  fourteenth  of  June  following  * ;  and  the  lord  of  Jbe^ 
1484.  nasy  uncle  to  the  new-married  piinc?*e,  was  declared  viceroy 
of  Navarre  J  where  the  faction  of  the  Gramonts  profefied  them^. 
felves  extremely  loyal  to  their  queen.  By  their  affiftance  he 
governed  fo  rtiuch  of  that  country  as  acknowledged  the  queen's 
authority,  with  much  prudence  and  moderation  :  the  reft  the 
count  de  Lerin  governed  with  almoft  as  great  authority  as  if 
he  had  been  king,  under  the  protection  of  their  Catholic  ma- 
jefties,  who  juftified  this  behaviour  chiefly  from  political  mo« 
fives,  alledging  that  Navarte  was  the  gate  of  Spain ;  ~  and 
that  in  common  prudence  they  were  bound  to  keep  it  fbut 
stgainft  the  French^  who  with>held  from  .them  the  county  of 
Kmfillm^  and  were  difpofed  to  let  no  opportunity  flip  of  giv- 
ing them  trouble  ^,  It  was  not  long  before  Jean  d* Albert  and 
his  confort  found  themfelves  under  a  neceifity  of  feeking  the 
,  friendfhip  of  Don  Ferdinand.     Their  affairs  on  both  fides  the 

Pyteneei^^rt  fo  miferably  diftreiled,  and  during  the  nonage 
oi  Charles  the  eighth,  the  government  was  fo  little  difpofed  in 
iheir  favour,  or  rather  {hewed  fuch  a  vifible  partiality  for  th« 
male  iine  of  the  houfe  of  Foixy  that,  how  unwillingly  fo- 
ever,  they  were  conftrained  to  apply  themfelves  to  the  Catho^^ 
lie  king,  who  might,  have  found  many  pretences,  either  to 
complete  the  conquefi  of  their  kingdom,  or  have  abandoned 
it  to  the  ambition  of  a  few  great  lords;  who,  dividing  it 
as  their  influence  and  alliance  direSed,  would  have  held  it 
ufider  his  profedion.  Don  Ferdinand  received  thefe  applicai> 
tions  very  civilly,  and  )i:indly  afllired  them  he  was  by  no  means 
defirous  of  giving  any  countenance  to  their  enemies,  or  of  de<i» 
priving  them  of  their  dominions ;  that,  on  the  contrary,  he 
would  do  for  them  whatever  they  could  reafonably  defire,  as 
having  nothing  more  at  heart^  than  to  fee  them  peaceably 
in  pofleflion  of  their  hereditary  dominions,  and  freed  from  all 
the  difficulties  to  which  their  family  had  been  fo  long  expofed. 
In  a  fmall  time  after  they  renewed  their  addrefles,  by  Alan 
iAlheriy  father-in-law  to  the  queen,  who  was  at  this  time 
in  arms  againft  the  French  king,  and  who  came  to  Valencia  to 
demand  fuccours  for  himfelf  and  his  confederates,  the  duke  of 
Breiagne  and  the  duke  of  Orleans^  and  protection  tor  his  foi>. 
Don  Ferdinand  io\A  him  that  he  was  about  to  undertake  the 
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var  of  Granada^  whkh  hindered  him  fromdping  all  he  asked  s 

but  that  he  was  ready  to  affift  hini  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power. 

To  (hew  he  was  in  earneft,  he  directed  a  fquadron  to  be  fitted     A,  D. 

out  in  Bifcay  for  his  fervice  ;  ordered  Don  Juan  de  Ribeyra  to     1488. 

reftore  all  the  places  he  had  taken  in  Navarre^  and  at^  the 

fame  time  declared  that  kingdom  under  his  protedtion^,  which 

was  of  very  great  confequence  at  this  juni9:ure. 

The  kingdom  of  Navarrey  tho'  fecured  from  foreign  in-  Diff-grgff^^ 
vafions  by  this  compromife  with  Cajiile^  was  not  entirely  free  ,n;^>^  d^ 
from  domeftic  difcord  ;    the  fadions  that  had  torn  \t  fo  long  Ferdi- 
continuing  to  tear  it  ftill,  tho'  not  with  fo  great  violence  as  naod. 
tn«  times  paft.     At  Ibngth  the  queen  and  h^r  confort  were 
prevailed  upon,  by  the  earneft  follicitation  of  the  ftates,  to 
pafi  the  mountains  and  fix  their  refidence  at  Pampeluna^  where 
they  were  received  with  great  pomp,  proclaimed,  and,  after    ^ 
taking  the  ufual  oaths,  crowned  king  and  queen  of  Navarre^ 
on  the  tenth  of  January ^  in  the  prefcnce  of  many  prelates  and    •^*  ^* 
great  lords,  and  of  Don  Juan  and  Don  Pedro  de  Siha^  their     '494" 
Catholic  majefties  ambafTadors  ^,     In  the  month  of  ^pril  they 
fent  the  hzron  de  Lautrec^  and  other  deputies,  to  renew  the 
alliance  made  with  the  king  of  Cq/iile ;    by  which  the  king 
and  queen  of  Navarre  promiied  to  keep  the  entrances  of  Na-^ 
varre  in  fuch  a  manner  that  no  troops  might  be  able  to  pafs, 
and  not  to  give  any  afliftance  whatever  to  the  enemies  of  hik 
Catholic  majefty.     On  the  other  hand,  Don  Ferdinand  took 
them  for  his  true  friends  and  allies,  and  fwore,  in  the  pre^ 
fence  of  the  ambafladors,  that  no  injury  fhould  be  offered  to 
their  fubje^s,  either  in  the  kingdom  of  Navarre  or  lordfhip 
of  Bearn^.     The  next  year  the  war  breaking  out  between  the 
crowhy  of  France  arid  Co/file^  the  queen  of  Navarre  went  to 
Alfaro  on  the  frontiers,  where  flie  had  an  interview  with  their 
Catholic  niajefties,  where  thefe  promifes  were  on  both  fides 
renewed.    In  virtue  of  this  agreement,  the  kingdom  of  Na^ 
varre  did  not  fuffer  in  the  leaft  during  the  courfe  of  that  war  ; 
and  after  the  peace  the  harmony  between  the  crowns  feemed 
to  fubfift  in  the  fame  cordial  manner  ^ :    however,  fomc  per- 
fons  having  fuggefted  to  the  king  and  queen,  that  this  neu- 
trality had  been  of  fo  great  confequence  to  their  Catholic  ma- 
jefties  that  they  had  reafon  to  expert  fome  ample  gratification, 
they  were  prevailed  upon  to  fend  two  ecclefiaftics  ambafladors

was  impoffible;    but  that  if  it  had  been  oth^rwtfe>  himfelf 

,.  and  not  they  wai  intituled  to  all  the  efts^tes  in  CqftiU  belong* 

ing  to^that  prince.     Thife  and  their  forcing  the  count  di  Le^ 

rin  to  quit  Naiiarre^  occafioned  fuch  a  nufunderftanding^  3f 

induced  the  king  ^ean  dJlberty  who  perceived  he  had  puflied 

this  matter  too  far,  to  make  a  ftep  on  •  the  other  fide,  which 

was  ftiU  more  extraordinary  ;  for  he  went  iti  perfon  ta  S^uilU^ 

to  aiTure  Don  Ferdinand  that,^notwithflanding  his  reconcilia- 

tton  to  the  French  court,  his  intentions  were  (Entirely  upright 

with  regard  to  the  crown  of  Caflile,      The  Catholic  king 

\  treated  him  with  great  m;igntficence  ^ ;  endeavoured  to  reconr 

cile  him  to  his  brother-in-law  the  Count  de  Lerin^  or,  in  caftt 

that  was  impradicable,  offered  to  give  that  nobleman,  whom 

fa^  had  created  marquis  of  Hutfca^  an  equivalent  for  hi9  lands 

in  Andalufia^  and  a  large  fum  to  the  king  of  Navarre  to  cotir 

fent  to  this  bargain.    At  his  firft  arrival  this  prince  had  lodg^* 

ings  affigned  him  in  the  royal  palace  ;    and,  to  prevent giv«- 

ing  him  umbrage,  the  count  de  Lerm  Was  forbid  to  enter  it  i 

Jet  knowing  him  to  bfc  a  very  wife  man«  the  king  o^Nofxtrre 

upon  this  propofTtion  defired  be  might  take  his  ad /ice.     hf, 

this  interview  the  conftable  count  de  Lefin  told  him^  that  Iamb 

and  fortrefies  could  have  no  price  i  for  tbat  whatever  Aim  he 

teceived  would  in  time  be  fpent,  while  the  places  remaining 

to  the  crown  of  Cafiile  would  prove  a  perpetual  corb  to  him 

A*  1>.    and  his  fucccffors.  The  king  not  only  took  his  advice,  but  recciy- 

1500.     cd  him  into  favour;  invited  him  tsj  retuin  into  Navarrey  which 

not  long  after  he* accepted  of,  the  peace  being  renewed^.: 

but  then-  broils,  as  we  fliall  havfe  occafion  to  (hew,  broke 

out  again,  and  ended,  as  might  have  been  eafily  forefeen,  in 

the  ruin  of  both  parties.  "^ 

Jtatetoed        About  four  years  after  the  king  and  queen  of  Ndvarri 

Mnfea/oH-    fent  the  governor  of  Pampeluna  into  Cajiile^  to  renew  tlicir 

mhly  hy  /^tpretenfions  to  the  edates  of  their  anceilor,  as  having  been

Mavarre.   jffije  of  that  marriage.     Don  Ferdinand  gave  them  a  general 

^mfwer ;    and,  as  a  proof  cf  his  regard  for  their  intereftj^  of**

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fered  them  his  grand-daughter  Donna  Ifabella  for  their  (on 
Henry^  prince  of  Vtana^  which  they  accepted  with  joy ;  but  .  ' 
from  which  they  afterwards  difengaged  themfelves^  When 
the  archduke  Philip  took  the  title  of  king  of  Cqflile  the  king 
of  Navarre  entered  into  an  ^alliance  with  him,  and  upon  hfs 
demife  oppofed  to  the  utmoft  the  recalling  Don  Ferdinand  t& 
the  regency.  When  he  difcovered  this  to  be  inefFe£luaI  he 
follicited  the  emperor  Maximilian  to  bring  Don  Carlos  into 
Spain^  and  offered  him  a  paflage  with  his  army  thro'  his  do- 
minions K  To  fhew  how  much  he  was  in  earneft,  and  to 
render  himfelf  entirely  matter  at  home,  he  raifed  ait  army ; 
and,  after  a  brisk  war,  having  difpoffeffed  the  count  de  Lcrin  of 
pvery  fortrcfs  he  had  in  the  kingdom,  he  drove  him  lo  take 
flicker  in  Arragon ;  and  after  this  fuccefs  began  to  fortify  his 
frontiers,  to  iiicreafe  the  number  of  his  forces,  and  to  enter 
into  negociations  with  £^w«  the  twelfth  oi  France^  that  he 
might  not  only  be  in  a  condition  to  defend  himfelf,  but  alfo  - 
become  formidable  to  his  neighbours,  believing  that  the  fa- 
tigues and  infirmities  of  Don  Ftrdinandy  and  the  many  ar-  . 
duous  affairs  he  had  upon  his  hands,  would  hinder  his  giving 
him  any  difturbance.  He  was^the  more  confirmed  in  this  by 
reafon  that  his  old  antagonift  Lewis  de  Beaumont^  count  de 
Leririj  conftable  of  the  kingdom,  was  dead  in  Arragon^  and  ^ 
his  countefe  alfo,  who  was  fifter  to  Don  Ferdinand^  :  but 
be  did  not  confider  that  the  fon  of  the  conftable,  and  many 
other  perfons  of  diftinSion,  who  adhered  to  the  faftion  of 
tbe  BeaumontSj  were  received  and  car^fled  by  the  Catholic 
king.  He  alfo  promifed  himfelf  much  from  that  affability  and 
familiarity  with  which  he  lived,  in  refpe£l  to  the  nobility  and . 
perfons  ofdiftinftLon  2it  Pampeluna,  which  produced  indeed, 
fo  long  as  fdrtune  feemcd  to  favour  him,  an  appearance  of 
general  and  deep  affedtion  ;  but  in  reality,  as  his  queen  told 
him,  leiTened  him  fo  much  in  their  opinions,  that  they  looked 
upon  him  TTLthtrsisphmyeand' Albert  J  thanas  king  o^  Navarre^ 
as  he  foon  felt  to  his  coft.  Condefcenfion  can  feldom  be  fo 
^mpered  as  to  be  commendable  in  kings. 

The  fuccefs  of  Don  Ferdinand's  arms  in  Itafy^  his  alliance  ^^^  /,  ^ 
with  England^  and  the  obligation  he  had  thereby  l?.id  himfelf  ,^/;j,  i/^p/i 
under  of  transferring  the  war  intb  France^  all  pointed  to  ^zfiffedofhis 
great  defign  which  he  had  been  long  meditating,  of  conquer-y<7/«/»/W 
ing,  or- in  plain  terms,  ufurping  the  kingdom  oi  Navarre^in  the /pace 
for  which  he  made  all  the  neceffary  preparations,  almoft  with-  ofafe^-w

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out  fufpicion.  As  Toon  as  this  was  accompIiOied  he  ac-* 
quainted  the  king  o(  Navarre^  ih^X^  intending  to  pafs  thro* 
his  dominions  with  an  army  into  Francey  he  expeded  that 
Efiella,  St.  Jean  Pie  de  Port^  and  forae  other  places,  fhould  be 
put  into  his  hands  "  ;  which. propofition  the  king  rejefted,  but 
endeavoured  feveral  times  to  enter  into  a  negociatfon  on 
milder  terms,  in  which  Don  Ferdinand  foothed  him  till  his 
general  Don  Frederic  de  Toledo ^  duke  oi  Alhoj  in  the  month 
^'  "^*  of  Jufyy  entered  his  dominions  with  a  numerous  army,  well 
*^'^'  provided  with  all  things,  advancing  direSly  towards  P^w^- 
luna.  The  king  being  informed  that  Lewis  de  Beaumont y  foa 
to  the  ojd  conftable,  commanded  the  vanguard,  and  perceiv- 
•'  ing  that  he  had  aftrong  party  among  thp  inhabitants,  altered 
the  refolution  he  had  formed  of  defending  that  place  to  the 
laft  extremity,  detern^iining  to  quit  Navarre  and  retire  into 
France^  with  which,  tho'  very  unwillingly,  queen  Katherine 
was  forced  to  comply  ®.  Pampeluna  and  feveral  other  ftrong 
places  opened  their  gates ;  and,  upon  a  promife  that  their  pri- 
vileges fliould  be  preferved,  fubmitted.  The  king  being  in- 
formed of  this  fent  to  the  duke  of  Alba  to  demand  conditions. 
His  anfwer  was,  that  upon  delivering  up  his  kingdom  till  Don 
Ferdinand  fhould  think  fit  to  reftore  it,  and  fending  the  prince 
oi  Viana  as  a  hoftage,  he  mi^ht  make  his  peace.  The  king 
rejefled  this,  in  which  he  was  certainly  right ;  but  Don  Fer- 
dinand fending  a  minifter  to  confer  with  him,  he  arrefted  and 
delivered  him  up  to  ihtFrench^  which  was  apparently  wrong  : 
he  quickly  faw  it,  and  procured  him  to  be  fet  at  liberty  j  but 
then  it  was  too  late,  and  Don  Ferdinand  took  occafion  from 
thence  to  refufe  to  treat  with  him  at  all  p.  His  queen  is  alio 
faid  to  have,  told  him,  that  if  Ihe.  had  been  yofm  and  he  Ka- 
therine^  they  had  lived  and  died  king  and  queen  of  Navarre. 
The  Unfortunate  are  always  upbraided. 
Anunfuc'  ^^  ^^  other  hand  the  French^  amazed  at  this  fudden  con- 
cefsful  at'  fl"^ft>  fufpeiled,  or  pretended  to  fufpeQ,  that  the  king  of 
temft  by  Navarre  adled  in  concert  with  the  Spaniards^  and  had  betrayed 
king  John,  his  country  inftead  of  loling  it,  which  obliged  that  unfortu- 
nate king  to  go  to  Paris^  where  having  convinced  king  Lewis 
that  his  only  crime  confifted  in  ^his  confidence  in  the  juftice 
of  his  Catholic  majefty,  and  the  loyalty  of  his  own  fubjedte, 
the  French  army  that  was  then  aflembling  on  the  frontiers  was 
ordered  to  proceed,  and  ih^  iw^Q  de  Vahis^  afterwards  kiiig

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Francis  thefirft,  was  directed  to  place  king  7<9A«,  again  upon 
his  throne^.  That  monarch  himfelf,  with  a  body,  of  fix 
thoufand  of  his  own  troops,  forced  a  paffage  thro*  the  valKes, 
and  entered  Navarre^  where  a  great  part  of  the  country  re- 
volted in  his  favour,  and  he  afiually  laid  fiege  to  Pampeluna^ 
tho*  at  length  he  was  conftrained  to  raife  it  ^  The  advanced 
feafon  of  the  year,  want  pf  provifions,  (he  fuperior  capacity 
of  the  duke  oi  Alha^  the  mifunderftandings  between  the  dukes 
of  Bourbon  and  Longuevilkj  and  king  Ferdinands  fending  a 
frefli  army  into  Navarre,  under  the  command  of  the  duke  de 
Najara,  were  the  caufes  that  obh'ged  king  John  to  retreat,  and 
not  any  want  either  of  ^co,urage  or  capacity  in  him,  for  he 
gave  great  tnarks^  of  both  in  the  courfe  of  this  campaign. 
The  next  year  he  was  in  a  great  meafure  left  to  himfelf,  the 
French  finding  it  requifite  for  their  affairs  to  make  a  truce  ; 
ahd,  as  a  mark  of  their  punctuality  and  good  faith,  ordered 
the  forces  that  king  John  had  raifed.  in  their  territories  to  dif- 
band,  by  which  he  loft  the  fortrefs  of  J/(?y^7,  the  only  place  of 
confequence  that  held  out  for  him  in  his  dominions ;  and 
the  death  of  Lewis  the  twelfth,  which  happerted  on  the  firft 
day  of  the  next  year,  hindered  him  from  being  able  to  make 
any  confiderable  efFort,  tho'  he  made  the  beft  preparations  for 
it  inf  his  power,  and  held  fome  correfpondencies  in  Navarre^ 
tho'  the  far  greater  part  of  the  nobility  had  beeft  flattered,  or 
forced  to  yield  obedience  to  Don  Ferdinand  the  Catholic^  and 
his  daughter  Donna  Joanna,  upon  a  promife  *  that  the  rights 
of  the  kingdom  fliould  be  fecured,  and  their  particular  privi- 
leges preferved  %  which,  in  their  circumftances,  was  as  much 
as  they  could  expect. 

One  of  the  laft  anions  of  the  Catholic  monarch's  life  was;  y/ 
to  engage  the  ftates  of  Cajiile  to  annex  or  incorporate  Na-^  inj^^f* 
vatrey  fo  as  to  remain  for  ever  indiyifible  frorti  their  crown,  y^^  ^^ 
without  the  fpecification  of  any  fave  the  ancient  rights  ^    He  Caihie. 
pretended  howeVer  various  titles,  and  applied  them  varioufly 
as  his  occafions  required.     Sometimes  he  derived  his  title  from 
his  wife  Germana  de  Foix^  which  title  muft  have  been  of  very 
quick  growth,  fince  it  arofe  from  the  death  of  her  brother 
Gajion  de  Foix^  duke  of  Nemours^  flain  in  the  month  of  Jpril^ 
the  invafion  being  made  in  the  month  of  7«/)r.    But  the  truth 
was,  that  Katherine  queen  of  Navarre  had  very  large  eftates  in  • 

Catalonia ;    thefe  king  Ferdinand  feized  and  gave  to  his  wife

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G^rmana,  who  as  he  faid  was  the  folc  heirefs  of  the  houfe  of 
Faix ;   but  if  it  wsls  true  that  (he  could  be  heirefs  to  her  bro- 
ther Don  Gafton^  then  that  rule  would  hold  with  refpeift  to 
the  queen  of  Navarre ;    and  her  brother  Framis  Phoebus  and 
Katherine  fole  heirefs  of  .the  hpufe  of  Eoix^  xi^n  Ferdinand^ s 
oWn  (hewing.    Sometimes  Ac  Pope's  fentence",  by  which  Jnbn 
^nd  Katherine  were  deprived  qf  their  dominions,  was  pleaded 
for  a  juft  ground  of  conqueft ;   but  then  this  bull  of  dcpriva-f 
tion  was  never  feen,  and  if  it  ever  exifted  ^ras  granted  after 
the  conqueft  was  made ;  but  the  truth  is,  that  Ferdinand  had 
two  irrefiftable  titles^  a  long  bead,  and  a  long  fword  ;    and 
if  juftiee  will  not  admit  of  thefe,  then  the  ieizing  and  keeping 
the  kingdom  of  N^oarre  is  a  plain  and  flagrant  ufurpation  ; 
and  indeed  in  that  light  it  has  been  generally  and  juflly  con- 
iidered. 
Death  of        After  the  death  of  Don  Ferdinand  the  Catholic^  the  un- 
thehug      fortunate  king  oi  Navarre  made  another  atten^pt;    but  the 
and  queen   mar&al  of  Navorre^  who  was  at  the  head  of  it,  was  furprifed , 
itt  exile*      dnd  feveral  other  perfons  of  diftindlion  taken  prifbners  ;    and 
this  defeat  is  faid  to  have  afflicted  the  king  fo  much,  that  he 
died  chiefly  of  chagrin,  in  the  month  of  June^  one  thoufand 
five  hundred  and  fixteen  '•     His  queen  furvived  him  about 
eight  months ;   but  the  exa<9  time  of  her  death  does  not  ^p- 
.    pear.    They  had  in  all  fourteen  children,  of  which  it  will  be 
ncceflary  only  to  mention  four.    Henry  fucceeded  tbcm  in  all 
fheir  claims,  as  well  as  in  their  efiates ;  Charles  died  .in  Italj^ 
a  youth ;  Anne  efpoufed  the  count  of  Candale ;   and  Ifabel  be- 
came the  confort  of  the  count  de  Roban^  in  Breiagne.    Both 
dire^ed  that  their  bodies  fhould  be  deppflted  only  in  the  ca- 
thedral of  Lefcar^  in  order  to  their  being  afterwards  removed 
to  Pampehmay  when  it  ihould  be  recovered  by  their  pofterity, 
to  whpm,  notwithftanding  their  misfortunes,  they  left  a  great 
patrimony,  compofed  of  the.  eftates  belonging  to  the  two  an- 
cient families  of  Foix  and  Alherty  what  was  left  of  the  equiva* 
lents  given  for  the  counties  of  Champagne  and  Brie^  and  fbme 
fragments  of  the  realm  ei  Navarre  *.     Here  in  ftridbiefs  we 
might  epd  this  hiftory,  fince  the  kingdom  of  Navarre  hsis  ever 
fihce  remained,  and  ftill  remains  to  the  defcendants  of /Vr- 
dinand  the  Catholic ;   and  thofe  who  afterwards  preferved  the 
title,  and  were  ftiled  kings  of  Navarre  in  Framey  ought  to 
be  regarded  as  princes  of  that  kingdom  of  which  they  are  now 
become  ii^vef  eigns ;   but  for  the  ^e  of  peripicuity^  and  that

HENRT  tht  fecond,  king  of  Navarre^  as  he  is'ftiled,  was  pig^rv  IT 
about  fourteen,  when,  upon  the  death  of  his  mother,  he  af-  j^i^^r 
fumed  that  title,  under  the  proteftion  of  Francis  the  iirft,  i^fy^^Q^ 
who  by  the  conclafion  of  the  treaty  oi  Nojon  with  the  arch-' 
duke  Charles^  apprehended  he  had  laid  a  good  foundation  for 
the  reftitution  of  thr.t  realm  to  the  houfe  of  Alh^t ;   but  af- 
ter Charles  became  king  of  Spain,  and  was  follicited  to  the 
performance  of  it  by  a  folemn  embaffy  from  king  Francis^  he 
returned  only  general  anfwers,    which  ferved   to  keep  the 
French  in  fufpence  and  hittifelf  in  fecurity  ^,    We  have  flic^n 
in  the  hiftory.of  that  regency,  which  took  place  on  the  death  "^ 
of  Don  Ferdinandy  what  method  was  tiifcen  for  the  preferva- 
tion  of  Navarre,  and  upon  what  motives  all  the  famous  for- 
treifes  in  that  kingdom  were  difmantled  and  demolifted,  ex- 
cepting Fampekind^  and  one  or  two  more;     This  was  ctr^  v 
tainly  a  very  wife  courfe  for  preventing  infurreftions  in  a  cdwn- 
try  where  every  town,  and  almoft  every  village,  was  divided 
into  faSions ;    but  it  laid  the  kingdom  open  to  foreign  fnva- 
fions,  more  efpecially  in  the  fituation  things  were  in ;    and 
they  had  a  prince  at  the  back  of  the  Pyrenees^  who  in  the  opi- 
nion of  all  the  world  had  ajuft  claim  to  the  crown.     When, 
therefore,  the  kingdoms  of  Cajiile  and  Arragon  were  perplexed 
by  the  infurreftion  of  the  commons,  Andrew  de  Potx^  lord  erf" 
Efparrey  having  made  himfelf  matter  of  St.  y^«2»  de  Pied  de 
Forty  entered  Navarre  with  a  French  army ;    and  finding  the 
people  well  affedied  towards  their  natural  foverfeign,  advanced 
,  diredly  to  Parripeluna,  which  opened  its  gates,    and  in  thfe 
fpace  of  a  very  few  days  the  beft  part  of  the  kingdom  was  re- 
covered, aud  the  army  of  the  lord  de  Efparre  augmented  ih 
fi^ch  a  manner,  that  he  ventured  to  \Mt^  Logrogno'^.    Bert 
'  the  duke  of  Najara^  the  Spanijh  viceroy,  having  by  this  time 
received  reinforcements  of  old  troops  from  different  parlts  of 
the  kingdom,  obliged  the  French  to  raife  the  Ti^e.     l^hey 
continued  their  retreat  into  the  neighbourhood  of  FampelunOj 
-tvhere,  upon  fome  intelligence  of  a  diforder  in  the  Spanijh  ar- 
my, the  French  general  took  a  refolution  to  fight ;    and  th^* 
he  behaved  himfelf  with  great  courage,  and  was  well  feconded     A.  D. 
by  his  troops,  yet  the  fuperiority  of  nutnbers  carried  it,  and      152L. 
his  army  being  entirely  defeated,  and  himfelf,  as  fonie  Writch

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fay,  taken  prifoner,  Pampeluna  and  the  reft  of  Navarre 
was  recovered  in  as,  fhort  a  time  as  it  was  Io(^,  and  the 
hopes  of  king  Henry  entirely  difappointed  *.  He  attended 
king  Francis  into  Italy^  and  was  taker!  prifoner  with  him  at 
the  battle  of  Pavia^  but  foiund  means  to  make  his  efcape\ 
He  efpoufed  the  year  following  the  princefs  Afargaret^vridow 
of  Charles  count  of  JJenfon,  and  the  only  fifter  of  Francis  the 
firft,'  by  whom  he  became  the  father  of  the  princefs  Joanna^ 
who  in  his  life- time  efpoufed  Anthony  Bourbon^  duke  of  Ven- 
dofme^.  King  i^<f«ry  furvived  to  the  year  one  thoufand  five 
hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  then  deceafeo'  in  his  palace  of  Pau 
in  Beam  J  in  the  fifty- third  year  of  his  age*^  (A).  The  em-

tho'  he  did  him  the  juftice  to  own  he  merited  that  title  as 
ViA\  as  any  prince  of  that  age. 

?OANNA  UALBER%  and  in  her  right  Anihrny  duke  Joanna 
'endofmey  affumed  the  titles  of  king  and  queeti  of  Navarre j  queen  of 
and  we  (hall  have  occafion  to  fpeak  of  them  at  large  in  the  Navarre* 
next  chapter.  As  for  the  king  he  was  efleemed  a  gentle  and 
a  good  prince ;  and  the  queen  was  juftly  admired  for  her  ftrong 
parts  and  mafculine  underftanding,  as  well  as  fqr  h^r  fieadinefs 
in  fuppoft  of  the  Proteftant  religion.  The  king  was  wounded 
at  the  fiege  of  Rouen^  and  died  at  Andely  on  the  Seine^  in  his 
way  to  Parisy  November  the  feventeenth,  one  thoufand  five 
hundred  and  fixty-two,  in  the  forty-fifth  year  of  his  age  *.  The 
queen  furvived  him  almoft  ten  years ;  and  is  generally  fup- 
pofed  to  have  been  poifoned  by  the  artifice  of  the  queen  mo- 
ther of  France,  at  the  marriage  of  her  foil,  June  the  nintb» 
one  thoufand  five  hundred  and  feventy-two,  in  the  forty-fourth 
y^ar  of  her  age  ^  They  had  five  children,  three  fons  and  two 
daughters  ;  but  of  thefe  only  two  furvived,  Henry  and  Kathe-- 
riru,  who  became  dutchefs  oi  Lorrain^  often  follicited  to  bc^

that  he  ihould  be  learned  ;  but 
he  would  have  his  learning 
taught  him  by  converfation  ra- 
ther than  by  books,  obliging 
him  to  fix  certain  Latin  and 
Greek  maxims  firmly  in  his  me- 
mory r  and  taught  hina  the  ufe 
^nd  application  of  them  in  the 
condudi  of  life  (3)^  He  made 
110  attempts  to  recover,  his  do- 
minions, after  that  mentioned 
in  the  text; ;  but  he  held  a  con- 
ftant  intelligence  in  Na^varrei 
knew  the  flate  and  forces  in  that 
kingdom  exaftly ;  and  it  is  faid 
if  he  had  lived  a  month  longer, 
would  have  made  himfelf  mailer 
pfit  (4).

ter  was  the  great  point  in  this 
matter ;  the  nobility  oi Navarre 
knew  and  confided  in  him ;  his 
fucceffor  was  in  fome  meafufe  a 
ftranger  to  them  ;  and,  there- 
fore, though  he  endeavoured  to 
take  up  the  enterprize  where  his 
father-in-law  had  left  it,  yet  it 
was  to  no  purpofe;  and  from  this 
period  the  recovery  of  the  king- 
dom of  Navarre  became  alto-' 
gether  imprafticable,  the  per* 
fons  of  its  lawful  princes  being 
very  little  known,  and  their  in- 
terefts  gradually  divided  from 
thofe  of  their  fubjeds ;  that  is, 
in  the  fame  proportion  they 
grew  conneded  with  thofe  of 
France\

This 
jfntbony  of  Bcurion  was  of  £b 
amorous  a  complexion,  that  it 
occaiioned  many  quarrels  be- 
tween him  and  his  queen,  from 
whom,     notwithHandingf     he 
would  never  be  divorced ;   tho' 
after  {he  became  a  widow  there 
'  was  once  a  proje£l  for  procur- 
Sng    fbr   him   Mary  queen   of 
Scots  (6).   In  the  end,  it  is  faid, 
this  paifion  for  women  cod  him 
his  life,  by  his  ilighting  the  ad- 
vice of  his  phyiiaans,  while  he 
was   under  their  cure  for  his 
wound  (7).    Joan  of  Albert  ^2iS 
in  all  reipedis  a  very  extraordi- 
nary women.   Her  father  would 
have  married  her  to  Philip  the 


fecond,  in  the  life-time  of  the 
emperor  'Charles  the  iixth ;  but 
the  French  monarch,  Francis  the 
firil,  her  uncle,  would  not  fuf- 
fer  it :  on  the  contrary,  he  ac-  . 
tually  contraded,  and  even  ce . 
lebrated  the  marriage,  July  the 
15th,  154.0,  between  her  and 
Wiliiam  duke  of  Clcvesj  whom 
the  emperor  Chiles  ^e  £fth 
had  deprived  of  his  dominions, 
and  wi^  whom  he  made  his 
peace,  by  deferting  this  prin- 
cefs ;  and  upon  this  Francis 
married  her  to  the  duke  of  Fen" 
dofmcy  firft  prince  of  the  blood 
oiFranct  (8).  She  was  at  firft 
averie  to  what  was  called  the 
new  doflrines ;  but  became  af- 
terwards a  moft  zealous  Prote- 
ftant. After  the  death  c^  her 
husband,  and  of  his  queen  EU^m 
heth,  Philip  the  fecond  renew^ 
his  propofitions  of  marriage; 
tQ  which  the  queen  prudently 
anfwered,  that  (bethought  her- 
felf  fufficitntly  honoured  by  his 
cfteem  (9).  With  all  her  good 
qualities  fhe  had  one  great  de- 
fe£(,  for  ihe  was  infupportably 
haughty ;  and  to  this  me  hatrea 
of  queen  Mary  dt  Medicis  has 
been  attributed  by  fuch  as  al- 
ledge  fhe  was  poiibned  by  her 
direflion,  though  that  is  a  fad 
pofitiv'ely  denied  by  authors. 
She  was  the  feventh  heirefs  and 
q^ueen  cJit^aDarre  in  her  own

4emife  of  the  duke  of  Anjou  became  prefumptive  heir  to  the  £^France.* 
crown  of  France ;   to  which  be  fucceeded  on  the  murther  of 
the  laft-mentioned  prince,  on  the  fecond  of  Auguft^  one  thou-  . 
five  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and  united  thereby  the  titles  of 
f ranee  and  Navarre^ 

Before  we  conclude  this  fedton  it  may  not  be  ^mifs  to  Prefinf 
make  a  few  remarks,  which  we  flatter  ourfelves  will  not  htftateofthis 
^ifa^rees^le  to  our  readers.  Charley  the  fifth,  as  we  before  kingdfi^p 
€>bferved,  engaged  by  treaty  to  reftore  this  kingdom,  and  was 
,fo  little  pleafed  with  his  title,  that  amongft  other  hardfhips 
put  upon  the  French  monarch  Francis  the  firft,  one  was,  that 
he  ihould  oblige  his  brother-in-law  Henry ^  to  renounce  in  favour 
of  Charles.  Thajt  device  failing,  he  recomjmended  it  to  Philip 
the  fecond  to  marry  if  poflible  the  princels  Joan^  or  to  rc^ 
fiore  the  kingdom ;  but  Philip  the  fecond  having,  as  he  faid, 
been  fo  occupied  during  his  whole  r^ign  as  not  to  have  time 
to  examine  this  qijieftion  .maturely,  devolved  that  care  upon 
PhiUp  the  third,  who  it  may  be  thought,  his'  anceftors  pof- 
feffing  it,  fuflicient  right.  In  procefe  of  time  this  has  been 
fettled  by  a  fuperior  power,  fince  not  only  Navarre  but  all  the 
jiominions  of  Spain  are  at  this  day  in  the  poflciBon  of  a  defcen- 
idant  from  the  houfe  of  Albert.  But  with  refped  to  the  people 
of  Navarre^  it  is  extremely  worthy  of  notice,  that  they 
have  preferved  their  laws  and  liberties  entire  ;  and  though 
Che  king  of  Spain  fends  at  viceroy,  while  the  French  king 
Jceeps  the  title,  yet  they  are  alike  benefited  jn  point  of  revenue, 
pot  a  iingle  crown  pafling  out  of  JV^^ i;^rr^  except  it  may  be 
what  a  viceroy  can  fave,  whofe  falaiy  is  but  fix  thoufand 
pietesf  of  eight ;  and  the  whole  revenue  amounts  but  to  forty 
Ibontf^d,  which  is  about  a  pi^e  of  eight  for  every  family^
